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OF tbif QentUmtrif who, while he 
Jived, promoted in a' very eminent 
degree ^hc entertainment of his friends, 
it may be laid, in the words of Shaic- 
fpcarr:

Within the limits of bevoming mirthy 
I nerrr fpcnt an hoar*s talk withal : 
His eye begets occaiion for his wit j 
And etery^ea that thp one doth catch, 
The other turns to a mirth-moving jcft. 

He was l>om about the year 1731 *, 
and was the fon of Mr. Francis Groic, 
of Richmond, jeweller, who filled up the 
coronation crown of Gpor^e the Second, 
aivl died 1769. By his father he was 
left an indjcpendent fortune, which he 
was not of a difpofition to add to, or 
even' to prcfcrve. He early entered into 
the StMTy Militia, of which he became 
Adjutant and Paymafter ; but fo much 
had dilTipation taken poifeflion of him, 
that in a Gtuation which above all others 
required attention, he was (b carelefs as 
to have for fonae time (a;s h« u^ plea- 
fantly to tell) only two books ot ac- 
counts, yiz/ hi? right . and left hand 
pockets. In the one he received, and 
Irom the other paid ; and this too with a 
want ef circumfpeilion which may bp 
readily fuppoled from Cufih a mode of 
book-keeping. His lofles on this oc- 
cafion routed bis latent taljsnts : with a 
good claffical ^ucation he united a fine 
tafte for drawing j and encouraged by his 
friends, as well as prompted by his 
lit nation, he undertook the work from 
which he derived both profit and repu« 



tation : we mean, his Views of AxttU 

Suities in England and Wales, which he 
ril began to publifli in numbers in the 
rear 1773, and finilhed in the year 1776, 
1 he next year he added two more vo- 
lumes to his Enelifh Views, in which 
he included tiic idands of Guernfey and 
Jerfey, which were compieated in 1787, 
This vtwrk anfwered his moil fanguine 
ex|M:6lations 5 and, from the time he be- 
gan it to the end of his life, he continued 
without mtermiifion to publifh various 
works (a lift of which we fubjoin), ge- 
nerally to the advantage of his literary 
reputation, and almolt always to the 
benefit of his finances. His wit and 
good- humour were the abundant fource 
of fatisfa6\ion to himfclf and entertain- 
ment to his friends. He vifited almoft 
every part of the kingdom, and was well 
received wherever he went. In the fum- 
mcr of 1789 he fet out On a tour in 
Scotland 5 the refult of which he began 
to communicate to the public in 17909 
in numbers. Before he had concluded 
this 'work, he proceeded to Ireland> in- 
tending to furnifh that kingdom with 
views and defcriptions of her Antiquities^ 
in the fame manner he had executed 
thofe of Great Britain 5 but foon after 
his arrival in Dublin, being at the houfe 
of Mr. Hone there, he fuddenly was 
ffiized at table with an apoplectic fit, on 
the 6th May 1791, and died immediately. 
He was interred in Dublin. 

<* His literary hirtory,** fays a fHend, 
** rcfpeftable as It isy was exceeded by 
his good- humour, conviviality, and 
iiriendfhip. Living much abroad, and 
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^ In the y^r 1773, his firiend Mr. Davtes, of Wandfworthy fpeaks of 
' See the Sketch prefixed to the OUo. J^ VStkfi^^'''^ ^^ 
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in the bed company at home, he had the 
cafieft habits of adapting bimfelf to all 
tempers j and, being a man of general 
knowledge, perpetually drew out fome 
converfation that was either ufefiil to 
himfclf, or agreeable to the party. He 
could obfervc upon moft things with 
prccjfion and judgment 5 but his naturnl 
tendency was to humour, in which he 
excelled both by the fde^lion of anec- 
dotes and his manner of telling them : 
jt may be faid too, that his figure rather 
aflifted him, which was in fa^ the very 
title page to a joke. He had neither the 
pride nor malignity of authorlbip : he 
felt the independency of his own talents, 
and was fatisfied with them, without 
degrading others. His friendships were 
of the fame caftj conftant and fuicerc, 
overlooking fome faults, and feeking out 
greater virtues. He had a good heart j 
and, abating thofe little indifcretions 
natural to moft men, could do no wrong." 
He married at Canterbury, and re- 
fided there fome years, much beloved and 
refpe6\ed for his wit and vivacity; 
*' which,*' another friend obferves, 
«* though he pofleffed in an extreme de- 
gree, was but little tinftured with the 
cauftic Ijpirit fo prevalent among fpirits 
of thatclafs. His humour was oi that 
nature which exhilarates and enlivens, 
without leaving behind it a fting ; and 
though perhaps none poflTefled more than 
himlclf the faculty of * fetting the table 
in a roar,' it was never at the exnence of 
virtue or good manners. Of the moft 
careiefs, open, and artlefs difpofition, he 
was often (particularly in the early part 
of his life) the prey of the defjgning j 
and has more than once (it is believed) 
cmbarraffed him (elf by a too implicit 
confidence in the probity of others. A 



tale of diftrefs never failed to dra^ com- 
mlferation from his heart ; and often hai 
the tear been dlfcovered gliding down 
that cheek which a moment before was 
flufhed with jocularity." 

He was fatlier of Daniel Grofe, Efq. 
Captain of the Royal Regiment of Ar- 
tillery (who, after fcvcral campaigns in 
America, was appointed in 1790 Deputy- 
Governor of the New Settlement at 
Botany Bay), and fome other children.

MEMOIRS 

OF THE 

BIGHT HONOURABLE EDMUND BURKE. 



nnHE Public have a claim to the hiftory 
■*- of great men, for the benefit of their 
example ; and few, very few of modern 
tiuKs, have had fuch a claim to this 
charaf^er as Exlmund Burke — ** clarum 
et *vefinabtle nomen /'' — a name not only 
long known to his pwn country, but to 
ail Europe, for the brilliancy of his po- 
litical talents ; and, in our opinion, ftill 
lilted higher in the annals of literature, 
by his amazing eloquence as a fpeaker, 
and the uncommon itrcngth and harmony 
of l»4s powers as u writer. 



A little town in the county of Cork 
in Ireland had the honour of giving this 
ffreat Chara£lcr to the world on the firft 
day of January, in the year 1730. His 
father married into the family of the 
Nagles in that county ; a family of very 
antient delcent and refi>e6\ablc confi- 
deration ; he followed the profeflion of 
an attorney, and with his profeftion en- 
joyed a little eftatc from about one 
hundred and fifty to two hundred pounds 
a-year. 

£dmun4 w^s bis fecond foc» who, ^t 

a very 
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% ve'v early age, was fcnt to Balytore 
ichcoi i a Icniinary in the North ot" Ire- 
Jind ot vciy great repute, and well 
knouTi for rurninilng the bar and the 
pulpit of Ireland with many refpe6\abie 
*n(i eminent characters. This fchool has 
b«cn kept by Quakers for near a century j 
ar'd the fon ot the man to whom Mr. 
Burke was a pupil has been for thcfe 
many years palt the hcad-mafter. It has 
been creditable to both parties (viz. the 
prefcnt preceptor and the quondam pupil 
of his father), that the {tri6>eft friendship 
has aiwayj fubf.ftcd between them ; not 
only by a conftant crrrefpondence, but 
by occafional vifus; in which the re- 
iteration of boyilh adventures, compared 
with the chain of fucceflive events, mutt 
liave fonncd fuch. converiations as moil 
feel to a degree, though none but minds 
pf a refined and congenial temper can 
enjoy the true relifh. 

At this fchool young Burke foon dif- 
tinguifhed himGrlf by an ardent attach- 
ment to ftudy, a prompt cjmmand of 
words, and a good ta:ie. His memory 
too uat&lded itlllf very early, and he foon 
became d ill ingui filed as (what was called) 
the beft capper of y^^rfes in the Ichool j 
But as this phiaie is not fo generally 
known in England as in Ireiand, it may 
be nccedary to explain it : — What is 
called capping of 'verfes is repeating any 
PDc line out of the Cla(rics,and foilowing 
»t up by another, beginning with the 
fame Utter at which the former line 
ended J for indahce, 

Ma^\Tt\ memento rebus In ardui j 
^enrare menccmy non fecus in bonis. 

This was carried on, in the way of 
literary conteft, between two boys, which 
begat an emulation for reading above 
tbe ordinary line of duty, and at the 
fame time called out ami ftrengthened 
the powers of memory. Burke not only 
took the lead in this, but in all general 
tterciles : he was confidercd as the firft 
Greek and Latin fcholar 5 to thefe he 
■dded the thidy of poetry and belUs Uttres ; 
*nd, before he left the fchool, produced 
? play in three afts, founded on fome 
incit^ents in the early part of the Hiftory 
of England. 

Concemine this play we have made 
miny inquiries to little purpofe ; the 
probability is, that a work ot this kind, 
after it was read anK)ng(l his fchool- 
fellows, or perhaps a^cd, loft its novelty 
*«1 was forgotten j or perhaps the 
Anther, as he grc^ up to be a man, and 
** forward to put off his boyilh days," 



voluntarily deftroyed it. All that we 
know of It, to any degree of certainty, 
is, that Alfred formed the principal char 
racterj and we have been told, on the 
credit of a co- temporary fchool-boy, 
that this part breathed a fpirit of free- 
dom' and fubllmity that was wonder iul, 
confidering the age of the authoi^. 

The report, howc;ver, which one 
fchool-fellow makes of another, in- 
fluiin<;ed by the fublequeut reputation of 
I'uch a man as Burke, cannot be much 
depended on. If we did, not know the 
early productions of Drydeitf judging of 
them by the merits of his mati.rer day, 
what (hould not we imagine we had lolt ? 
but, knowing what they arc, how trifling 
they appear by cciiiparifon ! The early 
Works of ingenious men, however, are 
far frcm being incurious : Dryden's 
poem to the IVlemoi-y ot Henry Lord 
Haftings, with all its falie mct*iphor^, 
grofs images, and hobbling iliymes, 
ihews an excurfiye fancy, and lime la- 
tent traits of genias burlliiig to come 
ib;vvaid j but above all, it (liews what 
tl)c powers of application and experience 
in the aid of genius will do, when the 
fame author, even in his old age, coul4 
produce fuch a iublime poem as the Ode 
on St. Cecilia'rl)ay. 

Before Edmund left Balytore fchool, 
his elder brother died, which determined 
his fatiicr to change his plan ot delignation 
in regard to his family : and here it is 
curious to reflect how a fingle incident 
opens a way to great and conlidcrablc 
events : had the elder fon lived, he would 
have been educated to all the advantages 
of primogeniture, vvhilft this, his fecond, 
would in all probability have t>een either 
confjgned to his father^s profeifion as an 
attorney, or bred to feme trade j and 
thus have ended his days in the in- 

florious bultle of a country town, un- 
nown to fame and to pofterity. But 
fate decided it othcrwife: Edmund, foon 
after this event, was entered a fellow- 
commoner at the Univerfity of Dublin, 
where he purfued his itudies with the 
fame unceafmg application as at fchool ; 
and where he was no lefs cfteemed as a 
fcholar, than beloved for his agreeable 
manners and the integrity of his nien4- 
ftiips : indeed this latt feature of his 
charaftcr was his peculiar jn-aife through 
life, as he not only retained his political 
connexions with fidelity, but all thofe 
of an earlier date 5 aikl fome of thefe, 
to the ft ill hichpr praife of his generofity^ 
as his purfe, liis table, and his influence, 
were conftantly afiititfetir^Qi^gbor did 
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lie " ever meet an old friend with a new 
face," bu; thofe who by their lubfequent 
•ondufl had forfeited his proteilion. 

Atter (laying the ufual time at the 
Univerfity of Dublin, he came over to 
J^ondon, and entered himil-lf at a ftudent 
of the Honourable Scciety of the Middle 
Temple. Here, though neither the dutirs 
of the Inns of Courti, or the example of 
«* his fellow- priflilers in the law,'* de- 
numded or ftimulated hi« attention, fucb 



was his natural inclination for know- 
ledge, that he ftudied here as in every 
other fituation, with unremitting diii- 
fence : many of his habits and conver- 
lation* were fonie years paft well re- 
membered at the Grecian coffee- houfe 
(then the great rendfwoui of the Ihidentt 
of the Middle Temple), and they were 
fuch as were highly creditalije to hU 
morals and his talents.

ORIGINAL LETTER FROM EDMUND BURKE, ES(^ 



BeaconsfieUi April 5, 1796. 

SIR, 

I HAVE read the manufcript which 
you have had the goodnefs to fend foi* 
my entertainment and in ft ru 61 ion. You 
have not failed in your humane and 
honourable purpole : I was very much 
entertained j and> if I were treated with 
lefs partial it]^, 1 Should hav^ received 
more inftru^^ion. I have feldom fecn fo 
much wit in fo fmall a compafs as there 
is in your piAce : as to the prudence of 
pUbliHiiiifi; it« I have nothing at all to 
4ay 5 I hare never given advice to an 
author on that fubjc6\, that I rccoll.eft, 
in the whole fourle oi my life. If you 
Ihould follow the atWice you have re> 
ceived (except that a very pleafant per- 
formance would be denied to the public), 
I fee nothing ill t^at can happen by 
confining it to the entertainment of your 
particular friends. I amalmoft aihamed 
to fa^, that I have been fo much out of 
the literary world as not (o much as to 
have heaid of Mr. Wakefield's name 
until yef^erday, except what I found 
mbout him in your manufcript, and in 
the printed book of another Gentleman ; 
but I find he is a man of confiderable 
literary reputation. Of the other I had 
heard fometime, I believe two years 
fince, as the author of fomething very 
fcandalous and abfurd againft myfelf and 
the Gentlemen of France : I did not 
liead more than a page or two of it ; and 
^at as it was (hewn to me, for I never 
^jras in poflfcfTion of the pamphlet. What 
I fee from your piece, and fnnti the 
extracts made in Kir. Townfcnd's, he 
appears to be juft the iame illiterate, 
liupid, and impudent r;»ilcrthat I thought 
Jiim at that time. A^ to the rell, whe- 
ther this fort of ftulf pleafes the public 
is a matter unknown to me, hit not 
wholly indifferent j bccaufc, if it did, I 
fliould be ferry for the bad taf^e of my 
countrymen with rc^^.nd to momls and 



to compofition. As to myfelf, perfbnallyy 
if I were fo weak as much to attend to 
this foolifh ibrt of fcurrility, it can never 
afFc6l my tranquillity. I am under no 
fAAl^Xion to read the wotks of thoft 
who revile me $ and in hSt I never do } 
and I alTure you, that if it were not for 
the refpeftful attention I owe to th« 
men of talents who are generous enough 
to take an interett in me, I ihould live 
in the moft profound ignorance of the 
exigence of what this fort of authort 
*vrite againft me. Their pijsces, when 
they are ient to me, I read { and by what 
I perceive, they are engaged ih a kind 
of conflict whicn ind^ does honour t4 
their humanity j but which gives, to 
fome at l«aft amongft their antagoniftr, 
an importance which they could no 
otherwife obtain. 

I am rather furprifed at jrour fpcaking 
of fuch a perfon at Hafting$ with any 
degree of reipcftj at prefent 1 (ay nothing 
of t^ofe who chofe to take his guilt 
upon themfelves : I do not fay I am not 
deeply concerned ; God forbid I Ihould 
fpeak any other language. Others may 
l>e content to prevaricate in judgment j 
it is not my tafle ; but thry who attack 
me for my fourt*:en years* labours on 
this fubjeel, ought not to forget, that 
I always a^ed under public authority, 
and not of my own fancy \ and that, \x\ 
condemning me, they afperfe the whole 
Houfe of Commons for their conduft 
continued for the greiter part of thre« 
Parliaments. I beg leave once more to 
return you my beft acknowledgments.

newfpapers (The Correfpondcnten), pub- 
li(hed four days in the feven, prints 
96,000 copies every week: a city, in 
which the French Revolution has en- 
abled the Refident at Geneva, under the 
old Govei*nment| of the (irft talents and 
education, to (hew his good fenfe by 
becoming a bookfelltr ; and where the 
literary traveller may find a regular 
bookfcller, of whom I fliould fay more 
in this letter from Hamburgh, if he were 
not the printer aiui publilher of it ; a 
city where the late Einprefs of Ruflia 
was in part educated, and where Guf- 
tavus Vafa Ipent part of his retirement 1 
which, with its fifter Altona, affords a 
refuge juft now to much worth and many 
talents, not often feen in a city which 
juftly boafts that it has given birth, 
among its cafks, its bales, and its 
packages, to fuch men as Hagedorn, 
Brockas, Gifecke, Fabricius, Ehert, and 
Efchcnburg: which Klopftock hat 
chofen to dignify by making it his abode 
for the laft twenty-five years : and where 
a merchant, though an extenfive one 
(Cafptr Voght) difplays the mind of a j 
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prince, in trying every means to intro- 
duce into his country the various im- 
provements he has found , or hears of in 
£uropej and by liudving thtr happinels 
of the poor, as if they were all his re- 
lations : a city, in (hort, which does not 
perhaps yield to the capital of any em- 
pire, in fhe general character of its in- 



habitants of every defcnptloTl ; iii tht 
ufe generally made of its immenrc riches j 
in the number or naiurt: of its public 
chaiities j or in any thing which at all 
regards Government. Long may it 
flourifh, and ever may its ramparts re- 
main as ufelefs as they happily are at 
prcfent.*'

AUTHENTIC ACCOUNT OF THE VOLUNTARY BURNING OF SOME 

MARATTA WOMEN, IN CONSEQUENCE OF THE 

DEATHS OF THEIR HUSBANDS j 

AS THE SAME ACTUALLY TOOK PLACE AT POONAH, IN JULY X7S7* 



TT efcapcd me to mention, in a fonner 
^ Addrels (as I intended), having ieen 
two Maratta women, one about 20, and 
the other not 30 years old, perform the 
aibni/hing ceremony of SuiteCf or de- 
▼otiag themiclves to the flames, on re- 
ceiving the news of the deaths of their 
bnlbands, who died in the army ef the 
diibrdcr then I'aging in it, and who were 
in Tery humble ftations \ £0 that the 
powertul imoreiHon of grief for the lois 
of a dear friend prefent to the fenfes, or 
the powerful impulfe of family pride, 
•annot hare precipitated them to ib in- 
conceiTable a pitch of enthufiaim. 

This honrid and aftoniftiinga^ is per- 
fumed by the Maratta women by throw- 
ing themlelves headlong into a pit about 
fourteen feet deep, about four of which 
are filled up with the burning remains 
of a large quantity of wood, previouily 
put in, and reduced to a fierce fire of 
crabcfj, for the reception of the viflims j 
vid, on her precipitating herfelf into it, 
after going through various preparatory 
ceitmonies of bathing, circumambulating 
tht pit, &c. large quantities of Araw, 
oil, v/ocd, and other inflammable ma- 
terials, are thrown on her. At the fame 
iaftant, a great clam9ur is raifed by the 
populace ; which, joined to the found of 
trumpets, drums, and the barbarous 
wufic which accompanied the proceflion 
fo ihc fatal fpot, effc£lually drowns the 
ftrjfks of the expiring devotee. 

The two in qucition, who feem to hate 
htcn cloi'cly connefled in the bonds of 
private friendftiip, threw themfelves at 
the lame moment into two pits dug for 
them clofe to each other. 

The method obferved by the Bramin 
^oroen is different : an apartment is made 
in tlie fuprcral pile, in which the bodv of 
the deceafcd is dcpofitcd, and into which 
the vi^im enters (after performing the 
i^equirite ceremonies of ablution, &c.) 
through a fmalL aperture left for the 
porpcfc. The beams which fupport the 
upper part of the pile are then let down, 
and at the fame moment ths combuftible 
nnterials, with which the cellar is fitted, 
«t let fife to. 

Several of thefc melancholy and in- 
conceivable iniUnces of the ftrength and 
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weaknefs of the human mind have hajp- 
pened during my refuience here an4 in 
other places ; but the one above defcribej 
is the firft I ever faw, which happened 
on the a6th of March laft, clofe to my 
tents, where I am forry to find I am 
liJcely to be an involuntary foeflator of 
many more ; being at the conmix of two 
rivers, a circumuance grateful to th^ 
prejudices of thefe people, in performing 
the purifications requifite to fuch a^s^ 
and their funeral rites. 

This evening, about five, I was haflily 
called to be a fpe^ator of the ftiockiil^ 
ceremony of felf-devotion, fometimes 
pra^iied amoi\g the Bramin females Qn 
the death of their hufbands. 

Soon after I and my condu£lor had 
quitted the Houfe, we were informed thp 
Suttee (for that is the name given to the 
perfon who fo devotes herfelQ had palFed^ 
and her track was marked by the Uoolol 
and Beetle leaf which ihe liad fcattered 
as fhe went along. She had reached the 
Moolah, which runs clofe under town, 
bcfoi-e we arrived j and, having per- 
formed her latt ablutions, was fitting at 
the water's edge, . Over her head wa« 
held a punker ; an attendant fanned her 
with a waving handkerchief $ and (he 
was furrgunded b/ her relations, a few 
firiends, and fome cliofen Bramins ; tl«e 
populace being kept aloof bv a guard 
from Government. In this utuation, I 
ieain trom good authority, flic diftributcd 
among the Bramins two thoufand i*upees» 
and the jewels with which ftie came de- 
corated ; referving only, as is ufual on 
thefe occafions, a imail ornament in her 
nole, called mootee (perhaps from a pearl 
or two on it), and a bracelet cfplaiti 

fM. on each wrift. From her polturc, 
could lee only her hands ; which, wiih 
the palms joined, rofe above her head in 
an attitude of invocation. Q^ittinj; 
therefore this poft, I removed to an emi- 
nence that gave me an opportunity o£ 
obfervlng th« conftru^iion of the funeral 
pile, and commanded the path-way, by 
which I underlkood ihe would approach 
it. 

The fpot chofen for its cref^ion wa« 
about forty paces from the river, and 
dircaiy fronting the Suttee. When I 

C £ame 
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came up, the frame onlv was fixed : It 
cOttTiKed of four uprights, each about 
ten feet high ; they ftood rather more 
than nine teet afunder lengthwile, and 
under fix in breadth. Soon after, by 
ropes failened near the top of the up- 
rights, was fufpended a roof of rafters j 
and on it again, heaped as many billets 
as it would bear. Beneath arole a pile 
of more fubftantial timbers, to the height 
of about four feet, which was covered 
over with dry ftraw and bufhes of a ira- 
grant and ncrcd fhrub, called iottfee : 
the fides and one end being then filled up 
with the fame materials, the other ex- 
tremity was left open as an entrance. 
The melancholy bower completed, the 
Lady got up and walked tbrwaid unfup- 
ported amidlt her friends ; (he approached 
the door-way } and then, having paid 
certain devotions, retired a few yards 
afide, and was encircled as before. 7"he 
dead body was brought from the Bank 
(where it had hitherto rcmaii>ed, clofc to 
the place the Su/tre lately fat on), was 
laid upon the pile, and with it Icveral 
fweetmeats, and a paper bag containing 
either flour or dult of fandal. The 
widow arofe, and walked three times 
flowly round the pile ; then feating hcr- 
felf oppofite the enti*ance, on a fmall 
fquare uone conftantly ufed in fuch cales, 
on which two feet were rudely ftrctched, 
Ae received and returned the endearments 
of her companions with great Icrenity. 
This over, ihe again ftood up ; and 
having ftroaked hec right hand, in the 
fondeft manner, over the heads of a fa- 
voured few, gently inclining her perlbn 
towards them, (he let her arms fall round 
their necks in a faint embrace, and turned 
from them. Now with her hands, in- 
deed, upheld to Heaven, but with her 
Soor eyes caft in a glare of total ab- 
rasion deep into the den of auguifh 
tiiat awaited her, (he (topped awhile a 
piteous (latue! At length, without al- 
tering a feature, or the lealt agitation of 
her trame, (he afcended the door -way 
unaflifted ; and, laying down befide her 
hu(band''s corpfe, gave herfelf^ in the 
meridian of health and beauty, a viSim 
to a barbarous and cruelly confecrated 
error of mifguided faith. As foon as 
(he entered, (he was hid from view by 
bundles of ftraw> with which the aper- 
ture was cloicd «p, aod all the a^ors ia 



this tragic fcene feemed to vie with each 
other who (hould be mod forward in 
hurrying it to a conclufion. At once, 
fome darkened the air with a cloud 6f 
Gooioii fome, darting their hatchets at 
the fufpending cords, ft lied the laden 
roof upon her j and others ru(hed eagerly 
forward to apply the fatal torch ! Hap- 
pily, in this moment of infufferable 
agony, when the mind mult iiave loft 
her dominion, and the ear expe^^cd to be 
pierced by the unavailing cries of nature* 
the welcome din of the trumpet broke 
forth from every quarter. 

When the conflagi-ation took place, 
and not till then, it was fed tor a time ^ 
with large quantities of gb^^t thrown by 
the neareft akin ; but, except the 4cof/ee 
and ftraw before mentioned, no com* 
buftible whatever, that I either ^w or 
could kam, was ufed in preparing the 
pile. It is laid to be tlie cuftom, that 
as the Suiteg afcends the pile, (he is fur- 
ni(hed with a lighted taper, to fet fire to 
it herfelf ; and my companion, who was 
a Bramin, aiferted that in this inftance it 
was the cafe : but I traced the whole 
progrefs of the ceremonies with fo cl<J(e 
and ea^r an attention, that I think I 
may fately contradidi him. 

As ciu^iofity may be excited to know 
fomething of the lubjeft of this terrible, 
though here not uncommon immolation, 
I have collefled the following parti- 
culars : 

The Lady's name was Toolfeboy, her 
hu(band's Ragabuy Tauntee. He was 
about thirty years old, and nephew to 
Junaboy Daddah, a perfbn of diiilndion ^ 

in this place : a little girl abjut four 
years of age, the fruit of their union , 
furvives them. Toolfeboy was nine- 
teen, her ftature above the middle ftand- 
ard, her form elegant, and her leatures 
intcreliing and exprcflive j her eyes, in 
particular, large, bold, and commanding. 
At the folenm moment in which aiojic 
I law her, theic beauties v^re eminently 
coiii'picnous ; notwith (landing her face 
was difcoloured with turmericki her hair 
di(hevelled and wildly ornamented with 
flowers, and her looks, as, they forcibly 
ftruck me throughout the ceremony, 
like thole of one whole lenfes wandered 5 
or, to come nearer tlie imprefTion, whole 
f«ui was already fleeting, and in a Itatc 
of Yi'Ai fep.i^ation liom the body. 
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TWO LETTERS FROM THOMAS SHERIDAN, ESQ^TO MR. WHYTE. 



DiAlt SAM ! * 

yOUR long expcaed letter has at 
*- length arrived without date. You 
mention in it that it was writ the poft 
after Mr. Shecn^s, but by fomc ftrange 
fatality it has been fix weeks longer in 
its paiEigc. I own your long hlence 
aftoniihea me, and rat fed in me many 
mortihring refle£iion$. The general 
neglcCT which I experienced from all 
quarters in my diftreft fituation, creattd 
in me Tuch an apathy for all the affairs of 
this life, that I was almoft brought to 
with to pafs the rcll of my days 
.Ohlimfqae nKorum, oblivifcendus ct lUis. 

But your laft has fliewn me that friend- 
ship i$ not wholly baniflied trom the 
earth. I find that it is to your care 
fclely I am indebted for the turn my 
affairs have taken, and it plealed me the 
more, as you are the only per ion living 
to wb(mi I would wilh to owe fuch an 
obligation. Your filenoc during the 
tranJOt^ioD carries its excufewith it. It 
was better on every account that the 
attempt ihoukl be made without my 
privity. And to deal ingenuoully with 
vou, had yo4i confulted me» I (hould never 
have confented to it. But as the thing 
has paiTcd with fo much credit to mc, 
the whole honour and merit of it is 
yours. What I raeiUioned in a former, 
n-lative to an a£l of >^arl lament, had no 
reference to any fuch ail to be made in 
Ireland, of which I had liot the leaft idea, 
buttoan Englifti aft paffed the feifions 
before for the relief of infolvent debtors, 
^ith the nature of which I defired to be 
nude acquainted. . . . You have not 
tiiade me acquainted with the circum- 
Itances of the a6l, in which, through your 
friendly and di^nterelted exertions, I am 
concerned j nor mentioned the time that 
it will be proper for mc to go to Ireland. 
I ihould be glad you would take the firft 
opportunity of conveying a copy of the 
aa to Mr. Chamberhiinc, becaufe there 
are fomc poinds on wiiigh I would take 
advice in Xx>ndon, before my fetting out 
for Dublin. And now, my dear Sam! 
I muft tell you, that without vour farther 
aflittance it will be impoflible for me to 
re:q> the benefit of what you have done 
for me. From the perpetual fluftuation 
h) the Miniftry, the payments are no 
longer punaual at^hc Treafury. There 
is now due tt> me a year of my pcnfion j 
9nd at the moineni I am writing to you 



I am reduced to my laft Louis. I had 
relied upon receiving about fifty pound 
from Sheen for the books, and a year's 
rent of a ceruin farm a^ Quilca. But 
this I find, without any notice given me, 
has been foreltalled, and Sheen writes mc 
word that he has not a (hilling to fpare* 
I had before applied to fome friends in 
England, who had made large profcflions 
to me J hut I find, by an ob(tinate filence 
on their part, that nothing is to be ex- 
pe^cd from them. My fole reliance at 
prefent is upon you j nor (hould I have 
the leaft doubt on me, if your abilities 
were equal to your good will. But I 
muft conjure you, by all that is facred in 
fr iendihip, to ravl'e a hundred pounds for 
mc, as fpeedily as you can, and convey it 
to William Whately, Elb. Banker in 
London, for my ulc ; on tne receipt of 
which I will immediately fct out for 
England in my way to Dublin. Mrs. 
Sheridan and the Chiklren will continue , 
in France, till my affairs arc fettled j 
and after that y6u may rely upon it that 
this is the firft debt I (hall think myfelf 
bound to difchargc. I need not lay more 
upon this head j I am fure your utmolt 
endeavours will not be wanting to fervc 
me in this exigence, and to complete what 
you liave fo well begun. 

And now I muft give you fome ac- 
V count of what wc have been doing fince 
our arrival at Blois. I have long fince 
finifiied the Di6lionary, and have got 
together the greateft part of the matenals 
for the Grammar, which only want being 
reduced into order. I have likcwile 
almoft finilhed a volume of Dialogues on 
the Englith Language, to ferve as a pre- 

rrativc for the other work. The more 
refie^ pn the general ule which muft 
be made of this work wherever £ngii(h 
is taught, the more I am convinced that 
the profits of it will be conliderable ; and 
that if I keep the right of the Copy to 
myfelf (whicn is my dcficn) it wijl be 
an eftate to my family. 1 have fini(hed 
a Grammar too in Engliih and French, 
for the ufe of all foreigners who under- 
ftand French, that are (kfu-ous of attain- 
ing a knowlcd^ of the Englifti tongue 
by an eafy and fiiort method. I have 
alio drawn up a Grammar in £ngli(h to 
facilitate the attainment of the French 
toneue to all who fpcak £ngli(h. A 
work much wanted, and which I began 
at firft for the ufe of my children, upon 
finding the great iropfrfc£tion of all 
^ ^ «» Digitized t^Vj\. hitherto 
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hitherto pubKihcd with that view. Mrs. 
Sheridan has writ a Comedy called a 
Trip to Bath, in which lomc good 
judges in England find a great deal of 
merit. She has alfo made two additional 
volumes to the Memoirs of Sidney, and 
has begun a Tragedy in profe upon part 
of the liory conumed in this latter part. 
Thus you fee, that, together with the 
time employed in the inftruftion of the 
children, we have not been idle fincc our 
arrival here. Our coming to Blois has 
been attended with the happy circum- 
ftance of reftoring Mrs. Sheridan to a 
perfeft 2obd itatc of health, a blefling 
which Se had not known for ten years 
before j and this alone would make me 
think it a fortunate event which drove 
lit hither. But I have other reafons to 
blefs this event : it has afforded me an 
©pportunity of acquiring two of the moft 
ufeful kinds of knowledge which one 
can be poflTenfcd of in this life ; I mean 
a knowledge of the world, and a know- 
ledge of tnyfelf. To know the wcrkl 
wefi, one mufl ceafe to be an aftor in the 
bufv fcene of life, and be contented to be 
an humble fpe6lator ; and to know one's 
felf well, long uninterrupted leifure for 
fclf-exaraination, at a diltancc from the 
turbulence and feduftions of the world, 
is eflfentially neceffary . The refult of 
my refleflions with regard to the world 
has been the fame with that of the wife 
man, that it is Vanity of Vanities. But 
I have not like him ended my enquiries 
there. My mind couM never relt in lb 
difpiriting a conclufion ; it naturally led 
me to the confideration of another life, 
where all that is amifs here will be rec- 
tified. And after the moft unprejudiced 
enquiries, I remained in the full con- 
vision, that it is from Rhliciion alone 
that we can hope for contentment in this 
life, or happinefs in a future one : and 
the refult ot my felf-examination was, a 
determined refolutibn to make her facred 
dictates the guide of all my future aflions. 
Don't think, Sam! that either fupcr- 
Hition or melancholy have h^d the leaft 
influence on this occafion, for I have not 
a grain of either in my ccmpofition ; it 
has been the effeft of a long, cool, deli- 
berate train of refleftion. I am lorry I 
was not before made acquainted with the 
Very kind part which Mr. Boyle took in 
my affairs. I fear a letter, after fo great 
a <liltahce of time, would ap})ear with 
but an ill grace ; I muft therefore beg 
you will take it upon yoiu-fclf to makp 



him my mofV grateful acknowledge^pents, 
and at the fame time the apology for my 
filence. You do not fay a woitl about 
Mrs. Whyttf, nor your boy. Do you 
think we are indifranent with regard to 
what concerns you ? Aifure Mr. and 
Mrs. Guinnefs of my v*rarmefl regards, 
and beft wifhes. I did intend to return 
a few lines in anfwer to the obliging 
ones which fhe added to yours, but you 
fee the paper is finifhcd.

OFTEN have I fat down to write to 
you an account of the molt fatal event 
that could befal me in this life, and as 
often have thrown afide the pen. Oh, 
my dear Sam ! the moft cxc<:llent of 
womtn is no more. Her apparent ma- 
lady was an intermitting fever, atf^:nded 
with no or\t bad fymptom till the day 
before her death, when fhe was fuddenly 
deprived of her fcnles, and all the fatal 
prognoftics of a fpeedy dilTolution ap- 
peared. She died the death of the 
righteous, without one pang, without a 
groan. The extraordinary circumftances 
attending her cafe made me relblvc to 
have her opened : when it was found that 
the whole art of medicine could not have 
prolonged her days, as all the noble parts 
were attacked, and any one of four in- 
ternal maladies muft have proved mortal. 
If the news of this event has not yet 
reached Dublin, break it to my fifter as 
gently as you can. I fct out from this 
in a few days for St. Quint in, a town 
^bout halfway between tKis and Calais, 
where I purpofe to leave my children, in 
the hands ot Proteftants, to whom they 
are ftrongly recommended. As foon as 
I have fettled them, I fhall let out for 
London, and thence proceed to Dublin 
as fpeedily as poffible. I thank you for 
your laft letter and the remittance, with- 
out which I fhould not have been able to 
have made this anangemcnt. — Sam! 
you have loft a friend who valued you 
much. I have loft what the world can- 
not rcpah", a bofom friend, another fclf. 
My children have loft — Oh ! their lols is 
neither to be exprefltd nor repaired. 
But the will of God be done.

TT It not, I bcHcTt, very unufual for 
•*• writers (efpcciaily thole who turn their 
attention to that faAiionabJe and conl'c- 
qwcntly profitabk branch of the pro- 
tcOlon, Voyages and Travels) to hazard 
bold aiKrtions; and when they have 
tnouated their readers in their literary 
cars, to drive them to the very edge of 
tmth, or, ioiieedy of probability. Of this 
amufing clafs, as I apprehend, is the 
Author Aow before roe» Mons. de Non : 
who, in his excurfion to Sicily and Malta 
(page 13), ipcaking of that celebrated 
Volcano Mount i^tna, oblervcs : *• That 
round its ftupendous bale, every thing 
leems to grow with iuicuriance. It is,"* 
he continues. ** the pi^ure of the Golden 
Age ; and I was now perfuaded, more 
firmly than ever, that a Volcano is ne- 
ceflary to the hapBinefs of a Country." 

Another pbiloiopher of whom I have 
heani, who had likewiie a good opinion 
of Burning Mountains, wifhed, feme 
y^n fince, to raife a fubfcription for the 
propagation of them in every country of 
Eurooe. How a projeft fo ufefiil hap- 
pened to fail, although I have not leifure 
tor the enquiry, may, I think, fumiih a 
fobjcft for difquifition, not unworthy of 
the attention of the learned. Leaving, 
therefore, this fpeculation to thofe that 
have more time and ingenuity, I (hall 
only obftrve, that what has been faid of 
a trio of celebrated Poets haff^, in the 
inllancc of thole Sages, been alfo verified : 
a third genius hath arifen, who hath 
united the abilities of the former two ; 
ind aOually carried into execution a plan 
ot -.vhich they had only a crude idea. 

My readers will by this time probably 
guefs, thai by this third ingenious pcr- 
looage I mean the mechanical Manager 
of Raaelagh, to whofe laudable exertions 
for the benefit of the public it is Qwing, 
that Mount ^tna has been tranfplanted 
to Chelfca, whether in the way that the 
^'tita Ca/a travelled from Nazareth to 
Dalmatia, and thence to Recanati in Italy, 
is belt known to himfelf $ but be that 
^ it may, to this genius it is owing, 
^t we have for ieveral feafons been 
entertained with an exhibition, confiding 
oi torrents of liquid fire burning from 



a crater of feveral inches diameter, while 
the mountain, of a mag^nitude far more 
conliderable than a mole-hill, now emit" 
ting volumes of fmoke, black as that 
from its neighbouring fteam engine : 
now difcharging (bowers of fquibs and 
crackers, and then peifuming the at- 
mol'phere with the delegable odour of 
i'ulphur and nitre, is certainly an objeft 
which ought to be contemplated with 
awe and amazement \ an obje6l, the fub- 
limity, of which mutt carry the imagi- 
nation far above the little paltry concerns 
of " this vile fpot ;'' an objeft which 
muft give to us the moft elevated idea of ' 
the philofopher who tranfportcd, or rather 
tranllated, into this favoured Ifland a 
fpe6tacle, wnich (as Mons. de Non well 
obferves) «* was the only thing wanting 
to complete the happinefs of the Nation T* 

Sum Soiust . 
I am the only one! was the motto of 
Powell the famous fire-eater*} from 
whom, I am informed, the prefect pro- 
je^lor is defcended :. and (6 (truck am I 
with contemplating the immenfe ad- 
vantage that mutt accrue to the public 
from the importation of Volcanoes, that 
I could almoft wiili to behold one fmoak- 
ing in the vicinity of every town in 
England. Yet, fucli a refpeft have I 
for ingenuity, fuch a regard have I for 
literary, mental, or indeed an)r other 
property, that I would have this cele- 
brated artiil, like his great predecelTor, 
able to fay. Sum Solus ! — I am the only 
one that (liail derive any profit from their 
fabrication for, at leall, fourteen years ; 
therefore, I would advife him, with all 
convenient i'peed, to apply for a patent j 
and, by this means, draw a legal line 
around the bafe of his Burning Mountain, 
Entre nous, 1 am the more anxious in 
this bufinefs, becaufe I know that there 
arc perfons, who (hall be naroclcfs,' but 
who ai-c neithev /rufiy nor vjeU''belo'veJ^ 
that, unfan^lioned by Royal authority, 
are proje^ing fome volcanic explofions ; 
which, although probably not fo amufing 
as this which we arc obferving upon, 
may put our author out oi a' condition 
to derive any advantage from his in- 
vention.

in this fplendid exhibition, were far fur- 
pafied tipon the late celebration of the 
anniverlury of his Majefty*s birth-day j 
an anniverfary dear to every true Briton ! 
Upon that happy occafion, the very Cy- 
cK)ps rejoiced ; and, as I am inftnic^cd, 
the Mountain itfelf had a double aliow- 
atce of combuftibles ; the fcrgcs an 
extra peck of coals each ; and lurther, 
that fuch was the noifc and bellowing of 
the faid Mountain, that you *« might 
defy poppy or mandragora, or all the 
droufyXyrups in the world,** to admi- 
siAer repofc at even three miles dillancc. 

Upon an occafion fo truly patriotic, 
I am fmccrely difpofcd to praifc the 
manager for the part he has taken in the 
general joy } but muft, at the fame time 
obferve, that his loyalty is not confined 
lo birth-nights, nor, indeed, to night at 
all ; for although he might begin in the 
dark, he has frequently been known to 
continue his exertions till fun-riling, 
and to have ufliered in the day with cx- 
plofions that have trighteneil the neigh- 
bourhood *• from its propriety :'* which 
have a61cd like the repetition of an 
eledlncal (hock, and perhaps in Ibme 
cales might be medicinally ulcful j cfpe- 
cially to the fick, convalclcents, and 
iying-in-wc;^Tien , as while they fervtd to 
brace the nerves of the two former, they 
wight inform the latter, who were con- 
fined to their beds, of what was doing 
iu the world. 

I have therefore no doubt but that all 
the parties I have laft mentioned, and a 
number of other inhabitants of the 
vicinity of the Volcano, who would 
rather hear a noife than make one, would 
readily join in a petition for a patent, 
by which fo great a bleiTmg might be 
iecured to themielves and their poxterity, 
at leait thrice a week. 

I am the more (Irenuous in urging 
the manJigcr to this ftep to fccure his 
njaluabU property, as, b^fides the inno- 
vation which I have mentioned before, 
I undcrftand that the proprietors of 
Vauxhall intend to turn their Cafcade 
into a Burning Mountain^ which will 
probably be ks exa6l a refemb lance of 
Vefuviusjas the Chelfea produ6Vion is of 
^tna. In this reprefcntation, a great 
improvement will, as I am informed, be 
made in the emifTion of the fire and 
linckey in the flowing of the lava, and 
3 



the explofjon of pumice ftones, &c. all 
which operations are, as has been ftated 
to me, to be regulated by a concert of 
martial mufic, pertbrmed by the hlack 
band, and accompanied by a grand 
chorus of infernals in their gala drcfles, 
which, it is v/ell known, are of fable 
trimmed with gold lace, and red dock- 
ings : who mean to join their exertions 
to thofc of the corps of fire- workers, in 
order to make this one of the loudcfl 
exhibitions ever heard in this country. 

Notoriety, both wtthm and "Mithoui 
doors, has in this age been fiT(|uently 
obtained by making a noifc. We have 
fccn, or rather heard, many men, in 
flations far more elevated than thofe of 
either the proprietors of Vauxhall or 
Kanelagh, attain a well-earned popu- 
larity by a proper explofion of rhetorical 
fire j by knowing when to let off afiuib j 
when to launch a rocket \ and when to 
fpring a mine. Upon this fertile topic, 
I could defcant with great ingenuity, 
did not matter of more importance attract 
my prefent attention. 

A friend, who has a far more retro- 
fpeftive memory than I would be thought 
to poflefs, has ventured to attack the 
originality of this Volcanic invention. 
He aflerts, « that fomcwhat above thirty 
years ago, when Marybone Gardens were 
in fafliion, a Burning Mountain was 
there exhibited by a Signior Torri j from 
which, while the lava flowed in copious 
dreams down its outfide, a bur ft of 
thunder iflued, and its body opening, 
dilcovcrcd the funiace of Vulcan, with 
his attendants bufily employed/* He 
further ftates, *< that under the dire^ion 
of < the limping God,' the armour of 
^ntus was forged and delivered to 
Venus ; who, in ravouring the faid God 
with a kifs, as a reward for his inge- 
nuity, had her nofc fmutted, a circum^ 
fiance which greatly increafed the rational 
delight of the company. After which, 
the Goddcfs joined in a fong, amidlt a 
Ihower of fire ; which, perhaps o^i"g ^o 
her n^rine birth, had no vifible effe^ 
upon her," 

If this, my friend's information, be 
true (and I have no reafon to doubt his 
veracity), I fear that the originality of 
this invention muft be given up ; and 
that we in this age, confoling ourfelVes 
with an obfervation made both by So- 
lomon and Cicero, " that there is nothing 
new under the Sun,*' can only congra<* 
tulate the public upon its revival. 
Though indeed I think, that the future , 
proprietors of Volcanoes maya vail them-. 
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felvet of the ingtnutty of Slgnior Torri 5 
and, like him, open 2 cavern in their 
Wci, " within wnofe vail abyfs/' Ibmc 
aocicnt mjfiery or mortUity might be rc- 
prekntcd { fuchas Orpheus and Euridice \ 
the dclcent of JEi\t2L& into the ElyHan 
fields; the interview betwixt Hercules 
and Cerbcrusy in the courfe of which an 
aceiicnt opportunity would be afforded 
for the three canine heads to bark a 
trto, 

MUton^s Pandemonium has, I believe, 
hern thou^t of, as has alfo fome other 
P*«es of Icfs gravity ; but I fear it 
would have too comic an effe^l in an 
entertainment of fuch dignity and fub- 
^ty, to perform the farce of Lethe : 
beijdcs that, I am againil mingling ele- 
Dtnts, and think the river finding its 
^»ay into the bowels of the mountain, 
might be attended with thofc bad conlc- 
qucnccf which Naturalifts (o frequently 
dcfcribc. 

^mt of the other fcenes which I have 
mentioned might certainly l>c introduced 
^th great advantage to the rifing ge- 
neration, and be particularly ufetul to 
youths of h&uQiii as it would prevent 



their taking a journey to Rome and 
Naples, which we know is very often to 
little purpole, and at the lame time give 
them a ipice of clafTical erudition, which 
it is not probable that ihey would by any. 
other means attain. 

Thus blending the ufefu! with the 
agreeable, and iu(lru£ltng while they 
ekvate, lurprii'e, and enchant the mental 
faculties, I have no doubt but that 
Volcanoes will become a favourite fummer 
amu!i:mcnt \ and that the patent, if ho 
obtains it, will prove a profitable fpe- 
culation to my Ranehgh friend : aod I 
alio, as was oblerved in the beginning 
of this paper, have great hppe that we 
fhall, in every town in England, have 
the pleafure of feeing a Burning Moun- 
tain arlle, althoueh it (hould be no bigger 
than a i'ugar loaf. 

When that happy period arrives, all 
thofe who have the gooil of their country 
at heart may, with Monfieur de Non, 
exclaim : •* Every thing,'* within which 
circle he muft certainly comprehend tol- 
lies and vices, ** Icems to thrive with th<i 
greatelt luxuriance, and ours is a pi^ure 
of the Golden Age I*' 



ON POPE'S HOMER. 
(Continued fr9m\oL XXXI. Page 166.) 



MT DEAR ?. 

J SHALL not, you think, feel myfelf 
lefs diipolcd to miltnift my own taiie, 
^hen I am told that it runs counter to 
the talle, not only of the ingenious Ef- 
fayift, but to that alfo of ah elegant 
writer ; whofe authority on thefe fuh- 
jcftf is very generally and very jufHy 
acknowledged. Since I had the pleafure 
of writing to you, I have myfelf fallen 
•n the letter in Fitzofbourne, where the 
admired pa/I^e, which I was then con- 
fidering, is Ipoken of in high terms of 
comramadon. He muft be more te- 
Bacioos of his purpofe than I profefs 
myfelf to be, wno is not biaffed by the 
opinion of this able and judicious critic : 
and yet, to confefs the truth, on rc- 
pcmfing the obferrations I fent you, I 
^ not find any thing in them which I 
can perfuade myfelf to retra<5t. The 
wings with which Pope has equipped 
Kotus, though not found in Homer, I 
have always thought a beautiful addition 
to the figure. Has not the view of this 
great improvement, which at once catches 
the eye, ui this cafe, without further cn- 
^^^9 dctermiocd alfo tbt judgment of 



thefe confentmg admirers ? AJi which 
follows appears to me, in ftrength of 
thought, propriety of manner, and nice 
arrangement of the parts, very far indeed 
inferior to the original $ to • -hich, you 
will obferve, in thefe efl'ential points, it 
bears little or no refemblance. What 
then is talle ? Are its principles fixed 
by any fure criterion ? Is it fubjeft to 
the controul of rcafon and judgment ? 
Or docs it wander at large— under no 
confinement of rule — with no certain 
dcfignation — varying, as it may chance^ 
with the temper, the feelings, or the 
fancy of each individual? 

In the i'ame letter is adduced another 
admired palfage from Pope ; to which 
the original, though celebrated by ancient 
authors as tranfcendently beautiful, is 
decidedly pronounced to be inferior. I 
will give you the approving paragraph 
in Fitzofbourne' $ own words : 

** There is a defcription in the eighth 
book which Eurtathius, it feems, efteemed 
the mQfl beautiful night-piece that could 
be found in poetry. If I am not greatly 
millakcn, however, I can produce a finer : 
and, I am perfuaded, even the warmeft 
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admirer of Homer will allow the fol- 
lowing lines arc inferior to the cor- 
refponding ones in the tranflation.'*

As when the Moon, refplendent lamp of 

night, 
O'er Heav'n's dear azure fpreads her facred

¥nien not a breath difturbs the deep ferene. 
And not a cloud o'ercalls the foltmn fcene i 
Around her throne the vivid planets roll, 
And ftars unnumbered gild the glowing pole ; 
0*cr the dark trees a yellower verdure flied, 
And tip with filver ev'ry mounuin's head. 
Then (time the vales, the rocks in profped^ 

rife, 
A flood of glory burds from all the fkiea. 
The confcious fwains, rejoicing in the fight, 
Bye the blue vault, and bleis the ufeful 
light. 

I approach this hallowed ^ound with 
reverence ; and am fearful ot violating a 
Perfejrmance fo applauded, and fo pcrfeft, 
by any thing of doubt or objection, 
^hich, I a^ inclined to believe, will be 
confidered by your readers of profcflcd 
taftc as little (hort of profanation. 

The trandation is, we are told, a great 
improvement on the original. This im- 
provement mutt be effected either by the 
omidion of ideas, judicioufly left out, 
or ikillfiilly exchanged for others more 
apt and beautiful ; or, by the addition 
of ideas entirely new j or, by a different 
arrangement of thole ufcd in common. 
Now, where any of thcfe have taken 
place, the alteration produced, in my 
opinion (fuch is the obflinacy of early 
prejudice), I'erves only, fo far as it goes, 
to weaken the e^cSt and obfcure the 
beauty of the painting. It is by the lall 
of the modes above-mentioned, that the 
firlt great difference between the original 
and the copy is effe^ed. In the tranf- 
lation the moon is made the principal 
object, exhibited in great pomp, and 
enthroned in ftatc -, while the liars, the 
principal obje£l, and firft named in Ho- 
tter, are introduced at a diflance, as at- 



tendant only. When you contemplate 
the defcription fimply as a night-piece, 
independently of the concomitant cir- 
cumrtances, this difpofiticn of the parts 
will be confidered as corrc6V, and con- 
formable to the appearances of nature. 
My objedlion to it is, that in this place 
it deftroys the aptitude of the compa- 
rifon, and withdraws too much from the 
eye of the fpc£latoi that prominent fea- 
ture of relcmblance, by which chiefly 
the poet illultrates his iubjeft — the nu- 
merous fires in the Trojan camp. 

i remark on this (Iriking deviation 
from the original fcrm with the greater 
freedom, when I obferve that the poet 
has been partlcuhrhr ftudious of holding 
up this prominent feature to the reader's 
notice j which he does, on the opening 
of his defcription, in a very pointed 
manner, by the word APinPEHEA ; 
where the moon is mentioned with only 
a general epithet, of no particular force 
or import ; like thofe applied merely as 
titular, on all occafions indilcriminately, 
to the different Gods and heroes ot the 
poem.

with them in this place, thus repeated.

aiTumed for the fake of illuftration.

prelent in a fubordinate chara6ler ?. Let 
me urge in my own behalf> that I have 
not preiumed to uader-rate the merits of 
Pope's extraordinary performance. The 
utmoll which can be deduced firom what 
I have faid amounts to no more than this ) 
That the copy varies from the original, 
and does not fo appolitely anfwer the 
purpoie, for which folely the fimile is 
mtroduced. Allow me but thus much, 
and I will leave you to admire, with 
Fitzo(boumc, the beautiful night-piece, 
lb much/rWr than the painting of Homer.

O.P.C. 
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/AMES, FIRST DUKE OF ORMOND. 

(Some domrJlU information relative to bis 
Life and Cbara^er. ) 

AMONGST the many Loyalifts who 
^^ attached themfclvcs to the caufe of 
Charles the Second, during his banifh- 
mtnt and afterwards, there are few who 
/bnd fo conlpicuous for their zeal, in- 
tegrity, and good fervices, as this cele- 
brated Nobleman. 

His Grace was the twelfth Earl of the 
family ; in the title of Ormond, fidt 
Duke; and the leventh^of the name of 
James. The antient name of the family 
was Fitzwalter, and the name of Butler 
(as Hiftory relates) came firft from the 
office of being Chief Butler of Ireland to 
King Hemy the Second. 

He waa bom on the 1 9th of Oflober 
1610, at Clerkenweli in London^ in the

houfe afterwards occupied by a Duke of 
Newcaftle, and then inhabited by Sir 
John Poyntz his grandfather. He re- 
ceived the early parts of his education 
under one Conyers, a Roman Catholic at 
Finchley, near Bamet j and afterwards, 
by order of King James the Firft, placed 
under the tuition of Abbot, Archbiftiop ^ 
of Canterbury, where he was but very 
indifferently maintained by his Gr.ce, 
very little ichooling bcttowcd upon him, 
and no Ibrt of allowance from the King, 
or from home, the family efUte being 
then under fequeftration. It was there- 
fore from his Chaplain, fomc years after- 
wards, that he learned all the Latin he 
had ; and it was whilit he lived in 
London, and converfed with the Iriih, 
that he acquired the moft he had of that 
language ; which, though he underftood 
tolerably well, axid could readily fpeak 
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it OB ftUDiKiur iiibjeftty yet he never uo- 
derftood it to that degree as to venture 
upon bufinefs in it ; tor in the following 
wars oi Ireland^ when the Iri(h Btfliop 
of Cloghcr caose in to ferve the King as 
General of the Ulfter forces, his Lord- 
ihip ahnrays fpoke in Englifli, and the 
Bimop in Irifh, fo as perfe^ly to imder- 
ftand each other. 

In 1618, when die Duke of Bucking- 
ham was going upon his expedition to 
the relief of Kochelle, his Lord/hip, 
though icarcelv eighteen, was refolved to 
have a ihare in that ai^ion, and had 
gotten as far^as Portfmouth to embark 
with the reft } Wut the Duke aflung him 
if he had his srandfather's confent, and 
finding he had noC> forbade him to go. 
Even this, perhaps, would not have per- 
fuaded him j but the next day the Duke 
being ftabbed by Felton, he pofted back 
to London. 

Soon after this, he fell in love with 
his kinfwoman the Lady Elizabeth Pref- 
ton, whom he faw at the Court of Charles 
the Firft $ and who, being a ward to the 
King, was defigned for a Ton of the Earl 
of jSenbieh. This love-match being 
buzzed about at Court, the King ad- 
monifhed the Duke (then Lord Thurles), 
«' not to meddle with his ward.*' My 
I*ord replied, •* That he never faw her 
any where but in his Majefty'ti Court, 
where all paid refpefl unto her ; and he, 
having the honour to be her k'mi'man, 
thought he might do the fame as well as 
others : but if his Majcfty would forbid 
him his Court, he would refrain it."— 
«' No, no !*• laid his Majcfty, <« I do 
not command that.*' 

In Chriftmas 1619, however, they 

' were married ; but his Lordfhip was 

conftraincd to pay no iefs than fifteen 

iboujatid pound i to the Earl of Holland, 

in confideration of her wardfliip. 

On the firft parliament of Lord Went- 
worth, afterwards Earl of Strafford, when 
Deputy of Ireland in 1633, he iOued a 
proclamation, that none ot the members, 
either Peers or Commoners, fhould enter 
with their fwords on: and the Black 
Rod accordingly ftocd at the door of the 
Lords' Houfc to take away their fwords. 
As my Lord of Ormond came in, he 
demanded his j but being reful'ed. Black 
Rod Aiewed the proclamation, and made 
fome rough reply. To this his Lordfhip 
anfwercd, " That if he needs muft have 
his fword, it muft be in his guts j*' and 
fo marched on to his feat, where he fat as 
the only Peer with a fword that day. 

The Lord Deputy being informed of 



this, took fire, and caUcd hit I^ordfhip 
at night to anfwer for it. His Lordfliip 
ihewcd him his writ which called him to 
Parliament, *♦ CinQus cum GUuito.^* 
Upon this anfwer, the Deputy and bis 
two friends. Sir George Ratdiile and 
Mr. Wandcsford, confulted whether to 
fupprels or oblige fo daring a fpirit s 
but Sir George advifmg the latter, it 
was refolved on : and this begot fuch 
an intimacy through life between Lord 
Ormond and Stramurd, that the latter 
made it one of his dying requefts to the 
King, « That his garter might be givea 
to the Earl of Ormond.*' His Maje% 
accordingly did offer it ; and his Lord* 
ihip's retulal of it was very honourabis 
to his chara6\er : — " That at fuch a time 
of danger, fuch a mark of Royal favour 
might tie fome other Nobleman to the 
Crown, who by principles was Iefs re- 
folved than himfelf : he begged his Ma- 
jelty, therefore, to beilow this garter as 
his fcrvice required, and to reicrvc his 
bounty for him till all the dangers wei« 
over.'' He therefore had no garter till 
1649, when it was given him by Charles 
the Second, who foon after created him 
a Marquis. 

Whilft the Marquis of Ormond was 
attending the fortunes of Charles the 
Second, redding a few days at Lyons^ 
he called at a baiber^s (hop to have his 
peruke mended. The mailer was dc- 
crepid both in hands and feet, but laid 
he could dire6l his fiHer to mend it as it 
ought to be } lo the Marquis, taking 
another peruke from' him, went to faunter 
in the ftrcets. By chance he ftcpt into 
an adjoining church, where he faw a 
chapel therein, which was hung with the 
preients of ieveral votaries who had re- 
ceived cures from our Lady. Amongfl 
the reft, he found an infci iption as well 
as an offering made by the very maa 
(the peruke maker) whom he had juft 
left. Seeing him the next day, he aiked 
him about it ; wondering why, being 
Hill a cripple, he fUould do fo \ but tlie 
man anfwered, «< He thought he waa 
better than ht had been, and hoped that 
by doing honour to the 'Lady before 
hand, he might the fooner enjoy the reft 
of her favours.'*

SIR JOHN HOLT. 
It IS related of Lord Chief Juft ice 
Holt, who had been very wild in his 
youth, that being once at the Bench at 
the Oki Bailey,' a fellow was tried for % 
highway Jobbtr^i^^^^^gJ^Lr^owi^ 
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Komttcd, whom hit LoitiAiio recblkQcd 
to baiT been one of \Cn cftrlr difllpatcd 
cea^muons. After thv trial was over, 
cvriofity induced him to fend for the man 
ia private, in order to inauire the fortune 
of the cotemporaries with whom he was 
ooce affociated : he therefore a&ed the 
^Qow what wat become of Tom ftich-a- 
one, and Will fuch-a-one, and the rcit of 
the pflrty to which chey belonged ? when 
the fellow, fetching a deep figh, and 
ToakJSL^ a low bow, repHea : — *< Ah f 
my Xird, they are all hanged, except 
your Lordihip and myfejf/* 

The Zui^ty for the Reformathn of 
Maunns which was fet up in the latter 
end of King William^s tmie and con- 
tinued to the prefect day, though in- 
ftituted Dpon good principles, yet in 
nujiy infiances aAed upon refinements 
as unierriceable to the caufe of real mo- 
rality as to that of common fenfe. This 
was exemplified in the cafe of Leveridge^ 
the wtlUknown popular vocal performer 
of that time, whom they profecuted 
mcrdy for fin^g an ode of Dryden^s, 
the fubjc6^ of which was, the praife of 
Lwf and U^int, The public, in a de- 
gree, caught the fpirit of the Reformers, 
at the Grand Juiy found a bill againft 
him. 

When the trial came on before Sir 
John Hoh, he at once iaw the narrow 
fMrit c^ the profecution ; and findin? 
die fa£t of tiM finginz, &c. fully proved, 
he thoaght of the fQlTowing ftrats^em to 
eet poor Leveridge out of the icrape : 
He accordingly called for the printed 
long; and, aner reading it over very 
attentively, he obferved, that as he faw 
nothing in the words very culpable, he 
imagimd the offence mud lie in the 
maimer of finging it : he therefore delired 
Leveridge might ling it before the Court. 
The performer readily took the hint, 
aad fusff it with io much power of voice 
and ta£, that the Jury, without ever 
going out of the box, acquitted him, 
aad be vras carried home on the fhouldert 
of the BBob, in triumph.

ways carried about him.

of mind to recommend him to fh^firft 
chara£lers of his time. 

The late Queen walking with hSm oAl^ 
d^y in Hampton Court Gardens, het 
Majefly obferved, " that however right 
he might be in his notions on fume 
fubje^s, it would be perhaps better i/ 
he kept them to himiclf.'*— ** Is youi* 
Maiefly really ferious in your advice?'* 
faiti the old Man. " I reaHy am," re-^ 
plied the Queen. " Whv then," fay» 
Whif^on, not the Icaft abaihed in the 
prefence of her he ftood before, ** had 
Martin Luther been of your way of 
thinking, where would your Majcfly 
have been at this time ?" 

Whiftvn heing in a converfation with 
Sir Robert Walpole, the difcourfe hap- 
pened to turn on polifics, when Whiften 
laid it down as a poftulation, <* that 
there could be no true policy without 
being bottomed by morality.'* Sir Ro- 
bert replied, « he had heard a great deal 
of thole theories in his time; but as 
men were conftituted, it would be im- 
poffible to put them into praftice.** 
Whifton flill continued in his opinion, 
whilft Sir Robert took the contrary fide | 
at laft, feeing no end of the argument, 
Whifton drily obferved, " Suppofe, Sir, 
you try my advice for once^ and then give 
me your opinion ainerwards." 

Wliifton was a fhort time ReAor of 
LoweftoiF, where he was vifited by his 
friend Dr. Clarke : they went one eve« 
nine together on board one of the fmall 
trading ihips belonging to that town, 
where they obferved two feamen jointly 
lifting up a veflel out of the hold, when 
another who flood by I'wore at one of 
them who was looking down, for not 
tuminj? his head anot&r v^yj which 
he in&ntly complied with, flill con- 
tinuing to alTilt in lifting up the veffel 
as before. 

This condufl for a while pu2zled the 
philofophers, till they got home, when 
they were informed, tfiat the meaning of 
the failor turning his face another way 
was to qualify him for fwearing, " that 
he fait} nothing taken out of the hold, 
or that he took nothing out of it himfclf. 

"This," fays Mr. Whifton, "is a 
feaman's falvo for fuch errant perjury ; 
and this is the confequence of onr mul- 
tiplying oaths on every trifling occafion.'* 
■ " - 

DR. JOMNSOH 
fitting one evening at Sir Joihua Rey- 
nolds's, in company with a number of 
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ladies md gentlemen of his acquaint- 
ancc, the former, by way of heightening 
the good-huttiour of the company, agreed 
to toaft ordinary women ^ and to have 
them matched with ^rrdinary man. In 
this round, one of the ladies gave Mrs. 
Williams (the well known mmatc of 
Dr. Johnfon, who was both very plain 
in her perfon and nearly blind), when 
another inftantly paired her with Dr. 
Goldfinith. This whimfical union fet 
the company laughing, and in particular 
fo pleafed the lady who eave the firft 
toaft, that though (he had fomc pique 
with the lady who gave Dr. Goldlmith, 
file ran round the table, killed her, and 
faid flic forgave her every thing pait for 
the apropos of her laft tcaft. Johnfon, 
who faw and heaid all this, and who did. 
not like to have two of his molt intimate 
friends thus made the butt of ridicule, 
growled out, " Ay«, this puts ^e in 
mind of an obfervation of Switt's, who 
fays, that the quairels of women are 
made up like thofe of antient kings : 
there is always an animal facnficeU on 
the occajion*'"* 

CAPABILITY BROWNE. 

This celebrated Layer dut of Ground, 
whofe Chriftian name* was Launcelot, 
but who was commonly called Capability 
Broiune, from his favourite phrafc (when 
he approved of the ground) of faying, 
" it had its capability,'' was no Id's 
diftineuiflied in his protcflTion than for 
the piainnefs and integrity of his mind 
in all tranfaaions. Being one day con- 
fulted by a B^onet, of an antient tajnily 
but no very large cftate, about improving 
bis grounds; and the Baronet having 
fuggefted a number of very cxpenGve 



alterations. Browne heard him with great 
attention, and thus replied : *« Why, Sir 
John, I grant the ground has its capa- 
bilities, and all of what you propolie mav 
be done, and even more, and what is ftill 
better, I mult get a great deal of mpncy 
by the job, which will take up feveral 
years ; but I have ©ne queftion to aflc 
you, previous to our commencement on 
this bufmefs, — Have you provided for 
your younger children ?" This blunt 
queftion had its proper effeft. The 
Baronet ftiook him by the hand, and led 
him back to the dining parlour, where 
they drank another bottle, and the im- 
provements were totally bid afide. 

Being for fome time at a Nobleman's 
houie, laying out his grounds, as he 
was pafting tlu^ough the hall one day 
after dinner, he faw a number of fer^'anti 
in handfoine liveries, in the aft cf almoft 
ftretqhing out their hands for vauls : 
upon this he turned round to the matter 
of the houfe who was at his heels : — 
** Pray, my Lord, was not you thinking 
of reducing Ibme part of the back ground 
«f the houfe ? Now, fuppofc we begin 
by clumpifig fome of tbeje rows here to 
the front, ^^ 

GEORGE, LORD LYTTELTON. 

This venerable and virtuous Nobleman 
being aiked by a lady, why he did not 
infert in his Hiftory of Henry the Second 
the popular anecdote of Henry being the 
offspring of Stephen (her competitor) and 
the Emprefs Matilda ? he replied, <* Be- 
caufe, Madam, my book fliall never be 
the vehicle even of antiquated I'candal 
againit a lady of rank and charafter.'' 



ACCOUNT OF GEORGE KEATE, ESC^ 



THIS amifiible man and agreeable writer 
was of a good family, which has for 
a long feries of years been poflelfcd of 
condderable property. By one of his 
works it appears that he was defcendcd 
Irom Sir George Hungerford, his great 
gi-andfather, by Lady Frances Ducie, 
only daughter of Francis Lord Seymour, 
Baron ot Trowbridge *, He was bom, 
as may be conjeftured, about the year 
i7Z9or 17,30, and received his education 
at ICingfton ichool, under the Rev. Mr. 
Woodefon. From thence he went to 
Geneva, where Iwe refided fome years ; 



and, during hi< ftay there, became ac- 
quainted with Voltaire, with whom he 
continued to correfpond many years after 
he returned to England. Aiter finiftiing 
the tour of Europe, he fettled as a ftudcnt 
in the Inner Temple, was called to the 
bar, and fomctimes attended Wettminfter- 
hall ; though he did not meet with en- 
couragement enough to induce his pcr- 
feverance in his piofelhon, nor indeed 
does it feem probable that he had Xuffi- 
cient application for it. His tirft per- 
formance was " Ancient and M^dem 
Rome,'* a pocnj, written at Rome in the 



• See «» Short Account of Netley >^|^red"bylc:.OOgLe 
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iw '755- printed in fKc year 1760, and 
rccrived with confiderabk applaule. The 
next year he publiftied " A Short Ac- 
count of the Ancient Hiftory, prelent 
Government, and Laws of the Republic 
of Geneva," Svo. This work was com- 
piled during the Author^s refidence at 
Geneva I is a very ufcful one$ and is 
dedicated to Menlieur de Voluire j to 
whom he (ayi, " When I reflea that it 
was in this Republic, whofe government 
I have attempted to deicribc, that I was 
firft introduced to your acquaintance ; 
vben memory renews the hours of ibcial 
nurth and lefined entertainment which 
your hofpitality and converl'ation af- 
forded me j I cannot but rejoice in this 
occafion of exprefling my gratitude : 
proud that as your friendlhip diliin- 
guiihed the author of thefe pages in a 
foreign country, your name may at home 
adorn his labour." It was at one time 
the intention of Voltaire to tranflate this 
account into French, though he after- 
wards relinquiihed the defign. 

The next year, 176a, he produced an 
** Epiitle from Lady Jane Gray to Lord 
Guildford Dudley :" and in 1763, «« The 
Alps," a poem ; the fubjc6l of which 
comprehends all that chain of mountains, 
known under the general name of the 
AlpSy cxteikling from luly to Germany, 
and from France to Tyrol, by whatever 
denomination they are particularly dif- 
tinguiibed. Of all the poetical works 
of Mr. Kcau, this is entitled to the 
bigheil praife for truth of defcription, 
elegance of veriification, and vigour of 
imagination. 

Continuing to employ the prefs, he in 
l7^publiflied*«NetleyAbbey,'' which 
t»c afterwards, in 1769, enlarged and re- 
printed , and, in 1765, produced " The 
Ttniple Student, an Epiitle to a Friend j" 
hiimourcuily rallying his own want of 
application iR the ihidy of the law, his 
pi^ference to the belles lettres, and his 
coolcqucnt want of fuccefs in the purfuit 
of it. The death of Mrs. Gibber in 
1 766, whofe merits as an a^lrefs he cn- 
ttrtained the hightd opinion of, gave 
cccaiion to a poem to her memory, which 
celebrates her excellent performances on 
the Aage, and laments the loi/ the 
Theatre would fuftain by her death. 

In February 1769, he married Mifs 
Hudlbri ; and about the fame time pub- 
lifiitd ** Ferney } an Epiftle to Monlieur 
de Voltaire." In this poem, after 
praifiDg with energy tlie various beauties 
ci hii iiiend's poetical wo«kj, he in* 



troduced the folloWbg panegyric on 
Shaklpeare : 

Yes ! jealous wits may ftlll for Empire ftr'.ve, 
Still keep the fames of critic rage alive : 
Our Shakspsarx yet fhall all liis rights 

maintain. 
And crown th« triunnphs of El'za^s reign. 
Above controul, above each da flic rule. 
His tutVefs Nature, and the world his fchool. 
On foaring pinions borne, to him was giv'n 
Th* aerial range of Fancy s brighieft Heav'n f 
To bid >Krapt thought o'er noblcfc htights 

afpire, 
And wake each paflion with a mufe of fire. 
Revere his genius. To the dead be juft, 
And fp^e the laurels tluit oVdhade the 

tuit. 
Low fltfps the Bard, in €^di>hfiru&ionlaid, 
Nor afki the ch^pUt from a rivars head. 
O'er th< drear vault, ambition's utnx>(t bound. 
Unheard (hall Fame her airy trumpet found ! 
Uohc'«r1 alike j nor grief nor tranfport raifc. 
The blift of cenfure, or the note of praifc ! 
As RafhaePs own creation grac'd hit hesrfe. 
And ftam'd the pomp of oftentatious vcife. 
Shall Siakfpeare'si honours hy himfelf be paid. 
And ^ature perifli ere his pidurcs fade. 

It ■<» imagined, that in confequence of 
this f'jlogium, Mr. Keate, in June this 
year; was complimented by the Mayor 
and iurseiTes of Stratford with a ftandiOi, 
moulted with filver, made out of the 
famms Mulberry tree planted by Shak- 
fpeae. In 1773, he publifticd ** The 
Momment in Aicadia,'* a di-amatic 
poen, built on the pi^ure of Pouflin, 
meitioned by Abbedu Bos, in his << Cri- 
tied Reflections on Poetry and Paint- 
ing" 

n 1779, Mr. Keatc produced one of 
his moit iuccefsful works, entitled, 
** iketches from Nature j token and 
cohured in a Journey to Margate 5'' % 
vos. iimo. This performance, allow- 
in; it to be, 2& it realiy is, an imitation 
otSteme's ** Sentimental Journey 5** yet 
ccntains fo many pleaUng delineations of 
lie, fo many llrokes of humour, and lo 
nuch elegance of compofition, that few 
y\\\ hefitate to give it the preference to 
ay other of Sterne'* imitators. 

In 1781, he coile^led his poetical 
\»rks in 2 vols. lamo. and added feveral 
nw pieces not before printed. The 
pincipal of thefe was ** The Helvetiad," 
a fragment, written at Geneva in the 
yar 1756. In the preface to this per- 
frmaiice, he gives the following account 
o it : ** During a long iiay I many 
yars fince ma<ic ut Geneva, I vifitcd 
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vaodt of tbe principaT places in Switicr- 

land. The many fublime fcenes with 
which Nature hath enriched this romantic 
country } the tranquillity and content 
with which every individual enjoys his. 
property^ and, above all, that inde- 
pendence of mind which is ever the refolt 
of liberty, animated me with fuch ve- 
neration for the firft authors of that 
freedom, whofe figures are recorded to 
pofterity either by fculpture or painting 
in the public parts of the towns through 
thofe little ftates, that my enthuiialm 
betrayed me into a defign of wiiting a 
poem on this fm&rular revolution; the 
argument of whioi I had dividKi into 
Uf9 ca/it9s, beginning the work with the 
oppreflions of the Uoufc of Ajuftra, and 
cloflng it with the battle of MON- 
CARTBN ^ by which thofe injured people 
finally renounced its ufurpatior, and 
formtd among themfelves thofe vu*ious 
confederacies that ended in the great 
unioa and alliance of the prefent tUrteen 
Camons, When I had icttled the /rhole 
plan of this- work, I occafionaily, as I 
found a diipoAtion in myfelf, todc up 
any part of the poem which at tht mo- 
ment moft invited my- thoughts : and 
enjoying at this time fuch an intcrcnirfe 
with Monfieur de Voltaire as arffordei mev 
a conftanr accefs to him, I acquaiittd 
him with my intention ; (hewing hin the 
argument I had drawn out for tlte <on- 
du^ of the whole defign. He keptit a 
few days; and, itr returning it, told me 
that he thouglit the great obje^ of the 
piece, the epiibdes eonne^ed with the 
hifk>fy , together with the fcenery of the 
country, prcfcnted fubjc6l matter whcron 
to form a fine po<m 5 but the time (adled 
he) which fuch an undertaking will t-- 
quire, I wouid rather counlcl you to 
employ on fubjcfts that might more en- 
gage the public attention 5 for ihoild 
ycu devote yourfclf to the completionof 
your preient ddign, the Swifs would yt 
much obliged to you, without being aUe 
tO' read you, and the reft of the worI 
care little about the matter.*' Feeliig 
the force and julhiefs of tlie reman, 
Mr. Keate laid afide his plan, and pn- 
bably never refumed it. In the lane 
y«ar, 1781, he publiflied " An Epifb 
to Angelic^ KaufFman.'' 

A few years after he became engag^ 
itt a long and vexatious lar^vtiiit, in coi- 
fequcnc«i of the negle6l (to fay the leat 
of it) of an archittr^l who proteiTed hin- 
felf to be his friend 5 the particulais € 
which it is of no importance to detai; 
At the concludon ot the bufineit b 



ihewed that hti good hmnoor had' not 
forfaken him : and in 1787 he gave to 
the public the principal cireumftance s of 
his cafe in a performance, entitled, '< The 
Diftreiled Poet, a Icrio-comic Foem, in 
three Cantos,** ^to. with fome pleaitmtryy 
and wtthoat any acrimony. 

In the next year, 178^, the kft of hff 
produ^ions appeared ; and the compo- 
lition was very Itonourable to his talents 
and his liberaltty. In 17^1, the An* 
telope packet was ftiipwrecked on the 
Pelew Illands) where the Commander, 
Captain Wilfon and his crew lived fome 
time before they could get off. The 
circumftances attending this extraordi- 
nary delivenmce having been conmnuni- 
cated to Mr. Keate, he ofered to draw 
up, the narrative of them for the ad- 
vantage' of his friend Captain Wilfon. 
This he executed in <* An Account of 
the Pelew Hands, fituated in the Weftem 
Part of the Pacific Ofean: compofed 
from the Journals and Communications 
of Captain Henry Wilfon and fome of 
his Omccrs, who in Auguft 1783 were 
there fliipwrecked, in the Antelope, a 
Packet belonging to the Honourable Eaft 
India Company," 4to. a work written 
with great elegance, compiled with much 
care, and which, if embellilhed (as it has 
been inliniiated) with fa^ts better calcu- 
lated to have found a place in a novel 
than a genuine narrative, muft be afcribed 
to the mif- information of thofe who wei^e 
a6lors in the fcene, and muft firit' have 
deceived before they obtained credit. 
We mention this report as it hat come 
to us, without any attempt either to 
eftablilh or refute it. We (hall only 
add, that if the charge is well-found^, 
Mr. Keate (who undertook the talk on 
the moft difintereded principle, and de- 
rived no advantage whatever from the 
work) was too fturdy a moral ift to have 
had any hand in the impoiition. 

Beiides the pieces ali'eady mentioned, 
Mr. Keate was* the author of many Pro- 
logues and Epilogues, fpoken at Mr. 
NewcomVs IchooT at Hackney; and 
fOme complimentary verfes by him are 
to be found in the preceding Volumes of 
our Magazine : thefe, however, are not 
of fuffkient importance to be enumerated. 
He hati alio adapted his friend Voltaire's 
*• Scmiramis" to tl^e ifagc ; but this was 
fuperftded in 1777, at Dniry Lane, by a 
worthlefs tranllation of as worthlefs an 
author, one Captain Ayfcough ; but 
neither this nor the author are ielerving 
of any further notice. • 

We fhali cggfii^^ by obfcrving, that 

Mr. 
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Mr. Keatc^s Itle piffei wkh<mt My 
riciditu^es of fortune : he inherited an 
sople e&ojcc, which he did sot attirmpt 
to 'mu€SL6i otherwiie than by thoi'e ai- 
kfltions which prudence dictated in the 
otoageincnt of it. He was hoi'pitabk 
ud beneficent, tod poflef&d the good 
will of mankind in a very eminent de- 
gne. For the laft vear or two, his 
Mth vi^y declined ; but on the day 



he died, he appeared to be fomewhat 
mended. His death was fudden» on the 
a 7 th of June 1 797* He left one daughter, 
married in 179^ to John Henderfon, £% • 
•f 'the Adelphi. At the time of hit 
death, Mr. Keate was a Bencher of tht 
Temple, and a very old Member of tht 
Koyal and Antiquary Societies, of both 
which he had been frequently clewed ont 
of the Council.

MT DEAK GODSON, 

'THOUGH the duty I enraged in at 
^ your font would not fufrer me to let 
you go into the world at large, and more 
efpccially into that dangerous path of 
it on which you are now entering, un- 
accompanied with the beft advice which 
ny judgment and experience could fug* 
jtft to me, yeC I mutt entreat you to 
coniider thefe lines ia the light in which 
tiiey truly come to youf not as the 
^Drmalprecepu of my ofiice ; but as the 
irte eflfulions of real and aife^^ionate 
friendlhip : perhaps too, I may be able 
to fpcak with greater freedom upon (bme 
points, than the relation a father bears, 
and the nature of Mr. A— — — 's ottce 
vould permit him to do ; particularly 
K'ith regard to thoie allurements that are 
mod likely to feduce a young man. I 
know well, that in your fituation you 
Riult daily i^l into temptations of this 
l^iad J nor fliall I be the man to queftion 
yott fevercly, whether you have upon 
>11 occafions reiitled them ; but remem- 
^ this, my friend, that though a man 
^ fall under them through weaknefs, 
^ cannot boaft of them but through 
^ickednefs. Let roe intreat you there- 
^t never to fuHer the recoUcftion of 
T^vr own tranTgreflions to fit light upon 
yoor mind, or tht frequent and familiar 
»»ew of them in others to harden you 
againft the principUs of religion. The 
law of Chriftianity mutt ever remain 
P«frfccV, bow imperfeilly focvcr we are 
st>le to follow it : but above all, my 
dor Janocs, avoids dctctt, and abhor 



conmion fwearers : It has often been 
matter of furprii'e to me, that Geatlemen 
of that profieiTion, who are in general 
remarkable for the ^racefuinefs ot their 
addreis and politeneis of their behaviour, 
fhould ever be guilty of that vice, equally 
oifeniive to good manners as to good 
morals. Be not afraid to tell thofe 
wretches who would prcfume to laugh 
you out of your leart of it, tliat dam- 
nation is too tremendous a plague for a 
man who believes in God and a day of 
judgment to call down upon himfelf or 
others \ and It is a folly for a man who 
docs not, to talk of it. 

Kxamine tlicie men well, watch them* 
dive into them, but never give them your 
hand, or take them to your heart ; for 
depend upon it, that he who daily defies 
his God, will one day or other deceive 
his friend. If ever you are tempted to 
exceed in wine,. have at leatt the excufe 
of good company and incidental mirth to 
plead for it j let it never be with you the 
caule, but the effect of occafional Jollity. 

With regard to women, you want not 
to be informed what is your firtt duty in 
this as well as other articles of morality ; 
but let me add to it, that you fhould 
have efpecial care to avoid all conneflions 
that may diftrefs your own family, or 
difhonour another. Remember too, nay ! 
have it continually in your thoughts, that 
chaftity is as beautiful a Aower in a 
woman's breaft, aye, and as tender too, 
as courage, truth, or honour, in that of 
a man j and when once blafted, more 
irretrievably dcitroyed; (ince death it- 
fclf cannot wipe away|Ji^l|ai©OQle

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Another point I wouid eamcftly prefs 
upon you, which your father's noble 
behaviour toward you makes me think 
be cannot bring himielf to infifl much 
upon ; that is oeconomy. I doubt not 
but you have at prefent a warm and 
thankl'ul impreHion of the generous man- 
ner in which He anticipated your- requeft, 
upon hearing only from another quarter 
that vour wiihes led you to the army j 
and thoueh this was far from being the 
walk of life that he meant to mark out 
for you, he vxiluntarily facrificed his own 
feelicgs to your inclinations ^ advar.ced 
a brge fum of money for your commifCon 
ami equipment ; and the nature of your 
pix>fettion will annually demand his aflitt— 
ance. Keep this, therefcre, in tmjlant 
remembrance r, and confider, that not 
only the liberality with which he i\as 
gratified your defires demands a return 
of prudence \ but that your five brothers 
and fillers have a natural claim to an 
equal fhare of his fortune and attention :

Therr- 
fore take courage at fir ft to lay *« No** to 
propofals of entertainment, or other ex^ 
pences, that are beyond the reach of your 
income t even thofe who are angry at 
your rcfufal will relpc^ you for it after- 
ward \ or if they do not, bealfured, their 
good opinion is not worthy of your am- 
bition. Above all, be open, ingenuous, 
finccre : let no fear of confeauences ever 
tempt you to deviate from the truth, or 
throw your veracity into quedion j as 
this is the foul of locietv in general, fo 
is it more cfpecially of tne military cha- 
raftcr — it is the throne of honour. 

And now, my dear young friend, I 
have taken the libeity of fpeaking thus 
fi-eely to you, may I flatter myfclf that 
you will not throw this letter alide; but 
condcfcend to keep it by you, and ibme- 
times look kindly upon it, at leall as a 
well-intended token of that true affcflion 
I bear you, and the impulfe of a heart 
anxious for your welfare} and believe

Of the 
many who palfed her, tew, very few, 
feemed to feel the impulfe of pity, and 
deign to beftow the fodering boon of 
cliarity ; and wilt thou too,Yorick (laid a 
ibmething in my bofom as I furveyed the 
iniicrable objea before me) — wilt thou, 
who halt fo oft felt for the wants of thy 
fellow creatures more than thy own, rc- 
fuic now thy fcanty pittance ? No ! a 
nobler lentiment than avarice now ani- 
mates my feelings. 1 took out my purfe, 
and threw the little it contained into the 
lap of fhe pooi* widow : her eyes, as flic 
raifed them to me, ftemed to beam with 
gratitude \ . but the inward tumults of 
her heart denied her utterance. «* Never,' • 
faid I, rcfuming my walk, " may I think, 
the purchafe dear j if, by beftowing a 
few pence on the unfortunate, it enables 
me to place a finilc in their dcjefled fta« 
turesl" T-ENORT.

TO (he labours of the Compiler of 
thi» Work we "have been indebted 
for much amufemcnt. From latent 
Iburces he has drawn intereding fafls, 
which will aid not only the future bio- 
grapher but the general hiftorian. The 
induHry and pcrieverance that muft have 
btfn exerted to have produced a colleftion 
fo multifarious excite our admiration, 
and the judgment ihewn in the choice of 
materials has great claims to our rcfpeft. 

7he pr«fent Volume is announcc^d as 
the boundary of the Compiler's plan •. 
Like the four which had been previoufly 
publi/hed, it exhibits traits of the moK 
diftinguifhed Characters in the polifhed 
Nations of Europe : and with fuch fuc- 
cefs has the felcftion been made, that the 
reader is in a manner impelled (at lealt 
wc found it fo) from article to article, 
J till he reaches the end of the Volume, 
with fcticely the power to lay down the 
Book. 

Lieht reading, indeed, it is ; but 
clearly diftinguim^tble from that fpecies 
vfualiy fo denominated. Here, while 
the mind is recreated, the heart is im- 
proved, and the undcrftanding inlormed. 
Whatever be the reader's difpolition or 
talent, he will here meet with a congenial 
compaoion. Politics, Ethics, and the 
Arts are occafionally the fubjefls of his 
page : if indeed we were allowed, from 
t!iK features of the Work, to conje6lurc 
It the leading propenlity of the Writer, 
we Ihould fuppofe the arts of Painting 
and Sculpture to occupy a high place in 



his efteem. The enthufiafm, the verbum 
ardenSf with which he fpeaks of Michael 
AngftOi of KapbarU of Reynolds, and of 
Fi^eli^t are undeniable teftimonies of a 
finely-formed taile : and that the Com* 
piler's heart is impreflible by thoic 
amiable fenfations which beft adorn our 
nature, let the reader judge after peniiing 
the articles Momprjfom, Fan/bawe, Mont^ 
more net ^ <sfc, ^c. 

, This, however, is rather fpeaking of 
the general conduct of the Work, than 
of the Volume more particularly under 
conlideration. 

Far from the ufual complaint of falling 
^ being applicable to our Writer's Con- 
tinuation or Supplement, the prefent 
Volume appeared to us even better cal- 
culated to afford entertainment to general 
readers (to thofe,we mean, whole literary 
taftc is rather the gift of nature than the 
cffeft of culture), than were the Volumes 
which preceded it. 

The Original Papers too are many 
and curious. Among thefe may bi 
mentioned fome Letters add re fled, toward 
the end of the laft and. beginning of the 
prefent century, to Dr. Charlctt, Maflcr 
of Univerfity College, Oxford, by Dr.

Our readers arc not, from anv thing 
we have faid of fele6lion, to coniider the 
labour of the Compiler as having been 
that of fele^ion merely : he has the merit 
of much originality.

principle of hi> condu6l. His literary 
career began in paradox ) he took the 
wronfffide of a queftion long fince fettled, 
and, flattered by the fuccefe of his efforts, 
he proceeded to his too famous * Coi)trat 
Social,' the political creed of a neigh- 
bouring Nation, who wilh, like Maho- 
met, to propagate it with arms in their 
hands throughout ^Europe. Vet, as if 
confcious that what was merely a difplay 
of pernicious ingenuity in him might be 
taken as a fcrlous truth by others, he 
fays, in another place, < In the niifcry 
attendant upen human affairs, what thing 
is valuable enough to be purchafed at the 
expence of the blood of our brethren ? 
Liberty itfclf cods too dear at that price. 
It is vain,' continues he, < to attempt to 
confound liberty and independence : they 
are things fo different in themielvcS, that 
it is impolTible to unite them. When 



every one a£l8 is he plealcs, he muft often 
do what" is unpleaiant to others \ ^md 
who can call that fituation a ftate of 
freedcm. Liberty condAs l«i« in having 
our own way, than in riot beine fubje£ 
to the will of others. It ccnfitts, like- 
wife, in being unable to fubmit the will 
of another perfon to that of one's own. 
Whoever has continually his own way 
cannot be ixtt j and, in- reality, to com* 
mand is to obey.* 

«* fie fays, in his < Lettres ecrites He la 
Montague .*'— * After having, during tho 
whole courCe of my life, been the pane^ 
gyrift of a Republican forrn of Govern- 
ment % mult I, towards the end of it, be 
obliged to confefs,.that of all the Go- 
vernments that exift, M^^^^chy is that 
in which there is the grtateft regard paid 
to the true. liberty of man ?' 

*' Had RoufTeau, who was rather ca* 
pricious than malignant, rather a man 
bf no fixed princip&s than of bad prin- 
ciples, lived to have fecn the pemicioui 
effects of his paradoxes upon the happl- 
nefs of mankind in our time, he would 
have been the firft te have execrated hi^ 
own fedaAive talents, and to have broken 
that magical wand, which, though like 
that of Profpero it could * fct the water* 
in a wild roar,' yet did not, like hi»,

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' Thofc pcrfons who have talked of 
the French Government to you, have 
doubtlefs, my dear Voltaire, exaggerated 
. many things. I have nad an opportunity 
of getting at the true date of the revenues 
and of the debts of that kingdom. It« 
debts arc enormous, its relburces ex- 
hauftcd, and its taxes muhiplied beyond 
bounds. The only method to diminifti 
in time the load ot thei'c debts, vrould be 
to put its expences within certain limits, 
and to retrench every fuperfluity. But, 
alas ! this I fear will never be done ; for, 
inftead of faying, I have fuchan income, 
and I can afford to fp«nd fo much of it, 
we are but too apt to fay, I miift have 
fo much money, find out expedients to 
procure it for n:e.

«' His ihort-ijghted MIniOcrs, In thefe 
diftrefsful circumltances, cngr'ged hira to 



affift the Cofonles of a great Nation thit 
were at war with the parent Country • } 
and not only jto add to the immcnfe debt 
'already incurred in France, but to eflReft 
the propagation of that fpirit of rcvoU 
which has tnd^d fo fatally tor that king^- 
dom. 

** On an application made to him by 
Tippoo Saib, not long before he fuffered, 
to auiff him in taking poffeffion of fom« 
Provinces in India from the Englifh, and 
annexing tl»em to the Crown ot France, 
Louis nobly rtfufed his affent, and faid, 
* In the American War, my Minifftrt 
took advantage of my youth and inex- 
perience. Every calamity that we have 
iuflmd in France took its rife from tkat 
event.* 

<< During his infamous mock trial, this 
Prince was afked, Wliat he had done with 
a certain fum of money — a feW thoufand 
pounds. His -voice failed him, and the 
tears came into his eyes at this quciHon'; 
at lalt he replied, • yaimais a /aire des 
beureux.^l had a pleafure in making 
other people happy.' Ht had given tl* 
money away in charity. 

" Ob the night preceding bis execution 
he faid to M. E<l^ worth, « I do not 
know what I have ^one to my coufin the 
Duke of Orleans, to induce him to behave 
to me in the way in which he has done j 
but he is to be pitiod $ he is ftill more 
wretched than I am \ I would not change 
iituations with him.'

He baa corrc^td many miftakes 
that various Authors have fallen into, 
kad carefully cited his authorities. The 
WoiIl might have admitted of an ex- 
tcnfivc oumber of Engravings; but thefe 
wonld have greatly increaied its price, 
and thereby rendeitd it, though more 
fpiendid, left univerfally ufeful. 

This is the fubftance of the Author's 
fjpotogy for this publication. What he 
ays of En^vings is perfe6^1y fafif- 
ixLOTf. As to the utHity of the book, 
it is confined within a very narrow 
circle s a ftw €nthufiafts,.ivho carry their 
coriofity to an extreme de|ree of minute- 
ods.; ahd, in the tnie fpirit of Anti- 
qtkariartifm, ataboft to ridicule. To fuch 
thiimte ei«)uircrt thia Work may be of 
ibme advantage ; for Mr. Lumii'den is 
the moil mintile in his etic^uiricB, »n fe. 
twal points^ of all the writers on the 
ABtiqnitjet of Rome that have yet fallen 
ted our hanth. He appears to be a man

ruins, without ever glancing at others 
with which they may be in different way t 
related. This conftitutes the difference 
between the Philofopher and the Poct^ 
and the n)an of true induftry.

from doing him difcredit. Perhaps 
books of this kind may be thought to 
derive new import^cc from the orcien^ 
devaftations of Italy, not yet terminated | 
for books fo flimfy in their texture, yet 
form the moft durable raonwneats d^ 
fame.

Andrew Lumifden, the Author of tWi 
Work, is the eldeft fon of the late WiU 
liam Lumifden, of Inner Gully, Fife/hire { 
to whom ^e find him addreflmg a letter 
on the Ruins of Herculaheum, nobiiflibd 
in an Appendix. Our Author joificdthe 
Pretender in Scotland, in 174.5 ; ^* after- 
wards accompanied him to Rome, where 
he lived at his Court, fuch as it was, in 
die chara^er of his private Secretary. 
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Travels in Hungtry, with a Short Account of Vienni, in the Year 170s. By 
Kobert Townfon, LL.D. F.R.S. Edin. &c. Illuftrated with a Map and Sixteen 
other Copper- plates. 506 pages. 410. Robinfons. 1797. 



TN thcfc Travels the Author is chiefly 
-*• attentive to lubjefts of Natural Hil- 
tory, particulaHy to Mineroloey and 
Botany, but without negle^ing the ftatc 
€f the Arts and" of Society. He appears, 
^m different tenets and allufions in this 
Work, to have received his phyfioiogical 
education at the Uni verfity of Edinburgh 9 
and to have imbibed n6t a little of the 
ardour of inveiiigation which has for 
half a century ditiinguiihed • that fe- 
tninary. It is dedicated to Mr. Dundas j 
through whom he afpires to an appoint- 
Bient, for exploring the Natural Hiltory 
of India. 

Dr. Townfon fets out from Vienna, 
after defcribing its libraries, public in- 
i^itutions, amufements, and other objefts, 
defcrihed by every traveller. Having 
crotfed the Leitha, he entered Hungary 
at Wimpalling, where is an Htingarian , 
Cuilcm houfe. ** As an order had a 
fliort time before been publiflied by the 
Au(h-ian Government, prohibiting any 
Frenchman from refiding in the diftant 
provinces, or eoing inde^ beyond a cer- 
tain dittance from the capital, I expcftcd 
to have been examined j but I palled on 
umjueitioncd. The Auftrian Gcvem- 
mcnt was verv careful to prevent F. tnch 
principles and opinions from being diflc- 
niinated in the provinces .• in the capital 
the French emiHaries were more cafily 
watched j and there, to. judge from the 
genti-al indignation of all ranks (a few 
pl'eudo-philolbphcrs excepted) on the 
news ot the murder of Louis the Six- 
teenth, they had little hopes of Inccelit. 
On this atrocious aft being made known,, 
many of the French reliding her^ (fome 
probably of quite different principles) 
were ill treated ; they hardly dared to 
ihew themiclves ; fome of the tratteurs 
and innkeepers would not receive a 
Fi*enchman into their houfes j the French 
language, fo general htrre, was laid afule. 
Thei'e exprrj/iom of dilHpprobation were 
indeed only momentary, though the 



difapprobation ftill remained, and I hope 
ever will." 

Hungary is defcribed as an uneven 
country :— «* It is well cultivated; chiefSy 
com land, and fome palhire. Its gentle 
elevations ^t it for the Vine, which is 
planted on the banks expofed to the Sun.'* 

Dr. Townfon came to an old town, 
•'called (Edinburg, which ferves for the 
winter relidence of many of the neigh- 
bouring Nobility. Its population is 
given at about 1 1,000 ; and it mutt carry 
on a confiderable trade in hogs and 
cattle. Air. Korabiniky fays, that in 
J7S1, there was 2,300 weight of honey 
fold ; and the (ale, in 178a, of its own 
wine, which is chiefly fcnt into Silcfia, 
amounted to 2S,oool. fterling. The 
celebrity of this wine, which, according 
to my tafte, i& but indifferent, led to a 
fmeular mlftake : In travelling through 
BcJbemia, I faw, in a lift which was hung 
out at a wine cellar ef the wines which 
wei-e on fale, Edinburgh (in which 
manner the name of this city is fome- 
times written) as the place of growth of 
one of them. This furprilcd me much ; 
for, though I knew that Scotland was 
noted for its cakes, I had never yet heaid 
©f its wine. I therefore conjeftured it 
was whifky ; but, to prevent an error, I 
got off my horfe and enquired, and then 
leanied that it was an Hungarian wine." 

The following will convey t;* our 
readers an idea of the prefent condition 
of the pealants or country people in 
Hungary ; which has alfo been, at one 
period, that of every Nation in Europe: 

** The management of an eft ate in a 
country where the gleba adjcriptio exifts» 
and where the rents of lands are paid in 
perfonal fcrvices and the produce of the 
Ibil, is very different from, and far more 
troubleibme than tlie managen>ent of 
one where the cultivators are free, and 
where money is the fubftitute for both* 
This is not the cafe here ; and the 
managen:ent of an Hungarian eft ate ia 



** The falarics of the Profeflbrs are but trifling, and they de(lended chiefly on the fees of 
their pupils, and confequently on their own repuution, and the fame of their Univtrfity. 
This bein;, great numbers crowded to it from all parts ot the world ; the annual income 
of a Prcfc'flbr became very confiderable ; and the nomination ot Profeflbrs, which belonged 
to no other body than the Town Council of Edinburgh, became of courfe a great political 
privilege. Tfiey have of late begun accordingly, in their choice of Profeflbrs, to be more 
guided by political motives than a regard co tli« intercfts ^ the Uiuvcriity. Hence, it U 



evident that the tide i»f its celebrity is on the tun;). 
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bardlr Icfs troublefome than the carrying 
on or a manufa^ory : for the former 
ibtereoders a number of Rewards, bailiffs, 
&c. Dcccirary, and a great authority muft 
by the laws be invefted in the hands of 
the land-hoUers over their peafants ; 
from whence ariie, and often not ill- 
gronndcd, complaints of the pcafantry 
agaioft the oppreifion and extortion of 
tht'ii lords 'y and the complaints of thcfe 
ofiloth, lazinefsy and diinonefty of the 
pca^try j yet this is the ftate in which 
1 think aliDofl every part of Europe has 
been in, or is in at prefent; it is the 
infar.t fbte of fociety.'' 

But we are informed by our Author, 
io other parts of his book, that the con- 
dition oi the peafants has been gradually 
ameliorated by an incrcafe of privileges ; 
and that, in facl, the adfcriptio gleba has 
ccairffj though be does not fpeak with 
preciiion, nor, apparently, with perfeft 
conMcncy, on this fubje^l : — compare 
thepafiage juil quoted with pages loa, 
loS, 109, &c. and 134, 140. 

Our Traveller vifits Gran^ and gives 
an account of its hot fprings, which 
keep alive a large tribe of nrogs in winter 
as weii as fumroer, and various hills and* 
rocks, with their contents, in that neigh - 
boorhood. He paffes on to Buda,. the 
capital of Hungary, and gives an account 
of what appears moft remarkable in that 
city. Here, as at Vienna, is a theatre 
fw ccmbats of wild bcafts. 

The population of Hungary our Tra- 
felltr eitimatcs at upwards ot feven mil- 
li>cs. The whole Auftrian revenue is 
about tjine millions ftcrling and a half, 
of which Hungary furniflies only about 
one fifth \ th ugh its population amounts 
to near one third ot that of the whole 
CcminioBs of Auftria. Hungary, even 
in its prelcBt iiate of feudal rudenefs,

might fumifli a great deal more, were 
there a greater cordiality between the 
Emperor and his people. ** But the 
Nation will not, and by its law cannot, 
grant any kind of fupplies, except in 
public Diet ; and the Sovereign un- 
willingly aflemblcs the States." 

** The foil of Hungary, the pofleflbrs 
of it lay, is allodial [independent]. 
When its produce is taxed when in the 
hands of the pea(ants,,it is not the foil 
that is taxed, but the labour cf the 
peafants ; but as foon as the lands of 
the peafants fall, by the failure of heirs, 
&c. to his Lord, the taxes ceaie to be 
paid. On the military 1 rentiers there 
are no nobility, and the'King is the only 
allodial polTeiror of the icil: as fuch, 
he has divided this diftrift into paicels, 
which he has granted as fiefs, on the con- 
dition of the occupier rendering military 
fervices.*' 

From Buda, Dr. Townfon pafTcs on 
to Gyonges, at the foot of the mountains 
of Matra, which are defcribed, with 
their foflils, alum-works, pfeudo-vol- 
canic crater, curious pitch (tone and 
volcanic Tafa. He proceeded on his 
route to Eolan, and inveftigated the 
volcanic appearances which he had ob- 
ferved on entering this city. He gives 
an account of the immenfe wealth, ca- 
prices, and inconfiltencies of the Bifhop 
of Eolan, and of the Inns and Univerfity 
of that city. Journeying from Eolan, 
by the route of Pcriolo, towards Y)^\^ 
metran, the wideft part of the kingdom, 
and inhabited by the inoft unc ntami- 
nated part of the Nation, he takes an 
opportunity of making feveral obferva* 
tions on the rural economy of the people, 
and the natural, particularly the minero- 
logical, produfiions of the kingdoms.

July 4. Mr. Phillips, a pupil of 
Dr. Arnold's, appeared the firft time at 
the Haymarket, m Cheerly, in the Lock 
and Key. This Gentleman is fmall and 
rather effeminate in his appearance, has 
a tolerable voice, which by care and at- 
tention may certainly improve. Hit 
manner awkward and embarraffed, and 
which will demand all his exertions to 
get rid of. 

6. Mrs. Upfdell, a daughter of the ' 
cider Palmer, made another cflay on tho 
Haymarket Theatre, in the chara^ler of 
Cecilia in The Chapter of Accidents. 
This lady, who has already appeared on 
the Stage, is tall and genteel ; has a fa- 
mily iikcnefs j. and may be cfteemed a 
good ftage fig vie. She performed the 
part with great delicacy, appeared to 
underftand the charafter, and was re- 
ceived with much applaufe. On her 
firft appearance fhe was much embarraffed 5 
but in the progrels of the part fhe exerted 
herftifwith fome effeft. Her voice was 
rather weak j but on the waoie, fhe gave 
fome expectation of future improvement.

The Play opens with a fcene at break- 
fafl between Lord Duberly and Lady 
Duberly. Lord Duberly was pi^n 
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Daniel Dowlas, a chandler at Gofport, 
in the Iflc of Wight, and was iinex- 
pe^ledly raifcd to the dignity of the 
Peerage while he was retailing all his 
ludicrous mi»cellany of articles, which 
he IS often inclined to defcribc, amidll the 
fplcndor of his exaltation. His wife, ad 
vulgar as himfelf, is c^nftantly reproach- 
ing him for alluding to his fhop, and not 
endeavouring toaflume the habits fuitable 
to his rank. In order to improve him- 
felf, i;e employs Dr. Panglois, a needy 
pedant, to mend his di<^ion. The fre- 
quent miftakes of the Peer conftitute a 
chict iburce cf entertainment in the Piece. 
It appears that the late Lord Duberly 
had lent his fon, Henry Mcreland, to 
Quebec, in a military ftation ; and that 
he died under a belief that his Ion was 
drowned, as the veflel was loft in its 
pa(rage to this country. Old Dowlas, 
thf.ugh very diitantly related to Lord 
Duberly, was the next heir, if that No- 
bleman had died wi:hr,ut iflue. Having 
kept up no conneiSlion with the Duberly 
family, Daniel Dowlas. was difcovered by 
a public advertifemcnt, infcrted by an 
attcrrcy, from motives of malice towards 
the Duberly family. Soon after this 
chandler is invcited with his title, it 
appears that Henry Moreland had been 
faved, when nenr expiring after thp 
wreck, by NTr. Steadfaft, a fellow pa(^ 
fenger, and they both aiTived fafely in 
this country. Henry Moreland does not 
know of the death of his father, and 
hearintr of Lord Duberly, he naturally 
fuppofes that the elevated chandler is that 
father. Fearful, however, of agitating 
an afFe^ionatc parent, who fuppo/cd him 
dead, by the fudden furprife of an unex- 
pe(?>ed return, he begs his friend, Mr. 
Steadfaft, will wait upon his father, and 
reveal the nereeable event. Henry More- 
land firlt prv.nounces an high eulogium 
on the talents, knowledge, and dignified 
character cf his father, and prepares his 
friend Steadfaft for certain marks of 
Ariftocratic importance, and perhaps too 
flourifhing a parade of language, the re- 
fult of parliamentary fpeaking. Steadfaft 
readilv undertakes the oftice, and much 
diverlio/i ariils from his dilappointment 
in finding Old Dowla*. i'o different from 
what he expe<?>ed, according to Henry 
Moreland's ace uiu of his father. The 
interview produces no explanation, for 
Steadtn.^ concludes ^tbat he had been 
milled by filial regam, and Old Dowlas 
fuppores,vvhen Ste idfaft informs him that 
his fon was fafe, that he meant Dick 
Dcrwlas, his own offspring, whom he had 



articled to an attorney in Dcrbyfllire, and 
whom he fent for to town, that be might 
participate in the new-obt'hined honours 
of the family. When Steadfaft rejoins 
Henry Moreland, a quarrel isTikely to 
cnfue, on account of the different opinions 
they entertain refpefting ftic late and 
prelcnt Lord Duberly. Before Henry 
Aloreland quitted England, he had 
formed an attachment to Caroline Dor- 
mer, the daughter of a refpc£\able Mer- 
chant, who dies, however, in embarraftTed 
circpmftances. She comes to London, 
and applies to a man who had been raifed 
to affluence by her father j but meets 
with nothing but a cold profefllon of 
pity, and the Banker, who poffeflcd the 
wreck of ^)er fortune, two hundred 
pounds, failing, fhe is brought to great 
diftrefs. Dick Dowlas, who has arrived 
in town at his lather's defirc, is acccm. 
panied on his journey by a country friend, ^ 
named Ezekiel Homcfpun, and his HRer, 
Cicely Homefpun, to whom Dick Dowlas 
is attached, and intends to marry, before 
he hears of the profpcrous turn in the 
affairs of his father. The fudden ele- 
vation intoxicates him ; and, after feme 
^^"gglcs between his old honeft feelings 
and the new-born pride of rank, he pro- 
poles to Ezekiel to take his fifter into 
keeping. The honeft ruftic feels the 
utmoft indignation, and renounces all 
connexion with Dick Dowlas. The 
latter, however, is in reality a good lad j 
and fcnfible of his mifcondui^, and of the 
merit of Cicely, he waits on her, avows 
his penitence, and offers her his hand. 
Caroline Dormer, before (he knew of the 
lofs of her money at the Banker's, and 
while (he expe6>ed protcftion from the 
friend of her father, had advcrtifed for 
a maid fervant, and had taken Cicely 
into her fcrvice. Ezekiel Homefpun, 
having found a lottery ticket purchalVd 
by his late father, applies to know the " 
event; and has the good fortune to get 
a prize of twenty thoufand pounds. As 
Mifs Dorr/.er had behaved with ercat 
kindnefs to his fifter, he lays his Bank 
Notes upon the table, and bids her take 
what ftic likes. At this time, however, ' 
Kendrick, her old faithful Irifti fervant, , 
meets Henry Moi eland in the ftreet, and i 
leads him to Caroline, whofe happinefs I 
in finding a lover ftie fuppofcd dead, is \ 
exquifite. At length. Old Daniel Dowlas I 
finds that he has poffcffed a title and 
eftate to which he has no right, and he 
quietly refigns it to 7b^ Hfir a: Lazv, 
who promiles him a liberal provifion. 
The real I^|f|ec^yHbe^o§i^"«^ Mifs I 
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D<JtTncr, Dick Dowlas 1$ united to Cicely, 
and all the parties are finally happy, ex- 
cept poor Dr. Panslofs, who having been 
^romifed an annuity of three hundred 
pounds a year by the pretended Lord 
bubrrly, his lady, and their Ion, if he 
purlucs the mode of education which 
each rccomniends, is, by their degradation 
to their original Hate, reduced from his 
luppoled ntnr hundred a year to the 
hopelcfs profpeA of living by bii wits* 

• In this Piece, Mr. Colman has not 
attempted to entertain the Public by any 
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intricacy of plot. Chara^ler fecms ta 
have been his obje6l, though there is no 
original one in the Piece, except Dr. 
Panglofs, which has been fuccefsfully 
hit off. The reft are fuch as we have 
already fetn. They are, however, well 
contralted : the fcencs are (kiltully va- 
ried, and the pathetic and the ludicrous 
very happily mingled. On the whole, 
Mr. Colman '$ reputation will fuffcr no 
diminution from this performarxe. 

It was well received, and the per- 
formers did juftice to their leveral cba- 
ra6\ers.

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FRIDAY, MAY 1«. 
'pHC Duke of Bedford acquainted the 
* Houfe, that he (hould bring forward 
thf Motion he had originally fixed for 
this day, on Mondav next ; and he 
moved, «« That the Houfe be fummoned 
for that day,** which was ordered ac- 
cordingly. 

Several BH1« were brought up from 
the Hoofe of Commons^ aikl read a firft 
time, 

MONDAY, MAY I5. 

After the ordinary budnefs of the day 
was difpofed of, the Order for fummoning 
their Lonlihips» purfuant to the Motion 
of the Duke of Bedford, was read. 

The Duke of Bedford faid, that in 
pnrfuonce of the notice he had recently 
gifen, he rofe for the purpofe of calling 
the attention of their Lordfhips to a very 
difficult, important, and delicate iubje6V, 
the Report lately made by their Secret 
Committee appointed to inquire into the 
Caul'es that produced the important Or- 
dcr of Council of the a6th of February 
lift. ^ 

It had been alledged on the part ot 
Minifters, when the C&der had firft ifTued, 
that the aJmoft incredible drain upon the 
Bink was the refult vf ill-founded alarms 
in the Cotmtry. Of thc!^ affertions he 
hid his doubts at the time ; but thefe 
were confirmed, when Committees of both 
Houfes of Parliament were nominated by 
MiniAers, to inquire into the embarrali- 
nients and iitnation of the Bank 5 which 
Committee, in one Houfe, confuted, in 
theone-thlni of it, ofperfons actually 
in Adminiftration. That the caufes 
which produced the Order were not thofe 
•Ilrdged on the part of Minifters, wafs 
evident from the firft view of the cor- 
refpondcnce and papers which detailed 
the intercourfc between the Bank and 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer on the 
ftibjcft. From the repeated remonftrances 
*»de by the Bank Direftors to the Mi- 
nifker on the fubje^t of their advances, it 
clearly appeared to be their apprehenfion, 
that thcle mufi, if not liquidated to a

confiderable extent, eventually involve 
the ruin of the Bank. His Grace havine 
referred to a variety of evidence whicn 
had appeared in feme ihape before the 
Committee, or before the Houfe, drew 
ccncludons from the whole, materially 
different from thofe ftated in the Report, 
and contended that the Order of Council 
was, produced by caul'es which were to 
be attributed to the mifcondu£l and in* 
capacity of Minifters, founded on the 
Report of the Secret Committee of 
Finance, and the caufes which produced 
the Order of Council of the a6th of Fe- 
bruary. His Grace fpoke with much 
warmth ; and, in an animated peroration, 
conjured the Houfe to accede to his pro* 
poiitions, as it appreciated its own dig", 
nitv and independence, and the fafety 
and welfare ot the Nation at large. He 
concluded by moving the firft of a firing 
of Refolutions, which were founded on 
the different ftatements and conclufiont 
of his fpecch. 

On the Refclution being read from the 
Woolfack, and the queftion put. 

The Earl of Liverpool went into fbme 
counter ftatements againft thofe brought 
forward by the noble Duke, from which 
he drew entirely oppoiite conclufions f he 
referred to particular parts of the account 
of the intercourfe between the Bank Di- 
reftors and the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, which were read by the clerk } 
he alfo commented upon thofe parts of 
the fame papers which refemd to the 
affair of the Emperor's Loan $ and con- 
tended, that the whole of the Miniiler*s 
conduf^ was unobjectionable. 

The Duke of Leeds declared himfelf 
no party man $ but thought it was a 
gloomy day, when in that Houfe they 
were to come to fomething like fpecial 
pleading to underftand the Report of 
their Committee. Very ftrange indeed 
was it, that a noble Duke, with what 
would be call^ an Oppofition Motkfli, 
ihould defend it Irom tne fanie fources 
which were adduced to defeat its rca- 
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Lord Grenville fkid, that at that late 
hour bf the night he (hould not trefpals 
much upon the attention of their Lord- 
fhips, particularly after the very full and . 
fatisfa^lory reply that had been given to 
the argum^ts of the noble Duke. 
With rcfpcft to the arguments which the 
noble Duke had drawn from the^vidence, 
they appeared to him wholly inconclufive. 
This, his Lordihip obferved, was the 
fiift time that a Peer had accujcd a Com- 
mittee -of their Lordfhips of making a 
Mnlfiil mif-ftatement in a Report ; and 
when fuch a charge was made without 
the leaft fupport in fa6l, the noble Duke 
fhould rccolleil, that thefe expreflions 
mull recoil upon himfclf. 

Lord Guildford faid a few words j 
after which the previous queftion was 
puty and carried without a divifion. 

TUliSDAY, MAY l6. 

The Houfe refolved itfelf into a Com- 
mittee of Privileges on the fubjeft of tlie 
Earl of Lauderdale's Petition, Lord Wal- 
iingham in the chair. 

Mv. Adam was heard on behalf of the 
noble Petitioner j and the Attorney Ge- 
neral (in the abfence of the Lord Advo- 
cate) addrefled their Lordlhips on the 
part of the Crown j after which, their 
Lordfhips ordered that the fubjc61 be 
taken into confideration on Friday next. 

FRIDAY, MAY I9. 

The Houfe having refolved iffelf into 
a Committee of Privileges, in order to 
take into confideration the allegations of 
the petition of James, Earl ot Lauder- 
dale, complaining of an undue Eleflion 
and Return of the Sixteen Scots Peers, in 
the inftance of the perfon affumingy the 
title of the Earl ot Errol, who had no 
'egal right to fuch Peerage, &c. 

The Lord Chancellor, in a fpecch of 
very confiderable length, took a copious 
view of the quelHon on all fides, and 
concluded by moving their LordAiips to 
refolve, « That the Earl of Errol is 
duly elefted/* 

The queftion being put, pafled the 
Committee n^m. dijf. 

On the Motioa of Lord Grenville, the 
Houle voted Addrefles of Congratulation 
to their Majefties, on thcoccalion of the 
marriage of her Royal Highnefs the 
Princels Royal with the Hereditary 
Prince of Wirtemberg ; which were 
ordered to be prefented in the ufual 
form. 

TUESDAY, MAY 23. 

The Emperor's Loan Guarantee Bill 
•was prefented by Mr. Hobart from the 
Ifoulc of Commons, and tlic Merchant 



Stamens' Bill by Col. Gafcoyne^ which 
were read a firft time. 

WEDNESDAY^ MAY 14. , 

Lord Auckland moved for the pro- 
duction of a variety of State Papers, pre- 
paratory to the bufmefs of Tuefday next j 
which were ordered to be laid before the 
Houfe. 

THURSDAY, MAY 25. 

The Royal Aflent was given by Com- 
midion to the Emperor's Loan Aill for 
1,600,000]. the new Stamp Duties Bill, 
the Bill for . amending the Promiifory 
Note Aa, the Scots Small Bank Note 
Bill, the Weft-India Governors' Indem- 
nity Bill, the Middlefex County Rates 
Bill, and 29 Bills of a local or private 
defcription. The various Bills on the 
Table were forwarded in their refpeftive 
ftages ; after which a few private Bills 
were brought up from the Houfe of 
Commons, and read a firft time. 

FJIIDAY, MAY 26. 

Mr. Hobart prefented the Tower 
Hamlets Militia Bill from the Houfe of 
Commons, as did Mr. Ryder the Trini- 
dad Free Port Bill. 

The Duke of Bedford ftated, that he 
deemed it incumbent on him to acquaint 
their Lordftiips with the nature of his 
propofed Motion on Tuefday next, which 
was, to move an Addrefs to his Majefty 
relative to the prefent fituation and cir- 
cumftances of the Country, in which he 
ftiould fuggeft the meafures which feemed 
to him the moft neceffary and expedient 
to be adopted thereupon. 

TUESDAY, MAY 30. 

The Order of the Day being read, the 
Duke of Bedford rofe to move an Addrefs 
to his Majefty, letting forth the diftreflcs 
brought upon the Country by the prefent 
unfortunate and calamitous War 5 the 
inability of Minifters to carr)' it on ; the 
lofs of our Allies upon the Continent j 
the alarming fituation and the danger 
which feemed to threaten this Country ; 
concluding with praying his Majefty t« 
difmifs his prefent Minifters for ever, as 
a iiec«fl*ary preliminary to the falvation 
of the Country ; which he introduced by 
a long fpecch, wherein he took a review 
of the commencement and progrefs of the 
War, and infifted, that if it was ever juft 
and ncccftary, the Houfe had never been 
in pofTeflion of its obje6l j but that Mi- 
nifters had totally and invariably difap- 
pointed the confidence which had been 
rcpofed in them ; and that, in every in- 
ftance, they had dcmonftrated their in- 
capacity for negoclation. He next ad- 
vcitcd to the fituation of Ireland, and 
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prayed his Majclly to allay the difcon- 
tentiof that Country by fpeedily ordering 
a radical change of ^ftem for its Go- 
Tcmmtnt. 

The Addrcfs was read from the 
Wooliack ; and, on the queftion being put, 

Earl Stranec (the Duke of Alhol in 
Scotlaod) ro^ to exprefs his difappro- 
bation of the Motion. He would a?ree 
«^th the noble Duke, that the crifis called 
for the united exertions of all parties ; 
but he di^ered from him as to his pro- 
pofed application of thefc— as he alfo 
differed refpcfting many of his arguments 
and inferences. 

The Duke of Grafton obferved, that 
the more be had confidered the arguments 
advanced by the noble Dvke in favour 
of the Addrefs, the more he was con- 
vinced that they were right and unan- 
fwerable. He was not in the habits of 
frequently trefpafling upon the patience 
of their Lordfliips ; but if they refuicd 
to concur in the falutary propofition of 
the noble Duke, he would no longer 
trouble them even with his attendance, 
but retire into the bofora of his family, 
and prepare his mind and theirs againil 
the calamitous events which he confidered 
were faft approaching. In urging thefe 
fiiggcftions, he did no more than his 
duty, and he hoped the Houfe would 
ri%e him full credit with refpcft to his 
incerity. 

Lonl Romney fpoke in difapprobation 
of the Addrefs. 



Lord GrenviHe faid, the objcfl of the 
prel'ent Motion was to drive him and 
the other Minifters from his Majefty's 
prefcnce. He could not but fbel it as a 
fevere punifhment to be driven from the 
prefence of a mafter, who was ferved not 
only with zeal, but with affeftion. It 
was not to be fuppofed that, under the 
prefent circumftances, thofe who com- 
pofed his Majefty's Councils enjoyed a 
ftatc of eafe ; but they were zealous for 
the welfare of the Country, and would, 
he hoiked, be able to defeat the attempts 
both of our foreign and domefti^ ene- 
mies. The queftion which their Lord- 
ships were to determine upon, was of the 
molt important nature ; the happincfs' of 
millions depended upon it. For his own 
part he Ihould neVer (brink from the 
conteft, but would be ready to give his 
fervices in whatever fituation he might 
be employed . He had the firmed reliance 
upon the juftice of the Houfe, and he 
was fatisfied that if it appeared that 
Minifters had in no one inftance aban- 
doned thofe grounds upon which they 
had hitherto a6led, and which had io 
rejKatedly received their Lordfhips' 
fan^ion, that their Lordfliips would not 
now defcrt them. 

After a few words in explanation 
from the Duke of Bedford, the Houfel 
divided. Contents 12, Proxies 2 j in 
all 14: Non-Contcnts 65, Proxies z6 5 
in all 91. 

Adjourned. 
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THURSDAY, MAY II. 

R. Manning brought up the Report 
of the Middlefex County Rate Bill. 

The Bill for enabling the Eaft- India 
Company to pay the two Regiments 
railed for defence of their Warehoufes, 
was read a fecond time. Several amend- 
ments made by the Lords upon the Bill 
for allowing tne iflue of (mall Promiflbry 
Notes for a limited time, were agreed to 
by the Houfe. 

Mr. Abbot brought upi a Report from 
the SckR Committee of Finance, which, 
^th the Appendix, was laid upon the 
Table, and ordered to be printed. 

The Merchant Seamtns* Bill went 
through a Committee, and the Report 
ordered to be received to-morrow. 

The Debtors' Incrcafed Rate Bill went 
through a Committee, in which the al- 
lowance was railed from ^d. to 6d. and 
the Report ordered to be received to- 
Borrow. 



The Speaker informed the Houfe, that 
he had been in the Houfe of J-ords, 
where the Royal Aflcnt was given to the 
new Loan Bill. 

FRIDAY, MAY 12. 

The Chairman of the Committee ap- 

Eointed to try the merits of the Canter- 
ury Elcftion reported to the Houfe, 
that the former Committee upon the faid 
Ele6lion had decided againft J. Baker, 
Efq. and Samuel E. Sawbridge, Efq. on 
the grounds of Bribery and Corruption 
only ; that G. Gipps, Efa. and Sir John 
HoneyWood ought to have been returned j 
that the defence of J. Baker and S. E. 
Sawbridge, Efqrs. was not frivolous or 
vexatious 5 and that the Petition of the 
peribns fubfcribing themfelves EleOors 
of the City of Canterbury was frivolous 
and vexatious. The Cnairman of the 
Committee at the fame time moved, that 
the latter Petition do lie upon the Table, 
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in order that Tome further notice might 
be taken of it. Agreed to. 

The Clerk of the Crown amemied the 
return for Canterbury, by inferting the 
names of Mr. Gipps and Sir John Honey- 
wood, ip the room of Mr. S;iwbridge and 
Mr. Baker. 

Mr. Alderman Combe, in obedience 
to the inftruflions of his Conftituents, 
gave notice, that on Friday next he ftiould 
move an Addrefs to the King, praying 
that he would remove for ever from his 
prefence and councils his prefent Mi- 
nifters. 

fifONDAT, MAY 15. 

The Report of the Debtors' Relief 
Bill was brought up. 

Mr, Alderman Luftiington obtained 
leave to bring up a Petition from the 
different Le^urcrs in I^ ndon and Wert- 
miniler, itating the difiiculty of colle6ling 
their ftipends} and that the mode of 
doing it was degrading to their facred 
fun^ions, and praying tor general relief j 
and moved. *• That the Petition be re 
ferred to a Selc£l Committee.'* 

Mr. Baker wifhed to know, whether 
the meafure to be founded on the Pe- 
tition was to be of a general operation ? 
If it was intended to increaie the pa- 
rochial afleilmentt he ihould certainly 
oppofe it. 

Mr, Alderman Lufhlngton replied, that 
the Petition was from Gentlemen within 
the bills of mortality, and the mealbre 
would either have a general or local ope- 
ration, according to the pleafure of Par- 
liament. With refpeft to increafmg the 
parochial afreflments, he was not aware 
that it would have that cffeft. 

Mr. Wilbcrforce thought, that the 
ftipend of a Minifter ought to be certain 
and afcertained, and upon this general 
principle he ihould fupport the meafure. 
The Petition was oxtered to be referred 
to a Committee. 

The Bill for enabling perfbns intitlcd 
to Common- right to divide and allot the 
fame, wheie they agreed, was read a 
Second time, and ordered to be committed 5 
as was the Bill for enabling perfons in- 
titled to Wafte Lands to divide and hold 
the fame infiveraUjy where they did not 
agree. 

Mr. Wilberforce prefaced his Motion 
on the Abolition of the Slave Trade by 
remarking, that the qucdion had already 
Cci often engaged the attention of the 
Houie, and had undergone fuch ample 
diiculEon, that it would only be wailing 
their time to enter upon a recapitulatioi> 
of the arguments^ in order to induce the 



Houfe to agree to hts propoTition* He 
called on the Houfe, as they valued their 
charafler and refpe^ed their proceedinKS^ 
to aft confidently with their former Re« 
folutions; and having taken a rapid 
review of the principal incidents, (ince 
the firft agitation ot the fubje^ to the 
Refolution of the prefent Seifion, for an 
Addiefs tohis Majcfty, praying him ** to 
recommend it to the Colonial Aitembliea 
to make regulations for the amelioration 
of the Hate of the Negroes ^^^ and con- 
tended that the propohtion ht now in. 
tended to make was coniiftent with that 
Refolution. 

He concluded bv moving for " leave 
to bring in a Bill for the Abolition of 
the African Slave Trade at a time to be 
limited;'* and next, ** That the HouISb 
do now refolve itfelf into a Committee to 
condder c^f the laid Motion.** 

Mr. Ellis entered upon a genera] de- 
fence of the Slave Trade j recapitulated 
the former arguments againil the Abo* 
lit ion 5 vindicated the conduft of the 
Planters from the charge of inhumanity ^ 
aflcrtcd the confiftcncy' of the Houfe in 
voting the recent Addrefs to the King, 
as calculated to cffcft a gradual Abo- 
lition ; and contended, with much 
warmth, that the propofition for an im« 
mediate Abolition was unjuft in its prin^ 
ciple, and would be nugatory in its 
operation. He concluded by giving hia 
mail* decided nefi;ative to the Motion. 

Mr. Hobhouie thought the t/affic in 
human blood fo repugnant to jultice and 
humanity, as to admit of no modification. 

Mr. W. Smith made an animated 
fpeech in favour of the Motion, and re« 
marked, that in a century and a half 
only the lands in Jamaica had been cuU 
tivated, and according to this q^ode of 
reafoning, we muft wait 150 years for 
this gradual Abolition. 

Colonel Gafcoyne deprecated the pre* 
fent Motion. 

Mr. Pitt faid, the fubjcft had been ib 
often under di£cuifion, that he ihould 
only advert to a few of the molt pro- 
minent points. So far were the lad and 
prefent queftions from being incompatible, 
oe contended the ends were precifely the 
fame; and the only diftinfiion w^s in the 
means for accomplishing thofe ends. 
The advocates for the late Resolution 
were for a gradual^ while thofe with 
whom be aSed were for an immediate. 
Abolition, So far from impeding the 
cffeft of that Refolution, the prefent 
propofition would eifentially faciliute the 
internal regulationsi and would operate 
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ac aa incentive to the Colonial Legifla- 
tur«. After touching on a variety of 
topktt he concluxled by giving the Mo- 
tion his mod cordial fupport. 

Mr. Fox, in a moft animated and 
cnemtic (peech, fupported the Motion. 

w. WUbciiorce made a general r«* 

A divi/ion enfued, when there appeared 
forMr.Wilberforce'« Motion: Aye«, 74 ; 
Noest 81 i Majority againft the Motion, 8 . 

TUKSDAYy MAY x6. 

Mr. Rvder gave notice, that to-morrow 
he ihould move ^be Houie to refolve itlclf 
into a Committee, for the purpofe of 
con£dering the propriety of making the 
liland of Trinioad a free port, with a 
view to the introdu^Uoaof a Bill to that 
effiea. 

Sir G. Langton moved for leave to 
bring up a Petition from Mr. Pabner, 
Surreyor- General of the Poft-Oflicc, let- 
ting ionh a variety of grievances, and 
praying the interference of the Uoufe in 
his behalf. 

The Speaker informed the Houie, that 
BO Petition for the payment of public 
moQcy could be received, withoiit a 
previous recommendation from the 
Crown. 

Mr. Pitt faid, from what he had col. 
IcAed relpedins the Petitioner's cafe, it 
certainly was of a nature not to warrant 
hiaun giving Us Majefty*s recommenda- 
tioa ; at the ijune time he wifiied it to 
be underftood, that he had no deiire t9 
preclude future inveftigation. 
< Mr. Sheridan moved for the pro* 
^ufkioii of the warrant of Mr. Paimer*s 
appointment to the office of Comptroller 
of the Pol^- office. This Motion was 
agreed to, and that for the bringing up 
of the Paitipn withdrawn. 

Sir W. Pultency gave notice, that on 
Thuriday ie^nni^ht he ihonid bring for- 
waid a MDti<m tor the eftabli^hment of a 
new Bank. 

Mr. Pitt gave notice, that on M<H)day 
n^t he fiiould bring forward' a Motion 
for the augmentation of the pay of the 
Anny and Militia. 

Mr. Fox QgaiUcd his intention to 
bring forward, on Tueiday next, a Mo- 
^M^ for the repeal of the two obnoxious 
AasofthelaitSeOion. 

BIr. Grey» in conformity to notice, 
ro^ to fobmit (everal Refolutions to the 
Houie, founded on the proceedings of the 
^eciet Committee of Finance, with a 
view to criminate the Chancellor of the 
£xc]ie<^Qcr* He proceeded to coniider 



the Report under two heads t i. The 
ncccihty of the Order of Council of the 
a6th of February i and 2. The caufes 
which produced that Order. In order 
to lay the foundation for the Refolutions 
whicn he intended to fubmit to the 
Houfe, he read the fubllance of the Re- 
ports of the Finance Committee, com« 
mented on the evidence, as he proceeded^ 
with great ingcnuitv and ilrength of ar- 
gument, and applied his reafoning to the 
efFe£l produced upon the Back and Pab« 
lie Credit. He took a review of that 
Company from its ellabliihment, and 
pointed out the miichievous coniequences 
of the Bank Dire^ors not a£ling aa 
Merchants, but as Politicians and Statei^ 
men. Though the Motion he intended 
to fubmit was direfled chiefly againft 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, yet it 
was not his intention to exempt his co- 
adjutors from the reientment of an in- 
jured and almoil ruined Nation. Ut 
concluded a fpeech of three hours, l>y 
moving a ftring of Refolutions, of whicb 
the fmlowing only was read from the 
Chair: " That the Governor and De- 
puty Governor of the Bank did, at va« 
rious times, reprefent to the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer the danger to the Bankf 
from the diminution of its fpecie, &c.** 

Mr. Pitt faid» he did not conceive it 
neceifaxy to go into any great lengtii 
upon tnis fubje6l, he ihould theretore 
confine himfelf to the moit prominent 
points of Mr. Grey*s fpeech. Tl^e 
queilion, in his view of the lubje61, was* 
whether the neceifity of the occurrence* 
prior to the »6th of February 1797, 
juilified the proceedings of Government. 
He argued at confiderable length in fup- 
port of the affirmative of the propofition, 
and then entered into a vindication of his 
condu^ in the iifue of Treafury Bills to 
an enormous extent, and the various 
Loans from the Bank, which were ab- 
folutely neceflary, on account of the very 
extenijve and complicated ti'anfa^lions of 
the Empire. 

Mr. Fox i^ke at great length in fup- 
port of the Reiblution, as did Mr. W« 
Smith, and 

Mr. Thornton oppoied them. 

A divifion took place on the firil Re- 
folution: For it, 663 Againft it, 2061 
Majority, 140. 

The previous queilion was then moved 
on the remaining Refolutions; on the 
lail of which another divifion took placet 
For the previous queftion, ao6 i againfl 
it> 6q, Majority, 146. 

WEDNES^ 
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WEDNESDAY, MAY 17. 

Mr. Fox gave notice, that on Friday 
ft'nnight he, or fome friend of his, would 
brina: forward a Motion for a Reform in 
the Commons' Houfe of Pailiament. 

The Bill for permitting, for a time to 
be limited, the Importation of Foreign 
Cambrics and French Lawns, was read a 
iecond time, and oltlered to be conunitted 
to-morrow. 

The Speaker acquainted the Houfe, 
that their Lordfhips nad agreed to fcveral 
public and private Afts. The public 
Afts were, the Scots Small Note Bill, 
the Weft-India Governors' Indemnity 
Bill, the Attorneys' Certificate Stamp 
Bill, &c. 

In the Committee of Supply the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer moved, that the 
fum of 1,620,0001. be {(ranted to his 
Majefty, in order to pay Sills drawn and 
accepted by the Treafury 5 alfo, that 
833,0001, be granted to his Majefty 
towards the farther payment of Ex- 
chequer Bills. Agreed to. 

In the Committee of Ways and Means 
Mr. Pitt alfo moved, that the laid fum 
of X, 620,000!. be paid out of the Loan 
of 14,500,0001. Agreed toj and the 
iReport ordered to be received to-morrow. 
Mr. Ryder moved, that a Free Port 
he eftabliflied in the Ifland of Trinidad ; 
which was agreed to. 

THURSDAY, MAY 18. 

The Bill for cftabliftiing a Free Port 
in the Illand of Trinidad was brought 
in, and read the' firft time. 

The Levant and Mediterranean Trade 
Bill was read a third time, and paffed. 

Mr. St. John faid, he fliould not have 
brought on his Motion in fo thin a 
Houfe, unlefs he had already repeatedlv 
poftponed it. The afflifting fcenes which 
St. bomingo exhibited of the fcourge of 
war and pcftilence, excited in him the 
moft ardent wiOi to refcue from that land 
of death the fmall remains of our gallant 
army. He entered into a hiftory of the 
procccdines in St. Domingo from 1791, 
and detailed with much precifion the 
various events that have been ofticially 
announced in the London Gazette from 
the commencement of the war, remarking 
upon each as he proceeded. The general 
refult of this inveftigation was, that 
after the lofs of nearly nine thoufand 
valuable lives, and an expenditure of 
nearly four millions and a half, we 
polTclfed nothing in the Ifland, ex- 
cept Port- au- Prince, that we did not 
conquer in a few days. after the firft de- 
barkation. 



He fhould therefore move an humble 
Addrefs to his Majefty, that he would be 
pleafed to give direftions that the Britifli 
troops (hould be forthwith withdrawn 
from the Ifland of St. Domingo. 

Mr. Secretary Dundas reprobated the 
propofition; reprefented the importance 
of the ifland, cither as an acceftlon t© 
our colonial pofleflTions, or an objcft of 
negotiation ; and declared, that he had 
no hefitation in aflferting, that it were 
better that the ifland ftiould pafs into 
the hands of the French, than be fubjeft 
to the controul of barbarifm. 

Mr. Fox thought it advifcable to fur- 
render Domingo by capitulation, and 
fuffer the French to take care of it thcm- 
fclves. It was abfurd to employ Britifh 
lives and trcafurc out of kindntfs to the 
enemy, and therefore he fhould TOtc for 
the Motion. 

Mr. St. John replied ; after which a 
diviflon took place: For the Motion, 31 j 
againftit, 116. 

FRIBAY, MAY 19. 

The Bill for the prevention of re- 
grating and foreftalling live cattle wat 
read a fecond time, and ordered to be 
referred to a Private Committee. 

Mr. Pitt moved, that Addrefles of 
Congratulation ftiould be prcfentcd to 
their Majefties on the happy nuptials of 
the Princefs Royal with the Prince of 
Wirtemberg ; and to her Royal Highnefs 
and his Serene Highnefs, on the fame 
happy occafion. Agreed to, nem, co>t» 

Mr. Alderman Cumbe, in conformity 
to the notice he had given, movecl^ 
•» That an humble Addrefs be prefented 
to his Majefty, praying that he would 
difmifs ti*om nis prefence and councils his 
Minifters, as the raoft likely means of 
obtaining a fpeedy and pennanent 
peace." 

Sir W. Milner feconded the Motion. 

After a long debate, which was a mere 
repetition of the fa6Vs and reafoninga * 
which are already before the Public, a 
diviflon enfued, v»rhen there appeared. 
For the Motion, 59 ; againft it, 24a. 

MONDAY, MAY 22. 

The Weights and Meafures Bill was 
read a third time and fent to the Lords. 

The Inclofure Agreement Bill went 
through the Committee. 

A Bill was brought in for enabling 
his Majefty to call out and embody the 
Tower Hamlet Militia. 

Mr. Wilbcrforce moved for leave to 
bring in a Bill for allowing perf<in« pro- 
fefting the Roman Cs^tholic Religion t« 
ierve as Ofticcrs in the Supplementary 
i^OOQU Militia

Mr. Rofe, in confequence of fome 
points not vot finally adjufted in one of 
tile articles in the Additional Stam^ Duty 
Bill, moved, " That the Order for the 
commitment of the Bill (hould be poii- 
poned to Thuriday next." Agreed to. 

The Secretary at War brought up an 
cftimate of the increafed pay and allow- 
ance to kit Majefty't land forces, which 
was ordered to be taken into conUdcration 
on Wednefday. 

All the other Orders of the Day were 
poftpoficd. 

TUESDAY, MAY 13. 

Read the third time and pafled the 
Imperial Loan Guarantee Bill, the Mer- 
chant Scamens* Bill, and the Cambrick 
and French Lawn Importation Bill. 

The Trinidad Free Port Bill went 
through the Committee. 

Mr. Sheridan moved for the appoint- 
ment of a Committee to inquire into the 
nature and extent of Mr. Palmer's 
claims upon Government, for his exer- 
tions in reforming and improving the 
revenue of the Poft-ofEce, and to report 
their opinion thereon. 

Mr. Pitt remarked, that it might be 
neceflary, for the infonnation of the 
Committee, to have an account of the 
fiuns already advanced to the Petitioner, 
and other particulars. After the ap- 
pointment of the Committee, which wag 
^ne by nomination, Mr. Pitt moved, 
" That the faid Committee have power 
to fend for perlbns, papers, and records." 

Mr. Fox, in contormity to notice, rofe 
tomovefor adireft repeal of the Sedition 
and Treafon Afts of the laft Seffion. 
Hi* reafons for wifhing them not to re- 
main on our Statute Books were, firft, 
*«cauie they extended our Treafon Laws, 
^ch the wiidom of our anceftors had 
narrowed by the 25th Edw. III. and 
thereby deiuxjyed that ' reverence which 
their hmplicity iniprefled on the minds 
^ the people j and fo far from giving 
a<Uitional protection to the life of his 
Majcfty, they were calculated to prodiice 
a contrary effeft. They alfo enabled the 
Judges, on the fecond conviClion under 
the Aft, to go far beyond the letter and 
fpirit of the ancient law. It enabled 
tltem to infli^ the ignominious punifh- 
nient of tranfportation to Botany Bay on 
peribns who .might difcover more zeal 
than prudence in fupporting the prin- 
ciples of the Conftitution. To (hew the 
readinefs with which Minifters would a£l 
^F09 a law of fo barbarous a tendency. 



he inftanced the execution of the fentence 
of the Court of Julticiary in Scotland, 
whereby perfons had been doomed to end 
their days in degradation and mifery, fer 
exprefling a love of the Britiih Confti- 
tution. 

He next proceeded to remark upon the 
operation of the Bill of Rights, and con- 
tended that it went to circumfcribe, in a 
very extraordinary degree, the inherent 
fundamental Right of the Subjeft to pe- 
tition the King. He might be told that 
the A^ did not prohibit meetings to 
petition ; that it only prevented impro- 
per meetings. If there be a diftinftion, 
he contended that it ought to be the other 
way J if any one could forego tliat right, 
it ought to be the man who was reprc- 
lentcd J but he who was only virtually 
reprefented in the raals was without in- 
fluence, and ought to enjoy the free 
exercife of the right to petition. It was 
obvious, that in proportion to the diffi- 
culties put in the way of free difcuflion, 
the people were driven to the expedient 
of traitorous correfpondence and trea- 
fonable praftices, and in that proportion 
the national energies were weakened, 
becaule Liberty was the fafeguard of 
order and tranquillity. The conlli- 
tutional fpiric of Englilhmen was not to 
be annihilated { if it was checked, it 
would deviate into other channels j every 
attempt to abridge the Rights of the 
People would increafe the danger in a 
hundred-fold degree. He concSided by 
movine, that the A6ls alluded to fliould 
be read ; and this being done, he moved 
for leave to bring in a Bill to repeal the 
faid Aas. 

Mr. Serjeant Adair oppofed the Mo- 
tion, and contended that as the neceflity 
virhich ^ve birth to the meafures had 
not fubhded, their continuance was ef- 
fential to the fecurity and general in- 
terefts of the Country. He entered upon 
a detailed vindication of the Afts. The 
penalties alluded to were not, he alTerted, 
confined to libels, but annexed to writings, 
which, if afted upon, would conftitute 
High Trealbn ; and who, he aflced, 
would fay that the punifhment of tranf- 
portation was too feverc for an offence 
of that aggravated nature ? That the 
Scotch Judges had baniflied perfons to a 
diflant country, which terminated in 
death, for cxprefTmg their love for the 
Britiih Conftitution, was a circumftance 
which he had never heard ftatcd before. 
That the Aas repealed the Bill of Rights 
he pofitively denied, neither were they 
liable to the objections thaUhad been 
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wgccJ againft them. It had been faid, 
thai Liberty was the fafegiiard of order 
and Government ; it would alfo be con- 
ceded to him, that Liberty could not long 
exift in any State, where it was not 
cberilhcd and protected by good Govern- 
ment. The learned Serjeant concluded 
by remarking, that he was for the con- 
tinuance of the A6^s until the ncccflity 
that produced them had fubiided. 

Sir R. C. Glynn and Major Elford 
Ihrerally fpoke at fome length againft 
the Motion. 

Colonel Fttllarton, coniidercd thiR Mo- 
tion as a tifTue of the web that Mr. Fox 
had been weaving for the laft four years, 
which had tendcdtb degrade this Country 
in the eyes of Foreign Powers . But for 
fhefc Afts, he believed that the French 
National flag would have been hoilted on 
the Tower ot London ; and, till we were 
affored of our internal fecurity, he hoped 
they would be continued in force. 

Mr. Pierrepoint declared that he (hould 
exert all his energies for continuing the 

Mr. Efcourt fpoke on the fame (ide. 

Lord Morpeth faid, he confidered the 
meaiures at firtt as ncceflary for the 
preljoration and featrityof the Country; 
and being itlU of opinion that the fame 
Beceflity exifted, he (hould give his de- 
cided ne^tive to the Motion. 

Mr. Eilifon ipoke on the fame fide. 

Mr. Fox made a general reply to all 
the arguments againft his Motion ; after 
which a divifion took place: For the 
Motion, 51 ; againft it, 260 { Majo- 
rity, 20S. 

WEDNESDAY, MAY 14. 

The Houie in a Committee of Ways 
and Means voted an additional Stamp 
Duty of id. on Promiflbry Notes payable 
an demand, which may be re-ifTuable at 
the fame place^ between 40s. and five 
guineas.

Thiid and fourth - each td. extra 
aIlo>arance for bread, the other for meat. 

The fifth was an allowance for beer- 
money i when in barracks it was fup- 
plicd by Government, and in inns, was 
iound by inn- keepers. 

In lieu of the above articles of pay 
and allowance, the foldler would, by the 
propolcd regulation, receive is. inftead 
of 8Jd. which was his prefent receipt. 

On the fame principle, an allowance 
would be granted to all defcriptions.of 
infantry and cavalry ; then a pro- 
portionate correlpondcnl advance to non- 
commifConed officers — to corporals, in- 
ftead of 2d. an increafe of ajd. per day^ 
and to ferjeants 3d. 

The Secretary at War then moved, 
** That a lum not exceeding 224,0001. 
be granted to his Majefty, to make good 
the additional allowance to non-com- 
miflloned officers and foldiers, from the 
25th May 1797, to the 27th December 
following." Agreed to. 

THURSDAY, MAT 25. 

The Catholic Militia Bill was pre- 
fented and read a firft time. 

Sir William Pulteney pdftponed hit 
Motion, for the ereflion of a new Bank, 
to Tueiday next. 

Mr. Role moved to tmt off the Com* 
mittee on the additional Stamp Duty Bill 
until to-morrow. 

Mr, Sheridan wiftied that that part 
which related to Newlpapers had been a 
diltinft Bill, and had not been wrapped 
up in this manner among other Stamp 
Duties. If it had been in a feparate 
Bill, he fhould certainlv have oppoled 
the Speaker's leaving tW Chair. He 
did not confider this a Bill of Revenue, 
which he fhould prove would not be be- 
nefited by it, but as a Bill of pains and 
penalties againft the Liberty of the Prels, 
and tending to. ftop the citculation of 
Papers, ft w«uld be verv unpleaiant 
for him, in confequcnce of nis obje^lion 
to this part of it, to oppofe the whole of 
the Bill. He fhould therefore movr, 
** That it be an inftru^ion to the Com- 
mittee to divide the Bill.'* 

Mr. Rolfe faid, that the part relative 
to the Newfpapen was very properly 
arranged with the other Stamp Dutk$» 
and the Hon. Gentleman might cafUy 
have informed himfelf upon the luhjcft. 
The Honourjtbk Gentlenum might, if ht 
4 thought 
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tiiota^t proper, eppefe any part of the 
BMi when it was in the Committee ; he 
tkertfcre faw do rcaion for dividing; the 
BiiJ. 

Mr. Sheridan ikid, as lie Vad given 
notice of his intention to oppofe the 
Billy he thought fome intimation might 
have been given to hioi of the mode i«i 
which it wa« brought in. Wht:n the 
proper time came for difcuiTicny he Oiouid 
Certainly propofc that the incrcafe of 
i>uty (hould only* be a Penny, and that 
Proprietors of Papers fhould be allowed 
a-ditcounc of 4. per cent. 

S4r W. Pulteney faid, he did not now 
tnean to give an opinion upon this tax ; 
but at U was one to which gjreat ob- 
jefiions had been made, he thought the 
Honourable Gentleman ought to wave 
<he point of fonn, and confent to the 
Billys being divided. The Bill had 
created much anxiety, and he thought 
the Houfe ought not to (hew an un- 
wiJlingnefs to deliberate upon it fully. 

The Houfe divided upon Mr. Sheri- 
dan's Motion: Ayes 19 $ Noes 45. 

Mr. Alderman Lufhineton, after hav- 
ing previoufly obtained leave, prcfented 
a Petition irom fcvcral Owners and 
MaRers of Ships, praying for leave that 
a Bill might be brought in to reliere 
them from the confequences of a deciiion 
lately made in the Court of King's 
Bench, that they were to be anfwcrable 
for all damages fulUined by the cargoes 
in their ftiips. Ordered to lie on the 
Table. 

FRIDAY, MAY l6. 

The corrmitaient of the Additional 
Stamp Duty Bill vras postponed to 
TuekJay next. 

Mr. Grey, in conformity to the notice 
given by Mr. Fox, rofe to fubmit to 
the Houie a Motion for a Reform in the 
Reprefentation in the Commons* Houfe 
of Parliament. He then proceeded to 
bveAigate the ftate of the reprefentation, 
and contended) that the only remedy for 
the evils arifing from the prefent fyltem, 
was to give' the people a voice in th^ir 
own Hculc of Commons. He then dif- 
cioTed the out lines of his plan. His 
objcft, he faid, was to obtain for the 
People of England a full, fair, and free 
Keprefcntaticn in the Cojnmons' Houic 
«f Parliament. For the happinefs of 
the people he wlfhcd the Conftltution to 
•»»miin m King, Lords, and Commons. 
Proceeding upon this principle, it was 
his wjfh to leave nearly *on the- prefent 
footing the county reprefentation. The 
aiiaratloD he (houki propofe would be to 



increafe it firom 92 to 113 Members. 
For inftancc, inftead of only two Mem- 
bers for the County of York, he wiflied 
each of the Ridings to fend two, to make 
up for the inequality of reprefentation. 
To prevent jobbing and bribery in the 
mode of ele6licnt each county (hould be 
divided into two diftri6\si each of whicli 
fliould return one Member. To the 
Freeholders he meant to add tlic Copy- 
holders, and even the LeaieholdcrSj un- 
der certain qualifications. 

The next alteration was of a more 
extcnfive nature j the right of voting in 
towns, Sec. for the remaining 400, he 
meant to extend to Houfcholders paying 
taxes all over England. He propofed 
likewife to make Parliaments triennial. 
To carry this plan into effcft, he ftatcd 
a variety of fubordinate means. To 
prevent expence, he propofed that the 
votes ihcula be taken as nearly as polTible 
at the fame time, in prcfcnce of the can- 
didates, in parochial or fimilar fubdi* 
vifions. By this means the landed 
Gentleman would be elefltd with greater 
fiacility by his conne^lions in the coun- 
try, and the Merchant by his in town ; 
and many would be excluded who oc- 
cupied tneir feats not for the intercft of 
the people, but for their own private 
emolument. This plan, the Houie 
would perceive, was not founded on 
Univerfal Suffrage, but on Univerfal 
Reprefentation. It was his intention 
to move for a Bill to the above elTe6l ; 
not, however, with a view to its paffing 
this Seflion, but that the people might 
have an opportunity of knowing the 
details, and cxprefiing their fentimcnts 
on the mcafure at the next meeting of 
Parliament. 

He then Hated, that notwithftanding 
the inutility of the refolution, he ftili 
confidered it his duty to continue his 
feat } but when his beft exertions had 
been treated with obloquy and infult, 
he (hould not, after this night, unlefs 
his propufition was adopted, take any 
(hare in the difculTion, though he (hould 
mil continue to vote for the good of th© 
Conftitution and his Country. He then 
moved for leave to brin? in a Bill ia 
conformity to the above plan. 

Mr. Erikine fccondcd the Motion. 

Mr. Pitt entered at great length on 
the fubjeft, and affirmed that the Motion, 
inilead of invigorating the Conftitution, 
would debilitate and impair it ; and con- 
cluded by giving it his moft decided ne« 

Sir F. Burde^tir^fr Milbanke, Mr. 
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Sheridan, Mr. W. Smith, Mr. PoUcn, 
and Mr. Fox, tpoke in favour of the 
Motion; and Lord Hawkcfbury, Sir W. 
Young, Mr. Barham, Sir G. P. Turner, 
and Mr. R. Thornton, againft it. At 
three o'clock a divifion took place, when 
there appeared for the Motion, 91 j 
againft it, 240." Majority, 149. 

TUESDAY, MAY 30. 

Mr. Tiemey prefented a Petition from 
certain Freeholders, Houfeholders, and 
others, in and near Bofton, attributing 
the grievances under which they labour 
to the defeftive ftate of the Reprefent- 
ation i urging the necefTity of a Parlia- 
mentary Retorm, and ftating it to be their 
opinion, that at the prelcnt conjun6lure 
every Houfeholder ought to be iumiftied 
with arms. Ordered to lie on the Table. 

Sir W. Pultcney rofc to fubmit a 
Motion for the ereaion of a rival Bank. 
Of the event of his propofition he was 
not anxious j he performed his duty, by 
giving the Houfc an opportunity to adopt 
a mcalure of precaution for the fecurity 
©f the public, and the Bank itfelf. He 
entered into a detailed ftatement of 
tranfa^^Ions, and enumerated a variety of 
fails, to convince the Houfc that the 
Bank had forfeited their charter, and 
concluded by moving for leave to bring 
in a Bill for the eftablifliment of another 
Bank, in cafe the Bank of England did 
not pay in fpecie on the 14th of June 1797. 

Sir P. Baring contended, that the 

. ereftion of a New Bank would be highly 

injurious to the interefts of the Country. 

Mr. Thornton (the Direftor) entered 
into a general defence of the Bank J^i- 
lectors, and deprecated the idea of a rival 
Bank. 

The Solicitor General confidcred the 
queftion in two points of view ; whether 
the public credit was moft likely to be 
rcltored by the ereftion of a new Barik, 
or by continuing the monopoly to the 
exiftiiig Bank. Convinced that the con- 
tinuance of the monopoly was bell cal- 
culated for that purpefe, he oppofed the 
Motion. 

Mr. S!icridan wi/hed for a Bank that 
would adhere ftri^lly to its engagements 
with the public, and withhold accommo- 
dation to Government, which had pro- 
duced the late failure. He prcfled the 
Gentlemen connected with tlrc Bank to 
fiaie, whether it was iii their power to 
rciunic their operations on the 24th of 
June.

In a Committee of the whole Houie» 
on the Treaty of Amity and Commerce 
between Great Britain and America, 
feveral Refolutions were read and agreed 
to. 

In a Committee of Ways and Means, 
on theTindemnity to be granted to the 
Subfcribers to the Loan of 1 8 million. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer cx- 
prefTed his relu6lance to fubmit any pro- 
pofition that had a tendency to incnsafc 
the public burthens $ at tne fame time 
he hoped that the Committee, feeling that 
the Subfcribers were mor^ aftuatcd by 
zeal for the public intereft than perlbnal 
emolument, would confider theirs as a 
Ht cafe for indemnification, on the 
grounds of equity and policy. He then 
entered into a ftatement of the Funds at 
the time the Loan was made, and oU- 
ferved upon the various ciixumftances 
that had depreciated them, to fliew that 
it was negotiated at a better price than 
the ftate of the Funds warranted. The 
relief he meant to propofe was in the 
(hape of a Long Annuity of 7s. 6d. for 
every lool. fubkribed, vvhich would be 
between 60 and 7o,oool. a year. He 
then moved accordingly. 

Mr. Dent argued againft the policy 
and juftice of the propofition, pointedl 
out the mifchievous effects of eftabliihing 
a precedent of indemnifying perfons who 
embarked in mercantile fpeculations with 
a view to perfonal emolument, and con- 
cluded by moving the Order of the Day. 

Mr. Tierney confidercd the propofition 
pregnant with mifchicf, and urged a 
variety of arguments to prevail upon the 
Committee not to acquiefcc in it. ^ 

The Amendment was fupported by 
Mr. JollilTc, Mr. Baftard, Mr. Nicholls, 
General I'arleton, Lord W, Jluffel, and 
Mr. Huflly. 

A divifion took place : For the Amend- 
ment, 26 ) againft it, 40. 

The RefoUition was agreed to 5 and, 
on tl;e relumption of the Houfe, the 
Report was ordered to be received to- 
morrow.

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ADDRESS OP THE PEESIDENT OF THE 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA TO 
CONSRCSSy ON OPENING THE SES- 

8I0N. May 16. 

Cf/t/Umftt of the Senate^ and Gentle- 
men 9f the Houfe of Reprefent^tives, 
*T*HE perfonal inconveniencies to the 
-*- Membcrt of the Senate and of the 
Houfe of Reprefentatives, in Jcaving 
their famtliet and private affairs, ac this 
Aaiba of the y«?ar, are fo obvious, that 
I the more regret the extraordinary 
iKca^on which had rendered the con* 
▼emioD of Congrefs indifpenfiblc. 

It would have afforded me the higheft 
fatrsfa^^ron 10 have been able to con- 
gratulate you on a reftoration of peace 
CO the nations of Europe, whofc animo* 
fitics have endangered our tranquillity— 
but we have ftill abundant caufe of 
gratitude to the Supreme Difpcnfer of 
nationxl bl^ffingi, for general health 
^d promifing feafons; for domeftic 
tnd fociai happinefs ; for the rapid 
progreij and ample acquifitions of in- 
duftry, throujfh extenfive territories, 
for civil, political, and religious li. 
berty ; while other dates are dcfolated 
with foreign war, or convulfed wi!h 
inteftine divilions, the United States 
prefeot the pleafing profpeA of a 
nation governed by mild and equal 
laws ; generally fatisfied with tbe pof- 
feffion uf their rights *, neither envying 
the advantages nor fearing the power 
of other nations ; felicitous only tor the 
nuifitcnance of order and judice, and 
the prefcrvation uf liberty ; increaHng 
daily in tbe attachment \o a fyftem of 
Government, in proportion to their ex- 
perience of its utility ; yielding a ready 
and general obedience to laws flowing 
from reafon, and refting on the only folid 
fouodation— the affe6^ion of the people. 
It is with extreme regret that Ivihall 
be obliged to turn your thoughts to 
other circumftances, which admoniih us 
that fome of thefe felicities may not bo 
lafting I but if the tide of our profperity 
is fuU, and a reflux commencing, a 
vigilant circumfpedtion becomes us, that 
we may meet our reverfes with forti- 
tude, and extricate ourfelves from their 
coofequencctt with' all the (kill we 
poiTth, and all the efforts in our power. 
In giving to CongreCis information of 
the ftate of the Union, and recommcnd- 
iD( CO thcif confidcration fuch meafurct 



as appear to me to be expedient or ne« 
ceifary, according to my conftitutional 
duty, the caufcs and the objects of the 
prefent extraordinary Seiiion will be 
explained. 

After the Prcfidcnt of the United 
States received information that the 
French Government had exprelTcd fc- 
rious difcontents at fome proceedings of 
the Government of thele States, faid 
to aff'eft the intereffs of France, he 
thought it expedient to fend to that 
country a new Minifter, fully inftru6ted 
to enter on fuch amicable difcuinons, 
and to give fuch candid expla nations at 
might happily remove the difcontents 
and fufpicioos of the French Govern- 
ment, and vindicate the conduct of the 
United States. For this purpofe he 
feledted from among his fellow-citizens 
a charafler whofe integrity, talents, 
experience, and fervices, had placed 
him in the rank of the moil edeemed 
and refpe6ted in the nation. The di- 
re^t object of his miiRon was expreffed 
in his Letter of Credence to the French 
Republic, being *< to maintain that good 
aoderdanding, which from the com- 
mencement of alliance had fubfilted^ 
between the two nations ; and to ef- 
face unfavourable imprellions, banifli 
fufpicions, and reftore that cordiality 
which was at once the evidence and 
pledge of a friendly union." And his 
inftru^ions were to the fame effe^, 
«• faithfully to rcprefcnt the difpofuioa 
of the Government and People of the 
United States, their difpoiition being 
one, to remove jealoufies and obviate 
complaints, by (hewing that they were 
groundicfs, to reffore that mutual con« 
fidence, which had been fo unfortu- 
nately and injuriouily ijnpaired, and to 
explain the relative interefts of both 
countries, and the real fentimentsof his 
own." 

A Minifter thus fpecially commif- 
fioned, it was expelled, would have 
proved the infffument of reftoring mu- 
tual conhdence between the two Re- 
publics : the firik (lep of the Freach 
Government correfponded with that 
expectation ) a few days before his 
arrival it Paris, the French Minifter of 
Foreign Relations informed the Ame- 
rican Minifter, the Preiident at Paris, 
of the formalities, to be obferved by 
himfclf in taking leave, and by his fuc- 
ceflbr preparatory^d 10M& reception, 
H a ThcfQ 
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Thefe formalities they obferved, and on 
the 9th of December jprcrcnted officUlly 
to the Miniftcr of Foreign Relatioiys, 
the one a copy of his letters pf Recal, 
(he other a copy of his letters of Cre- 
dence. Thetc were laid before the 
Executive D re£lory ; two days after- 
wards, the Miniftcr of Foreign Re* 
lations, informed the recalled Ameri- 
can Minifter, That the Executive Di- 
Te^ory had determined not to receive 
Another Minifter Plenipountiary from 
the United States, until after the redrefs 
of grievances demanded of the Ame. 
rican Government, and which the 
French Republic had a right to expert 
from it. The American Minifter im- 
mediately endeavoured to afcertain 
whether by refufing to receive him, it 
was intended that he ihould retire frora 
the territories of the French Republic^ 
and verbal anfwers were given that 
fuch was the intention of the Di- 
rectory. For his own juftification he 
defired a written anfwer ; but obtained 
none until towards the laft of January, 
when receiving notice in writing to 
quit the territories of the Republic, 
he proceeded to Amftcrdam, where he 
propofcd to wait for inftru£tion from 
this Government. During his refidence 
tt Pans, cards of hofpitality were rc- 
fufed him, and he was threatened wit^ 
being fubjcdted to thb jurifdi^tion of 
the Miniftcr of Police — but wiih be- 
coming firmnefs he inftfted on the pro- 
tcAion of th(^ law of natiops, due to 
him as the known Mmiftcr of a fo- 
reign Power. You will derive fur- 
ther information from his difpatchei 
which will be laid before you. 

As it is often neceffary that nations 
ihould trc^t: for the mutual advantage 
of their alfaiis, and efpecially to ac- 
tiommodatc and terminitc differences, 
and as they can treat only by Mi., 
nifters, the right of Embaify it well 
known and cftibliflied by the law and 
ufage of Nations ; the refufal on the 
part of France to receive and hear our 
Miniftcr is then the denial of a right } 
but the rtfufal to receive him, until 
we have acceded to their demands 
without difculfion, and without in- 
veftigation, is to treat us neither as 
Allies, nor as Friends, nor M a fove- 
rei^n State. 

With this condu6k of the French 
Government, it will be proper to take 
into view, the public audience given to 
the late Minifter of the United States 
oji hit taking leave of t^c &|(ecutiT« 
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Dire^ory. The fpeech of the Prefi- 
dent difctofes fenttments more alarming 
than the refufal of a Minifter, be- 
caufe more dangerous to our inde- 
pendence and union ; and at the fame 
time ftudiouily marked with indigni- 
ties towards the Government of the 
United States. It evinces a difpoftrion 
to ft para re the people of the United 
Stales from the Government; to per.* 
fuade them that they have di0erent 
affcftions, principles and inierefts, fr ^m 
thofe of their fellow Ciiizfns, whorft 
they themfelves have chofen to managf 
their common concerns, and thus to 
produce diviftons fatal to our peace. 
Such attempts ought to be repelled, 
with a decifton which ftiall convince 
France and the world that we are not 
a degraded people, humiliated under a 
Colonial fpirit of fear and fenfc of in- 
feriority, titted to be the «iiferable in* 
firumeuts of foreign iniuence, and re* 
gardlefs of national honoura chara^er, 
and intereft* 

I fiiould have been happy to hava 
thrown a veil over ^efe tranfaAions, 
if it bad been polfible to conceal them; 
but they have pafted on the great 
theatre of the world in the face of all 
Europe and America, and with facli 
circumftances of publicity and folem^ 
nftv, that they cannot be di(jguir<d, an^ 
will not foon be forgotten 5 they have 
infli6ted a woijnd ia the Amerlcaa 
breaft ; it is my finceredefire, howcrer^ 
that it m^y be healed ; it is my iiiKcra 
deftre, and in this I prefume i concut 
with you, and with our coeftituents, CO 
preferve peace and frien^ihip with al| 
Nations, and believing that neither tha 
honour nor the intertft of the United 
States, abfolutcly forbid the repetition 
of advances for (ecu ring thefe defirabli 
objeds with France, 1 ftiail inftttute a 
frelh attempt at negotiation, and iliaU 
Bor fail to promote and accelerate an 
accommodation, on terms compatible 
with the rights, duties* interefts, and 
honour of the Nation ; — ^ if wc have- 
committed errors, and thefe can be 
demon ftrated, we (hall be willing to 
corre£^ them : if we have done iiijtirtest 
we ihall be willing on coovtdion to re- 
drefs them, and equal meafures oi 
juftice we have a right to empcGt from 
France and every other Nation. The 
diplomatic iatercourfe between the 
United States and France being at 
prefent fufpended, the Gk>vernment 
has BO means of obtaining oflicial in^ 
hnmidim from that coaafirj } neverw

^tUU there is reafon to believe, that 
the Executive Dirc6^ory pa fifed a De* 
free on the ad of March lalt, contra- 
vening in part the Treaty of Amity and 
Commerce of one thoufand fcven hon- 
ored and feTenty. eight, injurious to 
our lawful commerce, and endangering 
the lives of our Citizens. — A copy of 
tbii Decree will be laid before you, 

W'hiic we are endeavouring to ad* 
juft all our diflferences with France by 
amicable negociation, the progrefs of 
the nrar in Europci the deprtditions 
CO our commerce, the perfonal injuries 
10 our cirzeQs, and the gctieral com- 
plexion of affairs, render it my indif* 
penGble duty to recommend to your 
coafidetation effedtual racafures ot de- 
fence. 

The commerce of the United States 
has become an interefting objc6l of ai- 
•enrien, whether we confidcr it in re- 
lation to the wealth and finances, or 
the lirengtU and rcfource^ of the nation. 
With a fett coad of near two thoufan4 
niics in extent, opening a wide field for 
fttkencs, navigation, and commerce, a 
great portion of our citifens naturally 
•pply their induftry and enterprize to 
thefc objeds ; any fcrious and perma- 
oent injury to commerce would sot fail 
to proauce the mod embarraiiing difor- 
^n ; to prevent it from being un* 
^rmtned and deftroycd, it is effcotial 
that it receive an adtquate protection. 

The naval eftabliihment mull occur 
to every man, wiiocunGdcrs the injuries 
committed on oirr commerce, the iniults 
eiered to our ciiiiztns^ and the de* 
CcrtptioQ of the veficls by which thefc 
aouUs have been pra^lifcd ; a$ the fuf« 
ferings of our mercantik and fcafaring 
citizens cannot be afcribed to the 
emiiTion of duties demandable, con* 
fidertttg the neutral fitoation of our 
country, they are co be attributed to 
the hope or impunity arifing from a 
fuppoftd inability on our part to afford 
protedicB — to refift the confequences 
of foch impreifioos on the minds of 
foreign nations, and to guard againft 
the degradation and ferviltty which they 
naft finally fiamp on the American 
charade r, is an itnpor^nt duty of Qo* 
veriMnent. 

A oaval power, next to the militja, is 
the natural defence, of the United States^ 
^e experience of the laft war would 
be fufficienc to ihew that a moderate 
•wal force, fuch as would be eafily 
'''ithin the prefent abilities of the Union^ 
v^nld have been Cuftcicnt to h&V9 



baffled many formidable tranfportationt 
of troops, from one State to another, 
whichwerethen praflifcd j our feacoafts, 
from their great extent,, arc more eafily 
annoyed, and more eaiily defended by 
a naval force than any other; with all 
the materials our country abounds ; in 
ikill, our naval arcbite£tsand navigators 
are equal to any ; and commanders and 
feamcn will not be wanting. 

But although the eftabhihment of a 
permanent fyftem of naval dgfence ap^ 
pears to be requifite, I am fenfible it 
cannot be formed fo fpeedily and extcn* 
fivcly as the prcftnt crifis demands* 
Hitherto 1 have thought proper to pre* 
vent the failing of armed veffcls, except 
on voyages to the Bad Indies, where 
general ufuage, and the danger from 
pirates, appeared to render the per* 
million proper, yet the reftriCtion has 
originated lolely from a wilh to prevent 
collufion with the powers at wjir, con* 
travening'the A€t of Congrefs of June» 
one thoufand feven hundred and ninety^ 
four, and not from any doubt enter- 
tained hv me of the policy and pro* 
priety or permitting our vefffcis to em- 
ploy means of defence, while engaged 
in a lawful foreign commerce. It re* 
jnains for Congrefs to prefcribe futh 
regulations as will enable our feafaring 
citizens co defend themfelvts againk 
violations of the law of Nations, at)d 
at the fame time refirain them from 
committing afts of hoftility againfi the 
Powers at War, In addition to ths 
voluntary provifions for defence by in* 
dividual citizens, it appears to be ne* 
ceifary to equip the frigates, and provide 
other vcfiels of inferior force to take 
under convoy fuch merchant veflels as 
ikall remain unarmed. 

The greater part of the cruifen 
whofe depredations have been moil in* 
jurious have been built, and fonie of 
them partly equipped, in the United 
States. Although an effedkual remedy 
may be attended with difficulty, yet I 
have thought it my duty to prefent the; 
fubje^t generally to your confideration^ 
if a mode can be devifed by the wif* 
dom of Congrefs to |>revent the re* 
fources of the United States from being 
converted into the means of annoying 
our trade, agreat evil will be prevented. 
With the fame view I think, it proper 
to mention, that fome of our citizens 
refidcnt abroad have fitted out priva- 
teers, and others have voluntarily taken 
the command or entered on board of 
tbcci| and committed fpoliations on the 
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ronimercc of the United States. Such 
tinnatural and iniquitous praftices can 
be reftramed oaly by fcverc puniih- 
menrs. 

But, bcfidcs protc^lion of our com- 
merce on the leas, I think it highly 
nectflTjry to prote6t it at home^ where 
it is collc<^ed in our mod innportant 
ports. The djftance of the United 
States from. Europe, and the well- 
Icnown promptitude, ardour, and courage 
fjf the People, in defence of their coun- 
try, h^.ppily dinrinifh the probability of 
inrafiun ; neverthclcfs to guard againft 
fudden and predatory incurfions, the 
fituation of tome of our principal fea- 
portt demands your confideration ; and, 
as our country is vulnerable in other 
intcrefts befides thofe of its commerce, 
you will ferioufly deliberate, whether 
the means of general defence ought not 
to be increafed by an addition to the 
Tegular artillery and cavalry, and by 
amngcmtnts for forming a provifional* 
iirmy. 

With the fame view, and as a mcafurc 
^hich even in time of univerfal peace, 
ought not to be neglefted, I recommend 
to your conlideration a revifion of the 
laws for organizing, arming, and difci- 
plining the militia, to render that na- 
tural and fafe defence of the country 
cfficnciuus. Although it is very true 
that we ought not to involve ourfelves 
in the political lyftem of Europe, but 
to keep ourfelves always diftin^ and 
feparatc from it if we can ; yet to cffeft 
this reparation, early, punctual, and 
continual information of the current 
chain of events, and of the political pro- 
jects in couremplation, is no lefs nc- 
ccfTary, than if we were directly con- 
cerned in thtm. It is nccetTary in or- 
der to tht difcovcry of the efforts m'adc 
to draw us into the vortex, in feafon to 
make preparation againft them; how. 
ever we may confider ourfelves, the 
maritime and commercial power of the 
vorld will confider the United States of 
America as forming a weight in that 
balance of power jn Europe, which 
never can be forgotten or ncgledted. 
It would not only be againft our in- 
tereft, but it would be doing wrong to 
one half of Europe at leaft if we Oiould 
voluntarily throw ourfelves into either 
fc^le ; it is a natural policy for a nation 
that ftudics to be neutral, to confult with 
other nations engaged in the fame 
Audics and purfuits; at the fame time 
that m^afurcs might be purfued with 
thi'; vtcw,our treaties with Prui&jiand 



Sweden, one of which i% expired, inigHlf 
be renewed. 

GentUmen of the Houfe of Ke^refeniativtSx 
It is particularly your province to 
confider the ftate of our public finances { 
and to adopt fuch meafures rcfpeCling 
them as exigencies (hall be found to re- 
auirc ; the prefervation of public credit, 
the regular extinguilbment of the public 
debt, and a provifion of funds to defray 
any extraoidinary expences will, of 
courfc, call for your ferinus attentions 
although the impofition of new bur- 
thens cannot be in itfelf agreeable, yet 
there is not ground to doubt that the 
American People will expert from you 
fuch meafures as their actual engage* 
mtnts, their prefent fccunty,and future 
iotcrcft demand. 

Gentlemen of the Senate ^ and Grjuletneu 
of the Houfe of Reprefentaitvesy 

The prefent fituation of our country 
impofes an oWigation on all the depart- 
mtnts of government, to adopt an cx^* 
plicit and decided conduct. In my 
(ituation an exposition of the principle) 
by which my adminiftration will be 
governed, ought hot to be omitted. 
• It is impplfible to conceal from our- 
felves or the world what has been be- 
fore obfervcd, that endeavours have 
been employed to foftcr and eftablifll 
a divi(ion between the Government and 
People of the United States. To in- 
veftigate the caufes which have en* 
couraged this attempt is not neccflary { 
but to repel by decided and united 
councils and infmuations fo derogatory 
to the honour, and agerefllonk fo dan- 
gerous to the conftitution, union, and 
even independence of the nation, is an 
indifpenfible duty. 

It muft not be permitted to be doubted 
whether the People of the United Sutes 
will fupportthe Government eftabliflicd 
by their voluntary confent and ap* 
pointed by their free choice 5 or whether 
by furrendering themfelves to the di« 
re6tion of foreign and dome ft ic, f anions, 
in oppofltion to their own Government, 
they will forfeit the honourable ftatios 
they have hitherto maintained. 

For myfetf, having never been in- 
different to what concerned theinterefts 
of my country ; devoted the bcft part 
of my life to obtiin and fupport its 
independence, and conftantly witneffed 
the patriot ifm, fidelity, and perfeverance 
of my fellow citizens* on the moft 
trying •ccafioni^ykjii' aot for me to 
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Istfitite or abandon a canfc in which 
Jij htzn has been fo long engaged. 

ConTinced that the condu6t f»f the 
foTcrDment has been juft and impartial 
to foreign nations*, that thofe internal 
regulations which have been c(\ab!i(hed 
by law for the prefcrvation of pc^cc, 
areio their nature proper, and ih.it they 
hate been fairly executed ; • nothing 
will ever be done by roe to impair the 
natiomi engagements, to innovate upon 
principles which have been fo delibe- 
rately and uprightly eftablilhcd; or to 
forrtnder in any manner the rights of 
the government ; to enable me to main- 
tain this declaration I rely under God 
with entire confidence on the firm and 
enligtucned fupport of the national 
legifldture> .and upon, the virtue and 
painoti/xQ of my fcllow-citucns.

THE Senate of the United States re- 
queft yog t6 accept their acknowledg- 
ments for the ccmprcheniive and intertlt- 
ing detail you have given in your Speech 
to both Houfes ot Cong^ds, on the 
cxiftinz ftate of the union. 

WiuJe we regret the neceffity of the 
prcfer.t meeting of the Legiflature, we 
wiih to exprefs our entire approbation of 
your condufl, in convening it on this 
aomentout occafion. 

The fupcrintendance of our National 
Faith, Honour, and Dignity, being in a 
great meafurc cooditutionally depofited 
with the Executive Authority, we ob- 
serve with fingular fatisfa^lion the firm- 
ncfs and promptitude exhibited by you, 
IB this critical ftate of our public affairs, 
acd from -thence derive an evidence and 
■pWge of the re6litude and integrity of 
yoar Adjniniilration — And we are fcn- 
fibk it is an objc^ of primary import- 
aace, that each branch of the Government 
ikould adopt a language and fyilem of 
cocduft, which (hall be cool, juft, anddif- 
pa^Honate, but firm, explicit, and decided. 

We are equally dehrous with you to 
prtferve peace and friendftiip with all 
Nations, and are happy to be informed, 
tl»t neither the honour nor intercft of the 
doited States forbid advances for fecuring 
tWie dedrable obje£\8, by an amicable 
Nerotiation with the French Republic. 

This method of adjutting National 
^%resccs is not only the mod mild, but 
the moft rational ana humane ; and with 
i GovcraiMnt difpofed x» )k jud, can 



fcldom fall of fucccfs, when fairly, can- 
didly» and lincercly cxercifal. If wc 
have committed errors, and can be made 
fenfiblc of them, we agree with you in 
opinion, that wc ought to correal thum, 
and compeniate for the injuries which 
may have been conlequent th rt-jn j and 
we tru(t the Freii^h Republic will be 
ailuated by the lame jull and benevolent 
principles of National policy. 

We do therefore molt fmcerely approve 
of your determination to promote and. 
acc«lcrate an accommodation of our 
exilling dltferences with that Republic 
by Negotiation, on terms compatible 
with the rights, duties, interelts, and 
honour of our Nation j and you may reft 
alfured of our moll cordial co-operation, 
fo far as it may become necelfary in thii 
purfuit. 

Peace and harmony with all Nations is 
our fmcere wifti ; but fuch being the lol 
of humanity, that Nations will not al- 
ways reciprocate peaceful difpofitions, it 
is our firm belief; that efFe6lual mcafurct 
of defence will tend to infpire that Na- 
tional lelf-defence and confidence at home, 
which is the unfailing fource of relpecl- 
ability abroad, to check aggrefiion, and 
repel war. 

Whilft we are endeavouring to adjuft 
our differences with the French Republic 
by amicable Negotiation, the progrels of 
the War in Europe, the depredations on 
our Commerce, the perfonal injuriei to 
our fellow- citizens, and the 'general 
complexion'of affairs, prove to us your 
vigilant caie in recommending to us cf* 
fcAual meal'ures of defence. 

Thofe which you recommend, whether 
they relate to external defence, by per-

Pra61ices fo unnatural and iniquitous 
as thole you ftate, of our. Citizens con- 
verting their property and pcrlbnal 
exertions into the means of annoying our 
trade and injuring their fellow-l'ubjc^s, 
del'tTVc legal fcverity commenluratc with 
their turpitude. 

. Although the Senate believe, that thp 
proipcrity And happin^fs of our Country 
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does not depend on general and cxteniive 
political connexions with European Na- 
tions, yet we can never lofe fi^nt of the 
fropriety, as well as neceifity) o? enabliog 
the Executive, by fufficient and liberal 
fupplits, to maintain and even extend 
our foreign intercourfc as exigencies may 
Require, repofing full confidence in the 
Executive, m whom the Conftitution has 
|)laced the powers of Negotiation. 

We kam, with fmccre concent) that 
sttempts are in operation to alienate the 
affe^ions of our fellow citisens from 
their Government. Attempts fo wicked, 
wherever they exiii, cannot fail to excite 
•nr utmoft abhorrence. A Government 
choien by the People for their own fafety 
and happinefs, and calculated to fecure 
both, cannot lofe their affe^ions, fo long 
as its Adminiftration purfues the prin- 
ciples upon which it was erected. — -.\nd 
your rclblution to obfcrve a Condu6l juft 
and impartial to all Nations, a facred re- 
gard to our National engagements, and 
not to impair the rights of our Govern- 
ment, contains principles which cannot' 
fail to fecure to your Adminiftration the 
fupport of the National Legiflature, to 
tender abortive every attempt to excite 
dangerous jcaloufies among us, and to 
convince the world that our Government, 
and your Adminiftration of it, cannot be 
feparated from the afFc«5lionate lupport 
of every good Citizen. And the Senate 
cannot futfcr the prefcnt occafion to pafs 
without thus publicly and folcmnly ex- 
prefling their attachment to the Confti- 
tution and Government of their Country ; 
and as they hold themfelves refponfible 
to their Conftitusnts, their Conlciences, 
and thcii God, it is their determination, 
by all their exertions, to repel every at- 
tempt to alienate the affenions of the 
People frojn the Governnirnt, fo highly 
injurious to the honour, iafety, and in- 
dependence of the United States.

DBNZEL, LORD H0LLE8.

PBTER THE GREAT. 

Malignity, and that fpirit of level- 
ling the human character which but too 
often takes place in little and vicious 
minds* endeavoured to blafl the memo- 
ry of this honour to humanit^r with the 
uin of indulgence in fpirituous li- 
quors. Mr. Bell, who made many 
enquiries refpe^ine the truth of this 
afperfion upon fo ilTuftrious a character 
as that of Czfr, tells us, thatthofe per- 
foni who by their offices about the per- 
fon of Peter the Great might be lup* 
pofed to be the beft acquainted with his 
difpofition, always difavowed his drink* 
tAf to excefs, and infifted on his bein? 
a loher Prince. *< I can myfelf aver, 
adds this intelligent Traveller, «< that 
daring the campaign of the expedition 
to Derbent» in reilia, the Czar was not 
once guiUv.of the leaft excefs, but ra- 
ther lived abftemiouily. Peter occa- 
fiootll^ fuffered his an£er to prevail 
over his reafon : in one ofhis paroxyfms 
of fary he without caufe (truck the 
coodu^or of his gardens at Peterhoff 
over the back with his cane ; the mao» 
iodignant at this violent treatment, 
which he was confcious he had not de- 
ferved, took to his bed, and died foon 
afterwards. During his illoefs Peter 
vifiud him, and made every apology in 
his power to his oflfeoded fervant $ but 
it was too late. On this, as on fome 
other occalions of too (imilara kind, the 
Czar was heard with an affli£tiqg figh 
to exclaim, *' I have civilized my na- 
tion, I have conquered other nations, 
yet J have not been able to humanize 
Byfelf, or to fubdue my paflions." 

This Prince was at raris in 17179 
tnd was treated with every mark of re« 
fpr A that fo diftinguUhed a character 
GeTenred. 

The Regent fent the Royal carriages 
to take him to the capiul, and ordered 
that all his expences upon the road 
fliould be paid, and that he (hould be 
treated as King of France in ^verj 
place through which he pafled. On his 
arrivsl at Paris he was conduced to the 
Louvre, where the Queen's apartment 
was fitud up for him. He faid the 
apirtment was too magnificent, and de- 
fired to be taken to a private room, and 
got immediately into nis carriage. He 



guieres, near the Arfentl, with which 
tor the fame reafon he found equal 
fault; and feeing that it was in vain to 
reraonftrate anj^ more, he ordered a 
fmith, who waited upon him in his 
fuite, to get him a tent bed, and to put 
it up in a clofet. A table was kept for 
him of forty covers a day, and he was 
continually attended by a detachment el 
the King's Hfe-guard. 

However careieCs he might be of eti% 
quette, there were certain occaiinns on 
which he was attentive to it. What« 
ever impatience on his arrival at Paris 
he (hewed to go into and fee the city, 
he would not quit his Hotel till the 
King had paid him the firft vifit. 

The Czar's drefs while he was at 
Paris was extremely (imple ; he wore 
a futt of plain cloth, a lar^e belt to which 
hungarabre,a round wig without pow- 
der, and a ihirt without ruffles. He 
had ordered a new wig ; the wig maker 
brought him one of thofc full-^ttomed 
ones then in vogue. The Czar took it 
toolly up in one hand, and with the 
other took a pair of fciflfars and cut it 
round. In no refpe£t whatever could 
he bear the leaft reftraint. When he 
was tired of the company that was with 
him, he either abruptly quitted the 
room, or difmilTed them with a nod; 
and when his carriages were not ready 
at the moment he wanted them, he 
would get into the carriage of the firft 
perfun that was waiting, and take it 
to the place to which he wanted to go. 
On receiving the vifitof the King (who 
was then a child), the Czar went out 
of his room to receive him, condu6ted 
him into it, and gave him the elbow 
chair ; then took him in his arms, and 
converfed patiently with him by means 
of an interpreter. Matters of mere 
tafte and pleafure alTefted the Czar very 
ilightly ; every thing that had an obje& 
of utility, whatever related to com« 
merce, to trade, to the mechanical 
arts, arretted his attention. The Re- 
gent made him a prefent of fome fine 
Gobelin tapcftry, and a fword enriched 
with diamonds : he accepted the firft, 
and refufed the latter. He was much 

J^leafed when, being at the Mint, he 
aw a coin (truck before him, which he 
took up, and found his oivn portrait on 
one fide of it, and on the other a figure 
of Paroe, thus infcribed, " Vires ac« 

?[uirit eundo.*' According to Duclos» 
rom whom the precediug account is 
taken, he was much aflfc^ied at quittin?

" T NOW come to that part of my nar- 
^ rative on which you will be moft 
defirous to obtain information, I mean 
the arreft of Parker, and the iiirrcndcr 
of the Sandwich. On this fubjeft va- 
rious falfe ftories aie in circulation even 
here, an4 no doubt the moft ablurd of 
them have found their way into the 
London Papeis. The following fa6ls 
may be depended on. I have been at 
particular pains to alccrtain ti.em. 

*< The falling to pieces of the mutiny, 
as I have already ifated, made Parker as 
well as others defpair of their objeft j 
and fmcc Sunday he feems to have re- 
frained both from harfli conduct and 
intemperate language. On Tuefday 
morning the crews of all the fhips were 
extremely defirous of liibmitting, pro- 
vided a general pardon was granted. 
The crew cf the Sandwich was particu- 
larly defirous, and Parker did not oppofe 
this fpirit} a fpirit which was rendered 
extremely ftrong by the arrival on board 
of Lieutenant Molt, with the Procla- 
mations, Ails of Parliament, &c. of 
which the men complained they had been 
kept in ignorance till that time, Tuefday 
forenoon. In the courfe of the evening, 
the men rcfolved to fubmit to the King's 
mercy, conceiving that it would, no 
doubt, be extended to them, who had 
not known to what extent they had of- 
fended. In the ftate I have already de- 
fcribed, the Sandwich came up under the 
guns of the fort about three c'clcck on 
Wednefday morning ; and about half 
paft fix, Admiral Buckner's boat, com- 
manded by the Cockfwain, and contain- 
ing a piquet guard of the Weft York 
Militia, went on beard to bring him on 
ihore. The fcrvice was regarded as 
pre|;nant with danger. Several of the 
Ofticers of the Sandwich were on deck, 
and but very few of the men appeared. 
As foon as Parker heard a biat was 
come for him, he furrendered himlelf to 
four of the (hip's crew, to protein him 
againft the outrages of the other fcamcn, 
vrhofc vengeance he feared. Admiral 
Buckner's cockfwain told the Officers on 
deck his bufmefs, and claimed their af- 
fiftance. The Lieutenant drew his iwcrd, 
and the party, confifting of eight or ten, 
3 



went down below, where Parker was fur- 
rendered into their hands. They tied 
his hands together behind, and the Offi- 
cers, in a very quiet manner, conduced 
him into the boat, which had eight or 
ten rowers, and a party of the Wett York 
Militia, leated in the head, with their 
faces towards the ttern, and their muflcets 
held upright in their hands ready charged. 
Parker was feaied in the ftem part, with 
his face towards the head ; behind him 
was the Cockfwain, with his knees upon 
Parker's (boulders, fo that Parker ieemed 
to be laying back between his legs j and 
before Parker was feaied the Lieutenant 
of the Sandwich, holding a drawn xword 
over him. In this fituation the bf>at 
left the (hip, and the rowers pulled with 
luch vigour that perhaps never boat 
fkimmed over the water more Iwifily. 
The trp cf the ftairs and the lurroundmg 
parts were crowded with Ipeflators, prin- 
cipally loldiers. Parker being landed, 
as he pafTed, was much hi (fed by thofc 
around him. — He appeared a little dif- 
concdted, but not lo much abafhed as 
might have been expefted ; and he laid 
aloud, " Do not hoot me. It is not my 
fault. I will clear my lelf!'* or words 
to that cfFeft. He was then marched 
through the Dock-yard by a party of the 
Weft York, and impriloned in one of 
the cells under the chapel of the garrifon. 
Theie cells, in which the other pri toners 
are fince lodged, lay three on each fide 
as you pals through the |^tcway j and 
overhead, forming the root of the gate- 
way, is the chapel of the garrifon. The 
cells appear to be about ten feet fquarc 
each, with thick doors covered with 

f»lates ot iron. Not the (lighieft rav of 
ight can enter them. In one of thefe 
Parker was lodged for fcveral hours, 
after which he was condufVed to the 
Ccmmiftioner's houfe to be examined, 
and committed to Maidftone goal. The 
afting Magiftraies here, fent down by 
Government, are Mr. Graham, of the 
Police-office, Hatton- garden, and Mr. 
Williams, of the Police-office, White- 
chapel. No queftions were put to Par- 
ker, nor did he fay a fingle word rcfpeft- 
ing the examination. 
•< His perfon was merely identified as 
* the 
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1%t |>crfon of him who had been the 
principal in the mutiny ; atter which a 
wrarrant wa* made out to commit him to 
Maiditone Gaol. About twelve o'clock 
be was lent off for that prifon. He wa« 
ieated in a poft-chaile between two con- 
Itablcs of this town. A rope tied his 
elbows together behind his back, and 
twenty -four foldiers of the Weft York 
guarded the chaife, part of whom were 
before, and part behind. They were 
headed by a Lieutenant ; and as they all 
walked, the chaifc of courfe proceeded 
rery (lowly. In this way they marched 
Co Matdftone Gaol. 

*' The Chief Conftablc who conduaed 
fcim to Maidftone lays, Parker appeared 
to be in very good Ipirits, calm and col- 
leacd, and rather chcarful. When aflced 
what he thought of his fate, he appeared 
to entertain no fear of punifhment j faid, 
that what he had done was not his fault ; 
he was perfuaded to it, and forced to it j 
he ihould clear himfelf when the day of 
trial came, &c, &c. 

*< Having now difinilfed Delegate Par- 
ker, I ihall relate a few other tafts that 
hare come to my knowledge. All the 
fhipSf as they have come in and fur- 
rendered, have been immediately cleared 
of tbcir gunpowder, for fear fome de{- 
perate mutineers would blow them up. 
It^ is a certain h6k, that after the Rc- 
pulte had furrcndered, an Iriftiman at- 
tempted to blow up the veflel. He had 
reached the door ot the powder room with 
a lighted match in his hand, and had 
knocked down the centinel, when he was 
feized, and iiopped from executing his 
iniemal pvrpofe. Fears were entertained 
that the lame defperate attempt would be 
fuccefsfuliy made in the Monmouth, and 
even in the Sandwich. Thofe ftiips, 
and alt the mutineers, were therefore 
deprived of their powder ; and, as an 
old Irilh invalid laid to me, they might 
throw their bullets as far as they plealed. 

•* Since Parker was fent off, a great 
many more of the Delegates and Com- 
mittee-men have been brought on Ihore. 
Ten have been brought from the Bril- 
liant, and tent to Queenborough gaol. 
I guefs that about twenty more have 
been brought on Ihore befidcs thofe I 
have fecn landed. Among that twenty, 
whom I have notfeen, is Davis. I have 
been at the ftairs from five till eight 
o'clock, and in that time there have been 
landed three boats full of prifoners j two 
of them containing fix each, and one of 
*lwm two. The principal part of them 
h^H been brought from the Sandwich. 



Of thefe the moft notorious are Jofeph 
Hughes, Brooks, a Serjeant of Marines, 
and Oaklefs, a Quarter- matter of the 
Sandwich. The fpeaators did not in- 
lult them. They wtre all guarded in 
much the fame manner as Parker, and 
lodged in the cells I have already de* 
Icribed. 

** The three fhips of the line, the 
Montague, Infltxible, and Belliqueux, 
ftill hold out. They are at the Great 
Nore, about four or five miles hence, 
but have no red flags flying. The 
Union Jack is hoifted on all of them. 
Two of them are lying clofe together, 
and the other is about a mile dilfant. 
They ail have their fails unturled, for 
the purpofe of drying them. This has 
given rife to a report pf their being on 
their way to furrender to the Fort, but 
the fea is otherwife. I can fee them 
very plainly; their fterns are towards 
this place, and they are not moving. A 
very large Ihip looked u^ to the Norc 
this morning about four o'clock. She 
is certainly a line of battle (hip, and it 
is fuppofed came to join the mutineers; 
for on her feeing only three (hips at the 
Nore, and tliolc without red flags, (he 
tacked about and ftood down the Swin 
towards Harwich. She appealed to 
co^e from the Downs. 

" The Sandwich, that theatre of abo- 
minable Icenes, is no longer to have 
cxiltence. She is very old and very leaky, 
and is to be broken up. There are now 
1400 men on board her ; (he, as a re- 
ceiving (hip, contained aaoo. 

** Lord Keith and fome Ma gi(^ rates are 
now on board the Sandwich, infpe^fing 
who are moft guilty. Thole who are to 
be tried for their lives are to be given 
over to the Civil Power. Thofe on whom 
puniftiment of an inferior nature will be 
infliaed, are to be tried by a Couit 
Martial. 

** The Captains and other olHcers of 
the various (hips are now going through 
them, boating up for volunteers to man 
the^ gun-boats, for the purpofe of at- 
tacking the three (hips ftill refraaory at 
the Nore. You may rely on this faa : 
they will be attacked to-morrow or the 
next day, unlel's they furrender. I think 
they will furrender. 

" Two boats with ten prifoners frcm 
the Direaor are come to the ftairs in the 
deck-yard. The firft boat contains Cx 
oars, fix marines at the head, with their 
mulkcts upright in their hands, and they 
themfelves facing the (tern, where in the 
middle a Lieutenant of the Direaor is 
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fitting, with three prifoners on each fide 
ot him. They are no way bound. One 
of them IS a Serjeant of Marines, another 
a private, and four ftamen. They do 
not appear much dcje<5)ed, excepting one. 
The I'econd boat contains four feamen, 
but no Lieutenant, ard in other reCpcds 
like the other boat. Thty arc landed on 
the (lairs, and there ranged two and two. 
Six Marines are drawn up on each fide 
of them. The Lieutenant calls them 
ever by name, and they each walk up 
into the middle of a party of the Weft 
York Militia, ftationed at the top of the 
iiairs, who conduil them in this manner 
to the prifon. The attention has been 
drawn from the prifoners to a very af- 
fli£ling circumftance : — A refpe6lable 
looking woman, about Afty, who has 
been here a fortnight enquiring for her 
huiband without obtaining any account 
of him, has juft feen him uafs as one of 
the prifoners, and has fallen down in a 
fit. She is now recovering. Several 
women are round her. She weeps bit- 
terly. Her hufband appears to be about 
fifty, and is the moft refpe£bible looking 
man of the paity." 

Order and fubordination being thus 
rcdored, it became the painful tadc on 
Government to inflifl punishment on 
thofe who had, by their atrocious con- 
duct, di (honoured their country and the 
Briti(h navy. Accordingly, tne trial of 
Pajker commenced the lad of June. At 
eight o'clock a gun was fired from the 
Neptune of 98 guns. Captain Stanhope, 
at anchor off Greenhithe, when the Union 
Jack was hoiftcd at the mizen-pcak, as a 
iignal for the trial. It was near ten be- 
fore the Court was formally a(rembled, 
and the doors were thrown open } when 
Kichard Parker, late a fui>emumerary 
fcaman 011 board the Sandwich guard- 
fhip lying at the Nore, was brought into 
Court, in cuftody of a Deputy Mardial 
Provolt of the Admiralty, and placed at 
the left hand of the Judge Advocate— 
^he pjTovoll ftanding by his fide with a 
drawn ("word. The charge was now 
read by the Judge Advocate, Mr. Ben- 
^cld. It apcufed the prifoner of various 
3£is of mutiny committed on board his 
Majefty's Fleet at the Nore, of difobc- 
fiience of orders, and of contempt of the 
authority of his Oificers. 

Prcfident Vice-Admiral Sir Thomas 
Palley, Bart.j Commodore Sir Krafmus 
Gower, Neptune, 98 ; Capt. Stanhope, 
ditto j Capt. Msukham, Centaur, 74 j 



Capt.WilUamfon, Aglncourt, 64; Capf^ 
Wells, Lancafter, 64; Capt. Lane^ 
Acafto, 44 5 Capt. Sir Tho. WiUiamsy 
Endymion, 36 j Cant. King, Syrius, 36 1 
Capt. Pierrepoint, Naiad, 56 ; and Capt. 
Riou, Mary Yacht j were now fwom^ 
and the iiik of evidences was called over 
on both (ides. Captain Mofs, of the 
Sandwich, attended as profecutor on the 
part of the Crown. Robert Sins, Gun- 
ner of the Sandwich, a witnefs for the 
prifoner, was excufed from attending on 
account of ievere indifpofition. Captaia 
Mofs then called Vice- Admiral Buckner, 
who being fworn, his teftimony was to 
the following cflfefl : — That on or about 
the 2oth ult. he had feen the prifoner 
parading about the town of Sbeeniefs» 
with a red flag difplayed ; — that on hU 
going on board the oandwich for the 
purpofe of announcing to the Mutineers 
his Majefty^s Proclamation of pardon^ 
provided tiiey immeu lately returned to 
their duty, he was not received with the 
refpefl due to his rank— the Officers of 
the (hip had been deprived of their Ode* 
arms and of all command ; after waiting 
for a confiderable time on board, Parker 
and others went on the quarter-deckt and 
faid, « that none but themfclves ihou&d 
be prefcnt there." The prifoner then 
tenclered the Admiral a paper, containing 
what he and others called 1^ lift 9} 
grievances^ faying, at the fame tiine» 
that *« until they were redre(redy they 
would not give up the power they held 
in their hands j'' and that ** they muft 
have the attendance of the Board of Ad* 
miralty to ratify the fame.'* 

Admiral Buckner continued thus : — 
" On or about the sad of May, certain 
troops arrived at Sheemefs, when the 
mutiny began to a(rume a (lill more for- 
midable appearance. On the asd m/ 
flag was (Iruck oi) board the Sandwich* 
without any orders from me. About 
that time, or in the evenine of that day^ 
while I was examining the complaints 
alledged againft two marines who had 
been brought in by a party of the mili- 
tary, the prifoner and a man named 
Davis, with, I believe, three or four 
others, came abruptly into the Com- 
mifTioner's houfe at Sheernefs, and de- 
manded, « why thole men (the maiines) 
were in cullody ?* informing me, at the 
fame time, that < my flag was ftruckt 
that I had no longer any authority, and 
that the power was in their hands l* 
They then, Parker being their (pokef- 
xpon, took the men away, as they faid* 

♦to 
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• to try them for being on (hore ;' 
Parker tellmg me, on my remonftrating 
with him on the outrageous nature ^ 
his coodudy * that he was not to be in- 
timidated/ About the 4th of June, I 
received a ktter from the prifoner Par- 
ker, in which he ftyled himfe]f Prefident 
•f ibe CommilUe 9f Delegates^ ftacing, 
' that the Adminiftintion had afled im- 
properly in flopping the provifions for 
the men, and that tneir foolifh Procla- 
mation was calculated to inflame the 
minds of honeft men/* The Admiral 
ftatcd other inlbnces of difrefpefl on the 
part of the prifoner, who always afled 
as the fpokefman of the other delegates. 
Admiral Buckner, in his crofs-exami- 
Bition by Parker, admitted, that Parker 
^% not in the Sandwich at the time of 
his ffoing on board ; that he knew not 
whether he was the caufc of the dilrcipc^l 
with which he had been treated, and that 
the prifoner had apologifed for the fame, 
and imputed it to error. The prifoner, 
to a aueftion horn the Court, anfwered, 
that be had no obfcrvations to make 
which might invalidate that part of the 
Adroiral^s evidence relating to taking 
away the Marines, and his alfcrtion to the 
Admiral, that his authority was at an 
end* 

Lieutenant Juftice, of the Sandwich, 
proTcd a general mutiny, and that his 
orders, he then bein^ the commanding 
officer, had been diiobeyed. Captains 
0*Bryen, of the NaiTau j Fancourt, of the 
Agamemnon j Cobb, of the Clyde j Parr, 
otthe Standaid ; and Harcourt, of the 
Leopard 5 were aflced if they knew the 
prifoner, and if the priibncr had been on 
boand their refpe^live (hips '-their anfwers 
were in the negative. Mr. Snipe, the 
Surgeon of the Sandwich, proved having 
been ordered by the Delegates to attend 
the punifhment of a man, lentenced to be 
logged by them for drunkennefs, and 
that Parker, ftanding on the gangway, 
told tlie (hip's company, ** that whoever 
diiapproved of the fentc^ce, and did not 
obey the orders of the Committee, might 
crpcft to (hare the fame late." He had 
afterwards occafiyn to attend the Com- 
mittee lelpe^ing the fick, and on all fuch 
occafions Parker a^ed as fpokefman and 
prefidcTit, and had dire6led the witncfs to 
addielt himielf to him. 

Capt. Surridge, of the Iris, and Capt. 
Dixon, ot TEfpion, the latter of whom 
accompanied Admiral Buckner on board 
the Sandwich, confirmed the Admiral's 
tcttimony. 



SECOND DAr, 
FRIDAY, JUNE 13. 

The Court met at ten o'clock ; im- 
mediately after which the prifoner faid 
he did not wi(h to give Lord Northelk 
or Capt. Knight the trouble of attending 
as >^itnefles for him. Their evidence 
would only go to prove his general good 
behaviour j and it was not fo neceflary 
to him but that he could difpenfe with 
it \ but as he did not fay the evidence 
could be of no ufc, the Court held that 
Lord Northelk and Capt. Knight (hould 
appear as witnelTes. 

* Capt. John Wood, of the Hound 
(loop, fworn. — I know the prifoner per^ 
feftlyj he was on board the Hound in 
April laft, and was lent from the Hound 
to the Tender. I faw nothing of the 
prifoner till the id of June, when he 
came on board the Hound, on her arrival 
at the Nore : he then told me, " he had 
the honour of renrefenting the whole 
fleet, an honour which he (hould never 
forget ; that he had underftood I had 
been very violent with fome of the De- 
legates, and he advifed me not to be f<i 
violent, or I muft take the conlcquenccs." 
He then told me, " he did not like the 
(hip's company ; that he knew they were 
attached to me, for which reaion he 
(hould put the (hip in a fafe birth, where 
(l\e could not make her efcapc." He 
iJrdered the pilot ** to put the (liip under 
weigh, and carry her as clofc to the 
Sandwich as pofiible." The pilot told 
him, " it was an improper time of tide." 
He replied, " that if the pilot did not 
choofe to put her under weigh imme- 
diately, ht would find means to make 
him," and at the fame time pointed to the 
yard-rope. The pilot got her under 
weigh, and laid her dole to»the Sand- 
wich, when the prifoner ordei-ed the 
anchor to be let go. We were then 
hailed from the Sandwich, and told thtit 
we were too near ; the prifoner replied, 
" I think we are, Mr. Davis.*' He im- 
mediately turned to the pilot with 
threatening language, " You have com- 
mitted one miftake, take care you don't 
commit another ; if you do, I'll make a 
bfff-flfak of you at the yard-arm." He 
ordered him to get under weigh again, 
and moor the fhip between the Sandwich 
and the Irtflexibic This was done, and 
(he was laid under the Sandwich's quar- 
ter ; when the prifoner had the hands 
turned up, and harangued them forward : 
he aiked if tbcy had any complaints 
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againft their Officcrt ; that thofc that 
they difliked were to be turned on /horc; 
and thofe they liked to be kept on board. 
After this, about ten o'clock, I was 
taken out of the (hip } I afkcd by whole 
order it was done ? a man, who called 
himfelf a Delegate from the Sandwich, 
laid, by order of Parker the Prefident. 
I afterwards faw the prifoner rowing 
about the fleet with a red flag and a band 
of mufic, with others fitting along with 
him in the ftern fheets, going from (hip 
to (hip, and talking to their crews, who 
cheered him as he paifed. There was a 
mart on board the Hound put in irons by 
order of Parker. The prifoner did not 
conflne me, nor any of my oflicers ; but 
he told me I muft have nothing to do 
with the (hip. He alfo told me and the 
other officers, that he pitied our fltuation, 
hut he mud go on for the good of the 
caufe they had embarked in. 

Lieut. Flatt of the Sandwich fworn. — 
My firft knowledge of the prifoner was 
upon Admiral Buckner's coming on 
board j I then faw him giving a paper 
to Admiral Buckner, ftating the griev- 
ances of the fleet, and heard him fay, 
that he was Prefident of the Delegates 
of the fleet. On the 2d of June, he de- 
fired me to go over on the flarboard fide 
of the deck and receive orders, ** You 
are ordered, Sir (faid he), to receive iii 
men from the tender, and to give a receipt 
for them as ufual, and we are anfwerable 
for what we do." He muftered the 
men, and I gave the receipt. I was fcnt 
iov again, and ordered to give a receipt 
for 1 5 men from the Lynn tender, which 
I complied with. I was told by Davis, 
that it was by order of the prifoner and 
the Committee. On or about the 9th of 
June I was a prifoner in the ward room j 
1 faw the priloner paffing under the ftern 
of the fliip in a boat, and heard three 
cheers given him over head. The pri- 
foner turned round, and faid, " he was 
going on board the Director to bring a 
Ipring on her cable, and would fend her 
and them (meaning, I believe, the Ke- 
pulfe) to the Devil.'* The Repulfc 
was then a- ground. I faw the priloner 
go on board the Dire6lor, and faw a 
inrlng on the cable. A very heavy fire 
then commenced on tlji: Repulfc from 
that ftiip. I did not fee the prifoner 
retirn. On the 14th, Parker propofed 
that Lieutenant Mott fliould be fent on 



ihore for the Kmg*s Proclamation, whkfl 
being received and read, the prifonei* 
gave three cheers, gave me the keys of 
the magazine, and faid, " I give up the 
charge of the (hip to you." The pri- 
foner afterwards came and defircd me to 
con tine him. I then told him, I would 
Older him to the cabin, and put two 
centinels over him : he refufed going, 
and faid he would heave at the capfttm. 
This was on Tuefday evening. I con- 
fulted whether it was proper to confine 
the prifoner while we were under weigh, 
or wait till we got into the gharri fon of 
Sheemefs j and it was agreed upon that 
he (hould be confined immediately. 
Lieutenant Mott and • myfelf went and 
met the prifoner on the quarter-deck ; 
Lieutenant Mott laid hold of him by the 
collar, and broueht him down to the 
lower deck, put him in a Lieutenant's 
cabin, and placed two centinels over 
him. The mrning after, I went down 
at four o'clock, and by Admiral Buck- 
ner*s orders put him in irons. The 
prifoner was afterwards carried on (hore 
by Captain Mofs's orders. In his crofs- 
examination by the prifoner. Lieutenant 
Flatt obfervcd, that Parker's conduft, 
fuhfequent to the reading the Procla- 
mation, was fubmifTive and refpe6lful. 

Mr. Levingfton, boatfwain, and Sa- 
muel Hillard, carpenter, of the Dire£lor, 
fwore to the prilouer's having gone on 
board their fliip, while the Repulfe was 
a-ground : they feverally depofed> that 
when the prifoner came on board, he 
came aft on the quaiter deck, and re- 
quefted a boat to go with a flag of truce 
on board the Repulfe to favc innocent 
blood J but then he ordered all hands 
to be called. The boat was denied. 
He then wanted to flip the fliip's cable 
to go along-fide of the Repulie, which 
was denied. He upon this ordered a 
fpring to be got on the cable, to bring 
her broadfide to bear on the Repulie 
at oRce. When the fpring was on, he 
ordered it to be hoved in, and to bear 
away the beft boww. As the (hip 
came round, he ordered them to point 
her guns at the Repulfe. A gun was 
fired from the Repulfe. Then the pri- 
foner gave orders to fire at the Repulie 
from all the decks, as (he had fired 
fir(t J and the order was repeated by one 
of the Delegates of our (hip, and wa* 
complied v9iih«

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ADMIRALTY OFFICE, MARCH IJ^lf^J. 

Captain Harvcy» of his Majefty's 
Ship Prince of Wales, arrived at the 
Admiralty this morning, with adifpatch 
from Rear Admiral Henry Harvey, 
Commander in Chief of his Majefty's 
Ships and Veffcls at Barbadoes and the 
Leeward Iflands, d-atcd off Port 
D'f.fpagne, in the Gulph of Paria, Fe- 
bruary 2 1, i797> to Mr. Ncpean, Secre- 
tary of the Admiralty, of which the fol- 
lowing is a copy : 
Sir, 

I HAVE the honour to acquaint 
you, for the information of their Lord- 
ihips, that it having been determined 
ao attack (hould be made on the liland 
of Trinidad, both with a view to that 
colony, and to the Spanifh fquadron 
which had been ttiere for fome time paft, 
the troops intended for this expedition 
from Maninico were accordingly em- 
barked in the fhips of war and tranf- 
|iarts,a'id 1 failed from Fort Royal Bay 
the 1 2th io.dant, with the ihips and vel- 
fcls of his Majcfty's fquadron under my 
command, at per margin *. Lieutenant 
General Sir Ralph Abcrcroniby em- 
barked with me in the Prince of Wales, 

The Invincible had previoufly failed 
for Barbadoes, with two tranfports, to 
embark a part of the 14th regiment, 
and the Thorn and Zebra were ordored 
to receive the detachment from Toba- 
go. The Favorite was fent to St. Vin- 
cent to collet fome troops from that 
Ifland, and the whole were ordered to 
rendezvous at the liland of Cariacou, 
ooe of the Grenadines, on or before the 
13th ; and on my arrival at that Ifland, 
the 14th, 1 found all the iblps and tranf- 
porifc were aifcmbled. 

On the 15th, in the morning-, I failed 
with the fquadron and iranfpons, paff- 
ing between Cariacou and Grenada ; 
and, on the 16th, arrived off Trinidad, 
and ftof>d toward the Gulph of Paria ; 
when, having palfed through the Great 
Bocas Channel at half pail three in thq 
afternoon, the Spaniih fquadron w;;re 
difcovered at anchor in Shagaram us Bay, 
coofifting of four fail of the line, under 
tht flag of a Rear- Admiral, and one 
frigate. 

As the day wai well advanced before 
J approached the Bay, and the cnen^y 

• Prinee of Wales, Bcllona, Vengeance, Sci 
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appeared in ftrcngth on the Gafparaux 
liland, which commanded the anchor- 
age, by batteries ere^ed for that pur- 
pofe, I ordered the Arethufa, Thorn, 
and Zebra, to proceed a little farther up 
the Gulph, and anchor with all the 
tranfports. The Alarm, Favorite, and 
Vi6loricufc, wei;'e ordered to keep under 
fail above the tranfports during the 
night, and prevent any veiTcls failing 
from Port Efpagne. 

In the evening, juft before dark, I 
anchored with the ihips of the line in 
order of battle, oppofite the enemy's 
fquadron, within random ihot of their 
ihips and batteries, and in tonf^ant rea« 
dinefs to prevent.their efcapc during tjic 
night, which I fufpe6ted they might 
attempt, as all their lails were bent,'anc^ 
they appeared perfeftly ready for faiU 
ing. 

At two o'clock in the morning of the 
17th we difciovered one of their ihips 
on iire, and foon after three others, all 
of which burnt with great fury until 
near day-light, when they were entirely 
confumed. One of them naving efcaped 
the conflagration, . the boats were 
fent from the fquadron, and ihc wa4 
brought out without having received 
any damage, 

I have great fatisfaf^ion of acquaint, 
ing their Lordiliips, that this fquadron 
of the enemy, commanded by Rcar- 
Admiral Don Scbaftian Ruiz de Apo* 
daca, were deftroycd or captured ac- 
cording to the lift I herewith inclofe : 
and although this I'crvice was 'dfFe^cd 
without any other aft, on the pare of 
his Majcfty's fquadron under my com- 
mand, than being placec^in fuch a litua- 
tion as to prevent thcH" efcapc, I ami 
fully convinced that, had they remained 
at their anchorage until the next day, 
the Officer* and men whom I have At 
honour to command, would h^vc com- 
pleted, by their excrtipp and zeal, the 
capture of the whole, notwithikanding 
the advantage of their fituation, under 
the cover ^A about- twenty pieces of 
cannon and three mortfrs, which were 
mounted on Gafparaux Ifland, and had 
bycn placed there for the fole porpofc 
of defending the ihips in the bay : that 
liland, which, like the ihips, had been 
abandoned during the night, was taken 
plo,raYCur;tc^Zcphj,rjTm^lj5,^g,g^^^ 
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pofleffioD of foon after day- light by a 
party of the Queen's regiment. 

General Abercromby, early in the 
morning, joined the Arethufa, and the 
troops were all landed in the courfe of 
the day, under the direction df Captain 
Woiley, covered by the Favorite iloop, 
about three miles from the town, with- 
out oppoiicion : the General took pof- 
feiiion of the town the fame evening, 
and the i8th the Governor defired to 
capitulate for the whole Ifland, and the 
articles were agreed to, and 6gned the 
Came day ; a copy of which I herewith 
tranliaait ♦. 

Captain Harvey, of his MajeAy's 
ihip Prince of Wal«Sf w»H have the 
honour to deliver this difpatch, from 
vrhom I have always experienced the 
greatcft zeal and attention to his Majef- 
ty*s fetvice.

Jpper valley of the Piave, and defeated 
Geaeral Lufiffoan near Belemo ; but it 
^u ftill doubtful whether their prin- 
tyal corps was advancing towards the 
Tagliameiito, merely to cover General 
Maffena's column, or to undertake 
«4eafive operations. On the isth Ce-

««. A diftaut (aimonade WM then 



kept up during the reft of the day till 
four P. M. when the enemy, having- 
formed a very ftroiig column of ademi. 
brigade in front, intermixed with ca- 
valry and artillery, advanced rapidly^ 
and crolTcd the river near the upper 
end of the extenfive and open plain, oc« 
cupicd by twelve weak fquadrons. Hit 
Royal Highncfs's perfonal exertion* 
could not prevent thcfe from yielding;^ 
to fuch fuperior force. After this fuc- 
cefsfal attack by the enemy's left, 
their right wing croffed the river 
without oppofitionj but the progreft 
of their numerous cavah-y was checked 
by the fteady behaviour of the regiment 
of Puis, pofted at the end of the plaim 
next to Codroipo. 

The reft of the infantry was under 
arms further back, near their canton- 
ments, and was not •ngaged. Oa 
feeing the enemy's force, which both ia 
cavalry and infantry was greatly fupe- 
rior to that of the Imperial army, the 
Archduke ordered a retreat after fun- 
fct.— The Head Quarters were that 
night at Ontagnaul, and were removed 
on the 17th to Vifco, behind Palma; 
which, not being in a ft ate of defence* 
was evacuated on the 18th ; \\ui Head 
Quarters being removed to Corice. 

On the X9th the enemy advanced to- 
wards the Ifonzo, In two columni, 
above and below Gradilka, which 
fei-vcd as a Tete-du-Ponc over that 
river. Their left was repulfed in am 
Attempt to Horm Gradifka; but their 
right found little difficulty in crolling 
the river near Caftiegliano, though ia 
ordinary feafons it is fcarcely a^y where 
fordable $ and as chev might there tura 
the left of the poiition of Gorice it 
became ncccITary to abandon it. 

The Head Quarters came here this

The Archduke Chiles having travelled 
poft from Leybach, arrived at Tarvis du- 
ring the a^air, and immediately mount- 
ing a pri Toner's horfe, during the re- 
mainder of the day encouraged the troops 
by his example, difplaying the moft ijgnal 
proofs of perfonal bravery and exertion.— 
in the afternoon the great fuperiority of 
the enemy's numbers prevailed. General 
Gontreuil and Count Wratiflaw, his Royal 
Highnels's firll Aid-de-Camp, were fc- 
verely wpundad, -and the lofs^of nica was 
qonfiderablc.

They 
behaved with great devotion, Bennet re- 
markably fo i he was attended on the 
j[X]!(chine by a young clergyman of his 
acquaintance, and the Rev. Mr. Villette. 
Chefter and Perry made a folemn decla- 
ration, that they, in company with Lan- 
cafter (who was afterwards (hot), were 
the perfons who committed the robbery 
at Edmonton on Mr. Oldham and an- 
, other Gentleman ; for which, Marriott 
(lately executed) and Daniel Mackaway, 
a refpitc in Newgate, were tried and 
convi^ed. 

44, This day, at a numerous meeting 
of the livery at Guildhall, Sir William 
HjCme and Alderman Williams were 
chofen (heriffs for the year enfuing, by a 
vaft majority. The j>opular paity (as 
they are ufually lliled) were fortified by 
the appearance of the Earl of Lauderdale, 
who a few days fmce purchafcd his free- 
dom, and became a member of the 
. Neciilemakers Company, iu crjer to 
. ijualify him to become a candidate. Mr. 
Samuel Ferrand Waddington joined the 
noble Earl j and tlieir prctcnfions were 
fupported by the Aldermen Sir William 
Plomer, Skinner, Newman, and Combe ; 
together with all tlwfe perfons who led 
the late Refolutions of Cenfure againft 
Lis Majelty's Minifters, and acjainll the 
Lord -Mayor, at tlie late Common- 
Halls.

18. This night and the next momiBg 
occurred one of the moft tremendous 
florms of thunder and lightning, accom- 
panied with heavy rain, ever remembered. 
This very heavy ftoiTO appears to bare 
taken a wide circuit, extending itfdf to 
Surry, Kent, Bucks, Berks, Hants, &c. 
The lightning commenced about nine in 
the evening, and continued till four in 
the morning ; illuminating the heavens, 
witli fcaicean inftant's intcrmifllon, with 
gleams of fcarlet and blue fire ; and the 
moft awful burfts of thunder were heard 
in rapid fucceflion. The following are 
among the effefits of this ftorm ; A m»n 
was killed by the lightning in Brick- bne, 
Old-lireet j a barn belonging to Mr. 
Anderfon, of Petersfield, burnt, and a 
(lack. -yard in the fame neighbourhood 
confumed; two cows killed at Hiltca, 
one at Hilfea Green, and one at Bury, 
near Gofport ; the (beer hulk drifted 
from her moorings at Spithead, but not 
damaged j the foremaft of the fliip Eliza- 
beth, lying at Portfmouth, entirely 
fliivered to pieces ; and a large oak tret, 
.ncaily two feet in diameter, at Church 
Yatton, Wilts, literally fhivcred to pieces. 
About four o'clock, a large ball of fire 
fell in Fk^et-ftrcet, oppofite Fleet-market : 
the man who coUecls the city toll vra* 
(landing near the fpot at the time, and it 
confiderably afFe£^cd his f^ght, and left a 
ftrong fulphurous fmell. 

During the ftoim, a fire broke out at 
the houfc of Lord St. Helen'*, in Great 
RufTtl-ftreet, Bloomlbury, which it to- 
tally dedrcyed, and ili:4htly dannged 
fome others adjolninri:. 1 he flames vvere 
f<y rapid that his Lordililp c»uld only ti^^c 
hisjcwds ur.d cafli. The fcn'ants bad 
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barely time to fave thcmfelvcs, by run- 
niflz to the top of the houfc and getting 
to iomc of the neighbouring dwellings. 

Plymouth, June 24. Ytllerday 
moming the Court Martial commenced 
on the Marines who have been lb long 
in cor.fincmcnt in the cells at the Citadel 
here, on account of the mutiny at the 
Marine Barracks in Stonchoufe, about a 
month ago. The Court was held in one 
ot the rooms of the New Hofpital, in the 
Garrifon. Lee, the principal of the 
mutineers, was the firlt arraigned ; and 
a great many evidences againft him were 
examined ; by whole depofitions it ap- 
pears, that a plan of the moft diabolical 
anidcltruftive nature was formed by- Lee 
and his aflfociates, and would have b^n 
produftire of inconceivable mifchief, had 
their dcfigns not been early difcovered : 
it apj)cars, that as many as Lee won over 
to his purpoie alfembled on the hili at 
Stonthoufe on the Sunday when the plot 
was intimated to the Commander of the 
Marine corps, and there took an oath of 
fccrecy in the following curious manner : 
a bock was placed on the grafs, which 
the perfon about to fwear was to lake 
up, and after he had taken the oath, to 
replace it on the fame fpot, and the like 
ceremony was obferved by all that vverfe 
then and there aflcmbled « after the whole 
were fwom, the nature of the plot was 
explained to them by Lee } the leading 
features of which were to fire the maea- 
line at the Barracks, Kcyham Point, &c, 
to liberate the French prifpners, and to 
do every thing in their power to overturn 
theeftabliihed Government of the eoun- 
try, and to murder every perfon that 
mi^ht attempt the leaft oppofition to their 
driign, Lee alfo told them, that they 
were to be aided by the 58th regiment 
and the crews of two (hips then in a Hate 
of mutiny : this feems to have been the 
outline of the plot, 

Lee's trial ended, CofFy was imme- 
diately brought to the bar. 

26. This day the Court Martial 
aflcmbled en the trial of the Marines, 
when CoiFy was again brought up, and 
the farther evidence againtt him exa- 
mintd, the nature of which was much to 
the lame purport as that' adduced on the 
trial of Lee ; after Coffy vras done with, 
M'Grinnan was put on his trial ; and, 
after evidence was examined, the Court 
adjcumcd. 

July 6. This morning, at ten 
o'clock, preparation was made tor the 
fxwurigo of the fcntcnce on Lcfj Coffy, 



Branhan, and M*Ginnis, and in confc- 
quencc, the regiments quartered in this 
neighbourhood were drawn out and 
marched to the Hoe, to be eye witneflc* 
of the execution, as alfo to prevent any 
difturbance. M'Ginnis was condu(5led 
to the Hoc by a party of Marines, and 
was immediately tied to the halbcrts, 
where he received 500 laflies^, being one 
half of the number he it fenlenced t9 
receive : he was then put in a fedan, 
taken off the Hole, ancf efcorted to the 
barracks . About half after one o'clock, 
Lee, Coffy, and Branhan, were brought, 
from their cells, and conduced through 
the Sally-port gate which leads to the 
Hoe : Lee was fupported by the Rev. 
Dr. Hawker, vicar of Charles Church in 
this town, and the Rev. Mr. Williams^ 
of the Royal Hofpital ; Coffy and Bran, 
han were each fupported by a Romifh 
Prieft. As foon as they reached the 
place of execution, each joined in prayers 
with the Miniiters who attended them, 
until half paft two o'clock, when each of 
them had the cap drawn over his eyes, 
and knelt down on his cofHn : the Mi- 
ni fters then fl\ook hands with them and 
retired j and the Commanding Officer 
inilantly, on all being ready, direfted the 
execution of the fatal fentence. Coflfy 
and Branhan fell at the firft fire ; but it 
did not appear that one fliot out of i5 
that were fired ftruck Lee, as he remained 
on his knees on the coffin, until a Marine 
difcharged his miifket through the front 
of his head: he then fell, and another 
mufktt being fired through the fide of 
his head, he expired. The bodies were 
then put one in each coflin, and all the 
troops that were aflcmbled marched in 
a circle round them. Lee and Branhan's 
finnnefsdid not forfake them ; but Coffy 
was very much agitated from the time 
the fentence was read until his execution. 

A declaration made by Lee to Dr. 
Hawker ought to be as public as pofTible ; 
to prevent, in fome meafure, the like 
prejudice from having a fimilar effe6l on 
the mind of any man, who may not be 
firmly fixed in the true faitn of the 
Chriliian Religion ; which was, that his 
firft deviation from the path of* re^litude 
v/as cccafioned by too dole an attention 
to the pernicious dotlrines in Paine'a 
" Age of Rcalbn." He left a letter for 
his brother, which he wrote this morn- 
ing, full of pious exhortations. 

Lee, Coffy, and Branhan, were all 
Irilhmen, and neither exceeded the ago 
of 30 years.

were refufed to go on fhore by. the centiod, 
when ihe and her companions remained feven 
or eight dark and cold hours expofed to the 
inclemency of the weather. Tlus circum- 
fiance is reprefented in an engraving, wcU 
known.

The hair-drcffcr, after 
he left him, told the people of the houfe^ 
that from the agitation he was in, he muft 
be either out of his mind, or would foon be (a. 

NotwithAanding the great anxiety he 
fhewed for the haii-drcfTtr before hq came* 
when his hair was drcfTed he remained tw» 
hours alone in his room. He then long for 
flhc waiter, and defired him to bring break- 
fafl, of which he partook and went out^ 
but foon returned in confiderahle agitation j 
and, going into his room, tore two letters ia 
the wa(h-hand-bafon, and repeated the fame 
eagernefs to attend the Admiralty. He that 
ordered a hackney coach, and in pafling the 
coffee-room to get in it, defired the landlady 
to keep his room for him. The coach prpr 
ceeded according to his directions to the 
Admiralty J he there got out, and having 
difcharged it, vrent in and inquired for the 
Board. He was told it was not then fittinj^ 
and defired to wait a little i and accordmgty 
joined a friend of his, Capt. Houghton, an4^ 
walked into the Lieutenants* waiting room* 
near the halL This was about half paft 
eleven ; when of a fudden, no pa^cuiftr 
converfation 1iaving\*ken place, he drew his 
dirk, and (after an incffeftual (Iruggle or tw» 
on the part of Captain Houghton to prevent 
him) he llabbed hinlfclf nearly up to the hilt 
in the belly, and immediately after gave him- 
feif two (lighter wounds on the broafl.—

(Ketch of his charader, faid to be writttn by 
his friend Dr. Lawrence, appeared imnae- 
diately io the public papers : 

** His end was fuited to the fimple greatnefc 
of mind which he difplayed tlirough life: 
every way unaffedted, without levity, with- 
out oAentation, full of natural grace and dig- 
nity. He appeared neither to wifh nor to 
dread, but patiently and placidly to await the 
appointed hour of his diflblution; He had 
been liflcning to fomc eflfays of Addifon «, in 
which I»c ever took delight : he had recom- 
mended himfdf in many affeftionate mcffages 
to tlic remembrance of thofc abfcnt friends 
whom he h.id never ceafed to love j he had 
convcrfed fome time with his accuAomed 
force of thought and expreflion, on tlie aw- 
ful fnuation of his country, for the wclfirc 
of which Ids heart was intercRed to the Ufl 
beat ; he had given with fteady compofurc 
fome private dircdllons in contemplation of 
his approaching death ; when, as his at- 
tendants were conveying him to his bed, he 
funk down, and after a (hort ftruggie paflcd 
quietly and witb.out a groan to eternal reft 
in that Mercy, which he had jufl declared he 
had long fought with unfeigned humiliation, 
and to wliich he looked with a trembling 
hope. 

<< Of his talents and acquirements \t\ 
general it is unncceifary to fpeak. They 
were long the glory of his country, and the 
admiration of Europe ; they might have been 
(had it fo confiited with the infcratable 
counfels of divine Providence) the (ahratioq 
of both. If not the niofl accoinplifhed 
Orator, yet the mofl eloquent man of hit 
age ; perhaps fecond to none in any age i 
lie had ftill more wifdom than eloquence. 
He diligently coUeAed it from the wife o( 
aU times : but what he had (o obtained, be 
enriched from the vaft treafury of his own 
obfervation ; and Ivs intellcd^ active, vi- 
gorouj, comprehenfive, trained in thedif- 
cipline of true philofophy to yi^hatever fubjefi 
he applied it, penetrated at once througl^ 
the furface into the eflcntial fvrms of things. 

<* With a fancy fmgularly vivid, he, kafl 
of all men in his time, indulged in fplrndid 
theories. With more ample materials o( 
every kind than any of his cotemporaries, he 
was the leaft in his own (kill to innovate. 
A Sutefman of the mofl enlarged views.— 
In all his policy he was (Ir'.dily pradticil, and 
in his praAice he always regarded with holy 
reverence the inf^itutionf and manners de- 
rived from our anceftors. It fecmed as if 
lie had been endowed with fuch tranfcendant 
powers, and informed with fuch extcntivc 
knowledge, only to bear ti>c more ftrikJog 
teiUmony, in tM; days t f nib prcfuoipnont 
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W milcb the greateft mind Is fiiigly inferior 
to the accumulated efforts of innumerable 
mind* in the long flow of centuries. 

" His private converfation had the fame 
^a>^ore with his public eloquence. He 
iW(imes adorned and dignified it with phi- 
Wbphy, but he never loft tlic cliaim of 
natural cafe. There was no fubjeft fo trivial 
which he did not tranfiently illuminate witli 
ilie briUiancy of hii imagination. In writings 
in fpeaking, in the Senate, or round the 
^k, it was cafy to trace ilic operations of 
^ fame genius. 

" To the Proteftant religion, as by law 
cftabliihed, he was attached from fmcere 
toofidieo ; ncr was his a barren belief with- 
©ot influence of his moral conduct. He wai 
rigid in the fyftcm of dutitrs by which ije 
regulated hi* own adioni 5 liberal in con- 
f^ruing ihofe of all other men, wai.n but 
pbcahic ; refenting more the offences com- 
mitted againfl thofe who were dear to him, 
than agauift himfclf ; vehement and indignant 
only VB here he thought publicjudice infulted ; 
companionate t* private diftrcfs ; lenient 
«vcn to fuffering guilt. As a friend, he was 
perhaps too partial to thofe whom he cf- 
teemed 5 over- rating every little merit, over- 
looking all their defers; indefatigable in 
itrring them ; draining in their favour 
whatever influence he poffeffcd j and for 
tbcir faket, more than his own, regretting 
that during f^ long a political life, he had 
fc (eldom bore any (hare in p©wer 5 whidi ' 
ht confidered only as an Inflruroent of more 
diffufive good. In his domellic relations he 
was worthy (and more than worthy he could 
not be) of the eminent felicity which for 
many yeart be enjoyed ; an hufband of ex- 
emplary tendernefa and fidelity ; a father 
*ood to excefs ; the mofl affcftionate of 
fcnxhers; the kmdeft mafter } and on his 
pait, hi has been often heard to declare, 
that in the nnofl anxious moments of his 
Public life, every care vaniihed when he 
entered his own roo£ 

** One who long and intimately knew liim, 
to divert his own fonow, has paid this very 
inadequate tribute to his memory. Nothing 
which relates to fuch a man can be unin- 
terefting or aninflruAive to the pubhc, to 
whom he truly bek>nged. Few, indeed, 
whom the Divine goodnefj has largely gifted, 
•re apabk of profiting by the imitation of 
^ genius and learning ; but all mankind 
m«y grow better by the ftudyof his virtues."

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done thofe Statet. Thcfc were bearing 
the Pniffian Eagle, and taking the motto 
illottcd to him by the Stadtholdcr, the 
fame as ufcd by the Houle of NaiTau, 
which hono4ir8 were c<jiWinined to him by 
his Majerty's permiflion, dated 9th May, 
1789. On the iQih of September 178J?, 
h« was created a rcer, by the title of Lord 
Malmfbury, Baron of Malmlbury, in the 
county of Wiltftiire. From this time 
until the late Negotiation, he has been 
unemployed. 

The Hevolution in France, and the 
i-ggrcfTion of the Powers which govern 
there, having involved Great Britain in 
a war which hg^ been carried on v^ith 
much violence, it. becam? the wi(h of the 
Government and people of this country 
to endeavour to ftop the effufion of blood, 
and reftore peace to the world. Ac- 
cordingly Lord » Malmlbury was ap- 
pointed to go to Paris, where he was 
unwillingly received,i and treated with 
much hauteur and coldrefs. The j^ro- 
ceedings of this cmbafly have been fo 
lately prefented to the public, that we 
/hall only obfcrve, that no difpofition 
appeared in the enemy to accept any 
reafonable terms. Without propofing 
aivy thing themfelves they reje6\ed the 
o^ers of their adverfaries in a manner 
tbat could not be jiiftified even to an 
enemy at their feet, and the Ambaflador 
was commanded, with Republican in- 
iblence, to quit their country. To the 
conduct of Lord Malmlbur)-, every praile 
If due ; it was manly, firm, and proper : 
ID (hort, the rcverfe of thole with wh^m 
he had to negotiate. 

But war is a ftate which, however fuc- 



cefftfulty carried on, eamiot be le«|' 

viewed without horror and regret : how- 
ever determined the Governing Povi^ers 
in France might be to rcje.M realonable 
offers of accommodation, yet the roice oF 
the people wa« too audibly heard, not to 
compel them to aflumc the appearance of 
a defiie to terminate the calamities which 
overwhelmed their counti-y. Accord- 
ingly a congrefs at LtHe was agreed to, 
and Lord Maimibury once mor^ was de- 
puted to endeavour to fettle the differrncei 
of th? two countries. At that p)ace he 
now refides, and that he may be luccefs- 
ful is certainly the wifli of the majorttf 
of the people, both of Great Britain and 
France j but that their" hopes and tx- 
pe6iation$ will be gratified , we arc far 
from placing much confidence. A power 
made formidable by rapine and plunder 
will not readily reduce itfdt within the 
pale of moderation and ref^itude. Be- 
lore the Public arc in pofleflTion of the 
prefent Magazine, the die .lay be again 
caft, and the depifion of the exitting 
differences may depend on the force to 
be fpread over the lea, or to cover the 
land. « To avert the continuance of fuch 
evils we do not doubt the moderation or 
firmnefs oi' the Miniltry, which will be 
ably fupported by.thewiidum, experience, 
and powers of conciliation, poffefttd by 
Lord Malmlbury ; or, if neccffary, by 
the valour and intrepidity of our torccs 
both by Tea and land. 

Lord Malmlbury, on the iUth of July

MARRIAGE OF THE RAJAH^s DAUGHTER. 

(the following is an extract of a letter from thi coast o» 
malabar, dated dec. 5, 1795.) 



** O^ ^^® '^^^ of laft month I went to 
^ Mauncherry, to be prefent at the 
marriage cf the Rajah's daughter to the 
f(>n of the Peypcnard Kajah : I h^^d i 
Havikiar's party with me. About iwo 
miles from Mauncherry, at the intreaty 
of a Bramin and fome Nair*, who ac- 
companied us, we halted under a large 
Banyan tree. In a little while a prin- 
cipal Nair, with fifty or fixty followtrrs, 
ftimundcd the tree, and commenced a 
firinpr, which continued, as fall as they 
could load, lor Ibme minutes* ctrtain 
eircum(tai;ce6 made me defire them to 
'•ifift, but without effect 5 and they only 



ftopped when t*heir ammunition failed. 
We again purfued our journey, and my 
attention was quickly engaged by th» 
appearance of the molt wretched race of 
men in the world : ihele arc the Poiiers, 
who oblerving the cavalcade, or b.r/ing 
intelligence ct the approaching ccren"»ony 
and teaft, were attracted Ircm thtu* hills 
and trees, in hopes, nq doubt, ot (haring 
in the general lellivity. Thele creatures, 
at a diltancc, IbliciteJ our charity; I 
was defuGUs of bringing ihcm nearer, 
but I was given to understand, that anjr 
attempt to pafs certain limits would Ke 
at the cxpence of their live*. X-h« 
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It In tbe mean time, urged their 
demands in (hcrt abrupt I'entcnces, ut- 
tered roughly and not in a pleating Itrain, 
which made mc at Hr(t imagine they were 
ibuljng us ; a privilege or indulgence 
allowed to mendicants in many parts of 
India. I was however miftakcn, and my 
interpreter informed me, they were alking 
omr chancy in the uiual liiie ot humility. 
When the Nairs perceived me intcreltcd 
for thcle mifcrable objcc'ts, they procured 
fomt plantains and pieces ot old aags, 
which they left on a particular Ipot, 
calling out to them to oblerve the place, 
mod depart. in peace. They reje6\ed this 
advice, and infiited that they ought to 
receive faftams from the reJ Rajah on 
horleback, meaning myfclf. They fol- 
lowed us clamoroully during the reft of 
the journey, and at night took poft in the 
fields ad'acent to the Kajah*s houfe, when 
they perlevered in their importunities. 

•* This unfortunate tribe have their 
reisdence amongit the hills er jungles, 
where ihey live in nefts on trees, or in 
dent like wild beafts, to which they are a 
common prey. They are not fuffcred to 
enter a village, er even to approach an 
inhabitant nearer than fifty or hxty yards ; 
for this realbn, they are obliged to look 
round on all fides with circumfpe^^ion, 
and on the appearance of a man or a 
woman, ci'pccially if a Nair, they fly 
with fpeed to their proper dii^ance. 
They build no houles, and wear no* 
clothes, except a ftring or a. rag about 
the middle, and they have no occupations 
whatever. Perhaps there exilts in no 
other Country an order of men fo tbtally 
deprived of the benefits of' fociety j and 
it is not eafy to conceive how one part 
couU have (o completely fucceeded in de- 
grading the other, efpeciaily as from this 
fyttcra of flavery they derive no ad- 
vantage. It is in vain to cxpc6l in- 
foonation from the natives concerning 
this original inilitution; but as thele 
out-caiU fpeak the language of the other 
inhabitants, their origin probably is not 
vo'y anclcot. The rollers are not nu- 
inerous, as their way of life is not fa- 
vourable to population, and the tigers 
are laid to kill a great many of them. 

** Proceeding- tcrwards, we renchcd 
another grove of trees, Ircm whence we 
had a virw of Mauncherry Pag«>*Ia, 
fttuatcd on a hill, at the bottom of which 
Is the Rajah's houlc : here we were again 
requelted to Itop, as the Rajah was ad- 
VtJrcing to meet us j a:.d in a few mi- 
iiate» a cavalcade of three hundred armed 
men appeared, Ihouting and bvatina; ten 



or twelve large torn toms. On ap- 
proaching us the noife ceafed, but this 
was only until they had completed their 
manoeuvre : they quickly lurrounded ouir 
party ; the torn toms (truck up afrelb» 
and the mulquetry was difcharged as 
before. Having finifhed, they requcfted 
my penniilion for the Sepoys to fire, 
which would make the Rajah, they faid, 
think we had a cannon, as our pieces all 
went otF together i a thing they could 
never contrive. Being anfwered that we 
never ufed our ammunition in this man- 
ner, they nevcrlhelefs continued to urge ' 
their requeft ; and imagining, I believe, 
that wc rekifed them from an unbecoming ' 
ceconomy, they offered to replace what- 
ever we expended ; nor, in fine, did they 
ceale their importunities till the Havildar 
luckily told them, it was contrary to our 
cuftoms. After this they not only dc- 
fiited, but Icemed to applaud our obfti- 
natc adherence to cuftom. In a (hort 
time the Rajah, with fome Bramins, 
and a crowd of attendants, appeared. 
The falutations, the firings, and the torn - 
toms were repeated, and we walked to 
the Rajah's houfe, which was dole by, 
myfelf leading the procefiion, as the 
Rajah infilled on walking behind me. 

" On the morningj of the 17th, the ' 
celebration of the marriage took place : 
the bridegroom appeared about eightce« 
years of age, and tne future wife between 
fix and feven. The following parts of 
this ceremony I had an opportunity of 
oblerving ; The Rajah, with fevcral 
neighbouring Rajahs, or their deputies, 
and all his own family, a little after the 
fun rofe, went in procellion to the Pagoda ; ' 
the intended huioand alfo attended, but ' 
the bride remained at home. About- 
two hours were fpenl here in praying, or^ 
religious ceremonies, which I could not* 
witnefs ; but being at la(t admitted t« 
the threlhold of the door, a Bramin took 
three meafures fucceffively of rice, and 
poured them on the old Rajah's head, 
and three in the fame manner over that 
of the young man. This fign of plenty . 
and generation was followed by a pe* 
tition,orbleflinff, in behalf of the parties. 
Thus ended this ceremony, and I ef« 
corted the Rajah home, accompanied by . 
two thou land Moplas and Nairs, who 
capered and fii*ed all the way. The fear 
of a difpute between thefe hoftile tribes 
was, indeed, the occafion of my attend- 
ance. The young man did not return to 
the Rajah's houie, but retired to that of 
his mother-in-law, which was at a 
little diHance.^ The Rajah and the 
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Brarpinf «gaiii4^rcdt to tfe^ir rcligioys 
cqremoiues. 

" A iter this a fcaft was prepared ; 
anfl the remainder oF the day was Ipcnt 
in mutual prclents and congratulations. 

" 19th. — The , morning began .with 
.£]fing, and I wa$ intrcdu.ctd to the 
married pair. About nine o'clock the 
J^air women, to the number of forty or 
ii^ty, procetdcd to the Pagoda, with iome . 
o^'eringk of flowers and rice. Thelc 
wpmen arc much fairer than the- men, 
wc-li maide, with agreeable features, find 
of the moft alluring appearance. 

** In the evening tlje Monjillas retired 
to their homes, and the Rajan cntcrtaineci 
bis Nairs with a Malabar P^^y- At 
tthis exhibition there were prelent, bcfides 
my people, five or fix hundred Nair 
vt«)men) men, and children. It com- 
pienced at nine o'clock, and continued 
uptil fix the next morping. The a«5lors 
vipr< brought from a neighbouring pcun- 
try, and were judged excellent. They 
were drefled in the moft tantaftic Mcriy- 
y^drcw-hke manner. The ftory, oj* 
ii\oral, is reprefented by action, fcreams, 
andgeftures, which d^i not appear tome 
ve^-y impreifive. A Bramin inter] reted 
to me, Piftercnt chararter*^ of both lexes . 
wjert introduped, and the intention of the 
piece was to exalt the character. of the 
)^amins, making many allufions to the 
u^ifortunatc condition of their country, 
and the infernal diipofition x>f their late 
perfccutors, who are exhibited in the • 
tqrm of Devils. Th«lQ infernals fwear 
to deilro'y the world, and to pvit to 
death, in the firft place, all the Bramin? ; 
the^ fally forth on this derio;n, and com- 
n^^ -many murders, and at laft meet a 
^amin, againft whom they advance 
quite furious. The Bramin, in deep 
mtxlitation, continues his devotion with- 
out regarding them, which it i ikes tbem 
V?ith reverence, and they proUratc thcm-

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Account of the method a? supplying artificial noses j 



AS PRACTISED BY THE NaTIVHS OF THE MALABAR COAST, 



MOST of our readers ba^c no doubt 
htnrd of the fonnation and adaptai ton. 
bf artificial Noles. In Europe this opc- 
tw'wn has b'ecn generally confidcivd as 
visionary, and has akfordrd a fine theme 
for the ridicule of Ibmc of our wirs of 
the firft ortler. For' example, Addifcn, 
•tttk, and Pope have not oveilooked the 
»t of famed Taiiacctius. This art, it 
Uppeari, is a6lually pra6lifcd, aitd with 
rreat fucccfs, in the Weftem parts of 
India, by a caft of Hindoos, called 
Kamoos. An account of their method 
•t performing ibrs operation appears in 
m paper pubHfhed in the Bombay Courier 
•f the 4th April 1795, which we have 
txtniaed for the infonfhation of the 
•arioas : 

" It is nroch to be lamented that the 
Europeans, whofe talents have been de- 
Tot««l to the literature of India, have 
mpplxed thtmfeWes rather to the fpecu- 
lativt than to the prafticaJ parts of 
-knowledge; and that their diicovertes, 
however meritorious, liave been more 
^rious than ufcful. 

" Although we cannot agree with 
thoie who look to India as the fource 
from whence Europe has derived, every 
thing that is valuable in I'cience, yet we 
temft allow tliat it has been the fcuntam 
of much oi our knowledge; and that 
the common praftice of the necefiury 
trts of life among am ancient pecple 
would yet afford us not a iiicle in- 
ftru^ion. 

" The pregrcfs tfiat ha» been made 
in fur^y fcr fevcraJ centuries palt in 
'Enj-ope makes it little probable that any 
improvement could be expei^ed from 
fhc natives of this coimtry j but we 
think, that ir> two operations we >nay 
ftiil receive inllruflion. The firit of 
fhefe is the dcprcfllion of the Chryliallinc 
ieoi, when It becomes opaku ; and the 
fecond, the fonnation ot Nofes. We 
ibay ai^ remark, that with inltruraents 
hi mpr« imperteft than ours, they per- 
form the o4>craticn of Lithotomy in the 
very pf»«e which, , by the conlent of 
modem furgcon», is efteemed the bcft. 

•* The Hindoos certainly deierve the 
praife of making artificial Noles in a 
luperior way to any people in thf '.voi Id ; 
an art, unfiH'tunately for thcnr, the imri- 
Aeccflary, as in no part of the world is 
•4b« pf4Aic€«of cuttiug o£aoie;» lb cum^ 



mon. The prcccfs of repairing theih 
was^ rtcomnicnded in Europe about thn*« 
hundred years ago, and was faid to hav^ 
originated with the Calabrians, from, 
wht-m It vras received by the furgeori^ 
of Bologna. 

** The celebrated TaliacotliSs, fo un- 
juftly expoled by fome of onr wits ib 
ridicule, wrote a volume on thofe uniort* 
of Jiving ma««r, under the title cif 
** Chjtu'^ja curifjrum ptr In/it ion em Mrm-^ 
brorum.''^ We have never had accefs 
to this work ; but we have realbh tb 
think, from the following extrafl from 
I'ui^rtcius ab ar^iutftendentf^ that the 
operation in Enrope was much inferior 
to the one in ulc in this country.

** From tlie above curious paiTagc it 
will be obferved, that the objccl could 
not be efi'ecrcd until an adhcfioa had 
token phce between the arm and thk 
mutilated uofc ; and we may readily cotji- 
<;clve, that an operation fo long and 
.paiufui v>uuid Icon tkll intu^iii^e. 
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" Wc hare feen n, letter from Mr. 
Lucas, an ingeniont fnrgeop of Madras, 
defcribing very particularly the operation 
of putting on Nofes, which in one cafe 
he hihiielf performed with fucceiTs. This 
differs but little from the Indian method 
pra6lifcd by the K,oomas, a call of Hin- 
doos j with which, as it has been ably 
defcribed by a Gentleman who witnefled 
!^the prccefs, we iliall conclude thefe ob- 
servations. 

" Some religious ceremonies are firft 
performed: beetel and aijack put into 
the patient's hands, he is then laid upon 
•his back, his arms fl retched along his 
fides on the ground, he is ordered, on no 
pretence whatever, to raiie his arms du- 
ring the operation ; and they impreJfs him 
with the idea, that it cannot be luccefsi'ul 
. vnlefs he complies ftriftly with thefe in- 
. jundions. A plate' of wax being pre- 
vioufly formed into the (hape of the de- 
iii^ive nofe, it is flattened and laid ob- 
liquely upon the forehead, fo as to avoid 
' the hairy fcalp. The alse and feptum of 
the artihcial nofe being placed upwards, 
the other extremity of it terminating at 
the indentation of .the offa nafi with the 
.OS frontis, the operator marks out a 
portion of integuments equal to the fizc 
of the flattened wax, and then dilTeds it 
from the pericranium, leaving a fmall 
flig undivided between the eye- brows, to 
prcfervethe circulation in th^ detached 
piece imtil an adhefion takes place be- 
tween it and the ftump of the nofe. He 
then cuts or pares off the cicatrix from 
the ftump of the nofe •, and ii^imediately 
behind the excifion he makes an incifion, 
into which the edge of the integuments 
. arc to be grafted or inferted. 

INSCRIPTIONS FOR VIRGIL 

/^£NERAL Miolis, who now com- 
^^ mands in Mantua (whence Virgil has 
been called « The Mantuan Bard") lately 
.fent a letter to the Magiftrates of that 
place, in which he exprefl'ed his furprifc 
at not being able to And, in the native 
city of Virgil, a fmgle Monument ereftcd 
to the memory of that lUuftrious Poet ^ , 
.and fuggefted to them the propriety of 
•raifing aPyramlil, however plain it might 
•be, that (hould point out the place which 
had been honoured by the birth and refi- 
'dencc of the immortal Author of the 
.JEnt'id, the Georgia, and the Eclogue. * 
.' The Magiftratcs, on the receipt of thit 
letter, entering into the views of the 
-writer, ilUrnediately publiflied an invi- 
tation to the Artifts to prefent plant of a 
Pyramid to (land upon a majeftic pedeflal, 
and which they intend to crefl in the viile 
•f Pictoic. near the foot in which tradition 



** As there remains a flip of tcgtt- 
ments between the eye- brows undivided^ 
the detached portion, when turned down, 
is twilted half round $ fO that itii recent 
furface may be applKid to the fa^ cf tht 
fcaVitied ftump, and the edge grafted int« 
the above -delcribed incifion, which ex- 
tends along both als to the fuperlor part 
of the upper lip ; a tranlVerfc incifion ii 
alfo made in the fuperior part •f tht 
upper lip, into which the feptum is in- 
ferted. Thus carefully gnfeing or in- 
ferting the fcalp, it is kept exaftly ia 
this fituation by a cement, called in this 
country Kitta^ which is foftened with a 
little water, and fpread on long narrow 
bits of cotton -cloth j five or fix of which 
are applied over each other upon the 
junction which forms an irregular tri- 
angle. The drcfllng for the wound on 
the forehead is pieces of cloth dipped io 
ghee \ the patient is defired to lie on his 
back five or fix days. Four days alter 
the operation the cement is removed, and 
the junclion only covered with cloth 
moiftcned in ghee or oil, which is re- 
newed every day : neither ftitches, ftick- 
ing plaillcr, comprefs , nor bandars, are 
required. About ten days after the 
operation, round doflils, made of ibft old 
cloth, arc introduced into the noftrils to 
prevent them from contracting too much, 
which would happen if this precaution 
were negle61ed. 

<« The conneCling flip of integuracnti 
is generally divided about the 25th day » 
and on this occafion fome morcdiflct)ioa 
is neceflary, to effed an exaCl union, and 
to leave as little feam as poflible on tht 
fuperior part of the arch of the nofe.'"

ESSAY UPON GAMING.

npHERE may be Ibmc ufe in expatiating 
•*- upon Gaming even to thole who are 
not guilty of it, that their averfion may 
be continued: there may be alfo fome 
pleafure in reflet Ing upon the evils and 
troubles which thofe fufFcr who pra«5life 
this vice, from which troubles we efcapc 
through our virtue. It is agreeable, 
fays a Latin Poet, upon the fca-Siore, to 
Ice othert who aie vexed in a tcmpcft j 



not that it is pleafingour fellow-cretturec 
Should be afflifted, but that we (hottW 
efcape from the evils befopt o\ir eyes;

fcptot of Aaron fw flowed up every 
olir lerpcnt, h does this extirpate every 
other Dxflion. The Gamettcr neglects 
the calls of love and friendlhip : the tie- 
lire of feme and of knowledge, health, 
time, honour, and ^11 that is valuable to 
men, ar6 ■ facriBced to his love of play. 
It is mentioned by Hiftorians, that forae 
of the Germans wure formerly fo addi^cd 
to this vice, that they v5rould even venture 
*fceir perfonal freetiom, wheA they were 
bereft of every thing elie; and, upon 
loiing, would quietly fuffer themfelves to 
be bound and ibid as (laves. There are 
twocauies of the. injury of health from 
the purfuit of this paflion, continual 
anxiety, and late hours. It is not ur< 
ufuaJ for Gamefters to continue whole 
iiights as^well as days at play. It it 
tmarkablc that Gameiiers are the woril 
paj^mafters in the world, except in gaming 
deits, wbich they call debts of honour i 
men who ri^ hundreds upon thc^row 
of a die are often arreftcd for trivial fums. 
This rclu^ance to pay their honefl cre- 
ditors ariies from the defire of having 
ready money always at hand, which is a 
neceflary palTport to the gaming table. 
Here, therefore, true honour n ict aiide 
for that which is in a great mcafure 
imaginary. It appears to me, that a 
Gamefter it unw/>rthy of public or pri- 
vate truft I that he fhould not be an 
attorney, or a truftee, or an ofEcer of 
Government : thole who know mankind, 
know there arc frequent inftances of 
Gameften loling the money that has been 
entmfted to their hands by others for 
rarious purpofes. A man addided to 
Gaming can be regfulai* to no appoint- 
ment, can give the neceflrary- attention to 
DO bufinels whatever. The temptation 
allcdgvd to Gaming by many penons of 
fortune is that it kills time i it is wdl 
laid by Dr. Young, 

Ah ! bow*tsnjdft to Nature and himfcif 
Is thoughtleis, thanklefs, inconfiftent ^fan f 
Like children, babbling nonftrnfein their 

fporu. 
We cenfore Nature for a fpan tioo fhort ; 
That fpan too (hort we tax as tedioai too; 
Torture invention, all expedients tire, 
"So hUh che ling'ring moments into fpeed. 
And whirl vs (happy riddance !} from our« 

(elves. 

There is one very bad efFeft of Gaming 
which I have never found obfcrved by 
any writer on the fubje6l> which is^ tliat

!t has a tendency to htrdett the heart; 
I remember once to hav« heard a great 
Gamefter fay (he was a man who chiefly 
lupported himlclf by the profits arifmg 
from play), that His foolilh pity to his 
friendk had made him forbear many ad« 
vantages which he could h«^c reaped^ 
and that he was determined ifi future to 
fparc no man. It is almoft unnecefTary 
to obferve, that it is our duty to keep 
the heart tender and fufceptible of the 
afflictions of others. It is the language 
of infpii-ation, that when the Almighty 
is willing to work a reformation, he is 
reprefented faying, " I will take away 
the heai-t of JioHf^ and give you a heart 
ofy?r/!&." A feeling mind may bt 
cileemed in many refpefls a great blelfing : 
it contains a gi^cat inclination to virtue j 
for if we feel for the miiery of others, 
we fliall unwiliifigly caule that mifery. 
It is incumbent upon us, however, to 
guard againft what is rtally a foolifh 
pity, and to keep our fenfibility always 
under the direction of reafon. 

Another evil attendant upon Gamin? 
is that it introduces us into the worft 
company. The gaming table, like the 
grave, has been well laid to level all 
dlftififlions. Bad company makes us 
unhappy $ it makes Us infamous $ and 
if we do not take- care it will foon make 
us wicked. There is a fine print upon 
the fubjeft of Gaming by the ingenious 
Mr. Hogarth : the Prince of the Blood 
and the Nobleman arc there reprefented 
(and perhaps this part of the pi£lure is 
taken from real lii'e) with highwayuien 
and'fliarpers . Some of the miferies which 
Gaming produces arc there inimitably 
dcfcribedyand, above all, the infenfibility 
to theTluties and the proper cares of life; 
for the watchmen are thundering out 
that the houfe is on fire, and no Gamefter 
Will attend to remove the danger : he is 
ia(h;ned to the obje£l of his wiihes, and 
perhaps in one inftance may refemble the 
roan of integrity whom Horace defcribes 
as unrooted amid the diiibiution of ail 
things.

It appears foolifli in a man who is not 
thoroughly verfed in the games at which 
he plays, and who is not always cool and 
fober, to frequent Gaming Societies j for 
the fofs of his property muft in a little 
time be the confequencc of fuch conduct ; 
but fairikill in play, with a poflelTion of 
temper and conftant fobriety, will not 
always avail to keep si man irom ruin ;

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for it 18 well known, thit flcight-of-hand 
men, fuchas Jonas, Breflaw^ and Falconi, \ 
can give luch Icfl'ons a^ to enable any man 
of dexterity to deceive even good players. 
A perfon who has received inftructions 
from liich men can with cafe always fc- 
curc to himfelf Para, when he deals at 
Xoo J which, to thofe acquainted with the 
game, is known to be of vaft advantage. 
When he plays at All-Fours, he can 
turn up a knave every time he deals. 
When he throws the dice, by taking one 
die lecretly in his Kand and rattling the 
other in tne box, he can make one die 
appea;- upon the table what he pltaies, 
and this is half-way towaids gaining the 
throw. In fliort, if he be well inflrufted 
by thefe people^ a fcoundrel can gain 
numberlcfs advantages at various gaitics, 
and elude all detedion. I have fcen 
Breflaw perform his tricks in a public 
room, and wa* highly aftoniftied at his 
dexterity : an ignorant and fuperftitious 
perfon might have conceived that he dealt 
with an invifible power. I fuppofe that 
the Egyptian Magicians muft have been 
perfons of this chara6ler, and that for- 
tune-teliing, conjuring, lleight-of-hand, 
and magic, all arole fiom thefe crafty 
and impofing people. 

A Gaming Table has a great tendency 
to produce the moft dangerous quairels, 
even among friends. It is certainly ex- 
pcfted in polite circles, that the greateft 
temper Oiould be obicrved in winning and 
loling ; and there are fome who part 
with their money in gaming with the 

freateft apparent calmnefs, like the 
partan boy who faid nothing thougl^ the 
concealed fox was eating into his flefh ; 
'but ftill we find, among Gamefters of all 
conditions, dilputes or duels. In ihort. 
Gaming has hiicd the world with tra- 
gedies i for not only duelling but luicide 
in high life, and robber/ in lower life, 
are ottcn the confequences of this fatal 
paflion. Among thenumbcrlefs vi6liras 
to this vite, ve may mention Mifs Brad- 
dock, the daughter of the brave but 
unfortunate General Braddock, who loft 
his life near Fort Pitt in America. She 
was bequeathevl by her father, as well as 
one other iKier, 5,000 pounds, with the 
benefit of lurvivorihip to either child. 
Mils Braddock, the objeft of our con- 
fideration, became poflTeffed of ten thou-^ 
land pounds fterling, upon the death of 
ller iiftcr: /he was handlbme, accom- 
plished, had a pleafing turn for poetry, 
was fiill of fenfibility and humanity i 
^e poffel&d, as every young lady ftiould 



poflTcfs, an elegance tn^ a Cm^ity olf^ 
manners : her chaftity had not met Witk 
the leaft fufpicion : (he was ftrong m 
that department of chara^cr whtrc hu. 
man nature is moft liable to fail, and 
feeble in another. Rum attacked her, 
in the words of the Poet, 

As a thief, bent to unheard the caA 

Of fomc rich Burgher, whofc fubftaitial 

doors, 
CroCi-barrMand bolted faft, fear no aflault^ 
In at the window climbs, or oer ^he ulcs. 

Thus favoured, thus admired, thtii 
qualified to give fome honeft man the 
lafting and delicious comtorts of matri- 
mony, Mifs Bi-addOck was introduced 
into the firft circles. It was among 
fome Jadies of high rank at Bath, that 
fhe contrafted, through a falfe prepof- 
feilion, a habit of Gaming. I Tajr 
through a fallc prcpoflfcflion, though I 
am no Democrat. I am an advocate for 
Nobility being refpe^dd, but not hcing 
fervilely imitated in what is wrong. 
Mifs Braddock bein^ ignorant of play, 
and being confiifed from baftifulnefs as 
well as inexperience, here foon left her 
fortune : being peftered, in confequcnce, 
continually, wherever (he went, with a 
Dun (whom Dr. Johnfon emphatically 
defines " a clamorous and importunate 
creditor'*), ftie became unhappy, im- 
patient, defperatc. One fatal night, 
after fhe had retired to her chamber and 
dilmifled her maid, fhe took the girdle 
that file often wore round her waift, and 
mounting a chair, fhe fattened the girdle 
round her neck, and fixed it at the top 
of the door before Ihe fhut it clofe : (he 
in thi^ manner contrived a gaflows for 
hcrfcif^, by kicking avray the chair. 
This evidently appeared to be the cale 
to thofe who firft broke into her chamber 
the fucceeding morning. O ignominious, 
horrible, and dccurfed end of beauty, 
elegance, talents, and humanity! It is 
painful to think of this end, yet it is 
vftful^ that the young and undcfigning 
niav be warned. 

\X. feems to be onr duty to rcfift the 
leaft inclination to Gaming \ «s a pru- 
dent man would not wifti to lofe his own 
money, and an honeft man Ihould not 
wifh to gain improperly the money of 
others. A religious man ftioyld confider 
^hat Gaming is a dirca violation of tie 
Commandment which fays, « Thou /halt 
not covet any thing that is thy neigh- 
bour's.'* 
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»rROUGH Mr. Burke, by the death 
*• of his elder brother, was to have 
fucceeded to a very comfortajjlc patri- 
mony, ytt, as his father was living, and 
hid other children, it could not be fup- 
poftd that his nllowance was very ample. 
Thi« urged him to draw upon his genius 
for the deficiency of fortune ; and lucky 
it wat for himlelf, and ufeful to the 
vorid, that he was placed in thole cir- 
cumi^ances ; as otherwifc we (hould, in 
all likelihood, be deprived of his literary 
effon«, 2nd coniequently of fomc of the 
befl models of writing in our language. 

What wal his nrft produ6(ion we 
tsnnot cxadly ftate ; we have been in- 
f<»med, and on iefpe5lable authority, that 
it was a Poem, and that it was unfuc- 
cefsful. This may feem paradoxical to 
fomc, confidering the extent and variety 
of Kit talents, and above all \^t copious 
imagery with which his fubfequent works 
*i3d ipecchei abound ; but hiftory, and 
t cWr obfervatioD on mankind, will 
^urntih us with many cafes in point : 
Cicero, amongtt a crowd of others, (lands 
prominent in this predicarhcnt, who, 
though by far the nneft orator of his 
thne, as well as one of the fineft writers, 
y«» in ambitioning to be a poet, de- 
parted trom the truth oi his great abi- 
iitirt; and, on this ground onlyf fubje^cd 
bimicif to the ridicule of his cotem- 
poraries and posterity. 

But Mr. Burke's firft known publi* 
cation was a work of much greater con- 
^oence, not only when we cenfider it as 
a work of fancy, but as an imitation of 
ao original of whom even hope defpaired' 
«f feeing fo well paralleled j what we 
aHnde to is the well-known pamphlet, 
«ukJed, «* A Vindication of Natural 
Society," for fome time fuppofed to be 
a pofthumous work of the late Henry 
l^id Bolingbroke. To affume the ftyle 
aad character oi fuch a writer, who had 
{«llcd throueb all the high gradations of 
official knowledge for near half a century ; 
a fine (choiar, ^ moft ready and eloquent 
%eakcr, as well as the fublimeft and moft 
nervous writer of his time ; was perhaps 
one of the boldeft attempts ever under- 
taken; particularly, when it is con- 
fidered by whom f — By a young man, a 
Granger to the manners* hjiotuii and coJ« 



lege connexions of the literati of thit 
country j who could have no near view 
of the great character he imitated, anrf ' 
vvhofe time of lite would not permit of 
thofe long and gradual experiments by 
which excellence of any kind is to be 
obtained : but great and extraordinary 
minds have a conicioufnefs of their own 
ftrenffth, which is their beft and trueft 
adviler. Burke felt hinjfelf equal to the 
tafk, and like the prefent Minifter who, 
very nearly at the fame age, faid *< he 
wpuld accept of no fubordinateiituation 
in Government," they both proclaimed 
to the world that << they were no vain 
boafters; ,but that they each had that 
witnefs within them," which were to be 
the heralds of their future fame. 

When this publication fiHt appeared, 
almoft every body received it as the 
pofthumous work of Lord Bolingbroke ; 
and fo far from being looked upon a« 
one of thofe hady iketches of his youth, 
or the gleanings of old age, it was praifed 
up to the ftandard of his beft writing. 
The critics knew the turn of his pei'iuds | 
his ftyle ; his phrafes \ and, above all, 
the matchlefs dexterity of his metaphy- 
fical pen ; and, amongft. thefe, nobody 
diftinguiftied himfelf more than the lately, 
departed Veteran of the Stage, Charlet 
Macklin ; #ho, with the pamphlet in his 
hand, ufed frequently to exclaim at the 
Grecian Coffee- houfe (where he gave a 
kind of literary law to the young 
Templars at that time), «* Oh! by 
G— d. Sir, this muft be Harry Boling- 
broke ; I know him by his cloven foot T* 

In ftiort, fuch was the general turn 
(even amongft the beft critics) for think- 
ing it a produ6tion of Lord Bolingbroke' s, 
that the late Earl of Chefterfieid, who fo 
intimately knew the noble Lord, and has 
drawn fuch a mafterly and refemblin^ 
portrait of him in his letters, confefTed 
that he was for fome time deceived on 
this point : and a ftill better j\Klge, 
Bifhop Waiburton, was at firft fo much 
deceived as to exclaim to a friend, *' Vou 
fee, Sir, the fellow*s principles } they 
now come out in a fiill blaze. * 

*' A Philofophical Inquiry into the 
Origin of our Ideas on the Sublime and 
Beautiful," viras the next produAion of 
hi. pen, which ^iefU^8^'J* 
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T/ho had the leaft pre-tcnfions to taftc or 
fciencc. Bclicie poUefling novelty of opi- 
nion in many particulars, this book at- 
tracted by itg fivie aod ingenutty of 
Tcafoning; every body read it j and even 
tholie who could not aflent to many of 
the general principles, conottrred 111 
praiAng die Author for talents of a rery 
«xti:aordinary kind. A critic ifra on it> 
. fticribed to Johnfon, but really wiitten by 
Mr. Murphy, coxKhides in the following 
Xtiaoner : 

** Upon the whole, though we think 
the 'Author of tb« piece miftaken ^ in 
Juany of his fundamental principles, and 
tlCo in hia dedu^lioBs from tiiera, yet we 
muft fay, we have read his book with 
pleafure. He has certainly employed 
much thinking: there are many inge- 
nious and elegant remarks which, though 
they do not enforce or improve his firft 
]»ohtion, yet, confidering tlieni detached 
irom his fyiiem, they are new and juft. 
And we cannot difmifs this article with- 
^ out recommending a perulal of the book 
to ail our readers, as we think they vill 
be rccompcnlijd by a great deal of ienti- 
nicnt, pcrlpicuous, elegant, and bar- 
anon ious ftyie, in many pafiages both 
Jkblim^ and beautiful T^ 

The celebrity oJF fuch works foon made 
Burke known to the literati j araongft 
whom were the late George Lord Lyttel- 
ton, the Right Honourable William 
Gerard Hamilton, the preicnt Archbifliop 
of York, and many other refpeftable 
characters, who v?erc proud to patronize 
a young man of fuch' good .private cba- 
raaer, and fuch very dittinguilhed ta- 
Jcnts. It was in confequence of thefe 
connections that we foon after find Mr. 
Burke in the fuite of the Earl of Halifax, ' 
appointed Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, 
O(^lober 1761. Hci^, by his talents, as 
well as by his convivial and agreeable 
manners, he made himlclf not only ufcful 
at the Caftle, but rcnew^ and formed 
feverai other refpe<5lable acquaintances. 

Before he lett Ireland he had a penfioYi 
fettled on him, on that cdabliihment, of 
' tivo burtiired pounds per year, which was 
faiJ to be obtained through the intereft 
©f the Right Honourable William Ge- 
lard Hamilton, the official Secretary to 
the Lord Lieutenant. Report iaid at 
the fame time, that Mr. Burke had 
obliged Mr. Hamilton in turn, by 
vrttmg that celebrated fpeech for him, 
which (as he had never afterwards fpokcn 
ant.thtr of iuch confcquencr) dubbed hihi 
^ fhrc\ gh life with the name of " Single 



Speech Hamilton." This, however, w6 
only give as a report, talked of in the 
better circles of that day ; though nercr, 
we Mieve, cjtber formally cr impliedly 
contradicted, by Mr. HamiUon*s fubfe^ 
quent fpeeckes or writings. 

The connexion between thefe Gentle- 
men did not WSi very long ; for a few 
years afterward s^ on fome political con- 
tcit, Mr. Hamilton telling Mr. Burke, 
as coarfely as 'twas unfounded, ." that he 
took him from a garret," the Utter very 
neatly and fpiritwily replied, " Then, 
Sir, by your own confcfHon, 'twas I that 
defctndrd to know you." — He at the 
fame time flung up his penfion j and a 
coolnels, we believe, ever after fubfiibd 
between them. 

Previoufly to Mr. Burke's letting out 
for Ireland, he married a Mils Nugent, 
daughter of Dr. Chriftophcr Nugent, 1 
very refpeaablc Phy fician fettled at Bath j 
antl no lefs eminent for fltill in his pre- 
feflion than for his general learning, 
great integrity, and amiable miimeri. 
As affc^lion was the foundation of this 
union, fo it was the happy cement of it 
to the end of his lil'e ; as none, even in 
the moft retired and humble ftatioitti 
sou Id give greater inRances of conjag»I 
happineU: and let this be a proof, 
araongft many others, as well as in 
example, that nothing is fb likely to 
fwecten the cup of human mifery as a 
pure and well regulated afFe^ion: it is 
the iinefit fenlation of palTion } thchighcft 
order of friendihip j and the ^1^' 
manent propchy in marriage, which 
neither ficknels n«r poverty can deprcft \ 
and which, perhaps, death only can in- 
terrupt, not finally to do away. But let 
us hear this great man himfdf on the 
fubjc6l, who has often declared to hif 
intimate friends, «« That in all the 
anxious moments of his public life, every 
care vanifhcd when he entered his own 
roofr' 

Mr. Burke's fame as a writer vas 
now eftablifhcd j ami what added another 
wreath to this fbaraaer were fome 
pamphlets written before the Peace of 
1763. Thefe introduced hira to the ac 
Quaintance of the late Mr. Fitzhcrbert, 
lather of the prefcnt Lord St. Hekns j 
a Gentleman who eftecmed and protcaed 
men of letters ; and who poffcfied, with 
a confidcrable Ihare of elegant knowledge, 
talents for converfation which were very 
rarely equalled. Through the medium 
of Mr. Fitzherbcrt he became acquainted 
vriih the late Marquis of Rockingh^n 
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aii tbe late Lord Vemej^ erents which 
opoed the ftrit gi^t dawn of Mr. 
Barke*5 poHtical life. 

SooD altvr his acquaintance with Lord 
KcckinghaiDy a circumftance took place 
^hth gave tiiis Nobleman an opportu- 
nity to draw^ forth as well as reward the 
takms of- his Protege j —The Adnii- 
Miration formed in 176^, under the 
Hcoourabie George GrenviUe (or rather 
under the private influence of Lord Bute) 
^ctog in a tottering fituation, in conie- ' 
futnce of Tome dilagreemenu about the 
^fncf Bilii and tbe unpopularity they 
^alced in the commotions cauled by 
^ke condu^ of the journeymen iilk- 
•wnrs, his Majeliy, through the re- 
coBiaendation of his uncle, William 
Bake of Ctmberland, thought proper to 
apDoint a new Miniftry, of which the 
foflewiAg were the principal arrange- 
ments :_His Grace the Duke of Grafton 
aod the late Fidd-Mar/hal Conway, Se- 
nttaries of State ; Charles Marquis of 
i^Qckingham, Firft Lord of the Treafury j 
Mr. DowdefweU, Chancellor and Under-, 
Treafurerof the Exchec^uer, &c. t ahnoii 
all tbe other great ofiKes of i^te were 
'iiled with new men ^ except that of Lord 
^nyy Seal, which was conferred on the 
oki Dake of NewcaiHe, as a place of ea(e 
foitahle to his yeai-s, and yet of honour 
and coniidence (the things of which his 
Grace ever appeared moft ambitious), 
Tnficient to reward his early and conftant 
Services to the Royal Family, and in 
them to tbe BritiAi Dominions. 

In this arrangement, which took place 
in 1765, Mr| "Burke was appointed 
private Secretary to the Marquis of 
Kockingham $ and foon after, through 
tkeiatei^ft of Lord Verney, returned as 
wjcof thcRcprclentativcs in Parliament 
far the Borough of Wendover, in Buck- 
ifighamOiire. 

The introduflion of (o fine a writer as 
Mr. Burke into Parliament, for the pur- 
p o fef of giving his aid to Miniftry^ was 
aoc altogether a projefl fo fure of fuc- 
orfdJBg as the world generally imagines : 
the ek^ocBce of the ^en and tcngue are 
*ery dUferent talents j nay, even the 
clautioH of th« Bar and the Senate di- 
I'Wi 61 widely, that many examples 
5ottId be^given of peribns much celebrated 
xft the former who- have ihrunk from their 
c^fcbrity in the Senate ; nor is this, when 
pwperly confidcred, much to be wondered 
s^ the (pecies of elocution in both are 
*i«»u»l $ and that laborious ftudy which 
ts oeccilary to acquire the detail and 
nkutis •! itaitfirs lod knv csfes in the 



Courts beloyir, ts much better fupplted 
in the Senate by a general conftitutional 
knowledge, and an intimate acquaintance 
with the rules and orders of the Houfe. 
Burke, however, had the fing^iar felicity 
of joinhig to the chara^er of an elegant 
writer that of an eloquent fpeakcr ; nor 
did his talents wait for the flow pro« 
greifive hand of time to unfold them, as . 
the very firlt i'peech hfe made, *« on the 
impolicy of taxing the Colonies," wa« 
fo much admired for its fpirit, ob^ 
fervation, and oratory, that the late Lord 
Chatham, who immediately followed 
him in the debate, faid, <* he fhould not 
TO any fiirther into the detail of the bu- 
hnefs, as that yoimg Member (alluding' 
to Burke) had fo forcibly and eloquently 
anticipated every thing be had to ofter 
on the fubjeft.'* 

This eulogium> with the rcfpc£^able 
fituation he held in a MiniRry beginning 
to be very popular, together with the 
confidence and friendship of the Firft 
Lord of the Treafury, were flattering 
prefages of his rifm? greatnefs in the 
State f but the fea ot politics is a very 
uncertain ocean, which often allures the 
VDung adventurer with the profpe^ of a 
happy and profperous voyaee, merely to 
fhew him the raihnefs of all anticipated 
pleafui^s. 

The Kockinghara Adminiftration (ar 
it has been called) being formed under 
the mediation of the Duke of Cumber- 
land, caught its firit fy mptom of decay 
on the death of, that Pnnce. On the 
31ft of Oftober 1765, 'whilft his Royal 
Highnels was preparing to aflilt at one» 
of thole Councils frequently held, to 
arrange matters in a way of bcingf more 
fpcediiy difpatched by the Privy Coun- 
cil, he wa8» ieized with a fuddcn lUforder, 
of which he had Ibmc fymptoms tho 
evening before, and in a fit of (hivering 
funk fenfelci's, alraolt inftantaneouUy, iii 
the arms of the Earl of Albemarle. 
This was a great blow to the Adnii- 
ni(lration, as it not only deprived them 
o( his Royal Highnefs's abilities (which 
were greater than the world generally 
gave him credit for), but as it likewiJ* 
deprived tlicm of an advocate, who, trcn\ 
his near conn«;^ion with the throne, coi: )d 
check the influence of Lord Bute, who 
was fuppofed to take a private lead in all 
the grea,t aitairs of flare. 

The Parliament, however, opened in 
December 1765, niKlcr their aufpices, 
with tolerable eclat, when they introduced 
many falutary and popular a6^s; but 
what rendered this Admiiii&ation itill 
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more dlftingtiUhed was the Bill for the 
total re^eul of the S^amp Aiit brought 
in during the Ipring of the eniulng year. 
The diicuflion on this Bill drew out the 
whole abilities of the country ; and the 
Mniverl'al joy its paiTing fpread through 
the majority of the Nation it fo well ex- 
prefled by Mr. Burke himfelf, that we 
^hali make no apology for tranfcribing 
bit fublime and powerful defcription : 

"I remember, Sir (addrcfling himfelf 
to the Speaker), with a melancholy 
pleafure the lituation of the Honourable 
Gentleman (the late Ficld-MarHial Con- 
way) who made the motion for the repoal 
of the Stamp Afl. In that crifis, when 
the whole trading intertil of this Empire, 
crammed into your lobbies with a 
trembling and anxiout expectation, 
waited, almoft to a winter''s return of. 
light, their fate from j^our refelutions. 
When, at length you had determined in 
their favour, and your doors thrown 
open (hewed them the figure of their 
deliverer in the weU-camed triumph of 
his irapocti^it viftory, from the whole of 
that grave multitude there arofe^an in- 
voluntary burft of gratitude and tranfpbrt. 
They jumped upon him like children on 
a long abicnt father : they clung about 
him as captives about their redeemer : 
all England, all America joined in hi« 
applauie : nor did he feem infenfible to 
the bell of all earthly rewards, the love 
ai.id admiration of his fellow-citizens fj 
hope cirvaiedf and joy btigbuned bis 
cr(jl : 1 Hood near him, and his face, to 
ufe the expreflion of the fcripture of the 
£rft Martyr, * his face v^s as if it had 
been the face of an angel.* I do not 
know how othei s feel j but if I had ftood 
in that fituation, I never would have 
exchanged it for all that Kings in their 
profuiion could bellow." — f^ide Mr, 
Burkr's Speech ^ 19/A April 1774., 4/0. Ed, 

But notwithdanding the eclat which 
this a6l gave the new Miniftry, followed 
up by Ibnie other afts and refolutions * 
which tended in fome degree either to 
render the burdens of the people eafier to 
be borne, or to lecure the liberty of their 
perfons, a fudden and unexpc»5led change 
took place immediately after the clofe of 
this leflionj for on the 30th July, the 
Ikme yeai', the following arrangtments 
were announced : The Duke of Grafton 
Firft Lord of the Treafury, in tiie room 
of the Marcjuis of Rockingham 5 the 
V Earl of Shclbume (fince Marquis of 
Lanfdowne) Sccretar)r of State, in the 
room of the Duke of Richrapnd j Lord 



Camden Lord High Chancellor, hi tbe 
room of Lord Nortkington \ the Right 
Honourable Charles TownAend Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, in the room of 
the Right Honomrable William Dowdef* 
well ; and the Right Honourable y^il- 
liam Pitt (created ibme days before Earl 
of. Chatham) Lord Privy Seal, &c. 
This change created a conlidcrable deal 
of political commotion \ and the public 
papers and pamphlets of that day turned 
their fatireagainft the newly-created Earl 
of Chatham: they charged him with 
weakening and dividing an intereft which 
the public widied to be fupported \ and 
lendmg his great name and avthority to 
perfons who were fuppofcd to be of a 
.party which had been long held to be 
obnoxious to the whig intereH of the 
country. 

Though thefe charges wcit afterwards 
fully refuted by the iubfequent condud 
of the noble Earl, the late Miniilry were 
entitled to their fliare of praife, not only 
for being very aftive in promoting the 
general interells of the State by fevcral 
popular afts and refolutions, but by their 
uncommon difinureftedmfs i at they 
/hewed, upon quitting their places, that 
they retired without a place, pcnfjoB, or 
reverfion, fecured to themfelves or their 
friends. This was a flrokc which the 
private fortune of Mr. Burke could ill 
bear ; but he bad the honour of hcing a 
Member of a virtuous Adminiftiaiion i 
he had the opportunity of opening his 
great political talents to the public ; and, 
above all, of (hewing to a number of il- 
luftrious friends (and in particular the 
Marquis of Buckingham) his manjr pri- 
vate virtues and amiable qualities, joined 
to a reach of mind fcaixely equalled by 
any of his cotcmporaries. 
. In July 1766, Mr. Burke, finding 
himfelf difengaged from political bufmers, 
vifited Ireland after an abfence of many 
years 5 and here he renewed many of thofc 
pleaCngfriendfliips and connexions which 
engag^ the attention of his younger 
days, always rendered ftill more pletfing 
by the profpeft of a rifmg fortune, ind 
a capacity of doing good to thofe we 
love and eftetra. He returned to England 
towards the clofe of the year 5 and, find- 
ing a ftronc oppofition formed againft 
the Duke of Grafton, wlio was Tapping 
tlie fpirit and force of thofc refolutions 
palfcd under the late Adminiltration, he 
threw himfelf into the forcinolt ran^s, 
and there loon (hewed what a formidable 
adverlary he was Jikely to be.

4 eniue to animals that breathe at- 
M^pheric air deprived of its oxigenoys 
mcapley or that receive into their 
nmadis thole fubftances which contain 
k other at their baie or as a principal 
iigndieat (under fome particular modi- 
iut6my^ tt appears to me to be the 
Mnyine principle in all thofe poifons

HhyJ Bg^tken fotir frogs, I made sB- 
iMv into ^ mufenlar fubftance of 
tak b€ Asdii into oae I inje^ed two 
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drops of a ftrong decoftton of tobacco | 
into the fecond, I inje^ed half a grain of 
the folution of ammoniac -, into the thiidf 
I injcfted the tenth part of a grain o\ 
opitim in folution ; the fourth I caufc 
to be ftung by an enraged wafp ; the 
three iirft expired in the courfe of font 
minutes ; tne bft in lefs than feven 
minutes. On opening them, I found 
the blood in the ventricles of the heart 
lefs florid than ufual $ and the mulcular 
fublUnce, on the application of zinc and 
Jilnjet, in a great meafure to have loft its 
irritability. Barthollet has (hewn, in a 
Memoir of the Academy at Paris, that 
1 000 parts of ammoniac, by decompofition, 
contains 807 parts of Szote, and ^93 of 
hydrogine. The fait of tartar thrown 
into the circulating fyftem of a cat, iik 
the fmall quantity of a quarter of a grain, 
kills like the ftroke of lightning. Ii4r. 
Haflfenfratx has ftiewn by experiments, 
that azote enters largely into the com* 
portion of that Aibftance. 

EXPERIMENT THE THIRB. 
• I took four young puppies : into the 
Jugular vein of one, I injewed four drops 
of ihe deco^ion of white hellebore ; int^ 
the fecond, I injeAed four drops of the 
digitalis ; into the third, I inje6^ed one 
grain of the fait of urine diflblved in 
water j the fourth I caufed to be ftung 
by two wafps : the firft died almoft in* 
ftantaneoufly ; the fecond and third b^ 
lefs than five minutes ; the fourth re* 
covered with great diflBculty, and fecmcd 
to throw off the difeale by foaming it 
the mouth. * 

EXPERIMENT THE FOtTRTH. 

I caufed a number of earth-worms to 
be ftung by bees, ants, and other inle£^Sp 
which always killed them immediaitrfy ) 
and feemed to a£l on them in the iane 
manner as the deco^ion of the poilonouk 
plants, the laurel, tobacco, opium, Bcc. 
This cfteft is aftonifliing in thefe ani* 
mals, which, when cut into pieces with 
the knife, ftill retai|| their irriubility for 
tnany hours, or even days. 

All poifonous plants with which we 
are acqiiainted fcem to a^ in th^ i'ame 
manner when inje6led into the cirailatin|f 
fVfttm of aniittds s ytt>(frGn& the .nattif( 
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and conftrudion 6f the ftomich of fome 
animali, tkef are eaten with impxmity t 
^oati will grow fat upon euphorbiumy 
and fwine upon henbape, &c. The 
Abb^ Fontana hat ihewn bY his expe- 
rina^tsy that the poifon.of tne Ticunas, 
fuppofed to be a vegetable fubtiance, 
may be taken into the ftomach, to the 
quantity of fome grains, without hurt $ 
yet the fmalleft quantity taken into the 
circulating fyftem is inftantaneous death. 
With this poifon, the inhabitants of the 
banks of the river Amazons are faid to 
poifon their arrows. Not only the 
infpiflated juice of poifonous plants if 
uled by favaee nations to potion their 
arrows and darts, but it is known that 
putrid flejb is ulcd for the fame purpofe, 
and from the fame principle, even to this 
day. The Athenians ufed the water 
hemlock to poifon their date criminals : 
the executioner defired Socrates not to 
talk fo much to his friends, as it would 
prevent the poifon firom, operating as it 
ihould do. (8ee Petit^s Mifcellaneous 
Obfervations.) Phocion, finding that 
the executioner had not enough of poifon, 
gave him money to buy moi-e, obferving 
iaceti^fly, that the Athenians were 
obliged even to pay ibr their death. (Sec 
Plutarch's Lives.) The celebrated poi- 
fonous tree of Java, called in the Malayan 
tongue ** Bohun Upas,*' by giving out 
this de{lru6tive principle in the ^feous 
Ihite, may prove fatal to vegetation, or 
to am'iuals which come too near it. Al- 
fliough X believe the terrible accounts of 
this tree have been much exaggerated by 
travellers (See a Paper in the Batavian 
Society at Rotterdam, by Dr» Holft) 
wherem he endeavours to confute a very 
curious account of the Bohun Upas, by 
J'ocrch) 5 yet this is in fome degree thi 
cife£l af poifonous plants with which wt 
are better acquainted \ not only prevent- 
' Inc: vegetation, but proving fatal to 
ammals which happen to fill afleep un- 
der their ihade. The fenHtive plant 
items evidently affe^led when brought 
near fome of thefe plants, as alio with 
file fumes of tobacco, and the volatil 
^kali. The juice of the Upas lerves, 
Whqi tnrpilTated, to poifon the aiTows of 
the natives wheif it grows j but it is a 
moll melanchuly inftrument in the hancU 
^f their tyrannic Princes. 

That Ibrae vegetables do not contain 
azote in their compofition is certain) 
jbut it is very evident in others, as in 
many of the genus of T'yiradinamta of 
Xinmeus. This may be felt by their very 
jiungent quality, as well aa from their 



entering fo eafily intt a ftate of ptitiv« 
ia^live fermcntatloii, and giving ovi 
large quantities of atote, either by itfelf 
or united with hydrogene in the gaftout 
form, as raajr be felt by eyes and nofe. 
In the vegetable form we nfe note daily^ 
either through pleafure or from neccffitjr. 
In cold climates, tobacco is n«w uni'^ 
verfal, either taken into the ftomach or 
appli«i to the olfaftory nerves. Opium 
is very general in the warm countries of 
the Eait: the Turks^ take it, to the 
quantity of two drams at a time, with- 
out any inconvenience : the porters at 
Surat (See Grofe) take it to the quantity 
of an ounce at a time, and they find it 
increafes their ftrength, and aflub thedr 
in going through more bboor: it is 
allowed plentifully to the foldicry, and 
is laid to infpire them with a furious and 
undaunted courage.^ But to thbfe who 
accuftom themfelves to take it (fir* per- 
haps throuffh plea^ire} for, as if by 
fome heavoiSy magic, it is found to lull 
the fenfes into a nioft plealing forgct- 
fiilnefs of all our cares, and to affu^ 
the moft excruciating pains which sffcft 
the human body, and here it is a bkmng 
to mankind) for any length of time, they 
are fure to experience its baneful effefti s 
from time to time they are feiicd wiA J 
moft dejefied languor both of body ana 
blind, until the ufual and welcome defc 
isre|>eateds their conftitutions *>«^^ 
emaciated, and have evwv appearanccot 
a premature and decrepid old ajc, and 
too often fmk under the firft ftock of 
difeafe.

the feet, &c. It is found to aft differently 
on diiferent conftitutions j and, in tte 
fame conftitution, when in health and 
when under difcaifes I have fccn a chiW 
thrown into moft violent convuliions by 
taking only two drops of laudanum ; 3>^ 
a man, after one grain of digitalis, has 
fcarcely recovei-cd. This difference in 
the operation of poifons may depend on 
the different degrees of irritability in the 
different conftitutions. Prom the diffi- 
culty of difcovering the conftitoeBt 
principles of animal aM vegetable poifoot 
by chemical decomposition, the foregoing 
hypothecs may be tound enroneous ; yr^ 
from the uniformity of nature, from the

The violent pains which take place in, 
the beginning of fev^, the fpafmodic 
contraaion over the whole body, and the 
great ienfation of cold fucceeded by a 
burning heat, feems to indicate this 
fubllance for a primary caufe: we find 
the plagup too often ariung in thofe wann 
eountries; and where the rivers, after 
fubfiding, leave vaft quantities of animaj 
;ind vegetable fubftanpes (o piitrify, and 

five out this mepbitis^ which, not bemg 
ifperfed by thp winds, fit^ thp atmo- 
fphere to continue t\\]9 difpaip whenever 
it begins, or perhapii begets the difeafe 
kfelt. Gfo^ymg vegetable? arc, during 
the day-time, iound tq purify the at- 
mojfphere, efpecially in thf fun (Se^ 
jngenhauzen's Experiment^) j by giving 
out empyreal air in great quantities du-* 
ring the^ night-time, pcrl)ap8 they abforb 
it, as many tender people cannot flcep, 
with them jn their bed-rooms. We have 
had injlianpes of whole iflands becoming^ 
uninhabitable, from the cutting down of 
the wo^ : the Dutch, who wanted to en- 
hance the price of cloves ip i^e EaJ% 
Indies, cut down all t^e clove treps ia 
the ifland of Tcmatl,, and the place be-r 
came ^Imoft uninhabitable from its un* 
healthinefs. From the fame principle, 
plagues have followed after great battlcst 
and where the (lain have remained un» 
buried : the plague is never known to 
continue long, but under fome particular 
conftitution of the atmofphere j ^nd this 
mqlt have been the cafe when it rofe in 
the kingdom of Cathay as from the 
ground, in the form of a mineral exha* 
lation, axid continued its horrible defo* 
lation through all Europe. The porters 
who were employed in op^nin^ the bale 
goods in the Laz^retta at Marlejlles were 
jjilled by the infeftion of the plague aa 
from a ttroke of lightning. The plaguy 
tenhinates like the fmall-poi^, the mat-' 
ter being thrown out upon the fkin ^ 
while in other fevers it is thrown out in 
krge phlegmons in various part# of th# 
body. We have no way of accounting 
fbr why the fmall-pox mould often be 
endemic, and of a more malignant nature 
at on? time than at other times, unlets by 
fuppofing the conflitution of the air to 
have the power of altering the habit of 

body, fo as to render it more liable to. 

receive the infe^ion, and confequently 

lefs able to throw it off j therefore, cWU 
dren (hould be inoculated on the firft 

appearaace of the dilirafca or befqre. 
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their conftituttons have fuffiered from the 
irate of the atmorphcrc. 

The azote, unaet Tome particular mo- 
dification, may be the caufe of hydro- 
phobia in dogs : they are ever fond of . 
eating, and haunting about places where 
there are animal fubllances in a date of 
putrcfa^lion. Dogs are found to perf|)ire 
little or not at all by the (kin ; therefore 
the difeafe, not being able to terminate 
itfelf that way,^ is carried to the falivary 
glands, and inflames them to fuch a 
acgrec of irritability, that when the ani- 
maf, parched up with thirft, attempts to 
drink, by the irritation of the water it is 
thrown mto violent convulfions ; and, 
from the remembrance of the acute pain, 
jt ever after turns firom it with fiprror i 
Jb^rtce the dip aft takes its name. The 
animal, as if actuated by nature, fets out 
a-running, and generally continues till it 
drops dc.wn dead, befere the difeafe is 
thrown off by the glands or other eva- 
cuation. 

If the fting of the tarantula was ever 
cured by mufic, it was certainly by the 
mufic exciting the perfon to get up and 
dance till he was covered with fweat. 
• Under the fame principle, fome modifi- 
cation of this fubftance may conilitute 
the 'uenneal virus. 

This fubje^l being fufficiently known 
Slight aiTift us in finding out by expe- 
riment fome remedy in nature, whiph, 
by combining with or decompofing this 
fubftance in whatever ftate or combination 
It (hould find it, in j and thereby render 
it Icfs deftruftive to life. We know that 
vinegar, taken into the ftomach, after 
cpium, in a great meafure deftroys its 
Cffcfts : the vitriolic acid mixed with the 
poifon of fcrpcnts renders it much lefs 
dangerous (Sec Fontana) : the thieves' 
vinegar was found infollible in preventing 
Ae plague to certain perfon s who uied it 
at Marieilles, and thereby were enabled 
to go about and plunder th^ houfes of 
the inhabitants j but were pardoned on 
difcovcrin^ by what means they avoided 
the infeftion ; it was therefore' called 
thieves' vinegar. 

Vinegar is found a preventive to the 
infeftion in all fevers; and 'is much ufcd 
in ho/pitals and the holds of fliips, where 
there is dangtr of the infedion fpreading; 
When tbe habit is emaciated after long 
voyages, bad focd^ or breathing confined 
irfr, vegetable acids are found the only 
ctrtain rcmtdv we know of; and a veiy 
ftw dlys on more, after a long voyage, 
peyer fails to reftore the ihip's crew to 
Aeir priftfnc Vigour. Acids thcmiclTf s. 



9M a topical appUc«tion, may be t«ployt4 
where perfons have been ftung by ve- 
nomous animals : it it conunon in tho 
country for perfons who have been itung 
by bees, wafps, or even nettles, to nib 
the parts immediately with the leaves of 
forrel or other acid vegetable; ^mi I 
have known vinegar applied to gonorrhea 
and chancres with good cficft. In the 
hot countries, where people are daily bit 
by ferpents and other poifonous iiue^Sf 
they rub the part immediately with £dii^ 
acid vegetable; but the moft el^^^hyl 
remedy leems t6 be fucking; the part with 
their mouths, as the poiion only is daa- 
gerous when carried into the circulating 
iyftem : the Mar it and P^///, brouj^ 
to Rome from Africa, were famous fi>c 
this kind of remedy. 

It is a curious^ remark^ that icrpeott 
inff/tft.^ but aie not ieen to expire ; per* 
haps the phlogifticated air, which ihoiii4 
be thrown out by the trahea, &rves ia 
them^ to form the poifbn in thofe which 
are mortal from the bite ; and may ienre 
tu form that horrible foetor in thoie 
which are not poifonous by the bite: 
and to this we may afcribe that fafci- 
nating power fo curiouily defcribed b? 
travellers, and which ferves the animal 
to take its prey, or to defend it&lft 
the devoted animal, as affedled by fome 
convulitve ilupor, unable to extricate it* 
felf, grows weaker and weaker, till it at 
laft drops into the extended jaws of its 
deilroyer. Puti*efa£Uon is the immediate 
and common eife^ of the bite of the more 
dreadful ferpents : the perfon dies in 
moft violent convulfions, fucceeded by ^ 
total lofs of irritability. Mr. Williams, 
in a very ingenious paper in the Aliatic 
Rcfeaiches, recommends (as in cafes •( 
fufpended aninoation beiore-mentiooed) 
every (limulus that can roufe nature to 
ilruggle with the difeafe, and that vol. 
aik. was a moll efficacious applications 
according to Wolfe and Mead, it helpl 
to throw oif the etfe^s of laurel water^ 
and is efficacious even in hydrophobia* 

Kir. Bruce and Savary, in their ac- 
counts of Egypt, defcribo a common 
pra6Uce of charming ferpents, which it 
by rubbing their naked arms and bofbmi 
with fome fort of vegetable ; and, to the 
aftoniihment of traveller, they »p^f 
them to their ficin in every manner with ma« 
punity, and make a living by thepmftic© 
(See account of the Ceraftes of Linpscus, 
Edinb. Encyclopedia, the bite of which 
is attended with immediate putiefa^ion). 
The poifonous wind, called Samiel by 
Chardin, which is iAdautaneous death, 
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ioBBDcdiately |nt>duces putcefa^oQ in the 
tnyial : anid much rtlembles Ibtoe fymp- 
tcnw of the yellow fever, which evidently 
ftewed the cffca of this iiibiiance when 
jtakeD into the fyftein. 

From the expence, the tedionfnefs, and 
difficulties aribng from the great nicety 
^quired in chemical experiments, and 
icm the prefent infancy of that fcience, 
this fuhjeel would take much labour and 
patience fairly to invcftigate : from the 
coliiteral inferences, from the difficulties 
IP working aga^ old and popular pre* 



judiceS) few p(eople woujd undettake fo 

treat a labour : but it certainly wduM 
e agreatitep towards the claflingdikaie^ 
and rendering the cure more fimpie i iqr 
no i'cience w4) e^r make any great pro- 
grefs in the world, but in proportion am 
it is rendered iti^ intricate. A few yearn 
ago, chemiltry was fcarce known j but 
by the labour of the late inseniousFrenck

AN ACCOUNT 
MR. CHARLES MACKLIN. 



- PpHIS pcrlbn^ the acknowledged Father 
T' of the Stage, has at lait lubmitted to 
ktc I after a long life, paiTcd in much 
lurbulence, with many vicimtudes of 
fortune, amidll good and evil report, 
neither wholly blaraelefs, nor yet entirely 
without faults. To a man who has con- 
tributed fo mtich to the publie amuli:- 
^nt| fomc attention is due ; and, in the 
prcicnt cafe, it is more particularly ne- 
cei&ry, as. innumerable miftajces, both as 
to dates and fa£ts, iiave already deceived 
the leader of the prefent day 5 and, if 
V^ conre^ed, mu<l very much perplex 
^od embarrass the future Biographer. 
^ The arly part of Mr. Macklin's life 
|< iarolved in obfcurity % the time and 
place of his birth are equally unknown* 
|f his own account, as he fometimes gave 
U(fiH' be was not unifoi-m in his re- 
lation), may be depended on, . he wa« 
^Kxn in ihe North of Ireland j and, in 
M^c latter part of his life, he generally 
^^bted that he was a man ot the latt 
fentury. His name was originally 
Maciauchlinj his parents, it may be 
prtfumed, poor j and his education, ^f it 
per deferved fuch a name, very fcanty 
and ncgie£led. It has been confidently 
reported, that he waa unable to read ^ 



until he arrived at the age of forty yon% 
but to this calumny little credit i^ dues 
it is certain that he derived no affiiianoe 
from his tamily, and was entirely the 
archite6l of his own fortune. A late 
Irifti Judge frequently was heard to de- 
clare, that he remembered him a very ia- 
ferior fervant in Trinity College, Dublin | 
where hrwent of errands for the iellows 
and ftudents, and where the reward of 
his fcrviccs barely pr<|)cured him the ne- 
celfaries o^' life. To thofe who Were ac- 
quainted with the a£\ivity of his mind, 
it will not appear probable that he lon^^ 
continued in I'uch a degrading Htuation:: 
when he left it, how^ afterwards eoii. 
ployed himlelf, or what circumibincdi 
led him to the Stage, are all equalj^ 
unknown, and at this time impolTible t» 
recover by any enquiry. 

"Leaving therefore this obfcure interval 
In the uncertainty in which it is involved^ 
we (hall haftcn to that period of his life 
in which we are enabled to fpeak of hiai 
with more precifion. Between the age 
of twenty and thirty years he left IreUnd^ 
and travelled in various parts of England 
in (h-oUing parties, wltere little coukl be 
Jearnt, and a bare and fometiaies pre*- 
carious fubnitence only could be obtained*

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He CK^erifncfd all the miferiet incident 
to that ncglef^ed and delplfed fituation ; 
hnl being young, with a great ihare of 
•nimal fpirits, he frequentlv feme time 
•go declared, that the yfars ne had fpent 
^in this low ftate were not thofe In which 
lie had experienice4 ibe moft unhapfunefs. 

About the year 1715 he came to Lon- 
don, and wai engaged by Mr. Rich, at 
Lincohi^s* inn -fields playhoufc, where he 
f>erfbnned one feafon. The part he ap- 
peared iirft in (as he ufed to declsJre 
liimlelf) was that of Alcander in CBdinus \ 
Jn jvhich he fpoke with (o little et the 
^it tragic tone, that the Manajjer was 
pot fatisfied with him, and they foon 
parted. IJc thfn returned again to the 
country, and the firft notice we me^ 
with of him afterwards is on the i8th 
^8ept. 1730, when he performed at Lee 
and Harper's Great Booth, the Bowling 
Often, Southwark, for the benefit of 
Mr. Ray, the part of 6ir Charles Free- 
man }Xi The Stratagem 5 the part of 
Archer being reprefeqted by Mr. Chap- 
man: firom the triAingnefs of the cha- 
racter he performed, it may be concluded, 
as an a^or, he was not held' in much 
cftimation. In the winter of this yeaf 
he was again engaged at Lincoln's-inn- 
£eids ; and, a^ hb ufed to relate at a 
time his memory was not impaired, re- 
ceived the hrft marks of applaule from 
the public, in the fmall part of an Iriili 
evidence • in Fielding- s Comedy of Tluj 
CoAre-hqufe Politician, afVed in De- 
cember. From this time an acquaintance 
commenced between him and Fielding, 
which afterwards ripened into mtimacyl 

'He did not, however, long continue 
under Mr. Rich, but again rerumed into 
•the country, whtre he remained until the 
year 1753, when the revolt of the a6lor» 
from Drury Lane Theatre, under Mr. 
Hi^hmore, made it neceflary for the 
deierted Manager to call in the aid of a 
new fct of performers. Several were 
made trial of, but none with any fuccefs 
except Mr. Macklin, whofe firft ap- 
pearance was on the 31ft of Of^oberj 
^hcn, according to the play-bill of the 
day, he only attempted the part of Cap- 
tain Brazen in The Recruiting Officer, 
He afterwards performed Teague in The 
Committee, the drunken Colonel in The 
Intriguing Chambermaid^ and other cha- 
ncers j and on the day preceding the

On the reltoration of the oW perfbmien 
to their former mafter at Drury Laney 
they were re-cftablifhed in their cha- 
raders) and Mr. Macklin became no 
longer uicful ; he therefore iiTin^edi^itely 
joii^ a company haftily collefled by 
Henry Fielding, who took the vacant 
Haymarket Theatre, and performed in it 
Don Quixote in England, in which Vbf 
Macklin reprefenteathe Englifii Squire { 
but Fielding^s fuccefs was but fiiiall*. 
and his Tb^tre therefore waa foon (hut 
up. 

The feafon which commenced at Drury 
Lane in 1734 began upder the aufpicn 
of a new Manager, Mr. Fleetwood, am 
Mr. Macklin was engaged as a per* 
former. If is firft appearand -was on the 
sjd of September, In the charaAer or 
Poins in Henry IV. and from this time 
his eftimatton with the public and hi^ 
Manager continued gradually to rife. 
Griffin and Johnfon were #then old, and 
he became fucceifor to each of them m 
fuch chara^ers as he chofe to fele^i 
and the irregularity of young Cibber gave 
him the opportunity of pcrtbrraing iomt 
parts, as Lord Foppington, and which 
fie muft have h^n very unfit for f : a lift 
of thefe has been already printed In our 
Magazine for December i>9l« to which 
we' (hall refer the rei^der. But be(ides 
his exertions as an a^or, he was called 
upon to advife and aftift the Mana^ery 
who had Uttle knowlede;e of theatrtca) 
bufinefs. 

" The rptujtn of the ^pital aftors,'* 
fays Viftor J, " to their old well-ac- 
ciiftomed Theatre, made a very vifibl^ 
difference in the audiences, to the ad- 
vantage of the new Manager, whofe un* 
^ilfulnef^ in th^ bufin^fi^ of the ftagewta 
by that means the longper concealed ; but 
though he wa$ an entire ftranger to the 
art of theatrical navigation, he had ctm* 
ning enough to look out for a pilot. 
Theophilv^ Cibber fet out wi^ him, his 
^vourite and firft Minifter, but did not 
long continue in that high office \ the 
Manager had fenfe enough to find that 
he was an improper and dangerous roan* 
This Cibber (in the late difnutes) had 
written againft Gentl^ncn Manageni 
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With this demand Halhm did iiot rt^dlly 
comply, and mucH foul language^pa/I^ 
between them. At length Macklin* 
irritated at Hallam''8 non-compliancey 
and inflamed by the language which paffed 
between them, puflied at hmi with a ftick 
which he had in his band, without any 
aim, as it wais fuppofed, but unhappily 
with fatal efft^i, a$ it penetrated bit cy«» 
and he lit ed only untH^ the ^ next day. 
On his death Macklin abiconded, and did 
net take his trial until thie la^ of JDe. 
cember, when he iurrendered himlelf at 
the Old Bailey, and was found guilty of 
mandaughter. It apoeared by the evi- 
dence to be the reluit of a hafty fit of 
paHion, unpremeditated, and repented of 
as foon as done. On this occaiion, Mr«^ 
Rich, Mr. Fleetwood, Mr. Quin, Mr. 
Ryan, Mr.ThompIon, Mr. Mills, and- 
fcvcral others, appeared to his character i 
and teftiHed th^t he was a man of a quiet 
and peaceable difpofition. It ,was not 
.until the 31ft of January 1736, that he 
refumed his Ration in the Theatre, by 
the performance of Ramillis in Th« 
Mifcr*.

the Sophifters who, with the Oeat/t Ma- 
6nt, confpired agiinft both Chrift and 
Kings. It was the coalition of the 
ade|»ts of imfiety^ of the adepts of re" 
beUiont and the adepts oi anarcfy, which 
formed the Club of the Jacobins. 
Under this name, common to the triple 
icft (originating from the name of the 
•rder, whofe convent they had feized 
iiMo to hold their littings), we ftiall fee 
toe adeptr fbllowine; up their triple con- 
^iracy a^ainft God, tne King, and So- 
ciety. Such was the origin, fuch the 
Brogrefs of that feA, (ince become ib 
dreaulfully £unous vndtr the name of 
Jacobih.'* 

Tbe Memoirs before us treat in fuc- 
ceffive order of thefe three conrpiracies, 
and devdope their authors, their ohje^ls, 
their noeans, and the whole courfc ot their 
operations. We have rarely feen a work 
ttore judicioufly methodised, and by 
which the attention is more anxioufly 
excited, or the underftanding better in- 
Cormed. The ftyle is fpirited, the rea. 
ibning powerful, the proofs (all extraflcd 
iroro the records and avowals of the 
con/pirators themfclves) irrefragable. 
To give credibility to enormities which 
fiagger the human mind, the Author has 
ntty proBcrly accompanied every atio- 
titioii with a dire^l reference to iome 
printed letter, or other produdion of the 
party coocemed. 

In a preliminary difcourfe the Author 
dvchves the chiefs of the confpiracy to 
Iteft been Voltaire, D'Alembert, Frc- 
dcric II. Kine of Pruflia, and Diderot : 
the firft of tbele, he tells us, hated re- 
iigion becaufe he was jealous of its 
Author; the fecond, becaule his cold heart 
WIB incapable of aifeAion ; the third, 
Wcaule he had never feen it, but through 
tW medmm of its enemies ; the fourth, 
Ikcb^, doating on nature, and enthu- 
ftdlically wedded to the chaos of his own 
yais, be chofe rather to build his fyftem 
«p chimeras, and form myfleries of his 
tmth than fubmit to the light of the 
Cof^. 

Tbccharaflers of thefe four perfonages 
pt^ dcpi^ed in moft ftnking colours to 
'ibc contemplation of mankind, and to the 
otfciation of all who wifli well to the 
jlpvtft iaterefts of human life. D'Alem- 
Acct and Frederic do not appear to have 
jconvnitted themfelvts fo much in their 
jmWc writings, as in their literary cor- 
gcipondencc ; to a very conHderable part 
iijtf which correfpondence oUr Author 
flHlA We had accefs. 



In a (ketch of the progreTs of Voltaire 
through life, M. Bamiel has given tis 
one o? the moft able expofures of that 
man*s inveterate and blafphemous fpirit 
we ever met with. His book is on this 
account particularly to be recommended 
to the attention of perfons at that time 
of life when principles are about to take 
root in the mind ; as it proves, that the 
virulence of Voltaire agamft Our BlefTed 
Saviour (of whom he feldom writes or 
fpeaks but as tbe wretcbi Llnfame) and 
our Holy Religion, was not the effe^ of 
any ferious and miiguided inveftigatien» 
but a wanton, ufelefs blafphemy, fupported 
by the moft dcteftable hypocrify. In* 
deed (o early did Voltaire oegin to ex- 
hibit figns of what was to be expe£led 
from him, that while a ftudent in rhetoric 
in the College of Louis le Grand, he 
drew from the Jefuit Le Jay, who was 
his tutor, this rebuke \ ^* Unfortunate 
young man, you will one day come to be 
the ftandard. bearer of Infidelity.'^ And 
furely never was oracle more completely 
fulfilled. 

It was the policy of the confpirators 
to proceed by degrees to Tap the foui^a* 
tions of religion. 

** Convinced (fays our Author) of the 
necefiity of this gradation, D*Alembert 
bethought himlelf of the Encyclopedia^ 
as the erand means of philofophizinjg 
mankind, and crujbing tbe ivretcb. His 
proje£l is no fooner conceived, than en- 
thuiiafticaUy embraced by Diderot \ and 
Voltaire anunated their drooping courage 
more than once, by his conftant attention 
to the undertaking. 

«* To judge of what amazing im- 
portance the fuccefs of this famous 
dictionary was to the conlpiring chiefs^ 
we muft be acquainted with the plan^ 
the method of its execution, and how it 
was to become the infallible agent of in- 
credulity, and its raoft powerful weapon 
in perverting the public opinion, or over- 
turning all the principles of Chrittianity. 

" Tlie Encyclopedia is at firft ufhcred 
into the world as the aggregate, as the 
complete treafure of all human arts and 
Iciences, of Religion, Divinity, Phyfics, 
Hiftory, Geography, Aftronomy, or 
Commerce ; in a word, of whatever may 
conftitute a Science : of Poetiy, Ora- 
tory, Grammar, Painting, Architefturr, 
Manufa6tures, or of whatever can be the 
objcft of ufetiil 01 plcafuig arts. This 
great work wa» to coniprthcnd the very 
minutlx of different trades , from the 
manuiaflurer to the labourer \ it was of 
itfclf to be an immt nic Ubiaiy, uid Aip- 
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]^l7 the place of one. It was to be the 
work oi men the inoll Icicntific and the 
moil proibund in every branch, that 
France could produce. Thedifcourfc in 
which it was announced by B'Alembert 
to all Europe, was written with fo much 
art ;" had been fo 4)rofcundly meditated 
and nicely weighed j the concatenation of 
the iciences ai;d the progrefs of the hu- 
man mind appeared lb properly delineated ; 
whatever he had borrowed from Bacon 
or Chambers on the filiation of ideal fo 
perfectly difguifed ; in fine, the plagiary 
fophiftcr had To perfciHy decked himielf 
in the riches ofoihus,that theproi'peftus 
of the Encyclopedia was looked upon as 
a malterpiece, and its author as the moft 
proper pcrfon to prefidc over fo Hu- 
pendous a work. 

** Such were their mighty promifes, but 
promiles never intended to be fiilfilled j 
wJiile, on the other fide, they had their 
fecret objea, and that thev were de- 
termined to accomplilh. This was to 
convert the Encyclopedia into a vaft tm- 
poriom of all the lophifms, errors, or 
calumnies, which ever had been invented 
agiind religion, from the firft fchools of 
impiety un|il the day of their entcrprize 5 
ami thefc were to be fo artfully concealed, 
that the reader fliould infeniiblv imbibe 
the poiibn without the leaft lufpicion. 
To prevent difcovery, the error was never 
to be found where it might be fuppofed 5 
religion was not only to be refpetled but 
even fupported in all direft difcuffions, 
though loractimes the difcuflion is fo 
handled, that the objection they feerti to 
refute is more forcibly ijnprefled on the 
mind of the i*eader. The more to impofe 
on the unthinking, D'Alembert and 
Diderot artfiilly engaged feveral men of 
unblcmiflied charafter to partake in this 
vaft undcitaking. Such was Mr. de 
Jeaucourt, a man of great learning and 
probity, who has fumiflied a number of 
articles to -the Encyclopedia : his name 
alone could have been thought a fufficient 
guarantee againft'all the art and perfidy 
of its principles j in fiiort, it was declared 
that all points of reli2:ion were to be 
difculTtd by divines, well known for their 
learn ine aiid orthodoxy. 
.. ** Ail this might have been tnie, and 
the work only prove the more perfidious, 
D'Alembert and Diderot refer ving to 
thcmlelves a three- fold rcfource to for- 
ward their Antichrillian Confpiracy. 

** Their firft rcfource was that of In- 
(inuating error and infidelity into thofe 
articles deemed the leaft fufceptiblc of 
them J fuch, for example, as HiUory or 



Natural Philofophy, cveh into CbtwaM 
and Geography, where fuch danger coiila 
not even have been furmifcd. T|ic 
fecond was that of references, an art Si 
precious, by which after havisg'placed 
fbme religious truths under the readtr'i 
eye, he is tempted to feck further in- 
formation in articles of a quite diflferent 
caft. Sometimes the mere reference was 
an epigram or a farcafm. They would, 
after having treated a religious fubjca 
with all pomble refpeft, fimply add, Se^ 
/Atf^M7.PRE)u DICE, or Superstition, 
OP Fanaticism ; laftly, when our jt- 
ferring Sophifters &ared this ihift could 
not avail them, they would not befitate 
at falfifying and altering the difcuflion of 
a virtuous co>operator, or at adding an 
article of their own, who(e apparent oh- 
jeft was to defend, while the real was to 
refute, what had already been written en 
the fubje£l. In fine, impiety was to be 
fufficiently veiled to make it attraSive, 
while it left place for excufe and fubter- 
fuge. This was the peculiar art of cur 
barking fophifter D'Alembert. Diderot, 
more daring, was at firft countenanced in 
the mad nights of his impiety, but in 
cooler moments, his articles were to be 
revifcd ; he was then to add fome ap- 
parent reftrifVion in favour of religion, 
fome of thofe high- founding and reve- 
rential words, but which Ictt the whole 
of the iniipiety to fubfift. If he was 
above that care, D'Alembert, as fuper- 
vifor general, took it upon himfclf. 

" Peculiar care was to be taken in th^ 
reda61ion of the firft volumes, left the 
cl<^rgy, or thofe men of prejudice, as thej 
Were called, (hould take the alarm. A* 
they proceeded in the work they were to 
grow more bold j and if circumftances 
did not favor them, nor allow them to iaj 
all they wiftied to fay, they were to refort 
to fupplcments, and to foreign editions, 
which would at the fame time rendet- tins 
dangerous work more comipcn, and icfs 
coftly to the generality of readers. 

*' The Encyclopedia, perpetually re- 
commended and cried up by the adepts, 
was to be a ftanding book in'all libraries, 
and infentibly the learned was to be coo- 
, verted into the Antichrittian world. If 
the proje«5t was well conceived, it was 
impolRblc to fee one more faithfully exe- 
cuted. 

" It is liow our duty to lay before the 
reader proofs, firft as to the i'a.&, fccondif 
as to the intention. For the firft, it vrill 
be fufficient to caft the eye on divers ar-

" Can there be a doubt left of the 
precife and determined intention of the 
Encyclopedifts, when Voltaire exhorts 
D' Alembert to fnatch the moment, whilft 
the attention 'of Government is drawn 
o£F by other concerns. « During this 
war loith the parliament and the bifhopsy 
the phildfophers will iiave fine play. 
You have a'fairopportimtty of fiiltng the ' 
Encyclopedia wi'b tbofe truths, that 'u/e 
Jbould not have dared utter twenty years 
ago^\,'* Or when he writes to Dami* 
lavllie, * I can be concerned for a good, 
dramatic performance, but could be far 
more pleafed with a good philofophical 
work that (hould for ever crush thb 
WRETCH. / place all mv h jpei iff the 
Iincyclopedia JJ.' After fuch an avow- • 
al, it would be ufeleis to i'eek further 
proof of this inlmenfe compilation beinoj 
no other than the grand arfenal for afi 
their fophifticated arms' againft religion. 

*' Diderot, more open, even m his 
ambufhes reluflantly employed cunning. • 
He does not hide how much he wiihed 
boldly to infert his principles, and his 
principles are explained when he writes,

The m^tt of the 
latter are more confplcuous than thofe of 
the former. BoindiD» bom in 1676, had 
lately died a reputed Atheift, and had 
b^n refufed Chriitian burial. The n«- 
torietv of his principles had ihut the 
Frencn academy againft him. and with 
fttch titles he could not have railed being 
a worthy co-operator. 

« Such then was the obje£l, fuch the in- 
tention of the confpiring authors. We 
fee by their own confelTion, that they did 
not wifli to compile for fcience> but to 
compile for incredulity ; that it was not 
the advancement of arts they fought, but 
to feize the moment, when the attention 
of the ruling authorities were drawn off, 
to propagate their impious calunmies 
agamft religion.

ef the Utopian plans of Government 
^hich hare at different times been offered 
to the world ; plans, of which the greater 
mmiber take it for granted that the (bcial 
order is entirely the effe^ of human art i 
ni that wherever this order is imperfe^t^ 
the evil may be traced to fome want of 
^bitfight on the part of the legiflator» or 
Anenegle^ on that of the magiftrate. 
The pr^eds of reform) therefore, which 
fudi plans involve, are. in general, delerv- 
tng oiF all the ridicule andcontempt that 
hare been poured upon them x inaimuch 
uthev imply an arrogant and prefump* 
taons belief, in their authors, of the lu- 
pcnority of their own jx>litical fiisacity 
to the accumulated wiidom of former 
•get. The «economilb maintain, that 
the f«dal order is, in the moft eilential 
relpeaa, the refult of the wifdom of 
nature, and not of human contrivance | 
and therefore, that the proper bufmefs of 
the politician is not to divide his at. 
tcstion among all the different psuts of a 
pMobine, but by prote£lin|; tne rights of 
individuals, and oy allowmg to each as 
complete a liberty as is compatible with 
the per&ft fecurity of the rights of his 
^eUow-citizens, to remove every obftade 
^^h the prejudices and vices of men 
l^ve opDotod to the eftabliihment of that 
order vmich fociety has a tendency to 
^ame t and they luppole* that in pro. 
poftson tm the progreis and the diffufion 
of kaowieclge, thofe prejudices, on a 
ftiOfoJ management of which all the old 

ans of policy proceeded, muft gra* 
y dilaspear. Though the Authos 
of the Book under review does not fub- 
fcr3)ctoall the tenets of the CEconomilis, 
hot oo tbe ccmtrary points out fome 
«nort Into which thev have fallen, he 
raiintains, in the moft clear and con- 
vincinf manner, one of their leading and 
fnoft important doRrines, that << a State, 
poftffing a large territory, has no other 
revesue than t&t ariiing from the pro. 
dtice of tu lands (exdulive of fome hnall 
income from foreign commerce) { and as 
one third of that produce is, in Great 
Britain, given by thofe who raiie it to a 
ciaia of men who, if thev were not to 
Mead the State, wonld, m a political 
Ssa£tt hare nothing todo» the defence of 



the State» therefere, naturally and poil* 
tically devolves upon tliat clus of meUf 
as every other clals of men in a State hat 
its refpeflive employment. The fum of 
twenty-five millions fterling, making 
between one-third and one-fourth of the 
whole income of Britain, being paid by 
the cultivators to the proprietors of land^ 
and being, as appears, an a£iual burthen 
upen the community, reafbn and found 
policy point it out as the natural fund 
tor the defence of the community. When 
thus applied by the Legiflature, the poiV 
feflbrs of thofe rents inltantly become not 
only an efiential clafs in fociety but an 
honourable clals likewife : for honour 
will ever be freely allowed to thofe whole 
profeffion it is to be ready to rifle their 
lives in defence of the conimunity^ 
Though the proprietors of land, there. 
fore, are not, as ceconomifts maintain, ^ 
productive clafs in fociety, they are an 
eiTential clafs, and the moll honourably 
clafs in fociety. From the fundamental 
principle above mentioned and explained* 
It follows, that fmce there ought to be 
no other tax for the defence of^the State 
than a land-tax, that tax ought to be 
rooft carefully colleftcd, in a juft prot 
portion, according to the exigencies of 
the State ; and that it is highly criminal 
in any receiver of land- rents to withhohf 
from Government its due proportion of 
thofe rents. A caie of danger to thi4 
kingdom can hardly be fuppofcd that 
would require the military exertions of 
every fourth perfon in it i that is, that 
would abfbrb the fourth part of its 
yearly income, or, in other words, the 
whole of the land-rents. A part of thof^b 
rents may therefore, without the rilk of 
any deficiency in point of' defence, be 
appropriated to the annual maintenance 
of the fourth efTentlal clafs in fociety, the 
efifential and honourable clafs of in. 
flruaors.'' The other two clallca ta 
which our Author alludes are the cuhi. 
vators of the foil, and mechanics or ma« 
nufa^urers. 

From the important truth, that the 
produce of the foil is the natural fource 
of national income, our Author not only 
concludes, that in taxation we ought t^ 
apply dire^ly to the fource of public 
revenue, but points out the heft meana 
for rendering tnat Iburce more abundant. 
He traces the origin and progrcfa o( 
public revenue i and, throi^gh the chaotic 
complexity of times and circumftancea 
extremely artificial, brings it back tc| 
the fimplicity of nature. To impcove 
to the tttmoftf aod to dn^w 4ixtftly> for 
1 the 
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the -exigencies of the State, from that 
fource, he fhews, in a very pleafing as 
well as "convincing manner, would emi- 
nently tend to promote the health, morals, 
liappmefs, and comfort of individuals, 
as well as the population and ftrength of 
the kingdom. 

• There has not any thing appeared, in 
our judgment, fo worthy of attention, 
in the way of {>olitical oeconomy, as this 
little Traft, fmce the publications of 
Turgot. The principles it contains, 
fHfly followed Up by aAs of the Lc- 
gtflature, might probably give ftrength 
and elafticity to Britain, iindj?r all her 
burthens. If feme meafurcs of the kind 
here reconunendcd, of general and pow- 
erfifl efficacv, be not adopted ; if wc do 
not, in a iituation unufualljr perilous, 
apply other remedies than tne common 
routine of office, and arts of political 
intrigue, there fecros to be great danger 
ttther of the torpor of fcnility on the one 
hand, or the violence of too rapid change 
cm the other. It is ufcfiil and, we may 
fay, vital plans of public oeconomy and 
improvement, and not the cffufions of 
eloquence, however brillkmt, that claim 
the attention and the gratitude of the 
Nation. The Author ofthis work writes 
with much eafe and livelincrs. He is 
fprightly and engaging: but a little 
more attention to arrangement would 
kave faved lome unneceflary repetitions. 
It is not in manj inftances that the pryirg 
eye of the critic will find any oftcnce 
•gainil the propriety and purity of the 
Englifh tongue, though fuch oft'ences 
arc fo common at prefcnt among fome of 
cur moft dafljtng ♦ writers . In the fol- 
lowing he changes a r.eutral into an 
a^ive verb : " The labour of the ma- 
toufa6lurer, by originatin,^ fubfilleUct, 
originatfs and fupports population i and 
by originatirg more than his own fub- 
^enctr, i.c." p. 45. 

The political writers whom our Author 
^wotes, in maintaining the expediency 



of a (ingle tribute, tit chiefly Dr. Smiih 
and Mr. Arthur Young ; the errors of 
the latter feem, indeed, to be numerous 
and palpable. 

We Reviewers arc well acquainted 
with the mutual complaifar.ee of Authors 
to other Irjtng and induftrious Authors. 
When they difllnt from their judgment 
in fome points, they endeavour to mak< 
op for their cenlure by great compliments 
on fome other fcorc. But they fliould 
attach themlelves to fome quality 00 
which they may expatiate with feme 
degi-ee of plaufibility. When they fix 
on a quality which the complimenttd 
party is generally known not to poiTeJs, 
the complimentrr runs thcrilk ot b^ng 
fufpe^led cithet' of want of penctrauoa 
or mfmcerity, i*' not of malignant irony. 

This Treatifc on the moft important 
branches of political ceconoray comes 
from the pen of John Gray, Efq. of So- 
rtierfct-placc, as we learn from the fol- 
lowing paragraph, jud publifhed in 1 
Ncvvfpapcr : «* The Univeriity of St.

Theft Troken-heers ire al- 
ways trifling in quantify compared with 
the other grapes ; and in Tome years, at

He it 
good-humour^ and lively } although by 
no means free frtm levity, or, in ibme 
inftancesy puerile and vulgar jokei. 
There is nothing in which author^ more 
commonly mift^e their talents, than 
when they take themlelves to be men of 
wit and numour ; even his long account 
of the feduAion of a voung lady (p. 441)1 
intended to be pathetic, is intennixra 
with traits of levityi if not of liccntiouf- 
nefs.

On the hiu 
Pcrge, Ulyfles was (lain by his fon Tc« 
iegonus ; at a time, CaUandra adds^ 
when he was lamenting the dilh^fles of 
bis family. The cormexion between the 
feveral parts of this ftory will be evident 
to an attentive reader. He will rather 
incline ^to admire the pectus art, thail 
ccofure him for his inconliftency.

She is accordingly dragged away at 
night by Spalatro, a needy ruffian, and 
deftined to he aSaflinated in a wretched 
folitary hovel on the fea coaft. Spalatro, 
having himfdf a child, dares not trull 
his hand to do the murder j and Sche- 
doni, coming to know the refult, is 
obliged himielf to undertake its per. 
formance.. He enters the chamber in 
which ihe lies fleeping, and approach* 
log, he ftes and fnatches a portrait from 
her brcaft, which >^a8 her mother's, and 
is the refcmbUncc of himrdf, as Count 
dc Bruno— he dilcovers her to be his 
daug;hter. 

This difclofure reftoret the humane 
part of his nature. The clofe and 
fubtlc Mcrtk is difcarded for the Father, 
and whit was approichin,^ to Fiend is 
rctovercd into Man. He then fym- 
paihiz s with the love he had lab)ured 
CO i lad, and wifhes the union he had 
^rt^jfed todeftroy. The young Count 



Vivaldi being imprifoned at ihe Monk's 
indigation, the father and daughter 
haften to Rome to deliver him. 

Anfaldo, the farmer lover of Sche- 
doni's wife, tracing him through all his 
plots, appears at firft in an awful way 
to Vivaldi, at Patuzzi, and endearours 
to deter him from going to Rofalba's 
cottage ; 9nd being himfclf an inquifuor, 
again appears to him in hit cell, and 
orders him to accufe Schedoni of having 
murdered bis innocent wife j the youth 
complies, and thus deftroys the very 
man who was come to fave hiw. 
Schedoni, upon this, defpcrately ruihts 
to confefs all, and expiate his paft guilt 
by death, .when Anfaldo tells him' that 
his wife is innocent and alive, that he 
was her lover, and now, when he is 
worthy of the WelGng, rcftores her to 
hit arms. Her daughter is given to the 
Count, and the piece concludes happilf* 

This Play, which is of the tragi- 
comic fpecies, is founded on Mrs. R^- 
cliffe's Novel of the fame title i and the 
incidents introduced in it are very little 
varied from the fourcc whence they wcrt 
taken. Mr. Boaden*s merit, therefore, 
in th^ prcfent performance, lies chiefly 
in the fele^lion and in the language. 
The events follow one another in regmaf 
order, and the catafti'ophe is not difctofcd 
too foon. The language is for the oxift 
part nervous and elegant. Ob the whole, 
the production does credit to Mr. 
Boaden*8 talents as a dramatlft. Tke 
performers all exerted tbemielves with 
effe^, and received, as they deiened, 
great applaufe. 

1 6. Mrs» Atkins, &om Bath, appeared 
the fird time in London, in the charato 
of Rofina.

THURSDAY, JUNE I. 

'pHE Report of the Committee on the 
''" Treaty of Amity and Commerce be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States of America, was brought up, read, 
and agreed to. 

Mr. Pitt delivered a Meflage from his 
Majefty, which was to the following 

" It was with extreme regret that his 
Majefty acquainted the Houle of X^om- 
mons, that the Crews of certain ihips at 
the None, notwithftanding the extenlion 
•f the benefits gladly accepted by the reft 
of his Majefty's fquadrons, continued in 
a ftate highly mutinous and treafonable. 
His Majefty felt himfclf compelled to call 
for the vigorous exertions ot all his fub- 
jefts to reprefs thofc dangerous pro- 
ceedings. His Majefty had ordered a 
copy of the Proclamation to be laid be- 
fore that Houfe, not doubting that Par- 
lian^nt would take immediate and cf- 
fef^ual fteps for providing for the public 
iecurity. His Majefty sufo particularly 
recommended it to Parliament to make 
more efte^ual provifions for the puniih- 
ment of thofe who ftu}uld endeavour to 
fxcite routinr in his Maieftr^s Naval 



Service, or who fliould attempt to with- 
draw either the land or fea forces from 
that obedience and difcipline which were 
fo cOentiaA tp the fafety and profperity of 
the Country.'* 

The Meflage was read from the Chair, 
after which 

Mr. Pitt moved that it ftiould be takoi 
into confideration to-naorrow. Agreed 
to. 

Mr. Hobart brought up the Report 
of the Committee "of Ways and Means. 

On the queftion that the Houfe agree 
with the firft Refolution, 

A number of Gentlemen delivered their 
fentimerts, after which a diviiioB 'took 
place t for the original Motion, 36 > 
againft it, 35; Majority, i • 

FRIDAY, JUNK a. 

On the Motion of Mr. Secretary Dun - 
das, leave was given to bring in a Ball 
for railing and embodying a Militia force 
in Scotland j and a Bill for regubtiag 
the Scotch Diftilleries was brought up 
by Mr. Rofe, and read a firft time. 

The Order of the Day being read, fcr 
taking his Majcfty's Meftage into cob- 
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nciting the ixioft prominent topics of the 
Mef&gCt rebtivc to the a6ts of violence 
perpetrated by the Seamen at the Nore, 
hidt if the Addrefi fliould be carried, he 
fljouW move lor leave to bring in a Bill 
for the prevention of thofe attempts to 
ftdufiion and converiien. 

The Queftion on the Addrefs was then 
put aad carried nfm* con. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer then 
' moved iw Wave to bring in a Bill for 
the better prevention and punifhment of 
pcribns fcducing men in the fervice of 
us Majcfty from their duty and aile- 
gunce» ami inciting them to mutiny and 
iibbedience. 

Leave .wa« .given, and the Bill was 
brought in, read a (irft and fecond time, 
and ordered to be committed to-morrow. 

SATURDAY, JUNt 3. 

On the queftion for the Houfe to re- 
foive itielf into a Committee on the Bill 
for the more efTe^ual prevention and 
P^oiihment of per Ions ieducing men in 
nis Majefty's fea and land fervice from 
their duty and allegiance, and inciting 
thcra to sifts of mutiny and rebellion. 

Mr. Jones conjured the Houie to con- 
fjdcr the murders, mailacres, and confla- 
fntiooi, which mult be the coniequence, 
if the pradices of incendiaries were 
Offered to pafs with impunity, and urged 
the neceillty of ftrong meaiures. 

The Houie then refolved itielf into the 
Committee^ and, on the firltclaule being 
read, 

Mr. Pitt faid, that the only point 
^hich admitted of doubt was the punifh- 
racnt, anch in considering that, the moll 
material point was the defcription of the 
crime. What he had now to propofe 
^*as, to make fuch a defcription of the 
<*fece as could be collected from the 
i^aguage of eftablilhed Aas of Parlia- 
'^eat, !• as to leave no doubt of the ma- 
lignity of the crime, and affix to it the 
^ereit punifliment ; he would not fay 
"Kwe now than to ftatc the deicription he 
''Jcant to give of the uffence — and then 
«f the intended punilhment. The oii'ence 
^ould be thus delcribed : *< All , perfons 
who ftiall malicioufty and adviftdiy fe- 
Juce, or endeavour to feduce, any perfons 
from his Majefty's iervicc in the Navy 
or Array, or ihall inftigate them to mu- 
^Mwuj prajftices, or (hall commit any aft 
of mutiny, or form any mutinous af- 
iembiies" — 

The Houfe was aware, that by the 
Articles of War, mutiny in the Army or 
Navy was already puniihable with death 
to the perfons concerned. If it was a 



crime meriting death in the aftors, could 
it be lefs lo in the ddJiberate inltigat? s ? 
The only qucltion then for the Ji »y 
Would be, Whether the perfons accuii. ' 
had 3k:lually inltigati-d, or endeavoured 
to inltigate, to mutiny or not ? On con- 
viction it was to be made felony, and the 
convi6ted would fufFer death without 
benefit of clergy. Hiaving thus fettled 
the dtlciiption of the offence, and the 
nature oi the punifhrneiit, he had a fhort 
word to lay on the duration of the law — 
he meant to make it tcmpcrary, becaufe 
he wifhcd the Legidature to fec| the 
ground as they proceeded ; to fhew 
caution, however confident they might 
be J to refervc to themiclves the powers 
of revifion and cool deliberation. He 
therefore moved, " That the words ftated 
make part of the Bill ; and that the du- 
ration of the Bill be limited to one month 
after the commencement of the next 
SefTion.'* 

The Report was received and read, 
and the Bill ordered to be read a third 
time before the adjournment of the Houfe. 

Mr. Pitt then moted for leave to bring 
in a Bill to prevent all communication 
with the (hips which iliould be in a (late 
of mutiny ; and alfo to enaft, that if, 
after his Majelly's Proclamation, notified 
in the ui'ual way, any one (hould volun- 
tarily continue in fuch (liips, they (hould 
be declared limtinous and rebellious j that 
their pay (hould ceale, and that they 
(hould forfeit all the wages due to them. 
This, he Hated, required as much dif- 
patch as the other Bill had received^ and 
therefore he trufted the Houfe would 
agree to its being read a firit and fecond 
time on this day. 

The Bill was accordingly read a firft 
and fecond time, and order,ed to be com- 
mitted. Ord<;red alfo, that the Bill 
(hould be printed, and committed on 
Monday, at eleven o'clock precifcly. 

MONDAY, JUNE 5. 

The Houfe met at eleven o'clock, in 
purfuance of the lalt adjournment. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
moved the Order of the Day for the Houfe 
to refolve itielf into a Committee on the 
Bill ** for more eflc6lually reltraining all 
intercourfe with the Ciews of certain of 
his Majefty's fliips now in a ftate of 
mutiny and rebellion ; and for the more 
effectual fuppreffion of fuch mutiny and 
rebellion.'' • 

On the queftion, for the Speaker*s 
leaving the Chair, 

Sir J. Sinclair rofe to (late his opinion 
of the principle and operation of this 

R 1 - Bill. 
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BUI. Conciliation, he thought, ought 
to be united to terror, and mercy to fc- 
verity ; and fuggefted the appointment 
of CommiHioners, with fpecial powers, 
to grant pardons under particular cir- 
cumdances. 

Mf . Pitt faid, the Bill in its prefent 
ft ate contained an exception j and an* in- 
tercourfe, authoriied by the Crown, was 
permitted. He then mentioned the fub- 
ftance of a claufe, which he intended to 
propole in the Committee, for the en- 
couragement of the crews to return to 
their duty. 

The Houfe then refolved itfelf into a 
Committee on the Bill. 

The firft blank in the penal claufe vfs^a 
filled up with the woros ** Guilty of 
Felony,** and the fecond with the word 
•* Death,'* as in cafes of felony, without 
benefit of clergy. 

The Solicitor General brought up a' 
claufe, empowering the Lord 4ligh Ad- 
miral to accept the fubmiflion of crews, 
or any part ot them, and exempting and 
relieving from the penalties ot the aft, 
ajl that fhall return to their duty after a 
declaration for th^t purpofe j which^ was 
agreed to. 

Several other claufes were read and 
agreed to 5 the mod material of which 
was, that for limiting the operation of 
the Bill to one montn after the com- 
mencement of the next Selfion of Parlia- 
ment. 

The Houfe being refumed, the quef- 
tion was put for receiving the Report, 
when the Report was brought up with 
only two diifcnticnt voices (Sir F. Bur- 
det and Mr. Sturt), the amendments 
read and agreed to, and the Bill ordered 
to be engroifed. 

Tlie engroired Bill was brought up, 
Head a third time, and paffed, and ordered 
to the Lords for their concurrence. 

TUESDAY, JUNE 6. 

Sir John Mordaunt moved for leave to 
bring in a Bill for explaining that part 
of the Militia A61 which re&tes to the 
allowance to the families of perfons^ in 
a^ual fervice. — Leave given. 

A Mcffage was received fi^m the 
Lords, acquainting the Houfe that their 
Lordfhips had agrfcd to the Navy and 
Army 5cdu5tion Bill, and the Seamen's 
Mutiny Intercourfe Bill, to which they 
had made feveral amendments. The 
amendments were taken i Ato confidcration, 
agreed to, and the Bills returned by the 
Chancellor of the Excheiquer. 

The Speaker, attended by feveral Mem- 
bers, in confequenc^ of ^ Meflfage, pro- 



ceeded to the Hduie of Lordt , to hear tte 
Royal AiTent given by Commiffion to 
fuch Bills as hsMi paifed both Houfes. 

WEDNESDAY, JUNE 7. 

Brought up and read the firft time, the 
Alien Continuance Bill, the American 
Treaty Bill, and the Bill for explaining 
the Mrlitia Aa. 

The Houfe took into confideration the 
Addrefs from the Lords, on the moft ef- 
fedual mode of promulgating the Sta- 
tutes, and agreed to it. A mefHige wn 
fent to their Lotdihips, acquainting thtm 
with the concurrence of the Houfe. 

Mr. Rofo moved the Order ef the D»y 
for the commitment of the Additional 
Stamp Duty Bill, with a view to itt being 
poftponed to Friday. 

The Order was deferred* 

THURSDAY, JUNB U

Mr. D. Ryder brought up the Report 
of the Committee appointed to try the 
merits of the Flint (hire £le£^ion, which 
fbted; " That Sir T. Moftyn was Mt 
duly elected, and ought not to have been 
returned : that John Lloyd, Elq* ^' 
duly ele^^ed, and ought to have been re- 
turned j that the Petition of the Free- 
holders of the County of Flint against 
the Sheriff's return was neither friyolottt 
or vexatious ; and that the oppofition to 
t4je faid Petition wat frivolous «w 
vexatious.'* 

The Clerk of the Crown was direfted 
to ameml the return, by fubftituting the 
name of Mr. Lloyd for that oH Sir 
Tliomas Moftyn. 

Mr. JollifFe gave notice, that on 
Thurfday next he fhould move for lea^ 
to bring in a Bill for amending the Act 
relative to the Game Laws. ^^ 

Mr. 0. P. Coke moved, that the Order 
•f the Day, for the commitment oftb^ 
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Oirporatidn Caafe JuriiHiaion Bill, 
(kmU be poftpoaed to Wtdncklay. 

The Committees of Ways and Means , 
and Supply were like wife deferred to 
Wedneiaay. 

TUESDAY, JUNE 13. 

On the Order of the Day being read 
(or the commitment of the Scotch Militia 
BiM, 

A fliort converfation took place, which 
ttrroiiiated in the Bill being ordered to 
be committed to-morrow. 

Mr. Mainwaring moved, that the 
Houfe (hould relblve itfelf into a Com- 
mittee on the Bill for preventing the 
fbrtiialling and regrating of live cattle^ 
and otiier pra^bices which enhanced the 
price of provisions. 

Sir W. Pulteney oppofed the Speaker's 
kaviog the Chair. He confidcred the 
^fiion of the uhnofl importar.ce, ard 
i^rted that it had not been inveitigatcd 
•nth a fufiicient degree of^ attention. ' .Ft 
«Oirid not bt denied that a confjderable 
•dvance had taken place on the price of 
proriikms 5 but, in his opinion, thfe 
caofef that had been aligned for this 
advance were in general founded in error. 
He denied that the prelent high prices 
'"tne the effe^ls of monopoly ; it was 
therefore more advifablc to leave theni 
^ find their own level, without any le- 
fiilatife interference. Various penalties 
Md been ena^ed by former ftacutetf 
•fainft rezrating and foreftaliing 5 but it 
^•M fbund expedient to repeal them, or 
McT them to remain a dead letter. Thi 
Bill he confidered a& calculated to pro- 
dace mifchief inftead of benefit, and 
t^oTefore he Ihould give it his moll de- 
ciiol negative. 

Mr. Aiderman Combe admitted the 
Seocnl principle of fuffering the price of 
ttwmoditief to find their own level} 
l>ot, osder the pre(ent circqmdance, ht 
«onfidered it to be the duty of the Le- 
|ifl«taiT to interfere. 

Mr. Brian Edwards coincided in fen* 
^wtnt with SirW. Pulteney- The price 
•'^•eat, he faid, had been very materially 
«hanced by the ftopnage ot the diltiU 
«ies, and aflirmed, that in the fpacc of 
^^ftt months, 10,000 fewer hogs had beert 
Iwought to market than during the three 
Wrrtfponding months of the preceding 
JW.^ This deficiency of courle was 
applied by the other kinds of meat, at 
*n advanced pi-ice. Conceiving the only 
effi&a of the Bill was to excite public 
«fcoatent,he(hould oppofe the Speaker*! 



Mr. Tiemey reminded the Houfe, that 
a confiderable portion of difcontent pre- 
vailed in the country, in conlequencc of 
the high price of provifions, and cau- 
tioned Gentlemen againfl giving birth to 
frelh clamour by oppoling a meafure 
which was, in the opinion of men con- 
verlant in the bufinefs, calculated to 
remedy the mil chief. 

Mr. Mainwaring expreflfed his regret 
at finding lb thin an attendance on fo 
important a lubjcft. He thought it dif- 
graceful to the Houfe. — He had, how- 
ever, the fatisfa6^ion to rcfleft that the 
meafure had undergone ample invelli<k 
gat ion in the Committee above ihiirs, 
ard he hoped no Gentleman would vote 
who had not preVioufly inlbnried himfelf 
of the bufmefs. Convinced, by the force 
of evidence, the opinions of men conu 
verlant itt the bufinefs, and by his own 
obiervation, that the Bill, if pafied into 
a law, would break monopoly, and re- 
duce the price of provifions, he hoped 
the Houle would go ihto the Committeew 

Mr. Wilberfbrce, coiiceiving the mif- 
chief to have arrived to a higher pitch 
than could have been foreleen by the 
nioft able political orconomift, urged the 
neceflity ot applying* a remedy. 

Mr. Brian Kdwt^itts explained : afiter 
which a divifion took pUice, when there 
appeared, fcr the commitment of the 
Bill, 31 ; againfl it, it. 

The Houic having accordingly re- 
vived itfelf into the Committee, a con*, 
verlation of Ibme length, but of no im- 
portance, arofe on the claufes introduced 
above ftairs, after which the Chairman 
reported progicfs. 

WEDNESDAV, JUNE 14. 

The Secretary at War brought up lA 
eflimate of the increafed pay and allow- 
ance to the army. 

In the Committee on the Corporation 
Caufes' Bill, feverai divilions took place. 
We undei Hand, on the refumptiou of the 
Houfe, the further confideration of the 
Bill was deferred for three months. 

The ClianccUor of the Exchequer gave 
notice that he fiiovld to morrow move for 
leave to bring in a Bill to prolong, for a 
time to be limited, the reltri^lion on the 
payment of ca(h at the Bank. 

The Houlc.refolvcd itlelf into a Com- 
mittce on the Kill impobng an additional 
duty on Stamps. 

Mr. Hobhoofe, in a fpcech of confl- 
derable length, oppofed tnat pait of the 
Bill which related to Mortgage Deedy> 
Transfer Deedsj and Verbal Agreements. 
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Th€ objefliont were combated by the 
Chanceiior of the Exchequer. The op- 
polltion was withdrawn. 

In the Newlpaper claufe, the blank, 
fpecfiying the period at which the ad- 
ditional duty is to attach, was filled up 
with tkefe words, " The Filth Day of 
Jniy 1797 /' and on the queilion for the 
blank Ipecifying the Turn being filled up 
with the words, «< One Penny Halfpenny," 

%/ir» Hobhou£e roie to itate his ob- 
je&ions to it i he began by lamenting the 
abicnce of his Hon. Friend (Mr. Shcri. 
ilan), who had fignificd his intention to 
oppofethis part ot the Bill in every ftage. 
Toe mealiire, he declared, appeared to 
liim in invaiioB of the Liberty of the 
Prtfs, and formed one branch only of the 
fyftem for its total annihllaiion. In Aip. 
port of this afTertion, he adverted to the 
Trtaibn and Sedition Afts ; 'by one of 
Cliefe, we were not allowed to write j by 
tlie other, not allowed to confer ; and by 
tlie prefcnt, we were not to be allowed to 
rtad\ Convinced that the meafure would 
be onprodii^live if not intirely injurious 
to the Revenue, and confeiledly incon- 
venient to the public, he fliould give it 
Ills decided negative. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer ftated 
bis coBviflion that no article vr2i a more 
proper obje^ of taxation than Newfpa- 
pcrt. The queftion, coniidering all the 
circuroftances of the cafe, was, what 
allowance ought to be given to the pub- 
liihers ^nd venders, fo as not to furniih 
them with a pretence for raifing the 
price upon the public beyond the ad- 
diiional duty ? After much inveftigation, 
be laid., he was convinced that there was 
no reafon to fuppofe, that upon any given 
number of Papers that could be lold, 
there would be a deficiency equal to Six- 
teen per cent, to the publifliers and 
renders, which was the compenl'ation he 
intended to propofe. As to the defi- 
ciency to the Revenue, it was impoflible 
to give an exaft eftirnate of the eventual 
oroduct of any article of taxation i but 
be could not conceive that the fale could 
be permanently decreafed on an article of 
fucn eencral ule as Newlpapers. 

Mr. W. Smith be|g;ged the Committee 
not to confider Newlpapers merely ^s an 
article of taxation ; they were v<;hicle8 
of political information, and any attack 
upon them ought to be confid^rol as an 
attack upon the Conftitution. It had 
been, he underftood, and if he was wrong, 
an Hon. Gentleman oppolite could let 
him right, a pra^ice for Adminiftration 
to pay large lums to Papers devoted to 
4 



their interefts, which held out a tempta- 
tion to others to become the fenrile in- 
ftruments of Minifiers. The greater the 
erobairailments thrown in the way of fair 
circulation, he contended, the greater 
would be the inducements to proftitution. 

A divifion being called foi, the Houl'e 
divided ; foV the clauie, 60 j againit it, 10. 

On the refumption ot the Houfc, the 
Report was ordered to be received to- 
murrq>v. 

THURSDAY, JUNE 15. 

The Stamp Duty, Alien, and At- 
torneys* Indemnity Bills were ordered to 
be ingrolVed, and read a third time to- 
morrow. 

Mr. JoUiffe moved for leave to brine 
in a Bill to repeal the Aft ot the laft 
Scfllon, prohibiting the fhooting par- 
tridges until the 1 5th of September, which 
was negatived without a divition. 

Mr. Pitt faid, that there (hould be laid 
before the Houfe Copies of a Letter fent 
from the Chancellor of the Exchequer to 
the Bank Diieftors, dated 12th June 
1797, and of the Refolutions of the Bank 
Direftors on the 15th June 17971 which 
were ordered. 

The Aa of t^e prefent SeiTion of Par- 
liament, for confirming the Order of 
Council of the lath of Februafy, was 
then read. 

Mr. Pitt faid, that as the period wai 
nearly expired for which a prohibition 
was laid upon the Bank from paying in 
fpecic, it bnecame his duty to call the at- 
tention of the Houlc to that very ira- 
portant fubjeft of, national concern.— 
Though it mufl be wifhed by all that the 
Bank fhould lel'umc its ancient courlie, 
yet the Houle would not fuffer that to 
take place without knowing fuch a mea- 
fure could be adopted with the mofl pcr- 
fea fecurity. Though . they had the 
great fatisfaftion of finding, after three 
months experience, that none of the diffi- 
culties had occurred which had been 
prcdiaed by many, and dreaded by many 
more, they wifhed the B^ll to be con- 
tinued for a farther periodTwith a power, 
under certain circumftances, to open for 
payment. What that period fl»ould be, 
was befl to be iettled when the Bill was 
introduced into the Houlc. At prefent, 
he fhould merely move for leave to bring 
in the Bill for continuing the period of 
the prohibition. 

Mr. Smith faid, the eroifllon of a great 
quantity of Paper did not prod+jcc its 
evils immediately, but at a remote P^»^* 
On the conirar) , when it was firft inued, 
it was an advantage, andgave a tern- 
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yonrj relief to a Country. If the Bank 
opened at a period not very dtftant, it 
Wat pofiible none of thdc evils might 
occur. With rcfpeft to the meafurc it- 
felf, he did not believe that it would fur- 
prile any one ; for nobody expe6^ed the 
Bank would rcfume its operations on the 
H^hof June. 

Mr. Thornton ftated, that the Bank 
was very guarded in their iffiie of Paper, 
and that tne whole amount of outflanaing 
Paper did not exceed the ufual quantity. 
Their affairs were much improved, far 
tjjjrond the proporHon of an excels of 
iilue. 

Leave was then given to bring in a Bill . 

Mr. W. Bird gave notice, that on 
Monday he ftiould move for kavc to 
bring in a Bill to continue a Bill of this 
Seffion, for retlraining the operation of 
15. and 17. Geo. 2. prohibiting the iflue 
of Small Notes. 

FRIDAY, JUNE l6. 

The Alien Bill was read a third time 
and pafled, as was the Attornies* Certi- 
ficate Bill. 

The further confideration ef the Bill 
^0 prevent the Forcftalling and Rcgrating 
live Cattle was poftponed to Wednefday 
next, on account of the abfence of feveral 
Gentlemen who had intimated their in- 
tention to oppofe it. 

Mr. Pitt brought up the Bank Bill, 
which was read the iirft and fecond time, 
and ordered to be committed on Monday. 

The American Treaty Bill was com- 
mitted. 

MONDAY, JUNE 19. 

Mr. BurdoD obtained leave to brin^ in 
a Bill for continuing the A6i relative to 
Small Promiilbr^ Notes. 

In the Committee on the Bill for con- 
tinning the AR reftrifling the payment 
of caih in fpecie at the Bank, 

Mr. Pitt ftated the principal difference 
between this Bill and tkc Aa. It con- 
fiicd in a claufe, authorizing the Bank 
to fcfiiroe their operations during the 
cootiimaaie of the A£ly on giving five 
da^ notice of their intention to the 
Speaker of the Houic of Commons, fpe- 
cifying the nature of the debt or demand 
wmcb they are competent to pay, and 
limiting the duimtion of the A61 to one 
, niQBdi after the commencement of the 
nest Seflion of Parliament. The claule 
was bffougfat tip i the Bill went through 
the Corawttttee, and the Report was or- 
dered to be brought up to-morrow. 

Mr* Rofe having -moved that the 
Stamp Duty Bill do now pais, 

Mr. lekvll was forrv to fee a Bill cf 



this nature brought into the Houfe at Co 
late a period of the SefTion, and when the 
attendance of Members was fo very thin. 
He had ftrong obje^ions to the principle 
of the Bill, and wiflied that it had been 
divided into two Bills, agreeably to the 
fuggeftion of his Hon. Friend (Mr. 
Sheridan), whofe abfence on the prcient 
occafion he much lamented. Had the 
Tax on Newfpapers formed a diftin^ 
and feparate Bill, he would have oppofed 
it both on public grounds, and as in* 
jurious to individuals. It would alfo 
materially affeft the property of the in- 
dividuals engaged in this trade> as they 
would be obliged to increafe their ca- 
pital, while the fale of their commodity 
would be dirainiihed. The calculation 
of the Right Hon. Gentleman (Mr. Pitt) 
he was aUo fure would prove erroneous j 
for the Tax now propofed would never 
amount to tlie fum at which it had been 
flated 5 it was therefore his wifli that 
the Proprietors of Newfpapers fkould be 
exempt from the operation of this Bill. 

Mr. Wi)i. Smith exprelfed the fame 
opinion. 

The queflion was then put, and the 
Bill pafTed. 

Mr. Rofe then brought in a BUI for 
impofing a Dtity on all Goods and Par- 
cels conveyed by Common Carriers, &c- 

The Bill was read a firft time, and 
ordered to be read a fecond time to- 
morrow. 

The Committees of Supply ^ and Ways 
and Means were then ordered for Wed- 
nefday. 

TUESDAY, JUNE 20. 

TheSmallNotesBillwasreadafirfltime. 

Two Petitions were prelented againft 
the Butter Bill from York and Norfolk, 
which were referred to a Committee. 

The Parcels Duty Bill was read a 
fecond time, and committed. 

The Report of the Bank Rcftriaion 
Bill was brought up, and agreed to $ 
after which the Bill was read a third 
time, and paffe^. 

The Houfe in a Committee having 
gone through tlife Corporation Caufes 
Bill, the Report was ordered (on the 
Motion of Mr. Coke) to lie upon the 
Table, and to be printed. 

Tlie Committee on the Slave Carrying 
Bill was, on the Motion of Sir W. Dol- 
ben, postponed to Monday. 

WEDNESDAY, JUNE II. 

A Mcflage was received from the 
Lords, acquainting the Houfe, tliat their 
Lv.rdftjips had agreed 16 the Bank, Alien, 
and Additional btajnp Duty Bills. 
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Alderman Andcrfon brought in 'a Bill 
for the Relief of Inlolvent Dcbtort, 
which was read the firft, and ordered to 
l>e iTad the fecond time on Friday next. 

The Weft- India Ncgro*^ Affets Bill 
%as read a third time, and pafled. 

THURSDAY, JUNE 21. 

The Small Promiflbry Note Bill was 
read a fecond time, and ordered to be 
Committed to-monow. 

On the Motion of Mr. Long, leave 
was given to bring in a Bill to extend 
the provifions of the Aft of the nth of 
his prel'ent Maiefty, which regards half- 
|>entc and farthings, to copper coin of 
every denomination. 

Mr. Mainwarlng moved the Order of 
the Day for the recommitment of the Bill 
fcfr preventing tlie engroifing, foixdalling, 
And rcgrating of Live Cattle. 

The Houle having refolved itfelf into 
•the Committee, Nlr. Ticrncy in the 
Chair, 

Mr. Mainwaring ftated to the Com- 
mittee his intention to make the whole of 
this Bill applicable to forefiaUing and 
regrattJtg only. 

The diffa ent claufes were then gone 
through, omitting what related to en- 
groffing. 

The regulations are to extend to the 
diftance oT loo miles from the Capital. 
The Report was brought up, on the 
fuggeftion of a Member ; and the Bill, 
with the Amendments, was ordered to 
be printed, and taken into further con- 
£deration on Thurlday next. 

FRIDAY, JUNE IJ. 

The Houfe, in a Committee of Sup- 
ply, voted the fum of four millions tor 
flefrayjng the Extraordinaries of the Ar- 
my for 1797. 

The Roman Catholic Bill was read a 
fecond time. 

The Infolvent Debtors' Bill was read 
a fecond time, and ordered to be com- 
mitted. 

MONDAY, JUNE 26. 

Mr. Dundas moved tor leave to bring 
in a Bill for regulating the Supreme Court 
of Judicature in India, which was agreed 
to. 

The BHl for impofing a Duty on Re- 
ceipts for Carrying Parcels, was orde^^d 
to be committed on Thurlday. 
TUESDAY, JUNE 27. 

The Small ProraifTory Note Bill was 
r^ad a third time and palfcd. . 

Sir W. Scott brought up the Bill for 
the better encouragement ot Seamen. 

Mr, Dent moved, that there (hould be 
laid before the Houfe un account of the 



produce of the Game Certificate Datf W 
the 9th April 1797, and alfo for an ac- 
comit of the produce of the Dog Tax to 
the prefent time. Agreed to. 

Mr. W. Dundas brought up the Eaft- 
India Judicature Bill, which was rejKl a 
Aril time, and ordered to be nad a fecond 
time on Friday next. 

The Chancelbr of the Exchequer gave 
notice, that in cohlequence ot theob^ 
jedions that had been urged againft the 
proportion for laying a duty on toJb 
equal to the money now paid, he fliould 
not pr^fs the mealurc further. 

On Friday next he faid he Ihould bve 
it in his power to bxing forward a fub- 
jftitute for what he had relinquiihei and 
alio for the deHciency on the modifications 
that had taken place in the other taxes. 
He likewifc gave notice, that on Mondajr 
next he ihould bring tbrward the con- 
fideration of the Inland NavigationDuty. 
Much information, be ftated, had bees 
colle£bd en the fubjed of Inland Navi- 
gation, the refuit of which hftddctenniDcd 
him to pcrlevere in the ^meafure under 
certain modifications. 

The Order of the Day being read, for 
the Houfe to refolve into a Committee on 
the Roman Catholic Bill, 

Mr. W. Smith moved, that it be an 
inlfi*u6lion to the faid Conunittce, to 
admit a claufe for enabling Protcftant 
Diflenters from the Church of England 
. to accept ' and hold CommifTions in tk 
Supplementary Militia and the Ptovi- 
fional Cavalry, without the ufual qualifi- 
cations, and on the iamc terms v^ith 
perlbns profefling the Roman Catholic 
Rclieion. 

The Houfe having refolvcd itfelf into

Mr. Smith brought up a clanfc to the 
cfFeft above mentioned. 

The Bill then went through the Com- 
mittee, and the ^epwti was-oraeied to be 
received on Friday. 

THURSDAY, JUHB 3.^ 

Mr. Role m )ved, that the Receipt 
Parcel Bill, which ftood for thisda^» 
ihould be pollponed till to-morrow. 

Mr. Ticrncy moved the Order of the 
Day for the further confidemtion of tfce 
Report of the Committet^ oo th^BiU for 
preventing thePoi^ftaliingpte. of iiire 
Cattle. 

Mr. Secretary Dundas opposed the 
Motion. The objea meant' te be. ob- 
tained by the preient Bill vras enfiotced 
by reftriftione in former Afts of Par- 
liament, and Ae fubjeft was amply dif- 
cuffed and reiefted a« Year* afo. The 
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principle vat now fiilly eftabHflied, that 
twtrj objed of commerce, and partial- 
larly tlie article of provifions, was moil 
certainly eftablKhed by the induftry and 
enterpriie of thofe who were engaged in 
it. After obje^ing to the Bill in detail, 
be remarked that it was the intereft of the 
hnaer to fell as dear as he conid, and of 
the jobber to buy as cheap as he could*} 
lod tbefe daihing intereds were the beft 
iectirity for a go<Ki fupply of cattle at a 
moderate price. He concluded by moving, 
•* That the further confideration of the 
Keport fliould be poftponed to this day 
three months.** 

The Houie divided ; when there ap* 
peared, for it, 7 j againft it, 39. 

Sir W. Dolben moved for leaVe to 
bring in a Bill to regulate the height be- 
tween the decks of velTels employed in 
tVTj'mg Slaves. 

Leave given. 

FRIDAY, JtTNE 30. 
THE BUDGET. 

The Houfe having refolved itfclf into 
i Committee of Ways and Means for 
laifing the fupply, 

Mr. P^t began by ftatingv that it be- 
came his duty to propofe new Taxes in 
lien of the propofed Tax upon Turnpikes 
oov abandoned, and to fupply a cleHcit 
aiifiog from certain modifications in 
others which were propofed. There was 
another (the Parcel Receipt Tax) which 
kHumid not prefs in the prefent Seifion, 



on account of (everal di^cuhies in the 
detail, which could not be fpeedity re- 
moved. The deficit to be made good^ 
he reckoned in the whole at 66o,oooI. 
He then entered into a flatement of the 
new Taxes . The firft of thefe would be 
&h additional dutv of two (hillings on 
horfes employed m agriculture, which 
now paid three (hillings. This he elli- 
mated at 150,0001. 

The next aiticie was a fmall increafed 
duty of 5 per cent, on Pepper imported, 
and 59; per chaldron on Coals exported. 
He eftimated the former at 15^0001. and 
the latter at 14,000!. 

The laft article was that of Clocks and 
Watches. The duty he propofed wai 
OS. 6d»^ per ann. on perfons wearing a 
Silver or Metal Watch j on a Odd one, 
I OS. and on each Clock (except fuch 
as are generally ufed in cottages) 5s. 
To facilitate the colleftion, he meant to 
.tfropofe that an account fhould be given, 
in the fame way as is noW done by per- 
ibns wearing hatr-powder* He con- 
cluded by movin? hii firff Refolution, 
^hich was founded on the firft article of 
additional taxation above-mtentioned. 

A divifidn took place on the firft Re- 
folution, when there appeared fo^ it, 83^ 
againftit,^. 

The other Refotutions were feverally 
put and carried j the Report was ordered 
-to be brought up on Monday, to which 
day the Houfe adjourned.

I (ay this, bccaufe I know 
the partial kindnefs to me of fome of my 
friends. But I have had in my life- time 
but too much of noife and cqmdilfQent. 
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At to the refti it-it ufurertain what I 
(hall have after the difcharge of my debts, 
which when I write this are very great. 
Be that as it may, my Will concerning 
my worldly fubftance is ihort. As my 
entirely belored, faithful, and affeAionate 
wife did, during the whole time in which 
I lived moft happily with her, take on 
her the charge and management of my 
affairs, affifted by her Ion, whilft God 
was pleaied to lend him to us» and did 
condufl them, often in a ftate of much 
derangement and embarraiTment, with a 
patience and prudence which probably 
nave no example, and thereby left my 
mind free to profecute my public duty 
cr my ftudiet, or to indulge in my re- 
laxations, or to cultivate my friends, at 
my pleafurej fo, on my death, I wiih 
things to continue as fubftantially at 
they have always done* I therefore, by 
this my laftand only Will, derifc, leave, 
and bequeath to my entirely beloved and 
incomparable wife Jane Mary Burke, 
the whole real efUte of which I (hall die 
feifed, whether land, rents, or houfes, in 
abfolute fee-fimole ; as alfo all my per- 
^nal efhitf, whether fbock, furniture, 
•pkfee, money, or iecurities for money, 
annuities fpr livet or for years, be the 
faid eltate of what nature, quality, ex- 
tent, or defertption it may, to her fole 
imcontrouled pofleflion and dii^fal, as 
her property, m any manner which may 
fccm proper to her to poflefs and difpoU 
of the fame, whether it be real cftatc or 
perfonal ef^ate, by her lafl Will or other- 
wife i it being my intention that (he 
may have as clear and uncontrouled a 
ri^nt and title thereto and therein as I 
poftefs myfelf, as to the ufe, expenditui;e, 
fde, or devife. I hope thefe words arc 
fufficicnt to exprcfs the abfolute, un- 
condifioned, andtmranited right of com- 
plete ownerifhip I mean to give to her 
to the faid lands and goods ; and I truft 
that no words of furpluffiige or ambiguity 
may ritkte this my clear intention. 
There arc no perfbns who have a right, 
or I believe a difpofition, to complain of 
this bequeft, which I have duly weighed, 
and made on a proper confideration of 
my duties, and the relations in which I 
(hmd. 

I alio make my wife Jane Mary Burke 
aforefaid my fole Executrix of this 
my hft Will, knowing that (he will re- 
ceive advice and adlAance from her and 
my excellent friends. Dr. Walker King 
and Dr. Lawrence, to whom I recom- 
mend her and her concerns, though that 
fKhaps it needlefs, ai ti^ are as much 



attached to her as they Uf to ne. t ^ 
it only to mark my fpechl coftfidence m 
their affeaioQ, (kiU. and indolhry. 

I wi(h that my dear wife may, at iboil 
after my deceafe as poifible (which, after 
what Imu happened, (he will lee with . 
conilaucy and refignation), make her 
WiU, with the advice and afiifbmce of 
the two perfont I have named. But it 
is my wiih alfo, that (he will not think 
herfelf bound up by any bequeftt flit 
may make in the (aid will, and whicb, 
while (he lives, can be only intentions, 
as not during her life to nfe her pro* 
nerty, with all the liberty I have given* 
her over it, juft as if (he had written no 
will at all ; but in every thing to follow 
the directions of her own equitable and 
charitable mind, and her own prudent 
and meafured under flanding. 

Having thus committed every thing to 
her difcretion, I recommend ((ufajeA al- 
ways to that difcretion) that if I ihouid 
not, during my life, give or fecure to my 
dear niece, Mary C. Haviland, wife of 
my worthy frieiid Capt. Haviland, the 
fum of loool. or an annuity equivaknt 
to it, that (he would beftow upon her that 
fum of money, or that annuity} con- 
ditioned and limited in fuch manner as 
(he, my wife aforefaid, may think pro- 
per, by a devife in her Will or other- 
vrtk, as (he may find mod convenient to 
the (ituation of her affairs, widiout 
pre(rure upon her dnrinr her life. My 
wife put me in mind oF this* which I 
now recommend to her. I certainly, 
fbme years ago, gave my niece reafon to 
expe^l it ; but I was not able to execute 
my intentions. If I do this in my life* 
time, this recommendation goea tor no^ 
thing. 

As to my other friends and relationty 
and companions through life, and efpe« 
cially the friends and companions of my 
fon, who were the dearcft of mice, I am 
not unmindful of what I owe them. If 
I do not name them all here, and mark 
them with tokens of my remembrance, I 
hope they will not attribute it to unkind* 
neis, or to a want of a due fenfe of their 
merits towards me. My old friend and 
faithful companion. Will Buriu, knowa 
his place in my heart. I do not mentioa 
him as Executor or AflKlant. I know 
that he will attend to my wifej but I 
chufe the two I have mentioned, as firoat 
their time of life, of greater a&ivity. I 
recominend him to them. 

In the political world I have aoadt 
many connexions, and fom^ of them 
amongft perfons of high raak* Their 

friend» 
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fimiklft fran potilkil» iAcame pcc- 
fenal to me ; and ihcjr hare (hewn it in 
a monMr raaii than to iatUfy the utmoft 
teuodf that couid be made ^m my 
Wn and finccre attachment to them. 
Thej art the woithieft people in the 
kiofioaii their intentions are excellent, 
$$i I will Uym ereiy kind of fucceft. 
I bequeath, my brother-in-law, John 
Nngent, and the friends in my poor ion's 
lift» which ii in hif mother's hands, to 
their prote6lion ; as to them and the reft 
«f my companions, who conftantly ho- 
noarra and chu(ed our houfe as our 
inmatet, I have put down their, names in 
a lift, that my wife ihould iend them the 
ttfiiai remrmhnmce of tittle mourning 
Hags, as a token of my remembrance* 
In fpeaking o( my friends, to whom I 
owe ib many ohUgations, I oueht to name 
efpcciallr Lord Fitzwilliam, the Duke of 
Portknd, and the Lord CavendiAies, with 
the Duke of Devonfhires the worthy 
held of that family. 

If the intimacy which I have had with 
others has been broken off by political 
difference on great queftions concerning 
the ftate of things exifting and impend- 
ing, I hope they will forgive whatever of 
geoenJ human infirmity» ur of my own 
particular infirmity, has entered into that 
(oBtention $ I heartily entreat their for- 
givcnels. I have,nothing further to lay.

DUKE OF ORLEANS, CITIZEN IGA- 
LITE. 

The Duke of Orleans, and his friends 
who ferved with him on board the 
French fleet, difobeyed a fignal made 
to them by the French Admiral, for 
reafons of perfonal fafety, as it was fup>4 
pofed. This circumftance gave rife to 
a 6oft mot of a Lady whom the Duke 
had fatyrized in a large company, not 
knowing that (he was prcUnt. *' 11 
meparoit," faid (he, " mon Prince, que 
vous vous connoiffez mieux en fignale- 
ment au'enfigneux; I think, Sir, that 
your Highnefs underftands difcriptiont 
better than fignals." 

During the Ihort time he was con- 
fined in prifon at Paris, he drank Cham-* 
pagne very copioufiy. He appeared 
before the Revolutionary Tribunal with 
great refolution and firmnefs, and whea 
his fentence was read to him, he faid 
to his companion in affli£tion, '* Comet 
let us go diredtly to the place of execnv 
tion. He was attended in the carriage 
that conveyed him to the guillotine by a 
Pricft,whom he defircd not to quit him^ 
aad received from him his benedidioa 
at the foot of the fcaffold. The car* 
riagc flopped near his own palace, 
which he contemplated with a fixed 
look, and appeared to read with atten- 
tion the inicription placed over it^ and' 
to repeat it to hin;ifelf. 

LOUIS XVI. KING OP FRANCE. 

That acute Polhician, Frederick 
the Second, King of Pruflia, faya 
in one of his letters to Voltaire refpea« 
ing the accelfion of the late unfor- 
tunate and excellent Monarch to the 
Throne of that vaft and confufed £m« 
pirc— 

" June 18, S776 

" I have lately learned that the King' 
of France has difplaced fome of his Mi- 
nifiers. I am not aftoniihed at it. I 
look upon Louis XVI. as a young lamb 
in the midft of wolves. He will be in 
great luck if he gets out of their claws. 
A perfon who Ihould chance to have- 
been in the habits of Government 
would be at prefent much puzz'.ed in 
France ; — watched and furrounded with 
artifices of every kind, they would 
oblige him tobeguilty of mifiakcs. How 
much more likely then is it, that a 
young Prince, without experience, 
ihould be dragged aloij^^i^^ jhe torrent 
of intrigue and cabal. 
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** Thof^ peHbns who have talked 
of the French Government to you, have 
doubllefsyiny dear Voluire, exaggerated 
ainny things. I have had an opportu- 
Btty of getting at the true ftate of the 
revenue! and of the debts of that king- 
dom, lu debts are eoormouSf its re* 
Iburcei exhauded, and its taxes mui* 
ti]ilied beyond bounds. The only method 
t» diminifli in time the load of thefe 
^btSy would he to put its expencet 
within certain limits, and to retrench 
every fuperfluity. But» alasl this I 
fear will never be done; for, inilead 
«f faying, I have fuch an income, and 
] can aflibrd to fpend To much of it, we 
^nre hut too apt to fay, I muft have fo 
■ittch money, find out expe^ienu to 
procure it for me. 

** Thofe rafcals of Monks ibould be 
■adc to bleed pretty freely. This, how- 
mf€T, would not be fufiicieot (though 
k would undoubtedly afford fome rc« 
Iburces) to pay off the debts in a (bort 
time^ and to procure for the people of 
]Frnnce all thofe affiftancet for which 
they have at prefent fo great an occa- 
fioo. This diHreisful fituation took ita 
nfe in the preceding reigns, which 
contracted debts for the payment of 
ivhich they had made no provifion* 

^ It is this derangement of its financea 
which fo materially influences every 
part of its Government. It has put a 
ftop to the wife projects of M. de St. 
Gcrmun. It has prevented its admi- 
Biftration from having that akendancy 
in the affairs of Europe, which France 
liaa been ever ufcd to take fince the 
n\gtk ef Henry the Fourth. With 
vefpeft to your Parliaments, as a 
thinking man, I have condemned the 
revocation of that of Paqis, as contrary 
to every principle of logic and of good 
fenfe« 

•* See* my dear Voltaire, how well 
one fceanod difcovers the faults of others, 
whilft one is blind to one's own defers. 
I ^uld have done better, perhaps, to 
have, regulated my own actions, and to 
bave prevented myfelf from making 
blunders, than to have anatomiied the 
interna^ fprings that fet great Monar* 
chica in motion.** 

COUNT WATHENSTEIN. 

The murder of this great General is 
thus^ defcribed in a letter from Mr. 
Gerard, Mailer of the Charter^houfe 
in London* to Lord Strafford : 

«* A/triJi, 1634. 

** Our town is full of pamphlets of 
the cruel murder done by the command 



of the Emperour op«n WathfiUMi 
and ibme four of his Colonels in Egnu 
Various arp the reports of the caufes, 
and the manner of it', but fure l^oai 
Butler, an Irifliman. Wachenftein wu 
run through the body with a ptrtizon, 
in his own chamber, being retired to 
bed. His Colonels, and three Con- 
miffioBcrs from the EleAor of Saxe, 
being fcafted by Gordon, the Govevaor 
of the town, towards the end of the 
fupper, when moft of the waiters wire 
commanded away to their fupper, the 
parlour or ilove being near emptied, ia 
came a company of noufqueteers, (hot 
every one his man, and fo proceeded ta 
an apothecary's houfe, where Wathca- 
ilein lay* fliot two of hia guards at the 
door, and killed one of his chamber. 
Wathenftein hearing a noife, wcot to 
the window to look out ; in the meaa 
time Butler comes up with a partizoa 
in his hand, and runs it into his bodf 
behind, he turning about, Butler gave 
him two other wounds ihdre, then 
^r^ggcd him down ftaira in his blood, 
put him in a dung-cart, and oarne4 
nim to the other dead bodies, and next 
morning ihewed his body to the pe<^U 
round about the town, dragging h at 
a cart's tail.'*

<Riled was fired fix times at the Repulfe ; 
wiibi the gun was going to be loaded the 
itventh time, he was not content with a 
Bine.pound (hot that was in her, but 
took a crow bar, and put the thick end 
in firil 5 I immediately took it out of his ' 
iand,when he gave me a (hove, and I fell 
•▼er the heel of the top-maft. After that 
I WIS kept forwards on the fisrecaftle by 
one Vance, a ouartcr-maftcr, who afted 
IS Captain of tne ihip. Being there an 
hour and a half, I came on deck, when 
the prifoner was ftanding on the heel of 
the top-mad. He ordered Vance to flip 
the bower, and go along-fide the Repulfe, 
ud fend her to hell, where fhe belongs 
to, and fliew faer no quarter. After that, 
he iaid, he did not {lay any longer on 
hoard the Monmouth. 

1b aniwer to a qucftion from the Pre- 
fidttt, he fiitd, that the prifoner fired the 
scficTmoft gun on the forecaftle, but he 
did not know there were any guns fired 
frwn the Monmouth, before the prifoner 
came on board. 

Q^from the Prifoner.— Had you fired 
isyguns yourfelf before you firft faw rac 
cw board > — A. No.— Q^ Had there been 
•ay guns fired from any part of the fhip 
kefcre the forecaftle guns wcrfe fired ? — 
A Yes J die ouarter-deck guns were 
fir«d.-*Q. You nave been talking abotit 
Hdl I I wifli to know whetlier you have 
beta promiied any thing for advancing 
^ Ddliib account ?— A. No : I have 
>ot been promifed any thing. 

The Prifoner.— I will bring witnefies 
to difprove what this man has faid. 

John Summer land, Boatlwain's Mate 
^ the Monmouth, related the circum- 
ftaoces which took place on board the 
Momnoutb. — I ikw the prifoner Hand- 
ing on Ibmething as if he was going to 
make a fpeech. Capt. Vance wanted to 
fpeak fira, but the prifoner would not 
^i9w it i be wotild toliit <m the (hip flip- 



ping her cables. The flrip't company 
wDukl not agree to this. Parker theH 
fiiid, he would go to another ihip, whIeU 
he would take along- fide of the Leopard^ 
and fend her to hell. In the mean time 
the Repulfe got off, and upon that, Par- 
ker (hook his fift, and faid, datfm her^ 
fhe is off. He then' went on board the 
Sandwich. 

Here the evidence for the prolccutiort 
clofcd J and then the Prefident a(ked thii 
prifoner when he would be ready to ente^ 
upon his defence ? The prilbner laying 
he could not be ready to-morrow, wag 
afked, whether he could be ready on 
Monday ? He anfwcred, that he thought 
he fhould, and the defence was put off till 
Monday. 

On Monday tlie «5th, the Coinrt met 
at nine o'clock, and the prifoner being 
brought in, was ordered bv the Prefident 
to make his defence, and fupport it by 
evidence. 

Prifoner.— As I have been at fea- front 
my youth, as is well known to a number 
of this Court, I hope it will not be ex- 
peacd that I (hould drcfs up my defencd 
m the language a lawyer would have 
done, if I could have employed onew 
Nothing fupports me but the confciouf- 
nefs that what I did was incompliance 
with orders, for the purpofe of ipidcring 
It lefs difaftrous than it would otherwifS 
have been, had I not entered into th^ 
mutiny. Every thing I did was folcly 
fijr the purpofe of conciliation. I wa^ 
on (bore when Admiral Buckner came 
on board j and told the Admiral after- 
wards that I was forry he had not been 
received with the ufual marks of refpe^, 
and the fliips fhould cheer him it h^ 
wifhed it.— The Adnjiral had ftated that 
a bultle was made to man the fide : thirf 
buftle was made at the rifk of my life.— 
An opinion had been propagatctl on board 
the different fhips, that Admiral Buckner 
was not competent to fettle the difcon- 
tcnts fubfi fling in the fleet j and the In- 
flexible had declared, that if any refpe^^ 
was fhewn to the Admiral, they would 
come along-fide of the Sandwich, and 
fink her. Notwithftanding all that had 
been iaid rcfpe^ng the Sandwich, it waf 

not 
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not there the mutinjr began : It originated 
in the Inflexible ; and there it Was always 
'the moft violent. Admiral Buckner's 
flag was hauled down without my Icnow- 
ledge : it was Uruck when he was going 
on Ihore with the propolitions of the 
Committee. 

With regard to the marines who were 
taken from the Admiral's houfe, the 
Admiral penhitted me to examine them 5 
9ndf upon my putting feme queftions, 
the Admiral oblerved, " Now, Parker, 
you are coming to the point. '* The 
marines were then delivered to tlie Dele- 
ptes, and it was defired that they Ihould 
pe confined when they went on board. 

^ Wh^n he faw Admiral Buckner after 
Lis flag was ftruck, the Admiral faid, 
•* Parker, my flag is flruck 5 confider my 
feelings/' He anfwered, «« I have feel- 
ings, Admiral Buckner, and I do con- 
fider your's 5 I am forry to fee it, but it 
is not in my power to prevent it." 

Captain Surridee mf the Iris fays, he 
recolle^ls my beuig aihore the la^ time, 
jod faw the Delegates of the North Sea 
fleet give me the additional articles ; this 
evidence fays he never faw any difrefpeft 
tn me. 

I went to Capt. Wood, in order to be- 
friend him ) though he wa? lent out of 
the fliin, I never knew it till he depofed 
it, aiKl he did not produce the man who 
told him that I ordered it. 
. Parker then recapitulated much of the 
evidence, without any comment. To 
account for his being on board the Di- 
rector, he faid he went to order the band 
to play the tunes God fave the Ktng^ 
Rule arJiannia, and Britons ftrike borne. 
When he was told the Direftor was pre- 
}>aring to fire, he went direflly on board 
to prevent it j and having fird in vain 
addreflfed the crew, he aflced if (he would 
flip her cable, to i^ how far they would 

fo, and was glad to find them refufe \ 
ut they beins determined to fire, he was 
obliged to yield to the florm, and pre- 
tend to jom in an a£i his heart abomi- 
nated. 

He then animadverted on a few points 
of Barry's evidence, declaiing he muft 
nave miftaken him for feme other perfon. 
Perceiving that the Monmouth was very 
a6live in firing on the Repuiie, he went 
pn board to endeavour to appeafe the 
crew. It would have been an idle 
Quixotic adventure, to attempt, at that 
time of the tide, to Lllow the Leopard. 
He fliould prove that the Direftor and 
the Monmouth both fired on the Repulfe 
W&rv he went ou boapdr Before the 



Sandwich was delivered trp to her on- 
cers, a fignal was made for the Delegate! 
to afTemble on board the Montague, and 
their proceedings then were extremel]^ 
violent, and he did net g9. 

William Livingflone, boatfwain of the 
Dire^or, and Samuel Hallard, carpenter 
of the Dire^or, heard me a(k for a boat 
to go with a flae^ of truce to prevent in- 
nocent blood h^om being • (hed j they 
heard the euns fire, but md not hear me 
give the orders. 

^y I have (faid he) only a few words 
to add, not to remind the Court that 
where mercy can have place it ought to 
be fliewn, being convinced from the can* 
did manner in which they have a^edr 
that juftice will be done \ but to re^ue^ 
that they would be plealed to fcrutiniie 
the evidence of Barry with the utmoft 
n^our., I have (aid tliis for the purpoie 
ot clearing my chara^er, which is doucr 
to me than a thoufand lives \ and, how- 
ever my condu^ has been miireprefeated 
in the public prints, I truft my innocence 
will appear. My country allows me 
juilice, and juftice I am fure I fhall hats 
from this honourable Court." 

Having finifhed his defence, which be 
read from a paper, he was allowed by 
the Court to withdraw a little. 

Lord Northe(k, Captain of the Men- 
mouth, was then called and fwom» and 
being examined by the prifoner, flatcd, 
that he was on board tne Sandwich on 
the 6th of June ; that the feamen in the 
cabin faid they were veiy loyal ; and thst 
the band, by the prifoner^s orders, on bis 
entering the cabin, ftruck up God ftrve 
the Ktng ; that the prifoner appeared to 
his Lorddiip as Prefident and chief 
fpokcfman of the Delegates ; and that 
the letter (inferted in our Magazine for 
June laft), demanding a rcdrels of grie- 
vances in 54. hours, was delivered to him 
by Parker, by dire^ion of all tlie Dele- 
gates, and that they declared they were 
neither Jacobins nor Ti-aitors.. 

Captain Knight, of the Montagiie, de-« 
pofed, that when he was on board the 
Sandwich, he heard th^ band play God 
fa've i be King f and Br i ions Jlrike homely 
and alfo heard the crew, and the prifoner 
himfelf, fay, that they venerated their 
Sovereign j and he further heard * the 
prifoner fay, if there was a certainty the 
enemy were at fea, they would lake the 
fleet undtr their own dire£lion, and go in 
fearch of thera; and if the Dutch fleet 
were, then in tlie TexcF, he would lead 
the fieet in and attack them, to prove to 
the Nation that they wcrtjieithcr rebels

The flrangeri withdrew, Snd the Court 
proceeded, at half pad two o'clock, to 
confider their Icntence. 

At half pail four o'clock, the prifoncr 
was called m again, and the Court thrown 
open. The Judge Advocate then pro- 
cecded to flate, that the Court having 
heard evidence on the charges, and the 
prifoner's defence, are \mani»ifouny of 
opinion. That the 'whole of the Charges 
m-e fully proved ^ that the aime is as un^ 
precedentcd as wicked,, as rmnoUs to the 
Naiy as to the Peace and Profperity of 
the Country i 'the Court doth therefore ai^ 
judge bim to death j and he is ordered 
to fyjffer death accordingly y at fucb time 
and place as the Lords Commijffivners of 
the Admiralty y or any three of tbem^fbatl 
appoint. 

Parker, with a degree of fortitude and 
' undiimayed compofure, which excited the 
aftonifhmcnt and admiration of every one, 
fpoke.as follows t 

" I have heard your fcntence— I (hall 
fubmit to it without a ftruggle.— I ftel 
thus, becaufe I am fcnfible of the le^li- 
tude of ray intentions. Whatever of- 
fences may have been committed, I hope 
my life will be the only ficrifice — I triift 
it will be thought a fufficient atonement. 
Pardon, I beleech you, the other men-»^t 
know they will return with alacrity to 
their duty." 

The Prcfidcnt addreffed him in a fhort 
fpecch, in which he laid, that in con- 
fideration of his manifold and heinous 
offences, the Court had thought pr6per 
not to fix the time of his punifhment, 
which they were authorifed to do ; but, 
in order to allow hina time for repent- 
ance, had left it to the difcretion m the 
Lords Commiflloners of the Admiralty. 
—The prifoner bowed, and (aid he wa$ 
obliged to them for that confideration. 

On Friday the 2,9th, the prifoner, wh# 
had taken hit ufua) rcpaft in the birth 
allotted him in the Gun-room, and pafied 
the night in great tompofure, was awaked 
a little after fix o'clock from a found 
(kep, by the Maifhal Provoll, who, with 
a file or marines, compofed his guard 3 
Jie arofe with chearfulncfs, and rcqueflcd 
peruiifHon might be aiktd for a barbec 
to attend him, which wa« granted \ he 
fbon dreffcd himfelf in a neat fuit of 
mourning (waiJtcoat excepted), fent hiin 
by a friend of the name of Templar, 
wearing his half-boots over a pair of 
black Clk fl:ocking8 : be then lock hit 
break fa^, talked ot a ^// he had written, 
in which he had be^jueatbci to his wifo 
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t Uttletf ftmto hf Cud he was heir to ^ and 
after that lamented the mitfortune that 
had been brought on the countrjr by the 
Mutiny, bdt JblemHly denied davi/tg the 
letLji c^HHe&iQfi or corrgff>ondenci -with 
may difaffeQed ptrjons on Jbort^ and de- 
ciaredt that it was cbiejiy owing to bintf 
that the Ships bad not been carried into 
the enemy^s ports ! At half after eight, 
he was told the Chaplain of the (hip was 
ready to attend him to prayers upon the 
^uarter-deek, which he immediately af- 
eended, uncoveicd: at his firll entrance 
•n the deck, he looked a little paler than 
coi^mon, but foon recovered his uAial 
eonifrtcxion J he bowed to the Officers, 
and a chair being allowed him, he fat 
^own a few moments, and fteadily fur- 
Veyed the military array of marines un- 
der arms, round the deck ; he then arofe, 
and told the Clergyman be wifhed to 
attend ban : the Chaplain informed him 
he had fele£ted two pfalms appropriate 
to his fituation f to which the prifoner 
^aflTentiog, (aid, "And with your pcr- 
miilion, Sir, I will add a third, and 
named the 51(1, that beautiful confefTional 
of David, and imploring of forgivenefs, 
** Haiji mercy upon me^ O God, after thy 
great goodneft j according to the muUuude 
9/ thy mercies f do atvcty mine offences ! 
(sfc,** He then recited each alternate 
Teffe in a manner peculiarly impreflive» 
At nine' o'clock the preparatory gun was

without the Imailcft emotion. Prayers 
hcin^ foon after clofed> he roie, and 
aflced Capt. Mofs, ffhe might be indulged 
" 'with a gldfs of 'white wine f which bcmg 
immediately granted, he took it, and 
.iiftiog up bis eyes, excbimed— '< I drink 
:^rji to thefal'vaiion of my foul l^^andnext 
to the fojgtvenef of ail my enemies /'* — 
Addreffing biinfelf to Capt. Mofs, he

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July 31. 

A MEETING conveii«d by the Cor- 
refponding Society, or rather by a 
iliviiien of it (for fome of thofe who arc 
its reputed leaders did not attend 7, was 
held in an open field near the Veterinary 
College, Stl Pancras. At two o'clock 
between two and three thoufand people 
were aflcmbled. Three tribunes, as they 
were termed, were ere^ed in different 
places. The rirft was occupied by T. 
Stuckey, Prefident, Mr. Fergufon, a bar- 
rifter, and two oihcrs^ the I'ccond by a 
Mr. Galloway ; and the third by R. 
Hodfon, a hatter of Weftminfter, with 
ibme others. Before the firft tribune Sir 
W. Addington prefentcd himfelf on 
korfchack, attended by a great number 
of conftables. Other Magiltrates at- 
tended, and-took their ftations before the 
different tribunes. The populace who 
liirrounded them were, generally (Wak- 
ing, of the lovi^ft defcriptio^. There 
was no fymptom of dilbrder, nor did the 
majority feem to feel any intereft in what 
was Efoing forward. 

At two o'clock the Prefident came 
forward at the firft tribune. He read 
the advcrtifement ijy which the meeting 
was convoked. On the meeting being 
declared illegal by the Bow-ftrect Ma- 
^iitratcs, a perlbn of^the name of Webb 
liid he was deputed to wait on them, 
and to ej;q\iire in what confiftcd its ille- 
gality j and to fay, that if their pro- 



ceedings were confidered as trenching in 
any way on the lajte Convention Bil!) 
they fliould forbear to touch on tbefc 
points. Mr. Juftice Ford replied, "that 
ne did not confider himielf as bound to 
give any explanation of the law ; and if 
they proceeded, .the London Corrcfpond- 
ing Society and the Bow-ftrect Ma- 
gi itrates fhould be at iflu'e." On re- 
ceiving this general anfwcr, the perfons 
ftiling themfelvcs the Executive Com- 
mittee did not hold it incumbent on them 
to forbid the meeting which they had 
fummoned. 

This addrefs being received with fomc 
faint applaufe, the fame porfon prcceedcd 
to read a petition and remonftrance to 
the King, which, he obfcrvcd at the laroc 
time, was to be followed by the moring 
of certain relolutions ;— 

Here the reader was interrupted by a 
cry, that the Proclamation for diflblviflg 
the afTtmbly as illegal had been read. 
Mr. Fergufon then addrefied the mcctingi 
and conjured them quietly to fcparatci 
and, for the prevention o( mifchicf* to 
depart to their feveral homes. He faid 
the queftion was now rtally at ilTue, and 
it remained to be fecn, whether the Ma- 
giftrates of Bow-ftreet were to be re- 
garded as the interpreters of the law of 
England. Sir William Addington im- 
mediately gave orders that Mr. Fcrgofon 
fhould be taken into cuftody. Stuckeyi 
Hodfon, ft|4efifite^Dgt^«'P^y^ 
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fpctk, were at thcfkme inftancc made 
piifoncrs. The mob did not offer to 
prevent the conllables from executing 
ihcif orders, and indeed the pcrlbns who 
were aire ft ed were carnefrin deprecating 
acy interference in their behalh They 
were put into a hackney coach, and ef- 
coned by a party of conftables to Bow- 
ftreet. 

In the evening Robert Fergufon, Tho/ 
Stuckey, Alexander GaJlowa}?', Richard 
Barrow, Benjamin Pemberton Binns, and 
Richard HodgCon, were brought, htifbre 
Sir Williim Addington, at the Public 
OiBce, Bow-ftrcct, charged with haying 
aided and afllfted in certain illegal pro- 
ceedings refpc^ing the above meeting. 
Evidence was called to prove the charge, 
which being cftabliflied to the fatiifatStion 
of the Bench, they were ordered to find 
tall to anlwer the complaint at the next 
Se/Eofls, themlelves in lool. and two 
fureties in 50I. each. The charge againft 
Mr. Ferguion was fupported by a Mr. 
John Smith, who depolcd, that he heard 
Mr, Fergufon addrefs the people from 
oiSe of the tribunes, after the Procla- 
mation had been read, in* nearly thefe 
words :— «< Citizens^ / beg oj you to dij- 
P^fit and notjlay here to be butchered 5 
"iveJtaU hereafter fee i 'whether or not the 
Brjj'firect Mai ^ft^<^^^^ ^^^ *^^ interpreters 
of the Law/* — Mr. Fergufon denied the 
charge in tofo, but faid he was ready to 
give bail. On his dcpartuie, he went in 
a hackney-coach ; the horfcs were taken 
out by the mob, and he was drawn by 
them a confidcrable diftancc. 

Hodgfon is by trade a hatter, and one 
of the perfons who were indited for high 
titafon in the year 1794, though never 
brought to trial. Mr. Ferguion is a 
bairilter at law j Binns, a plumber j 
Stuckey a taylor 5 Barrow a Itudent of 
pWc J and Galloway a mathematical 
iattniment-roaker. 

August x. About . twelve o'clock, 
w the Princefs of Wales was returning 
from Carlton -houfe to her feat at Chari- 
ton, in a coach and four, about 100 yards 
More the carriage arrived at New CroI*«j 
TuTDpike, two Greenwich coaches were 
oblcrvcd driving very furioufly along the 
foad, and trying whoic hor.es could go 
tl*c faftcft. Tne Princels's out rider 
waTcd his hand for them to keep clear of 
W Royal Highncfs's carriage j but they 
tcmtiiming the fame furious pace, the 
i^np horics of one of the ttages got rn- 
tJfi^lcd with one of the fore hurfes of her 
l^oyal Hi?bnef»*s carriage, and bruifeJ 
^pottiUiob's kgj- and the out lider 



having interfered to prevent mifchjef, his 
horfe took fright, and threw him upon 
fome fharp- pointed wooden ratling, -and 
from thence into a garden. The accident 
fhccked her Royal Highncfs fo much as 
to occafion her to faint j but by the at- 
tention of Mifs Garth, who was in the 
carriage, and being allured the fcrvant^ 
was not killed, (he was foon recoverfd. 
It providentially happened, that when the 
groom fell on the railing, his watch 
pitched on the point, which in all pro- 
bability prevented the accident proving 
fatal, as the watch was broke, and he 
received a bruilc on the right fide of his 
groin. 

Information of this fliameful but, we 
are forry to lay, too common breach of 
the peace being fent to town, Mr. Ford 
and other Magiftratcs raet the Duke of 
GJoucefter at Carlton- ht.ulc on Tuefday 
evening, and, after an enquiry into the 
circumltanccs, ilTued their warrants for 
thetipprehcnfion of the two ftage-drivers j 
and accordingly yeftcrday morning the 
Bow-ftrett Othcers went to Greenwich, 
and apprehended Matthew Ingram and 
Ilaac Rawlinfon, who were examined 
before the fitting Magiftrates at Bow- 
ftreet j when, beiides the evidence of the 
Princefs's fervants, an outlide paftenger 
on the ftage depoled, that the priioners 
had been driving againft each other, and 
that Iiigram had flogged his horieis fo 
dreadfully, that they wauld not ftop^ 
though he alfilled him in pulling them in. 

Ingram having intuited the Mugiftrate 
during the examination, and having the 
general character of an impudent driver 
on tjie road, was ordered 10 find bail for 
the aliault, himfelf in lool. and two lure- 
tics of 50I. each. He was likewifc 01- 
dcred to give a fimilar fecurity for his 
Kiture good behuviour, which he net 
complying with, was committed. 

Rawlinldn was ordered to find bail, 
lool, and two fureties in 50I. each, 'to 
anlwer for the adault, which he did.

in the Inflj Parliament, upon which fubje^l 
be wrote at the time fevcrai very able and 
much admirtd eflays. His labours and his 
fervices on that nic adorable occalicn bc.ng 
overlooked by Mmilltrk, he felt himlLlf I'e- 
verely huit and ncgltdcd. — This circum- 
ftancr, howtvtr, by no mtans operated fo 
deeply upon h.s iiund as to produce the 
dreadful tataftrophc which we have i.ow to 
lament: the immediate caufe we btlitvc to 
be the alarming accounts received by him 
fiomirclmd with.n the laft fortnight of his 
Etc. He had, by a courfe of prudence 
an»oui:t:ng to parfmiory, created in h(\ a 
\eiy tafy fonune j f^r irom a very fmall tn- 
cunibcicd eflate he is futd to leave a clear 
50C0I. a year. We undcrlUnd that he ptr. 
pctHited ihe f^ital deed with a loaded piltol, 
the contents of which he fhot cotiipktely

in the rooming, and is fucctcded in his litie 
by his half- brother, Francis Henry Morrci, 
row Vifcount Mounmurrcs.

The proprietors ef the latur were 
thereioT alarmed $ thej applied to the ma- 
pHtmn to fuppreis this novel amufement. 
Sir Jeln Fielding ^oroufly Interfered in their 
hdiit, took Guadaniytbe chief finger of Car- 
Gfle Bankf into cuAody, and effeaually pat 
a ft«^ to the whole undertaking. This was 
a finre blow to, Mrs. Comelly, becaufe (he 
Mbeeo at a confiderable expence to render 
th pim, if pofnUe, foperior in attraCion to 
ik Italian Opera ; yet, by her concerts, balls, 
aid hu(quen?esy flie ilill made a confiderable 
kwt'y but her expences were great» and her 
bftofoce was evidently on the decline, when 
;{>ftionablc anrafemem was inilitated among 
Ae ladies, entitled The Cutent. The blow, 
liovcVery that finally cmlhed her was the 
Psothcooy the beauty and magnificence of 
which drew awiy all whofe patronage couU 
tire iiDaj«n to a publac entertainiQent. 

Her creditors then began, to grow cla- 
neroos, and (he was at length obliged to re- 
lioquifli the concern, and fcek in concealnoent 
a refuge from legal praiecution. 

She remained in obfcurity for many years, 
aader the name of Mrs. Smith ; bat a year 
cr two ago ihe came forward again — and 
bfrt our readers virill no douht leam with fur- 
JfSt^ not unmixed with rifibility, the ftrange 
traafition in her hit ; for (he who was 
ooce a Uadtr of Fafimn^ became literally the 
Stftmtatdant rf Ajfn ; for file kept a houfe 
>t KnighObridgc, and was a render of j^JJh* 
»A. — In this fituation, however, fiieiiill re- 
tained «defire of refuming her former pur- 
fuits, and for this purpofe ornamented a fuit 
^ rooms, in order to have occafionaUpr a 
public d^nt for people of fafiiioo. 



The manners of the times, however, were 
changed, and her tafie had not adapted itfclf 
to the variations of fafiiion ; and after macli 
expence employed in gaudy and frivolous em» 
bellifiimentsy ihe was obliged to abandon tho 
fcheme, and feek an afylum from her creditors. 

She had a foh and daughter, to whom fhe 
gave all the accomplifiiments of modem edu- 
cation. The fon was tator to the prcfent 
Lord Pomfret. He was a very amiabk man^ 
and an excellent fchebr. He aUowed his 
mother an annuity till his death, which hap. 
pened a few years ago. The daughter is 
ftill alive, and under another name, lias k>ng 
been patronized by fome noble famflics, who 
knew her mother in better days. The late 
Lady Cowper left her an annuity, which fiie 
at prefent enjoys, and her mofical talents pro. 
cure her an eafy introduction in polite circles. 

Such was the fate of the once celebrated 
Mrs. Comelly, whofe melancholy end hoWs 
forth a warning to the imprudent ; for with 
common d.fcretion file might have clofcd her 
life in afiluence.

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WILLIAM BECKFORD, ESQ^ OF FONTHILL.

UR. BECKFORD having lately been 
the fubjcft of much uilcourle in 
'0^, in conlequencc of his communi- 
cation«.to his Majefty s Minilters on the 
dilpofition of the French Government to 
^fcr into negotiations for peace with 
' ^ country ; communications which 
I ^c fuppofed greatly to have accelerated, 
^ not rather to have given rile to mea- 
I'nrti at length taken for that defjrable 
^» Ibme account of this Gentleman 
cinnot fail of being acceptable to the 
^adcrgof The European Magazine. 
The Public need not be informed, that 
Wiaiam Bcckford, Efq. of Fonthill is 
thc^olc iffue, in marriage, of the late 
Alderman Beckford, fo dilHn^uifhed by 
his ability, fpirit, and inagpiificence, in 
^ office of Firft Magiftrate of the City 
cf London j and fo highly revered as 
^ of its moft patriotic Reprei'eiUatives j 
* chara^r in which his name will de- 
icnid with renown to pofterity in the 
^ory of his country.— Mr. Beckford 
'^'oe* back his father's family to a re- 
octe anccftry in the county ot Glocefter. 
I »y bis mother, who was daughter and 
^-heircfs of the Honourable George 
'^ilton, fon of James, the fcventh Earl 
j>^Abercom, he is deftbided through a 
Jjog line of noble and royal progenitors. 
He married Lady Margaret Gordon, only 
^ughtcr of the late Earl of Aboyne by 
^*ly Margaret Stewart, daughter of the 
Karl of Galloway t by this lady he has 
^'"^o daughters. 

It is hardly neccflary to mention, that 
Wr, Bcckford's patcinal ancettors have 
^*cn in pofledion of a princely property 
u) iMoakatevtt iiacc that iiland btlongcd 



to the Crown of Great Bfitain. His 
great grandfather, Peter Beckford, was 
Lieutenant-Governor ot Jamaica in the 
reign of King William. He foniried 
Port Royal, and aflifted in fitting ut an 
armament againft the Frencli and Spa- 
niards, which fucceeded in drivi g the 
enemies of his country from the Spanifli 
main. 

Mr. Beckford, the fubjeA of this 
Memoir, was very young at the death of 
his father in 1770 j but he had already 
manifelted uncommon genius, with an 
aptitude and dii'pofition for knowledge 
not lefs fir.gular. A claffical education 
foon awakened and rehnal that taiie ior 
every fpccies of beauty in the fine nrts, 
of which he is at prclent fo CGnrpicu.-iifly 
the friend and patron. In the pu^^tice 
and compofition of mulic, and in various 
branches of defign, few Gentlemen arc 
more diftinguiOied j in the former art, 
not many proielfors. In almcit every 
kind of literary compofition, in his own, 
in the French, Italian, and Portuguefe 
languages, Mr. Beckrord has dilpiayed 
an originality and fervor of imagination, 
and luch a copioufnels of ideas, with 
fuch truth and vivacity of exprelfion, as 
have gained the admiration ot eminent 
critics, both at home and abroad. Two 
anonymous works in profe, ** The Lives 
of the Painters,'' a fictitiousyVw^ >//>;//, 
written at fixteen years of age, and The 
Hiftory of Vattcck, a learned fpecimen 
of oriental coftume, were publiflied fe- 
veral years ago, and were extremely well 
received, though without the fan6\ion of 
their Author's name. Mr. Becktbrd has 
written, almoft voluAinoufly, on the 
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fubjefls of his Tnvela, and Letters on 
the actual State and leading Characlers 
of feveral of the Courts of Europe, and 
particularly that of Fi-ance, from the be- 
ginning of ihe. Revolution to the Death 
of the Kinc, and on many other mifcel- 
laneous topics, in profe and verfe j works 
et remaining in manufcript, but which 
lis literary friends hope he will fome- 
time be induced to publiih } aflfured, that 
in refpeft of chara6leriitic information 
on the arts and the 6eUes lettres^ and on 
the manners* views, and perfonal conie- 
auence of the chief a^ors on the political 
theatre of Europe, they would place him 
high amon^ the beft and moit interefting 
writers or this aee; and, in point of 
genius, wit, and daflic compofition, not 
fccond to the moft diftinguiflied. 

Although it will be taken for granted, 
that the education of a perfon of fuch 
genius, bom in fuch aufpicious circum- 
nances, muft have been attended to with 
more than ordinary caie, fome particulars 
on this topic may be worthy of rtcol- 
letSlion. The late Earls of Chatham and 
Camden, and the learned Lord Lyttleton, 
who were among the moft intimate 
friends of the late Mr. Beckford, v»rcre, 
after his death, confulted on the fubjedl 
of his fon's education, and many other 
cclebrattd names might be cited on the 
fame account. Mr. Beckford, during 
his minority, made repeated vifits at 
Burton Pynlcnt 5 where the prcfent Mi- 
nitter, with the reft of Lord Chatham's 
family were educated under the iufpeftion 
of their father. 

The writer of this Memoir it well 
informed, that this illuftrions Statefman 
was frequently heard to exclaim with 
rapture at the performance of Mr. Beck- 
ford's early, exerciles, particularly in 
pratorjr, and often to declare, that he 
faw, m his childhood, a mind more 
pregnant with the feeds of genius and 
great talents than had aimoft ever oc- 
curred to him in any other inftance. 
The writer too hat leen letters, both 
from Lord Lyttleton and the Earl of 
Chatham, adclrefted to Mr. Becktord's 
principal tutor, and heard of many con- 
verfations betwixt the latter and thefe 
celebrated petfonages, and of fome, par- 
ticularly interefting, betwixt the late 
Earl Camden and him, relative to his 

IJupil's education j from which he col- 
eas the vc.y extraordinary ideas thefe 
great men lomied of Mr. Beckford's 
natural underltanding and capacity, and 
tlicir high expectations of fruit from 
bloflbms, conleUedly of the faircft pro* 



mife. And few arc thofe really ac- 
quainted with Mr. Beckford (and hif 
acquaintance in every country has beerf 
with perfons beft able to judge) who will 
hejitate to affirm, that his abilities antl 
accompliftiments are fuch as have not- 
deceived the early hopes that were enter- 
tained of him. This is not to be c«n- 
fidered as the language of panegyric, 
but a faithful reprcfcntation of ta^ts, 
with fuch conclufions from them as 
juftice and common fenfe muft authorife. 
But the writer fpeaks not here of tht 
juftice or common fenfe of Mr. Bcckford's 
avowed enemies : the foi-mer being tfot 
lefs rcfblutely deaf than afFeftedly blind, 
no wonder the latter remains dumb. 
I)etra«5^ion and malice, however, keep 
true to thei4 own characters : they are lb 
clear- fighted as to fee evil, well known 
not to have the fliadowofexiftencc, whiltt 
ftupidity and ignorance, their fwom 
handmaids, fitly linked with ingratitude, 
a perfonage whith finds it much more 
convenient to calumniate a beneiaftor 
than to repay, obligations, ftaods ever 
ready to proclaim aloud what malice and 
dctraClion are fo ready to invent. But 
enough of this ; it were humble to be- 
ftow further notice on that which dc- 
lei-ves nothing but contempt. 

It may be thouaht ftrange, that Mr. 
Beckfoi-d, with the abilities generally 
attributed to him, fliould not have pro- 
duce«l them more on the fcene of public 
life : oppc^rtunities of difplaying hinilcit 
to advantage could not have been want- 
ing whilft he chofe to continue in Par- 
liament ; but the world ' ftiouki know, 
that with talents, and particularly that 
of eloouence, fitted to have made a bril- 
liant hg^i-e on this ground, Mr. Beck- 
ford unfortunately wants ftrtngth of con* 
ftitution neceflfary to bear that conftant 
attendance, fatigue, and thofe late houi^ 
requited in the Uoufe of Commons, and 
conlirouently to have made thofe con- 
tinued exertions, by which alone he could 
have hoped to promote the fcnrice of hi* 
country, and to have advanced his own 
reputation. For this reafon he was in- 
duced, lome few years ago, to withdraw' 
himlelf from the Houle of Commons; 
and has rather chofen, at diflfcrent p«» 
riods, to ailift the introduction of others 
into it. Many perlons of great merit 
have, through his patronage, ftund op- 
poitunities there of manifefting ho^ 
much they have been attached to our 
Conftitution and Government : and Mr. 
Bcckfoixi may reflca, with exukatioo, 
upon Ibiuc particular charaacrt w hobtf t 
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Qileml Parliamentt aind that in fmrccflifv 
cledioDs, under bis aufpices. The late 
•Chief Jufticf of Chefter, and the prefent 
Lord Chief Jufticc of the King's Bench, 
owed their feats, repeatedly, to his liberal 
.patronage.' But, in the mean time, it 
would very unjullly be (iippofed that he 
hid, on his own part, rehiied all a^live 
^Trices to his country « On the con- 
trary, no man, furrounded as he is by all 
tlie elegancies of lifie, and abounding at 
home with refources of occupation and 
araufeinent, would quit them all with 
more alacrity, to further its interefts on 
fuch occafionsi and in fuch fituations, as 
he believes himfelf able to be truly ufe- 
ful. And it ought not to be concealed 
from the world, that Mr. Bcclcford, not 
long after his return from abroad lalt 
^unmer, made overtures to his Majefty's 
Minilfcrs, of undertaking that occafiunal 
embafly to the Court of Portugal, which 
Covemroent were laid about that time 
(0 have had in contemplation. His re- 
ftdcncc, at different intervals, in that 
country, his knowledge of the language, 
of the people, and the Court of Portugal, 
*nd the prepoffciljons of both in his fa- 
^wir, his having lived at Lifbon upon 
terms of familiarity and friendfhip with 
the firft families, and with many j)errons 
of high confequence in the management 
of public affairs, by whom he was very 
^uently con ful ted, and, above all, the 
favour and confidence (hewn him by the 
Prince of Brazil, are, altogether, circum- 
ftanccs which would have rendered him 
eminently proper for this miflion- 

Mr. Beckford''s connexions and credit 
with perfons of the firlt rank and con- 
fnlcration in that and in every other 
country which he has vifited, fufficicntly 
evince the refpeftability of his condud. 
But there is no country in which he 
leems to have ftood in higher eftimation 
than in France, where he has, upon the 
whole, pafled the longeft time abroad. 
He refideil at Paris for more th;m two 
yvars immediately preceding the death 
of the King. 

During that critical interval of the 
Revolution, without conunitting himfclf 
withatiy of the parties who ruled in turn, 
Wr. Beckfoid managed, equally from his 
^owlcdge of the national character, from 
his nice difcrimination of thofc of indi- 
viduals, and from hii attention to the 
tvervarying complexion of the times, to 
Itftlervc fo prudent a carriage in his in - 
terrouric with the fcvcral leaders, as 
juttly to have won the e(teem of all j and 
it is remarkable, that, in the pail'porc 



granted him for bif dJepartore from 
France, foon after the death of the Kin|^ 
in 1793, it was declared, that the Capital 
faw him depart with regret — •* Paris 1% 
•Wfit fen alien avec regrr / •y'''*-^wn ex- 
preffion of voluntary regard and con- 
lideration rarely, if ever, paid to an indi- 
vidual in a iimilar cafe. Nor is it \ei9 
certain, that feveral of the ruling peribnc 
of that time, fuppofmg, from his abi- 
lities, fortune, and condufl, that be muft 
have poflelTed confiderable irrHuence at 
home, were anxious he (hould ui'c it i^ 
procuring peace betwixt the two coun- 
tries. Confcious of the credit and im* 
portance of fuch prepofleflions in hi» 
favour, Mr. Beckford has long wi(he4 
but the opportunity of turning them t« 
the advantage of his country. When 
lately he made thofe communications al- 
luded to at the beginning of this* Me- 
moir, and which have been mentioned by 
the Public with a fort of gratetiii ac- 
knowledgement, it mieht naturally 
enough have been expef^ed, that, in thi 
negotiation juft commenced, forae deiire 
Would have been expreiTcd of profiting 
by the known partiality of France to thi^ 
Genrlcman, a.td by his own intimatioi^ 
of readinefs to lervc his Majefty in aa 
occafional appointment of this nature. 
For thel'e rcaions, fuch an appointinait 
could fcarcely have failed of giving la* 
tisfa^Hon to the Public j but when we 
take into confideration Mr. Beckford's 
tone of addrefs, his command of the 
Flench language, his inltantaneous ta.51 
of charaHcr in every perfon he converlt* 
with, his acquaintance with the political 
hiltoiy and adual ftate of Europe, and 
particularly his knowledge of many of 
thoie Iccret fprings by which the greater 
revolutionary movements in France have 
been etfe6\cd, and lattly that fmgular 
di!tin(5f ion and kindncfs manifellcd toward 
him by the Government in the j>erfon of 
his agent, now at Paris on his private 
affairs, are, altogether, circuniiftances 
which fhould feem to point him out as 
peculiarly formed to afl an important 
part in the prefent crifis. 

If the negotiation fuccceds in handt 
which have already once failed, it will be 
that happy event on which, perhaps, the 
very exiltence of our country may ha 
found to have depended. If it miicarrics, 
not only the prefent, but futuiT ge- 
nerations may have to regiet, that it waa 
not entruited to fome genius above the 
coiiuuon Cue ; to one, if fuch a one might 
be found, marked out by nature and by 
circumltances fcr air extraordinary fjtu- 
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ation in new timet ; ttmes, in which it 
is pofEble, all the revered forms of dip- 
lomacy, all the old principles of ncgo- 
tiaticn, the balance of power, and even 
the Uwft of nati&ns, may be little valued 



by the Plenipotcntiariw of a Rep 

which has (to fpeak muchwithiai 
pals) Ihaken the moral and political i^ 
tcm of fociety, from one extremitt' 
Europe to the other. * ■

T 18 fituated on an eminence about a 
n^ile South of the Town t-f Newport, 
and overlooks the village of Cariibrook. 
It is iuppoled to have been rebuilt in the 
time of Henry the Firft by Richard de 
Rivers, Earl of Devon : there having 
been originally a kind of Fort (where 
the Cattle now ftands) built by the Bri- 
tons, and repaired by the Romans, A.D.

On the N- E. angle, on a mount 
railed confiderably above the other build* 
iues, ftands the Keep j it is an irregular 
polygon } the way to it is by an aicent 
of 70 Iteps, and in it are nine more $ 
there was foxTneriy a well, laid to be 
3bo feet deep, but now filled with rub- 
bifh. In the S. E. angle ftands the re- 
mains of another tower, called Mountjay '• 
Tower. In fome places the walls arc 
1 8 leet thick ; the ramparts between the 
towers are about lo feet high and 8 thick s 
in both thefe dlmenfions is included the 
parapet, which is but two feet thick. 
Here is likewife another deep well, co- 
vered by a houfe ; its depth 216 feet.

ON THE DIET OF THE COMMON PEOPLE, 

BY DR. BUCHAN. 



'THE large portion of animal food that 
enters into the diet of the people of 
J»» country. Dr. Buchan lays, is preju- 
dicial to their health, and proves a ccn- 
wlcrable impediment to their mental cx- 
fHions. It excites an intolerable thirlt, 
which being generally allayed by ftrong 
«er and other inebriating liquors, adds 
confiderably to themilchici. I'he French, 
^ other inhabitants of the continent, 
^lj9 feed principally upon foups, 
thickened with vegetables, and in which 
adh bears but a fmall proportion, are, 
'n general, more healthy ; particularly 
^ bear warm climates better than the* 
^nglilh. Bread, of which wt coniumc, 
be lays, greatly too much, both on the 
^ore ot economy and health, becomes ftill 
^'^^^ hurtful, from our prejudice in la- 
bour of that made of the finelt flour. The 
Jo<ft flour approaches the ncarcft to 
^^ch, which, tnougb it may occauonally 
j^o'c a good medicine, makes bad bread. 
*« author combats fuccefsfullv the 
^'Pwioa, that the bread that is moil nu- 
^«»ve muft neceflkiily be the beft. If 
|Qe whole of what we take into the 
ppach were foluble, we (hould be ftarved . 
f^ w neceiTary there fhould be fome part 
"'«igcllible, or lapcal, to retain the liner 
pvt, and retard its pafiagc through the 
j^ffftmes, thit it may be ablorbed by the 
*^^'^'— But there are other obje^lions 
ThT* c«"^»non ule of the finelt flour. 
* « lemptaiion for adulterating it, both 



by the miller and baker, i« fo great, that 
he thinks it is rarely obtained without 
a mixture of lime, chalk, alum, cr fome 
other extraneous body. Hcuiehold 
bread, >hich is made by grinding down 
the wii le of the grain, and only lepa- 
rating the coaifcr bran, is the molt whol- 
fome. 

This is the kind of bread that was 
recommended during the late fcarcity. 
]Jut, although it was eaten in molt of the 
opulent families in the kingdom, their 
example letnicd to have little infiuencc 
upon the poor, who quitted it as loon as 
a finer Ibrt could be procured. The 
bakers never heartily encouraged the 
confumpiion of it ; whether their profits 
were fmaller, or they could not fo readily 
adulterate it, is not caly to determine. 
It is, however, to be regretted, that the 
families who ufed it at that time, did not 
continue it. Perfeverance on their part, 
after the neccihty cealed, would have 
flicwn the people that they were iincere 
in their recommendation of it. By quit- 
ting it, and returning to the ulc ot the 
purcft wheat bread, they gave a fanclion 
to the prejudice the po r had conceived 
againfl it. The poor, particulnrly in the 
metropolis, and other large places, will 
never bear to fee a fuperior kind of bread 
fct apart, as it were, for the opulent. 
Perhaps it might be wile to prohibit the 
making Islt^c loaves with fine flour, and 
to conlinc the uf^^i^jytbjto rolls, Fr'nch 

brickA^ 
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|»flcks, J:c. As the bakers get a larger 
f>fofits upon them than on quartern and 
Pther loaves, the additional quantity of 
them that would be confuaicd, mtgiit 
/ytable them to m;ikt the hou/iioid bread 
•without dimieiftiifig their preleut gaiiw. 
JBrcad.made of dirterent kinds.ot grain, 
is better than what if made of fioui* only. 
Two parts of whieni flour, and one of 
rye, makes excellent bread. As a liib* 
ilit«te for bread, the .author recommendi 
boUed grain and roots, peafe, beans^ 
))arl»y, oats, potatoes, parfnips, &c. 
The pccpic (;f England, he obferves, are 
but littic accuitomed to the ufe of boiled 
grain, though, in many countries, it it 
eaten as a luxury. Boiled barley is a 
glitat favourite with the Dutch, who, iu 
general, are bcth healthy and robuft. 
It J3 cat^n with milk, butter, or mclafles. 
It is one cf the beft ingredieJits in foups, 
thickening it belter than any other grain. 



Oatmeal, msulc into hafty-podding, ni 
eaten with milk, is very nourilhing. 
The pealknts, in many parti of Britain, 
make* two meals a day of h, and thtir 
children almoft wholly fubfiil npon it j 
and it is well known, he adds, that young 
and old, who are thus fed, are healthy 
and robuft. The potatoe itbyfarthie 
ihoft produ6)'ive, falubrious, and nouhAi- 
ing) among the efcuient roots ; it ii only 
inferior in the latter quality to com. 
The author reprobates the cuftora of 
making bread with potatoes mixed with 
flour ; it is marring both. Simple bcil- 
itig, or roafting, is> all that is required to 
make them a proper fubRitute for bread. 
Stewed with mutton, thejr make a nou. 
rilhing and pleaflng d«et j hot they 
fliould be boiled firlf , and the water 
thrown away, as it contains fomethiag of 
a deleterious quality.

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THE LIFE OF CARDINAL LANGHAM.

TN thoie days of monadic mndeiir 
^ when the privileges annexed to re- 
lifious eftabliihinents, the magnificence 
of the churchy and the fplendor of the 
higher order of the clergy, were carried 
to in cxccfs which was, perhaps, ulti- 
nateiy one of the caufes which produced 
the abolition of the whole RomiHi efla- 
hlifliment, the Benedi^ine Convent dedi- 
Mtcd to St. Peter at Weftminftcr was 
governed b^ a long feries of Abbots,' 
who made, m their turns, a confiderable 
figure both as members of the Church 
and of the State. The lives pf many of 
them have been recorded j the memory 
of others has, by aflions which reflefled 
honour upon their genius and their cha.- 
fa^s, been both fcriptorally and tra- 
ditionally preierved long after their epi- 
taphs, though engraved in brafs or 
marble, have been totally obliterated. 

Among the many perfons who, for 
their mentiJ faculties, liberality, and 
henevoience, deierve to have their names 
relcued from oblivion, Cardinal Langham 
ftands upon the fbremoft n-ound ; and 
exhibits^ in the records of the Abbey, 
a charaAer which, laying a fide religious 
pre^tces, mav at all times be confidered 
as worthy of imitation for its learning 
>nd virtue : but as thefe pleailn^ and 
pronioeot traits will expand themlelves, 
and prefs upon the reader* s mind, in the 
fubfeqaent lines, I (hail no longer detain 
him with an exoitiium, but proceed to 
recite the life of this once celebrated 
man, as I have been able to extra^ it 
from authorities, and corroborate thofe 
with dOcuoients, whole authenticity is 
not to be doubted. 
Simon db Langham was, as we may 
IrqnjeAure bv his name, and by a legacy * 
^bich he left to the church of Langham 
in Rutland/hire, bom in thaY place. 
The date of his birth does not appear. 



but he became a Monk of St. Peter, 
Weftminiter, in the year 1335 t» ^^ 
foon attained to a coniiderable degree of 
eminence among his brotherhood, and in 
1346 ofRciated at the triennial chapter 
of the Benedi6lines, held at Northamp* 
ton, for Simon de Byrchefton, the then 
Abbot %, In this chapter his abilities 
fo fully difplayed themfelves, that the 
reverence anid efteem which the Monks 
had before profefled for him were con* 
fiderably increafed : it is, therefore, not 
to be wondered, that upon the vacancy 
which happened in April 1349, he fhould 
be elected rrior ; nor that, within two 
months after this elevation, he fhould 
afcend to the fummit of monaflic gran- 
deur, by being alfo elefled to fucceed 
Byrchefton §, who with twenty- fix of 
his Monks died of the plague ||, of which 
our civic hiftorians give fo dreadful an 
account. 

Soon after his fuccefEon to the dignity 
of Abbot, Langham alfo officiated at a 
great Council holden at Wcflminfler, 
in which the King (Edward the Thinl), 
" by the advice of his Lords, and with 
the confent of fome Bifhops, took poC- 
feffion of all the revenues in England . 
enjoved by alien Cardinals and other 
Ecclefiaflics, particularly thofe of the 
French Nation^.** 

That vifitation of Providence which 
produced the death of Byrchefton was a 
circumftance which may be deemed for- 
tunate for the revenue of his Monaflery, 
as that Abbot, by bein^ of an extra- 
vagant turn himlelf, and encouraging 
idle and voluptuous perfons to become 
his afTociates, had exceedingly viralled 
and diminifhed it. The hrfl objeA, 
thereforcj to which the new Abbot di- 
rected his attention, was to introduce 
oeconomy into the cloifters. To effeCl 
this, he availed himfelf Itfs of his power

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to cr.foice, tlian of his eloquence to per- 
luade, and his example to Simulate. In 
this puiiuit he was fo fuccef'sful, that 
he was Jbon in a capacity not only to 
pay the debts of his predece(fcr Byr- 
clicllon, but alio thole ot' Herly, the 
former Abbot *. It has been stated by 
the Anther whom I have quoted in the 
note, that he was enabled to do this 
ircm his Tivint^s while a Monk ; but a 
liight examination will lerve to fhew the 
futility of fuch an alTcrtlon. By the 
rule of tlicir Order, the BenediRine 
Monks could not hold any pilvate pro- 
)>ertv ; and although the Monaftery of 
St. i^efcr at Welhninfter was, in fome 
degree, an exception to this jule, by di- 
viding the iiirplus of a large eftate given 
in remtmbrance of Queen Elinorf among 
the brotherhood} vet this, with refpeit 
to Langham, could not (even if he had 
uct had any bcnevol»:nt claims upon it) 
have amounted to any large fum } for he 
was a Monk but a few years, and Prior 
ftill fewer weeks. Flcte is the author 
that has been quoted u]K>n this occafion ; 
but the woids of another, if they are 
rightly underllood, perhaps (late the 
matter more ti-uly J ; for it is certnin 
that the Abbots of thofe antient, Iik^ 
ti ic Deans of thefe modern times had a 
large portion of the revenue of the Ab- 
bey aifigntd to them for their particular 
(liare. It is therefore by no means ex- 
traordihary, that a man who was in his 
priv^ite aiiairs of ib frugal a turn as 
Laughrim fliould retrieve thoic of the 
Monaltery, which had gone to ruin by 
negled, and even pay tUc debts of his 
picdcceirors. 

Wj; have not in the prefcnt, many 
velKgcs which denote the faJe of places 
in former age#j yet there is one which 
occurs in Flcte, which appears curious 
from its fmgularity. This author dates, 
«« That the Abbot f^;trcbaf''i 'he /»lacc of 
Sergeant of the Cellar, which was to 
become a thing of inheritance to the 



brotherhood, for the purpofe of its bcinf 
gratuitoufly dilpofed of in future." He 
like wife prefentcd to the Convent, from 
his own portion, 4 garden fomewhere 
within the clofe called the Bourgoigne ^ 
When he began a reformation of the 
abufes which had crept into the cloifter, 
he (knowing the difpofition of his fra- 
ternity) thought that thofe which rc- 
fpe^eii the articles of provifion were of 
the firft importance. He therefore took 
care that tneir mifericordiay or better 
than ordinary diflies, and thofe dinners 
which were fomewhat fimilar to what 
in our Univerfities have obtained the 
names ©f Exceedingi and Gaudy -liaji^* 
/houjd be common to the whole fociety; 
aiKl not, as had formerly been the prac- 
tice, confined to a tew, to the extreme 
mortification of the reft. To cffitft this 
purpofe, he relinquiihed the prefcnts 
which it had been ufual for preceding 
Abbots, at certain times', to accept. 

When he had by thefe means gained 
the love and efteem of the major part of 
the brotherhood, he carried the work of 
reformation to matters of more public, 
and coniequently of far greater import- 
ance. He formed a code of laws upon 
more liberal principles than thofe by 
which the monaltic orders were in general 
governed ; and although, like ill k- 
giilators, or (as they are fometimes 
termed) innovators, he met with con- 
fickrable difficulty and oppofition in their 
promulgation, yet he ultimately tri- 
umphed. He reprefled the indolent, re- 
duced the refradory, punifhed the 
wicked, and in a (hort time not only 
e:iabli(hed order in a place which had 
been theretofore the fcenc of confuiion, 
but had fo entirely gained the good opi- 
nion of the fociety, that, as Flete ob- 
ferves, his charafter was, *« even by the 
•Id Monks who had been his enemies, 
thought equal to that of the founder jj." 

As, by the vicinity of the abbey to 
the palace of his Monarch, Langbaa

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^ m fome degree aftcd under his in. 
^peaion, Edward the Third had too 
rawh fagacity not to dilccrn, and too 
■uch liberality to fufFer talents like his 
to be confined to the narrow limits of a 
cloifter, or even to find their remuneration 
in the revenue of a mitred Abbot. He 
was therefore, in March 1360, promoted 
to the place of Lord Treafiircr ; a fi tu- 
ition of comparatively greater import- 
ance in thotc days than that of Firft 
i^d of the Trealury is in the prefent, 
a» he not only executed the whole bufi- 
n«f8of the Board of Commiflioners, but 
had the management of the fifcal con- 
€enw of the Empire, and alfo prefided in 
the Court of Exchequer, where he took 
place of the • Chancellor, Barons, Scc.f, 

It is to be in fome refpeft lamenteii, 
that the writers of the lives of Abbots, 
aad indeed all other hiltorians and bio- 
graphers in former times, were Monks, 
as, in general, their remarks are circum- 
fcribed within the narrow limits of their 
Monafteries ; or, if they occalionally take 
a flight beyond the pale of the church. 
It is feldom for any other purpolc than 
todelcribe fome advantage which it has 
derived fix>m the excurfionj. Accord - 
Jngiy I muft obferve, that the care cf 
Largham in* the management of the 
national revenue, in times of confidcrable 
*iifficulty, is paflTed over in filcnce, while 
hi» nierit in obtaining of the King, for 
the ult: of his Convent, two ftags yearly 
from Wiralfor forcft in addition to the 
eight bucks given by Henry the Third, 
fcas dcl'cended to us through the medium 
ot i'ereral ecclefialtical hil(uri:ms.

When the tide of a man's affairs fets 
Coward honour and riches, the current 



which wafts thofe pleafnig appendage* 
has feldom been known to have bt^en re- 
Itrained until it riles to a flood. It has 
then indetd Ibmetimes rulhed on with 
fuch imptrtuoflty as to break its brinks, 
and fweep the pcrfon who was failing, 
as he thought fccurcly, upon its Turfuce 
into its vortex. The latter part of this 
obi'crvation does by no means apply to 
Langham : the ftream of his profperity 
flowed in a gentle and recrular coufe. 
In the year 1^361 he was clc6\cd 10 the 
bifliopric of London j but the fee of Ely 
becoming vacant at the fame timc» he 
chofe the latter, and was confccrated 
March 20, 1361-2. 

His motive for making this cleSlir.n 
it is now impofllble even to i^uel's. No 
man is without enemies, who are the 
more numerous the more elevated his 
itation. Thofe enemies of the new Bifliop 
faid, that he had defired a tmnllation 
for a realon that has fometimcs operated 
upon the human mind, namely, becauTe 
the lee of Ely had a larger revenue an- 
nexed to it than that of Lo;idon. Leav- 
ing this to conjeflure, it is certain that 
no man ever employed a large revenue to 
better purpofes ; or, in the dlllribution 
of it, ihewed Stronger fymptonis of an 
exalted' mind, extending its bencvclerce 
and liberality to the advancement of rc^ 
ligion, the encouragement of learning, 
the relief of public calamity and private 
diltrefs, than did Simon de Langham. 

As his chara6^er expanded, and wai 
by his eminent (tation brought mor«^ 
forward upon the canvas, fo much was 
his Monarch (Vruck with the ttrong traits 
of wiidom and ability which it exhibited, 
that en the 19th oF Feb. 1363-4, he 
thought proper to remove him from th.e 
poft <5f Lord Trealurer to that of Chan- 
cellor ; and in July 1366 he was, by 
papal provilion, but at the exprefs defire 
of the King, tranilated from the fee of 
Ely to the apex of epil'copal dignity ii) 
this kingdom, that ot Canteibury.

Accordingly, fometirac before the 
meeting ot Parliament this year, pro- 
pofitions were made from the Court to 
the Marquis of Rockingham, once more 
to take a part in the Admiuiftration. 
The parties had two meetings on this 
lubjed J but it appearing to the Mar-, 
quis, that he wa» to have but a divided 
rule, and perhaps not altogether that, 
the conferences broke oiT, and the ne- 
gotiation came to nothing.

North was appointed Chancellor of the 
Excliequerj Mr. T. Townihend (fince 
Lord Sydney), joint Paymafter <jf J^ 
Forces j Earl Gowcr, Lord Prefideijf ^ 
the Council \ Earl ol Hi 1 1 (borough ana 
Lord VVtymviUth, Secretaries ^f State (the 
former being a new department for the 
Colonies)} and Mr. Rigby ^\^\v^- 
Trcalurcr of Irclar.d, 'belides rptral 
others ot lefs importance. 

This coalition opened the eyes of the

We thinx it neceffary to open thif 
brief view 6f the political ftate of par- 
tie«, tp (b^yr upon what grounds of op- 
pofitioa the Rockingham party ftood. 
\rhefiift was» all the principles which 
thcT put in motion during thdr fhort 
AtUniniftratiab were ietther traverfed or 
Abandoned by the new Miniflry $ aiid as 
It is to be fuppofM that the former 
«6M fnm the dihates of their feeliil^s, 
their oppofitidn was at leafl honourable 
to thetnfehres. 

The Seffion of 176S opened with a 
perturbed profpe£t. The diftrcifcs oc- 
cafioned by the high price of provifions, 
the retraining an relative to the Bail 
India Company, the nullum temf>us bill, 
and other matters, afforded great room 
for difcuffion, in which Mr. Surke took 
m nart which not only (hewed the bowers 
ot his eioouence, but tht great rtlources 
«f his intormation. He was foon con- 
lidered as the head of the 'Rockingham 
puty in the Houie of Commons j and 
Ills great afTiduitv in preparing bufmefs 
for di/cuflion, Joined to nis powers for 
faking and writing, ful|y qualified 
liim for this chara^er. It is true, 
there were other perfons of great name 
en the fame fide j fuch as the late'Right 
Honourable W. Do^defwell— the gra- 
vity of whofe deportment, whofc prac- 
tical knowledge of bufinefs, and great 
integrity of cfaara^er, made him always 
wrif heard and reQ>eaed ; Nfr. Dim- 
ntne (late Lord Aihburton), wbofe le- 
^1 Knowledge and powers of elocution 
^ill be Ions remembered ; and Colonel 
Xan-^, whole political obfervation, and 
pointed replies, >wcfe always formidable 
to Adminiftration. But notwithdknd- 
ing the acknowledged merit of thefe 
Gentleineti and others, Burke ftood 
fbremoft for unitinj^ the powers of fancy 
M^ the details ofpolitical informatioh. 

£Ws fpeeches tnere was fomething 
every mind to be gratified, which 
ve have often feen occafionally exem- 
plified even by thofe who dilliked his 
jfCfleral politics. 

In the faring of this year ^e Par- 
liament was diuolved ; and Mr. Burke, 
^n the new el^ioa, was returned, 
through the intereft of his friend and 
fatron the Marquia of Rockinghaoii 



member for Malton In Yorkfhire* ft^ 
vioufly to the meeting of the new Par* 
liament, fome jpartial changes had take^ 
placa in Adminiftration. We have be- 
fore obferved, thatXord Chatham, who 
was regarded as the foirader of this 
Miniitry, had, partly from bodily difor* 
ders, but more from the advantages 
tak^n o( them by his colleagues, in a 
great meafure withdrawn from public 
Dufinefs, and had totally loft that ka^ 
in their councils and meafures, which 
i^ was thought he muft always poflefs 
during the continuance of that iyftem.' 
It was fuppofedj that when they found ~ 
they were able to a£l for themfeives, and 
that his fupport was no longer toecefoy^ 
a total neglect and indifference took place, 
and that^e was no longer thought of, or 
confulted on any occ^fion. 

This, however, did not (o evidently 
appear, till Sir Jeffery (late Lofd) Am- 
herft, who was Loro Chatham^s parti- 
cular friend, and undtr his immediate 
patronage, was removed from his Go- 
vertiment of Virginia". This was fuc- 
ceeded by the refignation of Lord $hel« 
bume, Secretary of ^ate for the Southern 
Department (another friend of Lonl 
Chathkin^s), who was immediately re- 
placed by Lord Weymouth, from the 
Northern Department \ Whiift the Earl 
of Rochford, late Ambailador at Paris, 
was appointed fuccefTor to Lord Wey- 
mouth. All thef^ changes at laft opened 
Lonl Chatham* s' eves, and he reitgned 
his place as Lord' keeper of the Privy 
Seal. 

Such was the ftate of public aSairc 
previous to the opening of th^ new 
rai liament. The principal bufinefs 
which afterwards engaged the attentioo 
of this Parliament, vi«. the Middkfai 
Ele^ion, and the riling diftenfions 
amongft the American' (Clonics, are 
Well kViown to h|ive produced fome of 
the moft important debates which were 
perhaps ever agitated in that Houfe. 
The oppcdtion to the M in Jfterial .mea- 
fures was now very formidable ; no 
lefs than the Chatham, the Rockinghan, 
ahd the Shelbume party, befide a nun- 
her of independent menibcrs, who united 
In the fame fentiments. In all the^ 
debates Mr. Burke took a Aiftmguifbcd 

tart, particularly in tbe aflair of the 
'olonies,' to Which he gave up a grest 
deal of his attention } and which he 
Proved was not nnprofitably enipkycd, 
Dy fome very fine elucidations cm this 
fubjeft, at vrcU u by tat^ very ^^^

In aid to this formidable attack on 
Adminiitration, an unknown writer (un- 
known even at this prelent day) ihuted 
up under the fignature of Junius, who, 
without any preparation of name, or 
tharaf^er, or connexions, at once blazed 
into public notice, and drew on him the 
admiration of all. His firft letter ap- 
peared in the Public Advertii'er, dated 
the xift of January 1769 ; and, though 
it was written generally on the ftat^ of 
the cotintry in regard to its Minifters 
tsd great Officers, he difcovered fuch an 
latimate and fuperior knowledge in po- 
litical affairs, with fuch a novel and 
€oiiimanding ftyle, as gave a certain 
earned of hi^ fubfequent powers. Such 
li writer was a powerful ally to Oppo- 
^tion I between them both, Adminiltra- 
tioo tclt much goaded, infomuch that 
the principal (the Duke of Orafton), it 
is thought, took fright ; as on the a 8th 
^ Januarv 1770, he religned his fituation 
is Firft Lord of the Tnafury, and was 
Iis4ccecd«d by the Right Honourable Fre- 
tfcfick Loid North. 

Notwithftanding this change, the fame 
toaifuni were purfued ; and as the 
.Ap^itan affsuri became every day more 
^M more critical, Mr. Burke*s talents 
ms an orator, and as a man of great po- 
tidcal reach of mind, feemed to expand 
in the fame proportion. In the hafty 
§Dttch of fb billy and comolicated a 
public life as Mr. tiurke has pafled 
dirouffh, it would be out of the defiffn 
of this work to attempt details; the 
particulars of his life are announced to 
be pablifhed bv his friends, and his 
priocii^ ibeecnes are already in the 
poAeffioQ ot the public, to them we re- 
fer i jeif if we may be permitted to fix 
aov point of time as the achme of his 
iMMitical glory, we would attach it to 
Bis fpeech, on .the 19th of April 1774, 
in conic(iuence of a motion of the late 
Mr. Rofe Fuller, " for a Committee of 
the whole Houfe to uke into confi- 
ikratioo the duty of Threepence per 
poood weight upon Tea, payable in all 
Bis Maje(ly*8 dominions in America, 
and alio the appropriation of the iaid 
dutjr." 

lu thta fi>eech he had occafion to (hew 
the original plan of Government in tax- 
ing the Colonies^ and of courfe to ex- 
hibit the charaAers that were officially 
concerned cither in its progrefs or op- 
P9fitJ0». He began with the Right 



Honourable George Oftnrllle, ChanceU 
lor of the Exchequer in 1763, and theB 
proceeded to the charaAers of the late 
Lord Chatham, late Right Honourable 
Charles Townihend (Chancellor of the 
Exchequer in 1766, and the re-producer 
of the Taxation fcheme), the Marquis of 
Rockingham, and the late Field-Marfhal 
Conway, with nuiny others. Some of 
thefe charaAers, who, when living, were 
in totai opDofition to Mr. Burlu's po- 
litical (entmients on thi# fubjeft, nut 
now being dead, and their roemoriet 
moreover being warmly protected by 
many high perfonages as relatives anoL 
friends, preiented a fufajefl very difficult 
and delicate to expand upon. Lord 
Chatham too was ftil] living, and though 
rather in the wane of his great political 
powers, yet, furrounded by his former 
greatncis, his accumulated wifdom, and 
great experience, he ftood as the zreac 
Mentor of Oppofition, to whom afi the 
parts occafionally looked up for advice 
and prote^^ion. When we add to thefts 
that the Marquis of Rockinzham and 
Field- Marflial Conway were his partU 
cular friends— the difficulties of r^- 
proving and praifing became fo inulti- 

Elied, that the undertaking feemcd to 
e one of thofe traps which vanity fome- 
times lays for great men, to ihew them 
the extent of their own prefiimption. 

But Burke*s niind was fully equal to 
the talk; all the leading and pleaiin^ 
features of thofe great men who were 
his political opfkments, he nrailed with 
a manly opennefs that would have done *. 
honour to the warmeft and moft exalted 
friendfhip : even what he thought of 
their defers he foftened in fuch a man- 
ner, by either attributing them to ori* 
ginal opinions, or early nabits, or the 
co-operation of party, that thoie moft 
intimately attaclved to their memories 
couki not be diipleafed with their general 
portraits. 

The writer of this account had the 
good fortune to be in the gallery of 
the Houfe of Commons on that me- 
morable occafion. It was rather late 
in the evening when Mr. Burke rofe j 
and the debate, previous to his riiing, 
fetmed to be in forac meafure exhau(M i 
but fuch was the extent of his inform- 
ation on this fubje6l ; fuch his powerful 
delineation of chara^er; fo warm, fb 
animated, fo pathetic ; that every thing 
but attention was hufhed. It was a 
(bene indeed to be remembered not only 
'by the Tyro's and mere amateurs of

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on/torj, htLt by the ableft and moft prat- 
tifed ftatelmen : it was a little hiitory 
of the ilate of Administrations for the 
preceding eleven years, taken from the 
Deft views of the fubje^, relieved by a 
happy Icle^lion of biographical anecdote, 
and iJiuminated with ail the fplendour of 
elocution. 

The late Lord John Cavendlih, ** a 
man nevtr to be mentioned but to be 
j>railcd," had retired with other mem- 
bers to the gallery during the period of 
this fpeech $ and his burft of excla- 
mation at Mr. Burke's defcription of 
-the feelings cf Genci*! Conway, on the 
day of the repeal of the fiamp a6l, we 
ili^ll ever remember: *' Good G — d,'* 
cried he, after a paufc of ri vetted ad- 
miration, " What a man this is ! — 
How could he acquire fuch tranfcendent 
powers ?■•' 

Adiffoluticn of Parliament took place 
this fummer (1774)) and Mr. Burke 
was, as ufual, returned one of the Mem- 
bei-s for Malton -, wlien, juit as he was 
fitting down to dinner with his con- 
fiituents alter the ele^Ion, an exprcls 
arrived from Brillol (coniiiting of a de- 
.putation of foine refpcirUble merchants), 
.informing him, that a considerable body 
of the citizcr.s of Brillcl, wiihing, at tlut 
critical /ealbn, to be repixrllnted by Icme 
Gentleman of tried abilities and knowji 
commercial knowltdge, had put him 
up in nomination as one of theif can- 
fllidates ) and that they had fet otF 
exprcfs to apprife him of that event. 

^Ir. Burke, after acknowledging the 
high honour conceived of him . by the 
•itizens of Brifto), and tliankin|^ the 
Gentlemen for their zeal and ailiduity 
10 his favour, returned into the room 
where his Malton conltitucnts were 
about fitting down to dinner, and told 
them the nature of the exprefs he had 
juft received, and requeued their advice 
how to aft. He obferved, '* That as 
they had done him the honour of think- 
ing him worthy to be their member, he 
woukl, if it wa» their wifh, endeavour 
to fupport that (tation with gratitude 
and intregrity j but if they thought the 
general caufe on which they were all 
embarked could be better affifted by his 
reprefenting the city of Briftol, he was 
equally at their order.'* They inune- 
di^ely decided for Brillol ; when, after 
taking a /hort repaid with them^ he 
threw himfelf into a poft-chaifc, and 
without ever taking reil on the road, 
arrived in that city on Thuriday the 



1 3th of Ofiobcr, being the fi^ith day of 
the poll. 

His fpeech to the Ek-ftors was ai 
liberal as their invitation. He did not, 
like other candidates, on a fpur ct ir.if- 
taken gratitude, or the artif.ce of po- 
pular conciliation, pledge himiclf to be 
the mere vehicle cf their inltru6linr.s ; 
he frankly told them his opinion of the 
truft they had repoicd in him ; awl 
what rendeicd this conduft liill mere 
creditable to his feelines was, that his 
colleague (Mr. Crugtr) had juft betcri 
exprclled himiclf in tavour of the co- 
ercive authority cf his conftitucnts' io- 
ltru6tions. Mr. Burke's lentin.ents on 
this occafion are wtll worth tranlcribirg, 
as, incur opinion, ihey place that point, 
** Hew far Repreitntativcs are bound 
by the inIiru«5\ions of their Conftittt- 
ents," out of the reach of all future liti- 
gation. 

** Certainly, Gentlemen," fays b«, 
** It ought to be the happinefs and glcrr 
of a Reprefentative to live in the ftrifteft 
union, the clolcft conefpondcrce, and 
the moft unreftrved ccmmunication with 
his Conftiruents. Their wilhcs ought 
to have gi tat weight with him ; their 
opinion, high rclpecl ; their bu!-nc&, 
unremitted attention} it is his duty to 
lacriHce his repofe, his pleal'ures, his 
fatisfa6tions, to theirs 5 and above ^iU 
ever and in all cafes, to prefer their in- 
tereft to his own : but his unbiafleJ 
opinion, his mature judgment, his di- 
lightcned conl'cicnce, bfi fOf^bt not to fa- 
crtjice to you^ to any man, cr to any ftt 
of men. 

** Pailiament is not a congrefs of Aro- 
balTadors tiom ditVei'ent and hcftile io- 
terefts, which interefts each mnft ma'uv 
tain, as an agent and advocate, againft 
other agents and advocates j but Par- 
liament is a deliberative alfembly of one 
Nation, with one intereil, that of the 
ivbole } where not local purpofes, not 
local prejudices, ought to guide, but the 
general good refulting from the general 
reafon of the whole : — you chufe a Menv- 
ber indeed ; but when you have cliofcn 
him, he is not a Member of BiUlol, but 
be is a Member of Parliament, If the 
local Conftituent ihould have an intercft, 
or fliould form an haily opinion, evi- 
dently oppofite to the real good 0/ the 
reft of the commmiity, the Member for 
that place ought to be as hi as any 
other from any endeavour to give xt 
effea."

The irreg^iiarlty and want of punflu- 
alii'y in the Manager in tvay concern o^ 
the Theatre had been, frequently, from 
Hk ccnmencement of his managcmc/it, 
the luSjeifts of complaint ; and in the 
year J 74 3 had arifen to fuch a height, 
ihat an adbciation of the a£^crs was 
iwmed, in order to obtain fuch a re^ 
M'i as fhculd free tliem effc£lually 
from the tyranny they cemplained of. 
Accordingly, Mr. Garrick, Mr. Mack- 
lin, and 5vcral mere of th^ performers, 
tntfTcd into an agreement 10 (land by 
tach other until their demand's were ccm- 
pliedwith: they alfo engaged to eivter 
*»to no agreement or cr^inpromife fepa- 
rately. In purfuance of this aflbclation 
w application was made to the Lord

Manager's terms j ar.d foon after, Mr.- 
Ganick, finding his oppoliticn ineffec- 
tual, alib came to an agreement with 
him, by which NTr. Macklin, who wa«. 
imagined (and not without reafon) to be 
the chief ringleader in the bufinels, wa» 
left to tccl the full force of the Manager's 
refentmcnt j himfelf and his wift; being 
excluded from any engagement. 

This treatment Mr. Macklin relented i 
and on Mr. Gariick's appearance at 
DiuiyLane, December the 6th, in thft 
chaiii^.er cf Baycs, a party headed bf 
Dr. Carrowby took poHeflion oi di« 
Theatre, in order to interrupt his pcr- 
forinance: a riot was the conlcquence, 
which prevented any play being a^led 
en that night. On the fcccnd a Jik« 
fcene enlued, which was continued for 
fevcral iiiccecding evenings, until at bit 
the Manager's party obtained the vic- 
tory, and Macktin's was defeated. Qji 
this cccaf.cn a paper war was carried oa 
between the parties, with no (mall degree 
of aiperitv ; the whoie of which wa« 
collecied into a pamjr'ilct, entitled *» Mr. 
Macklin's Reply to Mr. Garrick 's An- 
fv.er, to which are prefixed all the Papers 
which have publicly appeared in regaid 
to this important Ditpuic," 8vo. 

Being dircharg**d from Drury Lane 
Theatre, he adopted a plan of employing 
himfelf, which, had it met v/ith fufficient 
encouragement, would have contributed 
much to the improvement of the Stage; 
he ccile<fled togeth<^r a company of pert 
fcn;iers, novices to the art, whom he 
undprtouk to inllrutil in the principles 
of it. Amongft thcfe were the late Mr, 
Foote, Dr. Hill, and ethers; and C9 
quick wafc he in executing liis plan, that 
he was enablctl to open the Haymarkel 
Theatre, on tlie 6th cf Febniary 1 744, 
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at pid^t afccrtain j we know be 4rat hi 
poftieffion of it in the month of April* oq 
^c 9th of which, Tht ReUpfc wai per- 
forroed $ I-ovclcfs by him ; Loixi Fop. 
^ington, Mr. Foote' • and Young Faltioi 
and Amanda, by tw» new pertomicni 
a company which forced the Mamgtr 
!nto fuch a part as Lovelefiiy couU not 
hold together rtitM;h longer. 

In the tourfe of thf itimmcr <Je mtii 
his peace with the Manager, and wai 
again engaged at prury Lane. Hit firt 
appearance was on the 1 9th of Dcccinb^, 
in the charadcr of Shylock •, before yi\i\ih 
performance he fjpoke the following 
Prologue, probably written byhimiclfi

%PilIi tKc tragedy of Othello, in. which 
-lifr. Foote made his firfl appearance on 
tbe Stage in the principal charader; 
Iigo, by Mr. Matklin htmfelf ; Lodo- 
▼ico, by Mr. afterwards Dr. Hill. We 
believe diia exhibition was not well at* 
tended i the latter Gentleman, in a work 
pibfifhed fome j^ears afteiwards, fptSLk- 
ing of Stage recitation, fays, «« * There 
was si time when that extravagance which 
luis been jufl recommended for farce, had 
ita phce in tragedy both in action and 
^elivenr : the geflures were forced, and 
beyona all that ever was in nature, an^ 
the retitation was a kind of Tinging. 
We arc at prefent getting more into 
anture in playing; and if the Violence 
of gefture be not quite fuppreffed, we 
kave nothing of the recitative of the 
«ld tra^y. It ii to the honour of Mf*. 
MickliB, that he began this great im- 
prorement. There was a time when he 
%ra8 excluded the Theatres, and lup- 
ported himfelf by a company whom he 
taught to play, and (bme of whom after- 
guards made no inconfiderable figui^. It 
wat his manner to check all the cant 
tnd cadence of tragedy ; he would bid 
lut pu^il firft fpca\ the patfage ad he 
would in common life, if he had occafion 
to pronounce the fame words ; and then 
giving them more force, but prelerving 
the fame accent, to deliver them on the 
€tage. When the player was faulty in 
his ftop or accents, he fet him right; 
and with nothing more than this at- 
tention to what was natural, he pro- 
duced out of the mofl ignorant perfons 
players that furprifed cv«ry body: the 
MpHtano f , mentioned before, was one 
of theie, and this inftru6tion was the 
Ibnrceofhis merit. 

'* People were pleafed with a fenfible 
ilelivery on this little Stage, and thofe 
that fiiw that they were, transferred it 
•o the greater, where it at this time 
flourifbes, and will flourifk as long at 
good fcnfe lives in the audience. Tra- 
gedy now has no peculiar accent or tone ; 
but the moft outrageous fctfnes of it are 
fpoken according to Macklin's plan, at 
W fame words would be pronoyncc4 ^ 
common fpccch, only with more energy.^* 

The exa^ length of time Mr. Mackiin 
held the Haymarket Theatre, we cannot 
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|^ebeiBo0 tt that time ras;!ng in tkc 
country, be (bowed hit loyilty, by pro- 
dcjciog a tragedy intended to ierve Go* 
Temment} and bis folly» in giving to 
tbe Pnb^c fo hai(y a perfoimance : it 
was entitled, " King Henry the Seventh j 
or, Tbe Popifli Iippoftor ^^^ and was 
M iSted the 1 8th of January 1746. 
The fii^ond title of thia tragedy gave 
rife to feme ridicule before it was reprc- 
fdited, and tfie performance itfelf met 
vrith no better treatment} nor indeed 
dtiemd it, being dellitute of metre* 
p}ot,orcharaAer. It wa^ a^ledy how* 
em, thfee nights $ and in the preface to 
]t tbe Authpr apoIogiKS for its de(e£tsy 
from tke circmnftan^e of its l>eing begun 
lad finiflsed in fix weeks* without any 
(Dtlier corrc^ion but what it received at 
tbe rehear£ds. The fame ex^ufe he had 
pnade in the Prologue : 

THE tabporary Piece in hafte was writ| 
Tk fi&.weeks* labour of a puov Wit ; 
With meltinf meafurc, critic rules unfraught* 
Ankfii be writet* juil as rude Nacur« taught ; 
Ko golden lines, no poUfliM verfc hath he, 
BtJtall like Britifli courage, rough and fixe.

not by critic but by patriot Uvrs ; 
here genius £aik| fuppprt your fiv*rkt 
caufir. 

On the s^d of April 1746, he pro* 
ciuced, at his wife*s benefit, ^ farce, en- 
titled 'i A Will and no Will ; or, A 
Bone for the Lawyers ;'' with a Pro- 
iogne, as the bills of the day exprei's it, 
to be written and fpoken by tjie Pit. 

The next ieafon (174^-7) Mr. Mack- 
lin continued at I^ry iane, at which 
Thtttre Mr. Barry was for the firfl 
tioK eng9,ged. ' This ufterwai'ds popular 
*^ had ' to oppofe the a£livity and 
•Wities of Mr. Garrick at the rival 
Theatre, and derived great advantages 
fr«n the experience and inftru^lions of 
^« Macklia, by whofe aid he, in many 
cWaAers, divided the ^ppl^ufe of the 



public with hit rl¥a|. It my be ps9* 
fumed, and Mr. Macklin did not atlcaipt 
to conceal tbe fafl, that refentn^ent «t 
Mr. Garrick's forroef treatment of liiai 
influenced him to exert his talents m 
behalf of Mr. Barry. ' Towards tbe con. 
clufioi) of the feafon, 1^ |>rodu€ed a fivve^ 
entitled « T)ie Sufpicious Hufband cri» 
ticifcd } or. The iPli^ue of Envy j*? 
whif h never appeanxi a lecond time. 

The next feafon (1747-S) commence^ 
the management of Mcflirs. Garrick ani 
Lacy, ^ith whom Mr. Macklin engage^ 
for that feafon ; and cm the %tth of April 
1748 caufed to he revived, at his wife's 
benefit, an old play written by Jolui 
Ford, called '* The tover's Melancholy.'? 
previous to this reprefentadon be printed 
in The General Advertifer fome ancc^ 
dotes of Ford, Jonfofi, and Shaki^eaic» 
as firom an old pam|||hlet, the extflcncb 
of which has, on grounds diffieult to bt 
coiuioverted, been doubted f . On the 
fanie evening he produced another iairce^ 
entitled * « The Club of Fortune Hunters | 
or, The Widow bewitched 5" which im- 
mediately funk into oblivion. 

At the end of the feafon he quitted 
Drury Lane, and engaged with Mr. 
Sheridan to perform at Dublin for two 
vears, on terms very advantageous to 
nim : theie were no lefs than to recMvc 
eight hundred pounds a year for the per* 
formance of himfelf an4 his wife. Thsi 
Mr. Victor defcribes as a moft immD. 
vident bargain on the part of Mr. klR. 
ridan ; << for though,** fiivs be, «« in 
many charaAers Mr. and Mrs. Macklia 
were excellent, yet furely no one bttt a 
young Manager (who, from the falaefa 
of his heart, overflowing with gratitudt 
to the public, was determined to provide 
them entertainment at any expence) 
would have given that fum to Hie tw# 
bed LOW COMEDIANS in the univerfe ; 
their ityle of chara^ers could not deferve 
it. Macklin is excellent In the Jew» 
Scrub, Sir Paul Pliant, Sir Gilbert 
Wrangle, &c. &c. but unlefs the Genttoi> 



* This forgery, admtttinic it to be one, thofe who were acquainted with Mr. Macklia 
ic hit bed days know he was not capable of executing whhooc afliftaoce ^ and it is re*

How iar the agreement might hare 
pleafed the public, had it continued, is 
unknown, tor fcajce had the connexion 
taken place, than a violent quarrel broke 
•ut between the Manager and the per- 
former, the caufe of which docs not 
clearly appear. Mr. Vi<^or, in a letter 
without date to CoUcy Cibbcr, menticns 
the performar.ee of The Refufal five 
nights f ; and in another, likcwife with- 
out date to Mr. Garrick, fays, that the 
d.iference began before Mr. Macklin had 
been a month in Dublin. After the 
Theatre opened, «* Mr. Sheridan was 
obliged very foon (for his own fake) to 
pi^ in £b many of his ftrongeft tragedies 
^Tiong the comedies (which made the 
^ifparity of the audience fo obvious), 
fhat Macklin began to run n>ad abcut 
marketable fame This furor was car^ 
ficd. to I9 whimilcal a length, that he 



produced his ccmpafles to iirra/ure \\i 
ii2e of the type of Sheridan*s name in 
the play-bills with his own ; being de- 
termined not to ^ive a hair*s breadth to 
the Manager ! This fpirited aclion belrf» 
fubmitted to, was foon of courfc pro- 
duftive of many others cf the larac na- 
ture 5 every tinw he drank too much 
claret, he was Shamefully abnfivc in the 
green- roorti ; and at lall, to ihew his 
thorough contempt for Sheridan as Ma- 
nager, he went en the Itage one nii^hf 
after the play, and gave out a comtdy 
for hi* wife's benefit, without citk.r 
fettling the play cr the night with the 
Manager. This being fo nctorimis a 
breach of all theatrical difcipline, She- 
ridan was compelled to order the doors 
to be flint againlt him' and his wife, and 
to Iea\^ liii>'. to leek his redrefs from the 
law J.** This is \\t\or\ accownt of 
the tranfa<^ion j how^ the lawluit cndcd^ 
we are not informed.

Account of Joseph wright, esc^ 



^HIS Gentleman was an artift whofe 
^ works hare already procured htm the 
J>ighcft eminence in various branches of 
bit profeffion. He was a pupil of Hud- 
^ who, though an indifferent Painter 
bimielf) had the honour of in(lru6ling 
tbree of the moft eminent Painters of the 
age,yi2. Sirjolhua Reynolds, Mr.Wrieht, 
and Mr. Mortimer. Mr. Wright's 
<srly hiltorical pictures may be'confidcred 
St the firft valuable hiftorical produdtions 
o/the£ngU(h School; becaufe at the 
time his Gladiator, Orrery, Air Pump, 
Htrmit, and Blackfmith's Forge, were 
painted, nothing of any confcqucnce had 
D«en produced in the hiiiorical line. 

Hi$ attention was afterwards direfled 
for fome years to Portrait Painting j 
*nd from the fpecimens he has left, there 
can be no doabt that ht would have 
ftood in the firft rank in this branch of 
^be art, had he chofen to purfue it ; but 
bit genius was not to be circumfcribed 
within fuch narrow limits, and there - 
fc«> at a mature age, he vifited Italy, 
toftudythe precious remains of art which 
that country DoflTcfled . His fine drawings, 
*fe Michael Angelo (which have fcarce- 
h been fcen except by his particular 
friends), and the enthufiafm with which 
be always fpoke of the fublimc original, 
^▼inced the eftimation in which he held 
^^ ; ind from their extreme accuracy, 
tbey may be confidered as'faithfuMe^ 
lineations of the tteafures ^ the Capclla 
^ina, and fuch as have never yet betti 
ttbibited to the public. - »-• ■ '\ 

i>urin^ his abode in Italy, he kad an . 
opportonity of feeing a very mcnfbrable 
vuption of Vefuvius, which rekindled 
^> inclination for painting extra6rdinary 
^MU of light )• and his ditfiertnt pi^ures 
<>f dut iitbliine event ftood decidedly 
^^^cntvrts in that line of painting ; 
for who but Wright ^er fucceeded iif 
6re or roooBlights f HU 4ate pi^^jret 
^ve bfto chiefly JLanAl'capes, ki which 
vt are at a lofs, whether molt'to admire 
the elegaoce of btsoutUne, hiriudioiolM

management of light and (hade, or the 
truth and delicacy 6f his Colouring ; but 
of thofe, the greateft part have never 
been exhibited, as they were always pur-« 
chafed from the eafcl, by amateurs who' 
knew how to appreciate their value : a 
large Landfcape (his laft work), now at 
Derby, being a view of the Head of 
Ullfwater, may be confidered amongft 
the fineft of his works, and defcrvcdly 
rank with the moft valued produ<5liont 
of Wilfon, or even Claude himfclf. 

In the hiftorical line, the Dead Soldier, 
which is now known by Heath's ad- 
mirable print, would alone eftabiilh his 
fame, if his Edwin (in the poffeflion of 
J. Milncs, Efq. of Wakefield, who has 
alio his Deftrudion of the Floating Bat- 
teries off Gibraltar, and fon.c of his belt 
Landfcapes), the two pi^ures of Hero 
and Leander, Lady in Comus, Indian 
Widow, and other hiftorical liibjefls, 
had not already afcertained his excellence. 
His attachment to his native town, ad- 
ded to his natural modefty, and his fe- 
vere application both to the theory and 
pra^^ice of Painting, prevented his mix- 
ine with promifcuous fociety, or efta- 
bli(hing his reputation by arts which he 
would never ■ defccnd to praftife. Hit 
friends long urged him to refide in Lon- 
don J but his family attachments, and 
love of retirement and ftudy were in- 
vincible, and he fell a victim to his un<- 
wearicd attention to hi# profeflion. 

- His pi6lures have been fo much in rr- 
oueft, that there is fcarcely an inftance of 
tneir ever having come into ^e hands of 
dealers j neither have his beft wm-ks ever 
been feen in London ; a fth)n^ 'proof of 
their intrinfic worth, and that no artificea 
were neceflary to cnfure their fale/ It is 
with pletflire theriffore we^itcord, that 
his'peCimiary circumftknces wer§ always 
aMiieilV^ and (hew that the world has not 
btfla unmmdful of his Atradrdtnary ta- 
lents,^ tfn4 alio that, as a'man, he enjoyed 
the frtendihip and efteem of all who had 
the pleafvrc of hit acqiuiiitaflce, ^ 
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THIS Work, though bearing the 
date of 1784, has but recently been 
dillributed In a few copies to the parti- 
cular friends of the late Lord Orford ; 
to whom they were directed by that No- 
bleman in his lite- time, but not to bt 
delivered until after his death. So fmall 
an imprefTion of this Work has been 
prlntea, that we prefume the majority of 
our readers will not be difpleafed with 
an account of lb fcarce and curious a 
Book. 

His LordHiip begins his preface with 
an apology for himlelf for printing the 
Catalogue :—** It will look, I tear,'' 
fays he, *< a little like arrogance in a 
private man to give a printed defcription 
of his Villa and CoUeflion, in which 
almoft every thing is diminiitive. It 
was not, however, intended for public, 
fale, and originally was meant only to 
aidiil thofe who Ihould viiit the place : 
a further view fucceeded ; that of ex- 
hibiting fpecimenft of Gothic archi- 
tf^iuiv, as coUe^ed from ftandai-ds in 
cathedrals and chtpeUtombs \ and View- 
ing how they miy be applied to chinmcy 
pitces, cielingt, windows, ballullrades, 
loggias, l(c. The general difufe of 
Gothic ;fcrchite6^ui-e, and th^ decay and 
idteratioBsfo frequently made in churches, 
give prints a chance of being the ibie 
pneicrrtttves of that ftyfc. 

« CaTALOGV£S RAltONMIS of Col- 

lc6lion8 are very frvquent in Francejmd 
Holland ^ and it is no high degree of 
vanity to aH'urat for an exitting Col- 
lection an illultration that it allowed to 
many a temporary au^ion;— an exiltiog 
Coitc^iion— even that phrafc. ift void of 



vanity. Having lived, unhappilv, to fee 
the nobleil fchool of painting tnat this 
kingdom behekl, tranipoited almoft out 
of the fight of Europe, u would he ftraage 
fafcination, nay a total infenftbility to 
the pride of family, and to the morsl 
reile£lions that wounded pride commoaly 
feels, to expeCl that a paper fabric, and 
an aflemblage of canout triBcs made by 
an infignificant man, (hould laft, or be 
treated with more veneration and refpe^i 
than the trophies of a palace, depodud 
in it by one of the beft and wifelt Mi- 
nillers that this country has enjoyed." 

This eulogtum on Sir Robert Walpoli 
will find many oppofers, though the 
chaia^ler of tliis able Mmiiler has ^r 
fume time been advancing in the political 
world \ and time, which generally allots 
the proper place to every politician when 
the heats of party are abated, now fecms 
willing to eivc him credit for more abi- 
lities and integrity than his contempo- 
raries chofc to allow him. Whatever 
his dtferts were, the foltcitude of a fon 
to place his- i'a&lier in thtf beft point of 
virw, cannot but attrafl the. prailc of 
every ingenuoMS mind. Lord Orford 
Procters t 

** Fir from fuch vifions of felf-love, 
the following account of piAures and 
raritiet is given with a view to ihcif 
future difperiioii. Tl«ie«rral purchafcrt 
will fiod a UiAory of their purchafei ; 
nor do virtuoibt dillike to rcitr to ftrch 
a catalogue for an autbaatic certificate 
qf thtir curiofities, Tl» followlnf 
Colic^Uofk vms made out of the Ipoils oT 
many renowned cabiaets, as Dr. Mcadc*», 
^atiy KUsa^th Qeripamc;s, Lord Ox- 
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ftrd*«, the Duchcft of Porttmd's, and 
ibout forty more of celebrity: fuch 
*^ll-tttefted defcent it the genealogy of 
the objcfts of virtu } not fo nobk as 
thofe of the peerage, but on a par with 
thole of race-horlcs. In all three, cf- 
f«cially the pedie^rees of heiri and ra- 
pties, the line is often continued by many 
inii|nificanc namet .** 

He then mentioni fome of the moft re- 
Bttrlublc of his colleftions, and con- 
cludes in the following manner ; 

" Upon the whole, fome tranfient 
pletfufe may even hereafter arife to the 
penifer of thi» catalogue. To others it 
Tmy afford another kmd of fatisfaftion, 
thatofcriticifin. In a houi'e affefting 
"ot only obfolcte architecture, but prc- 
twding to an obfcrrancc of the coftume 
even in the furniture, the mixture of 
modern portraits and French porcclaine 
>nd Greek and Roman fculpturc may 
fettn heterogeneous. In truth, I did not 
•'^can to make my houfe fo Gothic as to 
exclude convenience and modem refine- 
"^t» in luxury : the defigns of the in- 
i«dc aiid outfide aroltriftly ancient, but 
the dccorationi are modem. Would our 
wiceftors, before the rctormation of ar- 
chitefturc, not have dcpofited in their 
gloomy catties, antique Itatuess, and fine 
ri^mts, beautiful vafes and ornamented 
-Hina, if they had poflelTed them ? But 
Itlonotmr^n to defend by argument a 
'mall capricious houfe: it was built to 
pleale my own laltc, and in ibme degree 
to realize my own viiions. I have fpe- 
ci/ied what it contains j could I dcfcribe 
the gay byt tranquil Icene where it 
l^ands, and add the beauty, of the land- 
^pc to the r«mantic call of the man- 
fjon, it would raife more pleafing fen- 
Iwions than a dry lilt of curiofities can 
e^ciic : at leaft, the profpeft would re- 
call the good- humour of thofe who might 
be dilpoitd to condemn the fantaitic fa- 
''ric, and to think it a very proper habi- 
^3iionof, as it was the fcene that ini'pired, 
'iie author of The Caftle of Otranto.'* 



The hiftory of Strawberry Hill CaOlt' 
may afford fome entertainment to our 
readers. 

" Where the Gothic Caftle nowftands, 
was originally a fmall tenement *, buil^ 
in 1698, and let as a lodging- houfe s 
Gibber once took it, and wrote one of his 
plays here. The Refufal j dr, The Lady*s 
PbiUfopbj. After liim, Talbot, Bifliop 
of Durham, had it for eight years f ; 
then Henry Bridges, Marquis of Car- 
narvon, fon of James Duke of Chandos, 
and fmce 0uke himlelf. It was next ' 
hired by Mrs. Chevcnix J, the noted 
toy -woman; who, on the death of her 
hufband, let it to Lord Philip Sackville, 
fecond fon of Lionel, Duke of Dorfet ; 
he kept it about two years, and thes 
Mr. Walpole took the remainder of Mrs, 
Chevenix's leafe in May 1747, and the 
next year bought it by aa of Parliament : 
it being the property of three minors of 
the name of Mortimer. Along with this 
houfe and fome other tenements was an- 
other Irnall one §, then occupied by 
Richard Francklin, printer of The 
Crafteiman, who had been taken up for 
printing that paper during the admi« 
niftration of Sir Robert Walpole jf. 
When Mr. Walpole bought Strawberry 
Hill, there were but five acres belonging 
to the houfe: the reft have been pur- 
chafed fincc. The Caftle now exifting 
was not entirely built from the ground, 
but formed at different times, by al- 
terations of, and additions to the old 
Imall houfe. The library ami refe^ory, 
or great parlour, were entirely new in 
1753 J the gallery, round tower, great 
cloifter, and cabinet, in 1760 and 1761 ; 
the great North bedchamber in 1770 j 
and the Beauclerc tower, with the hexa- 
gon clofet, in 1776.

I make curates and Jcfciti 
tremble. I do what I pleafe with itiy 
little province as big as the pahn of my 
hand (his eltate extended about fix miles) j 
I am a man to difpofe of the Pope when- 
ever I pleafe. — Well, ye raggamiiiHns, 
what have you to fay to me ? — Thefc, 
my dear angel, are the anl'wers I would 
make to the Fantins, Grilels, GuyonS| 
or to the little black monkey, &c. ic' 

•' The female adepts might laugh at 
the tone and ftyle ot luch a letter, but 
will the judicious reader fee it in any 
other light, than as the prod ud ion of an 
infolent old man, who, proud of bis pro-

** So much zeal had made him the idol 
of the party. The adepts flocked from 
all parts to fee him, and went away fired 
with his rage. Thofe who could not 
approach him, confulted him, laid their 
doubts before him j would crave to 
know whether there really was a God,-« 
if they really had a foul. Voltaire, who 
knew nothing of the matter, fmiled at his 
own power, but always anfwered, that 
the God of the Chrlltians was to be 
cruflied. Such were the letters he received

The Abbd bc- 
f'cd in his brotl>cr'» convcrfion, exhorted him to pcrfevcrc, and die J, leaving him all his 
irtLne. But the Janfenirt's cafti was all that Voltili*. idaincl of hii convcrfion.

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cmy vtttk •. tie wrote him(elf a pro- 
^fgiout number in the fame blafphemous 
Ayle. One muft have fecn the coUcftion, 
to beliere that the heart or hatred of one 
fingk man could dictate, or that his hand 
Could pen them* and that without al- 
Kding to his many other blafphemous 
works. In his den at Perney* ne would 
be informed oO ^nd fee all ; he would 
♦ren direft tVciV thing that related to 
the confoiracy. Kings, Princes, Dukes, 
Marquines, petty Authors, or Citizens* 
might write to him, provided they were 
but impious. He wtuld anfwer them 
all, ftrengthen them, and encourage them 
in their impiety. In fine, to his extreme 
oM age, his life was that of a legion of 
4evils> whofe folc and continued objefl 
Vas to cnzfh Chrifl, and overthrow hit 
•lur." 

Among the difciples and protestors of 
the Con^irators, we are aftoni/hcd at 
finding incontejable proofs implicating 
jnoft of the crowned heads in Europe, 
many inferior Princes and Princeflcs, 
Eleaors, Miniflcrs, Nobles, Magithates, 
and Men of Letters. This part of the 
Work is extremely interefting ; but our 
eztra6ls have already extended beyond 
the ulbal limits, and we can only point 
the reader^s attention to the Work it- 
ielfy Chap. xii. to xv. 

The Author goes on to fhew the means 
adopted by the Confpirators for feducing 
the lower clafles of the people ; and the 
general progre fs of the Confpiracy 
throughout Europe. The perfection of 
it, as we obfcrved in the beginning of 
this article* is to be found in Jacobinifm, 
on the fubjefl of which we fhall give 
M. Barruers ideas, and with them con- 
clude our extrafts : 

" Strong in proofs, we fhall not fear to 
proclaim to all nations, that whatever 
their religion or their government may 
be, to whatever rank they may belong in 
civil fociety, if Jacobinifm triumphs, all 
will be overthrown j that fliould the 
plans ar.d wiflies of the Jacobins be ac- 
compliflied, their religion with its pon- 
tiffs, their government with its laws, 
their magiftratcs and their property, all 
would be fwept away in the common 
tnafs of ruial Theur riches and their 
fields, their houfes and their cottages, 
their very wives and children wouIcT be 



torn from them. You have look^ upoM 
the Jacobinical faflion as exhauftine it- 
felf in France, when it was only makii^' 
a fportive cffiiy of its ftrength. Their 
wifhes and their oaths extend througlMWt 
Europtf i nor are England or Gttnmj, 
Italy or Spain, fbuigers to their in* 
trigues. 

" Let ilot the reader take thtt for the 
language of cnthufiafm or fanaticiioa ; 
ht be fuch paifioits either from niyfctf or 
my reader*. Let them decide on the 
proofs adduced, with the fame coob^i 
and impartiality which has been neccl&ry 
to collc6l and digeft them.*' 

We cannot conclude this article with- 
out expreiTing our fcnfe of the fcrvice 
done to the world by M. BarrUel, and to 
the Engliih reader particularly by the 
labours of the Tranflator : labours, how- 
ever, to which we hope he will not hi\ to 
eive additional credit and currency in 2 
Future edition by a revifal of the meets, 
and, if poilible, by fuch a reduflioo of 
the price, either in the way of abridge- 
ment or by other means, as may eoable 
the lefs wealthy clafTes of fociety to bs* 
come purchafcrs of the Work. 

We are in duty bound to obfcrvc, that 
feveral typographical errors occur in the 
Volume beroi-e us j though for thcle,we do 
not know any law of criticifm by which 
an Author is to be made amenable. The 
Tranllation itfclf, however, bears evi- 
dent marks of hade, yet for thefe ao 
apology is made in the Preface. Indeed 
we were led to doubt in fome padages 
whether the Tranflator himfeif were or 
were not a native of England. Such a 
verb as cimpulfe (p. SS.) is new tousi 
and is certainly not of legitimate au- 
thority. The word imbibe is ufed in- 
ftead of imbue y inftilL infinuatCy and iw- 
prtgnate : thus, «* All had taftcd oi the 
cup of incredulity, but all did not equally 
wifh to imbibe their people with its 

Koifon.'* A fort of dcmi-fanftion is, 
owever, given by Dr. Johnfon f to this 
ufe of the word. 

" All what is needful/* «' All vfbat 
you fay," &c. are alfo inaccurate ex- 
piedrons which we hope will be removed 
from the future impreffions of a Work, 
the general merits of which give it fo* 
many cbims to public favour.

They arc laid to be brought forward 

by Drs. Lawrence and King, friends of 

the Author, who appear to have been 

compelled to the publication by the in- 
gratitude and fraud oF a man, «* who, 

^ by the bounty of Mr. Burke while 

alive, endeavoured to difquict the lalt 

momenta of his dying benefactor, and 
ceaics not to injure him in his grave.*' 

Tin* preface ftatcs the occafions which 

called forth the pen of Mr. Burke, and 
pronounces a handfome eulogium on the 
Editors' dcceafed friend, the friend of 
the public, tlie friend of religion, order, 
^d of civil locietyj in (hort, of human 
nature. 

The firft Paper is entitled, "Hints 
for a Memorial to be. delivered by Lord 
power to M. Montmorin, written early 
in 1 79 1, in which Mr.. Buike rccjni- 
nicnds, A«rith a prophetic voice, t!ie pro- 
priety of interpofing the goo<i olHces of 
Great Britain in the dilputes between 
the French King and his ledltious lub- 
je<9». This, as the event has proved, 
^ould have been ths determination of 
wifdom, and would have been authorilcd 
under the general law of nations. 

The firlt Memorial was written in 
December 1791, and diltinguilhes the 
features and character of the French 
Revolution from all others which have 
taken place in the world. It traces the 

f>rogrefs which the new principles were 
ikcly to take, and combats ;hc opinion 
tii3t the Revolution would fall by its 
own virraknefs, by internal force or com- 
motion, or by the diicrcdit of the paper 
money. It confiders tlie difpolltions of 
the neighbouring Powers wlio were in- 
tcreftcd in (topping the courfe of the 
nnlchiefy and the general leaning of ail 
Kings, Ambalfadors, and Minilters of 
State in thofe days j but it modeltly 
profeifes only to make a cale, without 
oiiering advice, to Ihew the nature of 
the evij^ without fuggelUng a remedy. 
ilow £ar his opinions were warmnted^

the world will now judge ; it is certain 
he conceived at the time, that this Paper 
did not meet the ideas of Minilters. 

The fecund Memorial was written in 
1792, after the dilaltrous and ignominious 
retreat of the Duke of Brunfwick, which 
is fpoken of as it dcferves. Mr. Burke 
here confiders it as a radical error, in not 
giving more confidence and importance 
to the French Nobles and exiled Princes. 
His convi(ftion, as there (tated, was, 
that neither the infurrcftions of the 
Royalilts within, nor the foreign force 
without, could Separately avail. There 
was no found hope in his judgment of 
fuccefs, but from a well-combined and 
cordial co-operation of both. He re- 
commended on this occafion, that England 
Ihould interpofe as proteitrefs ot the 
balance of power. It was eflential, he 
thought, that flie (hould be the prefiding 
foul of that concert which feemed to be 
now indifpenfable ; that fhe (hould go- 
vern its counlels, and dire^ its efforts 5 
flie fhould negotiate on one fide, and re- 
monltrate on the other ; Ihe fhould not 
precipitate a war, but rilk-it, and firmly 
meet it, for the iafety of Europe. But 
before this Paper had been communicated 
to thofe for whole ufe it was intended, 
tlie French Convention had ventured on 
decrees and a6ls dire«5>ly ftriking at thi» 
country and her old ally Holland. A 
fort of unofhcial negotiation enfued, 
which ended in a declaiation of war by 
the French Republic againft Great Bri- 
tain and Holland. Thus forced fepa- 
rately into open hoftility, Minifters were 
under the necelTity of joining the powers 
already in arms on their own conditions. 
They could ^o longer take the lead. 

The third Memorial was written in 
i79S» i" confequence of an intimation of 
the Minilter's intention of ilfuing a de- 
claration of the motives, obje^s, and 
end of the war. Mr. Burke doubted the 
prudence and expediency of the meafure, 
efpecially at that time, jult after our 
retreat trom Dunkirk. This Memorial, 
in its ftyle and fpirit, approaches more 
neaily than cither of the otlier two to 
the animation and decifion of his own 
former publications. It begins by 
(tating the time to be that of calamity 
and defeat. When it proceeds to the 
main confideration, it pamts with a fimx 
but rapid pencil ^themi(^y5^Y^.i<,n 
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of France under the reign of Kobcfpierrc 
iind tcn-6r, tlw full p&a^ of which he 
confcfTej himleif not *o have forefeen. 
The whole nation was^'dividcd into the 
oppreflbrf and the opprclfed. He then 
argues, that the very fuccels of the Al- 
lies, on their own pjan, would not re- 
ilpre France to a condition fafc for herlclf 
|4id for Europe ; and he ultimately ven- 
twrcs to give his own advice. The Me- 
lUorial concludes with an emphatic pro- 
teit againft what he always confidcr'ii as 
the great fruitful fource of milcarriage, 
the great leading miftake, that of con- 
duflirg the war by precedent, as a ccm- 
raon war againft a common enemy, for 
the ufual object of ordinary appeals to 
arms, and I'carching hiltory fof Icflbns of 
civil prudence to be derived from former 
Revolutionj, which refemblpd tliis por- 
tent of our fimps in nothing but the 
mme» 

To the whole arc added cxtra6ls from 
Vattel on the Law of Nations, to prove 
the right of one Nation inttrrfering in 
tht domelHc concerns of another, when 
the opinions and practices of any Power 
tend to difturb the repole, to raife do- 
medic troubles, or injure the Nation in- 
terfering. This dodlrine is fully fup- 
ported ; indeed, to fuppofc the contrary 
would involve the utmoft folly in the 
condu(5l of mankind. 

Of Mr, Burke the Editors obferve, 
** That there was no pcrfon of rank or 
eminence in Etirope with whom he had 
any occalion of correfpondencc, that he 
did not endeavour to conciliaie, confirm, 
or animate on the fide of religion, morals, 
and foclal order, connc6Kd with mo- 
derate liberty. He applied to each the 
feveral topics which were bcl^ fuited to 
hiscircimilianccs, his condition, his pre> 
}udices, or his wants j but all centered 
to one point. If to the }>eople he again 
And again recommended, and ii^culcateil, 
*nd enforced, with all the varied beauty 
find energy of his fal'cinating eloqurrxc, 
R principle of obetlier.ct, fuhmillicn, a:^l 
rtfpert to their lawlul niicrs of every 
denomination, to Princts, ar.d to all men 
in the exercife of authority, he did not 
fpare to recount, in ti:e calmer tone of 
i-nore argumentative di(c\:flion, the iaults 
TWid errors to whif'.i their llations render 
them peculiarly liable, to im;>re.'s upon 
them the ntCwfl.ry of that union between 
"mercy and juRlcv, wltht ut which one 
degenerates into wenknels, a:"»d the other 
into cruelty ; and to adnionifh them, for 
their own tianqinliify and happinefs, to 
^rctc6t, not opprels their people j to im- 



prove, not impair the legajfcfurity of the 
lubjpft in his pcrfon and property, ac-* 
cording to the true nature ol their re- 
fpe6live Governments, for the great end 
of all Government. Founding, as he 
always did, \i\m political on his moral 
philolbphy, he to|d th? ditferent claffer 
of fociety, not of their extreme rights, 
but of tneir duties, the root of which is 
the right of othei-s. He ai-dently lov«l 
his country, and wiftied her prufjKrity} 
yet he has not fcrupled to fay, that *' Iw 
dreaded our own power and our own 
ambition 5 he dreaded our being too 
much dreaded.'' He conttantly j rofcfied 
a jealoufy of France as the natural rivil 
and enemy of England ; yet he was net 
lefs alarn\ed at her wtaknefs, when, in 
the moment of the Monarchy bein^ dif- 
folved, (he leemed to leave a chalm in 
the map of Europe, then afterwards at 
her terrific power, when the monrtiX)ui 
Republic of Brifl'ot and Robefpienc grtw 
too big for her ancient limits j nor was 
he without his fears of her being again 
reduced too low, if the Allies had luct 
ceeded in what he believed to be their 
fyftem of difmembtriiig her. In general, 
men fee that fide only which is nearcft 
to them iu the onler ot things by which 
they arc furrounded, and in which they 
are carried along i but the clear and 
penetrating fight of his mind compre- 
hended in one view all the parts ot the 
immenfe whole, which, varying Ircm 
moment to moment, yet continuing 
through centuries ellentially the lame, 
extends around and above to every ci- 
vilized people in every age, and unites 
and incorjHjrates the pre lent with the 
generations which are pall. To prelm-tf 
that whole unbroken to a late poitenty, 
he knew no other way than by relilting 
all mad or wicked attempts to deli^^y 
any of the great prominent parts. Not 
that he was the enemy of rciormaiicns i 
quite the reverie. But he woukl allovr 
the honour, of that name to no changed 
which afte6led the very liibfbnce ot tlie 
thing : thole he approved, thole he callcJ 
true reformations, which, patiently leek- 
ing the degree of i>ertc6Uon al nc at- 
tainable by man, and ordained to be only 
the flow relull of lon^j experience and 
much meditation, put the bappinels of 
none to the hazaid, while tlxy bttrtr 
the condition of all.. If, like the early 
f^ges of Greece, he were to be cha- 
raJ^efiled by fome peculiar rentinicnfr '« 
fhould be that to which he tWiireil to 
give the currency of f)PWf »^> ^ ^^^^ 
vaU is not to rrJormH^ o 
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ftorti 1 pcnafill of theffe Memorials 
the general re^cr will acquire a great 
wcclfion of political knowledge, and the 
politician will derive much praiiical and

TT i? to the writer of this Volwme, we 
^ arc informed by the Authcr, ** in a 
iiml of Sallullian preface, that we are 
indebted for the infertion of the genuine < 
JjarJiair.cntary Ipeeches in thenewlpapers, 
a pradice which has empowered the 
nK>demBritifh hiilcrian of his own times 
to boart of an authenticity which for- 
n»aly cculd be expev^ed only in hiftories 
conipoled after the lapfe of many years, 
Tom various documents, and adv«r(e 
publications, compared, contraftcd, and 
reconciled j and frequently attended, at 
l^ii, with mere conje^lure, or, at moft, 
^vith ftrong probability/' Mr. Mac- 
firlane has been in the habit of attending 
the Debates in both Houfes of Parlia- 
Jncnt upwards of five-and twenty years i 
this has enabled him to infufe into his 
conipofition a kind of dramatic intereft. 
He makes his readers acquainted with 
•the charafler, the pcrlbn, and even voice 
■nd manner of the principal fpeakers in 
Parliament and officers ot Government. 
He takes a clear and comprehenfive view 
ot the great iccnes, political and military, 
Jtoing on, at the fame time, in Britain 
and the countries connected with it, 
chiefly F.-ai^ce, during the period which 
i»e de/cribcs. He arranges them in a 
natural order, clothes them in proper 
and nervous language, and pafles with 
«a/e and dignify trcm one event to an- 
other. Though a friend to mankind, 
*nd an aflertcyr of the dignity and the 
rights of human nature, he is an ad- 
vocate for order ami fubordination, and 
hoAilc to- rafh innovation and political 
f^naticilm. The following is a juft and 
»ffc^ing piflure, and ihcws how much 
our Author has been converfant, and 
^nd formed his ftyle and manner on the 
»nodeJ of the belt writers among the 
ancients J 

•* Thus I terminate an attempt at a 
cooctltf hi^ory of an eventful period, 
pregnant %vith important debates on 
qucltions of war and peace, of civil and 
rfitgious liberty, of external regulation 
i«d internal policy, difgraced by difcord, 
Misivn, and (resdoDy and infamous for 



a fanguinary war, novel in its origin, 
cruel in its progrefs, and in its con- 
clulion threatening as great a change in 
the religious and political fylttof df 
Europe, as was effeaed by the Reform- 
ation, or even by the introtiu6>ion cf 
Chriftianity. The reader has feen two 
monfti-ous Revolutions in France and 
Holland complet^y fuccefsful, and two 
others in Belgium and Poland fwallow^ 
up by a greater monfter defpotifm ; fire 
and Iword render crouded cities defolate, 
and populous diftrifVs dcferts j and la- 
vage ferocity, fo outrageous as to make 
humanity fhudder, and dread the return 
of thole miferable times, when the 
fcourges of God and the deftroyers of 
nations, the Huns and Scandinavians, 
ravaged the world,. The reader has ftcn 
thiec Sovereigns periHi, ont by the piftol 
of an alfaflin, a fecond by the axe of 
rebels, and a third by the poifon of 
traitors j one Prince dethroned and im- 
prifoned, and feveral degraded, enthralled, 
or fugitives ; the Icalfolds polluted by 
the blood of two innocent PrincefTes, the 
ftreets and fquares disfigured by the 
mangled bodies of meritorious Nobles j 
with refpe6t to whom, confifcat ion, exile, 
flight, and maflacre, are become matters 
of fuch daily occurrence that they ceafe 
to be interefting. He has feen the needy 
and profligate preying like vermin en 
the wealthy and indultrious j a barbarcut 
tenantry exterminating a beneficent nu- 
bility, with their abufcd families ; in* 
gratitude cutting oif the hand by which 
it was i'cd J a fair-earned title deemed a 
reproach j a confpicucus virtue certain 
deftruc\ion ; domeftics through terror 
alfalTmating their mailers, and depend- 
ants their protestors j and thofe who had 
no enemy rtarved by their friends. He 
has beheld religion derided as a fuper- 
ftition, (imf^ity defamed as hypocrify, 
temples and altars defiled, and filch of 
their minilters as efcaped the murderous 
dangers of perlccution doomed to in- 
digence and banilhment. Vet even 
France, in the midtl of this deplorable 
corruption, dilphyed examples ol virtue ? 
A ft a many 
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many preferred poverty and exile to the 
fcriciturc of their honour : priefts couJd 
not be induced by wealth to wound their 
conl'ciences : and venerable prelates, to 
prefcrve the lives of their clergy, offered 
to facrifice their ONvn. Wives fcllowed 
their hufbands into dungeons, and mo- 
thers their children into foreign lands. 
Even females, in the agonies of torture, 
could not be induced to accufc their 
friends ; and men, in the laft extremity, 
exhibited a fortitude not unworthy of 
Cato. 

But had the age been elfewhere ever 
fo Regenerate, the condu(5l of Britain 
would have retleemed iis cnaracHer ; for 
on her hofpitablc fliorcs every fpccies of 
misfortune met wkh an afylum : all 
icnfations of religious antipathy and an- 
cient enmity were overpowered by the 
cries ofdillrefs; and wretchcdnefs was 
a fufficient rtcommendation to the bene- 
volence of her generous fons. All de- 
fcriptions joined in the holy a6l of re- 
lieving miferable fupplicants, and the 
public treafury ftill fiipporfs the fugitive 
outcafts with the fame libeiTility and 
pejpftyei-ance which it diiplays in main- 
tainirg the liberty and independence of 
Europe." 

This calls to mind the introduflion 
of Tacitus to his Hiliory. M. Mac- 
farlane's ftyle is on the whole natural, 
and fuch as becomes the dignity of Hif- 
torj'. The following is an exception, 
keing neither dignified nor natural : 

*' But fmcc ne wiihes to write with 
fuch brevity and concifenefs, as naiotr 
to 9pprefi the prefekt age 4vitb yawniyi^^ 
nor future generations ivttb a naufsa.' ' 
Vrt:^, p. 6, — This writer, throughout 
the whole of the Volume, omits the epi- 
thet Majfer \ " Malfcr Pitt and Mr, 
Fox being at unmuAcal in the Author's 
cars, as Maftcr Cicero and Mafter De- 
mofthenes." He forgets tiiat we are not 
Romans j and that to record the cojiume 
in language as well as manners, often, as 
in the prefent cale, intlnaately conncfted, 
is the bufinefs of a judicious and accurate 
Hiitorian : even the Nobility he fom.e- 
timcs de(igns by one name only, as W, 
Windham (meaning Lord Grenville, p. 
582.) J but in this matter he is not uni- 
form. It is not very probable, in the 
prcfent ftatc of aiiairs, thut all his 
readers will entirely go along with him 
in the praifei he beiu^ws on the " ma- 



turity of judCTTicnt, as well as the fplcndid 
eloquence of a certain /f/'<rvr/i-^?rn Mr- 
nijiety^ p. 8. Though we readily atiralt 
the unju'.tnefs of judging men by event*, 
rather than by mealiires and intentions, 
wc mu(t confefs that Mr. Macfarlanc's 
admiration- of that Hea*ven'born\Xv^\^' 
ter, and fplendid orattTy appears to us to 
be canicd to a dtgree ot exaggeration. 
BeHdcs, the chara«er of Mr. Pitt's elo- 
quence is not iplendohTy but fluency cona- 
bined with iubtlety and prccifion. 

ANECDOTES OF THE AUTHOR. 

Robert Macfarlane, defcended 
of the Chief of that name and clan (tor 
Ibme account of which we may refer to 
Dr. Johnfon*8 Tcur into the Higblaodf 
and Hebrides), was born in the parifliof 
Callander, at the foot of the Grampions 
in Perthfliire. Having (hewn an early 
aptitudft to ftudy, he received a IcarDcd 
and liberal education at the univerfitict 
of both St. Andrews and Edinburgh j 
at which laft place he embraced an op- 
portunity of attending not only the Di- 
vinity Hall, but ahb the Medical Claffcs 
(as is ibmetimes done by ttudents in 
Theology there) ; for he began now to 
relinquifli his defign, or rather the defign 
that had been formed for him, of going 
into th.e Church, and pointed to the 
medical profcflion ; but prudentiaf con- 
iiderations, and the invitations of friends 
and acquaintance, engaged him to try his 
fortune in London, in the fcholaliic line;

ACCOUNT OF THE NEW COMET. 



LETTER FROM CAPfiL LOFT, ES<^ 
DATtD FROSTON, AUG. lO, X797. 

" M^' William Walker, the Lcaurer 
'*^*' in Aftronoray, has difcovertd a 
Comet, which has been obfcrvcd here on 
Friday night the i8th, and laft ni^ht. 

« It was drd iecn by him at h^f paft 
eight of the Friday evening, nearly in the 
pole of the ecliptic i com} (jng a rbom-. 
boidcs or lozenze-Zhapcd tigiire, with 
and y Draconis, and a (Ur of the 4th 



magnitude in the left heel of Hcrcuks.— 
It was then diftin^lly vifiblc to the naked 
eye as a faint ftar. With a good tck- 
fcope, it appeared to moft advantage 
when a power of about 40 was ulcd. I^ 
was then a diflfulcd milky hazincfs, W^c 
the nebula of Andromeda.

But 
rarther obfervation, to which tlie weather 
threatens to be unfavourable, is required 
toward edimating what we may expe£l 
concerning it. 

** At prefcnt thefe arc its moft ob- 
icnrable circumftances. When meafured 
by an excellent micrometer wire to an 
achromatic of Dollond*s, the diameter of 
tbcdi(tin6l white light was «. 30. that 
of Jupiter being then 47. fo that its ap- 
parent diameter was rather more than 
three times that of the planet. The 
whole extent of the faint vague nebu- 
iofity, might poflibly be four or five 
fninutes.

EXTRACT OF A LETTER FROM CAPBL 
LOPTjESq^DATED FROSTON, SEPT. 3. 

" I OUGHT to mention, perhaps, 
that fincc I harar ed Ibme conjeftures, 
which you infertcd, relative to the Comet 
which has lately appeared, a letter has 
been communicated to me, written by a 
Gentleman of acknowledged eminence in 
the theory of Comet.s, whom I do not 
think mylelf authoriled to name. 

** By that letter my conjectures have 



been ftrengthened in part :— that in paf- 
fing near its node it came very near to 
the earth indeed, and that when firlt feea 
it was returning from the fun, having 
paflfed its perihelion fome weeks. Its 
place too oif perihelion is not eftimated 
verv ^atly different, but its afcending 
node is calculated in the (ign %%" Aqua- 
rius, and its perihelion diftance computed 
at near 6-tenths of the earth*s, confe- 
quently nearer to the fun than Venus ; 
and its magnitude is calculated to have 
been fmall. I owe more deference to this 
judgment than I can allow paitiality to 
ray own gueifes. 

" I have only to add, that though feme 
of the London Journalifts amule them- 
felves with laughing at its appearance, 
and calling it the crop Comet, wifer bws 
than thofe of falhion govern the univerie. 
Comets can only be feen with a great 
train, when a fpeftator from the earth 
views them obliquely, for their train is 
turned nearly oppofite from the fun. 
When Setn under a fmall difference of 
angle from the line, which would pafs 
through the place of obfervation, the Sv^n 
and the Comet, they can only be given 
with a very (hort train, or a hazy cuma 
difFufed round them. 

** If the Comet was, when neareft to 
the earth, about the i6th, about five or 
fix millions of miles from us, or more 
than twenty times the Moon^s diitance, 
I apprehend, from its obierved apparent 
diameter, it could hardly be lefs than | 
larger than the Afoo*. This would make 
it about 3000 miles in diameter, and 
fomewhat confiderably hurger than Mer^ 
cury, 

** If the perihelion place, which differs 
very widely, could be reconciled, the 
other elements, dated in the letter to 
which I allude, would bring this Comet 
to a very near agreement with thar pf 
1596 and 1609, ib as to make it probable 
they might be one and the lame. This 
would give a period varying from 103I 
to iog| years. 

*« Hitherto Comets, which have ap- 
proached fomewhat near to the Sun, have 
generally been obferved not to have been 
bwge. Perhaps the prel'ent is a new 
inftance of the wifdom and beneroUnCt 
which thus proportions them.**

bonds of Commerce and Friendfliip 
vrhich cxifted between the two Powers 
before the prefent War. have given full 
powers to enter into Negociations for 
tiiat purpofe, viz. ihe Executive Di- 
reftcry. m the name of the French Re- 
public, to Citizen Charles Delacroix^ 
and Her Very Faithful Majefty to M. le 
Chevalier d'Aranjo Dazevedo. of her 
faid Majcfly*s Council, Gentleman of 
iier Houfthold, Knight of the Order of 
Chrift, and her Envoy Extraotdinary 



and Minifter Plenipotentiary to thcBa- 
tavian Republic; who, after havine ex- 
changed their refpe6tive Powers, nave 
concluded the prefent Treaty of Peace. 

Article 1. There (hall be Peace, 
Friendlhip, and Good Underftanding 
between the French Republic and her 
Moft Faithful Majefty the Queen of 
Portugal.

8. The mouth, as well as the whole 
courfe of the faid river, Calmeme or 
Vincent Pinfon, belong in full and en* 
tire fovereignty to the French Repub- 
lic, without, however, the fubjc6ts of 
Her Moft Faithful Majcfty, eftablifiied 
in the environs to the South of the faid 
river, being prevented from ufing freely, 
and without being fubje^ to any dutiea 
of entrance, cour^, and water duty. 

9. The lubjeas of Her Moft Faith- 
ful Majefty who are fettled to the 
North of the frontier line above roar<« 
ked, (hall be free to remain there, obey- 
ing the laws of the Republic, or to witn» 
draw with their efFeds, or to fell the 
land* belonging to them. The faculty 
of retiring and feeing their moveable 
or immoveable cffe^tii, is r<xiprocally 
referved to the French who may be 
fettled to the South of the faid Frontier 
Line. The erercife of the faid faculty 
if limited to one, and the other to two 
years, reckoning from the exchange 
of the ratification of the French Treaty.

Secondly, That the provilions and 
merchandizes, the produce of their foil 
or their manufa^ories, (hall be re« 
fpc6tivcly admitted, if the proviiioni 
and merchandizes of the fame kind of 
other nations are or (hall afterwards he 
admitted; and that the faid provifioni 
and merchandizes (hail not be fubje£t 
to any prohibition, which (hall not 
equglly fall on other provifiofts and 
merchandizes of the fame kind import- 
ed by other nations. 
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Thirdly, Tha neverthclcfs the 
French Republic not being able to offer 
to Portugal but a price extremely low 
for its winet, and being unable lo com- 
penfate by the introduction of French 
cloths in that kingdom, chirgs (hall 
xeciprocaily remain, with rtlpedl to 
thote two articksy in their prefent iHte. 

Fourthly, That the dutits of cuftom, 
and others upon providons and mer- 
chandize of the loit and manufactures of 
the two Powers, ihall be rfciprocally 
legulated upon the fame footing as with 
regard to other mod favoured nations. 

Fifthly, That out of the duties thus 
regulated, there ihall be allowed a 
drawback in favour of mcrchandizts, the 
produce of the foil or manufaiMuics of 
the States of each of the two powers, 
provided they arc imported in national 
vcflcis on account of the merchants to 
whom they belong, and fcnt in right of 
the ports of Europe on the one hand, 
to the ports of Europe on the other. 
The amount of chefe drawbacks, as well 
as the kinds of merchandizes to which 
they ihall apply, to be regulated by the 
Treaty of Commerce to be concluded be- 
tween the two Powers. 

Sixthly, That further, all the flipu- 
lations relative to Commerce inferted in 
preceding Treaties concluded between 
the two Poweis ihall be provilionally 
executed, wherem they are not contrary 
to the prefent Treaty. 

II. Her Moi^ Faithful Maj eft y ihall 
admit into her ports the French ihips of 
war and merchantmen under the fame 
conditions as the ihips of the mcft fa- 
voured nations are admitted. The Por- 
tuguefe vcffels ihall enjoy in France the 
moft exaCt reciprocity. 

xz. The French Confuls and Vicc- 
Conl'uls ihall enjoy privileges, immu- 
nkies, prerogatives, and jurifdiCtjons, 
as they e'hjoycd them before the war, 
and as are enjoyed by the moil favoured 
nations. 

13. The AmbafTador or Mlniftcr of 
the French Republic at the Court of 
Portugal ihall enjoy the fame immu- 
nities, prerogatives, and privileges, as 
French AmbaiTadors enjoyed previous to 
the War. 

14. All the French Citizens, as well 
as the individuals compofing the eila- 
bliihment of the Ambaflador or Minifter 
of the Councils, and other Agents ac« 
credited and acknowledged by the 
French Republic, ihall enjoy in the 
States of Her Moii Faithful Majeily, 



the fame liberty of woribipif is tnpjti 
by the moii favoured nations in thii 
rci'pcdt. 

The prefent and two preceding ar. 
tides ihall be reciprocally obftrved by 
the French Republic, with regard to the 
Ambaifadors, Minifters, ConfuU, and 
other Agents of Her Moil Faithful 
Majefty. 

15. All the prifoncrs made on both 
fides, including marines and failors, ihall 
be given up in a month, reckoning 
from the exchange of the ratiScition ot 
the prefent Trcaiy, on payment of the 
debts they ihall have coniraQed during 
their captivity. The fick and wounded 
ihall continue to be taken care of in 
the rtfpcilive hofpitals; they ihall be 
given up immediately after they arc 
cured. 

16. The Peace and good Friendfliip 
re-tftabliflied by the prefent Treat?, 
between the French Republic and htr 
moft Faithful Majefty, are declared la 
extend in common to the Batavian Re- 
pubhc. 

17. The prefent Treaty ihall hs ra- 
tified, and the. ratifications exchanged 
in two months, reckoning from this 
day.- 

Done, performed, concluded, figtied, 
and cunhrmcd, to wit, by mc 
Charles Delacroix, by the Seal for 
Foreign Affairs, and by me the 
Chevalier D'/^ranjo, by the Seal of 
my Arms, at Pans, the 23d Ther- 
midor, 5th year of the French 
Republic, anfwcring to the lothof 
Auguft, Old Style.

TUESDAY, JVLY 4; 

The Royal Affcnt was given by Com- 
mlfion to the Expiring Laws, the Ame- 
rican Treaty, and the Bread Affize Bills ; 
tocher with fix others of a local and 
pnvmte defer ipt ion. 

WEDNESDAY, JULY 5. 

The Bill for permitting Roman Ca- 
tholics, &c. to ferVe in the Supplement- 
ary Militia and Provifional Corps of Ca- 
Tury was prefented iroffl the Houfe of 
Commons, as were alfo eirht Bills of 
i&ferior note. They were ieverally read 
ftfirfttime. 

THURSDAY, JULY 6. 

Lord Grenvillt laid, he had it in com- 
mand to deliver a Meflage trom his Ma- 
je^, whith was read, and was the fame 
with that delivered to the Hbufe of Com- 
Aions by the Chancellor of the Exchequer. 
[See paee 198.] The MefTa^e being read, 
thenobk Lord moved, *« That an humble 
Addrefs (hnuld be prefented to his Majefty 
for his moft gracioits commilnication.*' 

The Duke of Norfolk obfcrvcd, that 
as a negotiation wai now depending, and 
it it was tuiderllood that there were to 
be mitttial concefltons, he thought that 
it would not be wile or prudent to make 
iay arrangement whith mii^ht excite a 
Aifpicion m the p^y with whom we 
Were negotiating, that we meant to eive 
1 preference to Portugal in regard to 
^nes, as it might be an impediment to 
t Treaty of Commerce on the event of a 
Peace. His Grace wiOied, therefore, to 
have fome explanation on the fubje^. 

Lord Grenville replicd> that this was 
t queftion of great d«licacy, which he 
was not authorized to bring into dif- 
<uflion. The queftion on tSe Addrefs 
wu then put and carried. 

On the Order of the Day for the feoond 
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reading of thcf Cathblic and Proteftant 
Militia Officers' Bill, 

The Duke of Norfolk fignified his in- 
tention to move, in a fublequent ftage^ 
fof the exemption to be extended to per- 
fons of the lame defcription, autho^-izing 
them to hold commiflions on the fame 
terms in the regular forces. 

Lord Grenville, from the importance 
of the proportion, thought that it ought 
to be brought forward previous to th£ 
fecond reading, and confented to poftpone 
the Order to Tuclday next, when their 
Lordfhips are ordered to be fummoned. 

FRIDAY, JULY 7. 

Their Lordihips met at tour o^cloek^ 
when the Bills before the Houfe were 
read in their feveral ftagcs. 

TUESDAY, JULY II. 

Lord Grenville pre!ented at Bill for 
fhortening the time now requilitc for the 
Royal Notice of the Meeting of Parlia- 
ment, and the more effe^ually to provide 
foT the Meeting of Parliament in cafe of 
the Demife ot the Crown. His Lordfhip 
obferved, that the circumftances of the 
Country operated with him as an induce- 
ment to bring in the Bill at this parti- 
cular time. 

The que(lion for printing the Bill was 
then put and carried. 

The Duke of Norfolk moved the Or- 
der of the Day for the fecond reading of 
the Bill for permitting Roman Catholics 
and Proteftant Diftcnters to ferve in the 
Supplementary Militia. 

Lord Kenyon role and pointed out the 
impropriety of difcuHlng a meafure of 
fuch importance as the prefent, at a 
period near the conclufion of a remark- 
ably lonj Selfion of Parliament. He 
thought It proper, as well as decorous, 
to allow a farther time for its confi- 
deration ; and with this view he moved, 
** That the leccnd reading of the Bill be 
poftponed to this day fix months.** 

The oueftion being called for, the 
Houle divided, and uiere appeared for 
the immediate (ecosd readinfir of tht 
Bill, 6; againftit, 23 j majority, 17. 
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WEDNESDAY, JULY 12. 

The Scotch Militia BHI ^as read a 
third time. The Bill for enabling his 
Majefty to affemblc Parliament at a 
fcprtcr period, was read a ftcond time, 
and ordered to be committed for to- 
morrow. 

THURSDAY, JULY I3. 

The various Bills upon the Table 
were forwarded in their rtfpe£live ftag^s. 
Among thefe was the ccmmittal of the 
Bill to fliorten the Royal Notice for the 
aflembling of Parliament \ which rcciivcd 
one or two flight amendments, on the 
motion of Lord Grcnville. 

A few private Bills wci-e brought up 
from the Honle of Co/nulLns, ar.d read 
a firft time. 

FRIDAY, JULY 14. 

On the Motion for the fecond reading 
•f the General Inclofure Bill, 

The Lord Chancellor oppofed it. He 
contended, that the Bill as it (looil would 
be produ^ive of the greateft inconve- 
nience and mifchicf. The Motion was 
then negatived without a divi/ion. 

MONPAY, JULY 17. 

Gave judgment in the Scot& Appeal, 
Scot Moncreiff againft Iloufton, affiiming 
the judgment of the Court of Scflion. 

On the third rcadinc of the burgeons' 

Bill, ^ "^ 

Lord Thurlow rofe. He faid, there 
had never been a caie before their Lord- 
ihips in which a ftronger difpoHtion to 
take the lloufe by furprife had been ma- 
nifefttd j and the conduct of tholc who 
promoted the Bill appeared to him to 
merit no fmall degree of difapprobation. 
When firft he attended the Committee on 
the Bill, he was aftonifhed to find them 
engaged in profound difcuffion on Arifto- 
ciiicy. Democracy, and all the learned 
terms which were employed in fpeculative 
policy. The oppoierr of the Bill were 
lligmatifed as Jacobins. It was a cry 
railed to excite alarm, as children cry s 
mad dog, when they wi(h to raifc a panic. 
, Fcr his own part, he did not like Jaco- 
binifm, but he faw no reafon why people 
fliould be called Jacobins who merely 
wiflied to proteft their property, and to 
guard themfelves againft meafures which 
they deemed to be injurious. The prc- 
icnt Bill, in his opinion, was a moft 
wretched performance, in which the ar- 
rogance of the provifion maintained an 
equal conteft with the ablurdity. Hh 
Lordftiip then traced the Bill through 
the feveral Committees to which it had 
fucceflivcly been referred, and contended, 
ihat it appeared to him e(|ually moaftrous 



as upon Its firft introduflion. Ttc dif- 
ferent provifions of it, to which, if the 
Bill was to be carried on, he ftiouldroovc 
Ipecific amendments, were thefe. The 
objeft of the Bill was to have the C«r- 
poi'ation of Snrgeons erefled into a Col- 
lege, without being an Incorporated 
Tiade, under the junfdiftion of thcciljr. 
They at prcfent contended that thcv wm 
not a Trade, but he would de^ any 
lawyer of three years ftaoding to lay fo. 
The Surgeons had originally Tormtd one 
Corporation with the Barbers, enjoytd 
the lame privileges, and been liable t« 
the lame burthens. Thefe youugcf 
brothers of the Barber Trade, for tht 
Surgeons could not boaft fo much an- 
tiquity as the Baibers, were at Icnph 
deiirous to be leparated from their af- 
fociatcs. It was faid, that k wai not 
proper that thofe who were going alwt 
among foul diforders, the pox and putrid 
fores, (hould be allowed to wafh people's 
faces, and lather their beards. The 
Surecons, therefore, for a public con- 
ycnience, and to comply with their own 
wiilics, were made a dritin£l coiporatioflf 
yet, on the lame principles -as the Bar- 
hers, and defciibed in the Aft of Par«. 
I lament ip/tjfimii termini 5 with the Bar- 
bers. They were therefore clearly a 
corporate trading company. By a ftatutfr 
ftill in force, the Barbers and Surgeons 
were each to ufe a pole. The Barben 
were to have theirs blue and white ftripedf 
with no other appendage j but the Sur- 
geons, which was the fame in other 
refpefts, was likewife to have a pUey 
pot and a red rag, to denote the particular 
nature of their vocation. If the Bill was 
to be carried on, one of the aoiendmcnts 
he meant ic propofe was, that the Sur- 
geons fhould be obliged to ofe this pole. 
With regard to their ercftion into a col^ 
lege, it was a Remand to which fcarce 
any anfwer could be made. Upon the 
principles' bv which their profeflion was 
to be regufatc^, they wouW form one 
of the moft extraordinary ufelefs fet oj 
learned men that ever were hong round 
the neck of learning. By their regu- 
lations (fortified too by ftrong penalties) 
no man wa» to attempt to praftifc mid- 
wifery, pharmacy, or any thing of tmt 
kind. Thefe men who cbumcd th« right 
of examining all th« perfons to be em- 
ployed as Surgeon* for the Army afl<^ 
Navy were to examine upon phafinacy» 
and yet they wonkl not touch a drug; 
they were to examine medicine chelts, a"" 
they were not to touch medicines vam- 
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Ibtj were io da. A man who vefitured 
toexerciie any of thefe profcribcd branches 
i)f the fciencc or art, was rendeied inca- 
^bk of being promoted to any rank in 
the college. If a man was an oculiit, a 
iientift, Sec, he was ti^us incapacitated. 
They would not cure thele maladies 
tbcmTelvet , or could not (as he himielf 
hd feelingly experienced as to the for- 
0er), nor would they allow others to 
prahife who could. Thole who could 
afford to employ a number of medical 
people of every denomination might be 
^le to procure the alfittance of thoie who 
profefled only a particular branch ^ but 
«^t mulk be the fituation of the poor, 
^w could they procure any alleviation 
of their diiirelles, if inch regulations 
were to be enforced ? Belides the ex- 
praces of purchafmg diplomas, which 
would bring in money quadruple beyond 
whatever would be required for. any pur- 
chaic of the inditution, men were to be 
final lol. on conviction of having prac- 
tiloi tbolc branches which the regulations 
of the college profcribcd ; and that there 
might be no bounds to the malignity of 
proiecattons, they were to be at the ex- 
pence of the corporation, were to carry 
fuUcdfts, while no colts were to be aU 
Wed to the defender. The raercilcfs 
fnielty of thefe regulations could only 
be luggeftcd by a Surgeon- To all theie 
point* he (h.uid mjve fpeciiic amcnd- 
nieoti. Befides thele provilions the Bill 
west to velt tbi,e funds of the corporation 
in a committee of twenty-one pcrfons. 
The parties oppoling the Bill therefore 
had an obvioui^ right to oppofe it ; and 
he was convinced, that the Houfc never 
would transfer (to ulc no harlh tenn) the 
property of naen without their con lent. 
w oppofing the Bill, he did it entirely 
^Wfli a view to the interelt the Public 
•^in the well-onleringihis community ; 
be knew none of the parties ; and his 
obfervation of the conduct of the authors 
of this Bill gave him a worii; opinion of 
fhem than ever he had before. With 
regard to the oppolcrs of it, he iioped he 
Wat DOW palt tnc time of requiring their 
i^ftancc. Upon the grounds he had 
^ed, therefore, he Ihoull m )ve, ** That 
the third reading of the Bill be put olF 
to this day three months." 

Lord Auckland contended that few 
Bills ever received a more pitient or 
ferious attention, or were examined with 
|*»it caodour j there was not a claufe in 
« that had not lieen copied from Bills 
tbrhad already palled. The prelir.it 
BiQ originated in an idea that the corpo- 



ration had now no regular legal exift* 
ence, which fell out in confequence of 
two members of their late ^uo) um being 
incapacitated at one time, by the a^ 6i 
Providence, from attending to their duty ; 
the Surzeons had come to Parliannent to 
be rein&ted in their corporation rights, 
and on a plan by which the like accidents 
might be obviated. His Lordlhip vin- 
dicated the general principles of the Bill, 
and feemed to think that nothing im- 
proper whatever was intended by the Bill, 
and that its objectionable parts could be 
ealily meliorated. 

The Bi(hop of Rochefter fpoke in fa- 
vour of the Bill, though he acknowledged 
that fomc parts of it were faulty. He 
laid, that from the aft of Providence juft 
mentioned by the noble Lord who I'pokc 
lait, he deemed the corporation at this 
moment to be a dead carcafc without-a 
lingle vital principle, and as the mcmbei^s 
at prcfent at the head of the corporation 
had not been guilty of any neglefts, he 
was of opinion it ought to be reltored to 
its funftions. (Lord Thurlowfaid aloud, 
as a iradtng company • ) The Reverend 
Prelate allowed that this claim was ridi- 
culous, and inconfillent with the idea of 
their being a college. He faid, that he 
could not but conceive, that in the op- 
pofition Xq this BUI in the Committees, a 
great difpolition had been (hewn to De- 
mocracy. This principle of Democracy 
he looked upon as an abominable monlfer 
that ought every where to be ferrctted 
from its lurking-holes, hunted over the 
face of the earth, and totally cruflied in 
the bud. The Bilhop then gave an ac- 
count of diifcrcnt perlbns who, from 
being farriers and horfe and cow-doftors, 
had found out the means of curing can- 
Ci^rs and other violent fores. He in- 
ftanced the Whit worth horfe-dqiftor, who 
was called in to the^Htance of the late 
Bifhop oi Durham, and to his 6wn bro- 
ther, and who had given great relief j 
and he thought it hard that thole, who 
had the means of relieving in any degree 
the I'u^erings and pains ef their fellow- 
creatures, Ihould be prevented trom doing 
io by the college of Surgeons. Upon the 
whole, however, he was in favour of the 
Bill. 

Lord Grantley obferved, that as it wai 
a principle in the Houle, that the pro- 
perty of their fellow- fubjefts ihould never 
be alienated without their content, he^ 
would relitt the Bill. He hoped, that 
the next IciFiona plan would be fuggcfted 
to remedy the inconveniences in queltion, 
and to give ialisf^ftlon to all parties. 
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The Lord Cbincelior left the woolfack, 
mnd (aid, that he thought the perfoni 
who had brought in the Bill had a right 
to endeavour at either the revival or 
amendment of their poweri. Upon the 
whole of the arguments how advanced, 
liowever, as he had not the benefit of 
hearing thofe which had been urged in 
the Committees, he was clearly of opi- 
nion, that the parties would not futter 
any confiderable inconvenieiicc by the 
Bui being poftponed for the prcfent, and 
he fliould therefore move, *• That it be read 
a third time on that day three months. '• 

The motion of the Lord Chancellor 
was agreed to nem, diffent, 

Sevei-al Bills were brought up from 
the Commons, and read a fir(l time. 

TUESDAY, JULY l8. 

The various Bills before the Hou(e 
were forwarded in their refpeftive ftages j 
after which their Lordihips waited for 
fome time for fome Bills Irom the Com- 
mons, which were received, and read a 
fkTk time. 

WEDNESDAY, JULY 19. 

The Royal Aflcnt was given to fifty- 
tviro public and private Bill* 5 among 
the former were the Scots Dilliilery, the 
Additional Horfe Duty, the plock^ and 
Watches Duty, the Male Servants Duty, 
the Lottery, the Copper Coin, the Con- 
veyance Forgery, the Bankrupts Frauds, 
the Slave Carrying, the Southern Whale 
Filhcry, the Unlawful Oaths, the Iri- 
folvent Debtors* the National Debt, the 
Royal Notice* and the Spots Militia Bills. 

THURSDAY, JULY 20. 

At half paft three o'clock his Majefty 
arrived in the ufual Itate at the Houle of 
Peers. Being errobcd^ and feated on 
the Throne, a mcilage Vas fent to the 
Commons, commanding their immediate 
attendance. The Speaker, accompanied 
by about fifty mctnbers of the lower 
Houfe, appeared accordingly at the Bar. 
The Royal Aflcnt was then giycn to the 
Eaft India Judicature Bill, and the other 
Pills that had pafl'ed both Houfes of 
parliament : afitr which his Majetty was 
pl^fed to deliver the following molt 
gmpious Speech from the Throne : 
• " My Lords and Gentlemen, 
** I cannot put an end to this Scflion 
of Parliament withc.ut returning you my 
mort Iinj;erc and cordial thanks for the 
afliduity and zeal with which you have 
applied you lie ives to the important ob- 
jects which have required ycur aUention, 
and for the wildom and fimmels which 
you have manifeltcd in the new and dif- 
ficuli emcrgencits for which you have 
' Isa4 to provide. 



•* I muft particularly exprefs the Jdl 
fenfe I entertain of the faliftary tnd ef^ 
fefhial proviiions which you made for 
ftrengthentng the means of national de- 
fence, and the meal'ures adopted for ob- 
viating the inconveniencies which wet( 
to be apprehended to Credit from tbe 
temporary liifpenfion of payments in cafli 
by the Bank ; as well a^ of the prompti- 
tude, vigour, and cffeft with which yott 
afforded me your aififtance and fupport 
in fupprefling the daring and ticaTonabk 
Mutiny which broke out in part of m^ 
Fleet, and in counteracting fo dangerous 
and pernicious an example. 

*^ I have the fatisfa^ion to acquaint 
you, that fmce the accciTion of the prefeot 
Emperor of Ruflia, the coDunercial en- 
ffagements between the two countries 
have been renewed in Tuch a manner as 
will, f doubt not, materially conduce tt 
their mutual interefts. 
'< Gentlemen of the Houie of Conuaons,

and, while I lament the neceflity which 
incr^aled thepi to lb large an amount, it 
is a confolation to me to obierve tbe 
attention you employed in diftributing 
the heavy burthens which they oeca- 
fioned, in inch a manner as to resder 
their preflure as litt|e ^tvttt as polhble 
to jny people. 

** My Lords and Gentlemen,

Mr. Abbot gave notice that he fhould 
to>morrow move for leave to brinz in a 
Bill to explain and amend the A6t of 
George II. to prevent the fraudulent 
^oacralniene and Ifqueftration of Bank- 
mpts' eflfcAs. 

Mr. Pitt moved thf Order of the Day 
for the Houie to reiblve itfelf into a 
Comttittee on the Inland Navigation 
Doty Bill. It was, he faid, his intention 
at preient merely to propoie that the Or- 
der ihould be complied withy for the 
purpoic of making fome alterations hi 
the chnik%, with a view to the Bill being 
{rioted* and taken into further cofi' 
neiation ofi Thurfday or Fridav next. 

On the aueftion for the pp^er^t 
leaving the Chair, 

Mr. Keer^ faid, he rof^J with re{u£hmce 
to oMoie any iineafure of revenue* fo ef- 
icntial to the liipport of the State ; but 
the prefent he oonbdered as calculate to 
<lnmiiilh tbt revenue, by decreafing po- 
pulation and mapufa^ures, and pramping 
the foirit of enterprize. He ihould 
thcrtfofc oppole the 5peaker*s leaving 
the Chair, and toped that the Ctianpellor 
of the JLxchequcr would abandon it en- 
tiitly. ^ ^ 

Mr. Dent fatd, he had been at much 
pains to collet information on this liib- 
7^ and the refult of his refearchcs en- 
vied him to affirm, that the meafure 
^> in its prefent ftate, unjult in its 
principle, and im practicable in its ope- 
Wioii. Convinced that the only c(*h- 
promire that could be made in this cafe 
^*w to withdraw the Bill entirely, he 
^Id oppole the Speaker*s leaving the 
Chair. 

Mr. Pitt faid, in order to fuit the 
^wvcnience of* Gentlemen, he wifhcd the 
Bill to go through the Committee, and 
tl»c report to be received to night/ and 
te-committed on Monday. 

Sir W. Pultcncy laid, the tax would 
rail on the proprietors, who had not the 
"^«ans of transteiTing the burthens on the 
^fumers. He likewife mentioned, ihat 
*f^ of the Canal Companies cleared live 
^T ctnt. on their capital. 

Mr. Pitt faid, this remark (hewed the 
•tcefiityof going into the Committtrc, 
is it was his intention to propoiei that 



the meafure fhould not attach where th9 
profits did not exceed five per cent. 

A diyifion then took place on the 
Speaker*s leaving the Chair, when there 
appeared for the ^uefiion, 45 } again& 
it, lA. 

The Houfe then ^efoWed itfelf into the 
Coipmittee, the Bill pafled, the Report 
was received, and the Bill, with the 
Amendments, ordered to be printed, aiyl 
that the Report ihould be taken into fur-

Mr. Hobart brought up the Report of 
the Committee of Ways and Means. 

Sir J. Sinclair obje^ed to the tax 09 
Farmers* Horfe^, s^d propofed as a fub- 
ftitute, that the tzi^ on Gold WaUhes 
fhould be extended to on^ guinea. 

The Reiblutions were read and agreoi 
to, and Bills order^t 

TUESDAY, JULY 4. 

The Stamp Dutv Bill> and the Clock 
and Watch Duty Bill, vrere brought in» 
read the firft, and ordered to be read the 
fccond time to-morrow. 

The Houfe having refolved into a 
Committee on the Infolvent Dtbtors* 
Bill, 

The Attorney Genera] propofed that 
the blanks fhould be filled up. 

The provifions of the Bill were ex* 
tended to prilbners charged in execution 
on or before the firit day of January 
1797, vrhoCt debts fliould not exceed 
laool. 

The Report was ordered to be received 
on Thurlday. 

Mr. W. Smith moved for an account 
pf the produce of the difierent taxes to 
the id of July 1797, diftinguiihmg each 
year, the total of each tax, and the taxes 
impofed fince 1 79 3 .• 

The Houfe then refohrcd itfelf into a 
Committee on the Eaft India Judicature 
Bill. 

Mr. Secretary Dundas entered into a 
long and elaborate defence of the Bill. 

Major Metcalfe contended that the 
meafure was an infringement of the rights 
of the Bail India Company, and calcu- 
late i to place an additional influence in 
the hands of the Crown at the expence 
of the Company. . 

The different daufes were read, and 
the Report was ordered to be received 
to-morrow. 

Mr. Secretary Dundas gave notice, 
that to-morrow he fhould bring forward 
a propofition for regulating tiie trade 
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with India, in veflels belonging to coun- 
tries in amity with his Maje^y. 

WEDNtSDAYr JULY 5. 

Colonel Galcoyne brought up the Re- 
port of the Committee to whom the Ship 
Owners' Relief Bill was retcrrcd, and 
the Report was ordered to be taken into 
confideration on Monday next.

In a Committee of Ways and Means, 

Mr. Pitt moved, as a Relblution, that, 
towards raifing the fupply, 646,2501. 
ihould be raifed by w^y ot Lottery. The 
pottery to contain 55,000 Tickets, at 
sil. 15s. per Ticket. 

He likewife moved, that the fum of 
3,ioo,oool. be nifed on Exchequer Bills, 
^^id ahb that the increafed allowance to* 
Officers in the Militia ihould be paid cut 
of the land-tax. The Refolutions were 
lead and agreed to. 

The Clock and Watch Ihity, and the 
Cuftom Duty Bills w^c read a fecpnd 
time. 

Mr. Anftruther moved for leave to 
bring in a Bill to regulate the trade of 
foreign ihips belonging to Nations in 
mmity with his Mjijcily to the Britilh 
Settlements in India. Leave was given, 
and A BUI ordered. 

The Scotch Militia Bill was read a 
third time and palled. 

THURSDAY, JULY 6. 

The Farmers' Horfe Additional Duty 
Bill was read the fecond time. 

The Bill for impofing an Additional 
Duty on Inhabited lioules went through 
the Committee. 

Mr. Pitt brought up a Mcflfage from 
liis Majelly, which was in fubllance as 
follows : <* As the Ibie of public bufmefs 
may foon enable his Majcliy to put an 
end to the Seffion, his Majeily thinks 
proper to recommend to the Uoufe of 
Commons to make provifion for fuch ex- 
traordinary expences as the exigency of 
affairs may. require ^ and particularly to 
afford pecuniary aHillance to his faithful 
Ally the Queen of Portugal, if circum- 
ftanccs (houJd render it neceHary, ior re- 
pelling any attack which may be made by 
the' common enemy.'* 

On the motion of Mr. Pitt, the Mcflagc 
was ordered to be referred to the Com- 
mittee of Supply to-morrow. 

Mr. Pill Itatcd, that in confequence of 
the advanced period ot the Scflion, and 
the diiRcultius th;;t h;id been uiged tp 



the meafure, he (hould not perilft at 
prcfent id the propofed tax on Inland 
Navigation. At the fame time he wiihcd 
it to be UBderllo«d that he by no meant 
intended to abandon the meafure;' and 
that if circumllances rendered taxes m- 
ceflary, he ihould again bring it bdiuc 
the Houfe in a more matured (late. 

He alfo gave notice, that to-morrow 
he /hould propofe a tax in lieu of that on 
the Inland Navigation. 

On reading the Relblution for penfion. 
ing the Judges in India who cboie to 
retire, 

A divifion then took place, when there 
appeared for the Relblution, Ayes, 3ti 
Noes, 3 5 Majority, 30 ; which, with 
the four Tellers, formeil a Houfe. 

Mr. Secretary Dundas then brought 
up the Bill, founded on the Refoiutioot 
ot the Committee. 

Leave was given to bring in a Bill to 
prevent the counterfeiting of Copper afl4 
other Coin of the Reahn, and likcwilc tp 
prevent the jmportatiou ot' fpurious 
jorcigii Coin. 

The Bill to prevent Frauds and 
Forgeries in the Trans ier of FumW 
property was read a Iccond time. 

FRIDAY, JULY 7. 

The Houle in a Committee went 
through the Clock Duty Bill, and or- 
dered it to be reported. 

The General Inclofure Bill by Agree- 
ment was aad a third time. 

The Bill for preventing Cuftom-Hoofc 
and Excilc Officers from voting at Elto- 
tions, was read ar firit time, and ortkred 
to be read a fecond time on Monday. 

The Bill for granting certain Allow- 
ances to Subalterns in the Militia, in time 
of Peace, was read a fecond time. 

The Houle having refolved itfelf into 
a Committee of Supply, to which was to 
be referred, his Majcfty's Meflagc of 
yefterday. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer role 
and faid, that for the further Icrvicc of 
the prefent year he bad to propofe a Vote 
of Credit, not exceeding 500,000!. This 
fum was already provided for in the 
Ways and Means of the year. He had 
alfo to propofe, that his Majefty ihould 
be enabled to make feme pecuniary ad- 
vances to his Ally the Queen of Portugal, 
the precile extent of which he vtras not 
now able to alccrtain, but he did not ex*- 
peft they would exceed aoo,oool. He 
concluded by moving the Refolution,

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The HoUie next rcfolved itfclf into a 
Conunittee of Ways and Means j when 

Mr. Pitt fald, that it was now his in- 
tmticn to ftibmit to the Committee cer- 
tain fubfiitutcs which h« thought proper 
tapropolc in room of the Duty on Iplai)d 
NaTigration, which a variety of realbns 
\M induced him for the picfent 10 ic- 
linquifh. 

The firft fiibftitiitc he had to propofc 
was an additional tax on thofe who kept 
frwn two to four men ferva^^ts of ten 
fiiillings each ; fifteen fliillings on per- 
lbn$ who kept from five to eight, and 
twenty (liillings additional on thofe who 
ittpt eight or more men fervants. The 
amount of this additional duty he had 
cliinutedat 34,000!. The next fubfti- 
tate he had to propofe was a tax on 
iwries kept for the purpofe of pleafure, 
which would only aflFtft the eaficr clafles 
of Ibciety, as it was his wifti to exempt 
thoie who kept bnt one horfe. This 
»w, he computaly would amount to 
Htoooi. and thus taken both together 
woakl amount to nearly 6o,oool. to this 
^ would add 30,0001. which, hetrufted, 
would arife from the double horfe tax, 
n»ore than it was originally taken at. 
He concluded by moving the Kcfolutions, 
*hich were agreed to ; and on the Houfe 
^ingrtfumed, the Report was ordered 
^0 be received on Monday. 

The Attorney General now rofe to 
move for leave to bring in a Bill fcr more 
fMoally preventing the adminiftration 
•funbwfiil oaths. 

Leave was given, the Bill brought in, 
re^ a firft time, and ordered to be read 
afccood time on Monday. 

MONDAY, JULY lO. 

The Bill for regulating the Foreign 
Trade with India was read a lecond time. 

The Report of the Committee of 
"^3yj and Means was brought up, the 
Rcfoluticns read, and Bills ordered. 

U the Committee of Supply, to whom 
the eftimate of Volunteer Cavalry Corps 
♦3» referred, 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer faid, 
nifhtrto all the txpenccs of the cloathing 
Ji^ accoutrements of the coi*ps of this 
'^icrijpiion had been defrayed by volun- 
^iry Aibfcrlption. It would not, how- 
2^^t be expc^^ed thnt the expenccs 
"«>uM be fo defrayed in future. With 
^'peft to thelir corps, the continuance 
ol thcj^ v\-a$ of the utmolt importance. 
•^^ prcfent, however, he fhoul! not pro- 
l^^c any thing permanent upon the fub- 
^^1 but reicrve any propolition that he 
*^ght have to make to another fcfTion 5

when he (hould fubmlt Something per- 
manent, even in time of peace. At pre- 
fent he ihould only projjofe to d. tray the 
expence of the cloathlng and accoutring, 
which (fuppofjng the cloathing to be 
found once in itwr years, which was 
often enough, confidering the fhort time 
the corps were on duty,) would amount, 
erne year with another, to 3I. per man. 
The numbers of thefe men he fhould 
take at 10,000, a number which, he 
trultcd, w.juJd be increaftd rather than 
diminiflied. The expence, therefore, 
would be 30,0001. When any thing 
permanent was adopted, he fliould hope 
that the expence might b>e defrayed in 
each county out of the land-tax. He 
then moved, *< Th;it there be granted to 
his Majcfty the fum of 30,0001. towards 
defraying the expence of the cloathing 
and accoutrements of the Volunteer 
Corps of Cavalry.'' 

General Tarlcton fpoke a few words 
againft the Refohuion, which produced a 
fliort converlation. The Rdblution was 
then read and agreed to.

Mr. Serjeant Adair called the attention 
of the Houlc to the cafe of eight perfons, 
who were Quakers, and had been con- 
fined for fonie tim« in York Caftle, for 
the non-payment of tithes.

The Bill was then read a third time, and 

, Upon a motion for the Houle to go

Mr. Wiglcy objeftcd to the Bill, as 
*^ was no caufc ftated to ground a 
Jleristion from the cftabliflicd law. He 
l*»d, that in cafes of Invafion or Re- 
Wlion, the King had, by the exifting 
«w», that power j and if the Right Hon. 
Otatleman did not (hew fuch reafon for 
pringing ii in, and, above all, for making 
^ipcraianent law, he would divide the 
flottfe upon it. 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer faid, 
"tttthit was an extraordinary jcaloufy 
^ entertained of Miniilers. I^ in- 
*^» they were taking any ftcp to give 
JJe Crown the power of a^ing without 
*^liament, the jealoufy might be well 
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founded ; but as it was, he could 
fcarccly accoimt for the oppoiition given 
jto it. 

. Sir W. Pulteney faid, he would agree ^ 
to the Bill for a temporary meafure, but 
he would not confent to bring up Mem- 
bers from their houfes at fuch a fliort 
notice for nothing, but at the pleafure 
of MiniU'ers ; he would therefore divide 
the Houfe upon it. 

The Gallery was then cleared ; but 
there being only twelve Members in the 
Houfe, it ilood adjoiuDcd over till to- 
morrow. 

TUESDAY, JULY l8. 

The Naval Pardon Bill was read a 
third time, and pafled. 

The Order being^^ead for the Houfe 
to refolve itfelf into a Committee on the 
Bill for enabling his Majefty to call the 
Parliament by Proclamation at a fort- 
night's notice, and a motion being made 
that the Speaker do leave the Chair, 

Sir W. Pulteney rofe to repeat hit 
objeaions to the Bill. It had been faid, 
that the ihortnefs of the notice (/'. ^. 
fourteen days inftead of forty) was juf- 
tified by the increafed facility and expe- 
dition of ports and travelling 1 this he 
took to be no juft ground for fo fudden 
an alteration as that propofed. Parlia- 
ment was not a military corps, bound 
to obey the word of command, but infti- 
tuted to watch the public interefts, and 
be a check on the conduct of the Crown» 
and t(^attend for a reafonable time once 
a-year fo^xhat purpofe, referving much 
of their time lor their own concerns. 
The latenefs of the period at which the 
Bill was brought forward, moft of the 
independent Country Gentlemen being 
abfent, added to its coming from the 
Lords^ made it indecent and indecorous. 
The Militia Bill, Mr. Grcnvillc's BiU 
for trying Elections, and fcveral other s» 
were firft brought in for experiment. 
No man could forefee the confequences 
fuch a Bill might have } for his own 
part, having done his duty in calling 
the Country to be aware of it, Jie was 
almoft inditfcrcnt what became of it. 

The Chag:ellor of the Exchequer ob- 
•ferved, that the whole and only Tub- 
flantial objeflion that offered, was, that 
the Notice was fourteen days inftead of 
forty. Surely this did not alter the 
power of the Crown to call the Par- 
i lament j the power remained exaftly the 
fame as before. The qncltion, then, 
was this — Is the Notice I'ufficient or not t 
iHiot iiiificient, how came it to be held 
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fuAictent before, in the cafes of Infur- 
rc6lion or Invafion ? 

It had been faid, it was indecorous 
to bring the Bill firft into the Lords. 
Had the Honourable Baronet forgotten, 
that this Prorogation, and the Calling 
of Parliament, were equally applied to 
both Houfes ; and were, more than any 
other point, equally common to both ?— 
fo that no realbnable jealoufy could be 
entertained of the Bill on this account. 
He hoped, therefore, the Houfe would 
not rejea the Bill. 

Mr. Wiglcy faid a few words to the 
fame effe«a aS Sir W. PuJteney ; after 
which the Houfe divided : for the Bill, 
4-9 > againft it, 3 ; majority, 46. 

After which the Bill went through 
gU the forms of the Committee, was read 
a third time, and palled. 

WEDNESDAY, JULY I9. 

The Houfe proceeded to take Into 
confideration the Amendments mode by 
the Lords in the Bengal Judicature Bill, 
in the courfe of which 

The Speaker called the ferious at- 
tention of the H jufe to the nature and 
tendency of thefe Amendments. When 
the Bill pafled the Commons, he re- 
marked it provided, that the warrant 
^or a |)enfion to a Ju<lge, who (hould 
retire, from age or infirmity, after five 

iears fervice, fliould be figned by bis 
lajefty, and counterfigned by the Firft 
Commilfioner for India Affairs. In its 
amended ftate, however, ciic warrant wag 
•o be counterfigned by the Secretary at 
State. It was therefore incompatible 
with the privileges uniformly claimed 
by the Houfe of Commons to fulftrr any 
fuch alteration to be made by the Lords. 
There were two ways, he faid, in which 
the Houle could proceed in order to get 
fid of the alteration ; the firil to demand 
St conference with the Lords on the 
Amendment, ?ind the next to adjourn 
the confideration of the Amendments to 
a period when the Houfe could not take 
ihem into confideration. 

Mr. Secretary Dundas admitted the 
jufticc of the Speaker's obfervations, and 
applauded the je^oufy of ,the Houfe in

the two modes of proceeding he pr^ 
ferred the latter, and moved, that the 
farther confideration of thefe Amend- 
ments fhould be poilponed to this day 
three months, with a view to the in- 
troduAion of another Bill, immediately 
comprif(ng the AmendmentB. 

Similar Amendments had been made 
in the Houfe of Lords to the Calcutu, 
Madras, and Bombay Bill, the consi- 
deration of which was alia poftponed for 
three months. 

Mr. Secretary Dundat now gave no* 
tice of his intention to bring ui a Bill 
for carrying into effc£b the proviiioDt 
of the one that was loft; and moved 
for leave to bring in a Bill for the better 
Adminiftration of Juftice at Bengal, 
Calcutta, Madras, and Bombay, and 
for preventing Britifti fubje^s from 
lending money to native Princes without 
the conient of the Dire^ors. 

The Bill was brought in, and read 
the firft, fecond» and third time, and 
paifed. 

Mr. Dent gave notice, that early in 
the next Sefhon he fhould move for 
leave to bring in a Bill to regulate the 
roads. The alteration he meant to 
propofe was, that at each end of every 
village, the Surveyors of the road fliouli 
be obliged to put on fome confpicucus 
place the name of the village, and that 
lome regulations fhould Ik propoled 
refpe^ling weighing engines, by which 
ioo,oool. per annum might be added to 
the public revenue.

AFTER the rcduftion of Trinidad* 
the force deftmcd for the expedition 
■faioft Porto Rico being alTembied, on 
the dth mf April the fleet failed from 
Marcinico, and ariived at St. Kitt's on 
the lOih, where we waited the arrival 
of Captain Woolley, of his Majcfty's 
ibip Arethufa, who had been fent fo 
Tortoia and St. Thomas to procure 
piloca and guides. This occafioned the 
4cla3r of a few days. 

On Monday the 17th we made the 
Iflaad of Porto Ricoy and came to an 
aachor off Congrejos Point. The whole 
of the North Side of this Ifland it 
boanded by a reef, and it was with 
much difficulty that a narrow chaancl 
was difcoTcred, about three leagues to 
xhe caftward of the town, through 
which bis Majefty's (loops, the Beaver 
aad Fury, with the lighter veffels, 
jMfled into a fniall bay, in which the 
tffoopa, on the next morning, were dif- 
embarked, with little oppoHtion from 
•bout a hundred of the enemy, who 
were concealed in the buihes at the 
Jaading place. 

In the afternoon of the fame daf 
the troope advanced, and took, a po- 
fidon very favourable for our numbers, 
with our right to the Tea, and the left 
to a Lagoon, which extends far into the 
cooatry. The artillery was brought 
up, without lofs of time, and every pre- 
peratioo made to force a palTage into 
the Iflaod on which the town of Fono 
Rtco is iituaced. It is neceflary here to 
obfenre, that as the Moro Caftle com- 
pletely codunandi the paflage into the 



harbour> the enemy kept open thck 
communication with the Southern and 
Weftern parU of the Ifland, and evea 
teaxed and harrafled our left flank with 
their numerous gun-boats. The onHr 
point, therefore, on which we couM 
attack the town, was on the Rafters 
fidCf where it was defended by the 
Caftle and Lints of St. Chriftopher, ce 
approach which it svas neceffar j to forot 
our way over the Lagooo, which forma 
this iide of the Ifland* This paffage 
was ftrongly defended by two redoubts 
and ^un*boats ; and the enemy had de« 
ftroyed the bridge vvhich connects in the 
narroweft channel the Iftand with the 
main land. After every effort on our 
part, we never could fufticienily filcnce 
the fire of the enemy (who had likewi(e 
entrenched themfelves in the rear of 
thefe redoubts), to hazard forcing the 
palfage into the Ifland with fo fmafl 
a force j and this indeed would have 
been in vain, as the enemy could fui>> 
port a fire ten times more powerful 
than we could have brought againit 
them. The only thing left, was to en- 
deavour to bombard the town frttm & 
point to the Southward of it, near to 
a large magazine abandoned by the 
enemy. This was tried for feveral 
days without any great effe^, on ac- 
count of the diftance. 

It appearing, therefore, that no a6fc 
of vigour on our part, nor that any 
combined operation between the Sea 
and Land Service, could in any manner 
avail, I determined to withdraw, and 
to re-embark the troops, which waa 
done on the night of the 30th of April, 
with the greateft order and regularity. 

All our artillery and ftores were 
brought off, except feven iron guns, 
four iron mortars, and two braf» how- 
itzers, which were rendered unfcrvicc- 
able, it being impolfible to remove thenu 
Not a fick or wounded foldier was left 
behind, and nothing of any value fell 
into the hands of the enemy. 

During the whole of our operations, 
I have experienced from Admiral Har- 
vey the moft cordial co-operation, and 
every 26k of perfonal kindoels. At my 
requeft he landed three hundred fea- 
men, under CaptaiasToddy and Browne, 
of the Royal Navy, to whofe exertions 
while on (hore we are under the greateft 
obligations. From the arrangements 
of the Admiral, the landing and re*

The wind being very light, and a 
ftrong current fetting to the £a(lwardt 
I judged we (hould not reach Jeaa 
Rabel before day- light, therefore ^ood 
to the N. W. until three o'clock in the 
afternoon of the 20th, keeping far 
enough from the land to prevent anf 
fufpicion of our intentions, having de* 
termined to attempt furprifing the vcfTcIa 
with the boats, under cover of the 
night. 

I directed the feveral Captains to 
make the ncceflary preparations for that 
purpofe, and Hood in, carrying a pro* 
portion sii fail to be clofe in (hore to 
the Eaftward of Jean Rabel, before the 
land-wind came off, in which we fuc* 
ceeded to my wifhes ; and kept run* 
ning down to the Weftward until 1 
fuppofed we were within two miles oC 
the vcfTcls, when the boats were fenc 
in, with dire6tion8 to row clofe along 
ihore until they dtfcovered them, it 
being then fo dark that we could no^ 
fee them from the diips ; the frigatcfi 
followed under an cafy f^iil, keeping 
tbout a mile from the (hore, todravr 
the attention of the enemy, and thereby 
favour the attempt of the boau. Ac 
about one o'clock I perceived a fire olT 
mufquetry, at which time the enemy 
had difcovered the boats, but not until 
they were in pofTcfCop of many of the 
vcffels, and tiad one actually under 
way. — The batteries almofl imme- 
diately opened upon the Ihips, woich 
was ocv^afionally rciuiQed b/ them,>and 

about 
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mbout four o'clock tlie reflels were all 
m pofleffion of our |feopIe, and fland- 
mg out with the laad breczey except 
two fmall row-boats, which were hauled 

Xn the bcach» and could not be got 
I cannot omit cxpreffing my 
thanks to Captains Cook, Otway, and 
Perkins, for their ad rice and ready 
affiftance in the execution of the above 
fervice» and my approbation of the con- 
limSt and exertions of the officers and 
crews belonging to the different ihips» 
c^cially thole employed in the boats ; 
and it is with particular fatisfa^ion I 
kare to inform you, that it has been 
executed without a man being hurt. 
Jndofed I have the honour to tranfmit 
to you a lift of the nine reffels which 
were brought out by the boats.

I HAVE the fatisfaaion to inform 
you, that the boats belonging to the 
Magicieune and Regulus, officered and 
manned by volunteers from the two 
ihips, in the night of the 6th infi. en- 
tered the harbour of Cape Roxo in this 
ifland, the great receptacle for French 
privateers and their prizes, when thtj 
captured, funk, and burnt thirteen fail 
of fquare- rigged veffcls and fcboonen, 
the whole in the port (except a Danift 
ihip), and deftroycd two batteries of 
two guns each, fix and four pounders, 
at the entrance and head of the har- 
bour, without the lofs of a man. 

This fervice was fo admirably well 
executed, that I think it a duty io- 
cumbent upon me to make known 10 
you the names of every Officer cm* 
ployed on it.

I fent the boats, under the dire^^ion 
of Lieutenants Reid and Douglas, to 
take poflcilion of the veflTels ; and 
though they were aground, and a fmall 
fire of mufquetry kept up by the ene- 
my, they brought them all out but two, 
which were funk, and I am happy to 
iajr without a man being hurt. The 
following day I fent the beats, unddr 
.the dire^ion of Lieutenant Reid> to 
land and endeavour to fpike and dif- 
noont the guns, which they tffcCttd 
without lofs, and tbe enemy had, on 
our firft appearance, taken the fails 
of the veflei^. away, and otherwifc dif- 
mantled them. 1 fet fire to them all 
but the brig, three of which were 
French privateers, and the others their 
prizes, making in all fifteen, be fides 
the brig. 

In executing the fervice, I feci it but 
jtiftice to the Officers and fhips com- 
pany under mv command, to exprefs my 
approbation ot their condu£l and exer* 
Hons, particularly thofe employed in 
the boats, which fervice was attended 
^ith much riik and fatigue, and exe- 
cuted with the greateft chcerfulnefs, 
^writ, and good judgment. 

The brig belongs to Bremen, and 
*» captured by one of the privateers 
aroooth before ; (he is laden very deep, 
a«d is a very valuable vcflcl.

"ARRATIVK OF THE PROCEEDINGS 
AT TRANENT ON TUESDAY THE 
«9th OF AUGUST, AT THE MEETING 
OP THE DtPtJTY LIEUTENANTS OF 
THAT DISTRICT OF EAST-LOTHIAN, 
FOR CARRYING THE MILITIA ACT 
INTO EXECUTION. 

A VARIETY of faife and unfounded 
reports, and grofs mifirepreientations of 
^»i have gone abroad relative to the 
Very unpicafant affair which occurred at 
Tranent, at the meeting of the Deputy 
Lieutenants for carrying the Militia Ail 
into execution ; pcrlons, it is well known, 
itt^c been fent cut to colka information 
ittited to their views, from the guilty 
^pats in the tumultuous proceedings of 
JMt day 5 and from fuch polluted Iburcea 
wc the (tatements been drawn, which 
we been induftrtoully circulated, for the

obvious purpofc'of juftifymg the inftilM 
offered to the laws, and encouraging the 
deluded people to attempt a repetition of 
them. 

From theie confiderationi, it has been 
judged necelTary to colledl infcrmatioD on 
the fubje£l from authentic fources j and 
feveral minute details have accordingly 
been procured from perfons who had thie 
bcft opportunities of acquirirg informa- 
tion, and whofe honour and veracity are 
above fufpicion. To the temperate, 
patient, and humane condu6l of the mi- 
litary, which has, in particular, been the 
ftibjeft of the groflelt mifreprefentation, 
theii; accounts bear uniform and honour- 
able teftimony. It is in juftice to them» 
and to the other per Ions who have been 
thus calumniated — it is to hold up to 
the indignation of the Country thofe cri- 
minal attempts to difturb its peace, 
which have not even the fhadow of a 

{iretence to juftity them, that the fol- 
owing correal ftatement is publiihed. 

The affair at Tranent, it appears, had 
been for feveral days in agitation. On 
the evening of the 28th ot Auguft, the 
day precedinflr the diftri6t meeting, a 
number of diforderly people of Pencait- 
land and the neighbouring pariflies made 
a violent aflault on the noufe and pro- 
perty of James Sanderfon, ichoolmafter, 
at Pencaitland ; and had it not been for 
the humane and icafonable interference of 
the Rev. Mr. Pyper, minifter of the 
pariOi, both he and his wife had been 
^lacrificed to the lawlefs fury of the mul- 
titude, who avowed their intention of 
murdering them. Mr. Pyper haftened 
to the fpot as loon as he heard of' what 
was palling, and ceafed not ibr feveral 
hours to remonitrate with the mob on the 
criminality of their proceedings, of which 
they ieemed at laft convioc^, and dif. 
perfed themfelves. But it appears that 
they were not to be diverted from the 
execution of their pre-conceived purpofe 
^ Tuclday. 

^ £yery effort had been for fomt time 
employed to inflame the minds of the 
people, and even children by the road 
lide, were heard aiking their mothers-^ 
<* When the Gentlemen would be put to 
death ?" — The Colliers in particular 
were remarkably affiduous ; on Monday 
parties of them went round the count/y, 
and engaged all their brethren to attend. 
Monday ni^ht was (peat in making pre* 
parations tor the attack. Great maga* 
aines of ftonet were coHe6^ed at Tnneat | 
the town drum was forcibly icis€d» and % 
U^ party paraded wilii k lonnd tiN 
£ e Milk 
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neighbouring yillaffcSy requiring the in- 
habitants to aflcrinble next day ac difFtrent 
appointed places, and then to march in 
bodies to Tranent $ threatening thoie 
-iN^ho did not turn out as required, with 
having their houfes burnt, and themfelvei 
and their Families deftroyed. Intimidated 
by thefe threats, the people, men and 
women, turned out next day in gi*eat 
numbers, and joined the tumultuous 
mob ; and manv who had no mifchief in 
view until colle£ted in this unlawful 
manner, atTilted in the outrages which 
were committed. 

The tranfa^lions on Tucfday are mi- 
nutely and accurately detailed in the fol- 
lowing letter from a pcrfon who was an 
^yc witnefs of every thmg that palfed. 

** Haddington^ Aug, 31, 1797. 

'* I am thoroughly convinced that the 
vnpleafant bulinefs which took place on 
Tuefday at Tranent will be extremely 
mifreprefented, I ftialf therefore give you 
a full account, as nearly as I can recoi- 
led } and having been in the ftreet the 
whole time, and moftly oppofite the houfe 
where the Magiltrates aiid Deputy Lieu- 
tenants were met, I ought to be well 
acquainted with the circumftances that 
paued. The Deputy Lieutenants and 
Magiftrates arrived at Tranent a little 
after eleven o^clock, efcortcd by a party 
of the Cinque Ports, and about twenty of 
the Volunteer Cavali-y, On their arrival 
they were intuited and abufed in the 
grofleft language, by multitudes of peopk 
whom they found aucmbled. The women 
were particularly clamoro\i$, and for 
feme time feemcd to take the lead ; for the 
roen, either afhamed of the bufmefs, cr 
wilhing to conceal their ftrength, at Mi 
kept out of fight. 

" The Deputies went into John Glen's 
houfe, and defired that the cavalry fliould 
be drawn up at the eall end of the town, 
9S they were anxious that the conilables 
only, if poiTible, (hould be employed in 
keeping off the crowd from the door. In 
about naif an hour a Iquadrbn of tl)e 
Pembrokediire Cavalry arrived, and foon 
after great numbers of people, chiefly 
Colliers and Salters, alfenibled trom all 
parts of the country, armed with im- 
menfe bludgeons. As icon as they had 
collci^ed their forces, they fent up to the 
Deputy Lieutenants a mol^ iniolent, re^ 
bcllious, and threatening paper (which 
they called a petition), which the De- 
puties received, but told the perfons who 
prefented it, that it would not prevent 
.them frojji going through witn tU^ir 
)>^4nef$^ and doing their duty. 



" The mob then begin to prefs «• 
tremely on the houfe where the Depoty 
Lieutenants were aflcmbled : a (bower of 
brick-bats foon demolilhed the windows, 
while the concuilion on the walls aixl 
roof was dreadful, and made them be« 
lieve they would foon be beaten down. 
All attempts to remoniirate with the 
mob were in vain j the inftant any one 
flicwcd his* face at the door or window, 
he was allailed with a violent ftiowcrof 
brick-bats and Hones. A ierjeant and 
fix men were now liationed at the door 
to aflilt the coiiftablcs in keeping off the 
crowd : but before they had ftood a quar- 
ter of an hour, they were completely 
ovei'powered and driven from their poft. 
** The olHccr who commanded the 
Cavalry then turned round to the crowd, 
and begged them for God's (ake to de- 
filf, as, if they proceeded to extremities, 
and the military were ordered to aft, a 
great many of them would fuffer: upon 
which they danmed the Ibldiers, and laid 
they would lioon Ao for them. By this 
time the tops of the houfes were covert 
with men, who were throwing down im- 
menfe ftones. A ftronger party of the 
Pembrokcfliire Qavalry was now brought, 
with an intention that they (hould be 
drawn up oppofite to the houfe in which 
the Deputies were affembled ; but from 
the quantity of ftones which were thrown 
from the tops of the houfes, and frcm 
the ftreet, it was found perfeftly iropol- 
fible to form them, and they wercobligtd 
to gallo^i down the ftreet. At this tiine 
the Ibldiers received many fevert blows 
from the ftones which were ihiwii trom 
the tops of the houfes, and the ftreet. 
The Commanding Ofticer was in im- 
minent danger, his horle was knocked 
down, and while he was down, a Icoui- 
drel (who was afterward* taken prilontr, 
and is low in gaol) ftiuck the t.fi.cer on 
the left aim with a bludgcjn j fortunate- 
ly he did not lofc his Icat j but h.i brlc 
had fcarcely again got on his legs, uhcn 
a ftonc ftmck him on the haiKl, and 
knccked his fword out of it, which wis 
picked up by one cf the rioters, and 
carried oft'. Serjeant Smith, of the Cinqw 
Poits Cavalry, at this time received a Tc- 
verc blow on the heaii ircm a ftoiie, ai:d 
now lit-s danjteiouily ill at Tranent. H«$ 
i-ecovery is delpaii-cd oL 

" Scvei-al ether attempts were made 
to keep pclfeflicn of that part oi the ftreet 
wlilch was oppofite >to the door, butthry 
were all equally ineffeilual j the inca 
were completely driven off"; and had ni't 
orders been at* laft .rsOuaantly gi^^en to 
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isKi nM a doubt can be entertained that 
tbe roUitary would have been defeated » 
and the Magiftratcs aud Deputies icired 
and murdeml. On theie orders being 
giten, fome of the Pembrokclhire Ca- 
valry were ordered to draw their piiloU» 
and fire at the m«n on the tops of the 
boufes, which they did, and continued to 
<io for a coniiderable time, without the 
finalkft efficft j the men on the tops of 
the houfes diiregarded the piftol hring 
nwft completely. Captain Price, of the 
P«nbrokeihire, obfcrving this, took a 
party of the Cinque Ports (who had 
carbines), from the right, and went round 
to the rear of the hcufe, on the north fide 
of the ftreet, and difmounted them. 
The)' here fired with a good deal of ef- 
fcS, which was the only thing tliat 
brought them down from the tops of the 
homkif and enabled the military to get 
i^ better of them. The Magiftrales 



then came down» and many df the rioters 
were apprehended, and fent to Hadding- 
ton gaol. 

«* A more determined fet of men never 
were affembled together. Their number 
I cannot guefs at, but it was very great ; 
moft fortunately, however, there was a 
fiifficient force to get the better of them. 
I fear tliere were a good many killed and 
wounded, but, from the refinance the 
military met with, it was impoflible to 
prevent it. The Juftlces and Sheriffs 
have been very bufy yeftcrday and to- 
day taking precognitions, and examining 
the evidences againft thofe perfons who 
were committed, and I fuppofe eight or 
nine of them will be fent to Edinburgh 
goal for trial." 

The details given by other perfonj 
agree in iubftance with the above, vary- 
ing only as their refpe6live opportunities 
of information were ditferent. 
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AUGUST 18. 

'THIS morning, at half paft ten oVlock, 
the platform ere6>ed over the entrance 
•f Stafford gaol, for the execution of 
criminals, exhibited the moft folcmn and 
ifltcrcfting fcenc that has occurred fince 
the buildmg of the prilon. Mr. Thomas 
Millward Oliver, a young man well 
^tended, well educatni, and refpeflable 
w the excrcife of a liberal profeflion, was 
thtti brought out to fuffcr death. The 
trial of this unfortunate Gentleman 
(which flood over from the left Affizes, 
on account of the abfence of a material 
*itijefs) came on here upon Friday the 
^Sth iiilhint. After a hearing of nine 
•i-urs, the Jury found him cttilty of 
the crime for which he ftood indidled — 
the murder of Mr. John Wood.- Though 
<liflaiiified with ibme circumftances that 
arofc in the Court, he thought' the Jury 
^^arrantcd in their verdi5l by the obvious 
tendency of the directions which they 
nxeived from the Judge. Of the de- 
cofcd, Mr. Oliver frequently fpolce in 
Itrms of great eftcem ; but upon all 6c- 
cafions he fteadiiy and calmly denied his 
tiding formed* or felt even for one mo- 
»neni, the flighteft intention againlt the 
life of Mr. Wood. The fame compo- 
fure of mind, and the fame firmnefs of 
Wiaviour, which he preferved during 
lus trial, cgatinued through the whole 



of that awful interval which pafled be- 
tween his fentence and his execution* 
In his converfation with the Rev. Mr. 
Booker and Dr. Parr, who frequently 
attended him in his cell, he was often 
ferious, but without deje^ion, and fome- 
times cheerful, but without levity. 

On the morning of his execution he 
received with great compofure the fa- 
crament. He approached with ferenity 
the ftage on which he was to be exe- 
cuted, bowed repeatedly to the fpe^ators, 
and was launched undilmayed into eter- 
nity. 

The following declaration, written by 
Mr. Oliver, in bis cell, about an hour 
before his execution, in the prefence of 
Dr. Parr and Mr. Booker, was lent by 
Mr. Oliver to Mr. Booker, from the 
platform, and a copy of it was delivered 
b^ Dr. Parr to Mr. Dickenfon, for pub- 
lication : 

" I die unconfcious of the imputed 
guilt for which I fufFer. I am in per- 
teft charity with all mankind, andrepofe 
that hope wbtch becomes me as a Man 
and a Chriftian, in the jultice zind mercy 
of my Heavenly Judge.

SEPTEMBER 7. 

Extra^ of a Letter from Havrrfordwffl, 
" This day, at the Great Seflions held 
here for the' county of Pembroke, came 
on the trial of Thomas John and Samuel 
QriAths, againft whom, at the preceding 
Spring Great SclTions, two bills of in- 
dt^ment for High Treafon had been rc- 
fpeilively found, for aiding and abetting 
the King's enemies, by joining and giving 
information, and advice to the French 
troops who landed near Fifhguaid in 
February laft. Thefe men had been 
taken up and the indiftmcnt found on 
the infomiatlon and oaths of lix amongil 
thofe who were made prifoners by Lord 
Cawdor, upon that cccaiion ; and wl.o 
had Iworn to thefe pcrlbns being in the 
French camp, on Tliurfday the 23d and 
Friday the o+th (the days of the capi- 
tulation) and giving intoimation of the 
numbers and ftrength of Lord Cawdor's 
troops, and advifmg them nt ;: to lurrender 
to io Imall a force, Loixi Cawdor having 
with him only 3or4oo ciilciplined troops, 
and the French being 1,150 ftrong.. At 
the trial tliele fa^Hs were opened by the 
Attorney General for that circuit, and 
the firft witncfs called was Monfieur 
Llanharde, wllo had a<fted as aid-de-camp 
to Gen. Tate upon that expexiition, and 



who diftin^^ly fwore t6 each of the pcf^ 
fons above mentioned being in the Frencll 
camp on Thuriday and Fridav; th« 
other French priibners who bad given 
their evidence before the Grand Jury, 
and who had erer fince, as privates, been 
in confinement as priibners at war, were 
next called, but they, one after another, 
pofi lively refuted to give any evidence 
againll the peilons accufed, r.lJedging the 
apprehenlioi s they wei*e under from their 
own Government, in cafe they did. 
Upon this, and there being no other evi- 
dence againft the parties but the oathfl 
of the above French prifoners, the At- 
torney General declined proceeding fur- 
ther in the prolccution, and they were 
refpedively acquitted without being 
called upon for th*?ir defence. 

15. Came en in the SherifTs Court, 
betore J Burchell, £fa. and a fpecial 
jury, the caufe of Boddington againft 
Boddington. This was an a^lion tor 
damages, and engaged the particular at- 
tention of a very crouded audience. The 
fcducer was in partnerfliip and firft cou- 
fin of the much- injured plaintiff. The 
damages were laid at Fifty Iboufand 
Founds, Mr. Frflcine, as leading coun- 
(ii:\ for the plaintiff, opened, and in a long 
Ipecch expatiated on the enormity of the 
crime of adultery and fedu^ion, and on 
its aggravated heinoufnels in this fmful 
inllance, calling witnelfes to fubliantlate 
the charge. Mr. Law, in behalf of the 
defendant, made a very able fpeech in 
mitigation of damages. Mr. Burchell» 
the Deputy-ftieritf, lummed up the evi- 
dence in a very clear and concile manner ) 
and the Jury, after retiring for about 
twenty minutes, returned with a verdlft 
of Tkn Thousand Pounds damages.

comj-afs, and a n;olt mafterly manner, he 
fcrtled a point which had been much liti- 
gated aaiong the learned, and contrary to the 
declared opinions cf many eminent writers. 
A fecond edition improved was pubUfhcd the 
next year, and a th^rd in J789 ; fxnce which 
it has been added to the prolegomena in the 
laft edition of Sluikfpeare. In 1767 be took 
the degree of B. D. and the fame year was 
chofen fellow of the Antiquary Society. In 
1769 he was appointed Whitehall preacher, 
and in May 1775 fucccedcd Dr. RichardfiM 
as mafter of the college, in which he had 
already executed the otiice of one of the 
tutors with Mr. Hubbard feveral )ears. In 
tile fame year he had the degree of D.D. 
confeired oa him, and in November was 
clewed vice-chancellor of the Univerfity. 
In 1778 he was choTen to the oHice of 
librarian, and in 1782 became prebendary of 
Canterbury. In 1788 he was pix>moted to 
the refidentiarylhip of St. Paul's, after which 
he declared hi> mtention of dedming any 
further preferment, which, it is more than 
believed, he might have obtained, and in the 
(isme year he ferved the office of vice>chaa« 
cellor a fecond time. In 1796 he was ad- 
mitted ab eundem at Ox^d, in a way highly 
honourable to him. He died after a hnger- 
ing iUnefs, much lamented by his relaticns, 
by his fi lends, by the members of his coHcge 
and the cathedral oxer wh.ch he prefixed, 
and by the poor, to whom he always was a 
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gcnermis heiwfaQor. For a man of hs« rare 
eodowmentsy he publiibcd but little ; the 
£lf«y already mefitioned, fome Notes on 
Shakfpcare, a Poc.i< on laying the firll Stone 
ol the public Library in 1755. and a Sonnet 
Ml the Ute King s De^th in 1760 (both in 
the Cambridge Collca.on of Vcrfes), Di- 
rratons for the Study of Englifli Hiftory 
(printed in our Mag^izine, VuL xix, i79i» 
p. 415), and a Letter on Dennis the Critic 
(Vol xxvy 1794, p. 4ii)t being ail that at 
prtfcnt arc recoUe^ed. He however afTilled 
many authors in various work^, for which 
he has r<.ceivcd their public thanks. In the 
early part of his life he began to illullrate the 
aotiquUiu of his native town, but defined 
after he had made fome prcgrtf;> in the work, 
and returned the fubfcription money he had 
received. The colledions he had n*ade for 
thb onHcrtaking were put into the hands 
cfMr. Nichols to be emptoyed in hisHiHory 
of the County o( Leiceftcr Whilfl a fchool- 
boy, he wrote a play on the fut^je^ of Charles 
the Bold 'y mote than one copy of whiCh are 
faid to be in cxilience in manufcript, but 
which it is ^o be hoped will not be permitted

IN the midft of a war which> though 
''' fucce^t'ul in fome dtfjrte, hat not 
been attended with the luccefs which, 
from the juftice of it might have been 
expelled, it i> no Imall confolatiun to re- 
flect, that the honour of the Britifh cha- 

i raAer has not been tarnilhed ; that at no 
time ha« the lultre of her arms been more 
diftinguilhed, the txpioits ot her heroes 
more exemplary, or the exertions of indi- 
viduals more brilliant. One of thefe 
we prcfent to cur readers for the prelent 
month. 

Sir Charles Grey is a gentleman 
defcendtd ti om the ancient family, of that 
name which has for fome centuries been 
feated at Howick* In the county of Nor- 

' thumberland. Hit iathtr. Sir Henry 
Grey, was High Sheriff of Northumber- 
land in 1736, and was created a Baronet 
in 1746. He is a younger fon of that 

Eentleman, and devoted himfelf to the 
jnrice of his country at an early period. 
In the American war he fignalized him- 
felf by many ai'^U of uncommon gallantry, 
fuch at commanded the notice of his fu- 
periors and the admiration of his equals. 
On the 20th of December 1772, he was 
advanced to the rank, of Colonel, dn the 
S9th Auguii 1777, became Major-Ge- 
ficral ; and on the 26th November i7Sa, 
wat promoted to the rank of Lieutenant- 
General. In the fame year he had the 
pod of Governor of Dunbarton confierred 
on him. In 17S3, he had the honour of 
Wing named a Knight of the Bath, hav- 
ing been before appointed Commander in 
Chief of the forces in America. 

The aggrelTions of the French having 
put an end ta the piping time of peace» 
an expedition againfl the French iflands 
in the Wefl- Indies wat planned, in order 
to annoy the enemy, the conduct of which 
was given to Sir Charles Grey and Sir 
)9hn Jeiris^ now Uad St. Vincent* 



They accordingly embarked, atvd exe- 
cuted the bufmefs with fuch promptneft 
and alacrity, that on the 25th of March 
1 794, the complete conquef^ of the valua- 
ble and impoitant ifland of Marti- 
nico was achieved in a manner highly 
honourable both to the fea and land 
forces employed in the expedition. Hav* 
ine finifhed this important bufmefs he 
loit no time, but embarked troops, ord- 
nance, &c. in order vigoroufly to profe- 
cute his Majefty's fervice j and on April 
the 4th obtained poffelfion of the Idana of 
St. Lucia. This fuccefs was followed 
by another flill more important, by the 
furrender of Guadaloupe on the 12th of 
the fame month, by which the enemy 
were deprived of iflandt of the greatett 
value. The details having already ap- 
peared in our Magazine, we (hall not 
here repeat them j but refer to our pre- 
ceding Vol. XXV, pages 316, 474, 
476. The latter valuable conqueft we 
have been unable to retain, though the 
lofs of it is not to be afcribed to any want 
of courage or ccndufl in the forces em- 
ployed in the ifland. 

The fervicet thut rendered to the 
country by Sir Charlet Grey and hit co- 
adjutors, at might naturally be expefted, 
bectime obje^lt of the gratitude of the na- 
tion. The thanks of the Lordt and 
Commons were voted to the army and 
navy. On the a7th May 1794, the free- 
dom of the city of London wat voted to 
Sir Charlet Grey and Sir John Jervit, in 
gold boxet of xoo guineas value eaeh; and 
the firii of July 17959 they were admit- 
ted of the Goldfmith*t Company, and 
entertained at their hall. They were 
alfo prefented with the like teflimonial of 
ngard by the Fifhmoneert* Companv. 
On thit occafion Mr. Wilkes compli- 
mented the Admiral and General in tho 
following temit s

co-operation of the whole Britifh force. 
Viftorv followed your ftandards, and 
carried a feries of fuccefles through an 
extended variety of attacks of dlmculty 
and danger.

In the fame manner the Ambafla- 
dors of Foreign Powers •,from Kepehak, 
from Egypt, Syria, and Afia Mbor, 
from Hindoitanand Europe, were allotted 
their refpe^ive Nations. Next the Com- 
manders of Herzar Jauts, or regiments of 
a thoufand, thofe of the Sud- Jauts of a 
hundred, the Magiihntes of the City of 
Samarcand, and Judges of the Police troni 
difterent parts of the empire, were intro- 
duced, clothed in royal khelauts, or 
dreflcs of honour, and took their places 
accordingly. Before the door oft he roya) 
tent wd'e drawn up the elephants brought 
£rom India, of enormous ftature, and de- 
corated with the moft magniftcent trap- 
pings of (ilk, velvet, and curious embroi- 
dery, with Howdahs flanivs, with gold 
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M91A (ilvtr, and diaint of the (ame precious 
metal. In onler to render this ieftiTal at 
i^lendid as poflible, I had coUefted from 
cvoT part of the empire the moft (kiUul 
aitincert of erery kind . Thefe, with the 
mfilftance of the difiercnt Companies of 
Tradeihien within the eit v of Sanuu-cand^ 
and thoie of the Imperial Camp> fuch as 
jeweilersy goldfmiths, mafons, carpenters, 
bricklayers, embroiderers, weaver*, Sec. 
had erected upwards of one hundred char- 
takees, which are pavilions fupported by 
four poles each, and containing as many 
doors to each. The iniide of thefe pavi- 
lions were elegantly decorated with car- 
pets of the riclreft kmd,embrotdertd with 
Ipangics of gold and filver, with velvets 
and the fineft ftuifs from China and Eu- 
rope, with magnificent chairs, and each 
ornamented with the particular badge of 
the artificer who ere^ed it. They were 
likewife fiimifhed with paintings done in 
the moft exquiiite taile,and eithibited with- 
in and withcuf fide a moft glorious fpe£la- 
cle, luch as the eye of mortal had never 
before beheld, and which caufed the fpec- 
tator to place the finger of adonifhment 
within his mouth on beholding ! To 
enhance the pleafures of this auguft 
Aflembly, performers of all kinds and 
defcriptions had been colle^led from far 
and near : mimics, buffoons, lingers, 
dancers, and every profefiion which con- 
tributes to the amulement and entertain- 
ment of the great. When this feftival, 
than which the eye had not beheld one 
more fplendid, op the ear had not heard of 
one equal, became complete, I, in a for- 
tunate moment, dire^cd men learned in 
the ftars, and (killed in the evolutions of 
the heavenly bodies, to extraft from the 
almanacks, and by the aftrolabe and qua- 
drant, to infpe^ the fituation of the pro- 
pitious and unfortunate ftars, that they 
might with prccifion di-aw forth a happy 
moment for tne celebration of the nuptials 
of my beloved grand Tons, who had long 
fince been betrothed to virgins dwelling 
in the Afylum of Chaflity ; which being 
dose, I ordered that the ceremony fhou Id 
be performed agreeably to the elbblifhcd 
futh of Mahomed and the ordinances of 
our holy religion. Thefe things being 
performed, a prayer for the health and 
profperity of my illuftrious progeny was 
recited in public by the venerable Sheick 
Shemieddaz Mahomed Jcrzee, an Imaum 
of much celebrity j likewilfc the Moulana 
Sullah Uddeen j the Carzi Allazat of 
Samarcand, a perfon eminent for his piety 
and learning, beftowed his benediAion in 
|mblic upon th^ fortunate bride^ooros« 



After the marrlage-cerenKmy bad been 
thus concluded, agreeably to the ordi- 
nances of HMftee/abf I commanded the 
drums and trumpets, and the koorah of 
the Imperial muiic, to ftrike op. After 
which, veflels filled with gold and ftlver, 
with jewels and precious ftones of all 
forts, were brought forth, and I direfled 
the Ni/aM to be performed, which was 
done agreeably to efbbiifbed cuftom, and 
a pro^fion of wealth was poured upon 
the heads of this auguft Affembly. 
When the marriage was concluded, I or- 
dered a fumptuous repaft to be lerved up, 
at which the Ameer Zadahs, the Omrahs, 
the Nuwezans •, Foreign Ambaffadors, 
and all the Nobility of the Court, affifted. 
Difhes of gold and filver, replenifhed with 
a variety of the moft coftly viands, wene 
ferved up to the Aflfembly j nor was there 
wanting wines of the firft quality, prc- 
fented by cup-bearers of gracefiil fhapes. 
To this banquet, likewife, were affemhled 
companies of the moft eminent feigers in 
the empire, and dancers of approVrafkill, 
to the amount of many thoufands, who, 
by their excellence in their refpeftive pro« 
feflions, afforded delights to the fpe£la- 
tors. Amoiig the foremoft of thefe per« 
formers wa« ]f haja Abdalladine,who bore 
the palm of pi-c-eminence from all his 
competitors, and whofe equal was not to 
be found on earth. There came likewife 
reciters of poetry and ftory-tellers from 
all parts of my dominions to this folem* 
nity } and among them were Turks, 
Moguls, Chinefe, and Ruffians. When 
the nearts of this Auguft Company be- 
came warm with wine and good cheer, I 
ordered the khelauts to be brought forth 
and diiliibuted firft to the Ameer Zadahs,. 
the Omrahs, the Nuwezans, and the 
learned men of the realm : and, fecondly, 
to the whole body of the Nobilitv, Foreigi| 
AmbalTadors, and others. Thefe khe- 
lauts confifted of dreffes of gold and fdver 
tiffue, filks and velvets of various kinds 
and patterns, embroidered caps, and 
fafhes for the waift, fcymitars inlaid with 
gold, and fet in pi ecious ftones ; horfe^ 
from the belt breeds of Arabia and Perfiai^ 
with laddies and houHngs of gold and fil- 
ver i in fhort, fuch a profufion of wealth 
was diflributed on this moft aufpiciout 
occaHon, that no one prefent had any care 
for the remainder of his days. Nor on 
this cccafion were the poor and needy 
without forgot, for 1 dire^ed my alrao^ 
ners to provide for them in the moft am- 
ple manner, and to iurnifh them with 
things ncceffary, both of apparel and 
provifion. When the repaft waj finifljed. 
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tbe whole Compan^r changed their dreifes : 
during which ceremony thcmuficiansand 
dancers exerted thcmielves to charm by 
their melodious voices and the graccful- 
ntCs of their a^H ns ; at length the fortu- 
nate ndoment being arrived, the Ameer 
2adah», vrho had been marritd, each retir- 
ed to his refpeflive M^^^which had been 
prepared for the occaiion with tlie atmoft 
magnificence and fplendor. After which 
I arofc myfclf, and retired into the apart- 
ments ot'privacy, where I was met on my 
entrance by the whole of the SultanetTes 
and PrincclTcs of inviolable chaftity, who, 
triihing me joy on this aulpicious fellival, 
ibowered down upon my head trays fiill 
cf the rooft precious jewels. In the moni- 
ifig I waited upon every one of the Ameer 
2adahs, and paid them the compliments 
of congratulation on their marriage (Mu- 
barikbadee), wiihing them a long and 
profperous life. I dire6led the Nisran to 
be performed a fccond time, and was fol- 
lowed by th^ Sultaneifes, the Omiahs, 
the Nuwezans, and the whole of the 
Kobility and great men of the city of 



Somarcand. When the ceremony vm 
performed, I returned to the royal Bat" 
gaby and feated myfelf on the throne of 
empire ; and dire^ing the Arabafladort 
to be called in, who had arrived from 
Egypt, Syria, Europe, the Defert of 
Cupchak, Mo^uleftan, Hindoftan, and 
Room ( Afta Mmor), I dirededtkem to be 
invef^ed with khelauts of the utmoft mag* 
niBcence, and prefented them with fine 
horfes with embroidered houfing, with 
fcymitars inlaid with jewels, with grolJen 
poniards, and caps and faflies of tbe fineft 
CaOimerian wool ; and in honour of thefe 
aufpicious ntaniages, I commanded the 
feftival to be Iieldfor two month* in that 
agreeable and delicious valley, where 
every thing that art and nature coukl 
aflford was introduced ; and the whole 
time was a leafon of mirth, joy, and 
gladncis. At the concluiion, every one 
wasdifmifTed with fuitable prelentSp and 
Lthen turned my thoughts to the ma* 
nagcmcnt of the aifairs of my empire, and 
my l«»:]g-meditated proje6tt of conquering 
the kingdom of Kbutai ♦. VIATOR. 



A DESCRIPTION OF THE ISLAND OF ST. HELENA, 
From Sir Geor^t Staunions Account of Lord Mcuartney*i Embajfy to China, 

WITH A ViKWOr aOSXMART MALL, THB SIAT OF WILLIAM WIANCRAM, EB^ 

the 



ST. HELENA lies in the fouthcrn 
part of the Atlantic ocean, dKtant 
many degrees of longitude and latiiude 
lirom any continent or other ifland \ and 
may be confidtred as the funimit of a 
great mountain, whofe roots are buried 
mthe bottom of the fea. Above its fiu-- 
face the ifland riles in towering eminences, 
hid frequently in the clouds. The a(hes 
cf a volcano cover Itill fome parts o\ it j 
and the whole has probably been pro- 
truded upwards by the immenle power 
of lubaqueous fire. However, no part 
of the ifland hitherto examined fecms to 
have undergone any degree of liquefac- 
tion. No layers ot minerals, and few of 
Hone, have been diicovcrcd in its bowels. 
The fununit of the ifland is wooded ; 
but is fo cold, that fruits will fcarceiy 
ripen in it. Clear rills of water ilTuc 
from the higher peaks, and take their 
courfe abruptly down towards the vaj- 
lies, which they contribute to fertilize. — 
Storms are little known in the immediate 
neighbourhood of this ifland. Thunder 
is rarely heard, or lightning perceived in 
it ; from whence it is c .njedlurcd, that 
little electric matter is fcatteud in its 
atmofphere. 



The circumference of St. Helena mea* 
fures fome what lefs than twenty eight 
miles. Along the whole coaft to Re- 
ward, or to mt northward, ihipt may 
anchor in perfcfl fecurity in all fea Ions 
of the year j but the bank (helves io 
abruptly afterwards, that the anchorage, 
being in deep water, is inlecure. Tbt 
tide feidom rifes above threv feet and a 
half J but the furge of the lea is iome- 
times tremendous \ and feveral accidents 
happened in approaching or quitting the 
fhoie, until a wharf was erected lately, 
which readers the arrival there, and de- 
parture from it, perfectly fafe. 

This little fpot was difcovercd up* 
wards of two centuries ago by the Por- 
tugueze. It was taken from them by 
the Englifh j furpi iied from the latter 
by the Dutch ; and laifiy, recovered by 
the Englilh, likewife by fuiptue. The 
fteep eminences which intervene between 
the vallics, that arc the chief feats of po- 
pulation, render the communication from 
one part of the ifland to auotlurr flow 
and diffic»ilt. Planters on the windward 
fide of the ifland coniidcr a journey to the 
leeward, or feat of government, as a ic- 
rious undertaking. Several of them take 



* Kbutai is China. The Emperor actually fet fort^ on thii expedition, but died on the 
frontiers of Tartaryi in the neighbourhood of Otrari on the banks of the Ja3urtcs« 
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•hat "opportunity of paying their rer|>e£ls 
to the Governor, which is called there, 
ibfnetimes, eoing to Court. Thei» are 
St. Helena pbnters who have not travelled 
»o far. At prefent, by order of the Go- 
Temor, there are fignalt fo placed ail 
over the ifland, as to give initant notice 
of the approach of vefleis to any part 
of It. 

The fituation of St. Helena, in the 
track of the ihips from India and China 
to EuroDC, induced the Directors of the 
£aft- India Company to turn their atten- 
tion towards rendering it a place of con- 
venient and comfortable retrefliment, par- 
tkubrly in their paflage home. This 
las been cffe6lcd at.no inconfiderablc 
expence. Before the ifland was inhabit- 
ed, the fpontaneous produ6lions that it 
yielded which could be of any ufe to 
man,* are faid to have been little more 
than celery and purilain. Cattle, fruits, 
and vegetables have fince been introduced 
into it from India, Africa, and Europe ; 
and humaf) indultry has, in a little time, 
enabled it not only to fupply fufficlent 
proviiions for its ordinary fojoumers; 
but to afford refreshments of moft kinds 
to the various vifitors that Hand in need 
of them after landing from a long 
voyage. The nimibers of fuch vifitors, 
including the crews as well as palTengers 
of the mips lying there at anchor, is 
fometimes equal to the whole number of 
the lettlement. The chief officers, palFen- 
gers, and invalids, refide generally 
afhore during the llay of their rcfpeftive 
ftiips. There are no inns ; but every 
houfe is open for the reception of Gran- 
gers, who are confidered, for the time, as 
a part of the family. A moderate com- 
penfation is fixed for the hoft, in return 
for all the comforts which he minifters 
to his gueits. Fbr thofe who remain 
chiefly on board, quantities of frefh meat 
and vegetables, fo grateful and fo whole- 
fome after a long marine diet, are f ur- 
niihed at regulated prices to the (hips. 
Supplies of fre(h water and fuel are alfo 
provided for the remainder of their 
voyage. In the year 179+, the ifland 
had not long recovered from a great cala- 
mity, a fevere drought. Of the (tock alone 
of homed cattle, the lofs vols computed at 
3000, through the want of food and 
water. The evil raged the fame length 
of time, alx>ut three years, as it did nearer 
to the coalt of Africa $ but partly from 
the natural refourccs of the country, and 
partly from the management of Govern- 
ment, it was much lefs fatal in its fffe^s 
at the i^and of St, Hekna ihaA at thofe 



of the Cape dc Vcrd ; and f^ traces of 
it appeared in the former, when the Era- 
bafly paflfed there. Verdure was rcftorcd 
to the vallies, and to fuch higher grounds 
as were not too iteep to retain the mois- 
ture with which they had been blcifed* 
Lands laid out in gardens were improved 
with confiderable advantages to the pro- 
prietors. T|iofe of tlie garrifon were 
lufficient to provide plenty of wholefomc 
vegetables for the fick as well as healthy 
foJdiers. For this purpolij the humane 
Governor, defirous to derive public ad- 
vantage from private offences, allowed 
the delinquent Ibldiers to commute, for 
labour at the military gardens, the punifh- 
ments to which they were condemned. 

Several forts of fruit trees imported 
into the ifland had been dcftroyed by a 
particular infeft j but eiKouragement 
has been given for the cultivation of 
thofe which that mifchievous animal is 
known to fpare, fuch as the apple, for 
example, with all the varieties of whidi 
it Is fufceptible. The plantain and ban*, 
na, or the two fpecies of the mu/a, thrive 
alio remarkably well. The ground is 
fertile, and in favourable ieaibns pro- 
duces, in fome inllances, double crops 
within the year. Plantations, however, 
of cotton, indigo, or canes, were not 
found to anfwer: though fome good coffee 
has been produced in it. A botanic gar- 
den has been eftabliilied near the Gover- 
nor's country houfe. \ An intelligent 
gaitlcner has been lent to talce care of it 
by the Company j and a valt variety of 
trees, plants, and flowers of different, 
and ibmetimes oppofite climates, are al- 
ready collected in it. The furrounding 
fea abounds in eiculent fidi ; and ieventy 
different fpecies, including turtle, have 
been caught upon the coaOs. Whales 
are feen in great numbers playing round 
the ifland, where it is iuppofed the Ibuth- 
ern whale firt\ery might be carried on to 
great national advantage. 

The countiy is chiefly cultivated by 
blacks, Perfons of that colour were 
brought in a itate of flavery to it by its 
fnH European fettlers } and it feldom 
happens that white men will fubmit to 
common work where there are black (laves 
to whom it may be ti-ansfcrred. Thele 
were for a long time under the unlimited 
dominion of their owners, until a reprc- 
fcntation of the abiifes made of that 
power induced the India Company to 
place them under the immediate protec- 
tion of the magidiacy, and to cnaft va- 
rious regulations in their favour j which 
have contributed to render them, in a 

gicat 
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great deflfree, eoinforeable and fecure. 
Thefe regulations may have hurt, at 
iurft> the ieelingt of the owners of flavesy 
Init not their ml intereft ; for it appears, 
that before their introdu^ion there was a 
lofs, upon an average, of about ten in a 
Imndred flaves every year, to be fupplied 
at a very heavy expence ; wherea», under 
the prelent fyftem» they naturally increaie. 
All future imporUtion of Haves into the 
Ifland is prohibited. 

Befides the blacks in a ftate of flavery, 
there arc feme who are free. The labour 
of thefe tending to diminifh the value of 
that of Haves, the free blacks became 
•nee obnoxious to Come flave owners : 
who had fufficient innuencc, in a Gnmd 
Jury, to prefent them as without vifible 
means of gaining a livelihood, and liable 
to become burdenfome to the commu. 
nity I but upon examination it appeared, 
that all free blacks of age to work were 
aAually employed $ that not one of them 
bad been tried for a crime for feveral 
years, nor had any of th<rm been upon 
the parlfh. They are now, by the humane 
interpofition of the Company, placed un- 
der the immediate protection of the Go- 
Tcmment, and put nearly upon a footing 
with the other fiec inhabitants, who, when 
accuicd of crimes, have the privilege of a 
Jury, as well as in civil caules. 

While fhips are riding in tlie roads, 
and the inhabitants bufy in fupplyin^ 
their wants, or eager to entertam their 
guel^s, their minds occupied alfo with 
foreign events, of which the flran&ners 
bring accounts to them, any difTenfions 
fubfi fling among individuals in the 

Slace are fufpended for the time ; but it 
I faid, that when the (hipping feafon is 
over, and the fettlement is void of bufi. 
nefs, as vrell as of topics of difcuffion on 
^ifbint incidents, inteftine divifions fome- 
times revive ; it is, however, an obje^ of 
Government to divert their minds from 
private feuds, ty enga|;ing them in mili- 
tary exercifes, or even in domeitic amuf<(. 
ments and dramatic entertainments. 

The principal fettlement of St. Helena 
lias the peculiar advantage of uniting the 
iheltcrof a leeward iitualion with thecooi- 
nefs of windward gales. The fouth-eaft 
wind blows conflantly down the valley, 
rendering a refidence in it pleafant as 
well as healthy. The country is fo fertile, 
suid the climate fo congenial to the human 
feelings, that perhaps it would'be difficult 
to find out a fi>ot where perfbns, not 
having acquired a relifh for the enjoy- 
ments of the world, or already advanced 
in life, and iurfeited with them, coukl 



have a better chance of protra£ling their 
days in eafc, health, and comfort. 

The hills on each fide this happy valkv^ 
like thofe which prefent themfelves to toe 
fea, are extremely fteep, and require icve* 
ral alternate traverfrs to render the afcent 
along them praAicable. From the 
Heights the view downwards to the Qz 
is indeed tremendous. It is related upon 
the fpot, that an unf6rtutiate mariner, 
willing, in the gaiety of his humour, to 
throw from thence a pebble on the deck of 
his fhip, lying at anchor at a dtflance in 
the road, he launched it from the over* 
hanging precipice with fuch unreftrained 
exertion, that his own body obeyed the 
impulle, and he flew headlong into the 
wide guh below. A man on board the 
Lion, while at anchor in twcntv fathon^s 
or one hundred and twentv feet water, 
made at this time fooie bold but fuccefs- 
ful experiments. This man, who was a 
native of the Sandwich Iflands, plunged 
frequently from the gunwale of the vefTtl 
into the lea, to catch dollars thrown into 
it for that purpofe. He caught them 
before they reached the bottom ; as from 
their two oppofite flat furfaces they de- 
fcended in fo vibratory a direAion, that 
he had an opportunity of overtakiiig 
them. He would alfo bring up two dol- 
lars at once, one thrown towards the he:3, 
and another towards the ftem of the fhip. 
His aAivity was indeed furprizing m 
every infbmce where he had ocq^on to 
ihew it. He would futfcr two Europeans 
to throw fpears at hini at the fame time, 
both of which he would divert vrith, or 
take in his hands as they approached him. 
This man, fo extraordinary for his agi- 
lity, was found in the Republican brig 
Amelie, when captured by ^r Erafintts 
Gower. He pafled with apparent wil- 
lingnefs on board the- Lion, ptrhaps as 
the larger veflcl, where he had b^ for^e 
months, but could not utter one word of 
French or Enfflifli ; and probably he was 
not fenfihle what Powers he had fervcd, 
or that h^ had altered bis allegiance. 
He was of an open countenance, not un- 
pleafing features, and of a good-natured 
difpofition. Had the powers of his mind 
been exercifed as thole of bis body were, 
it is poflible that the former might hate 
acquired as remarkable a proficiency as 
the latter had done. Man is formed, 
probably, by Ms nature and hit organiza- 
tion, to excel other animals equally in 
mental and corporeal faculties .

I 
having now fom experience of lifFe led at 
home and a brode, and knowing what I 
can do moft fitlie, and how I wold live 
moft gladlie, do well perceyve, there is 
no fuch Quletneflie in Ettgiandy nor plca- 
fure in ftrange contrcs, as even in St. 
John's Colledg, to kepe cumpany with 
the Bibify Piatot Artjhtlff Demojibenesy 
and I'uIIic ; which my choife of quiet- 
nefs, is not purpofed to lye in idlenes, 
nor conftrayncd by a wiltul natur, bi- 
caufe I wot not, or can not, ferve t\£c 
where, whan I truft I cold, applie ray 
felf to mo kindes of liffc, than I hope any 
Iked fhall ever drive me to fecke, but 
On lie bicaufe m chufing. aptly e for my 
ftlf, I might bring feme proffet to 
ifjany others. And .in this myne opi- 
nion I ftand the more gladlie, bicaufe 
it is growndcd upon the judgement of 
worthi^ Mr Dennye^ for the fomcr 
twelvemonth before he departed. Dyn- 
ner and fupper he had me conunonlie 
with him, whofc excellent wifdom 
mingled with fo jileafant mirth I can 
never forget ; cniongcs many other 
tawlkes he wold iaie ott unto me, if two 
dewties did. not command him to fcrvc, 
Ihonc his prince, thothcr his wife, he 
wold iurehc become a ftudcnt in St.

A in foch a fcar-^ 
fitie, both of thefe that were wbrthelic 
caulled away when thei were fitte, and 
of fuch as unwifelie parte from .thtnty 
before thei be readye, 1 dare now bolden 
my Iclf, when the belt be gone, to do 
fbme good erapng tlie mean thatt do 
tarry, trufting tint my ddigeace (hall 
deale with my difhabilitie, ^d the ta- 
ther bicaufe the fhoting is. fo well ihct 
aweye in me, either euded. by tyme 60 
left of for better purpofe. Yet I do amifl^ 
to mid ike (hoting to moch, which liath 
bene hitherto my beft friende, and even 
now looking back to the pleafur which 
I fownd in it, and percey ving fhaaul re- 
pentance to folow after it, by Piatofe 
judgement, I may think well of it. No, 
it never caulled me to go from my booke» 
but it made witte the luftier, and will the 
readier to run to it ageyn j and per- 
chance goyng back fometyme from learn- 
ing may lerve even as well as it doth at 
leaping to paiTe fume of thofe, which 
kepe alwaile there llaoding at there 
booke, befide that feeking cumpany and 
experience of mens manners abrode, is 
a fitte rcmedye for the fore, wherwith 
lemed men, many men (ay be much infefb - 
ed with, ail which is, ibe keft lemed 
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n$t alwaife io be the wifift. A fentcnce 
not fpoken of fom for nought, yet ufed, 
for the moft parte, in the mouthe •£ 
foch as eythcr know not what thci faie, 
of ignorance, or care not, what thci 
ipeeke, of fpitc. Thei think fimplicitie 
to be folye, and foteltie to be wifdom. 
Thei judge bafhfiill men to be rude, and 
paftihames to be well mancrd. And 
after thics men* opinions, if a man be 
not 1ro^t; w^»y(Ati9 in doing, or will not 
irXsoyixTftr in aU matiers for profFct, or 
liit not ;(ai^e^t;Xduurv all perfons for fa- 
vor, or can not ivr^aviX^^iaK ©» *^ ^^^ 
tymes for plcafure, or to fpeake fitlic 
with St. Pauie if he did not holie x»* 
fuiri^itfaSfi pvrtf Ovai^fi he (hall be 
counted of them i^imtis^ aTiipo ^aala^ 
et ineftusi how learned, well manered, 
and nt to many good qualities (b ever he 
be, but I am atraid, ye will think that 
I go about itiore carnettlie than craftilie 
e)nther to excufe myne own faulte of fo 
much negligence in ftudie at Cambridg, 
•r to hide myne own folic of fo little ex- 
perience in affairs abrode, yet in vcric 
4ced 1 will neyther accufe myne own 
kckes, nor buulie note other mens luftie 
and luckie boldnefs, altho examples, 
men faie, be neyther olde, far to be 
frtchcd, nor fewe to be nombrede, but yong 
at home, and of divers names \ and thus 
by chance in remembering (hoting, I 
have almoft forgotten my maftier, and 
your mafteribips litle ieyfor in fo great 
affurs. 

Therfor, Sir, to be fliortt^, ye binde 
me to ferve vou for ever, by your fute 
the kings majeftit wot graunt me this 
pririlcge, that reedinff the Greek tong 
in St. 7o6«<» I (houklbe bownd to no 
other ftatotet within that Univerfitie and 
College, and fome reaibn I have to be 
■ladt free and journey man in learning, 
whea I have all reacW ferved out three 
prentisfhips at Camirige. This fute 
alfo I tnift, is not made out of fealbn, 
when Kings ar rather yet to be ordered 
by the grace of our vifitors, than by the 
law of any ftatute. But I here faie the 
vifitors have taken this ordrc, that eny 
man (hall protefTc ftudie either of Divi- 
nitie, Law, or Phyfick, and in remem- 
bering thus well England abrodcL thei 
have in myne opinion forgotten Cambrig 
it fclf. For if foroc be "not fufferd in 
Cambrige to make up the fourth ordre, 
that is freelie as thei lift, to ftudie the 
(onges and fcicnces, tho thei three (hail 
neyther be fo many as thei (hold, nor yet 
be fo good and pernttt as thei might, F«r 



Law, Phyfick and Dlvlnitic, need fo the 
help of tongs and I'cicnces as thei can 
not want them, and yet thci require fo a 
hole mans ftudie, as thei may parte 
with no tyme to other leming, except it 
be at certain tymes to fetche it at other 
mens labor. I know Univerhties \k in- 
ftitutcd onlic that tlie rtaline may b© 
I'ervcd with Preachers, Lawyers, and 
Phyficions ; and lo I know likcwife all 
woods be planted onlie cyther for build- 
ing or burnyng, and yet good hufbands 
in felling, ufe not to cut down all for 
tymbre and fiicll, but leave alwaife 
(landing fome good big ones, to be the 
defence for the new fjjringe. Therfor if 
fome were fo planted in Cambrige as thci 
(hold neyther be carrytd awaye to othtr 
placefe, not decay there for lack of liv- 
ing, nor be bownd to profelTe no one of 
the three, but bend them felf holie to 
help forward all, I believe, Preachers, 
Lawyers, and Phyficions fliold fpring in 
numoer, and grow in bignes more than 
commonlie thei do 5 and though your 
mafterfhip get me this priviledgc, yet, 
God is my judge. Scripture (hould be 
my cheefe ftudie, where in I wold truft, 
eyther by wry ting, or preaching, to 
mow to others the way, both of truth 
in do6lrine, and trew dealing in living, 
yea, if I do not obtcyn this fute of liber- 
tie in learning, where I am fure I cold 
do moch good, than I befeche your 
ma(ter(hip help tobcftowc fom litle bene- 
fice on me, wnere I might in a corner 
occupy the fmauU talant whichGod hath 
lent me. And if I (hall be neyther fo 
luckye as to injoye the firft, nor iudged 
fitte to be cauUed to the fecona, then 
there is a third kynd of living, wherein 
I cold find in myne harte to Iced mv 
liflTe for a while, if your wifdom will 
me not otherwife, and that is in leying 
abrode in fome ftrange contrye for a 
ycare or two. This laft day as I taulked 
with A, S/gor, ^etrco Antonio Damuia^ 
the ambalfador of yenice^ to whom I am 
exceeding moch beholden, he faid unto me, 
if I had defire to live for a yeare or two 
in C9nfianttn'>pie^ Damtt/'co^ or Ca^rOf he 
would provide I (hould be in place where 
I (hold be partaker of welghtye affairs. 
I laid my de(ire was bent moch that 
waye, fave oneiie I wold not be in 
place, to receyve anv wagelc more than 
the benefiic of^a table mary, In reading 
with fome great man, whan kyfor ftiold 
give leave the courie of die Greke fto.. 
ries or other part of lerniD|^, I cold ir* 
douon myfelf, but I woLl live freelie by 
the benefit of my Piiiice and Contrye. 
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Ke faid if he had known my purpofe 
before Nirvagerius went laft ambaflador 
to the Turke he cold fo have placed ine> 
at I fliold hereafter cond him much 
thank. Therfor Sir if I do not obteyn 
neyther of my requefts at home, I tnift 
I cold do the K.ing*8 Majeftie good 
ienrice and your mafterikip rooch pleafur 
abrode, by diligent advertifementt of 
affairs from thens, if by your means the 
Kings Majeftie for a yeare or two 
wold beftow fom honeft ftipend on me 
that mync interteynment from home 
might io give me credite abrodc as I 
might have both libertie to lerne and 
leylbr to wryte fuch things as were wor- 
Aie to come to vour knowledge. Sir, 
my tnift is ye will not iudge me uncon- 
ftant for this diverfitie in choice of my 
living, but rather one that would levell 
live as I find myfelf fitteft to fervemy 
Prince and contry, for as God be my 
judge, I had rather folowe fitneife in my 
felfc, than ferche profFet in any living, 
othtrwife I wold not preferre foch a 
kind of living at Cambridge as I do, 
when Divins, Lawyers, and Phyficions 
Kave foch eafey preferments to U> goodlie 



promotions as they have* And I m7gh(t 
witfiout fufpicion of folic declare myne 
own opinion of myne own fitnefs, 
than I cold fay I have mift v^kei-e I 
thought myfelt fomwhat fit to ferve, 
and that was the place which your maf- 
terihip did obteyne of the Kings Majeftie 
for me, hM\ your soodnes tvaX wold do 
that, I know will do me as good a torn 
when occafion ihall ierve thereunto. 
Thus as I wrote ons I ween to your Maf- 
terfliip. I have made my lotes and fet 
them m order, as I wis(he them to chance» 
and if it pleaife your wifdom to draw for 
me ever as I kno^ ye can difcemc the 
fitteft, fo ihall I efteem it to be the 
luckieft, what fo ever ihall cume firft to 
your hand. And think not that your 
lentlenes doth more bolden me now to 
make this fute, than it doth bind me for 
ever to be at your commandment as God 
knoweth, who have you and sul yours in 
his keeping.

^ITH thcfe fret and conftitutional 
^^ fentimcnts Mr. Burke undertook 
the charge of being one of the Rcprefen- 
tatives for BriftoT in tfee year 1774 j 
and it is very well remembered, that in 
thecourfe of his fix years reprefentalion, 
which was full of the rooft important 
and critical bufinefs, " neither ambition 
nor avarice joftled him out of the ftrait 
lire of his duty — nor that grand fi^e of 
the offices of a£^ive life — that mafter- 
vice in men of bufinels— a degenerate 
and inglorious (loth, made him flag and 
languifh in his courfe*.*' 

In 1780, Mr. Burke ft ood candidate 
for Briftol again ; but feme points of his 
parliamentary condufl, fuch as his be- 
haviour to his conftituents — his fupport 
to the Trade of Ii eland— and above all 
bis voting on Sir George Saville's Bill 
in favour of the Reman Catholics, 
Itemed to give offence j and though he 



▼indicated himfelf from thoic charges in 
a moft eloquent and mafterly manner, 
fuch was the prejudice of the majority 
in favour of narrow principles, that he 
loft his election, and he took his feat in 
the new Parliament for Malton, in York* 
ihire. 

The Spring of 1781 opened a new 
fcene of great political crifis. The Ame- 
rican War had now continued near feven 
years ; and partly from the ill fucceff 
and the principle of this war, not only 
the great mafs of the people from with- 
out, but very nearly a majority from 
wiihin, began to be heartily tired of it. 
The Minifter was attacked en force ^ and 
on the feveral Motions which Oppofition 
brought before the Houlc, relative to 
the eatinftion of this war, they wert 
loft only by a very fmall majority. Find- 
ing matters in this train, Oppofition 
were determined to put the fubje^ at

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i(Iue« Accordingly on the 8th of March» 
Lord John Cavendifh moved the follow- 
ing Reibhitions : 

" That it appears to thi« Houfc, that 
/incc the year 1775 upwards of one hun- 
dred millions of money have been ex- 
pended on the army and navy on a fruit- 
lefs war. 

** That it appears to this Houfc, that 
during the above period we have loft 
the thirteen Colonics of America, which 
anciently belonged to the Crown of 
Great Britain (except the ports of New 
York, Charles Town, and Savanna), the 
newly acquired colony of Florida, many 
of our valuable Weft-India and other 
Iflands i and thofe that remain are in the 
inoft imminent danger. 

" That it appears to this Houfe, that 
Great Britain is at prclcnt engaged in 
an expenfive war with America, France, 
Spain, and Holland, without a fingle 
Ally. 

** That it appears to this Houfe, that 
the chief caufe of all thele misfortunes 
lias been the want of forcfight and abi- 
lity in his Majcfty^s Miniftcrs/' 
• The debate on thofe Refolutions lafted 
till two o'clock in the morning, when 
the Houfe divided on the order of the 
day, which had been moved by the Secre- 
tary at War, and which vvras carried only 
by a majority of ten. 

The defe6lion on the fide of Ad- 
miniftration gave heart to the Mino- 
rity, and they rallied with redoubled 
force and fpirits on the fifteenth of 
March, when on a Motion of Sir John 
Rous, « That the Hcufe could have no 
further confidence in the Minifters who 
bad the direftion of public affairs,*' it 
was negatived only oy a majority of 
nine. The Minority followed their 
fortune, and on the 20th of the fame 
month (the Houfe being uncommonly 
crowded) the Earl of Surrey (now Duke 
of Noriolk) rofe to make his promiled 
Motion, when Lord North fpoke to or- 
der, by faying, " he meant no diirefpeft 
to the Noble Earllj but as notice had 
been given that the obje£l of the intend- 
ed Motion was the removal of his Ma- 
jefty's Minifters, he meant to have ac- 
quainted the Houfe, that fuch a Motion 
was become unn^ceffary, as he could 
affure the Houle, on auib'>rityt'^tbai the 
jf^efent Adminifiralhn ivUi no mnrf ! and 
^Iiat bis Majefly had come td a full de- 
termination of changing his Miniilers 5 
«nd for the purpofc of giving the ncccf- 
fory time lor ncv? arrai^eipents,: b«

moved an adjournment,** which, was i«-^ 
flail tly adopted. 

During this adjournment a new Ad- 
miniftration was formed under the au- 
fpices of the Marquis of Rockingham, 
on whofe public principles and private 
virtues the nation feemed to repoie after 
the violent ftruegle by which it had been 
agitated with the fecurefl and moft im- 
plicit confidence. The arrangements 
were as follow ; The Marquis of Rock- 
ingham Firft Lord of the Treafury, the 
Earl of Shelburne and Mr. Fox joint 
Secretaries of State, Lord Camden Pre- 
fidcnt of the Council, Duke of Graftoa 
Privy Seal, Lord John Cavendifh Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, and Mr. Burke 
(who was ait the fame time made a Privy 
Councellor) Paymaller- General of tli 
Forces. 

Upon the meeting of Parliament after 
the recefs, the new Miniflry, which ftood 
pledged to the country for many reforms, 
began to put them into execution. They 
firft began with the affairs of Ireland j and 
as the chief groimd of complaint of the 
fifter kingdom was the reftraining power 
of the 6th of George the Firft, a Bill 
was brought in to repeal this aft, coupled 
witli a reToiution of the Houfc, " That 
it was effentially neceffary to the mutual 
happinefs of the two countries that a 
finn and folid connexion fhould be forth- 
with cftabliftied by the confent of both, 
and that his Majeity (hould be requefted 
to eive the proper dircftions for pro- 
moting the fame." Thefc paflcd with- 
out oppofition, and his Majcfty at the 
fame tune ai'pointed his Grace the Duke 
of Portland Lord Lieutenant of that 
kingdom. 

Thejf next brought in Bills for dif- 
qualifying revenue officers for voting ui 
the eleaion for members of Parliament; 
and on the 1 5th of April, Mr. Burke 
brought fonvard his great plan of ref:^rm 
in the Civil Lift Expenditure, by which 
the annual faving (and which would be 
yearly increafmg) would amount to 
lir,ie%. It was ohjeaed by Icmc 
members that this Bill was not io tt- 
tenfive as it was originally framed J 
but Mr. Burke entered into the groundi 
of thofe cmiffions which had been made 
cither from a compliance with the opi- 
nions of others, or from a fuller conu^ 
deration of the particular cafes jaf '" 
fame time he pledged himrdf, ^"^. jj 
fhould at all times be rpady to obey tr^^ 
c«ll, whenever it appeared to he wc g^' 
na aife*ife of tbe^oaf^aua of thcFcop^ 
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tOL go throvgh with a more complete 
Ijilem of refonn. 

This Bill was followed by another 
for the regulation of his own onice. The 
principal obje£l of the latter A61 was to 
prevent the poffibility of any balance ac- 
cumulating in the hands of the pay- 
mailer gcnend. Thefc, he faid, had 
amounted to the enormous fum of onf 
bun dred tboitfand pounds, the intereft of 
'vrhich wuuid be annually faved to the 
Public. He alfo Hated (with a liberality 
peculiarly honourable to a man of his 
circumftanccs), that as Trcafurer of 
Cheliea Hofpital, he enjoyed the profits 
arifing from the clothing of the pen- 
fioners ; the profits of this contrail had 
ufually amounted to 700I. per year, but 
by tlie bargain he had made with the 
contra6lor it would amount to 600I. 
mere. This fum of 1 300I. per year he 
meant te refign his claim to, and appro- 
pristc it tofome public fervice. 

The latenefs of the feafon not afford- 
ing time for the completion of all the 
plans of rcfomi and regulation, which 
w«re in the contemplation of the new 
Mxniftry, in order to prevent their being 
neglected or forgotten in any fubfcquent 
change of circumftanccs, Lord John Ca- 
▼endifh,' in a Committee of the whole 
Uoufe, moved ten refolutions : — the 
firii of which related to the Cclle6iicn of 
the Land, Hou/e, and Window Taxes j 
the fecond to the Confolidation of va- 
ricus Tax Offices} the four following 
to the offices of Paymaftcr General, and 
the Treafui-cr of the Navy ; the feventh 
and eighth to the Regulation or Abolifh- 
ing ot fundry Oncers in the Exchequer ; 
the laft was a felf -deny ing refolution, 
by which the Miuifler bound himlelf, in 
in cafe of a vacancy, in any of the afore- 
recited offices, during the enfuing pro- 
rogation of Parliament, not to dilpofe 
ot the fame without fubje6>ing them to 
the future regulations of the Houfe. 

VVhilfl the new Miniftry were thus 
engaged in carrying on their meafures, 
an event took place which deranged ail 
their plans, and finally caufed a rcfig- 
caticn amongft mod of the principals. 
This was the death of the Marquiis of 
KcckJngham, which happened on the 
£r(t of July 1782. This nobleman, 
who joir^cd to ccnfiderable talents tlie 
mofl amiable manner «» and unfhakcn in- 
tegrity, did not fufficicntly calculate the 
drcngtb cf his conflitution ; he had am- 
bition for bufmefs, and, we believe, oq 
^he purefl motives— /i>^ pawn of doing 
£f<kii but his fraqi^ ym^i Dot equal t9 



the weight of public affairs t the confe- 
quence was, that his health (never regu- 
lar) gradually declined from his firft en- 
trance into office, and he fell a martyr 
to wha^ he conceived his duty. 

On the death of Lord Rockingliam, 
Lord Shelburne (now Marquis ofLanf- 
downc) was appointed firft Lord Com- 
miffioner of the Trcafuryj and this 
giving umbrage to the Rockingham 
part of the Cabinet, who ftated, ** that 
oy this change the meafures of the former 
Adminiftration would be broken in 
upon,'' Mr. Fox, Lord John Cavendifh, 
Mr. Burke, and others, rcfigned their 
refpeftive offices; when Mr. Pitt fuc- 
ceeded Lord John Cavcndifti as Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, the prefent Lord 
Sydney Mr. Fox, as Secretary of State, 
and Ccl. Banc Mr. Burke, as Pay- 
mafler General of the Forces. 

By this change Mr. Burke fell once 
more into the ranks of Oppofition, and 
continued fo till after the peace of 1783, 
when Mr. Fox, joining his parliamentary 
intereft with that of the late Frederick 
Lord North, they turned the majorities 
againft theMinilhr, and after forae ineffec- 
tual Itruggles by the latter, a change in 
Administration took place in the ^ April 
following, by which the Duke of Port- 
land became firft Lord Commiffioner of 
of the Treafury, Lord John Cavendifh 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, Mr. Burke 
Paymafter General of the Forces, and 
Mr. Fox and Lord North joint Secreta* 
ries of State. 

As this union of political intereftshas 
been marked with Ibme alperities, it may 
be neceffary to make fome reflections on 
the part which Mr. Burke took in it, as 
one ot this Cabinet. It is well known 
to thofe in the leaft convcrfant in the 
politics which immediately preceded 
. thole times, how uniformly the Minifter 
(Lord North) was baited tor his conduct 
throughout the whole courfe of the 
American warj every thing that could 
attach to a bad Minifter (except cor- 
ruption in his own perfon) he was 
charged with ; and as Mr. Fox and Mr, 
Burke were the two leading champions 
of the Houfe of Commons, in their fcve- 
ral i'pceches will be found invectives of 
fuch a nature, as to men judging 
of others in the t)rdinary habits of life, 
perhaps would be thought infurmount* 
able barriers to their coalition. But it 
ihoiikl be remembereiJ, that forming an 
^dminiftration upon a broad bottom of 
political intereft is quite a different 
thing from contraCling a private friend- 
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ftitp ; in the formrr many things are to 
be conceded, in rrgnrd to times and cir- 
cumrtar-ces, and the opinions of others; 
in the latter tht queltion of right and 
wrong lies in a narrower compais, and 
is more readily judf^ of hy the parties 
and their friends. j\Jr. Burke, therefore, 
may fay, «* that in his feveral attacks 
on Lord North, he confidered him as a 
princifal promoter and encouragtr of the 
American War: a war which he held 
deltruf^ive of the intcrclls and conftitu- 
tional rights of this Country. As a 
Miniftn, therefore, he reprobated his 
conduflj but the American conteft be- 
ing over, and other meafures about to be 
purfuetl, which, in his opinion, might 
peal the brulles of this war, he coalefced 
■with him as a ma^u who (benefiting 
himfelf byhis formcrmiftak.es) might ftill 
render important fcrv ices to his Country," 

Such a defence as this may very 
welJ be admitted in favour of Mr. 
Burke and others j but Mr. Fox flood 
pledged upon different ground. He 
■ot only inveighed againft the Mini- 
fter in the grolTeft terms of abufe, but 
againft tbe nja>i ; whcm, he faid, " he 
would not truft himlelf in a room with, 
and from the momcDt that be e^er 08 ed 
'With binty he would reft fatisfied to be 
teiTncd the moft intamous of men." 
After fuch a particular declaration as 
this, emphatically and deliberately an- 
iiounced in a full Koufe of Commons, 
tven thole acouainted with the_/?"7r/ me- 
pjories of politicians never expe6^cd to 
iee contradicted j but fcarce nine months 
had elapled, when Mr, Fox thought 
oiberivtfe, to the aftonifhment of many, 
and, we tiuft, a lafting example to the 
nation how far they can in future deperd 
on this Gentleman's political declara 
tions. 

It bad hithei-to been the fiite of the 
Adminiftrations in which Mr. Burke 
was connected to be ftiori- lived. Hit 
deftii'.y here purfued him, as towards the 
dole of this year, the intrcdu^iion of 
the laft Eaft India Bill, which was car- 
ried through the Houfe of Commons, 
fc.lng i-ejc^led in the Houle of Lords, 
opened a way for the diimiftal of the 
Minjftiyj it was thought by fome that 
this Bill trenched too much on the pre- 
rcpative, and that by the c;reat powers 
which it gave the Houfe ot Commons it 
might be a means of.making the Admini- 
ft ration tco ttrong for the Crown. Thefc 
f^afons may have prevailed on his ma- 
Mty to djimifs his Minifters, as we find 
M ficu- arrangement took pkate in Dt. 



cember 1783, when tlie Right HcJW. 
William Pitt was appointed firtt Lora 
CommifTioner of the Treaiury, Chan- 
cellor of the Excheouer, &c, &c. 

We are now to look for Mr. Burke 
in the Oppofition once more \ where wc 
fhall find him in the full polfeifion of 
thofe powers which fo juftly entitled him 
to the character he maintained in the 
world. To detail the progrefs of that hich 
charafter through all the political buii- 
nefs he went through would be as much 
beyond the abilities of the Compiler cf 
thefe Memoirs, as it would be incom- 
patible with the nature nnd limits cf 
this work J his talents will befhewn in a 
general and minute review of his public 
life, as exemplified in his fpceches, hit 
political and other publications, and then 
he will be found one of the grcatcft 
ornaments of the age he lived in. 

Referring therefore at hu-ge to theft 
documents, the next great political ob- 
je6l of Mr. Burke's attention was in 
the Impeachment of Waircn Haftings, 
Efq. Governor General of Bengal. 
Whatever merit or demerit there was in 
this procedure, it originated with him ; 
he pledged himfelf to undertake it long 
before Mr. Haftings' return from India, 
and was as good as his word on his ar- 
rival i Parliament, however, fan^ioned 
his motions for an Impeachment, and 
from that time to its final determination 
it was thei^ own aft and deed . 

In the prcfecution of this tedious and 
expcnfive trial the variety and extent of 
Mr. Burke^s powers, perhaps, never came 
out with greater luftre j he has been 
charged by lomc with (hewing too much 
irritability of temper on this occafion, 
and by others of private and interetted 
/f^ir^j but though we acknowledge there 
appear to be grounds for the firft charge 
(which is too often the concomitant of 
great and ardent minds in the eager and 
impaifioned purluits of their cbjcft) wc 
have every i*cafon to acquit him of the 
other. It was on the contrary his po- 
litical intci-eft to forego the impeach- 
ment, and his friends, wc believe, 
ftrongly advifcd him to tliat mealurc, 
but wc have every reafon to think he felt 
it his duty to aft otherwife j and though 
the fubiequent dccxiion of the Houlc of 
Lords has at Icalt officially fliewn he was 
in an error, we mult fuppolc it an error 
of hisunderftanding, not of his heart. 

If there needed any additional proof 
of this Opinion, wc refer to a Letter of 
his addrefled to Jofeph Mofer, Efr^. about 
B Ycarijiforc hft dettth, apd^ubhifccd in 
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tk's Work in the month of July laft } 
wherein he lays> with his ufual warmth 
and openncl'fe of temper whenever he 
touched ujwn this fubjcfl, " I i\m fur- 
prifeci at your fpckking cf fuch a perfon 
a« HaiHngs with any degree ot* rerpe6> j 
at praient I fay nothing of thofe who 
choole to takehift guilt upon thcmleives j 
I do not hy I am not deeply concerned — 
God forbid I (hould fpeak any cthei- lan- 
guage.*' At this period Mr. Burke 
clearly (aw his diOToiution in prol'pe6l> 
and It is impoifible to fuppofe he would 
have made fuch a voluntary declaration 
to a friend, if he was not imprelfed with 
a clear convi8ion in his own mind that 
his profecution of Mr. Hallings was 
founded in juftice. 

We are now arrived at a period, 
though late in the political life of this 

freat man, which in our opinion does 
im the greatell honour ; we allude to 
the early and a^ive part he took in cau- 
tioning his countrymen " to keep the 
diftemper of France tVoni the Icaft coun- 
tenance in England, where be ivas Jure 
J9me tvuked perjons liad (hewn a ftrcng 
dit'polition to recommend an imitation of 
the French Spirit of Reform.'' 

Mr. Burke, wholie a6>ive and inqui- 
fitive mind led him to find out with 
promptitude every thing which afFe<^lcd 
the intcrcfts of his country, early dif- 
ojvercd in the orations at the Old Jetury^ 
ami the Correfpondin^ and Confii utional 
Sochiiejf adecp defign of conncfting the 
afi^irs of France with thofe of England, 
and thereby drawing us into an imitation 
of their condu^. He likewile faw fcvc- 
ral of his parliamentary friends giving 
9^de 'winci affijiunce to thofe clubs, not 
perhaps with a view to go all lengths 
with them, but to avail thcmfclves of 
the cont'ufun which fuch a reformation 
would make, by forcing tbrmfelves 
into Adftiiniftra*ion, His politics were 
not of that complexion ; the French 
had (hewn thcmleives " too able Archi- 
tcfts of their own ruin" to be followed 
as models for Englifti Reformation j he 
therefore founded the tocfin of alaim, 
by publicly announcing the grounds of 
bis apprehenfions, and at the fame time 
as publicly y^ff«//>j' from aQing tuiib 
miM whole views he conceived were too 
favourable to French politics. 

His firft Speech on this fubjeft was on 
fhe 9th Feb. 1790, . in the debate on the 
Aimy Eftimates, wherein he (hewed how 
** the French made their way through the 
dcilruAion of their Country to a bad 
cooftitiation ^^ wheteav we, in our Revo- 



lution, commencing with reparations 
not with ruin^ railed Great Britain 
above the itandard even of her former 
felf. He followed up this Speech (whicJi 
was afterwards puDliihed) by another 
publication of much greater extent, en- 
titled *< ReflecUons on the Rcvolutioa 
in France 5'' wherein he laihes wiih an 
open and manly fatire ail thofe wretches 
who by their a6ls, orations, or writings, 
had attempted to fow the Iceds of French 
principles in this Country j and at the 
(ame time prcdi<iied with great poliLicil 
acumen raoft of the miicrics which tlic 
French Revolution has lince produced. 

There are Ibme fpeculative men, and 
others tainted with Republican prin^ 
ciples, who think that Mr. Burke's zeal 
was too violent, and that its breaking 
out fo prematurely was the caufe of the 
many publications which followed in 
favour of the French Revolution. That 
Mr. Burke's Pamphlet was the occalioti 
of producing many others of a contrary 
way of thinking, we readily admit ; but 
fo far from this being againit Mr. 
Burke it turns to his advantage, as it 
(liews how ready his adverlaries were to 
defend a do6^rine which they were filentiy 
and moit induftrioudy (preading through- 
out all ranks of people, and which they 
vverc too artful to let off in publication t^ 
till the time was too late for theoictical 
difquifition, aixl arms perhaps were to 
decide the c^ueliion. 

His great and comprehenfivcmlnd faw 
" that the Rights of Man were eafily 
learned, and that their influence were in 
the palficns ;'' the timely force and elo- 
quence therefore of his writings wer« 
no lefs creditable to his political abili- 
ties and integrity, than ulelul to his 
Country. By thcfc «* he enabled men 
to fee their danger without aftoniihment, 
and provide againit it without per- 
plexity/' And we have both reafon and 
gratitude to acknowledge, that (next to 
the (icady arm of Adminift ration) none 
have been more inltrumental in faving 
Great Britain from thofe ravages and 
depredations which France, in her pef- 
tilerous ideas of liberty, hasinfliaed©n 
lurrounding nations. 

On political fubje^s there is, generally 
fpeaking, too much reafon to fuppoie 
that men are fubjcft to be warped by 
their paffions or their interelt j but Mr. 
Burke has given an irrefragable proof of 
his fmcerity on this fubjeft, particularly 
in thofe Letters publifhed fmcc his death, 
entitled «« Three Memorials on French 
Affairs during the Year* 179 1, 1792, 
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and 1793." Here he evidently (hews the unfeigned humiliation, and to which h€ 

Amw Patriae and this- (though he waS looked up wUh a trembling hope/' 

then verging towards the grave) feems 

to have rouled all the powers of his great 

mind to fuch an elevation of refearch, 

that moft of what he has there ^redified 

has fince become bijlory : it is a valuable 

legacy to poftcrity, and will remain a 

lisTting monument of his great political 

acumen, as well as his unwearied labours 

for the good of his country. 

But there is a time when all muft reft 
from their labours. In 1792. Mr. Burke 
retired from Parliament (where he had 
afted with fo much diftincuifhed eclat 
for twenty- fcvcn years) in Favour of his 
only chiia Richaitl Burke, a young man 
of the moft prcmifing talents, and great 
amiablenefs of temper. By this change 
he derived the pleafmg hope of feeing 
his own fame revived by the additional 
luftre of him who was moft dear to him. 
But Providence ordered it othcrwife : 
his fbn h?.d fcarcely taken his feat, when 



Edmund Burke in his pcrfon was 
about five feet ten inches high, ercft, 
and well formed j with a countenance 
rather loft and open j and except by 
an cdcafional bend of his brow, caulcd 
by his being near-fighlcd,* indi- 
cated none of thofe great traits of 
mini! by his countenance which he wa» 
othtrArife well known to poflefs. The 
heft print of him is from a half-length 
by Sir Jofhua Reynolds, painted about 
thirty years ago, when Mr. Burke was in 
the meridian of life. 

Of his talents and acquirements it 
would be difficult to fpeak, did we not 
truft to his long and juftly cftabli/hcd 
fame to fill up the deficiencies of our de- 
fcription i 

** From his cradle 
He was a fcholar, and a ripe and gOod one )

As a Writer he is ft ill higher} and,judg- 
ing of him from his eailiellto his htcit 
produftions, he mult be conftdcred as one 
of thoie prodigies which are foroctitnei 

, a 
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gtiren to the world to be admired, but 
cannot be Imitated ; he pofleflTcd all kinds 
or ityUsf and gave them to the head ar,d 
bean in a molt exquilite manner : pa/bos, 
i^Jie^ argtemtHif exfteruncet fubtimity^ 
were all the ready colours of his palette^ 
and from his pencil they derived their 
brighteft dyes. We do not wi(h to adu- 
late; but what praife can we withhold 
from a man whole writings broke tlie 
^fcinating links of party, and compelltd 
mil to admire the brilliancy of his pen ? 

As a fenator he was uniformly at- 
tached to the party he fet out with ; and 
though his private fortune was far from 
being eftablilhed, and though different 
Adminiltrations would be proud to de- 
tach him, he rofe and tell with his party. 

He has been charged with nut being 
always conltant to his own d(fclarations 
and definitions $ but before he is judged 
on this ground, times and circumftances 
ihoald be well weighed. In our mixed 
^onftltution there are times when the 
power of the Prince, or the People, may 
be alternately too much or too little, and 
the Politician who mow fpeaks in tavour 
of the one, and then of the other, may 
be e<2ually confident. There was a pe- 
ricd, not very remote from the prelcnt, 
when the power of the Crown was 
thought << to have increaled, was in- 
creahng, and ought to bt diminilhed ;*'* 
but now that Demur acj is taking fuch 



hideous ftrides in Europe, every Engliih- 
man feels it his duty to rally round, the 
Throne, as the beft fupport of Freedom, 
Subordination, and Liberty. 

He was a firm profeflbr of the Chriftian 
religion, and exercifed its principles in 
its duties j wifely conlidering, «* That 
whatever difur.ites man from God, dil- 
unites man from man." He looked 
within himfelf for the regulation of his 
condu^, which was exemplary in all the 
relations of life ; he was warm in his 
affe£^ions, fimple in his manners^ plain 
in his table, arrangements, &c. &c. and 
fo little affiled with the follies and 
dirtipations of what is called <* the 
higher clafTes," that he was totally ig- 
norant of ihem 5 fo that this great man, 
with all his talents, would be mere 
lumber in a modern drawing-room j not 
but he excelled in all the refinements at 
well as llrength of converiation, and 
could at times badinage with great (kill 
and natural eafe ; but what are thefe to 
a people where cards and dice conflitutc 
their bulinefs, and fafhionable phrales, 
and fafhionable vices, their converiation. 

" Take him for all in all,'' Kdmund 
Burke mud be confidered as a man of 
great and extraordinary talents, who 
jullly acquired in his own day the ap- 
plaufes of his Countrymen, and who will 
always hold an elevated rank amongft 
the Statefmen and Philofophers of Europe.

rpHE Critick of Pope, in your Ma - 
'*' gazine for July, has dilpiayed, I 
think, a correal tafte and judgment in 
diflcnting from the writer of Fitzofbome's 
Letters, who confiders the Night-piece 
in the Eighth Book of the Iliad inefrior 
to the Vcrfion which Pope has made of 
it. It is the duty of every tranllator to 
endeavour not only to transfule the 
beauties of the origiiial into his work, 
but to prelerve, as much as poflible, the 
author's thcught and mode of exprciTion. 
Some accommodation to the age which 
he tranOates tor is certainly neceffary, 
but too much latitude (hould be as ilu- 
dicufly avoided as too clofe an inter- 
pretation. The Hcratian precept, Sec 
'verbum njerbo (urabn^ <s>c, is a very 
good one y but the fame writer in nn- 
9ther place obierves, Ejimottm ih rebm. 

Pope often brings his Verfion to luch 
a great degree of rtfinemcnt, that it re- 
Mtii%, in many places, a diftorted image 
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of the original. No OTidiaa graces or 
decorations will, in my opinion, atone for 
the majel^y and nobic limplicity of the 
Father of Poetry. 

Popes Tranflation of the Comparifcn 
at the end oi the^ Eighth Book of the 
Iliad, notwithf^anding the glow and 
harmony of its verlilication, is by no ^ 
means equal to the beauty of the original. 
Homer's firoplicity, which is a chaiac- 
terittical ouality of this fine pafllige, is 
very poorly compenliatcd • by the luxu- 
riance of Pope. The cthcacy of the 
fimile too is obvioufly diminifhed, as 
your Correfpondent has rtmarked, by 
makincr the Moon, imtcad ot the Stars, 
the principal ohje«5l. Ir is Grange that 
Pope fhould fo egrcgioufly miflake the 
original, and not Ids lo that Melmoth 
ihoiild fo v/armly commend it. The 
Greek runs, in the order of conltru^tion,

It implitty as ufed by 
Homer, that the fires which the Trojans 
made in their camp illuminated ^11 the 
Trojan plain, even to the ftiores of the 
HellcfpoDt, which the Stars, by being 
reprefentcd as the principal obi*^^, very 
forcibly convey. Nay, that Pope pal- 
pably mihntcrprets the text, a citation 
from Eullathius will fhew. The Moon, 
iays Kuttathius, is meant by Homer in 
only the firit quarter. When it is at the 
full, the Stars, far from appearing bright, 
are obfcurcd as Sappho has remarked.

•^*' with Mr. Sheridan he returned to 
England, and became the Manager of a 
Company i>t Comedians at Chcftcr, which 
Mr. Gentleman delcribes as an excellent 
one*.

The plan of life which he adopted was 
to open a Tavern in the Piazza, Covent 
Garden, to be conducted with I'cme de- 
gree of novelty, and to add to it a I'pecies 
of entertainment fomcthing relembiing 
the Leftures of Orator Henley, or the 
Dilputing Society at the Robin Hood.

Two of tl»e rooms were delcribed 
as fifty by twenty- five feet high j which, 
with other apartments, formed a iliite of 
looms 230 feet deep. The wholcjudged

A contemporary diurnal writer afferti, 
that on this firft evening there were eight 
hundred perlbns prefent. Curiofity would 
undoubtedly carry many $ and the novel- 
ty of the entertainment would certainly 
attrafl Tome. A (hort trial was fuHicient 
to prove that it could not be fupported. 
Ridicule was raily employeil againft it. 
Foote, then in polTeliion of inimitable 
powers, firlt teafed Macklin in his rooms, 
and afterwards expoled his undertaking 
at the Haymarkct Theatre, where he was 
introduced (the Inquifitor, as he was 
called) contending with pr. Rock, and 
Tiddy Doll, for the Inquifitorial digni- 
ty ; which being allowed, the enteitain- 
inent was concluded by a St. Giles's ora- 
tion,in imitation of that then exhibiting at 
Covent Garden, in the tragedy ot Corio- 
lanus. In return for this abufe, Mr. 
Macklin, with equal virulence, but left 
humour, retorted on Foote a charge that 



he had been guilty of robbing a friend of 
his portmantua, and was by no means 
fparingof opprobi«us terms. This con- 
tention foon difgufted the public j and 
boththe combatants found, at theconclu- 
iion, that they had bcfpattertd each 
other without any emolument to them- 
felves. Both the Theatre and the Inqui- 
fition were ill attended. On the xoth of 
January, 1755, Macklin's exhibition 
clofed i and on the 25th he appeared ia 
the Gazette, among the bankrupts, as 
vintner, coffee-man, and chapman. He 
afterwards attempted to revive his Ora- 
tory, but without efFe^. 

Failing therefore in the fchcmc he haA 
adopted, he was induced to return to ths 
theatre j and in 1757 f ^^"^ ^^ Ireland 
with Mr. Barry, and appeared to intercft 
himfelf muchin that pertonner's intended 
new theatre in the Irifh Metropolis. On 
the z8th December 1758, Mrs. Macklin 
died j and on the iith December 1759, 
he returned to Drury Lane, and pcF- 
forme<l Shylock; after which he pro- 
duced for the firft time his popular hirce 
of " Love A-la-Mode,*" which at fii r 
met with fome oppofition, but atterwards 
was received with unbounded applauie ; 
and for many years afterwards he derived 
very great emolument from it.

T is now more than a century fmce that 
gr^at philofopher Locke made the fol- 
lowing obfervation : 

"Paith and Tiuth, efpecially on all oc- 
caliont of attelting it upon the folemn 
appeal to heaven by an oath. Is the great 
bind of fociety : tnis it becomes the wif- 
dom of magiftrates carefully to fupport, 
and render as facrcd and awful ui thp 



minds of the people as they can. But if 
ever frequency of oaths Ihall make them 
be looked on as formalities of law, or 
the cuftom of ftiaining of truth (which 
mens' fwearing in fheir own cafes is apt 
to lead them to) has once dipped men 
in perjury ; and the guilt, with the 
temptation, has ipread itlcU very wide, 
and made it aUno!t taihionable in foine 
cafes, it wiU be impoliible for fociety 
3 
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Obeie bonds being dlflblved ) to fubfift : 
^J rault break in pieces, and run to con- 
fufion."— Z^//<T to a Member of ?arUa» 
ment 1691. 

I am not fuch a laudator temporis affi 
as to fuppofc there is a greater quantity 
of evil in the world now than there has 
ever been 5 on thp contrary, I think it 
probable that good and evil, in the ag- 
gregate, bear generally the fame pro-, 
portion to each other. But as faihion is 
allowed in every thing elfe to bear fove^ 
^^ign fvjay^ fo there may be a fafliion 
even in crimes and virtues $ and if this 
remark has any foupdatlon, one may 
fay, that if charity (public at leaft) be 
the fafiiionable virtue, Perjury is the 
prevailing vice of the prefent day. It is 
indeed a crime moft dreadfully confpicu- 
ous, fo that oaths feem now to be re- 
garded as matters of mere form, which 
o umbers daily take as things of courfe, 
without confidering the import of the 
voids they utter, or the wickednefs of 
fwearing either to what they know to be 
falfe, or to what they do not know to be 
true. 

Of this the general depravity of man- 
kind, and an almoft univerfal defcrtion 
of religious principles, have been afligned 
as caufes \ and certain it is, that when 
religious principles have loft their influ- 
ence over mens' minds, nothing remains 
to counteraft the fuggeltions of intereft, 
whenever it tempts them to break any 
other commandment, as well as that 
which prohibits FALSK-swiiARiNG.— 
Thel'e caules, I have no doubt, operate 
confiderably in producing the evil which 
is fo much complained of. But there is 
a particular one, which I believe has 
hitherto efcaped public animadverfion, 
though it hath a dircft and manifeft ten- 
dency to dcftroy the foundation of thole 
religious notions, which give to an oath 
its only ftrength and faniticn. 

We all know the influence of bad ex- 
amples, and how greatly it is increafcd 
by the dignity of ftation, or character, in 
thofe who exhibit them. It is alfo gene- 
rally fair!, and I believe it to be generally 
true, that the example of the Profes- 
sors oi religion hath a more powerful 
effect on the mind of their diiciples, than 
the dotSlrine they preach. A Clergy- 
man's <luty, therefore, requires^ that he 
not only keep himfeif free from guilt, 
but that his cha*a£ler, like that ot Cae- 
far's wife, (hould be even above fufpi- 
cion. What, then, is to be expe£ltd, 
if he lay himfeif open to reproach in 
ihls rcipc^t \ It is not unufual for lay- 
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men to a{k with what face the Cler^ ca» 
preach againft Perjury^ when fo many of 
them buy tbeir livings f ** Pudet bate 
opprobria dici^ et non potuijfe refelii.^" 
. The numberlefs advert ifements of pre- 
fentations, and the bare- faced manner in 
which they are often fold, afford, it muft 
be confeifed, but too fair a pretence for 
this infinuation. For to fuppofe that in 43// 
thofe cafes they are purcbafed by friends 
or relations, and freely given to the 
clerk, without expectation of re-payment 
or remuneration of any kind, implies 
fuch a meafure of difmtepeiied benevo- 
lence in the world, as Chriftian charity 
would, indeed, willingly hope, bit a very 
moderate degree of experience will find it 
diflicult to believe. 

If, then, it be admitted, that many 
Clergymen buy their livings, which 
I fuppofe is too notorious to be gravely 
denied, I would defire you to read the 
following oatbi which every one of them 
mwiifolemfily take before his Inftitution. 

*' I do fwear, that I have made 

nq fimoniacal payment, contra^, or pro- 
mife, direftly or indireflly, by myliilt, or 
by any other to my knowledge, or with 
my confent, to any perfonor perfons what- 
focver, for or concerning the procuring^ 
and obtaining of this ecclefiaftical dig- 
nity, place, preferment, ofHce, or living 
of ; nor will at aiiy time here- 

after perform or fatisfy any fuch kind of 
payment, contra6t, or promife, made by 
any other, without my knowledge or con- 
fent : So help me God, through Jefus 
Chrift.** Every man, who hath the leaft 
refpeft for religion, muft be fbocked at 
iuppofition that any Preaiber of the 
Go/pel fhould be capable of purchsifing a 
benefice, and afterwards of taking tbts 
oatb, without any apparent confcioulhefs 
of having perjured bimfelf, 

I am not ignorant that the Courts of 
Law are favourable to this kind of tra flic, 
provided the purchafe be made before an 
a6lual vacancy, and even before the in- 
cumbent is Jick and about to die. But is 
that fufficient to fatisfy a man^s con- 
fcience ? Is there the leaft ambiguity in 
the expieftions which this oath contains } 
Is there the remoteit polfibility of evad- 
ing the force of fo clear and comprt hen- 
five a form of words ? Indeed, if there 
were any, I fliould think that a very ac- 
commodating confcicncc which could fa- 
tisfy itl'clf with a mere cvafion. Be tliat 
as it may, the defign of the oath is ob- 
vious, and cannot be miftr^ken ; and it is 
comprifed (as I befoie cblcrvc;!) in fo 
plain and clear[^ifej^f^®i§g^i:le the 
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jeioft expert cafuift to make his cfcape ei- 
ther from the letter, or the ipint cf it. 
The having «* made no payment, con- 
trait, or promife, dire^ly orindlre^ily, 
by mylelt or by any ether, to my know- 
ledge or with my conlcnt, to any pciion 
orpcribns whatfCcvcr, tor or ccnccming 
the prccurirg and obtaining of this bene- 
fice, "are y^ro»^ Ivor J:, Mr. Editor and, 
as I ihould conceive, JiJ^cuU to be Jwal- 
lowed by any anfcienc^' itiJX is not con- 
vinced of their bcingihiflly true. But, as if 
thecompofrrs of the oath had forcleeri the 
future depravity of the Chriitian world, 
and efFe6tiiaily to Ihut up every avenue 
that might lead to this wicked merchan- 
dize, a clauie was added, which they 
not unrealbnably thought would pi eel udc 
rvery evalion. <* Nor will, at any time 
kcreafter, perform or fatisfy any fuch 
kind of payment, contraft, or promife, 
made by any otlier without my know- 
ledge or conlcnt.** 

If this oath has failed to produce the 
intended effe^ $ if eccleHallical benefices. 
are frcouently bought, and by thofe who 
know they mMiifoiemnly /wear that they 
neither have bought them mediately or 
immediately, nor will repay any otners 
who may have bought them without 



their previous knowledge, I deem it «• 
imputation on the fagacity cf ihofe "who 
impolcd it j for befoic the faa had be- 
come not rioiis, it might havejuftly be 
confidert-d a Itbcl, not urtlyon th^ l.i^r^y 
alone, but on bhrnannaiurf it.^ij, to hare 
fuppoled it polTible. 

To propoie the remedy fcr an evil 
pregnant with fuch pernic.ciTs confc- 
quercfs. is not the infcntitn ot this let- 
ter. I hope that will be doi e by lome 
other corrclpondent more adequate to the 
talk. The foregoing thoughts arc re- 
fpc<ilfuilv cffertd to the coniidcr.it ion of 
e*veiy Cier. ywan^ who is deliberating 
about K\it f^uicbafr of a li*uing^ in any 
manner whatfcevcr ; and if but ck^ be 
hereby prevented trv m doing it, I (ball 
enjoy the fatisiaSion of not having writ- 
ten them in vain. 

It wruld be trcfpalfing too far on your 
pages, at prclent, to luggeft liame rca- 
i'ons why the patron who/tl/s a prthmta^ 
tion is highly culpable, thougb not,

iN Septemberi36S, the Pope promoted 
*■ Langham to the dienky of Cardinal* .

Whether the 
pride of Edward was hurt becaufe he 
bad not been confulted upon his promo- 
tion, or that that peviihneis of difpofition, 
which the misfortunes attendant upon 
this period of his life had engendered, 
had already begun to operate, muft be 
left to conje6\ure. Stimulated by fome 
paffion inimical to his former favourite, 
ne oixlered the temporalities of bis Arch- 
bifhoprick, as if the fee were vacant, to 
be feiiedf. Langham, obferving that 
the tide of monarchical attachment, 
which had longfmce rifen to a flood, was 
ebbing fad away, did not ufe any efforts 
to oppofe its current. He did, indeec^

of his office. He found, however, no 
difficulty in repelling this charge, and, it 
appears, fo much to the fatisfaftion of 
the Pontiff, that he in the fame year 
elevated him to the dignity of Cardinal 
Bi/hop cf Praenefte. 

Wittelfey, Archbiihop of Canterbury, 
dying in July 1374 •, the Brotherhood 
of Chrift Church, who retained agratefpl 
remembrance of the Cardinal's gencrofity 
to them, made a poftulation f for him^ 
which gave ercat offence to the King, he 
tiaving, as has been ftated, fuperfeded 
him, and it was not without coniiderabte 
difficulty and exuence to them that Ed- 
ward was inducea to remit the fentenceof 
baniffiment which he had pronounced 
againft them for their infolenftf. For 
once the Pope coincided with the Mo- 
narch, and allowed his interference in the 
affairs of the Church to be neceflary. 
Gregory would not confirm the poftula- 
tion. His reafon for this refufal is faid 
to have been, becaufe Langham was Co 
able and indefatigable a man in bufmefs, 
that in the delicate fituation of the affairs 
of the Holy See his prefence was abfo- 
lutely neceflary at Avignon J. 

The year 1375 was rendered remarka- 
ble by the mortality occasioned by the 
plague in England : in ccnfe()uence of 
which the Cardinal obtained from the 
Pope two § bulls, granting to all thofe 
that died penitently witliin fix months 
fubfequent to their date, full pardon for 



all fins whatfoever ; a claofe which. It 
will be underftood, did not generally enter 
into thofe inftrumcnts, becaufe there were 
many fins exempted from the abP^lution 
of ordinary priefts, and refenred to Bifhops, 
or even to the Pope himfelf, to pardon. . 

It appears by fome letters which paf]ed 
upon the cccafion, and which are ftill ex- 
tant II, that the attention of Langham 
was next engaged in founding fome chan- 
tries at Kilburn ^, the monalfery of which 
was a cell to that of Saint Peter, and alfo 
in rebuilding the church at the former 
place. 

Towards endowing this edifice be gave 
1000 marks, to purchafe an eftate of forty 
marks pn annum 5 and for rebuilding the 
weft part of the Abbey at Weftminfter, 
600 marks. So much was the heart of the 
Cardinal fet upon the completion of thefe 
and fome other architectural defigns, that 
when the Pope began to make preparation 
to leave Avignon, and to transfer tne Holy 
See again to Rome, he took every^ oppor- 
tunity to fhcw his averfion to going thi- 
ther, and had a£>ually made overturei, 
through the medium of his friends at 
Court, to foothe and reprefs the Indign^- 
tion of his Monarch, and to procure for 
himfelf an invitation to England. 

This invitation did arrive at Avignon ; 
but, alas 4 at a time when it could be of 
no ufe to the Cardinal ; for while the ne- 
gotiation was pending he received a pa- 
ralytic ftroke as he fat at dinner^ under 
the confequences of which he lan?uifhed 
two days, and then expired. This event 
happened July »i, 1376. His body was, 
according to the direSlion of his will, 
£rll depoiited in a new-built church of

By his will he bequeathed a large do* 
nation to the fupport of the fabric of the 
Abbey at Weftmmfter. The whole of hit 
benefa^lions to this place, including the 
fums he paid to difcharge the debts of his 

firedeceffors, and what he gave in his 
ife-time for the celebration of his anni- 
verfary, to found chantries, and to the 
fabric, amounted to the enormous fum of 
io,8ooh as we learn from the fubfequent 
verfcs :

Thechara^lerofthis Prelate, as given 
by Flete f , is, " that he was a man of 
great capacity, very wife, and very elo- 
quent :" a charafler which, ^ven allow- 
ing fot the prejudice of Monachifm to- 
virard *fo eminent a benefactor to the 
Church, will not be difouted, if we con- 
fider alfo that he filled fome of the highcft 
departments of the State, undera Monarch 
who is, by all hiltorians, allowed to have 
been as eminent for his wifdom and dif- 
cemment as he was for his courage and 
military glory. The laws that were made, 
the countries that were conquered, the 
heroic actions that were performed, both 
by armies and individuals, and the mag- 
nificence that was, in confequence of thofc

ftdirancement of fuch a man as Langham 
to the moft principal pofts in adminil^ra- 
tion, while it renc6l$ honour upon the 
charafter of the monarch, is equally cre- 
ditable to that of the Miniftcr. But if a 
further confinnation was wanted of the 
abilities and integrity of the Cardinal, it 
is to be dilcovered by pbfcrving the good 
difpofition of two Popes, whofe gtnius 
and talents eminently qualified thtm for 
theftation they filled, and thole turbulent 
times in which they lived, toward him. 

Urban and Gregory, who feem to have 
been born to foothe the pafilions and fof- 
tcn the afperity of two faftions, the molt 
ungovernable both in their principles and 
anions, found, in their endeavours to 
furb and reprcis the licentioulnefs of nu- 
merous hordes of fierce, enthufiaftical, and 
arm fit polemics, an able afliftant in Lang- 
ham \ nay, perhaps, his mildnefs, fupe- 
rior learning, and unbounded liberality, 
might have been greatly inftrumental in 
forwarding that reconciliation which was 



nearly effeflcd at the tunc of his de- 
ceale. 

Having, therefore, faid thus much in 
his commendation, let mc, to fura up the 
whole, obllrve, that the pen of malignity 
has not, in tracing the courle of his active 
life, been able to affix the flightcit ftigma 
upon his chnra6\er, except in the affair of 
Wicklitf. And who, at this diftance of 
time, can fav, that lie might not, in the 
tenets of the latter, difcern principles ini- 
mical to his order, or indeed to hij 
church ? 

Self prcfervation is the great law of 
nature. To that tendency may be attri- 
buted many of the a6>ions of mankind 
that are morally, nay relipjioufiy, reprc- 
henfible : thei*cl"ore, blciTed is the memory 
of that man, but Itipremely blcflld the me- 
mory of that Minifk-r, cf whom his 
pofterity may fay, that he has, in a long 
and buly period of exigence, committed 
but one fault, been only accufcd of one 
error I

^T'HE public has been long in ex?e£la- 
•^ tion of this work, but not without 
difcoveringits impatience. Though thedi- 
re6>ors of the mechanical paitot it declar- 
cd repeatedlv in the public papers, that it

ciaic of the expedition. The immcnfe 
extent of that empire concerning which 
thefe Volumes treat, the regard due to its 
ar.tiquity, its ftatc ot voluntary disjunc- 
tion rr.d (eparation from the reft of the 
habitable globe, the rare and ufeful arti- 
cles of commerce and manufafiure with 
which it abounds, the overflowing and 
unexr.mpled population which it teems 
with in every part, and above all the wif- 
dc m ot thofc laws, and of that admini- 
ftrntion, which has produced tholi: won- 
dti k\\\ t-flrc5>.s, by methods wholly untried 
fcy, and indeed unknown to the inhabi- 
laiiis o< Europe, have all united to ftimu- 
iatc, at the fame time that they hiftified 



That wc may delay our readers as lit- 
tle as poflTible from that information con- 
cerning this publication which they have 
a right to expe£l from us, we flisdl fay 
merely, that it is divided into Chapters } 
to each of which is prefixed, a full tabic 
of contents ; that the nautical part is fup- 
plied by SirErafmus Gower, the natural 
hiftory by Dr. Gillan and Mr. Barrow j 
fhe former chiefly confining himfelf to the 
foflTil kingdom, the latter to the vegetable 
and animal. To Mr. Barrow alio the 
book is indebted for fome important geo- 
graphical details. The military archi- 
te6\ure and hiftory which is tcund in 
this work is fumiihed by Captain Partih, 
who has given the moft exa6^ account that 
is now to be found in Europe of that 
itupendous and original monument of 
antiquity, the 'wallo' China. The por- 
tions of this undertaking that have been 
fupplied by the chief conduf^or of the 
expedition arenot diltin6\ly pointed oo», 
unlefs the dtr^Slions for the behaviour of 
his |>eoi>le on their arrival on thefc almoft 
untrodden fliores, may be conCdered 
as coming from his hand. They are 
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probably, like the reft of the book, the 
joint produ^ion of himftlf and the Seci-e- 
tary of fimhafly 5 in which r^^ gf*^ ^'<'« 
may not always de£re to be obfervcdy 
even where he is a^ually prcfent \ eminent 
perlbns of the prcfent day differing, tn tbis 
9r/t>f&, from thofe of antiquity, that they 
lecm more fearful of the ctnfure that 
may fall than deHrousof the^rii//? that is 
conferred on authors. 

As we proceed in our account of this 
work,we fliall refer occafionally to "Bell's 
Travels," fo far as they arc concerned 
with the fame traas. This is a book of 
merit and reputation, and maj^ often 
lerve to confinn and to explain, if not to 
•verturn, doubtful fafts. I know not 
that it would be reafonable altogether to 
overlook ^neas Anderfon^s *• Narrative 
•f the Britifh Embafly to China/' Mul- 
titm lUe^ like his predecelTor of Troy, 
it term joQatus et alto j and though not 
yet honoured with the notice of his dig- 
■ificd partners in the eicpedition, he can 
now join to the general patronage of the 
public the Right Honouiable Colonel in 
"ivbofe regiment be fervesy and to whom 
his book is now dedicated. 

The fubjea of the Fit^ Chaffer of Sir 
George Staunt«n*s work is, tbe Occqfion 
0f tbt Emhajfy. He confiders in tliis 
chapter the privileges granted by the 
Chinefe Government to U>e Portuguefe, 
who were the firft Europeans that vifited 
China by lea. Favour alfo was (hewn 
Co the Dutch, in confequence of affift. 
^iTict fupplied by them for the re- 
duction of a formidable enemy, named 
Coihing-Ga, whofe^ fleets infclled the 
ea(km coafts of China towards the middle 
of the lafl century. Many unfavourable 
imprefTions in the mean time were excited 
againfi the Euglith in the minds of the 
Chinefe. On occasion of feme compli- 
ment or rejoicing, the guns which were 
^red by one of thofe Britifh vefTels which 
navigate between India and Canton kil- 
J«d, tor want of fu6Bcient precaution, two 
Cbmefe in a boat near the veffel in the 
river of Canton. The Viceroy of the 
province inftantly dnnanded the perfonof 
the gunner who committed the faft 5 and 
beiug prepofleffed by an ik opinion of the 
EngiiA, who were repneTentcd by their 
European rivals in trade as prone to every 
kind of wickednefs, fci7€d on one of the 
principal fupercargoes, to fecurehis main 
objea. Each party appeared in arras, 
and in confiderable force ; and nothing 
but the delivery of the unhappy gunner 
could avert the miichief. 
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been the prejudices of the Chineic againil 
this country, that nothing but a liiccef. 
iion of Britilh iubje^s, rehding in a dig- 
nified fiation at Pekin, whole cautious 
conduft and courteous manners would 
be calculated to gain the eltecm of the 
upper, and refpeft of the lower clafles of 
the Chinefe, leemed likely to produte 
the confidence neceffary to a defirable al- 
liance with them. The admittance of 
fuch, however, in the firfi indance, mufi 
be a matter of forae difficulty and hazard. 
A Britifh fubjeft in the fervice of the 
Ealt India Company, who had attained 
the lar^age of the country, was punilhed 
by ' -cprels order from Pekin, for having 
atteijipted to penetrate to that capital^ 
with % view of prefenting, in obedience t« 
his it)].erior8, a memorial of grievances 
from the Britifh factory. 

It was prefumed that better fuccefs 
might nttend an Envoy of rank, invefted 
with a Rojral cbmmiflion ; and it behoved 
the Adminiflration of this country to 
feleft a perfon of tried prudence, as well 
as of long experience in diftant Courts 
and countries, to enter upon a buGnefs 
of fuch difficulty and delicacy j and who 
would be contented with his Iccuring fu- 
ture fuccefs, without enjoying the Iplen- 
dour of inftant advantages. 

The fubjeft of Chapter the Second is 
the Preparations for tbe Emtaffy 5 and 
of thefe the mofl interefting parts relate 
to the meafures taken to procure fuitab!^ 
Cbtnefe Interpreters, By the means of Ci *- 
dinal Antonelli, prefe6t of the congrega- 
tion for propagating the faith, letters of 
powerful recommendation were ©Stained 
to the Italian MifTionaries in China, as 
well as to the Curators of the Chinefe 
College at Naples. The College at this 
capital was found to contain fevcral 
young men from China. Some had al- 
ready refided in that College many years 5 
and the Latin and Italian languages were 
fufficiently familiar to them. Due care 
had been ait the fame time taken, that they 
fhould not, by difufe, forget ^heir own j 
they being all intended for the prielthood. 
By the afliftance of Sir William Hamil- 
ton, his Majcfty's Minifter at Napli:Sy 
two Chinefe, of amiable manners, and 
perfeftly qyalificd to interpret between 
their native language and the Latin or 
Italian, which the Ambaflador under- 
flood, accompanied the Secretary of Em- 
bafTy on his return to England, in May 
1792, in order to embark lor China. * 

They began early to be of ulc in fug-" 
getting, from what they recolle£^ed of 
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preparations for tn expedition thither.— 
lii the choice ot* prclcnts, according to 
Eaitcrn manners fo indifpeniable, for the 
Emperor and his Court, they mentionui 
what they thought might be moft accep. 
table. It wuukl have been vain to think 
of furpafling, in public prclcnts of mere 
ftiew or complicated imchanii'm, either as 
to woikmannup or cott, wjiat had been 
already conveyed to China through pri- 
vate channels. It was thought, that what- 
•ver tended to illultrute Icience, or pix>inotc 
the arts, would give more fatisfaclicn 
to a prince whofc time of lite would 
naturally lead him to leek, in tfvwjf ob- 
je£)', the utility of which it was luic^ti. 
ble. Ajironomy being a Icience peculiarly 
etteemed in China, tlic latclt and moft 
improved inftrumcnts for alliftingits ope« 
rations^ as well as the molt perte6t 
imitation that had yet been made cf the 
celeflial movements, could fcarccly fail of 
being acceptable. 

C^ftcim/KS of t hi If ft Bt'iiijh Manufac* 
turesy and all the late inventions for add- 
ing to the convcniencies and ctmforts of 
fcciai Wit might anlwer the double pur- 
ppfe ot giatitying thofe to whom they 
xvtie to be urefented, and of exciting a 
more general demand for the purchale cf 
ijmilai articles. 

In X\\t, 'Third Chapter we have an ac- 
count of the Pajfuge to MaJc/ray and 
fomf notices of that Iftand, Our Author 
obfcrvts on thtfra-Jicknefs, with which 
moll of their frefli water paflcj-.gers weie 
afflicted when they got cleai ot the land, 
that none of the Midlhipmen, though 
they had no othej- lodgings by the regu- 
lations of the Navy than that of Iwingmg 
in liamniocksovcr the coillrios of the ca- 
bles, near that part of the Ihip which is 
called the cock-]ut, and wlieie hot and 
con/iiicd air, ar^d lometimes nciliine 
fcents might be nj-r to provoke nauica in 
the ftomach, letu.cd to fufiVr fn -m this 
mabdy, though Icmc of them were cf 
very tender years, r.rw on il.eir /Irll 
voyage, and of ccr.i'iiturion ^p] ;ijvnt]y de- 
licate. They prop-.-bly were j>rclervtii, in 
Ibme mealure, Ircni every complr.int, by 
their cxt rat rdinary acilvityand txerticiis 
in their new en^jd, ;n-erii, and by the 
elevation of their I'pirits on heintr ){. 
berattd Aim the r.i?ckJvS of a icnucl, 
and gratified with a fuliordinuie au- 
thority in the llilp. 1 hey were tlic 
iirft to ai'cend tiie tcj^s of the malU, cr to 
clamber on the beams called yards, iwi'^ 
pended acrofs tbcm, holding only by a 
rope, ftnd in fuch apparent peril, that a 
younc fpeflator, retkctinc on the cuick 



alarms of maternal tendemefs, excIaimeJy 
in the language ufually fpolcen by the 
Chinefe interpreters,^ wn/r^'j nunc 'vide- 
rent I '" were their mothers to fee them in 
that pollurc!'* 

The fourth. Fifth, and SfX/b Chap- 
ters of the book treat, in lucceiIiou« ot the 
pafifage to Teneriffe, jmd to Sr. J ago :— 
The courfe acrofs th« Atlantic to Kio dc 
Janeiro in South America j and the pal* 
lagc to the Sout' 'rrn part of the Indian 
Ocean; with a view of the I Hands of 
Triftan d'Acunha, and of St. Paul and 
Amllcrdam. In none of thefc chapters 
does any thing leem to occur with which 
we (hould wilh to detain our readers. 

The Scvenh Cbapf^r defcribes the en* 
trance into the Straits of Sunria ; tbr /7. 
Jit to Batuvia and Bantam, tn the If and 
of Ja'va ; the appearance of the Sousb^rn 
Ex ire mi ly of the Ijland of Sun:atra, and 
the Pajfage through the Straits of Bania 
to Pulo-Condore. At Batavia the Am- 
baflador received difpatches from the 
CommiflTioners of the Englilh Eaft-India 
Company ai Canton, who had been em- 
ployed to announce the Embafiy regularly 
to the Chinefe Govcrimrent. Theledil- 
patches Itated, that it was with no Imall 
Uouble and difficulty that the Chincic 
merchants, who were the only interpre- 
ters, could be brought to comprehend the 
pai ticuiars of tht? letter, and the real objeft 
of the EmbaUy. It ended, however, in a 
promiic that a letter ftiould be forwarded 
to the Emperor, and tlie rciult made 
known. Accordingly, feme time after- 
terwards, ** his Imperial Majclty's plea- 
lure was publiflied u[>on the iubjcii, in 
an edi6l declaring his fatisfailion at tlw 
intended Embafl'y, and giving orders that 
pilots lliouidbe properly itationed to con- 
dud the (hips, in which the Emballador 
and the preients from the King of Great 
Britain were expe*Sled, into the pert cf 
Tien-liing, or any other they might think 
more convenient.'* 

The Commiflioners addetl, *' that the 
imprelhon looked for frcm the Embafly 
had already taken place on the Olncers 
of Government at Canton. Lefs inter- 
ruption to foreign trade, and a more 
ready attention to the reprefentattons of 
the Commilfioners, was very apparent j 
and the Hoppo was already laid to have 
in contemplation to abolilh the extrava- 
gant charges at Macao, by which means 
one of the principal impohtioi)s \ipon fo- 
reigners would be fupprcircd." 

Batavia is inhabited by great multi- 
tudes of Chinefe, who make themfelves 
uleful in that vaft emoorium of the Eaft. 
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An indiffcrelice to fheir fate which wag 
teiUfied by an Emperor of China, affords 
a Hnzular inftance of a pcculiai'ity of 
thinking prevalent in that Empire. It is 
recorded in this chapter. 

" In the year 1740, a confiderablc 
number of Cnine(e> refiding in diffei^nt 
parts of the country, joined in a revolt 
under the command of a man who laid 
he was defcended from an Emperor of 
China ; and who, being joined alfo by 
ieveral Javanefe, attacked Batavia, but 
was repulfed. A fire, fome days after- 
wards, took place among the Chtnele 
buildings of that city, and feveral of the 
owners were acculed of oppofing, with 
anns, the extinguiihment of it, with a 
riew, as was attributed to them, of the 
coofbgration^s fpreadine to the whole 
town, that, in the confuhon, they might 
tflaflinate the Europeans, and become 
mailers of the place. The alarm was 
fuch, that the Dutch Government gave 
inftant orders to put all the Chinefe heads 
of families to de^th ; and the failors from 
the veflels in the road were brought on 
fliore, and induced, for the fake of plun- 
der, to fliarc in putting this bloody edift 
into execution. The unfortunate Chi- 
nefc made not the leaft refiftance. This 
dreadful deed was not approved by the 
Directors of the Company in Holland ; 
and much apprehenfion bemg entertained 
that the fa^ would excite the indignation 
of the Emperor of China, deputies were 
ient to him the following year, to apolo- 
gise for the meafure, as founded upon 
BtceiTity. Thofe deputies were agrcca- 
b!y furprifed in finding that the Emperor 
calmly anfwered, that he was little foii* 
atnts about the fat t of unworthy fubje Sis 
^bof in th€ purfuit §f lucre, had (quitted 
ibeir country y and abandoned the tombs-of 
tbetr ancefiors.^"* 

In this Chapter we have an account of 
the famous Uiias, or peifin-tree of Java, 
the wonderful tales of whofe malignant 
energies have derived a credit which does 
not belong to them, from the formality 
with which they have been introduced to 
the public by a celebrated phytic ian and 
botanical 'poet. The fa^s here ftated 
phce the whole queftion in its true 
light. 

** Concemine the fuppo(ed poilbn- 
tree, of which the account by Foerfch at- 
trafted little notice, at leaft in England, 
till it WHS admitted in a note of Dr. Dar- 
win*y celebrated poem of the *• Botanic 
Garden,** enquiries were made by Dr.Gil- 
laii, and otheTt belonging to the Kmb^f- 
fv. Foerfch had certainly been a furgeon

for fome time in Java, and had travelled 
into fome parts of the interior of the 
country 5 but his relation of a tree fo 
venemous as to be deftni6live, by its ex- 
halations, at fome miles diftance, is 
compared there to the fiflions of Baron 
Munchaufen, or as a bold attempt to 
impofe on the credulity of perfons'at a 
diitance ; yet, as it was thought a dif- 
credit to the country to be fufpe61ed of 
producing a vegetable of fo venemous a 
quality, a Dutch dilTertatton has been 
written in refutation of the ftory. It 
appears from thence that information was 
requefted, on the part of the Dutch Go- 
vernment of Batavia, from the Javanefe 
Prince, in whofe territories this dreadful 
vegetable was aflcrted to be growing ; 
and that the Prince, in his anfwer, denied 
any knowledge of fuch a produ^ion. 
Rumphius, indeed, a refpeftable author 
in natural hiltory, of the laft century, 
mentions a tree growing at Macaflar, to 
which he gave the name of toxicaria ; 
and relates, that not only the red rofin 
contained a deadly poifon, but that the 
drops, falling from the leaves u})on the 
men employ^ in collc^ing this rofm 
from the trunk,produced, unlefsthey took 
particular care m covering their bodies, 
fwcllings and much illnefs; and that the ex- 
halations from the tree were fatal to fome 
^ fmall birds, attempting to perch upon its 
branches. But many particubrs of this 
account, however far removed from that of 
Foerfch, are given not upon the author^s 
own ob^rvation, and may have been ex- 
aggerated. It is a common opinion at 
Batavia, that there exifts in that country 
a vegetable poifon, which, rubbed on the 
daggers of^ the Javenele, renders the 
flighteft wounds incurable ; though fome 
European practitioners have of Tate af- 
fertcd, that they had cured perlbns 
fbbbeti by thefe weapons j but not with- 
out having taken the precaution of keep- 
ing the wound long open, and procuring 
a fuppuration. One of the keepers of 
the medical garden at Batavia aHurni 
Dr. Gillan, that a tree diftilling a pqi- 
fonous juice was in that colle6>i< n ; but 
that its qualities were kept lecret from 
moft people in the fettlement, left the 
knowledge of them (ho\iM fintl its way to 
the (laves, who might be tempted to make 
an ill ufe of it." 

We cannot avoid remarking from this 
quotation, on the fide of Dr. Darwin, 
that the myltcry with which the poHc>% 
perhaps wile, ol Batavia tliinks it nt-cc!- 
fary to cover alt enquiries upon this luh- 
je^>, has pievcnteUi leuningly» fv dccilWe 
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an inveftigation of it at the prccifion of 
fpeculative philofophy demands : though 
we confcls that Focrlch's account U too 
improbable to be admitted> even upon 
much Wronger evidence. 

In ihe Straits of Sunda, the voyagers 
vifited two fniall idauds^ calledthe Cap and 
Button 5 and in one of them were found 
tAvo caverns, running horizontally into 
^c (ides of the rocky and in thefe were 
a number of thofc birdi-nejii io much 
prized by the Chinefe epicures. They 
ieemed to be com poled of fine filaments » 
^mented together by. a tranfparent vif. 
cous matter, not unlilce what is left 
hy the foam of the lea, upon llones alter* 
nately covered bv the tide } or thofe ge- 
latinous animal ^bflances found floating 
on every coall. The nclts adhere to caca 
other, and to the fides of the cavern, 
moftly in rows, without any break or in- 
terruption. The birds that build thefe 
nedtk arc Ihiall grey fwailows, with beiliet 
of a dirty white. They were flying 
about in confidcrable numbers \ but they 
were fo Imall, and their flight fo quick, 
that they efcaped the (hot fired at them. 
They feed on infe^ls, which they And 
hovering over flagnated pools, between 
the mountains \ and for catching which 
their wide opening beaks are particularly 
Adapted. They prepare their nefts from 
the befl renmants of their food. They 
•re placed in horizontal rows, at different 
4epths, from fifty to five hundred feet. 
The colour and value of the nefls depend 
en the quantity and quality of the infect 
caught, and perhaps olfo on the fituatioB 
where they are built. Their value is 
chiefly determined by the uniform flneneiii 
and delicacy of their texture \ thofe that 
are white and tranfparent being mofl 
•fteemed, and fetching often in China 
tlieir weight in filver. Thefe nefla are 
a conGderable obje^ of traifio among the 
Javanefe ; and many arc employed in it 
from their infancy. The bu-ds, having 
fpent near two months in preparing their 
seAs, lay each two eggs, which are 
batched in about fifteen days. When 
the young birds become fledged, it is 
thought time to ft ize upon their neiU, 
which is done regularly thrice a year, 
and is effe6U'd by means of ladders of 
bamboo and reeds, by which the people 
deicend into the cavern ; but when it is 
very deep, rope- ladders are preferred.— 
This operation is attended with much 
danger ^ and feveral break their necks in 
the attem}»t. The inhabitants of the 
Oiountains generally employed in it, begin 
always by lacrificing a buialo ^ whick 
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cudom is confbmtly obferved by the Java* 
nefe on the eve of every extraordinary 
cnterpiize. They alfo pronounce fonle 
prayers, anoint thcmfelves with f^eet- 
icented oil, and fmoke the entrance oi the 
cave with gum-benjamin. Near fomc 
of tliefe caverns a tutelar goddefs is wor* 
fhipped, whofe pried bufbs incenic, and 
lay^ liis prote£ling bands on every perfon 
preparing to defcend into the cavern. A 
flambeau is carefully prepared at the 
fame time, with a gum which exudea 
from a tree growing in the vicinity, aad 
is not eafily extinguiflied by fixed air or 
fubterraneous vapours. The fwallow, 
which builds thofe nefts, is defcribed aa 
not having its tail feathers marked with 
white fpots, which is a charaAer attri* 
buted to it by Linnaeus ; and it is pofii* 
ble that there are two fpecies or va. 
rieties of the fwaUow, whofe nefta art 
alike valuable. 

Of the Malay inhahUanti of the fouth* 
em extremity of Sumatra an impartial 
account is given by Sir George 5Uun« 
ton } from which, if they do not appear 
Itfs formidable than they have been re- 
pWfented by former travellers, they 
di (cover occaftonally fome pentr^us and 
bofpUable ^ttaliiieSf which tney wane not 
thought to pofTefs. 

Our Autnor acknowledges that moft of 
thofe who were feen by the pafllcsgers of 
the Lion and Hindoflon had countenances 
which indicated no controul of the mind 
over the fenfual and vulgar paflSons ^ yet 
fome degree of confidcrate civilization 
ieems occafionally to dired their con- 
du6l. Of this the following inflance it 
narrated : 

<< Sir Erafmus Gower, previous to his 
departure for Batavia, caufed a board .to 
be nailed to a poft, crt£led on the Suma- 
tra beach, on which boaid wci:c written 
dire^iotts to the Jackall, in cafe fhe 
fhould call there in his ab fence. On his 
return, he perceived that the board had 
been taken down, and the nails, which it 
feems were valuable to the Malays, car- 
ried away. And here a mere favage 
would have relied fatisfied with the 

f ratification of his own wants, and 
ttle felicitous about the obje<5k for 
which the board had been placed there by 
ib'angers ; bui the Malay, willing to 
reconcile that obje^ with his own, took 
caj'e, after removing the nails, to replace 
the board with wooden pegs \ aiul it waa 
fouiKl in this condition, inverted, indeed, 
through ignorance of tlie language writ- 
ten on it. Thai letters arc not abfclurcly 
unknown amongti them was evident from 
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tlic circamftance of fome gentlemen of the 
Lion meeting, as they were walking 
throagh the woods io a confpicuous path, 
two lines, probably in the Malay lan- 
guage, cut on the thin bark of a bamboo, 
tied acrols a poft." 

In the next pai-agraph there is an ac- 
count of a Teaman belonging to the Lion, 
who, by chance, was left alone on Oiore 
with a con^erahle quantity of linen to 
be waihed,and flroUing, unthinkingly, to 
a nei^bouring village, was hofpitably 
treated and alfifted. The very next day 
£ome of the Mabys murdtfted one of tlie 
moft valuable artificers belonging to the 
Embafly, who went with a fmall bundle 
of Gnen in his hand to wa(h in a part of 
Che river a little above the fhore. §uch is 
the precarioulhers of the manners and 
prmciples of fatages. 

Dr. Swift^ has amufed his readers, in 
Ae «* Voyage to Laputa,*' with a ridicu- 
lous fchemeofa ctrtzin famrifui ^rojc^or 
to form apparel from /pie/ers ivfbs. Sir 
G. S. tells, that in the Java forefts 
were found, in fome open Ipots, webs 
■of i'pidei's woven with threads of fo 
^tmg a texture, as not eafily to be 
divided without a cutting inftrument ; 
fo different weje they from thofc flimfy 
nets fpun by luch inle^ls in this country. 

Chapter the Etgbtb trcatt of Cochin 
China, on the coait of which country our 
}^a*uigators experienced confidcrablc difli- 
culty in procuring a pilot to condu^ them 
in thofe unexplored trafts. 

** Many canoes were ften filhing be- 
tween the iitipsand the land. The neareft 
were hailed ; but not caring to approach 
ftrange veflels, they immediately made 
(ail, and fcudded away diredUy before 
tlie wind. Oneofthefe canoes was, how- 
ever, overtaken at length by a boat dil- 
patched by the Hindoltan, and a hfher. 
man was conveyed on board. He was an 
old man, with funken eyes, his head 
thinly covered with a few grey ftraggling 
hairs, 9.nd a countenance haggard with 
age and terror. He left in his boat two 
ycyng men, probably his fons $ for as he 
was extremely apprehenfive of intended 
raiichief, when the mclfcnger from the 
Ihip infirted upon taking fome one per- 
fon from the canoe, he preferred tree- 
ing them from the danger, though by 
expofmghimielf to it. When he got to the 
Hindoltan, he appealed as if petrified at 
the fight of the Ipacious deck, the gr^rat 
guns, the ninnbcrof peoplr, and, above 
all, at the height of the mads, from which 
he could fcajceiy withdraw his eyes, as if 
irarfui left they (hculdfali upon oii^, Of 
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the Chinefe on board, none could render 
them/elves intelligible to this poor man, 
or underftand a word of what lie uttered. 
Queftions were written in the Chinefe 
charadcr before him ; but he made figns 
to teltify that he knew not how to read or 
write. The founds'of the words Cochin 
China and Turon were perfect ly unknown 
to him ; thele names not having been 
given by the inhabitants of the country, 
but by early European navigators and 
geographers. He repeatedly threw 
himfclt upon his knees, and wept, not. 
withftanding the pains taken to Ibothe 
and latisfy him ; and when, in the work- 
ing and tacking of the ihip, her head hap- 
pened to be turned from the land, hit 
alaims increaied, and befell into an agony 
of grief, imagining there was an intention 
to quit the coall and carry him off for 
ever. Victuals were offered him, of 
which he ate relu6Untly and fparingly \ 
but when a few Spanilh dollars were put 
into his ha'nds, he fliewe«l he had a know- 
ledge of their value, by carefully wrapping 
them up in a corner of his tattered gar- 
ments. After repeated efforts, he was at 
Ienfi;th made to comprehend the obje*^ lor 
which he had been brought on bonrd ; 
and being now fomewhat tranquillized, 
he pointed out the entrance into the bay 
oi Turon, which is not readily perceived 
by Itrangcrs." 

We mall not detain our readers with 
the nautical delcripiion of the entrance 
into the bay of Turon. However ultful 
it may be, and, indeed, important, it 
does not belong to our province. .We 
(hall halten on to the poor Ccchin Chinefe» 
whofe fate mud have excited fome anxiety. 

** The fifhtrman, by way of delcrib- 
ing where the Hindoltan ought to itnchor^ 
bent his left arm to reprelent the moun- 
tains which overloi)ked the hay, and 
dropped down the (ore- finger of his right 
hand, to mark the relative proper fpot 
for anchoring \ but tornadoes, or fud- 
denfqualU ot wind fromdifferent points, 
and accompanied by lightning and thun- 
der, drove the (hips again to lea ; nor 
were they able fafcly to come to an an- 
chor within the bay till the twenty.fixth 
of May. The old* Cochin Chinele was 
now difmiffed, with a compenfation for 
his fright as well as for his fervicet. 
When he was carried to the fhore, he 
jumped from the boat, almoft with the 
alert ncfs of youth, and haltening away, 
came never atterwanis near the fhips. 

The afirighted and aged mariner was 
one, it feeins, of a great multitude, who 
procure their maict^naocf on ^at fpot 

K k a ^ "^ f fi>m 
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from the contributions of the fea. The 
harbour of Turon abounds with fifli.— 
In fome of the boats the fiiherroan> his 
wife, and children continue with him, 
fheltcrcd under a circular roof, inftead of 
E flat deck. Round the youn^ childrens* 
necks are tied broad pieces ot gourd, or 
calibaOi, tu keep their bodies afloat, and 
their heads from finking, in cafe of their 
falling overboard. As often as the fifli- 
erman come on (horc, they implore their 
deities for the fafety of their families and 
their fuccefs in flfhing, by creeling linall 
altars to them among the branches of 
larger trees, or other elevated places, on 
which they make offerings of rice, fugar, 
and other vi£^uals, and burn (hort pieces 
of odorous and confecratedwood. 

Our people were received kindly and 
hofpitably at Turon ^ thoueh a ihiall 
I>ortion of fear feems to have blended it- 
Uiif with, and perhaps might fecure, the 
attentions of the natives. In returning 
from a (hort walk the European vifitors 
were attraflcd by a very fmgular diver- 
lion. 

** The Gentlcmcns' attention vTas 
foon afterwards arrellcd by a remarka- 
ble indance of agility in fome Cochin 
Chinefe young men. Sc?tn or eight of 
them (tanding in a circle were engaged in 
a game of ihittlecock. They had in 
their hands no battledores. They did 
not employ their hand or arm any way 
in ilriking it ; but after taking a (hort 



race, and fpringing from the floor, tb^ 
met the defcending (hittlecock with the 
fole of the foot, and drove it up again, 
with force, high into the air. It was 
thus kept up a confiderable time i the 
players feldom mi(ring their flroke, or 
failing to eive it the dire^ion they in- 
tended. Ihe (liittlecock was made of 
a piece of dried (kin, rolled round, and 
bound with ftrings. Into this ikin were 
inlcrted three long feathers fpreading 
out at top, but fo near to each otht^r, 
where they were (tuck into the (kin, as to 
pafs through the holes little more than a 
quarter of an inch fquare, which arc al- 
ways made in the center of the Cochin 
Chinefe copper coins. Two or three of 
thefe ferved as a weight at the bottom 
of tlie (hittlecock, and their found gave 
notice to the players when it was ap- 
proaching to them. 

" It is not at fportive games alone that 
thefe ingenious and a£live people apply 
their feet, as others do their hands. The 
lower, and at leail fome of other ranks, 

fenerally go bare-footed, and their toe» 
ave thus freer motion, and more con- 
tra£lile power, than thofe which are aU 
ways inclofed in (hoes ; and icrve jointly 
with the foot, as auxiliaries to the hands 
and Angers in the exercili! of many 
trades, particularly that of boat -build- 
ers." 

(To be (onunue<^,) 
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TT has feldom happened that the public 
"'• have been gratihcd witli authentic ac- 
counts of the caules which produce great 
events, by the a6lurs themfclves, until 
time has Iwept away both the contending 
parties. This has net been the calcwith 
tlie Fi-ench Revolution, the molt impor- 
tar.t trania<5lion that ever perplexed the 
alfonilhed world. The prelent Author 
profclVes to have had no intention of cauf- 
ing any publication on the French Revo- 
lution to appear in his lifetime, Sut that 
he has been induceil by the (land:rs of 
ionic deniocratical writers to alter his dp- 
tcrmir.aticn. 

** Tlie more marks of efteem and good 
will I have received,'' fays he, ** from 
the Englilh nation, the more I think it 
my duty to refute the attacks made upon 
niv moral chajaclcr by writings deflined 
to ierve a^ materirils tor hiltory. It is 
tor the purpoi'c of v indicating myfclf that 



I publi(h, at this time, and in tlie 
Enplifh language, that part of my Me- 
moirs which comprtfes all the hiftory of 
France from my return from the Colonies 
in 1783, to the entry of the Pruflian and 
Aulfrian armies into Champagne.'* 

The tranfailion for which he has been 
cenfured is the quelling the infurrcftiv>n 
at Nantes ; from all blame in which af- 
fair it is but juftice to acknowledge he 
has acquitted himfelf in a very fatista^lo- 
ry manner. 

In the courfe of this volume we find 
many amiable traits in the character of 
the unhappy King of France, many cir- 
cumilances to (hew the weaknefs and 
foWy of La Fayette, whofe good inten- 
tions feem to be admitted, though he is 
defcribed as one whofe only deilre was to 
be confpicuous on the theatre of the 
world, and to make himleif the fubje^of 

Neckar, 
and 
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tod many of the vUIaoies of Orleans. — 
In (hort, a good deal of fecret h)ftory»told 
without afi'e61ationy and with no orna- 
B>ent of language. 

Wc Ihall not felcfl any thing particu- 
larly regarding the French Revolution, 
though there aie many curious fafts 
which might be produced. The follow- 
ing account of the King of Sweden, to 
whofc fervice the Marquis had devoted 
himfeif, will exhibit proofs both of the 
Quixotilin as well as the virtues of that 
romantic Monarch : 

** In the night of the llxtcenth and fc- 
rentccnth of March the King of Sweden 
was affainnated, and with him fell his 
projefts. By his death wc were deprived 
rather of a ufclul friend than a powerful 
ally. By me, as an individual, his lofs 
was rooft fenfibly felt j not only his ihin* 
jng and heroic qualities had excited my 
clteem and admiration ; I likewife felt 
for this prince an attachment which a 
knowledge of his opennefs and generofity, 
joined to that intcreft he ever took in my 
atfairs, had inl'pired me with. I pro- 
pofed attaching my fate to his, and (if I 
may be permitted fo to cxprefs mylclf ) 
uniting with bis, my own fortune and 
cxilicnce. Even had the monarchy been 
rc-cftabli(hed in France, I doubt whether 
that could have feparatcd me from him. 
It perhaps may not be unpleafing to my 
readers, if I mfert feme few paiticulars 
•riative to the latter part of the life, the 
tragic death, tlie perfon and chara^er of 
this Monarch ; on the authenticity of 
them they may depend. 

" The King of Sweden, purpofing to 
leave his dominions on a long and dange- 
rous expedition which he meditated 
againft France, had, in the month of 
January 1792, convened the States of his 
kingdom at Gcfle, fcventeen Swedifti 
milts from Stockholm, for the purpofe 
of enfuring tranquillity during his ab- 
sence, and of remedying the diforder in- 
to which his finances had been thrown, 
by his laft war with the RuflTians. The 
Diet was neither '. mg nor tempelluous. 
—The habitual tnfcontcnt (hewn by the 
nobility, fincethe abolition of the Senate 
and their other prerogatives, ftill dif- 
played Itfclf, but wiiliout violence; it 
was retrained by the three other orders, 
who were entirely in the King^s intereft. 
Thefe, in the courfe of the Diet, even 
adopted a mcafure in which the firli order 
took no parr ; they appointed a dcputa- 
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tion to wait upon the Ring, to thank hit 
Majefty for having, in the Diet ot 1789, 
abolifhed the Senate i and to confirm the 
fan6lion already given to the ad for this 
purpofe, which was called ib^ AQ of 
Safely, By it the royal authority re- 
ceived a confiderable augmentation, as it 
dcftroyed the only body which could ob- 
fcure or counterbalance ♦ the King's pre- 
rogative, and render him arbiter of peace 
and war. This a£t, and this procedure 
on the part of the three inferior orders, 
were the more remarkable, as they were 
one ground of the confpiracy which broke 
out Ihortly after. 

** Some days before the clofing of the 
Diet, the lour orders united, aj)pointcd 
a new deputation to the King, thanking 
him for the care he had bellowed on the 
education of the Prince Royal, and re* 
Quelling that he might be examined ia 
the dinerent branches of inflruciion he^ 
was then purfuing. The examinatioa 
took place ui prelence of the King and 
the deputies from the four orders. It 
was premifed by a difcourfe from his Ma- 
jerty, addrefled to the members of the de- 
putation, praying them to attend to the 
trial his Ion was about to unc.r^o, that 
they might judge of his progrels lincc his 
examination by the lalt Diet. 

•* Thus it is, that under this govern- 
ment the State and the Sovereign arc 
united in one objed, and the fucctriL r of 
the Monaich is brought up as tiic cl^iki 
of the nation, to which he is reiponabJe 
for the education and virtues ot liis Ion. 
The States of the kingdom had been the 
infantas iponfors, and tliey watched over 
his improvement with a truly parcrUal 
care, knowing how much their happinds 
would depend un his future character. -*- 
The royal youth was interrogated by a 
bi/hop, upon the Lutheran religion,which 
is that ot the country ; he was then ex- 
amined by his preceptor in the Latin lan- 
guage, in ethics, and ia hiftory. On all 
thele points he received plaudits, which 
excited in him tears of joy, announcing an 
amiable difpofition, and a happy prciage 
for his future fubjc6ls. 

** The Diet clofing on the *3d of Fe- 
bruary, the King immediately returned 
to Stockholm, overjoyed at having hap- 
pily brought to a conclufion an a&mbly 
in which there were fo many malcontents i 
he now hoped that he Ih.uld be able to 
devote his whole attention to his proje.Sls 
of glory and ambition. Some add that he 



* The Eflates themfelves derite their Exigence from the King* wh9 hat the risht of con- 
voking them. 
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^wji* no lefs delighted at having finished 
fbc Diet before the beginning of March, 
an epoch the danger of which had been 
^wrelold to him, a» to Caefar, and which 
neverthclefs proved equally fatal to him 
as to that gr^at man. 

** Meantime the malcontents were 
forming projefls of the molt dangerous 
mture againft the King; and (b little 
^ fecrecy did they obfcrve, that their mea- 
forei were known, and every body ex- 
pelled an approaching explcfion. That 
•n alarming confpiracy exifted v^s evi- 
iient ; but who were the principal per- 
ibm concerned, remained yet to be diico- 
^rcd. Baron d'Efcars, then at Stock- 
Iwlm in quality of agent for the 1* r r.ch 
Princes, had been anDri2cd of a plot 
formed againft the iiie of his Sv/cdifti 
Majefty, and had communicated the in- 
fcrmation to the Superintendant of the 
Police, who received and counterfigned 
fci» depofitton, but took ik> precautions 
inconlcquence. A foreigner of ditlinc- 
tion who was then at Stockholm, and 
^equently faw the King in private, hav- 
ing a few days before • received a letter 
firom Germany, which mentioned a re- 
port prevalent there that the King of 
Sweden had been airaflinated, acquainted 
kit Majelty with it, befceching him lo 
l»e more on his guaitl, and to pofit by 
the warning be received from all quarters, 
reprefcnting to him that he had much to 
apprehend from his incenltd nobility. — 
Tlie King replied, that he would rather 
blindly deliver himfelf up to his deftiny, 
than torment himfelf with the nnmberlefs 
precautions which thefe fufpicions would 
render neceflary : ' Were I,' faid he, 
•to litten to every ftory ot plots, I could 
not drink a glals of water j befides, I am 
tar from giving credit to any report 
vbich accufes my fubje^s of meditating 
an attempt upon njy lite : the Swedes, 
liicugh biave in war, arc timid in politi- 
cal attairs j and as iucccis cnn hardly fail 
to attend my expedition aralnit Fonce, 
it is ray intention to fend afl the trophies 
1 take into Sweden, which will be the 
iccans of iucreafing my power by procur- 
ing me the genc^-al confidence and re- 
lpc£^/ 

" Such wtre the romantic notions of 
xhis Prince, and their natural efFefl was to 
ibticr his imagination, on fire for glory, 
#3:alt his courage, and lay afleep hispru- 
.#knce. 

•* His meafiiret at the fame time 
^T.«icr.«d tht; animoflty of the malcon- 



tents : who, to the thirft for veneeance 
occafioned by the fuppreffion of the pri- 
vileges of the nobility, the extenfion ^ of 
the royal authority, the diforder whicll 
reigned in the finances, and the difpro- 
portion between the temper and proje6l» 
of the King, and the limits of bis power, 
joined the apprchenfions excited by thi* 
expedition, which was openly treated as 
a mad attempt, likely to fwallow up all 
the refources of Sweden, both in men, 
money, and fhipt. 

*« Such then were the groundf upon 
which this confpiracy w^ entered into s 
not but that in part it originated in the 
ambition of fome daring individuals,wha 
are always the main fpring of fuch aa 
enterpriie. To this may be added, an 
ill -conceived hatred ; m^titude, f» 
common and fo convenient m our days ; 
a want of public fpirit, and a fordid at« 
tachment to iclf-intereft ; that rage for 
liberty which a very fenfible writer calls 
the hypccrily of our age j and laftly, the 
reading of the French papers, and the 
example of the revolutionary movements 
in France. Probably even that fpirit of 
fanaticifm which, as the King in his 
difcourfe to the Diet faid, * has (haken 
emjiircs to their foundation, and given 
birth to fo many Srydfs *,' contril>uled, 
if rot to the origin, at leaft to the en- 
couragement of criminal attempts; afaft 
avowed by fome of the guilty : and tft 
this was confined tlie intiuence of the 
French Revolution and its agents on this 
event. 

•* Whilft the Diet was fitting at Gcflr» 
the confpirators had made leveral at- 
tempts to execute their proje£\, but with- 
out fuccefs, though the King was more 
indebted to his good fortune than his 
vigilance for his elcape. Even after his 
return to Sweden, three of the principals 
in the plot had repaired to Haga, a coun- 
try-feat of his Swediftj Majefty, about 
thrte miles from Stockholm, where he 
paflcd part of the winter with few guards 
and a ihin retinue. Approaching the 
palace aboot five in the evening, they 
placed thcmlelvcs in ambuftj near 
the King's apartment, which was on 
the ground floor, armed with cara- 
bines. Here they waited for an oppor- 
tunity to difnatch him, when this Prince, 
who was juft returned from a long 
walk, came in his morning gown to re- 
pole in his library, the windows of which 
formed a doer opening into the garden. 
Here having thrown himfelf into an ana« 

^ A Fanatifal ;)iara^er in Volcairc*s Tra^cd^* 
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•bair, he fell faft afleep, and the aflaffinty 
concluding him dead of an apoplexy* 
without waiting to Ice whether this wa« 
wally the cafe, immediately went away* 
Finding their courage fail them in this 
and Icveral fubfeauent attempts, they 
relied on the malK alone for boldneis 
lufficient for the deed : however, it is 
well known, that on the fatal night, had 
the aflailins been once more defeated in 
their purpofe, fo weary were they of their 
repeated diiappointmcnts for fix months 
together, they would have renounced 
their projcft. But the time was now 
come, when Guftavus, like one of his 
predeceflbrs, and that the pcrfon he moft 
admired, was to be cut on in a manner 
as tragical, and at as early an age. 

*' This catallrophe took place at a 
marked ball at the opei*a, oh the night of 
the 1 6th and 17th ot March. 

*' The King, while fupping before the 
ball with a fmall number of perfons be- 
longing to his houliehold, received an 
anonvmous letter written in French, by 
which he was cautioned not to enter the 
ball -room, as it was intended there to 
•Oafllnate him. The author of the letter 
profeded neither to admire nor approve 
the King^s political or moral condu6^ ; 
and as a man v^ho fcomed difguife, he 
iaid he thought himfelf obligoi to tel] 
him fo : he however adviied the King, 
if he perfifted in his intention of going to 
the ball, to be upon his g^ard when he 
found himfelf prefled by the crowd, as 
that was to be the fignal ; and on every 
occafion to beware of the chamber on the 
^ound floor at Haga. 

** By what motives the author of this 
Jetter was aduated, it is impoflible to 
know ; whether he tho\ight by this means 
to abfoive his confciencc witn reipe6l to 
the King, without violating his engage- 
ment to his party, or whether, knowing 
the boldnefs of the King's chara^ler, he 
intended this anonymous warning as t 
bait to his courage : certain it is, as 
fuch it operated ; his Majclty (hewed the 
letter to two oi* three per Ions who were 
at fupperwithliim, paltcd ibme jei^s upon 
it, and, in fpite of their reprellniations 
and intreaties, dctermiiKd ftill to go to 
the maiked ball. 

** He entered the room without the 
leail embarraifmcnt, walking arm in arm 
with Baron dc Eflen, his niafler of the 
hor/e. Scarce, however, had he made 
two turns when he found himfelf vio* 
lently prelled by a crowd, as mentioned 
in the anonymous letter ; immtdiatcly 
tfae afiaiUns €;?iDing behind bu Majctty 



on the fide nnguarded, « piftol was dif- 
charged at him, and the contents, which 
were cafc-fhot, lodged in his left ddc 
below the reins ; they then inftantly diC 
appeared: in a moment the ball room 
was filled with fmoke, and cries of Fire! 
fire ! (till added to the confufion. The 
King, by a motion which he made at the 
inltant the piftol was fired, deprived ic 
of its intended efFe£l, which was to kill 
him upon the fpot : he fert, however, o« 
a bench, and dire6lly ordered all the doon 
to be (hut, and every perfon to be on- 
ma(ked. He was then led into one of 
the apartments of the opera-houie, the 
confpirators not making the leaft attempt 
to finifli their bloody work : the King at 
this moment received (isveral foreigm 
Minifters, displaying the greateft courage 
and equal generofity ; for, having a(kal 
if the a(raSin was taken, and being an- 
fwered in the negative, he exclaimed^ 
* God grant he may not.' The wretcl^ 
however, after the commifTion of the 
horrid deed, had dropped his arms, an4 
an attendant of the King's picked up 
one of the piilols ; a knife likewife, re- 
fembling^ that nvade uie of by the in-, 
famous Ravail lac, was found in the ball- 
room. The officers of the guard having 
caufed the doors to be immediately ihut» 
four perfons only had time to efcape, two 
of whom were conlpirators, men diftin«, 
guifhed for their rank. All preient were 
then compelled to unmafk, and to give in 
their names. The lad perfon who quitted 
the ball-room was the afTadinj who, ai 
he pafTed the LieuLCiiaut of the Police* 
faid to him with effrontery, < I hope, Sir^ 
you have no fufpicion ot me 5' the latter 
looked attentively at him, but made bc» 
attempt to (top him. 

" Whether it be that the national 
chamber partakes of the climate, or 
whether it aroie from confternatfon or 
indifference, no noil'e, no tumult, an- 
nounced this great event, either during 
that night or the following morning j a 
proof of what the confpjrators might 
have effected had they polTeircd the cou- 
rage to undertake it. out according to 
their plan the King (hould inftantly have 
fallen ; and if the delay which took place 
w?.s not the means of laving his Ma- 
jclty's life, yet there is not a doubt but 
it preicrved tlic Hate from a convuitiony 
the horrors and dangers of which are 
beyond all calcuLulon. In order that 
public affairs might tx}>erience no ob- 
hiu6Uon, and to avoid ihe dilagiecable 
enquiries after the criminnU, of wiiom he 
would ncvjr hear I'pcak, the King inme. 
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diately appointed a council of regency, 
and at the head of it placed his brother 
the Duke of Sudermania. 

" On the cnfuing morning the aflafTin 
was found out by tneans of his arms, the 
maker having pointed out the perfon to 
whom he fold them. His name was 
Ankarftroem, a Swedi(h Gentleman, and 
formerly an officer in the guards. He 
was arretted in his own houfe, where he 
had remained, having taken no kind of 
precaution for his fatcty. Without he- 
htation he owned the arms, and acknovv. 
ledgcd the crime ; weary of life, he faid, 
and defirous to avenge himfelf on the 
Xing for an unjuft fentence ♦ pronounced 
upon him, he had conceived this proje«5f , 
which he had long fecretly entertained, 
and for which he expcdcd to receive an, 
ample reward from the nation f , or at 
lealt in dying, to have the conlblation of 
having rendered a fignal fervice to his 
country. 

" He at firft denied tfie exiftence of any 
plot, and difplaycd great haughtinefs in 
lis anfwers j but a few days after, he 
made a fuU confeflion, declaring the 
names of the principal confpirators, the 
plans of the confpiracy, and the fum he 
was to receive for the King''s aflairma- 
tion|. He faid, the project had been 
formed ever fince the month of October j 
that three attempts had been made to put 
it in execution, two at Stockholm, and 
one at Gefle. The whole of his depo- 
fition confided of thirty-three articles. 
When the King fhould be killed, it was 
propofed in like manner to difpatch forae 
of the principal Grandees of the king- 
dom, particularly Barons de Taubc ai^d 
Armfeldt, intimate friends of the Kine ; 
Count de Ruih, Grrittd Marjbal of tne 
laft Diet ; Count Wachmeilter, and the 
Commanders of the different troops com- 
pofing thi ganifon of Stockholm ; to 
carry their heads upon pikes through the 
l^rcets after the French manner j and 
then, with the artillery of the Qi^een's 
regiment and that of the regiment of the 
blue guards, upon both which they 
thought they could depend, cither to 
keep the people in awe, or gain them 
over to their party. The Duke of Su- 
dermania was to be deprived of his li- 
berty, and perhaps of his life. Liftly, 
they propoltd rendering thcmfelves mat- 
ters of the young Kino;'s pcrlon, intend- 
ing then to compel him to lign and pro- 



claim a new conftitution analogous to tfe 
piinciples of the confpirators, and fa- 
vourable to their interefts. 

" The fame day that Ankarftroem w4t 
taken into cuftody, the author ©f the 
anonymous letter was likewife arretted 
as he was coming out of the King's 
apartments, whcrp he had paffcd part of 
the day. His name was M. de Lillien- 
horn, Major of the blut guards, brought 
up and fupported by his Sovereign, who 
had drawn him frohi wTetchedoefs and 
obicurity, and loadeil him with his fa- 
vours. A few days after his arreft ht 
confeflTed that Y^t was ttngaE;ed in the con- 
fpiracy J feduced by the nope of obtain- 
injgr, after the revolution, the command 
ot the national guard of Stockholm, and 
purpoijng then to a£l the part of M. de 
la Fayette. 

** In the mean time the King's wound 
experienced frequent changes, which, ad- 
ded to the unflcilfulnefs of his furgeons 
(ufual in Sweden), foon left no hopes of 
his recovery. Amidft his fufFerings be 
difplayed unexampled courage and resig- 
nation. Not a groan, not a murmuf 
efcaped him; he preferved to the laft 
that prefence of mind, that generofity 
which he had fhewn at the firft moment* 
He had fevei"al interviews with his family, 
and onee with his court. He caufed to 
be fummoned not only his friends, but 
even thofe who had been of the number 
of his enemies, though they would have 
(hrunk with horror from the idea of 
being engaged in fo bafe a confpiracy j 
of this number was the celebrated Mar- 
/lial Ferfen, to whom he was rccorcihrd 5 
as well as to Count de Brake, firft No- 
bleman of the kingdom, and head of the 
Opnofition : to the latter he obligingly 
faid, < I am now conlbled for my mil- 
fortune, fince it again brin^^s round me 
my old friends.' Neither his difccurfc 
nor his aiHons gave any reafon to believe 
that he thought himfelf fo near his end j 
bnt when he telt its approach, he fuftained 
it without weaknels, as he met it with- 
out furprife. That tranquillity of mind, 
which never even in death forfook him, 
enabled him to add to his will, a codicil 
relative to the education of his fon. 
Speakin? of this young Prince, he faid, 
* He will not be ot age till he is eiehtecn, 
but I hope He will be a King at fncften.' 
He was defirous that his Ion (houfd 
imitate his own example, and, like hlmi 



* He had been condemned to dcAth for trealbn, and had been pardoned by the King, 
•f" His firft cxpielTior* w«s from the Oppofition. 
J Forty -cj^ht iboufand rix-dviUarj. 
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BDt bib a moment of royalty. He him- 
iclf exercifed the fiinAions of his ftation 
to the laft, iigningy a few minutes before 
be expired, a brtvety appointing Baron 
Armteldt, his favourite, Governor of the 
city of Stockholm. Addrefling himfelf 
to this Gentleman, he faid, ' Give me 
your word of honour that you will fcrvc 
my ion as faithfully as you have ferved 
roe.' Having confeflTed to his high 
almoner, be faid to him, < I doubt whe- 
ther in the eyes of my Maker I have any 
great merit, but at leaft I have the con- 
Ibiation to refle6l, that, wilfully, I never 
injured any perfon.' It was his intention 
to receive the facraments according to the 
Ibrms of the Lutheran Church, and to 
take leave of the Queen, whom he had 
never once feen fince his wound : wifhing 
to acquire (Irength to fupport him on m 
trying an occafion as this laft, he was 
preparing to take fome repofe, when he 
expired, jui^ as he had faid to Borgen- 
Bicme, the Nobleman in ordinary. Adieu ! 
He died on the 19th of March X7919 
about «leven o'clock in the morning, 
|)eing forty-two years of a§e. 

*' Such was the death ot this extraor- 
dinary Prince, whofe life had been dif- 
tinguifhed by fomany brilliant af^ions, 
and who had hitherto been fo fuccefsful. 
He may be ranked with the^ moft cele- 
brated Kings of Sweden, whom he re- 
icmbled as well in their good fortune as 
in their tragical end.'* 
' The Marquis appears from this Work 
to have been a Royaliii on principle, but 
no fi-iend to Defpotifm j to nave preferved 
his allegiance to his So\ereign, without 
injuring his fellow fubje^U. He does 
not fuppofe it poflible for the kingdom of 
France ever to return to its ancient ftate, 
;uid warns the inhabitants of Great 
Britain of the miferies which would await 
their country by an adoption of the per- 
nicious principles of their neighbours. 
He concludes his introdu^ion in the fol- 
lowing manner : . - 

" May England long enjoy the fruits 
of her happy Conftitution, and continue 
to remain an inlbmce oi a wife and rao- 
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derate Government, eqtially diftant ^m 
defpotiihi and anarchy. May (he, amid 
the riches poured in upon her daily by 
her commerce and the mdtiftry or her 
fubjefts, may (he preferve that public 
fpirit to which ihe is indebted for her 
profperity, her greatnefs, and the ad- 
vantage of being this day firft in the 
fcale of nations I 

" An Empire like England, whofe 
fituation renders her independent, whofe 
riches enable her to maintain the beft 
and moft powerful armies in £urope» 
and which fupplies the wants of every 
nation ; fuch an Empire may become the 
general arbiter, and fecure the general 
tranquillity ; it would even find an ad* 
vantage in preferving the peace of Eu- 
rope, I mean the improvement of itf 
commerce. But inftead of being ufeful, 
its power would become pernicious, un- 
lefs accompanied by re^itudeof condu6V, 
and fidelity to its engagements : thefe 
virtues belong to the powerful; inlin- 
cerity, perfidy, and falih6od are only the 
refources of the weak. 

"But ihould corruption ever intro- 
duce itfelf into the manners of the Englifh 
Nation $ (hould the veneration for re- 
ligion be diminifhed, public fpirit be- 
come extin^, and private intereft pre- 
dominate ; ihould the thiril of riches 
deftroy the patriotic paflion, a fpirit of 
innovation prevail, and iacrilegious hands 
be laid up^n the fundamental laws of the 
Conftitution ; then may the fpe£lacle of 
the diflblution of one of^the moft flourifh- 
ing Empires in the world offer itfelf t6 
their eyes, and warn them of their te- 
merity. I fee that a general error ob- 
tains with refpe6t to the caufes which 
have deftroyed France ; confequences 
have been taken for principles : it is 
neither the worm that flowfy confumcs 
the body, nor the vulture which vora- 
ciouily devours it, that engeiulers its 
corruption : it is not the men whom we 
have feen at the head of the Revolution 
that were the caufes of it ; on the con- 
trary, the natmal confcquence of a Re- 
volution was to produce fuch men.'*

The life 6f A phjficitnt deroted with 
iflceflknt application to profelfional prac- 
tice and to literary purfuks, cannot be 
expef^ed to afford much incident to ele- 
Tate or furpriie the reader. In tnith> 
there is little more in this Ooiall volume 
than a pif^ure (iaithfully drawn it is 
hhiy to be prefumed) by a familiar 
friend and correfpondent of M.. Zim- 
mennan. He is exhibited to us as a man 
of extraordinary benevolence and ur- 
haoity i in the a^ive exercUe of almoft 
every virtue» but through the greater 
part of his life the prey oi aa hypochon- 
driac malady. 

Of the death of this worthy man» we 
have the following account : 

" Deeply imprefled with tlic import- 
ance of bis caufe, Zimmerman gave liim- 
(eif up to labours that rapidly deilroyed 
bis health ^ not only in as much as an 
Vnremitted occupation of the mind Uuits 
it more than any thing ellcy but alfo be* 
caufe when he was employed in any work 
his manner of living was changed in a 
very prejudicial manner: he ro& very 
early m the morning, and wrote a long 



ing of Hanover, and the neceffity o^' 
abandoning it, was certainly at that tknc 
to be feared, if the negotiation had doc 
faved what the armies did not defend $ 
but Zimmerman*s manner of expreflinc 
his tears announced the greatett depreU 
fion. I faw tlierein a mind wboic

nothing tn order to raiic his fpirits, and 
entreated him to come to rac with hit 
wite» to a country that was his own, 
whtre he would have remained in tiiemoft 
perfe6l fecurity, and enjoyed all th» 
iwects of peace and firiendihip. He an- 
Iwei-ed me in December, and one par* 
of his letter refembled thoic of other 
times J but melancholy was ftill mory 
ftrongiy marked, and the illnefs oi hi« 
wife, which he unfortunatciy thought 
more ferious than it reaHy was, evidently 
opprefitd him : he had been obliged to 
take three days to write me details whick 
at another time would not have occupied 
him an hour, and he concluded hit lettc# 
with, < I conjure you, perhaps for tb* 



e before he began vit^ts, and in the laft time, &c/ The idea that he (hould 



evcnmg, after havmg finiihed the pro< 
feifionai bufmels of the day, inflead of 
ea^ng and diverting lut mind in ibcietyy 
-be again went to work, and remained at 
it tre<)uently till a very late hour. His 
mind was thus in continual adion, and 
bis body had not the rcpoie it required \ 
he bore up however very well for feveral 
Shears \ and on the 4th OAober 1794, he 
wrote me a letter in which there is the 
fame Arength of cxpreiTion, the iame juf- 
nets of thought, and the fame precifion 
of arrangement, as in tho£e preceding :

Preferving all his prelence ef 
mind, all his perfpicuity and juftnefa of 
thooght upon other fubjc^s, but no lAn« 
ger defircus of occupying himfelf with 
them, no longer capabiv of bufmefa, nokr 
of giving advice, but with pain, be had 
unceaAngly before his eyes iht enrmj^

His health 
decayed fo fail, that M. Wichman, who 
attended him, thought a journey and 
change of air would noV be the bcft re- 
medr. Eutin, a place in the Dutchy of 
HoiAein, was fixed upon for his refidence. 
Jn going through Luneburgh on his way 
tkithcr, M. Lent in, one of the phyficians 
in whom he placed mod confidence, was 
confulted ^ but Zimmerman, who, 
though fo often uneafy on account of 
health, hady notwithdanding, had the 
wiidom to take few medicines, and who 
did not like them, always had a crowd 
of objeAiont to make againlt the bett 
adrice, and did nothing. Arrived at 
'Eutin, an old acouaintance and his fa- 
miiy lavifhed on htm all the careflcs of 
firiakUhip. This reception highly pleaied 
him, and he grew rather better. M. 
Henfler came from Kiel to fee him, and 
gave him bi« advice, which was probably 
very good, but becanae ulelefs, as it was 
very irregularlv followed. At laft, after 
a reiidencc of three months, he defired to 
return to Hanover, where he entered his 
houfe with the fame idea with which he 
be had left it ; he thought it plundered, 
and imagrined himfelf totally ruined. I 
Wft>te to intrcat him to go to Carifbad ; 
he was no longer capable of bearing the 
fOfonmj.

weaknefs, inerealcd lapidly | be took 
fcarcely any nourifhment, either on ac- 
count of infurmountable averfion, or be* 
caufe it was painful to him ; or perhaps^ 
as M. Wichman believed, becaufe be 
imagined he ^ had not a ferthing left. 
Iritenfe application, the troubles of hit 
mind, his pains, w^nt of fkep, and hiftly

he was in a fbite of complete decrepitode, 
and his body was become a peifc6t fke* 
letoh« He clearly forefaw tne iffue of 
his diforder j and above fix weeks befoFt

and fburtcen hours before he expired, he 
faid, * Leave me alone, I am dying/ 
This muft have been a fweet fenfation for 
a man in the midft of fo many incurable 
cvUsrand who had lived as he haddon^.

of an ancient prophecy, adds, veiy finely, 
** But why do I (weak man) thus open

With refpeil to prophecies, indeed, as 
well as anv other mylierious matters, 
•* fools rum in where angels dare not 
tread i'' and much harm has been done 
to the interior fabric of religion by the 
fooliih pains that have been fometimes 
beftowcd to defend its outworks, and to 
explain that, which, according to that 
honour of human nature. Sir Ilaac New- 
ton, cannot be explained till the event 
renders h certain. 

From this charge, however, muft be 
exempted a little work on the fubje6t of 
Prophecy, entitled " Praaical Obfer- 
vations on the Revelations,'' written by 
an excellent and venerabW lady of Bath, 
lately decealed, Mrs. Bowdler : a lady 
whole roodeily would not permit her to 
put her name to a book, which did fo 
much honour no lefs to her heart than to 
her head, and who kept, even from her 
own family, the iccret ot her publication. 
Mrs. Bowdler' i» Trcatife is written with 
great elegance of ftyle, and with a con- 
tinual reference to the learned labours of 
Joicph Meade, and other approved com- 



mentators, from whom ihe occafionally 
differs with great diffidence, and never 
without reafon. The moral obfervations 
of her work are fuch as only an excellent 
underflanding, joined to the extreme^ 

{>urity of intention, and a great know- 
edge of life and of manners, oonld in- 
ipire. Her obfervations on fuicide arc 
peculiarly excellent and original. 

BOERHAAVE. 

There is a tradition in Holland, that 
this great Phyfician ufed to tell his par- 
ticular friends, that the great iecret of 
preferving health, after temperate and 
moderate exercife, was to keep the head 
cool, the feet warm *, the inteftines di^ 
engaged, and to have as little as poilible 
to do with medicine. 

He told an Englifh Lady, " You 
Enslifh deftroy yourfelves by ftrong 
pafhons, ftrong punch, and by the too 
frequent ufc ot bark f . 

There is likewife a tradition, tha( 
Boerhaave kept himfelf warmly clad in 
his moifl country. Lord Bacon attri- 
butes much of the healthinefs of the in- 
ferior Irifh to the wearing wbollen next 
the (kin in their damp climate s a pre- 
caution which might be perhaps adopted 
with great fuccefs in this country, wnero 
the prevailing difpoiition to fcrophuia 
induces a great bibuloufnefs of the ab- 
forbent veflels of the ikin ; and where, 
perhaps, a flannel waiftcoat worn next to 
that great ftrainer, and put on early la 
the autumn, together with warm covering 
to the legs and feet, would perhaps lave 
many fees to the Doctor, and many nau- 
feous draughts from the Apothecary \ and 
prevent that di/po(ition to cough which 
we but too often find fatal in the winter*

Thii great philofopber, atttnti^ tiot 
•nly to matters of great importancT, but 
to the common conveoienciet of life, is 
&d to have invented that convenient 
great chair which we call a Bee hive 
Chair. His Lordfliip, who was perhaps 
m little whlmfical in his health, ufed to 
make ufe of it himfelf, to coiinteraA the 
predatory effefls of the external air upon 
the vital fpirits as he fuppofcd. He 
thought too, that by oil and woollen 
doatnlng much good was eifcRed in that 
«vayj and ufed to repeat with plcafure 
the reply of the ancient Qymnofophift, 
who, to fome one who alkcd him how he 
came to live to a very advanced age, re- 
plied, '* "By ufinghoney internally, anil- 
oil externally." Kefpt£ling the ufe of 
woollen applied to the (kin, a celebrated 
itinerant Lefturer in Philofbphy tells this 
curious fa6l : he vifited a town in Ame- 
rica, which then appeared to him to be 
remarkably healthy -, and was told, that 
tbe inhabitants foroc years ago were very 
much harrafTed with an epidemical dtfor- 
der, and the town was nearly depopu- 
lated. Some Boftonian Saints, however, 
came to fettle amongft them, (and who 
always taking pretty good care of them- 
felvcs) wore woollen cloathing pext to 
their (kin, and efcaped the general con- 
tagion. The inhabitants, omcrving this, 
made ufe of the fame covering, and were 
never afterwards affli£led with their old 
complaint. 

MARSHAL GA6S10N 

was a fchdar, and took to the profefTioB 
of arhiB much againft the will of his 
Cither, a Prefident of the Parliament of 
Pajis. The Preftdent, on prcfenting his 
fon with his fword, faid to him, *< Re- 
inember, my fon, what I have fo often 
told you reipe£ling the delicacy of that 
profeflion in which you have enc;age4 
yourielf againft my opinion. Know, 
then, that I fliall become your gieateft 
enemy j it I find that you fail in courage | 
and that 1 will be a iecond to any one 
with whom you (hall pick a quarrel 
without reaion."

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'THE LATE REfOLUriON IN'FRANCE. 



FARIS, SEPT. 4. 

VERY early in the morning the Di- 
reftory ordered the cannon of alarrti' 
to be iired. This occafioncd an imme- 
diate affemblage of nearly two hundred 
members of the Council of Five Hun- 
dred i when General An^ereau arrived 
with aD arret from/Af^^of theMembera 
of the Executive Dirc^ory, Lcpaux, 
Barras, and Rewbell, ordering the Coun- 
cils to difcoDtinue their meetings at the 
ufual places, and inviting them to meet 
at other places named by the Dire6tori. 
One of the Members, with becoming 
fpirit» declaring that the Dircf^ory had 
no right to change, at its will, the ufual 
appomted place of their futingjand that 
nocfaiug ihould make them yield but 
force, the General. ordered his troops to 
advance, and the Hall was cleared. At 
eleven o'clock the two Councils met at 
the places appointed for them by the 
7rittm*viTate. Several meffagcs were 
delivered, informing (hem of tne orders 
given to arreft two of the Directory, 
Carnot and Barthelemy, and upwards 
of Jxty Members of the Council of Five 
H undrcd. On the fame day, thirty 'four 
of the JoumaliHs were likewife arrcQtd, 
their papers fupprefTed, and their prelTes 
dc0royed. The Councils, after very 
trifling debates, fandtioncd thcfe pro- 
ceedings, and, without allowing ihe 
accufed perlbns atrial, ordered them all 
to be baniihed to whatever place the 
DirtAory might think proper. New 
powers were granted to the Directors $ 
the prcfs wascommitted to the manage- 
ment of the police for a twelvemonth 5 
very fevere laws were paded againft 
^migrants and others ; new oaths of 
Bdelity propofed ; and various other 
meafures adopted,fuitedtothe new order 
of things. 

We ihall proceed to detail the parti- 
culars : 

During the night of the 17th Fru£ti- 
ior (3d Sept.), the Committee of Jn- 
ipe€tors, with fevcral Members of both 
Councils, had aflembled in the Hall of 
the Council of Five Hu^idred at the 
Tbuilleries. At midnight, General 
li/lourm appeared at the gate of the Pont- 
Tcurnaut, which leads into the garden 
of the Thuillenesfrom the fquare of the 
Ke volution, at the head of a confiderablc 
dcuchmcQtj and demanded acUnuumce, 



which was refufed him by Ramel, Com- 
mandtr of the Guard of the Legiflative 
Body J but, upon the General's order- 
ing two pieces of cannon to advance, 
and the grenadiers at the fame time de- 
claring againft their Commander, the 
gate was opened, and Ramel arretted. 
The General then proceeded to the 
Menage, where the Members were 
dcHberating, ?nd found ihcre Revere, 
Bourdon de I'Oife, Pichegru, Willot, 
and feveral others, all of whom he 
immediately arretted. At the fame 
time, Barthelemy was arretted at the 
Direftory, but Carnot had contrived to 
make his efcape. Before the execution 
of this blow, the Directory bad ukea 
care to have all the bridges, the fquare 
of the Revolution, the avenues Ua.ing 
to the Thuilleries, and the n.ott coi.fi- 
derable potts of the city, occupie^J by 
flrong dctachmenw ot troops, with 
cannon. At feven,the arretted Depu- 
ties were conveyed in fix or feven car- 
riages to the Temple. At twelve, ia 
confequence of an advertil'ement potted 
on the doors of both Councils, the 
Council of Five Hundred affcmbled at 
the Odeon, the ancient French Thea- 
tre hear the Directory, and that of the 
Elders at the School of Surgery, not far 
from thence. During the whole day, 
r'le bridges and chief potts were guarded 
D" the troops j the ftrcets, eipecially 
atoutihe Direaory andthe Councils, 
were crouded with incredible numbers of 
inquifitive perfons, who feemcd to be 
guided by noothtr motive than curiofity. 
Not the leatt outrage was committed, 
and the utmott .order and tranquillity- 
reigned in every quarter of ihc city. 
At fix in the evening the Direaory 
anfvvered the mcffdge of the Council 
of Five Hundred, by fending papera 
relative to the conspiracy. During the 
night, the Commimon of Five made a 
report on the meafurts to be adopted in 
the preltnt coujun^ture, and prop<»red4i 
projcdt of a rcfolution. The fame day, 
about twelve o*clock, Lafond Ladcbat, 
Prefident of the Ancients, and Simcong 
Prefidcni of the Council of Five Hun- 
dred, followed by fome Memt>ers, ip. 
peared at the doors of their rcfpc6tivc 
Councils, and demanded admitunce ; 
which being refuled them, they ad- 
jouroed (O a koafe in the Rue Saint 

Honore. 
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Honore, tnd drew up a protellation ! 
but the fear uf being arretted foon forced 
them to difperfe. That day the Thea- 
tres (hut up, but opened the next. The 
next, puriuant 'to an invitation eiven 
from the Directory, the Adtors of the 
Opera celebrated the viftory obtained 
by the Republic over the attacks of 
Royalty, by eivine the Offrande a la 
Liber te and the MarfeiUaife, The law 
annuihngthe ele6tion of feveral Depart- 
ments, and ordering the Emigrants to 
quit P^ris, &c. having paffed throueh 
the neceffary formalities, was promul- 
gated on the 6ch, and pofted upon the 
'walls ; fo that the Emigrants are efcap- 
ing as fall as they can. The infcriptionsy 
which on the eve of the explofion were 
fo low z% fe^vetty rofe the two days fol- 
lowing to thirteen — a rife afcribed to 
the flrmnefs and vigour difplayed by the 
Government. On the 6th they fell to 
ten, owing to fome apprehenfions of a 
new commotion* 

Sept. 4. The Executive DireAory 
fufpended the Central Adminiftration of 
the Seine, and the ^dminiftrations of 
the Twelve Circles of Paris, from their 
functions, prohibiting each irorti deli- 
berating, except the Central Bureau. 
On the fame day, the Council of Five 
H undred, at its evening fitting, after de- 
claring urgence, adopts the following 
rel'olution : 

I. The operations of the Primary, 
Communal, and £Je£loral Aflfcmblies, 
in the Departments of Ain, I'Ardcche, 
TArriege, TAube, TAveynon, Bouches 
du Rhone, Calvados, Charente, Cher, 
Cote d*Or, Cotes du Nord, Dordogne, 
l*Eure, l*Eure and Loire, Gironde, 
Heraulr, I He and Villaine, Indre and 
Loire, Loire, Haute-Loire, Loire In- 
ferieure, Loiret, Manche, Marne', Mav- 
ence, Mont-Blanc, Morbihan, Mozelfe, 
Ics Deux Neihes, Nord, Oife, Orne, 
•pas de Calais, Puyde dome. Lower 
Rhine, Upper Rhine, Rhone, Haute 
SaoDr, Saone and Loire, Sarthe, Seine, 
Lower Seine, Seine and Marne, Seine 
and Oife, Scmme,Tarn,Var, Vauclufe, 
Yonne, are declared null and illegal. 
II. Thcfe of the EUaoral AlTembly of 
the Department of Gers are declared 
legal and valid. In confequence. Citi- 
zen DufFrau is admitted into the Council 
of Elders, and Citizens Carriere, Lagar- 
riere, and Sarau, into the Council of 
Five Hundred. The Adroiniftrators, 
Judges, Grand Jury, &c. appointed by 
the AflTcmbly, (hall enter upon the ex- 
crcilc of their refpc6iifc fonftiont. 



III. The eledioDs for the Departmeit 
of Lot are in the fame ftianner judged 
valid, contrary to a former decifion, and 
the Citizens chofen, Lacbiere for the 
Elders, and Poncet and Debrel for the 
Five Hundred, (hall take their (eats. 

IV. The individuals appointed to 
public functions by the Primary, Com- 
munal, or Electoral Aflemblies, without 
exception of thofe appointed \o the 
Legiflative Body, by the Departmenia 
above mentioned, (hall, on the publica- 
tion of this law, ceafe to exercife all their 
fun£tions, under the penalties contained 
in the fixth article ot the fifth title of 
the Penal Code. V. The Executive 
Directory is required to fill up the 
vacancies in the tribunals, in vii tuc of the 
preceding articles, as well as thofe which 
(hall become vacant by refignation or 
otherwife, before the ele6Uon in the 
month of Germinal, 6th year. VI. The 
nominations made by the Diref^ory. in 
virtue of the preceding article, fliall, ia 
every refpcd>, have the fame effcft, and 
the fame duration, as if they had been 
made by the Primary and Electoral 
Affemblies. VII. The law of the ift 
Prairial lad, which, in contravention of 
the fcventy-eighth article of the Confti- 
tutional A£V, admits into the Legiflative 
Body the Citizens Job Ayroe, Mcrfan,

All the individuals intcribed upon 
the lift of Emigrants, and not defini- 
tively erafed, (hall be obliged to quit the 
territory of the Republic, that is to fay, 
from Paris, and every other Commune, 
of which the population is twenty thou- 
faad inhabitant s,and upwards,in twenty- 



four hours after the publication of the 
prefent law, and in fifteen days from 
every other part of the Republic* 
XVL After the 6cUy allowed by the 
preceding article, every individual 
infcribed upon the lift of Emierants^ 
and not definitively erafed, who £^li be 
arreftcd within the Republic, (h^ll be 
profecuted before a Military Committee^ 
in order to be tried within twenty-four 
hours, according to the fccond article -of 
the fourth title of the law of 15 Bru« 
maire, 3d year, relative to the Emi- 
grants. The different provifions fronx 
ythc feventecnih to the thirty-fourth ar» 
'foiely relative to the mode olF trying and 
ponifhing the Emigrants and Pricfts. 
XXXIV. The decrees of the tft of 
Auguft and 17th September 1793, anM 
21 Prairial, 3d J^ar, which authorize 
the baniflimentorthe Bourboils, includ- 
ing the widow of Orleans^ and the con- 
fifcation of their effects, ihal} be exe- 
cuted, and all contrary provifions (kail 
be of no avail. The Dire^ory Ihall be 
authorized to determine the place of 
their tranfportation, and allow them, 
out of their eftates,the neceCTary means of 
fubfiftence. XXXV. The Journals and 
other public papers, and the preflfes in 
which they are printed, are to be placed 
for a year under the infpe^ion of tha 
Police, which may prohibit them in 
terms of the 3) 5th article of the Con- 
ventional A<5t. XXXVI. The law of 
7 Thermidor laft, relative to private 
focieties difciifling political fubjedts, i% 
repealed. XXXVil. Every private 
focietj^difcuffiog political qucftions, in 
which principles hoftile to the Conftitu- 
tion of the 3d year, accepted by the 
French people, are profelTed^ (hall be 
ihut up, and thofe of its members, 
who (hail have profefled fuch prin* 
ctples, (hall be profecuted agreeably to 
the law of the a7th Germinal, 4th 
year. XXXVIII. The laws of the 
2 5th Thermidor laft,and 13th Fru6tidor, 
prefent month, relative to the eftabiilh- 
ment and organization of the National 
Guard, are repealed. XXXIX. Tt^ 
power of putting a Commune in a ftate 
of ficge is reftored to the Directory. 
XL. The prefent Refolutions (hall be 
printed, and i'ent to the Council of 
Elders. 

Thibaudeau Detoroy, Lenormand, 
Bailly, Bovis, Blin, &c. who were ori- 
ginally on the lift of thofe to be tranf- 
ported, were ftruck out, after their 
condu^ had been rigoroufty examined 
and difcuflcd. John Pebry moved. 
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that thofe thui ftruck out ihoald not be 
tllowcd to fn in the Legiflature, but 
this was ftt afide by the Order of the 
Day. Garnitr moved, that a Commit- 
tee ihould be appointed to confider of 
the licentioufncfs of the Jourriali.—

Thofe of Vitterihack compof^d 
pan, but thefe were of Icfs importance. 
Many of the letters are in cyphers, but 
we have difcovered them, and are buf/ 
in dec'yphering them, which is a verjT 
tedious prdcefs. Nobody takes his real 
name ; ib that feveral Frenchmen who 
correfpond with Klioglin, Conde,Wick* 
ham, D'£Dghien, and others, are diffi* 
cult to be difcovered ; fuch marks, how* 
ever, have been found, as have alreadjf 
pointed out feveral individuals. 1 was 
refolved not to publiih this correfpond- 
ence, becaufe the concluHon of peace 
was very probable, and the Republic 
ran no riik, the more efpecially as what 
had been difcovered would furniih proof 
againft very few, Bnce nobody is 
named. But perceiving at the head of 
the parties who at prefent do fo much 
mifcnief to our Country, and enjoying 
in an eminent (ituation the greateS 
confidence, a man deeply involved in 
this correfpondence, and deftined to 
perform an important part in the recai 
of the Pretender, the objc6t to which it 
was directed, I thought it my duty to 
apprize you of this circumftance, that 
you might not be the dupe of his famed 
kepubRcanifm, that you might be able to 
expofe his condud, and oppofe the fatal 
blows which he aims againft our countrfy 
finccacivilwar muftbe theoeceflary con* 
fequence of hU defigns. I confefs, Citi- 
ten Dire^or, that it is extremely pain* 
f ul to inform too of this treachery, thi 
more efpecially as he whom J now de- 
aouDce to vou was once my friend, and 
would be lo ftill, were 1 not now ac- 
quainted with bis charaf^er. I allude 
to the Reprefencative of the People* 
Piche^ru. He was prudent enough to 
commit nothing to writing;. He only 
communicated verbally witb thofe who 
were entrufted with the correfpondence, 
who apprized him of the proje^s enter* 
tained, and received his anfwers. He is 
there defigned by feveral names ; among 
others that of Baptift. A Chief of Bri* 
gade, named Baudouville, was concerned 
with him, and went by the name of 
Coco. He was one of the couriers 
whom he, as well ils other correfpon* 
dents, employed. You muft have feen 
him very frequently at Bade. Their 
great moveiQent was intended to have 
taken place at the beginning of the year 
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tour, *f hcT cilcttlatcd upon fomc de- 
feat to be fuftaintd by niy army, which, 
being difcontented with beipg defeated, 
ihouTd demand M be placed under the 
Command of their old General, who 
then Was to have a^ed according tn the 
i\iilru6tioas he had received. He had 
received nine hundred louii to defray the 
^xpences of the journey wh|ph he had 
fn^e to Paris at the time of his dirmiffal. 
llence naturally arofe his rcfufil of the 
Embaffy to Sweden. I fiifpeft the 
family of Lajoiaisof being concertaed in 
this intrigue. 

Nothing but the great confidence 
which I cdtertain of your patriotifm and 
wifdom could have determined me to 
give ydu this Information. The proofi 
trt as clear as day. I doubt, however, 
whether they be Judicial, l entreat 
you, Citizen DireAor, to be lb good as 
t6 enlighten me with your advice in rhif 
vfcrycHtical affair.

•Ithough of an extraordinary fenfibiiity 
of nerves, his fenfations were lively and 
warm ; the ieaft fentiment aff*c6ted him 
beyond all expreffion, and this difpoAo 
tion had been encreafed by the events of 
the Revolution. Thrown upon a great 
theatre, Hoche employed all his faciiU 
ties to fill meritorioufly the eminent 
part wh^h he was deftined to play.-*

ing his iinprifonment in the time of 
Robefpierre, the extraordinary fatigues 
which he underwent in the departments 
«f the weft, the ill fuccefs of the expe-

IN confequence of an information re- 
ceived by Fugion and Revett, two 
of the Bow-ftreet ofiBcers, that a manu- 
factory for forged Bmk Notes was car- 
ried on at a houfe in Well-ftrcet, Ox- 
fbrd-ftrect, and in which a foreigner 
was the principal, they went thither on 
Saturday afternoon, accompanied by 
the engraver of the Bank. The per- 
fon on being interrogated, fald he was 
an engraver, but denied any know- 
ledge or concern in making Bank 
Notes. The officers, however, learning 
that he occupied a garret in the houfe, 
proceeded to fearch it, when they dif- 
eoTcred a copper-plate prefs, and fome 
inftruments that the Bank Engraver de- 
clared could only be ufcd for the pur- 
pofc of forging Bank Notes. This in- 
duced them to purfue their fearch, and 
•n laying hold of an old trunk, the fo- 
reigner fell on his knees, and begged 
for mercy. The contents of the trunk 
proved to be two copper-plates for 
forging one and two pound notes. 

He was committed to the Houfe of 
Corre^ion, Cold-Bath Fields. On the 
keeper vifiting his cell ycfterday morn- 
Hkti the foreigner was found dead, 
with his brains dafhed out, and the iron 
bedftead lying on him. His name was 
Jofeph Gallet, 4 French emigrant, and 
a very ingenious artift.

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I dirpatched the Rofe cutter at three P. 
M. on the nth (ixth) inft. with a Ihort 
letter to you immediately after the action 
was ended. I have now further tq ac- 
quaint you, for their Lordihip^s infor- 
mation, that in the night of the xoth in- 
ftant, after I had fent away to you my 
letter of that date, I placed my fqiiadron 
in fuch a fituation as to prevent the 
enemy from returning to the Texel with- 
out mv falling in with them. At nine 
o^clock in the morning of the nth I got 
fight of Captain Trollope^s fquadron, 
with (ignals flying for an enemy to 
leeward | I immediately bore up, and 
made the fignal for a general chace, and 
foon got fight of them, fgrming in a line 
on the larboard tack to receive us, the 
wind at N. W. As we approached 
near I made the fignal for the fquadron 
to fhorten fail, in cider to conned them ; 
fbon after I faw the land between Cam- 
perdown and Egraont, about nine miles 
to leeward of the enemy, and finding 
there was no time to be loft in making 
the attack, I made the fignal to bear up, 
break the enemy^s line, and engage them 
to leeward, each fhip her opponent, bv 
which I got between them ana the land, 
whither they were faft approaching. 
My finals were obeyed with peat 
promptitude, and Vice- Admiral Onflow, 
m the Monarch, bore down on the ene- 
iny*s rear in the moft gallant manner, 
his diviHon following his examplci and 
the a^ion commenced about forty mi- 
nutes part twelve o'clock. The Venera- 
ble foon got through the encmv's line, 
And I began a cloie a6tion, wltn my di- 
▼ifion on their van, which lafted near two 
hours and a half, when I oblerved all the 
mafts of the Dutch Admiral's (hip to go 
by the board : (he was, however, de- 
fended for fome time in a moft gallant 
manner ; but being over pre(rcd by num- 
bers, her colours were (truck, and Ad- 
miral De Winter was foon brought oh 
board the Venerable. On lookin? around 
me I obferved the (hip bearing the Vice- 
Admisars flag, was alfo difniafttd, and 
had furrendercd to Vice- Admiral Onflow j 
and that many others had likewife ftruck. 
Finding we were in nine fathom^ water, 
and not farther than (ive miles from the 
land, my attention was fo much taken 
rp in getting the. heads of the difabled 
(tiips off fliore, that I was not able to 
diitinguifh the number of (hips captured j 
and the wind having been conflantly on 
the land fince, wc have unavoidably been 
flsuck difpcri^f fo that f have not bec« 



able to gain an caaft ICooimt of tiiezit^ 
but we have taken po(lefliQn of eight or 
nine ; more of than had ftruck i bat 
taking advantage of the night, and be- 
ing fo near their own coaft, they fucceedcd 
in getting off and fome of them were fensk 
going into the Texel the next morning. 

It is with the greateft pleafure and (a« 
tisfaflion I make known to their Lord- 
fliips the verv gallant behaviour of Vice« 
Admiral Onflow, the Captains, Officera, 
Seamen, and Marines of the fquadron, 
who all appeared a6luated with the trulj 
Britifti fpu-it, at leaft thofe that I had an 
opportunity of feting. 

One of the enemy's (hips caught fire in 
the action, ami drove very near the Vene^ 
rable ; hut I have the pleafure to fay it 
was exungui(hcJ, and flie it one of the 
(hips in our ^oiTeflion. The fquadron 
has fuffered much in their mafts, yards» 
and rigging, and mapy ot them have 
loft a number of men } however, in no 
proportion to that of the enemy. The 
carnage on board the two fliips that bore 
the Admirals' flngs has been beyond all 
defcription ; they have had no lefs than 
250 men killed and wounded on board of 
each (hip ; and here I have to lament the 
lofs of Captain Burgefs, of his MsLJeftv's 
(hip the Ardent, who brought that mip 
into a6lion in the moft gallant and maiL 
terly manner, but was unfortunateijF 
killed foon a(ter. Huwcver the (hip 
continued the a6)ion cloCe, until quite 
difabled. The public have loft a good 
and gallant officer in Captain Burgeia, 
and I, with others, a (incere friend. 

Captain Trollope's exertions and a£(ive 
good condu6l in keeping (ight of the ene« 
my*s fleet until I came up, have been 
truly meritorious, and, I truft, will meet 
a juft reward. 

I fend this by Captain Fairfax, by 
whofe able advice I profited much during 
the a£lion, and who will give their Lord- 
(hips any frinher particulars they may 
wim to know. 

As moft of the (hips of the fquadron 
are much difabled, and feveral of the 
prizes difmaited, I (hall ifiake the beft ot 
my way with them to theNore. 

I herewith tranfmit you a lift of kiyed 
and wounded on board fuch of the fqua- 
dron as I have been able to colleA $ a lift 
of the enemy's fleet oppofed to my fqua- 
dron ; and my line ofbattle on the day of 
a6lion.

THIS Gentleman has lone been known 
to the world for qualities highly 
refpe^iable. In times like the preient 
it is difficult for any one to intereii him- 
fclf in public affairs without fubje^ing 
himftlf to the cenfare of one party or 
.other, equally violent, and equally want- 
ing in candour ; but the view, taken on 
party grounds, of any pcrfon, we believe 
will fcldom be ratified by pofterity. Of 
Dr. Towers, it is probable more warmth 
may be . imputed to his political fenti- 
ments than (Iri^ moderation would ap- 
prove : his opinions, however, have been 
fuch as evince the fincerity of his own 
condu^, and afford little room to coun- 
.tenancc the extravagancies of Liberty 
run mad. Dr. Towers is a Whig in 
conftitutional principles, without being, 
as we pi-efume, tainted with Republi- 
can ifm. 

The life of an Author is to be found 
chiefly in the enumeration of his works ; 
and the following lilt of Dr. Towers's 
performances will prove that he has not 
been an idle fpeftator of what is pafling 
in the world. If we are not mifinformed, 
he wns not originally intended for the 
miniftry: in 1774 he was chofen paltor 
of a congregation of prolcftant diflenters 
at Highgatc, and in 1778 was elected one 
of the Miniilers of the congregation at 
Newington Green, by which means he 
became joint Miniltcr of that congre- 
gation for feveral years with the cele- 
brated Dr. Price, and dill continues in 
the fame chara>^er. In 1779 the Uni- 
verfity of Edinburgh conferred on him 
the degree of Do^or of Laws.

I have 
little or no efteeme for what is tione ia 
Englifh upon this fubje^l, nor follicitottt 
to purchaie any Englilh edition, having 
Stapleton^s large aixi particular account 
of the life and death of that great but 
unfortunate man, publiftied by him at 
Doway 1588. I have lately enquired oi 
my Lord Clarendon, as I have done 
formerly to gratify my owne curiofity» 
whether he knowvs any thing of Ht. 
Beale Deane, I think of Ely, who dyed 
in his father's houle at Madrid. He 
was pleafed to continue to me what he 
had told me fome years (ince, that he had 
no perfonal knowledge oi the Deane, he 
being then a youth of about lo or it 
years of age, and was left in Holland 
with his mother during his father's am- 
bafly in Spayne | but that afterwards 
he had received particul&r account of the 
Deane*s death from thofe who were then 
jtrefcnt : as that about 3 or 4 hours be- 
tore his death, when the decayesof nature 
made him more and more apprehenfive 
that he haa not long to live, he defired 
my Lord his Father, and Ibme other, to 
receive the H. Saflrament with him, 
which he in perfvA eood underihmding, 
tho weake in body, Oeing fupported in 
his bed, confecrated and adminelbed to 
hirofelff and to the other few communi- 
cante. He was in this his laft ficknes 
very folicitous leaft his body ihouid fi|il 
into the hands of the Inquiiition, which 
to prevent, he propofed to them to b^tne 
his dead body. But after his death, this 
expedient was ufed, that the Deane dying 
in a ground chamber, they, taking up

where I had been to ftiert and dcfe^ive, 
efpetially in the life of Bp. Cofm f 5 
wikich you are pleafed to interpret as 
enjoy nin^yQU to find faults j but I deiired 

00 more of you than what one fritnd 
might defu-e of another. And I juftly 

}»refumed, that, fetting afide the partia- 
ityes of friend(hip, you would read my 
book with the candor of a good man, 
and the judgment of a fcholar, and that 
you might obferve feveral things which 
might be of ufe to me in the review of 
thofe lives, which I defired you to com- 
municate to me at your leifure : and 1 
ftill continue to make it my requeft that 
you would oblige me herein in briefe 
flints and ftriflures, without the trouble 
of any prolix enlargement : and this three 
or four months hence, or whenever you 
pleafe, for I am not in haft. 

How I came to be induced to write

*T*H£RE it, I tm aware, a certain 
•*• wordy fpeaker, who, for hit readi- 
aefs, and fluency, and fliewy exercita- 
tUms, hat obtained among the imihitude 
the cbara^cr of a confummate orator. 
Let the admirers of this man gnaQi their 
teeth with vexation while I fpeak, what 
my foul dilates, of the eloquence of 
Burke— -of Burke, bv* whofe fweetneft 
Athens herfelf would have been foothed, 
with whofe amplitude and exuberance ftie 
would have been enraptured, and on whole 
lips that prolific mother of genius and 
icicnce would have adored, conlefled, the 
Goddefs of Perfuaiion. 

There were (broe among the Romans 
who e(leemed a certain terfenefs and exi- 
lity of ftyle and ientiment, provided it 
were laboured* and polilhed, and elegant, 
a« truly attic ; and held the more full, 
and grand, and commanding, and mag. 
Bi/icent fpecies of oratoi-y in the higheft 
contempt. Vain of their taffe and their 
lagacity, and infenfible to the gradations, 
the tranfitions, and the varietv of the 
Athenian ftyle, Aich men had the auda* 
city to condemn the harangues of Cicero 
himfelf, as tumid, oriental, and redundant. 
Men have not been wantine with us, who 
have croaked the fame dull note, and re- 
peated the fiune lifelefs criticifm of theelo- 
Suence of Burke. But let thele vain preten- 
ers to attic tafte,without the robullnefs of 
mind to tolerate its beauties, learn to think 
more highly of our illuftrious orator \ 
let them Know, that to imitate Burke is 
to fpeak Athenian-like and well ; and 
that even to have attained a relifh for his 
charms is greatly to have advanced in 
literature. 

Let me add, and it is much to the pur. 
pofe, that Burke, on whatever topic be 
touches in the cxcurfi^ range of his 
•lIuAont, appears amaierof the fubje^ ; 
and to have acquired a deep and thorough 
InHght into wha^tever is excellent in ele. 
gant art or folid feience. Critics there 
are who wilh to ieparatc eloquence from 
literature, and to afcribe the powers of the 
orator to a certain natural talent improved 
by habit. While we congratuktc thefe 
original and unlettered fpeakers, let us 
admire in Burke a mind by nature formed 
lor eloquence, and impregnated witli

every fubfidiary aid, bv fedulous and 
unwearied application • He applied him* 
felf to daflic literature, becaulehe knew 
that from that literature oratory was 
furnifhed with its choiceft omannents^ 
and becaufe he felt that it (ilently infufed 
the habit of fpeaking even £ngli(h well. 

Demofthenes is faid to have been % 
reader, and even an auditor, of Plato } 
and Cicero is confirmed in this opinion 
by the choice and grandeur of his ftyle* 
How deeply read is Burke ; what ftorea 
be has accumulated in his capacious 
memory from the otatort and poets, it 
forcibly felt by every man of letters in 
that ftrong tinAure of literature which 
pervades, with eflential firagrance, all his 
compofitions. His fuperior genius, like 
that of Phidias, was no fooner exhibited 
than felt j but obferving how much the 
bri?hte(l talents have been obfcured by 
ne^tgence, he never relaxed his vdent 
afliduity a moment, nor fuffered the ettent 
of his attainments to damp his appetite 
for more. 

Few have the opportunity or the power 
of fprming a competent opinion of f 
fpeech delivered j but of Burke*s elo- 
quence there are ()>ecimena of which 
every one may judge. Look at yrhxt he 
has publiihed, the charm equally of the 
world at large and of the ableft critics. 
Who is there among men of eloquence 
or learning more profoundly veried in 
every branch of fcience ? Who is there 
that has cultivated philofophy, the parent 
of all that is illuftrious in literature of 
exploit, with more felicitous fuccefs ? 
Who is there that can transfer fo hap- 
pily the refult of laborious and intricate 
research, to the moft familiar and populaV 
topics ? Who is therie that poflelfes fo 
<extenfive yet fo accurate an acquaintance 
with every tranfaflion, recent or remote I 
Who is there that can deviate horn his 
fubieft, for the purpofes of delight, with 
fucfa engaging cafe, and infenfabljr coqp 
du6( hts readers ^m the fevcntv of 
i^foningto the teftivity of wit i Who U 
there that can melt thon, if the occafion 
requires, with fuch refiftlefs power to 
fricf and pity } Who is theft that CQm« 
bines the charm of iaimitable grace and 
urbanity w4tl|)ig|k*)y magnifccnt and 

<^q houndle^ 
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)>oundIers expanfion ? — He that can do 
this, I tdii-m it again and again, hat 
attic powers, , and Ipeaks a language 
which, while it fuothcs the multitude by 
its (wcetnefs, by its correftnefs and preg- 
nancy, will captivate thejudgmentof the 
fcvercrt critic. 

^ Many men, of more talent than erudi- 
tion, hape fended rljat they could i'pcak 
better than they could write j and flattered 
thtmicjvcs with a reputation for elo- 
quence which never ftood the ttll of fe- 
vere and critical examination. Many a 
fpeech has been received with infinite ap- 
plaule in the deliveiy, which, when 
handed about in print, has appeared poor, 
languid, and Hfeleis. Loixi Chatham was 
a great man, a moft animated and terri- 
fic orator, and eminently endued with the 
fii'ii qualifications of a great ftatclhian ; 
yet, as a fpcaker, his fame, doubtlcls from 
the witchery of his manner^ was greater 
than his power. Like Cromwell, he had 
that peripicacity of eye which pried into 
the inmolt rtcclles of the foul, and dc- 
te(5led all the thoughts and imprcffions, 
and hopes and fears, of his auditors. 
■He had that too which Cromwell had notj 
iov CjomwfU, wc aie told, was How in 
the urnception of his ideas when he 
Axkt, and diffufe and perplexed in the 
aelivery. hat in Chatham, when he rolis 
to fpeak, thax was a fervour and vchc* 
mence of imagination, a headlong tor- 
rent of words, and power of found, which 
tlcafeacd, and ftunncd, and confounded his 
opponents^^ In the man himlelf, I well 
J'cmember, there was a native dignity of 
ibim, which commanded i"evercncc and 
raith j and, by filling his hearers with 
holy awe, predifpofed them to his pur- 
pofe. With powers littic calculated to 
inftru6l or to delight, there was a vehe- 
mence of contention, an awakening 
energy ot manner, an impaflioned ardour, 
a confident and boaftful exultation, which 
vitlory only rendered more ferocious and 
ungovernable. He often role to dignity 
in the donation of applaufe, iHll oltener 
blazed to fiercerel's in the fulminatiou of 
inve^ives j and fometimes, in the vio- 
lence of altercation, ftung with a poig- 
nancy of wit peculiarly lus own. But 
take away thefe ihewy appendages of 
eloquence, which are included almod in 
the veiy name of Chatham -, take away 
that which in the judgment of Demoft- 
k^ne$ was the firil, the fecond, the third 
qualification of an orator 9 and which, in 
Chatham, were difplayed as they pre^ 
Tailed in Co ailoui/hing a meafure, and 
with fuch felicity of fucccft j take ftwaj 



the impofine dignity of hit prefence, the 
ftrengtn and grandeur of his voice, the 
elaborate vehemence of his gefticulation^ 
worked up often to extravagance^ and 
adapted rather to the Diama tharf the 
Senate} take thefe away, and in thofc 
very fpicches which were extolled by his 
auditors as tranfcending far all pratie, 
you will find nothing, fcajicely, which 
forcibly ftrikes qr fweetly foothes the 
car ; nothing which by its ftrength or 
clcarnefs captivates the judgment j no- 
thing which the intelligent reader in a 
cool and temperate hour will highly ap* 
prove J or having once read, wiii eager!/ 
demand ae^ain. 

Sich, f confefs, was the giant fcale of 
Chatham's mind, that he might wcJi 
claim^ and would aflfuredly fill with ho« 
nour^ the higheft itation to which a fub- 
jeft can afpire. To his other original 
and illuftrious qualities wah added that 
felicity of fortune which fills up the 
meafure of all pre-eminent greatnefs. lu 
his chara^er as Minillerf fuch was the 
peatnefs and elevation of his fpirit thatj 
like Scipio, he could revive expiring ar- 
dour, and fill men with a confidence of 
cxpe«5lation which no ;nortal promilcs, 
nor the nloral ccurle of nature, ever did, 
or, under any other aufpiccs, ever ought 
to infpire. Thofe, however, who c«nfi- 
der Chatham not as a firiUrate orator, but 
as another Dcraoftlicn^s, are greatly de- 
ceived. In DemolHieces, with a dignity 
which i'carcely has been equalled, wai 
combined a iagacity and coolnefs whicii 
can never be furpaUed. He who afpires 
only to be rapid, vehement, and fonorous, 
without defcending to plain narratire» 
cool ftatement, and cloie argument, ia- 
crifices reaibn to pafiion, and touches on 
the precin6l$ of a frantic eloquence. It 
was the lot of Chatham to owe whatever 
he poflelTed to a genius exercifed by prac- 
tice alone. Tlie confequence wis natu« 
ral. With infinite fiuency and anima- 
tion he infured the fate or Galba, and 
while he breathed confuming fire as a 
fpcaker, all the force and all the blaze of hi« 
eloquence was extingui^ed upon paper. 

Far different is Burke. To wing his 
flight to the fubliine of eloquence be hat 
called in the labours of theclofet. Burke 
would not tliat the fanie ot his powers 
/hould be circumfcribed within the fame 
poor limits that bound life | nor ha» he 
feared, moft certainly he has not (bunned, 
that fticmn fentence which pofterity, 
who ** extenuate notliing, nor icc 
down ou^ht in malice,'* will hereafter 
prgnounccf upoa his genius. 

Th» 
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There are many, I know» who, though 
^rell convinced that the pen is theinftruc- 
tor of (lie tongue, and perfefVlv able to 
treat any lubje^t upon paper with infinite 
corrc^ncls and art, yet, when drawn 
itom the (hade of ftudious retirement 
into a6iion, arfc not only incapable- of 
dellverine with cleamefs what tney hare 
Tery juftly conceived, but exhibit the 
fpcclacieof abfolute hclpleltViels and fia- 
tuity. . But Burke, though fully fatisfied 
that nothing contributes more to good 
iptrakin? than good writing, is equally 
prepared for both. The fame power of 
mind, the fame divine and inextinguifha- 
ble ardour which fire 5 him in the Senate, 
snhnates him in the folitude of compofi- 
tion ; nor need he blu(h to fay of his 
iptechcs what Thucydides has affirmed 
of his elaborate hiftonr, ** I give it to the 
public as an -everlafting poffcflion, and 
not as a contentious inilrument of tempo- 
rary applaufe." 

Xhere is an unwillingnefs in the 
world to (hew that the fame man has ex- 
celled in various purfuits ; yet Burke*s 
compoiitions, diverfified as they arc in 
their nature, yet each excelling in its 
kind, who does not read with inltruf^ion 
and delight ? I have hitherto furvejred 
the meiiti of the orator ; let us now view 
him as a critic and philolbphcr. 

Criticifm, which others would fiave 
been content to Itudy as they found it, 
Burke has enlarged by his difcoveries, 
nhidrated by his multifarious learning, 
and treated with all the graces of a ftyle 
moft elegant and refined, yet nc^ polifhed 
into inlipidity by too curious a care. 
Often has it been lamer.tcd that the 
langtiaee of philofophers is ufually fo 
crabbed and uncouth as to deter readers 
of tallc frcm the perufal of their la- 
bours. Jt fell to Burke, by his purity 
and grace, to purge off this inveterate 
nifl, and to adapt to the knottielt and the 
fubtleftdifquifitions, fuch a flowing eafe, 
and fertility and luflre of ftyle, as the world 
had never witnefled. With fuch illuftrious 
proofs of his awn powers, he has at 



once, by his precepts and his cxnmple^ 
inAruaed otha-s to excel: for wheiher 
he luxuriates in fpeeches repine witl^ 
the choiceft phfafcology and happieft pe- 
riods, or bends his keen and lubtlc in- 
telligence on critical difquifition, fuch is 
the telicityof his labours, that he at onc^ 
quickens the fagacity of his readers, 
while he liorcs their memory and fertilize* 
their fancy with invigorating and varied 
information. 

On the morals of a roan moft confpS- 
cuouHy endued with the more amiable 
and the feverc virtues, I hold it needlefs 
to defcant. The unfpottcd innocence, 
the firm integrity of Biirke, want no 
emblazoning, and if he is accuftomed to 
exaft a rigorous account of the moral 
condu6l of othtrs, it is juf^ified in one 
who fhuns net the mofl inquifitorial fcru- 
tiny into his own. 

I know what unfafe and treacherous 
ground I tread. Objeftors, I am aware, 
are not wanting, who will exclaim that I 
have lavilhed praife with too prodigaJ a 
hand j that I have been hurried away 
by my love and admiration of the man j 
and unblufliing malice may infmuate 
even this— that I have ftudioully praifed 
him for thole qualities in which I knew 
he was deficient. I care not. The tri- 
bute I have paid him is little to his de- 
ferts ; and would to God that this little 
had come from any one who could have 
more fuitaby expanded and adorned it I 
This, however, I deliberately and (Readily 
affirm — that of all the men'who are, or 
who ever have been eminent for energy 
and fplendour of eloquence, or for fkill 
and grace in compofition, there is not one 
who in genius or erudition, in philan- 
throphy or piety, or in any of the qua- 
Jitics of a wile and good man, furpalfe* 
Burke. 

Such is my opinion of one* ofthcfe 
prominent and ilJuflrious characters ) and 
It is my wifh that it fhouM be confidered 
lefs as the efFuiion of my regard, than as 
the fincere ar.d lettlcd conviftion of my 
judgmtnt.

of the AB. of Settlement, which it wtt 
impoiEble fo to traime as to give content 
to all ; and here, on account of various 
political Court intrigues. Hume, in his 
Hiftory of the Reign of Chailcs the Se- 
cond, recites, with feeling, the flights 
this rcfpeiSlible and meritorious Noble- 
man fuffcred irom the Court, but he doe^ 
not (late the calc. The faft was, the 
Duke was (Iridly connefled in friendfhip 
with thoic two virtuous and great cha- 
rafVers,' Lord Chancellor Clarendon and 
the Lord Trtfai'urer Southampton ; and 
as neither of thofe three Noblemen debased 
themfelves by offering ferv ile complai- 
fances to the King^s Miftrefles, and.par- 
ticularly the Duchefs. of Cleveland, it 
was determined, after the death of ^uth* 
ampton and the baniihroent of Clarendon^ 
to get rid of the Duke of Ormond. 

For this purpole feveral intrigues wert 
commenced j but finding his Majefly 
ftill attached to his old ind faithful fer- 
vant, and knowing the powerful afcend* 
ant the Duke of Buckingham had over 
, him, they intrifl^ed with a party in Par- 
lianoent, as well as at Court, to procure a 
pardon for Buckingham, who had, at this 
time, abfcondcd tor killing the Earl of 
Shrewfbury in a duel On his return to 
Court, die King's Mi^elTes and their 
firiends, which were numerous, put all 
their cords into his hands $ and this maoy 
who was at once the del^ht and difmat 
of the circles he lived in, fo poiJoned 
his Majelty's eai, that his (the Duke's) 
iiigrace was determined on. 

Previouily to this, his Grace had been 
a fecond time Lord Lieutenant of Ireland; 
and tHough the laft time he went he car- 
ried over with him the A6i of Explana- 
tion, which was to fupply the defers of 
the A£l of Settlement, and which conci- 
liated, in a great meafure, all ranks of 
people to his adminiflration, his enemies 
here never loft fifht of him. They now at- 
tacked him on the topic o2 expence, and 



N the Refloration, the Duke (then 
Marquis of Ormond) fhared in his 
mafter's happy return, being made Lord 
Steward of bis Maiefly's Houliiold, High 
Steward of Wel^miniter, Kingfton, and 
Briflol, L rd Lieutenant of the County 
of Somerfct, and Chancellor of the Uni- 
vcrfity of Dublin. And whereas the 
county Palatinate of Tipperary was in his- 
grandfather's time forfeited to the Crown, 
which did not then extend to the whole 
county, his Majefty now granted him the 
reftitution of it, and to comprehend the 
whole county, as it afterwards paffed by 
A61 of Parliament in 1663 j to which his 
Lordfhip gave the royal affent. • 

In July, alter the Reftoration, he was 
created Earl of Brecknock, and Baron 
Butler of Lanthonv, in England \ and on 
the 30th of March following, Duke of 
Ormond, in Irclaitd ; and in the April 

following, carried the Crown at his Ma- 
jefty's Coronation. In November 1661, 

bis Grace was declared Lord Lieutenant 

of Ireland ; where things not going on to 

Colonel Talbot's f mind, in reference to 

fome of his friends and countrymen, he 

came very daringly to tax his Grace 

therein \ and it looked fo like a chal- 
lenge, that his Grace, inunediatelv meet- 
ing his Majefty, deiired to know if it were 

his pleafure t)iat, at that time of day, he 

ihouki put off his doublet, and ^ght 

duels with Dick Talbot. " No, no 1" 

cried the King } upon which the Colonel 

was fent to the Tower until the heat vi^s 

over. 

Though his adminiflration In Ireland 

was executed with integrity, and a fplen- 

dour hitherto unknown even to that high 

fbtion, he had his enemies both there and 

here. There, on account of the operation

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dbe want of doe ecoooiny f tndy though 
even here they brought no foimiml ac- 
cuiation i^ainft him, they gained fo far 
on his Majefty^s mind tliat he recalled 
him firom the Govemn^ent of Ireland in 
j668. 

Lord Robert! was his fucceflbr ; but 
this Nobleman, it was thouzhty was only 
ient at a fpy to find out and cxpole the 
errors of the laft adminiflration ; he 
therefore remained in Ireland but nine 
months when be was recalled, and fuc* 
ccedcd by Lord Berkeley. 

All thofe fecret intrigues, which the. 
Duke was well acquainted with, could 
not but affefl his mind, particularly as 
he had fuffered a ten years baniflimient 
from his country, his fortune, and 
friends, and had leveral times put his 
life into imminent danger, in forwarding 
the ier vices of his roafter $ but it was 
the temper of Charles to live without 
reflexion } hence he was the creature of 
his favourites who, finding out the art 
of flattering his palTions, often repaid 
themfelves at the expence of their maf- 
tcr*s honour. 

The Duke, however, bore his fituation 
with temper and firmnels. Meeting with 
Sir Robert SouthwelUn Pall Mall • foon 
after his laft rtturnfrom Ireland, ** there 
(lays the latter) he ciifcourfed freely on 
the viciilitudes of fortune -, how often it 
had befallen htm to be employed when 
things were moll difficult ^ how his em- 

EJoyments had'ftill been flung upon him ) 
ow when he thought his a^lionsthemoft 
juftiflable they commonly found the hard- 
«ft interpretation," " Well," faid he, 
** nothing of this Audi yet break my heart} 
for, however it may fare with me in 
Court, I am refoived to lie well in the 
Chronicle/* 

The Prince of Orange came into Ene- 
land in 1670; and being invited on the 
4th of December to an entertainment in 
the city, his Grace attended him ; but 
»s he returned in the night, being dark^ 
towards Clarendon Houfe, he was af- 
£iulted, and almoft aflaflinated, by that 
traitor Blood, and Ave of his accom- 
plices. But though mounted by them 
on horfeback, yet he delivered himfelf, 
by his valour and prel'ence of mind, al- 
Biofl to a miracle, although they left him 
for dead. There then ifl'ued a proclamation 
with a thoufand pounds reward to (eize 
tbofc malefa^ors ; and although in the 
month of May following this fame Bhoti 



attempted to fteal the Crown, thd was 
taken with it, yet he was pardoned, had 
frnvour and k peniion given him, which is 
a myftery few can explain to this day. 

** I have ieen this mifcreant perpetually 
at Court," lays Sir Roberf Southwefb 
** and as it were affefting to be in the fama 
room where the Duke o? Ormond was, tm 
the indignation of every body arounil 
him, though negle^ed and overlooked 
by his Grace. I remember when it was 
flift told the Duke that Blood was taken^ 
and tiut his Majefty defn-ed to fee him* 
** then," faid he, ** this man need not 
defpairi for iurely no King would wiflito 
ii^e a malefa.5lor but with an intention t» 
pardon him."

REV. JAMES OE LA COUR, 

(Author of « lie frof^ea of Poehy.**- 
See a Foem by Ibomfon to bimm P^t 
///./. 74.) 

The Rev. James De La Cour was the 
fecond foil of Robert De La Cour, Efq. of 
the count)r of Cork, in Ireland, a Gen- 
tleman of gof^d landed property, and 
dcfcended I'rom an antient and refpe^bble 
family. He was bred at the Univerfity 
of the city of Dublin j and being early 
captivatecl with the writings c? Mr, 
Pope, which were then as much the rage 
in Ireland as in England, he negle£led 
the Fat ben for the Mufes^ and dedicated 
all the time which could be Ipared from 
the indifpenfable dutits of the College t« 
the Itudy and pra^i ice of poetry. 

His genius lupported his inclination \ 
as before he reached the age of twenty 
he produced a Poem entitled, " Abelard 
to Eloila,'* in imitation of Mr. Pope^ 
which was thought to poflels a good deal 
of the fpirit and harmony of the mafter. 
From this he proceeded to pubiifh ftiorter 
poems and fonnets which were all fa- 
vourably received j when in the year 
1753 (our Author being then about thq 
age of twemy-two), he publiflied hi^ 
** Profpeaof Poetry," which he dedi- 
cated to the Right Hon. the Earl of Cork 
and Orrery. 

This Poem, though partly dida^ic* 
abounds in many beautiful defcriptionf 
of the proper fubjefls for poetry, orna- 
mented with much claflical talte, and 
^bove all poliflied to a degree of harmony 
which at once reached perfe^ion. Sa 
ci*editable a publication, and at fuch aa

aulc i and in this lift of admirers he 
id to count on ibme of the bdl judges in 
both countries. 

Soon after this he took holjr orders ; 
but the praife of the Poet (lackenc<ji the 
seal of the parfon. Inftcad of exciting that 
public curiofity which Swift recommends 
ail young Clergymen to obtain, viz. 
** Does the Do6lor preach here to day ?'* 
De La Cour produced his fermons as 
matters of ordinar}' tluty 5 his mufe was 
the miftrei's which engaged his principal 
attention j and, as the Mufcs generally 
lore" the gay andbuly haunts of men,'' 
this puri'uit was of no fervicc to his pro- 
motion or clerical character. The foil 
of a commercial town, tod> is not favour- 
able to poetical talents. Amongft mere 
matter offaii mejiy the man of rhymes is 
at leali an equivocal chara£ler ; but when 
joined to that of a Clergyman, it doubly 
injures his reputation. 

Poor De La Cour had not the pnidery 
•f pr^ldlion to trim with this humour of 
the people whom he was configncd to live 
with; Iw unfortunately, too, loved his bot- 
tle as well as his mule ; and though he 
had the example of giaver divines (if he 
liad their art of concealment) of indulg- 
ing in the former with impunity, dupli- 
city formed no part of his charafter : if 
lie occa&onally drank too much, he had 
the vke of lacing found out ; and this 
being perhaps too often repeated, he funk 
in the eftecm of his fellow- citizens, who 
iaid poetry atfeftcd his head j and in a 
little time they dubbed him with the ti- 
tle of " the mad Parfon.'* 

Under this general chara^ler, the 
rravcr kind of people grew cautious of 
his acquaintance, whilft the young ones 
Solicited his company for the fake of 
** fmoking the parlbn." In time he fell 
lb much into this 1 ail feilu^lion, that he 
was the volunteer of any party who 
would enga^ him for the night. This 
conftant diliipation at Wall enfeebled his 
luiderftanding ; and the charge which 
malice and ignorance at firll faftcned on 
him was now realized ; his intellefts were 
at times evidently deranged i and he fan- 
cied himfelf, after the example of Socrates, 
to be nightly vifited by a. demon, who 
enabled him to prophefy all manner of 
future events. 

In the career of this unhappy impref- 
tfon, tlie following circumllance deferves 
fome not Ice : A gentleman one day meet- 
ing the Doftor in a bookfeller's (hop, 
during the Hegc of the Qavannuh, afkcd 



him, whether he could tril him wh^ the 
garrifon vrould furrender ? «« O yes, fari 
De La Cour, very confidently, TU tell 
you the precift day ; it will be on the 
14th of Auguft next." *< Do you pledge 
yourfelf for that day ?" " So much fo," 
replied the Doftor, <« that I will ftake my 
chara^er as a prophet on it, and there- 
fore I beg you will take a meiuorandum 
of it." The Gentleman immediately 
noted it in his pocket book ; and it to 
happened, that on that very day we had 
an account of its furrender to the Britiik 
arms. 

A public event thus predi^ed fix 
weeks before it happened, and falling in 
fo accurately according to the predi6lion, 
of coui'fe made a great noil'e in a HttJe 
place. The common people wondered 
at, and even philolbphers could not refifl 
paufing on the coincidence of circum- 
ftanccs $ but the Do^or was elated be- 
yond meafure. He n6w claimed the 
diploma of a prophet, and expe^ed to 
be confulted on the IfTue of all important 
circumfbnces. 

He continued thus many years pre^he* 
fying and poettxing 5 and though in the 
firft he made many miftakes, in the lat- 
ter he, in a great meafure, preferved the 
vis poetica/^ particularly in his Satires 
on individuals, which foroetimes expofed 
and^ reilrained thofe too cunnine for the 
law, and too callous for the pulpit. 

He had originally a little cflate of 
about Sol. per year left him by his fa- 
ther, which with the hofpitality of his 
friends enabled him to live independent* 
Towards the latter end of his life, he 
fold this to his brother-in-law for a cer- 
tain fum yearly, and his board and lodg- 
ing ; but at the fame time reftrained 
himlelf from flaying out after twelve 
o'clock at night under the penalty of oni 
Jbillijjg, In confequence of this the 
J)o6lor's balance at the end of the year 
was very inconfiderable. 

He died about the year 17S1, at the 
advanced age of feventy-two, leaving be- 
hind him many monuments of poetical 
talents, and adding another teflimony to 
the truth of the following obfervation : 

** Thofe who, in confidence of fupe^ 
rior capacititrs or attainments, difreffard 
the common maxims of life fhould be 
reminded, that nothing will fupply the 
want of prudence, and that negligence and 
irregularity long continued will make 
knowledge ufclels, wit ridiculous, andge« 
niusconte notible."

EVERY enquiry that tends to im- 
prove the morals and happlnei's of 
the world, every argument whole objc^ it 
ia to make manJ^ind think for themielves^ 
and thus (hake off that flavifh uniformity 
obiervable in modern manners, is entitled 
to praife. The mind which has for a 
length of time imbibed a peculiar train 
ofideas^ or which has been accuftomed 
to adopt, with iluggifh indifference, the 
opinions of others, will be rarely found 
capable of generous or manly exertions ) 
the appearance of difficulty dilheartensy 
the profpeil of onpofition drives it to 
defpalr, until at lalt it fmks into langour 
ana debility, exclaiming^ like Gray's 
Prophctcfs, 

*' Leave me, leave mr^ to repoic." 

To opnofe this mental degeneracy it 
has been the object of all ages and nations 
to excite a love of fame : it has been held 
that *< the rcfpefl and attention of the 
world during lite, and its applaufes after 
death9 are fure means ofexciting the mind 
to virtue; that Providence has implanted 
in the human brcali a love of diiiin^Uon ) 
and that to attain this end man will 
undergo hanKhiM cf every kind, and 
fometimes even death itfelf.** This ar- 

Siment has at firft fight a very p^poflfefT- 
g appearance ; but upon nearer mfpec- 
tion will be found replete with error 
pf 2 veiy pernicious tendency* The 
public mind is eafily impofed upon ; in 
whatever light we view it» we can make 
nothing more of it than the coU^£led 
mind of individuals, many of them preju- 
diced, many vicious, and many utterly 
Ignorant of the merits of the candidate 
who foHcits their luffrag>e. Is the lea- 
tence of a body like thus to dire^ our 
views and a£(ions ? Shall this ** many- 
headed beaft,"' as Horace rightly calls 
it, poflefs the ipetamorphic power of

making vice virtue, and virtue vice ? 
Every unprejudiced obicrver muft in aa 
inltant be ftruck with the abfurdity of 
fuch a tribunal, whofe means of informa- 
tion are fo vague and uncertain, and 
whofe wayward decifions will frequently 
confer honours upon fuccefsiul roguery, 
and (ink modeft worth into negle^ and 
oblivion. 

Yet, notwithftandtng the di6lates of 
reaibn, though men ot enlightened un- 
derOanding are convinced that true phi* 
lofophy teaches us to follow virtue, the 
fubltantial good, rather than fame, her 
uncertain handmaid, poets and writers of 
every defcription have ever fondly ad- 
hered to the idea of thtr immortality of 
their works. f Ext^i M^numentum 
ara pertnnmy^ fays Horace j fimilac 
to which is the vain-glorious declara* 
tion of Ovid at the concluiion of his 
labours : 

** Jv><!*>5 op"* **^P J 9"^ "*c Jovis ira, 

nee ignis, 
Nee poterit ferram, nee edax abolere ve« 

t«at8/' 

It would be fupcrfluouf to mentioa 
the number of ancients whQ have proudly 
arrogated immortality to their works, or 
^e more fpeclous and humble tnfmua- 
tions of the moderns all ultimately tend- 
ing to the fame goal. To endeavour a^ 
once to root out a paffion which error hat 
fo deeply implanted in the human bfcaft* 
would be alike prefumptuous aiil rain ; 
but it may diminifh the oftentatious 
fwell of human greatrefs to reflet, that 
the Ihouts of a multitude af% at bed a 
very equivocal fymptom of merit, fmct 
fame, as has been well obfenred^ 
Not more furvjvrs from good than evil deeds. 
The afpiring youth who fired the £phtf1a» 
dome 
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It may alfo afford cpnfolation to .thofe 
-who prefer ibc praflice of virtue to the 
public difplay of it, that as men im- 
prove in knowledge, charafler-will iind it» 
true level ; that it is the charaf^criflic of 
barbarous and bigotted nations to be fa- 
tisfied and deceived by external fplendour> 
and that in procefs of time the aftlons of 
men muft appear in their proper light, 
and the immortality which tney vainly af- 
fumed will be no more } or at leaft be 
converted, like that of the original depre-^ 
dators of the worldy into aa immortality 
of contempt. 

Among the writers who have endea- 
Toured to expofe theemptinefsoffame, and 
the foolifti vanity of thofe who toil in pur- 
fuit of it, few make a more diftinguifhed 
iigure than the author of the *« Eflay on 
Wan," a work which, however erroneous 
}t may be as to it$ general philofophy, 
muft be always admired for the excel- 
lency of its pra£\Ical maxims, and the 
conciie though cnerectic language in 
which they arc clothed in the follow, 
ing lines : 

*' Fame but from death a villains name can 

favey 
As Juflicc tears bis body from the gnve | 
When what to oblivion better wereconfign*d 
U hung on high to poiic-n half mankind.** 

The reader is at a lofs whl<;h to admire 
moft, the truth of the obl'ervation, or the 
pointed and epigrammatic manner in 
which it is exprcfied ; the equivoque on 
the laft line, 
« Is hung on high to polfon half matiklndy'* 

Is peculiarly happy, while the do^rine 
ir.culcated of the tolly of placing in a 
ccnfpiciicus point of view tboic vices 
which fliouM be quietly iuffered to Aide 
into* obiivion, can never be lufficicntly 
adn.Ircd, 

An acute ahd ir.gcnious pbilofopher of 



the prefent day has exhibited, in t nuf- 
terly manner, the dreadful coniequences 
that frequently refult from an obftinate 
attachment to reputation *. But when 
the fame author, in a work y£ profound 
inveltigation and philofophic refearch -f-, 
would propofc a new fytttm of govern- 
ment, vifionary indeed in fome points, 
but in others " devoutly to be wiihed,*^ 
and places the love of diftinfUon amoor 
the higheft motives to the cxcrcilc cS* 
virtues and talents, herein he ieems to 
contradia himlelf. That an obftinate 
attachment to honour or reputation will 
frequently produce the effeashe fo forci- 
bly reprefents, muft be allowed; bu^ 
at the fame time, a love of diiiinftion* if 
it mean any thing different from a lo»c 
of honour, will probably produce efici6U 
nearly fimilar. In truth, neither diftinc« 
tion nor honour fhould be offered to ra^ 
tjonal beings as inducements to the 
prafticc of virtue. We hare feen that 
thele can be procured by the refemblance 
of virtue as well and frequently better 
than by the reality ; and as long as this 
mode of confidering the fubjeA continues^ 
fo long will indolence, vanity, and vice 
continue to daizlb and deceive the world. 
If mankind could be once convinced, that 
to praftife virtue is to promote the gene- 
ral intercd, if the advantages that would 
refult from fuch a meafure, and the uni- 
verfal increafe of cafe and happincO 
reiiihing from it, were exhibited in the 
ftrong colourinf of rcafon, and at .the 
fame time adapted to the meaneft capa- 
city, it leems, that more general good 
would be produced than by hokiing rorth 
Inwards, which it is intuiting to offer, 
and venal to accept, and which, inffcad 
of amending, have firom their very ef- 
fence a tendency to corrupt, by cloth- 
ing viitue in the garb of ieififtmefs and 
venaJity.

nOLITICAL eflayt will always pro- 
^ duce a certain effeft in a country 
like England on the public mind j and 
this is a very acute and ruccefsfiil de* 
fence of Afr. Reenfes^s Affftciaiion (as it hat 
been called) and of Government. 

Our'Author diftinguifliet aflbciationt 
into two clafles 5 offe^frue and defenfive. 
The latter intended lo mmntain things as 
tbey are ; the former to rffeQuate their 
change. Mr. Brand endeavours to prove 
by reafiningf but principally by argu- 
saents from tndmSionyW from ^y?ory, which 
alone can create convi<^Hon in fo compli- 
cated an enquiry, that defenfive qffbcia* 
tions have never been mifcbuvous 5 that 
cffenjive have been fo always ; mujt be 
fo neceffarily j and in a degree to threaten 
the exigence of the civtl State in which 
diey are fuflfered to remain. 

The obje£l of this work is fo ufeful 
and (o momentous at the prefent crifis, 
that we wilh it an extenfi? e and general 
circulation. It will certainly contribute 
powerfully, wherever it is read, to excite 
choie to vigilance who have any thing to 
loie. It will do this with the greater 
effeft, as it is written in a verj^ pbtlojo^ 
phical and dif^ajfionate fpirit^ intending 
to imprefs the reader, not with the vatn 
images of oratory ^ but with the weight 
etnd evidence of faSs. We are forry 
that the reafoning is fometimes too clofe 
and abftrufe for the generality of poltti^ 
cianst and the fen tenets fomewhat intri' 
cate, prolix^ and complicated in certain 
partSe Our iimitt will not fuffer us to 
give fo large an account of this valuable 
traft at it defcrvcs j and yet duty calls 
upon us to lay fomething to recommend 
it ; fomething that may convey to our 
numerous friends a imall portion of its 
Very important contents. We (hall en- 
deavour to collefl a few ftrikine poinu, 
and in what we communicate will be as 
eonctfe and popular as poifible, in what 
regards, in a forcible manner, the public 
weal at this juncture.

The fixth feaion treats on the fbirit vf 
popular qffet{five JJociattonsy on toe frin» 
ciples ofibe rights ^man (fn called!^ It 
bat been thcught, that combinationt and 
aflbciationt to obtain political eoualitr» 
and to vindicate what arc now called tne 
rights oj maUf are new in thehiftory of the 
human fpecies. France is very generally 
fuppolcd to have now exhibited the Jir^ 
example of the calamities fuch combina- 
tions have 1)1 oduccd. It would have been 
fortunate for mankind, and for that fin# 
country in narticular, if this opinion had 
been true. Mr. B. adduces four inftancet 
from hiftory of the fatal confequences of 
the fame doiirines to diflferent nations tt 
very different periods : to the Jews tn the 
reigns of hero and yejpenfian\ to the 
Bigaudse in the reign of Diocletian ; to 
France in the reign of John ; and to Cng« 
landunder Richard the Second. WewDl 
felea and abridge what is faid on the in* 
furre^lion in France, as it applies (6 
ftrikingly to the preicnt ftate of that 
country. 

It took place in 1358, and reiembled 
that of 1789, fays our Author, not 
only in its geneial chaia61er, but in par- 
ticular clrcumttauces. We feem almoft 
to be reading the fame hiilory under diffe* 
rent names. It was the inlurreflion ot 
the Jacquerie, to whom the modem Jaco- 
bins have fucceeded, not only in fptrii 
but in iitlCi after the intrrval of 440 years* 
Jac(jues and Jacobus are both tranflated 
Jamet. The principles on which the firft 
of thefe infurre^^ions, as well as the 
latter, was formed, was to offer t the naiu-^ 
ral rights of man. 

The war with England had exhaufled 
the refources of France : King John was a 
prifoner in London i the Dauphin, thta 
of the age of eighteen, called an aflembly 
of the States to procure fupplies. Here 
he found every order negligent of the 
public diftrtfs, and dcfirous only to Bug* 
roent its own power : he therefore batt- 
ened their icparation* At that jun^ure, 

R r Charier 
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Charles the Bad, King of Navarre, afpired 
to the Throne of France. He and his 
crimes hkve been revived iii the late Duke 
of Orleans, one of his defcendants. 

The Mayor of Paris, Marrel, and 
the faStioui populace^ had been gained 
over to the party of Charles. An aUTafTin, 
whom they lent to murder the Treafurcr 
•f France, afterwards took fauAuary ; 
.the Regent fent two Marefchals to appre- 
hend and execute hira : Marrel upoii this 
raifed the populace, broke into the apart- 
ments of tne Prince, murdered the Maref- 
chals before his face, and when he faw the 
Dauphin apprehenGve of his own fate, as 
a mark of his prote6^ion, fnatched the 
Prince's hat off, and clapped the cap (the 
badge of the failion of Navarre) upon 
his head. The capt indeed, was not red 
entirely ; but whether it was red and 
, HuCi or blue only, hiitory has not exa^ly 
<iecided. The Dauphin-Regent was 
forced to diflcmble hisrefentmcnt, for the 
Palace had been aflailcd and entered with 
Tiolence by 3000 Citizens, each of whom 
wore the cap. They moved under the 
order of the Mayor, and were probably a 
part of what has been fince called the 
National Guards belonging to the city. 

The Dauphin was afterwards detain- 
ed in a kind of captivity, where ^(7//o;7 wmi 
adminijiered to him, by which he loft his 
hair and his nails. In the mean time, 
the fa^lion at Paris, though apparently 
inclined to Charles, was moredilpofed to 
change France into an effeGiije Republic. 
The plan of the leaders of the infurgents 
was precifely copied in the firft of the new 
French Conltitutions ; it was to change 
the form of the Government ^ to veft the 
fapreme power in the Third Eft at e^ and to 
leave the King his title, luith little or no 
authority. This was the Conftitution 
propofed by the metropolis, but rejefted 
by the other cities of France. 

The Regent, who had been obliged to 
temporize and diffemble, was fortunate 
enough to efcape out of Paris, and 
not to be intercepted in his flight. That 
capital and the other cities of the king- 
dom immediately (hook off the royal 
^ authority, took the government into their 
own hands, and fpread difordcr into every 
province. France was yet to be affliftcd 
with a heavier calamity ; the infurreQion 
of the Jacquerii or peafantry. Gibbon, 
who particularly profeffes to have exa- 
mined the original accounts of the prin- 
ciples of thefe infurgents, for the purpol'e 
of acquiring light to fix the charadler of 
a fimiiar event in future, declares, that 
they njfericd the natural, rightt of man. 



As the hiftorian publiflied hU Iwok lA 
1776, he cannot be fufpedcd of havinfr 
tortui'ed fome obfcure and brief xiotice* 
into a parallel with the late dreadful 
revolution in the fame country • 

The obje£k of the inflirgetits fury wa* 
the Gentry, Their caftks were confumcd 
by fire, and levelled to the ground i 
tliey were hunted like wild beafts, and pat 
to the fword«without mercy. Some o£ 
them were impaled, and roafted alive be- 
fore a (low fire. Their wives and daugh* 
ters were 6rft ravi(hed, and then mur* 
dered. A body of oooo of the peaiants 
broke into the city ot Meaux, where the 
wife of the Dauphin, with 300 Ladies^ 
had taken (belter. The moft brutal 
cruelty was juftly apprehended ; but the 
Captal de Buchct though in the (enrice of 
England, with the gallantry of a true 
knight f flew to their relief, and beat off 
the peafants with great (laughter. 

MX 4 B. in a long note on this hiftorical 
record, juftifies Mr. Burke> and the bero^ 
ifm of knighthood, from the uncaxxiid 
afperfions of Dr. Prieftley and fome others 
with great ability, learning, and acute- 
nefs. 

Ihefeventb SeSI/on, on offenfive AJfo- 
dot ions f the object of which ar€ limnted, 
examines that of Mr. Fox, which is to 
continue in force until two Afts of Par- 
liament named therein be repealed. The 
Aflbciators are engaged to perufc no 
other point j bat Mr. B. refers to a re- 
cent and terrible example of the failure 
of fuck an engagement. On the 7th of 
July J 792, Mr. L'Amouretta, biftiop of 
Lyons, moved in the National Affembly^ 
** thcU all thofe tvho hold in equal dttef- 
taiicn a Republic and two Chambers, and 
who wijb to maintain the Conftitution as 
it is — Rife,'''* The words were (carccly 
pronounced, when the whole Affembly, 
by an inliantaneous impulfe, rofe from 
their feats. The two parties advanced, 
and embraced each other, and foletnnly 
protefted their adherence to the Conftitu- 
tion. When this motion was made, 
Briffot afcended the tribune to proiu>unce 
a difcourfe on the means of fecuring the 
State againft all its enemies. It is rea- 
lonabie to fuppofe, therefore, that the 
Ifaden and the body of bis party were pre- 
fent. It was on the loth ot the follow- 
ing month that the Thuilleries were 
attacked, and the King depofed, Briflbt, 
Lou vet, and Barbaroux, in their public 
Ipeeches and writings, aiTerted, that this 
revolution was effc6\ed by them and their 
affociate^, to eflabltfb a Republic, and 



that the day orl 
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uito exectition ^s the 19th of July, 
t'spemtj-iwo days only after this public de^ 
claratitn I 

A part ', fays Mr. B. in another place, 
may begiu with limits, and end with 
f^fchptions. When the degradation of 
Richard Cromwell had taken place, the 
Council of Officers at Wallingford Houfe 
publiihed a remonftrance, in which they 
charged the Maitgnanls or Royalifts witfi 
hmviog printed lifts marking for deftnic- 
tion the godly, efpectally the King^s 
Judges. 

This was an accu&tion, as Coke de- 
clares, intended to prepare the way for 
the maflfacre of thole unfortunate obje^s 
cf their hatred. It was debated in a 
council of war, to fut to the /word all tbe 
Kimf*s party. The oueftion was carried 
in the negative but by t*wo votes. In 
Oltrer^s Parliament, wtiich met in 1656, 
a bill had been brought in to decimate tbe 
Kpyalifts. Many think that fuch atroci- 
ous pbins were never agitated in Eng- 
land ; but Coke, the bi/toriarti relates of 
h\% father^ who had been a leading Mem- 
ber of the Long Parliament, and after- 
wards expelled the Houfe as a Malignant, 
that he was engaged in a plot againft the 
Prote^or, to which his brother^ about 
nineteen years old, was privy. The 
fatber and the youtb were both i'eized at 
Yannouth ^ and the latter had bttrning 
imaicbespkt bet*ween his finger s, to induce 
Jiim to tell all he knew to the Governor, 
that is, to give evidence againjl the life of 
bis father, Mr. B. infers, by fair impli. 
cation from the manner in which this 
atn>cious hB, is narrated, that fuch prac- 
tices were not unfrsouent at that period. 
Our Author*s theoretical argument 
^^gM^qffe^five Affbcicuions is ingenious 
and conclufive. tt may be thus concifely 
ftated. Let the fuccefs of an affigned 
eUteration in the State be probable^ and 
the advantage great $ let there be a 
finall chance t\ax the progrefs of alterca- 
tion will not ftop at the acquifition in- 
tended, but go on to a Itate of anarchy. 
Anarchy U tat tyranny o^l hut one over 
every one { it is an evil like anm- 
hilation to the individual, infinite i 
and though the chance of coming to 
it be fsisallf yet the expectation ot it, 
or the quantity of evil to be let againfk 
the goods, exceeds in magnitude any finite 
good that can be affigned. Anarchy our 
Author in another place compares with 
dejpotifm. In the U^^ if there be 
100,000 inhabitants of the countryy each 
oi them hat the uolimitcd will of wtt 



only to apprehend ; in ^tfirflt every nwii' 
wOl have 99,998 tyrants more. 

The eighth and laft fe^ion eontaint' 
Farther Remarks on Mr. Fox*s j^oda* 
tion. If the authors of this plan, fayt 
Mr. B. carry into effect a general aflbci* 
ation of the people, is not fuch ah unhm 
irrefiftible f Will it excite no affreben^ 
fion in the Legiflatwre f The terror of an 
irrefiftible petitioner is not among the 
means to be catted peaceable f to procure 
the repeal of a law. It is not the legifla^- 
tion of the landy but the law of ibt 
flronger^ which decides upon the merit of 
fuch a petition. But it is only what 
takes place by the will of the legiflaturcp 
afting in totctl freedom, which is either 
UgcUtf or peaceably obtained. There art 
certainly cafes of extreme neceJjSty when* 
theaftion of the whole people may bt/ 
called forth. But it never can be bcooght • 
forth peaceably \ it moft operate by force 
or by terror \ fuch a meafure is refijlanct ' 
at leaft ; it even amounts to compulfion^ 
whether avowed or not, which is (bme* 
thin? more. 

The following remarks on the charac-" 
ter of a populace y when otice^/ in notion,^ 
as a mafiy are juH, forcible, and awfuL; 
When embodied, they are always foimd 
to be actuated by the moft extravagant 
opinions afloat t thofe which moft 'flatter » 
their deceitful hopes, their envy of 
fuperiors, their ferocity and fpirit of 
depredation ; and that day when the 
populace^ calling itfelf tbe peofle^ (hall 
carry its firft ereat point againft a reluc* 
tant majority, mfluenced.by the apprehen* 
fion of tumults out of doors, will b<« 
effipftively the laft day of the power of the 
three conliituent parts of Parliament t lipr* 
the multitude is brought forward by 
expe^ations, ditfufed generally amonjg 
them, of a change of their fituationin life 
for the better, of a multiplication of the 
objects of common ufe and enjoyment* 
and a diminution in the number of the 
privations to which their ftate condemns 
them. Their flrft oratory will niake na 
difference in their fituation ; difappoint- 
nMnt will inflame them ftiil more \ and 
they will be taught to form new expe^a- 
tions from the efte6l of going farther. 
Their leader s^ indeed, will have a limited 
objed in view ) and, it may be faid, will 
know how to ftop them.

Ibeir neiv 
comdnS^nt when they deemed themfelTes 
iecttivly placed at their bead, wtjbed in 
their turn to pemfe : they (hared the fate 
of thei/ predcceflbrs. The multitude 
were ftill esccited to continue their march 
l^ teaders of a viier ttaf* They were, 
iiideed, hitherto arrived only at a rockf 
fmd ftindf dtph /9a Angle day*t journey 
would lead tbem, they were toll, to the 
promiied land of perfed liberty and 
abundant^. Their migrations under 
thait laft condu6U)rt have brought them 
to the reeione of famine, and ot anarchy 
the moft bloody and ferocious.

DURING the fufpenfion of the Saxon 
laws, and oppreifed by the govem- 
ttient of the Normana, Adelfrid, a de- 
icendant of the Northumbrian Kings of 
the Heptarchy, lived in a remote part of 
that diftria, near the mouth of the Tweed, 
which was the line of feparation from the 
8cotti(h border.

Frequently had he led his <* kindred 
bands*' to battle \ treouently had he 
repelled tboie hoftile invaders $ and bv a 
leries of conqutft exciacd in them fuoi a 
Urrcr of his name, that however they 
might extend their depredations to other 
eftates, they had for leverai years care- 
fully avoided committing any a^a of 
boftility upon the patrimony of the &• 
Biiiy or Adelfrid. 

William I^^;«(J^|f™d tb* 
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EttfUih Monarchy a man whofe pene* 
trating eenius and jcaloufy of the Saxons 
penradea every part of the idand, turned 
his particular attention towani Nor- 
thumberland} and by that means be- 
came acquainted witii the chaia^ler of 
Adclfrid, which« born on the wiitgs of 
fame, was almoft the general theme. 
Struck with the traits of valour> of 
juAice and benevolence, which it dif- 
played, but at the lame time fearful of 
4be influence which thele great and 
amiable qualities gave him in a part of 
the country where the atn>oft danger was 
to be apprehended, he tore from him by 
the itrong hand of power fcveral manors, 
reduced the number of his knights from 
two to one hundred, and laltly com- 
manded him to confine even his hunting 
nccurfions, to a certain diltri^ i and to 
ufe no means to repel the Scottifh ma- 
rauders» without firll applying to the 
Lord Warden of the Marches. 

Adelfrid was a \^ ife and prudent man : 
t be law with concern that reliftance would 
be futile ; therefore, whatever might 
luve been his opinion of the treatment 
which his countrvmen in general, and 
himfelf in particular, had received from 
the Norman, he filently lubraitted to his 
(iccree^ 

To a caftle fituated upon a rock, 
which ieemed to frown imperious on the 
turbulent furge, he retired. His retinue, 
although abridged, was ftill numerous 
enough for the purpofes of (bte | and 
alt^ougli be had lolt more than half of 
his tenants and yalTals, he (till found 
obje^ls fufllicicnt to call forth every 
exertion of his bofpitality and benevo- 
lence. 

Evei) in this retirement he heard the 
trumpet of war fovnd at a diftancc : his 
love tor his native country prompted him 
to arm his dependants and rufh into the 
battle, but he was prohibited by a 
mandate from the Monarch ; he had, 
^ therefore, no concern in the viftory that 
was obtained by the death of Malcolm 
the Scotti/h King, but be had the latis- 
h^'wn of receiving into his ca&le Ibme 
Saxon fugitives, whom Donald, his itK- 
ceflbr, had driven out of his kingdom $ 
ainong whom was Edgar Atheling, a 
frince who was confideM as heir to the 
crown of England, and whole virtues 
fcndtined him equaUy popular in both 
nations. 

£^ar introduced to Adclfrii a knight

who accompanied bim, by the name of 
Duncan, as a man of confidcrablc im- 
poruncc in the kingdom whence they 
had lb lately retreated. The Baroa 
converged much with him ; and although 
he was of a i'aturnine calt of counte- 
nance, and had alio a kcennefs and af- 
perity in bis obfervations which ieemed, 
Weil to correlpond with it, yet judging 
that theie blemi(hes, if they coud be lo 
termed, had been the conlequence of hij 
miiilortunes, of which Edgar had in- 
formed him his portion bad been large* 
he became mych attached to him. 

The Anglo-Saxons had a Itrong tine* 
ture of religion, which, notwithltanding 
the bad example tliat the infamous and 
debauched lives ol the Noiinans daily 
prciented to them, they eeneruiJy pre- 
lerved. Adclfrid was in this paiticular 
exemplary. He was a Itrenuous aliertor 
of the right, and as llrenuous a lup])orter 
of the culloms of the Church, as they 
had defcended to him from his anceftors. 

Among thefe, he was particularly 
oblervani of the feftival of our 6uviour^a 
Nativity, which he did not conliiler. as 
many in thofe rude ages did, as a feafon 
of (in and fenfuality, but as a period 
when conviviality chaftened by tem- 
perance, and benevolence corre^ed by 
diicretion, ought to extend their influ- 
ence to all his numerous tenants and 
dependants. 

Ignorant as our Saxon tnceftors were» 
the Baron was an exception from thi* 
general misfortune. He knew that more 
than ten centuries had clapled (ince tbia 
celebration became a rite of the * Church. 
He alio knew what deviation there had 
been in this relped from the condu6k of 
thoie primitive times. He would gladly 
have reftored to it all its holineiis and 
fimplicity i but finding that he had to 
combat the prejudice of ages, he was 
obliged to abandon his delign ^ and as 
he could not tutally reform,- as much at 
he could reprels the ribaldry and ii- 
centioulnefs which had long obtained 
the appellations of mirth and hilarity.

Divine lervice 
was performed in the chapel with the 
utmoli ibkmnity $ as, in conlequence of 
the orders that had betn given, it wat 
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in thofe of the villages that lay remote 
from it. 

When the Baron, his family, and nu- 
merous vifitors, had paid thofe devotions, 
and performed thofe offices of religion, 
vrhicn the feafon demanded, the gates of 
the caftle vrere thrown open, and the 
perfons appoiuted difpenied the iifual 
aims to the poor ; which confided of 
doathing nccelTary for the climate and 
the time of the year, dried prorifions for 
their winter ftore, and a number of 
tbtymas • proportioned to the number of 
each family. 

Thefc indigent perfons were then eon- 
du6led to large booths prepared for them, 
where they were fervcd with plenty of 
vi6^uals and drink; and where, whilft 
the cheat ful fires blazed on the hearths, 
the harpers fung and recited the warlike 
deeds of their anceftors, the praifes of 
their Barons, and particularly thofe 
anions of courage and beneficence for 
which the royal race of Adelfrid was 
diilinguifhed. 

Such was the humility that had been 
pradUftd in the family of the Baron, 
that it had long been a cuttom for the 
fepreftrntative ot it to attend with the 
firft dilh at the table of >e indigent. 
His lady, as they were in claHes, waited 
at the fecond, and his eldcft fon at the 
third t at each of which, his chamberlain 
cr (Rewards prefented them with a cup 
of wine, in which they drank •* Health 
and welcome** to their ^eils. 

This was returned by (houts of joy 
and univerfal benedi6lions. 

Adelfrid, Elinor the Baronefs, and 
Offa their eldeft fon, having performed 
this ceremony, returned to the great 
hall, where a numerous train of knights, 
their ladies, and fquires, waited to re- 
ceive, and pay to them thofe compli* 
ments which the feafon demanded.

Darknefs had long enveloped the earth 
and ocean» fave only where the broad 

fleams of light from the windows of the 
rilliantly illuminated callle of Adelfrid, 
played upon the lurface of the waves. 

The younger part of the company 
now prepared to dance.

Struck 
with licr features, he ftarted: Agatha, 
obferving his emotion, caugrht the child 
from him; while throwing himielf at the 
feet, and taking the hand of the fair 
fuffcrcr, he cried, "Myfifter! my lovely 
and beloved Matilda ! — ^my fitter !'* 

The hall, fo lately enlivened by mirth 
and gaiety, was now become a fcene of 
forrow ahd confufion. Adelfrid, Edgar, 
OfFa, the Baronels, the knigkts, and 
ladies, every one fpoke, every one preflfcd 
forward to offer afuftance. What i&Am 
ance was neccflfary, or how to apply it, 
feemed likely to be a fubjeft of con- 
tention, until the prudent Elinor com- 
manded filence : then ordering Matilda 
and her child to be conveyed to her own- 
chamber, and attended only by Agatha 
and Bertha, left her lord to ufe his ef- 
forts to reltore the compai^ to a (late of 
tranquillity.

BURNS AND SCALDS. 

SXTEACTS FROM MH CLEGHORN^S LETTER f O JOHN HUNTER, ES<^ BEING 
AN ACCOUNT OP A METHOD OF CURING BURNS AND SCALDS. 



TF the fingers, hands, or lower parts of 
* the aims be injured, they fliould be 
immediately immerfed in cold vinegar— 
if other parts of the body be burned or 
ic aided, let cloths wetted with vinegar 
be laid upon them, taking care that the 
cloths are kept continually wetted with 
ircfli vinegar j and this in flight cafes^ 
if eariy and conjlantly applied, will effc6i 
a cure without any other application. 
In two or three hours at'ter the appli- 
cation of it, the patient will find cafe ; 
but as inflammation and heat may per- 
haps return, and iFnot attended to pro. 
duce a fore, the vinegar muft be applied 
to as often as any painful Icnfhtion comes 
on. But if it Ihould liappen, cither 
through neglect of uliny; the vinegar 
fpeedily, or not continuing^ it long 
enough, that the part fhould blifter and 
degenerate into a fore, it will rcatlhly heal 
by uling chalk and poultice* htrtaitcr 
mcntiao^^d^ 



In fevere burns and fcalds the vinegar 
muft be conftantly applied for ten or 
twelve hours, after which a bread and 
milk poultice muft be put on and remain 
for eight hours, and when it is removed 
the fores muft be covered entirely with 
chalk finely powdered, and as much muft 
be ufed as will quite abforb the matter 
upon the fores, and appear cjuite dry all 
over them. A frefti poultice is then 
laid all over the whole, and the fame fort 
of drelfing with chalk and poultice is to 
be repeated morning and evening till the 
lores arc healed. In cafes where there 
are large blifters, they muft be opened 
with a needle in diflferent parts, and the 
water muft be gently preited out with a 
linen clotji, then apply vinegar, &c. as 
above dire^ed. 

This method will generally cflTe^ a 
cure without producing any fear.

QN the 18th of January 1761, he pro- 
^^ duced at Covcnt Garden his Comedy 
of The Married Libertine j the I'atire of 
which was fuppofed to be levelled at a 
Nobleman then living, who was remark- 
able for his licentious gallantries. It 
did not meet at firlt witn a cordial re- 
ception, but was barely endured, and by 
the afliftance of Love Alamo4e was per- 
mitted to be performed nine nights. 
This Comedy, it has been faid, he had 
an intention of reproducing with al- 
terations. At the beginning of the 
following fcafon he went to Dublin, and 
engaged at the Theatre there. In De- 
ctmber he brought before the Irifli Pub- 
lic his Farce of Love Alamode, which 
was received with as much applaufe as 
it had met with in London. The caft 
of the parts was as follows : Sir Cal- 
laghan, Mr. Barry ; Squire Groom, Mr. 
Woodward ; Beau Mordccai, Mr. Mef- 
*nk ; and Sir Archy, Mr. Macklin. It 
was performed upwards of Gxteen nights 
that feafon. 

In 1764 he joined Moflbp's Company 
in Smock Alley, and in July firlt brought 
out The Truc-Born Scotchman, fincc 
called The Man of the World. He 
continued however with Moflbp but a 
ftiort time 5 the next fcafon rcftored him 
to Barry's houfe in Crow Street, and he 
continued in Ireland until 1767, with 
the exception of coming to England once 
a year to perform for his daughter's 
benefit. In the feafon of 1767-8 he 
performed at Covent Garden, and on the 
aSth of November gave the Town a 
Farce called The Irifti Fine Lady, which 
was diiapproved, and performed only one 
night. At this junfture there was a 
divifion amongft the Managers of Covent 
Garden Theatre i and Mr. Macklin was 
fuppoied to be the chief advifcr of the 
parties in oppofition to Mr. Colman. 

lo 1770 he returned again to Ireland, 
taking with him Mifs Youn^e (late 
Mrs. Pope), who had only aftccf the two 
preceding ieafons at Dniry Lane. Having 
therefore £0 able an aflrefs, he once more 
brought forward his True-Bom Scotch- 
iiian» in which Ihcperformed the part of

Lady Rodolpha very much to the incrcafe 
of her own reputation, and to his entire 
fatisfaaion. The next Teafon (1771-2) 
he engaged with Mr. Dawfon at Crow 
Street Theatre, and in the fucceeding 
year returned to London. 

He was now feventy- three years of 
age } a period of life in which the Public 
has feldom feen an aftor retaining his 
accuftomed powers, or eager to extend 
his fame ; but this was not the cafe with 
Mr. Macklin. Except fome few lapfes 
of memory, he experienced no debility 
of either mind or body. He had at- 
tended carefully to the various performers 
who had rcprefented the principal cha- 
ra6lers in Tragedy for many years, and 
thought he had dilcovcrcd imperfeftions 
in moft of them. He therefore propofed 
to lay before the Town his ideas of the 
manner in which Macbeth, Richard II !• 
and (if we arc not rai(taken) Othello, 
ihould be performed. The talk, it mult 
be confedld, was both arduous and 
hazardous, but the veteran engaged in it 
without any diffidence. The 13d of 
Odober was the day fixed upon for the 
performance ot Macbeth, and curiofity 
and expectation drew a large audience. 
Mr. Macklin had againlt him the pre- 
judices arifing from the admirable per- 
formance of Mr. Garrick in the cha- 
racter i he had alfo to contend with a 
treacherous memory, an utterance far 
from pcrfeft, a peribn void of elegance 
and dignity, and a want of power to 
Vary his features as the warring paflions 
required ; yet, with all thefe drawbacks, 
he (hewed Co complete a knowledge of 
the character, fo jud a conception of the 
manner in which it (hould be reprefenled, 
fo accurate an attention to propriety in 
the fccnes, drefles, decorations, and 
other incidental paits of the performance, 
as afforded very general fatisfaftion, and 
produced univerfal applaufe. Of his 
own reprefentation of Macbeth, there 
was not fo much unanimity of opinion | 
fome perfons exprefled their dilappro* 
barion, and Mr. KeddiHi of Drury Lane 
Theatre, with Mr. Sparks, were pointed 
out as hiviug hided ; the former denied 
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the hSi on oath, which the latter ad- 
mitted. Violent inve^ives againft the 
veteran*$ attempt appeared in the papers, 
which he interpreted into a confpiracy 
againft him. On the next performance 
(the 30th of Ofkober), befiore the play 
began, he came on the ftage with a roll 
of ntwl'papcTS ami fome letters in his 
hand, and addrelfed the*" audience in a 
very (Irenuous manner, complaining of 
the illibrral treatment he had met with, 
and undertaking in Icfs than a week's 
time to produce proofs of his charge 
againlt the perfons named. He implored 
the candid attention of the audience, and 
promifed, if they condemned him upon 
an impaj-tial hearing, never to obtrude 
a fimilar attempt upon them again. His 
addrefs was teceived with applaufe, and 
His performance was accompanied with 
repeated marks of ajiprobation. By this 
time paities were formed both for and 
againft the repetition of Macbeth. On 
the third night (the 6th of November), 
Mr. Mackhn again appeared on the 
rtage with papers, and attempted to 
harangue the audience j but did not 
experience fo much favour as on the 
former occalion. Many perfons confi- 
dered his proofs againft ReddiHi infuf. 
licient, and his infmuations againft Mr. 
Garrick were univerfally condemned : 
his pertormance 6f the chara^ler alfo tliig 
night met with much oppofition. A 
fourth exhibition however was determined 
upon, which took place on the 13th of 
November, when the oppofition, rein- 
forced by numbers, converted the Theatre 
into a Bear-garden. Some blows were 
exchanged, and little of the performance 
could be heard or attended to. 

Here ended, for the prefent, Mr. 
Macklin's tragic exhibition 5 but re- 
linquifhing the character did not allay 
the turbulent fpirit which had heen ex. 
cited, nor Satisfy thoie who had oppoied 
him. On the 18th of November he was 
smnounced to perform Shylock and Sit 
Archy Macfaicalin ; but the noife and 
conftifion were ib great on his appear- 
ance, and were continued with fo much 
fury, that fcarce any thing could be 
diltin6^1y heard. At intervals it was 
demanded of him to beg pardon, with the 
addition by fome of doing it on his^ 
kntes. By fome the Managers were 
required to difcharge him, and by fome 
he was threatened with perfonal cor- 
reflion. The confufion at length be- 
caihe fo violent that the Managers con- 
^Hereil the Theatre in danger, and were 
•bilged to aiftire tha audience, by ;i 



writine exhibited on a board (for nothing 
could be heard),, that Mr. Macklin was 
aAually difcharged, and would not be 
permitted to refume his fituation until 
he had given fatisfaflion to the Public. 
The triumph of the oppofition was 
complete. 

Mr. Macklin however was not of a 
temper to lubmit to the treatment he 
had experienced : he immediately had 
recourfe to the law for redrefs, and in- 
ftituted a procefs againft the principal 
ring-leaders in the not. On the nth of 
June 1774., caufe was fliewn by them ia 
the Court of King* s Bench, why an in- 
formation fliould not be exhibited againft 
them for certain confpiracies, riots, and 
mifdcmcanours ; when, after hearing 
their feveral defences and exculpations, 
the Court were of opinion, that there 
was ground againft John Stephen James, 
Jofepn Clarke, Ralph Aldus, James 
Leigh, and William Auguftus Miles, to 
fend the cafe for the determination of a 
jury. Accordingly it wis tried on the 
14th of February 1775, when four of 
the five were convi^^ed of a riot and 
confpiracy to deprive Mr. Macklin of an 
opportunity of obtaining his livelihood 
by the exercife of his profcflion as aa 
a«or, and Clarke of a riot only. 

On the nth of May, the bufinefs 
came on again before the Court of King's 
Bench, when Mr. Juftice Afton reported 
his minutes of the evidence on the trial* 
As foon as he had finiftied, Mr. Howarthv 
as counfel for Mr. Miles, informed the 
Court that his client was hot prefect, 
but with the ftiip of which he was Pur- 
fer, and that he would have attended, 
had he known the day on which the 
Court intended to give judgment. Mr. 
Cooper then fpoke in behalf of Mr. 
Leigh, declaring that he was heartily 
aftiamed of his mifcondu^l, and was wil- 
ling to give Mr. Macklin every com- 
penfation his circumttances would allow { 
that for this purpole he h^ within thefe 
few days fent a perfon to offer him two 
hundred pounds as his part •f the 
amends for the damage he had received. 
Mr. Bearcroft laid a few words in fa- 
vour of Mr. James, as did likewife Mr. 
Wallace for Mr. Aldus, and Mr. Manf- 
field for Mr. Clarke. The latter** 
fpeech tended t« feparate Mr. Clarke 
from the reft of the Gentlemen con- 
vifted, by obferving, that the decree of 
his criminality was comparatively tri- 
fling, as the evidence did not charge him 
with having any previous connexion with 
Mr, Aidu>, or the other* and that he 
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•ame into the Theatre impartial and 
unprejudiced) without anv defien either 
to opprei's or to ruin Mr. Macklin. 
Lord Mansfield remarlced on this, that 
Mr. Clarke had neverthelel't been con- 
vi^^ed of a vcrv heinous offence j for 
that he confeffcdly came to the Play- 
houfe, not having the leaft realbn to be 
provokcdy and hndinz an aAor unmer- 
cifuUv treated by a iet of confpirators, 
who had him in their power, be wan- 
tonly joined the purfuit, and aided, as 
far as he could» to crufli and dciiroy 
him. Mr. Dunning made a ihort reply 
to what the other counicl had faid on the 
Dart of their refpe^^ive clients, painting 
Mr. Macklin*s preTent unfortunate fitu- 
ation in the liydieft colours, reprefenting 
his iois as amounting to fixteen hundred 
pounds and upwards, and cxprdiing his 
reliance on the humanity and juftice of 
the Court, who woukl, ne doubted not, 
properly relieve a man fo violentlv in- 
jured as his client apparently had been. 
Lord Mznsfieid then obierred on the 
nature of the offence, called it a national 
difgrace, and in very fevere terms re* 
probated the conduft of the parties con- 
^med in it. He faid, in the firlt fts^e 
of the bufincfs he had urgently advifed 
the defendants to make Mr. Macklin an 
adequate compenfatiun for the great 
damage he had fuHained $ that he then 
particularly pointed out as an advifable 
meafure the laving of the colts by put- 
ting an end to the matter at once ^ that 
the law expences were now Iwelled to 
an enormous lum, which. lum the de- 
fendants had thcmfclvcs given rife to by 
their obllinacy, and want of prudence; 
that it was evident Mr. Macklin had 
fuffered a very great pecuniary iols ; the 
Court therefore, if they pafled judgment, 
mult feverely punifti the defendants j 
but from motives of mercy even yet 
recommended a compromife, and tnat 
the matter (hould be referred to the 
Mafter, who would alfefs the quantum to 
be paid by each to Mr. Macklin. His 
Lordlhip informed the defendants, that 
a* tbty expreffcd an unwUlingnefs to go 
before the Matter, the Court mult pro- 
ceed to fentence, which would be com- 
pofed of fine and imprifonment ; that as 
Mr. Macklin would in that cafe be en- 
titled to a third only of the fine, the 
Court would certainly proportion them 
fo that the injured party Ihould be no 
lofer. His Lordfhip further acquainted 
them, that if the matter was not now 
fettled, Mr. Macklin had it in his power, - 
notwithitanding any fcnteuce of the 



Court, to bring his a£tion for damages, 
and a Jury would without doubt award 
them to him very amply. A long time 
was fpent between the Court's en- 
deavouring to make an amicable adjult- 
ment of the matter, and the final con* 
dufion of it. 

At one time Lord Mansfield propofed 
Mr. Colman as arbiter* general, which 
the defendants unanimvully agreed to, 
but Mr. Colman declined the olfice j at 
hrnffth Mr. Macklin role, and after re- 
capitulating his grievances, he informed 
the Court, that he had been told his 
motive for the prufecution, which was 
now in its lalt Itage, was merelv revenge ; 
he laid tlie charge was wholly ^ound- 
lefs I he confefied that he had, from the 
moment be began the procefs, a feeling 
ofrefentment in his own brealt, but he 
laid he had alfo a ttrong feeling of com- 

SaiTion for the defendants ; that he was 
imuiatcd to p^ol'ecute by the firtt law 
of nature, felf-defence ; that he did not 
feek to diftrefs the defendants, he only 
wilhed for an ordinarv compenfation for ^ 
his damages, and an honourable (anAion 
for returning to his vocation. He ob> 
ferved that one of the advocates had 
hinted at affidavits ; he begged to inform 
the Court, that he had likewile afHdavits, 
alhdavits of a tremendous nature I (and 
witneflcs to fupport them) — ifiidavits 
that would unravel a dark piece of bu- 
finHs relative to the pre lent caulc of 
litigation $ which, notwithitanding the 
fuincU of the evidence addiici'd, had not 
been entirelv bottomed. I'he infultt 
and reproacnes which had been offered 
him during the progrefs of the caufo 
were, he faid, innumerable ; Mr. Leigh, 
though he was but a Taylor, had (he 
declared) a very (harp tongue, and had 
poured forth a multitude" of farcaiiic 
iofi fficts on the occafion. Among other 
of his infults, Leigh lately met him m 
Covent Garden, and told him, that 
though the Court of King's Bench had 
convinced him he could not hits an ador 
off the itage, yet there was no law 
againft laughing in a Theatre, and that 
certainly the next time he (Macklin) 
attempted Tragedy, he would have a 
very merry audience. After recapitu^ 
Uting a variety of circumliances in 
point, Mr. Macklin declared, that lb far 
from wiihing to Ihew a fpirit of pcrfe. 
cution, he had ufed every mode which a 
man could honourably, nay he might 
almoit lay with a meannel's of I'pirit, 
ui'e to perfuade the defendants to com- 
promife the dilput^cibylh*Chc had long 
S s 1 finca

fincc drawn up a fonnal plan of accom- 
modation, and fubmitted it to one of the 
advocates; that his defires were mo- 
derate, and that he vrould be contented 
with any award a man of honour would 
declare was proper to be accepted. He 
concluded with begging leave to reveal 
part of his plan to the Court, which 
was, for the defendants t6 pay his law 
expences, to take one hundred pounda 
worth of tickets on the night of his 
daughter's benefit, a fecond hundred 
pounds worth on the night of his own 
benefit, and a third on one of the Man- 
ager's nights, when he (hould play. 
This plan, he obferved, was not formed 
on mercenary views; its bafis was to 

five the defendants popularity, and re- 
ore mutual amity. Lord Mansfield 
paid Mr. Mackiin very high compli- 
ments on the honourable complexion and 
fmgular moderation of this propofal $ 
his Lordlhip declared, it did him the 
higheft credit ; that gencrofity was uni- 
verially admired in this country, and 
there was no manner of doubt but the 
public at large would honour and ap- 
plaud him for his lenity. His Lordlhip 
added further, that noiwithftanding his 
acknowledged abilities as an a£lor, he 
never oBed better in his life than he had 
that day. The propofal was accepted 
by the parties, and the matter was thus 
ended. 

During the courfe of the bufincfs. 
Lord Mansfield took occafion to obfervc, 
that the right of hiding and applauding 
in a Theatre was an unalterable right j 
but there was a wide di(tin6lion between 
exprefling the natural fenfations of the 
mind as they arofe pn what was feen and 
heard, and executing a pre-concerted 
defign, not only to hii's an aftor when he 
was playing a part in which he was 
univer!ally allowed to be excellent, but 
alfo to drive him from the Theatre, and 
effe£l his utter ruin. 

Peace being thus reftored, Mr. Mack- 
iin again appeared on the fiage, was 
received with great applaufe, and in the 
courfe of the leafon attempted the part 
of Richard the Third, bv which he 
added nothing to his profefTional cha- 
rafter. 

From this time he occafionally per- 
formed each feafon, and at intervals vi- 
fited Ireland, Scotland, and fome of the 
provincial Theatres. His Comedy of 
The Man of the World had not yet 
appeared on the Englifh Stage, and 
doubts were entertained of its lucccfs, 
from the extreme rtationality of the prin* 



cipal charader. At length, however, it 
was put into rehearial, and produced at 
Coveiit Garden on the lotb of May 
1781 i when, to the aftoniftunent of the 
Public, Mr. Mackiin, at the age of 
upwards of fourfcore, performed a lone 
and laborious chara^r with a fpirit and 
vigour which mi^ht have been admired 
at the age of fifty. To the fuccels of 
this piece he was much indebted to the 
admirable performance of the kte la- 
mented Mrs. Pope, in the charafter of 
Lady Rodoljpha. 

His health and the vigour of his mind 
continued in a moil furprifing manner 
for feveral years ) but his memory, never 
very good, at laft began to fail him. 
On the 28th of November 17SS, in the 
performance of Sir Pertinax Mac Syco- 
phant, he loft his recollection fo much 
that he was compelled to addrefs the 
audience, and inform them, that unlefs 
he found himfelf more capable, he Oiould 
not again venture to Iblicit their at- 
tention. On the lothof Januarv 17S9, 
he found himfelf in the fame ttate da- 
ring his performance of Shy lock. In 
the fecond a 't, confcious of his defe£ly 
he came forwards, and with a Iblemnity 
well fuited to the occafion, he addreiled 
the audience nearly in thefe words : 

<* Ladies and Gentlemen, 

*' Within thefe very few hours I have 
been feized with a terror of mind I never 
in my life felt before : it has totally 
deftroyed my corporeal as well as mental 
faculties. I muft therefore requeft ycur 
patience this night ; a requeft which 
an old man of kighty-nine years of 
a^e may hope is not unreatbnable. 
Should it be granted, you may depend 
this will be the laft night, unlefs my 
health (hall be entirely re-eftabliihed, of 
my ever appearing before you in fo ri- 
diculous a fituation." He recovered 
himfelf afterwardsy and went through 
the part asufual. 

His laft attempt on the Stage was on 
the 7th of May 1789, in the charaf^er 
of Shy lock, for his own benefit. He 
made repeated efforts to overcome the 
ftupor under which he laboured, and 
which had been apprehended, as a per- 
former was ready to fupply his place. 
He therefore in the fecond aCt was 
obliged to fubmit to his infirmity, and 
folicit the audience to permit Mr. Rj-dcr 
to finifh the part. This was imme- 
diately aflcnted to, and he retired from 
the Stage for ever. 

He had not pofl*efred prudence and 

fore- 
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fbrefight enough to ward againft the 
iiKonveniences of old age by a timely 
•conoaiy. At the age of near ninety, 
kkc was therefore at the chance of acci- 
dent for a fubfi(tence» and began to have 
apprehenfions of feeling the mifcries of 
poverty. This fituationi howevtr, the 
generoiity of his friends, and the li- 
berality of the Public, prevented. A 
fubicription was fet on foot for the 
publication of his two popular pieces, 
The Man of the World and Love Ala 
liittde, and 1582I. iis. was immediately 
ralM. With 1052I. 118. 6d. part of 
that fum, an annuity was purchafed of 
the Weftminfter Infurance Office, of 
*ool« for his lite, and 75I. for that of 
Mrs, Macklin, if fhe forvived him. The 
remainder was applied to his immediate 
relief, under the direftion of Dr. Brock- 
kibj, Jehn Pahner> Efq. of Bath» and 



Mr. Longman the Bookfeller. The ia- 
troiiu6lion to the Plays was penned bf 
Mr. Murphy. 

The remainder of his life cannot but 
be viewed with pity and concern. 
Though his mental faculties were fo 
much impaired that he could not recoiled 
his mo(( intimate friends^ and his fenfe 
of hearing fo blunted that he couM 
fcarce catch the words pronounced on 
the ftage j in a ftate little better than 
that of Swift's Struldbri^gs ; he con- 
tinued to frequent the Theatre every 
night, where he fat a miferable fpeflacle, 
unable to receive entertainment, and 
apparently unconfcious of what wa< 
pauing on the ftage. He continued thia 
practice until a very fhort time of his 
death, which happened on the nth day 
of July 17971 at the great age, it it 
fi^ppofed, of ninety.fiy years.

MY DEAR SIR, 

T WAS in the country when your moft 
•■• valuable and moft acceptable prelcnt 
was left at my houfe. Since my return, 
really and literally an inltant of time has 
r>ot been my own : except the hours in 
which I have fought in vain for fleep, I 
have paflcd almoft every hour in Wtft- 
fntnfter Hall and its purlieus. From 
nine o'clock yefterday morning until 
paft fix in the evening, I did not ftir 
firom thence. Let this difagreeable em- 
ployment be my excufe, for not having 
till now di (charged the pleafing duty of 
making my acknowledgements to you 
for the great honour you nave been pleafed 
to confer upon me, with a promptitude 
equal to the warmth and fmcerity of my 
gratitude. To have my name united 
with yours and that of Tacitus, is a 
diftinclion to which I am and ever fhall 
be truly fenfible. The value of the gift 
is to my feelings infinitely enhanced 
when it comes from a man of talents, 
virtue, and independent fpirit, which 
feeks for what ai'pires to be congenial to 
it, and does not aim to connefl itfclf 
with grcatncfs, riches, or power. 



I thank you for the partial light In 
which you regard my weak endeavours 
for the confervation of that ancient order 
of things in which we were born, and in 
which we have lived, neither unhappily 
nor dlfgracefully, and (you at Icalt; not 
unprofitably to your country. As to 
me, in truth I can claim nothhig more 
than good intention in the part I have 
to aS. Since I am publicly placed 
(however little fuitably io to my abi- 
lities or inclination) I have ftruggled 
to the beft of my power againft two great 
Public E'vtlsy growing out of the moft 
facred of all things. Liberty and Au- 
thority. In the^ writings which you 
are fo indulgent as to bear, I have 
ftruggled agamtt the Tyranny of Free- 
dom t in this mV longeft and laft 
ftru^gle, I contend againft the Li- 
centioufnefs of Power.^When I retire 
from this, fuccefsful or defeated, your 
work will either add to my fati8fa«5lion, 
or fumifh me with comfort. Securiorem> 
et uberiorem^ mater tarn fenatuti fepofui. 
I quote the original, as I have not yet 
had time enough to turn to that part 
of your TranUatioDf where the lame 
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thought IS certainly not lefs h^pily 
czprcilcd.

MY DEAR SIR, 

I HAVE not btren as early as, to all 
appearance, I ought to have been, in my 
acknowledgments for your prefcnt. I 
received it in due time \ but my delay 
was not from the wane of a due ienle of 
the value of what you have fcnt, or of 
the. honour you have done me in lending 
It. But I have had fome vifitoi-s to 
whom I was obliged to attend \ and I 
kave bad fome bufinefs to do, which, 
though it is not worth your while to be 
ti'oubled with it, occupied almoft every 
hour of the time I could fpare from my 
guefts : until yefterday it was not in my 
power To much as to open your Tacitus. 

I have read the firil book through ^ 
bcfides dipping here and there into other 
parts. I am extremely delighted with it. 
You have done what hitherto, I think, 
lias not been done in England : you have 
given us a tranilation of a Latin proie 
writer, which may be read with pieafure. 
It would be no compliment ac all to 
prefer your trauflation to the lall, which 
appeared with fuch a pomp of patronage. 
GoRDO)! was an author fiUhionable in 
his tim^, but he never wrote any thing 
worthy of much notice, but that work ; 
by which he has obtained a kind of' 
eminence In bad writing: fo that one 
cannot pals it by with mere neglcft. 
It is clear to me that he did not under- 
Hand the language from which he ven- 
tured to tranflate; and that he had 
formed a very whimfical idea of excellence 
vith regard to ours. His work is wholly 
renoote trom the genius of the tongue, 
in its purity, or in any of its jargons. 
It is not Englilb, nor Iriih, nor even his 
native Scotch. It is not iifh nor flcHi, 
nor erood red heiring : yours is writtci) 
with facility and fpirit, and you do liot 
often depart from the genuine native 
idiom ot the language. Without at. 
tempting, thcrefoif, to modernize icinis 
4>f art, or t« di%uire ancienj cuftoms 
under new habits, you have contrived 
tb'rgs in fuch a mnnner that your readers 
will rind themrdves at home. The 
oUier Tranflutors do not familiarize ypu 



with ancient Rome : they carry you Tnta 
a new world. By their uncouth modes 
of exprefllon, they prevent you from 
taking an intereft in any of its concerns. 
In fpitc of you, they turn your mind 
irom the fubjefl, to attend with dlfguft 
to their unlkiltul manner of treating it i 
from fuch authors we can learn nothing. 
I have always thought the world much 
obliged to good trandators like yoo. 
Such Are fome of the French . They who 
underitand the original aie not thok 
who are under the I'raallell obligations 
to you \ it is a great fatisfa6tion to fee 
the fenfe of one good author in the 
language of another. He is thus ctlims 
et idem. Seeing your author in a new 
point of view, you become better ac- 
quainted with him : his thoughts ooake 
a new and a deeper impreiHon on the 
mind. I have always rccomn^nded it 
to young men on their (Indies, that wlien 
they had made themfelves thorough 
maftcrs of a work in the original, then 
(but not till then) to read it in a tran- 
ilation, if in any modem language a 
readable tranflation was to be fomuL 
What I fay of your tranilation is really 
no more than very cold juitice to my 
fcntiments of your great undertaking. 
I never expefVed to fee £0 good a tran- 
ilation. I do not pretend that it is 
wholly ittt from fiiults ; but at the fame 
time I think it m«ire eafy to difcofer 
them than to corr'efl them. There is a 
ilyle which daily gains ground amongib 
us, which I iliould be lorry to fee far- 
ther advanced by the authority of 4 
wrirw of your juft reputation. The 
tendency of the mode to which I allude 
is to eltabliih two very different idioms 
amongil us, and to introduce a marked 
diftinaion between the Engliih that is 
written^ and the Engliih that U fpoken. 
This pra^lice, if grown a little moiie 
general, would confirm this diflemper, 
luch I muft think it, in our language, 
and perhaps rentier it incuiable- 

From this feigned manner of falftHQ% 
as I think the muficians call ibmetbing 
of the fame Ibrt in ftnging, no one roo^ 
dcrn hiltorian, Koc)»RibON only ex- 
cepted, is pcrttcily fret. It is alTumeJ, 
I know, to give dignity and vaiiety to 
the ftyle j but whatever fuccefs the at- 
tempt may fometimes have, it is always 
obtained at the expence of purity, and 
of the graces that ai'e natural and ap- 
propriate to our language. It is tn>tr, 
that when the exigence calls for suxili* 
aries of all lorts, and common language 
Ixfcomes unequal 10 ihe demands of 
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extraordinary thoughts, rotnething ought 
to be conceded to the ncccflitici which 
make " Ambition Virtue »'* but the 
allowances to neceifities ought not to 
grow into a practice. Thofe portents 
and prodigies ought not to grow too 
common. If you have here and there 
(much more rarely, however, than others 
of great and not unmerited fame), fallen 
into an error, which is not that of the 
dull or careiefs, you have an author 
who is himfelf eullty, in his own tongue, 
of the fame fault, in a very high degree. 
No author thinkt mor« deeply, or paints 
more itronglyj but he feldom or ever 
cxprefles himlelf naturally. It is plain 
that, comparing him with Plautus 
and Terence, or the beautiful frag- 
ments of PuBLius Syrus, he did not 
write the language of good converfation. 
Cicero is much nearer to it. Ta- 
citus and the writers of bis time have 
fallen into that vice, by aiming at a 
poetical Uylc. It is true, that eloquence 



in both modes of rhetorick is funda- 
mentally the famc'i but the manner of 
handling is totally different, even wliere 
words and phrales may be transferred 
from the one of theie departments of 
writing to the other. 

I have accepted the licence you have 
allowed me, and blotted your book ia 
fuch a manner that I mult call for an- 
other for my (helves. I wi(h you would 
come hither for a day or two. Twenty 
coaches come almoft to our very door* 
In an hour's converfation we can do 
more than in twenty (heets of writing. 
Do come and make us all happy. My 
affe^ionate compliments to our worthy 
Dodor. Pray believe me, with mod 
(incere refped and regard.

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WE oblerve with concern that this 
country has long been infefted 
with a fct ot writers, whofe favourite 
employment appears to be to juflify the 
meafures of our enemies, and to palliate 
every enormity committed by them. Of 
this fpecies is the prefent Compiler. 
Not content with generally applauding 
the condu6l of thole who condu^ aflfairs 
in Fi-ance, he has taken every occafion to 
throw out inve^ives againlt Kini^s as 
dei'pots i againft Nobility and Clergy, 
under the affc£led term of ariftocrats ; 
and againft the people who arc content 



with the prefent Government, as little 
better than (laves : he is alfo particularly 
inveterate againll Mr. Burke. So eager 
is he in his wifh to I'crve his friends in 
France, that he afhially feems difpofed 
to pardon the laf^ violence committed in 
that country againft their own Confti* 
tution. Tnus^ fpeaking of the late Di- 
rector Barthelemy, without any cenfure 
on the enormous meafure (p. 41.), we 
are coolly told, that dift^erence of opinion 
appeared to have increafed to fo high a 
degrtre as to occation open holtllities t» 
break out between the X>ire^ors, which 
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fiocc led to file expuKion of BarChclemy 
and Carnot from the Pircdory, and even 
their cxpulfion from France. He adds, 
we fuppofe as a juftification, that Bar- 
tbelemyy " though inclined to a limited 
Monarchy, might not entertain Repub- 
lican Tentimcnts in the degree which his 
£tuation, as one of the firft Magiitrates 
cf his country, required."— >. A very fa- 
tisfa^lory rcalon, it muft be confefled, 
ibr traniporting a man to a peflilential 
climate, and confilcating his property 
"without any fpecific charge or trial. In 
defence of one of his heroes (p. 380.) he 
lays, fpeaking of the abettors of the 
Direftory, «« Suppofing this true, could 
any thing be more natural than that the 
Republic fhould be fupported by her 
founders ? They are compelled, even in 
their own defence, to make a common 
caufe with the Dircftory, againft the 
movements of the' Bourbon party.'* His 
attempt to excul'c the horrible exceflfet at 
Lyons, Nice, Sec, (p. 379.) is not Icfs 
delcrving of cenfure. 

The Ihameful and groundlcfs infinu- 
ation againft the much- injured and ca- 
lumniated Queen (p. 347.) will not be 
read without the detcttation of every 
man who has the feelings of humanity j 
ncr the attempt to clals our Henry the 
Eighth with Collet d'Hcrbois and Robe- 
fpicrre (p. 141.) pafs without contempt, 
ficnry, bad as he was, and perhaps every 
other King that ever reipicd, were angels 
of light when compared with the mon- 
Iters of Republicanirm. But though 
every ofFeiice of Kings is to be charged 
on the kingly office, yet we ai^ at the 
fame inftant told, ** that the mafl'acres of 
the prielh in September, the civic bap- 
tilhis or drownings in the Loire, and the 
excels of punifhmtnrs intii^led on the 
wretched inlurgents at Lyons, by means 
•f caniftcr and grape (hot, attach only 
to the ptrpciratoi s, not the Revolution/' 
In one part of this woik (p. 418.) he 
feems inclined to defend- Kobefpierre and 
hit Committee, as being compelled by 
their critical fituation to adopt terrible 
ncaiures in their political and judicial 
proceedings; and in one paA'age he 
wonders no defence has ever appeared 
of that mcnlicr, without whole horrible 
cxceHes the Republic could not have 
tkiiled. 

For thefe fentiments we have no doubt 
wrfhnll be told (p. ii3.) that we exhibit 
fymptoms of contrai5led minds and 
ariitocratical prejudices 1 with this we 
are Content t while prejudices like thofe 
*i^b^ted by thif author Itaie the public 



in the face with unblufKing effrontcrf, 
we deem it our duty to point them out 
to obfervation. 

This Compilation comes without any 
authority, and in reading it over we 
obferve many things which wc know are 
not trucy as well as many partially re* 
prefented. The Editor himfelf feems 
aware that his work is liable to ob- 
je6Uon on this ground, as he admits that 
many inaccuracies may have efcaped 
corre^lion, and folicits for fpeedy cor- 
rection and more complete information, 
fhoukl any errors in pouat of fa£i hare 
efcaped bun. 

In conformity to this wiih we ihall» 
as a fpecimen, point out to him the foU 
lowing inflance, from which his candour 
in o£er articles may be eftimatedt 
(p. 134..) Speaking of the Duchefii of 
Polignac, ne fays, '< This beautiful 
woman, whofe large blue eyes, expreflife 
features, elegant perfon, and refined wit^ 
formed a central point, around which all 
thofe who wifhed to rife at court — and , 
this included nearly the whole body of 
the nobility, and all the dignified clergy — 
rallied as to a common centre, di^ at 
Vienna of a broken heart ! What ter- 
rible difalter could occafion this cataf- 
trophe ? It was the retreat of the Prufm 
fians from Cbampa^ne \ a retreat tvbicb 
faved ber native country from fubjugatiw 
and difmemberment /" 

After this pofttive flatement, let us 
enquire into the real fafV. Is there no ^ 
truth fupprelTed, no faA perverted ? It 
will be liifficient to anfwer, that the 
Pruffians began their retreat in OctoW 
1791, and the Duchefs died at Vienna 
the 3dof December 1793, fourteen months 
after, as be truly fays, of a broken heart. 
Had he not defigned to fupprcfs or per- 
vert the truth, he would have added, 
that on the lith day of Oflober, about 
fix weeks before, the Queen of France, 
her firiend, patronefs, and benefa^refs, 
had been (as he hinifelf admits) inhu- 
manly murdered; and this event, as it 
was well known, broke the heart of the 
Duchefs. Such attachment and aflfe^fion, 
it might be expeded, would produce, to 
ufe the French jargon, honour able men itm, 
even from the iron heart of a Republican, 
but the Duchefs was an ariftocrat, and 
what right has an arillocrat to be fpoken 
of with either truth or juftice ? 

After the cenfure we have pafled on 
this work we fhall add, that the writer^s 
literary talents are not contemptible, bad 
they been employed without fuch grofs 
partiality as be iias Jh^WA. As a 
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Ipctimen, we cxtraft the following ac- 
count of Valadi, which we have been 
the mod entertained with, and as it will 
flicwr what materials may be employed 
ia the foundation of a Republic ; 

•« GODEPROX IZARN, Marquis de 
Valadi, was a native of that diitrift of 
France which, under the old Govern- 
ment, was calletl La Rouergury and 
which is now included in the depart- 
ment of L*Aveiron. His fd?nily was 
rich, noble, and ancient j but having 
been for many years refident on its ei- 
tatc, in a remote province, it was un- 
Jtoown at Verfailles ; and was conle- 
qoentiy excluded from the favours and 
Aonours fo liberally beftowed upon more 
afliduous courtiers. To relieve it from 
this obfcurity, Valadi's father fought an 
alliance with fome family poffeUed of 
what was called illuflration at court ; 
and pitched upon that of the Comte de 
Vaudreuil, then in high favour with the 
Queen. Nor did the Count hefitate to 
accept for bis fon-in-law a young man 
who was heir to an ellate much larger 
than his own. In confequence of this 
agreement between the two fathers, 
Mademoilelie de Vaudreuil and young 
Valadi were married, when her ase did 
not exceed thirteen, and when he had 
Icarccly numbered three years more, 

** Endovred by nature with ftrong 
faculties and an exalted imagination, 
Valadi, while growing up to manhood, 
imbib«d from the aneient authors a love 
of philofophy, an ardent paflTion for 
liberty, and a romantic turn of mind. 
This difpofttion accorded ill with the 
fcverity of an unfeeling father, with the 
brutal tyranny of a peiantic tutor, and 
with the arbitrary manner in which his 
band had been difpoled of, and his af- 
feAion« pledged to a young woman, 
whole moral qualities bore no refem- 
blance to his own. < He wanted a ibul,* 
he faid, ' an4 they had given him nothing 
but a body.' His refcntment at the ill 
treatment he had received, increafed with 
increaiing years } while his fpirits, which 
were naturally high, fubfided into a deep 
and lidlcfs melancholy, from which the 
Deceflity of exertion, or fome incident 
more than commonly pleafant, alone 
could roufe him. In his moments of 
deje£lion, it was painful to be in his 
focicty. He was as wayward as a child s 



but when he fuddenly ftarted into hit 
fublimer moods, his flights of fancy 
were equally lofty, delightful, and ec- 
centric. 

<* Such was his ftate of mind when, 
in the year 1786, he relblvcd to efcape 
from a kingdom of whdii; artificial man- 
ners he had been the viftim, and to fcek 
for more fimple habits of life, and for 
fouls more congenial, in countries re- 
puted to be free. With this view he 
came to England, being at that time 
about nineteen yeirs of age. He had 
not been long in London *, before every 
effort was made by his family to prevail 
on him to return. The French Am- 
baifador folicited in vain ; and a friend, 
fent over by M. de Vaudrwiil, found 
remonlbrances and entreaties <'quaUy tn^ 
effiSlualn But as Valadi was fearful 
that force or artifice might be advan* 
tageoufly employed in the metropolis in 
order to get him away, he removed to ai( 
academy at Fulham, where he ftudied 
the £ngli(h language and lawSy with 
great aiuduity. 

" A Hay of three or four months, fe- 
conded by great powers of mind, ob- 
tained him the mattery of our language \ 
but was far from confirming the enthu- 
fiadic admiration he had felt for the 
BritiHi Conftitution. He fancied. Heaven 
knows with what truth, that the Exe- 
cutive Government had contrived, by 
means of influence and corruption, to 
identify itfelfwith the Legi flat ive Body j 
and thence he concluded thit Parliament, 
inflead of being the -^gis of Liberty, 
was a more potent engine of Dcfpotilia 
than could be produced in any other 
form } becauie ancient prejudices, fur- 
viving its ancient Coniiitution, gave the 
fair colour of legitimate power to the 
foulell encroachments upon our national 
rights. Strongly imprelfed with thefc 
opinions, he was dcfirous of vifiting 
America, where he hoped to meet with 
freedom in a lefs fophifticatcd fliape. 
But this was not a projed of eafy exe- 
cution.— His family refuling to make 
him any remittances, his purle was al- 
together inadequate to the exigencies of 
an adventure in a country lb remote. 
Same kind of a bargain, however, he 
made with an American Captain j and 
was waiting for a wind at a miferabl$; 
alehoufe in Wapping, when Madame de 
Vaudreuil and her daughter came to 



«< * He was recommended to Mr. Bell of the Strand, and for the firA two or throt 
nonths refided at his houfc.** 
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England In purfait of the runaway. 
The entreaties of his mother-in-law, and 
the tears of his virgin-briclc,»fcduced the 
young^ philofopher from his purpofe ; 
and he confented to accompany them to 
France, where immediatclv after he ob. 
tained an enfigncy in the French Guards. 

** Still, however, his opinion of the 
unfuitable match niade for him by his 
father renuuned the fame. He went, 
indeed^ frequently to the country- houfe 
of M. de Vaudreuil, and fometimes he 
paiTed whole weeks there i but, to the 
great furprife of M^^ame^ and probably 
to -the ftill greater aftonilhment of her 
cbughter, he never indicated any wi(h to 
ebnuimmate his nuptials, although the 
band of Nature had long written «* wo- 
man" upon the fair perfon he had cf- 
poufed. The patience of Madame de 
Vaudrcail, who was defirous of haVing 
in her family an heir to Valadi's eflate, 
beifie at lad exhaufted , (he led him one 
tiwemngf /(^ctubat iotb, to her daughter*s 
room i and, giving him to underftand 
that her houife afforded no other bed for 
his accommodation, left him there to 
lament his hai-d fete, in being thus com- 
pelled to pafs the night with one of the 
prettied women in aU France. 

*' It was not to be fuppofcd that the 
•nthufiaft of liberty, and the philofopher, 
cbuld patiently endure the llavifli re- 
ftraints impofed on the armed agents of 
Jefpotifm, or reli/h the light and fri- 
volous converfation of voung military 
men. Vaiadi accordingly made but an 
indifferent foldier, and affociated little 
with his corpse At length, his fituation 
became fo uneafy, that one morning, in 
the early part of^ 1787, he waited upon 
the Duke de Biron, and refigned his 
commiflion into that veteran^s hands. 
Then returning to his lodgings, he cut 
off his hair clofe to his head ; laid afide 
his ufual drefs, the neatnefs of which 
bordered upon elegance, and affumed a 
habit, quaker-like in form and colour, 
but worn in a very flovenlv way. 

«« Shortly after he macfe an ex^urfion 
to Geneva j and there he chanced to 
meet with an Englifh Pytha^jOrean, well 
known by the name of B/ack Pfgot, who 
confined himfclf entirely to vegetable 
fare. Vaiadi immediately adopted this 
gentleman^s dietetic lyftem, and for fe^- 
veral years after never tailed animal 
food.— Notwithftanding a mode of liv- 
ing, which in a long fea- voyage would 
have fubjeded him to the^reateft pri- 
vations, and notwithftanding the ex- 
'^ieot that Madame de Vai^euii ha4 



employed to reconcile bim to his mrl^ 
Vaiadi ftiil retained his intention of 
vifiting America, whither his friend 
BrifTot was already gone. But his fuff- 
plies of money were fo completely cut 
off by his father*s avarice, and difplea- 
Aire at his eccentric conduft, that when 
lie came to Nantz, he found his ero- 
barraflfment ftill greater than it had been 
at Wapping. He had not wherewithal 
to pay his paffag^. He told the Ame- 
rican Captain, however, that thoug^h 
deftitute of money, be had it in bis power 
to make him an ample compcnfation for 
the trouble and expcnce be might oc- 
cafion during the voyage. * In what 
way V faid the Captain, who expeded 
to receive fome article of merchandize 
inflead of caih. < I will teach you phi- 
lofophy,' faid Vaiadi. Unfortunauly, 
philofophy was a commodity for which 
the huneft feaman knew of no market, 
and he begged leave to decline taking it 
on board. 

** While Vaiadi v. 3 * waiting for more 
fubftantial means of effefting his pur- 
pofe, the incrcafing difhculties of the 
Court, and the growing difcontent of the 
people, induced him to revifit Paris.— 
* I thought you were in America," (aid 
one of his friends on feeing him. * No,* 
anfwered Vaiadi, < things ai-e growing 
too Interef^ing in my own country.* Buc 
as the progrefs of events, and of public 
opinions, was fluggifh in comparifon of 
his ardent mind, his hopes of ieeirg the 
French rife from their knees, and alFunw 
the commanding attitude of a nation 
determined to oe free, foon fubfided. 
He no longer thought that his prefencc 
could be of any avail, and in the fum- 
mer of 1788 returned to England. So 
little was his fondnefs for philofophy 
abated . during his abfence, that one of 
his firft cares, on arriving in the capital, 
was to vifit a gentleman of eminence in 
the literary world, and to propofe to bim 
the fiation of chief of the Pythagorean 
fe6l. Followers, he affured hinv, he 
could not fail to find in every quarter of 
the globe. tJpon his refiifat, Vaiadi 
intimated fome intention of afTuming the 
honourable pofl himfclf. * But in that 
cafe,* faid the Englifhman, < would it 
not be proper that you fliould underltand 
Greek ?'— « True,' anfwered Vaiadi ; * I 
had tbrgot that. I will go and fludy it 
at Glafgow,' 

** He fet off for that place on foot 5 
flaid there fix months; and then returned 
to London, where he chanced to hear 
that Mr. Thomas Taylor, of Walworth, 
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^PTM generally tonfidcred as the principal 
Pythagorean in England. VaJadi im-' 
mediately purchaled hii works ; and, 
after having perxifed them, difpatched 
the following fcroll, which is highly 
charafterillic of his eccentricity, talents, 
and temper of mind :

• O Thomas Taylor I mayft thou wel« 
come a brother Pythagorean, led by a 
Saviour God to thy divine fchool ! I 
have loved wifdom ever fmce a child, and 
have found the greatett impediments, and 
been forced to great ftruggles, before I 
could clear my wav to the Iburce of it \ 
for I was bom m a more barbarous 
country than ever was Illyria of old. 
My fimily never favoured my inclination 
toftudy; and I have been involved in 
fo many cares and troubles, that it can- 
not be without the intervention of fomc 
friendly Deity, that I have efcaped the 
vile ruft of barbarifm, and its attendant 
meannefs of foul. My good fortune 
was, that I met, eighteen months ago, 
an Englifli gentleman of the name of 
Pigot, who is a Pythagorean philo- 
fophcr, and who eafily converted me to 
the diet an^ manners agreeable to that 
moft rich and beneficent Deity— Mother 
Earth \ to that heaven- i nip i red change I 
owe pcrtia health and tranquillity of 
mind, both of* which I had long been 
deprived of. Alio my own oaih has 
acceded to the eternal oath (which men- 
tions the golden conimentator on G. V.), 
and I would more chenrfully depart from 
my prefcnt habitation on thii Themis- 
forfaken earth, than defil* myfelf ever- 
more with animal food, Itolcn cither on 
earth, in air, or water. 

• I met with thy works but two days 
pafl. O divine man ! a prodigy in this 
iron age I who would ever thought thou 
couldtt exift among us in our fljapc ! I 
would have gone to Cbma for a man 
endowed with the tenth part cf thy light ! 
Oh, pant me to fee thee, to be lullrated 
and mittated by thee! What joy, if, 
|ikc to Produs Leonai^ to thee I could be 
a domeflic! who fctl living in nayfelf 
the foul of LeontJas, 

• My determinatian was to go and live 
in North America, from love of Liberty, 
and there to keep a fchool of Temperance 



and Love, in order to preferve fo many 
men from the prevailing difgraceful vice* 
of brutal intemperance and i'elfifh cu- 
pidity. There, in progrefs of time, if 
thofe vices natural to a commercial 
country are found to thwart moit of the 
bledlngs of Libertv, the happy fele^ 
ones, taught better difcipline, may form 
a fociety by themfelves, fuch a one as 
the Gods would favour and vifit loviaely, 
which would preferve true knowledge^ 
and be a feminSUry and an afylum for the 
loveis of it. 

' There I would devoutly ereft altars 
to my favourite Gods — Diolcari, He6tor» 
Ariftomenes, Me/Fen, Pan, Orpheus» 
Epaminondas, Pythagoras, Plato, Ti« 
moleon, Marcus Brutus, and his Portia % 
and, above all, Phoebus, the God of my 
hero Julian, and the father of that holy, 
gentle Commonwealtb of the PemvianSf 
to which Mul/ui ultor has, as yet, beeo 
fufcited ! 

' Mufic and GymnaAic are fciencet 
neceffary for a teeuber to poj/'efs'^ {;whzt 
deep and various fenfe thclc two^wordt 
contain 1} and I an a Granger to both I 
O Godt ! who gave me the thought and 
the fpirit, give me the means \ ibr all 
things are from you. , 

* Thomas Taylor, be thou their io* 
flrument to coovev into my mind, know* 
ledge, truth, and prudence! Do thoa 
love and help me. 1 will go to thee 
to-morrow morning. 

* P. S. May I kK)k to thee, endowed 
with an ancient and no modern enthu- 
iiafm I 

< Gracchus Crotonbios.* 
** According to the pr. iniic contained 
in his letter, Valadi waited upon Mr* 
Taylor the following day j threw him- 
fell in due form at his feet j tendered to 
him a fmall lum in bank notes, which at 
that moment conltitutcd all his t'crtune j 
and begged, with great humility, to be 
admitted as a diiciple into his houfe* 
His prayer was granted j and for ibmc 
time he enjoyed the advantage of 'im- 
bibing philolophy from the iountain- 
head : but, linding himlell more t^^rmed 
for an a^'Uve than a contemplative life, 
he determined to quit philolophy, in or- 
der to take fomc Ihare in the political 
commotions which began to agitate 
France with redoubled force. When he 
took leave of his reipei^able mailer of 
philofophy, he had exchanged his qua- 
kerlike apparel for a complete juit of 
milihuy clothes. * I came over Dio- 
genes,' laid he I M am going .back 
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** It wat now the fprin^f of 1 789 ; and 
every thing, indeed, announced a revo- 
lution, in which he was far more inflru- 
tnencal than is generally fuppcfed. 

" At the death of the Duke de Biron, 
whom the French Guards confidered as 
their father, the Marquis du Chatelet 
was appointed to command them in his 
place. He was a rigid difciplinarian $ 
and, being one day prcfent at the exercife 
of the grenadiers, was imprudent enough 
to ray» that there was not one of them 
who ought not to be fent to the drill of 
the RdgimfHt du Roi, The bold and 
veteran bands he was infpe6ling, trem- 
bled with rage at the infultmg exprtflion j 
forwarded it from mouth to mduth, and 
trealured it up with their revenge. 
Valadi was no llrangcr to their di Icon- 
tent. He went to the barracks of ihc 
grenadiers, and pcrfuaded them to ac- 
company him to the Palais Royal, where 
the Parifian male-contents wercaccultomed 
to ademble. The foldiers were received 
by the people with joyful acclamations, 
and were welcomed with retrefhment:>, 
which they repaid by declaring thcm- 
fclvcs friendly to the popular caufe. 
When this manoeuvre had been pra(5liltd 
feveral times under the lame aufpiccs, 
the Government look the alarm ; ilTued 
orders for Valadi's arreft \ and, if hi» 
own aflbriion may be credited, condemned 
him to be privately put to death. But 
timely intimation being given him of his 
danger, he fled to Nantz, and concealed 
hinuclf on board an American fliipi 
where the police officers, by whom he 
was clofely purfued, fought for him in 
vain. 

** In the mean time, the people of 
Paris, ciitouraged by the countenance 
they had received fn,m the Guards, and 
fure of their neutrality, if not of their 
fupport, proceeded to the attack of the 
Baftiile ; and, aided by the ikill and in- 
trepidity of their new military friends, 
carried the * Ktng''s CafiW* by alTault. 
This was the fignal of Liberty to Valadi^ 
as well as to ail France. He ventured 
forth from his hiding place, re-appeared 
upon the fcene, and was witnefs to the 
aimihilation of a Government which a 
few days before had doomed him to die. 

'' Some time after, he repaired to hit 
native country, in order to oppofe his 
popularity to the refentment which the 
peafaotry harboured againtt his father. — 
lie favcd the Cbdteau and the Seigneur ; 
but thcfe fervicet were of no value i« the 



cftimation of the old inan» who dctelWd 
his political fentinKnts ftill more than 
his former eccentric purfults. Valflli 
could obtain neither marks of aflfef^ion 
nor money j and returned to Paris in a 
ftate of poverty highly honourable to 
his filial affeaion ; Imce he rather cholc 
to endure it, than to compel his father 
by law to furrcnder an eftate to which 
he was entitled in his mother*s right* 

" From this extreme indigence he wa« 
relieved, in 1791, by a Bourgeois of bis 
own province, who purchafcd of him the 
reverfion of a fmafl piece of land for 
thirty thoufand livres. Since his return 
from his father's manfions, hU drefs had 
been either the worfe habit of a common 
National Guard, or a ihabby blue coat, 
eenerallv accompanied by a beard of 
frightful length, and always by a brown 
cropt head that was kept a (Iranger to 
the comb-^a figure dirty, and gaunt,*and 
grim, and horribly unlike the frame of a 
French Marquis. But when this golden 
(bower wafhed him clean, his pcrion af- 
fumed quite a different appearance : hit 
quakerlike fuit was of the finetl clothy 
and moil delicate blolfom colour, and waa 
worn with all the concomitants of a 
ftudied and refined fimplicity. 

" But though his perfon wat thus 
polifhed, his political ferocity remained 
the fame. On one of the latter days of 
July, a friend, who called at his lodg- 
ings • , was furprifcd at feeing a conunon 
muiket, a cartridge*box, and the fabre 
of a grenadier, lufpended in his room« 
* What r faid he, * are you going to the 
frontiers ?' — * No,' anfwered Valadi $ 
« but I have every thing prepared for the 
afTault of the Thuillcries.'--It docs not 
follow hence that there was any regular 
plan to attack the palace, or that Valadi 
was one of the confpirators. It is hr 
more probable that he forefaw, in com- 
mon with other iagacious men, that the 
King's negle^ing the country, his equi- 
vocal condu£f, and his detaining th( 
Swifs Guards about his perfon in defiance 
of a pofitive law, would produce the ex- 
plofion that, on the loth of the following 
month, hurled the unhappy Monarch 
headlong from his throne. 

*' The diflblution of the Legiflative 
Afrembly followed, and the convocation 
of a National Convention, to which 
Valadi was returned a member for his 
native country, the department of L'A- 
veiron. In that fa^liout body he ad* 
hered to the Girondift» ; and» though he 



<< ^ In the Hotel du Roi> dofe adjoining to the court-yard of the ThuUleriea.*' 
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fHd not diftin^iih himTclf as a fpeaker, 
his talents, his influence^ and his name, 
afforded them confidcrable fuppoit. On 
the trial of the King, nothing could be 
more noble than Valadi^s opinion : he 
roted that Louis ihould he kept in ho- 
nourable confinement till the termination 
of the war j that he (hould then be Tent 
out of the Republic with a large penfion ; 
and that a fortune (hould be btitowed by 
the nation upon Madame Elizabeth, 
iui table to the high expeftancies of a 
sUuighter of France. His fufFrage being 
erroncoufly reported by the Journalifis, 
Valadi, tocorreft their mi freprcientation, 
affixed a placard to the walls of Paris, 
which ended with the following remark- 
able words : * It became Philippe Ega- 
lit^y whom Louis XVL pardoned in 
1787, to condemn him to death ; and it 
became me, whom in 1789, and in his 
lecret council, he condemned to die, to 
vote for the prefcrvation of his life.' 

** This was a grievous oifence to the 
fa&ion of the Mountain ; and fome 
hand bills, which he figned with the 
name of Annington, and in which he en- 
deavoured to expofe their dangerous 
pra^ices, exafperated them ftill more. 
He was confequently included in the 
profcription of the party of phiiolbphers 
who were not more richly Itored with 
talents and virtues, than deficient in 
vigour, prudence, and a knowledge of 
the world. Valadi got fafe out of Pa'-** ; 
joined Louvet and his companions in 
their flight to Brittany ; and (hared in 
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their perils, hardfhipt, and hair-t\readth 
ei'capes. The f^ate of his mind on one 
of thefe occafions was highly atfe6ling ; 
for though we may admire the man who 
meets death without difmav, our feelings 
are certainly a6led upon with more efFc^ 
by thofc who appear to have foroc feeling 
for themfelves. Being concealed wiia 
Louvet and Ibme others in a loft, where 
they had reaibn to fuppole themlelves in 
danger of immediate deletion and death» 
Valadi, who was worn out with previous 
fatigue, and with anxiety, conlelled that 
he was unable to endure the idea of his 
own deftruikion. A few minutes after 
his terrors redoubled, when a hoarie 
voice rudely bade them come down, and- 
refufcd to explain the meaning of the 
injun6^ion. This alarm, however, proved 
a falfe one ; and Valadi, while wandering 
from place to place in iearch of an 
afylum, obtained a fatal experience of the 
little dependance that is to be placed 
upon friends in the hour of dilirefs. In 
a defperate attempt to pal's through 
Perigueux, he was recognized, and guil- 
lotined on the ixth of December 1793* 
by the ferocious agents of Kobefpierre. 

« Thus periibed one of the pureft and 
moft ardent patriots that France hat 
ieen— a man whofe judgment was not 
equal to his capacity of mind -, whoii^ 
weak nerves did not always fecond the 
generous impullts of his ibul ; and 
whofe unequal temper often caft a (hade 
over the ^ileadieft benevolence of hit 
heart." 



An Authentic Account of anEmbafly from the King of Great Britain to the Em* 

peror of Chinat Sec,

^1/ E vv now advanced to the Second 
'^ Volume of thefe Jra^veh 5 iht Jitjl 
chapter of which defcribes the palTage to 
the Ladrone Idands, 'near Macao, and 
thence to Chufan. The fufpiaous and 
cauttous chara6ter of the nation they were 
approaching begun now to operate upon 
iomt of thole who were (hortly to be the 
objects of its attention. 

** The fquadron being now upon the 
confines of China, and the Ambaflfador 
about to lend meJTengers to Macao, ap- 
plication was made to his Excellency by 
two native Chineic, who had been com- 
panions of the interpreters, and to whom 
Lis Excellency had granted a paiTage in 
the Hindolhin, that they might be taken 
ftihore by the fame opportunity. They 



had condu6^ed thcmfelves throughont tht 
voyage with great propriety. One of them» 
who was uncommonly expert in writing 
the Chinefe chara^a'8» had ufefuUy 
afhfted in the tranflation of papers into 
that language, preparatory to the Ambaf- 
fador*s arrival in China. His Excellency 
wifhed to make him a compeniation for 
his trouble \ but though he had no means 
of fubfillence befides a very fcanty allow- 
ance from Rome, no efforts were able to 
perfuade him to accept money or prefentt 
of any kind. He conridered himieif at 
under much obligation, not only for the 
opportunity given him of returnij.g to hit 
country, but tor the civilities Ihewn to 
him during the voyage. He idx. both 
gratitude and eHeem to the Etieliih na- 
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tion $ and ample jnfttce would be done 
to itschara^er in China, were his opinions 
on the fubje^l adopted by hit country- 
men. 

*' One of the interpreters wiftied alfo 
at this time to retire frum the fervicc of 
the Embaffy. He began to be extrwnely 
apprchenfive of being noticed by the Chi- 
neie government, in cafe he continued with 
the Ambaflador, as, by the laws of the 
country, he was liabk to punifhrnent, 
iKJth tor having left it without permif- 
fion,and afterwards for accepting an em- 
ploynient from a foreigner. A greater 
£rnuKik of mind enabled his companion^ 
the other Chineie interpreter, though 
exactly in the lame predicament, to adopt 
a very different determination. He con- 
fidered himfelf as having entered into an 
engagement to accompany the Embafly 
throughout, and was not to be deterred 
from what he once had undertaken, by 
Aibfequent reflexion upon the danger 
that might attend it. There was realon, 
indeed, to hope, that the Ambaflador 
Slight be able to protefl him, flicuid it 
even be dilcovered that he 4iad been born 
within the confines of the Chinefe territo- 
ries. He was a native of a part of Tar- 
uuy annexed to China, and had not thofe 
features which denote a pcrfeft Chinefe 
•rigin ; but his name having a fignifica- 
tion in the language of that country, 
be changed it for one that bore the fame 
meaning in EngliHi. He put on an Eng- 
liih ipiiitary imitbrm, and wore a (word 
and a cockad^. He thought it right to 
take thole precautions fof bis lafety j but 
>ras prepared for any event that might 
take place, without being in the leaft dif- 
turbed about what it might be. 

Admiring, as wedomoli fmcerely, the 
fceroifm of this Chinefe, every cir<;um~ 
Aance in the occurrence proves, with the 
Arongeft evidence, the yV<7/9«f 2xA. fenj^re 
fyftem of adminijhation adopted by thefe 
jufiuUKi Ajiaiics, We hope our readers 
will not impute to us a pronenefs to the 
lame faiiing, but we cannot help fnfpcB^ 
ingf that the ^fixed determincuton of the 
CompanirjH tn the Inter^uters not to accept 
from Lord Macartney eiiber frfney or 
frepnts of any kimi^ is not to be complete- 
ly iblved on the principle of difintcrefled' 
me/s alone. Probably he was glad to fet 
himfelf entirely free Irom every mark of 
diicrimination by which his enemies 
night be enabled to track him back to 
the European Continent. 

As the Er^iifh Oiips kept approaching 

- the coaft of China, and were now off the 

Chu«ian Illaiids, the fight or a vcilei of 



uncommon confh'u^^ion, as well as Ii2«^ 
fuch as the Lion certainly appetnrd 
there, put, for a time, almoft an end to 
labour, both by. fea and land. •• Her 
decks,'' fays our Traveller, *• weft lb 
crouded with vifitors, and others were 
waiting with fuch eagemefs to come on 
board, that it became necelfary to dil* 
mils, after a ihort vifit, the iirlt comers^ 
in order to be able to gratify the curiofity 
of others. Some of them entering into 
the great cabin of the Lion, where the 
AmbalTador had a portrait of the Empe- 
ror of China, immediately recogm'zed it, 
and proif rating themfelves before it kiiled 
the ground feveral times with great de^ 
votion. On riling, they appeared to feel 
a fort of gratitude towards the. foreigner 
who had the attention to place the portrait 
of their Sovereign' in his apartment. 
Though the rtiip's crew at length fuf^ 
fered many of them to range, unnoticed 
and unaccompanied through every part 
of the vefllel, this indulgence was not 
abufed by any a^ of impropriety. AmoM^ 
them, few betrayed that aukwardncfs or 
rudenels of manners fo frequently cblenr. 
able among other people in the lower 
clalTes of life. 

The firft town in China vifrted by the 
Ambalfador and his retinue was Ting- 
hai, in the territory of Chu fan. Of 
this place, as well as of fome Chinefe 
peiuliaritieiy we have gleaned the follow- 
ing circumltances. 

Of the towns of'Earopc, Ting-hai 
bore the i-elemblance moli of Venice, but 
on a fmaller fcale. It was in fonoede* 
gree furrounded, as well as interle^ed by 
canals. The bridges throvim over them 
weie fteep, and alctnded bv fteps like the 
Rialto. l^he ftreets, whicn were no more 
than alleys or narrow paifages, were 
paved with fquarc flat ftones \ but the 
houles, unlike the Venetian buildings, 
were low, and molfly of one ftory. On 
the ridges of the roofs were uncouth 
figures of animals, and other decorations 
in clay, Itor.e, or iron. The town was 
full of (hops, containing chiefly articles 
of clothing, food, and furniture, difplayed 
to ftill advant^e. Even coffins were 
painted in a variety of lively and con- 
trafting colours. The fmaller quadru- 
peds, including dogs, intended for food, 
were, as well as poultr)*, expoled alive 
for fale, as vrere liih in tubs of water, 
and eels in land. The number of places 
where tin4eaf and fticks of odoriferous 
wood were fold, for burning in their 
(emples, indicated no dight degree of 
luperltitiottf dlfpoiitioa in the people. 
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Latife garmentt and trowicrt were worn 
by both fcxes ^ but the men hsd hats of 
ftraw or cane which covered the head, 
their hair, except one long lock, being 
cut ibort or (hared ; while the woram 
had tbetrs entire, and pbited and coUed 
becotningty into a kaot upon the cr(^n 
of the head, as it (bmetimes feen on the 
female fUtuet of antiquity. 

Throughout tlie place there was an 
appearance of quick, and af^ive induilry, 
bcToiid the natural effect of a climate not 
thirtj degrees from the equator ; a cir- 
cumftance which implied the ftimulus of 
neceflkv compelling, or of reward excit- 
ing to labour. None (eemed to ihun it. 
Noneaiked alms. Men only were pading 
bu£ly through the (treets . Women were 
leen chiefly in the lkops> and at their 
doors and windows. 

Of moft of the females, even in the 
mkldle and inferior clafles, the feet were 
unnaturally fmall, or rather truncated. 
They appeared as if the fore part of the 
feet bad been accidentally cut off, leaving 
cbc remainder of the ufual (ize, and ban* 
daged like the ftump of an amputated 
limb. They undergo, indeed, much tor- 
ment, and cripple themlelves in imitation 
of ladies of higlurr rank, nm^ng whom it 
is the cuftom to ftop, by prelTure, the 
growth of the ancle| as well as foot, from 
the earlieft infancy^ and leaving the great 
toe in its natural pofttion, raicibly to 
bend the others, and retain them under 
the foot, till at length they adhere to the 
ible, and can no more be feparated. 

When the compreflers are conftantly 
and carefully kept on, the feet are 
fymmetrically imall. The young 
creatures are indeed obliged, for a 
coniiderable time, to be I'upported when 
they attempt to walk j even afterwards 
they totier, and always walk upon their 
heels. 

Some of the very loweft clafles of the 
Chinefe, of a race conEned chiefly to the 
mountains and remote places, have not 
adopted this unnatural cullom. But the 
females of this olafs are held by the reft 
in the utmoli contempt, and arc employed 
only in the molt mepial offices. So 
i^yeterate is the cuflo^ which gives pre- 
eminence to mutilated before perfe6l 
limbs, that the Interpreter afliired the 
Ambaflador, and every fobiequent infor- 
mation confiiinrd the alTertion, that if 
of two flflers, otherwife every wav equal, 
the one had thus been maimed, while 
Nature was fuffered to make its ufual 
progrefft in the other, the latter would be 
coBUdered as in an abjed flate, unworthy 



of aflociating with the reft of the family, 
and doomed to perpetual oblcurity and 
the drudgery of i'ervitude. 

Sir G. Staunton*s remarks on thit 
odious prejudice are pertinent and judi- 
cious ; particularly where he draws a 
parallel between this ciuiom and tlie In- 
dian pra;!;iice of widows burning them- 
felves on their halband*s funei-al pile ; 
and the ancient prepollefnon in this coun- 
try, lei's horrible indeed, but not at all 
more rational, for flcnder waitts in the 
fair- Tex ; for which great pains were 
fumetimes taken, and inconceivable i\i{* 
ferings lubmitted to. But as we have 
many fingular and amufing fads to lele^ 
from thcl'e volumes, wc pafu over tljc 
moral reflexions, which would occupy 
too much of om* abridgment. 

"the hcdl of audience in this town^ 
where the Ambaflador waited on ths 
Governor to petition for proper pilots to 
condu£^ the flitps acroiii the Yellow Sea ia 
thus defcribed: 

<' It was a large buiidine, fituated at 
the endof a paved court, lurrounded by 
galleries. The hall was open entirely to 
the roof, which was fupporied by feverai 
rows of large wooden colunms painted 
red and highl^r varniflied, as were all the 
beams and rafters. A prodigious nimi- 
ber of lamps or lanthorns, of variobt 
fliapes or fizes, were fur|>ended by lilkea 
cords from the crofs beams and round the 
columns, decoraud with taflels, varying 
in form and colour. , 

" Of the lanthorns, feme were com- 
poled of thin fdk gauze, painted cr 
wrought in needle work, with figures of 
birds, iniedls, flowers, or fruit, and 
flretched on neat frames of wood. Some 
werecntirely made of horn. Thefewefr 
fo thin and tranfparent, that they were 
taken at flrft for glahy a material to 
which^ for this putpolci r^ h^rn is pre- 
ferred by the Chineie, a^ cheaper, li^hter^ 
lefs liable to accident, and more eafTly re- 
paired. Many of them V'Crc about two 
feet in the diameter, ^xvl in the ^orm of a 
cylinder, with the jnds rounded off, and 
the edges meeting in the point, to which 
the fufpending cords were tied t each 
Ian thorn coniiited of wn uniform piece of 
horn, the joints or learns being rendered 
inviflble by an art found out by the Chi- 
nefe \ among whom the vaft numberxf 
fuch lanthorns ufed in their dwelling, 
houfes and temples, as well as on the 
occafions of their feftivals and proceflions, 
have led to fo many trials for improving 
their conftru6l ion. The horns generally 
employed are thofc of flieep and fi^oats. 
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The ufuml method of m^askglnf^ tbcm» 
acconiing to the infonnation obtained 
upon the I'pot, is to bend them by immer- 
fjon in boiling water ,* after which they 
are cut open and flattened j they then 
cafily fcale, or are feparated into two or 
three thin laminae, or plates. In order 
that thtie plates (hould be made to join, 
they are expofed to the penetrating eiFcft 
ot' iletm, by which they arc rendered 
perfe<5^1y loft. In this ftate, the edges 
ot the pieces to be joined are carefully 
fcraped and (lanted off, Co as that the 
pieces overlapping each other Oiall not 
together exceed the thiclcnefs of the plate 



in any other part* Bj applying tlw 
€dps, thus prepared, imniediately to 
each other,and prefllng them wiih pincers^ 
they intimately adhere, and incorporatior 
form one fubftance, fimilar in every reijpcCT 
to the other parts ; and thus unirorm 
pieces of horn may be prepared to aimod 
any extent. It is a contrivance Uttlc 
known ^liewhere, however finaple the 
procefs appears to be ; and perhaps fome 
minute precautions are omitted in the 
general del'cription, which may be tikik* 
tial to its complete fuccefs.

MR. DYER is amongA the difcontented 
of the prefent times. He is angry with the 
King, with the Lords and Commons, with 
the Minifter, with the Bilhops, with the 
Clergy, and particularly with Dr. Kipling. 
In truth he lays about him with much fpirit, 
and may, if he cultivates hit talents, become 
the rival of his favourite Peter Pindar him- 
fielf. It would be well, however, if Mr. 
Dyer (hewed himfelf a little more attentive 
to accuracy. In hii zeal to bcfpatter Kings, 
he has inadvertently charged King James 
with an offence of which he was not guilty : 
« He valued himfelf/* fays he, « not a little 
for his dexterity in Latin compofltion, and 
fublfbed a large volume of profe nvritmgs in the 
Latin languagi.]* This large volume we be- 
lieve no library, however large, poffefret. 
Bifhop Montagu indeed tranflated his Ma- 
jeAy*$ works into Latin, for which his 
patience h^s been with reafbn celebrated. 
He proceeds : —The reverend panegyrilU of 
the times, however, addrelTed him as the 
Solomon of the age ; as the great School- 
Bf ASTIR ot his realms." Thefe panegyricks, 
at leafl of the latter kind, we bcheve are only 
to be found with the large vdumt mentioned 
above. Archbifhop WilMams indeed, in the 
funeral fermon on his death, compared him 
in the mofl fulfome maruier to Solomon { 
but as that PreUte afterwards became a moft 
violent oppofer of tlie meafures of the Crown, 
we fhould hope this offence miglit be par- 
doned and forgotten j at Icall by one who is 



no admirer of Kings. Mr. Dyer is easily 
miflaken in afTerting that John Knox was 
tutor to King James. But the moil extra- 
ordinary part of Mr. Dyer's performance is 
the following paffage : " I have only to add, 
that Bifhop Hurd*^ fermons were among the 
firfl publications that fhook my confidence 
in a certain community $ and that his dia- 
logues raifcd fuch a tumult of liberty in my 
breaft ! Heaven knows when it will fubfide, 
or where it will ttrminate !'* Alarming in* 
deed ! So we have fometimes known the 
mofl wholefome food, Uken into a dileafed 
flomach, operate in a manner little different 
from poifon.

STATE 
DECLARATION. 

[Publifted by his Majcfty '$ Command.] 

T_TIS Majcfty's benevolent endeavours 
•^^ to rcftorc to his people the hlef- 
lings of fecure and honourable Peace, 
again repeated without fucccfs, have 
again demonftrated, beyond the poHioi- 
lity of doubt, the determined and perfe- 
vcring hoftility of the Governm/snr of 
France, in whofe unprovoked aggrefTion 
the War originated, and by whole 
boundlcfs and deftrudtivc ambition it is 
ftjll prolonged. And while by the 
courfe of thcfe tranfa6tions, continued 
proofs have been afforded to all his 
iHajefty's faithful fubje^s, of his anxious 
and unremitting folicitudc for their wel- 
fare, they cannor> at the fame time, 
have failed to recognize, in the uniform 
conduft of the enemy, the fpirit by 
which the Councils of France are ftill 
atluated, and the objects to which they 
arc directed. 

His Majefty coul^ not but feel how 
much the means of Peace had been ob- 
ftru6tcd by the many additional diffi- 
culties which his enemies had fo re- 
peatedly thrown in the way of every 
Negotiation. Ncvcrihclefs, on the very 
firit appearance of circumftances in 
feme degree more favourable to the in- 
lercfts of humanity, the fame ardent 
dtfue fur the eafe and happinefs of

his fubjc6ts induced his Majefty to 
renew his overtures for terminating 
the calamities of War. Thus availing 
himfelf of every opening which could 
in any manner lead to Iccure an ho- 
nourable Peace, and confulting equally 
the wiihes of his own heart and the 
principles by which his conduct has 
been invariably guided. 

New obftacUs were immediately in- 
terpofcd by thofc who ftill directed the 
Councils of France, and who, amidft 
the general defire for Peact, which 
they could not at that time openly 
difclaim, ftill retained the power of 
fruftraiing the wifhcs of their own 
country, of counteracting his M^j -fty's 
benevolent intentions, and of obftrufting 
that refult, which was fo neceftary for 
the happincfs of both nations. Diffi- 
culties of form were ftudioufty created ; 
modes of Negotiation were inftftccU 
upon, the moft inconfiftent with their 
own conduft in every other inftance; 
the fame fpirit appeared in every ftcp 
which was taken by them ; and while 
the moft unwarranted infinuaiions were 
thrown out, and the muft unfounded 
rtproaches brought forward, the cftab- 
lithed cuftoms and ufst^es, which have 
long prevailed in Europe, were pur- 
pofely departed from, even in the 
ftmpleft adts which were to be done 
on their part for the renewal of the 
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Negotiations. All thefe chingf his 
Majeft/ determined to difregard ; not 
as being infenfikle of their purport and 
tendency, nor unmindful of the im- 
portance of thcfe points, in the public 
intcrcourfe of great and independent 
nations, bur rcfolving to defeat the ob- 
ject of thefe artifices, and to fuffcf no 
I'ubordinatc or inferior confidcration to 
impede, on his part, the dilcuffion of 
the weighty and extenfivc iniercfts on 
which the termination of the War 
muft nccclTarily depend. 

He dirtied his MiniHer to repair to 
France, furniihed with the mod ample 
powers, and indru^ed to communicate 
at once an explicit and detailed propofal 
and plan of Peace, reduced into the 
ihape of a regular Treaty, juft and 
moderate in its principles, embracing 
all the interefls concerned, and extend- 
inij to every fuhjc6t connected with the 
reftoration of public tranquillity. Tnc 
communication of this P<iper, delivered 
in the very firft conference, w^.s ac- 
companied by fuch explanations as fully 
dated and detailed the utmod extent of 
his Mfijcfty's views, and at the fame 
time gave ample ruom for the exa- 
mination of every diiputcd point, for 
mutual arrangement and conceMion, and 
for reciprocal facilities arifing out of 
the progrcfs of fair difcuirion. 

To this proceeding, open and liberal 
beyond example, the conduct of his 
Majedy'i enemies oppofes the mod 
Uriking contrad. From them no coun- 
ter projedt has ever yet been obtained ; 
no datemciit of the extent or nature 
cf the conditions on which they would 
conclude any peace with thefe king- 
doms. Their pretenfions have always 
been brought forward either as detached 
or as preliminary points, diftinft from 
the mam objcdt of Negotiation, and 
accompanied, in every indance, with an 
exprcfs refcrve of farther and unex- 
plained demands. 

The points which, in purfuance of 
this fydem, the Plenipotentiaries of the 
enemy propofcd for fcparatc difculfion 
in their fird conferences with his Ma- 
jetty's Minitter were at once frivolous 
and offendve ; none of them produftivc 
of any folid advantage to France, but 
all calculated to raifc new obdaclcs in 
the way of Peace. And to thefe de- 
mands was foon after added another, 
in its forni unprecedented, ia its fub- 
Aance extravagant, and fuch as could 
originate only in the mod determined 
and inveterate hodility. The principle 
of mutual cumpcnfdtion, i>tforc cx- 



preffed, a<!mitted by common corrfeftt 
as the juft and equitable bads of Ne- 
gotiation, >yas now difclaimed ; ewtry 
idea of moderation or rcafon, every 
appearance of judice was difregarded ; 
and a conccdion was required from his 
Majedy's Plenipotentiary, as a prelimi- 
nary and indifpenfable condition of 
Negotiation, which mud at once hare 
fuperfeded all the objeAs, and pre- 
cluded all the means of treating. 
France, after incorporating with her 
own dominions fo large a portion of 
her conqufds, and affeftmg to have 
deprived hcrfelf, by her own internal 
regulations, of the power of alienatfng 
thefe valuable additions of territory, 
did not fcruple to demand from his 
Majcdy the abfolute and unconditional 
furrender of all that the energy of his 
people, and the valour of his dectt 
and armies have conquered in the pre- 
fcnt War, either from France, or from 
her Allies. She required that the power 
of Great Britain fhould be confined 
within its former hmits, at the very 
moment when her own dominion was 
extended to a degree almod unparalleled 
in hidory. She infided, that in pro- 
portion to the incrcafe of danger, the 
means of reddance fliould be dimmifhed; 
and that his Majedy (hould give up, 
wiihout compcnfation, and into the 
hands of his enemies, the necefl"ary de- 
fences of his pod'clFions, and the future 
fafeguards of his empire. Nor was 
even this demand brought forward as 
condituting the terms of Peace, but 
the price of Negotiation ; as the con- 
dition on which alone his Majedy was 
to be allowed to learn what further 
unexplained demands were dill referved, 
and to what greater facrifices thefe 
unprecedented concefllons of honour 
and fafety were to lead. 

Whatever were the impreflions which 
fuch a proceeding created, they did not 
induce the King abruptly to preclude 
the means of Negotiation. In rfjc<*it- 
ing without a momcnt*s htfuarion a 
demand, which could have been made 
for no other reafon than bccaufe it was 
inadmidible, his Majedy, from the 
fixed refolution to avail himfelf of every 
chance of bringing the Negotidiion to 
a favourable iff'ue, directed that an 
opening diould dill be left for treatingon 
rcafonable and equal grounds, fuch as 
might become the dignity of his 
Crown, and the rank and ftation in 
Europe, in which it has plcafed Divine 
Providence to place the Britifh Natioti. 
This temperate aid conciliatory con- 

duft 
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iuft was ftrongly expreflivc of the be- 
nevolence of his Maiefty's intentions ; 
and it appeared for u)mc time to have 
prepared the way for that refult which 
has been the uniform object of all his 
meafures. Two monihs clapfed after 
his Majefty had unequivocally and de- 
finitively rcful'cd to comply with the 
unreafonable and extravagant preli- 
minary which had been demanded by 
his enemies. During all that time the 
Negotiation was continued open, the 
conferences were regularly held, and 
the demand thus explicitly rejefted by 
one party was never once renewed by 
the oth^r. It was not only abandoned, 
it was openly difclaimed ; afTurances 
were given in direct contradi6tif.n to it. 
Proroifts were continually repeated, 
that his Majcfty's explicit and detailed 
propofals fhould at length be anfwered 
by that which coulJ alone evince a real 
difpofition to negotiate with fmcerity, 
by the delivery of a counter- projcdt, 
of a nature tending to facilitate the 
concluHon of Peace ; and the long de« 
lays of the French Government in 
executing thefe promifei were excufcd 
and accounted for by an unequivocal 
Declaration, that France was con- 
certing with her Allies for thofe facri- 
fices on their part, which might afford 
the means of ' proceeding in the Ne- 
gotiation. Week, after week paiTed 
over in the repetition of thefe folemn 
cn^agemenison the part of his Majeiiy's 
enemies. His defire for Peace iu<4uced 
him to wait fur their completion, with 
an anxiety proportioned to the import- 
ance of the obje^ ; nor was it much 
to expedt, that his Minifter (hould at 
length be informed what was the extent 
and nature of the conditions on which 
his enemies were difpofed to terminate 
the War. 

It was in this (lage of the bufinefs 
that, on the nth of September, the 
appointment of new Plenipotentiaries 
was announced on the part of France, 
under a formal promile that their ar- 
rival ihouid facilitate and expedite the 
work of Peace. 

To renew, in a (hape ftill more of- 
fenfive than before, the inadmiifible 
demand fo long iiefore brought forward, 
and fo long abandoned, was the fird 
a6k of thefe new Melfcngers of Peace. 
And fuch was now the undifguifcd 
impatience of the King's enemies to 
terminate all Treaty, and to exclude all 
profpc6t of accommodation, that even 
the cuntinaancc of the King*s Plenipo- 



tentiary at the appointed place of Ne- 
gotiation was made by them to depend 
on his immediate compliance with a 
condition which his Court had, two 
months before, explicitly refufed, and 
concerning which no farther difcuillon 
had fince occurred. His reply was fuch 
as the occdfion required; and he im- 
mediately received a pofnive and written 
order to depart from France. 

The fublcquent condu6t of his Ma- 
jefty's enemies has aggravated even this 
proceeding, and added frefh infult to 
this unexampled outrage. The infur- 
mountable ooftacles vvnich they threw 
in the way of Peace were accompanied 
with an oftcnta:ious profeliion of the 
moil pacific difpafitions. Jn cutting off* 
the means of. Negotiation, they ftill 
pretended to retain the ftrongeft defire 
to negotiate ; in ordering the King*s 
Minifter to quit their country, they 
profcfTcd the hope of his immediate 
return to it; and in renewing their 
former inadmiifible and reje6led de- 
mand, they declared their confident ex- 
pectation of a fpeedy and favourable 
anfwer. Yet before any anfwer could 
arrive, they publilhed a Declaration, 
announcinj^ to their country the de- 
parture of the King*s Minider, and 
attempting, as in every former inftance, 
to afcribe to the condu6t of Great 
Britain the difappointment of the ge- 
neral wifh for Peace, and the renewal 
of all the calamities t.f War. The 
fame attempt has been prolonged in 
fubl'equcnt communications, equally in- 
fulious and illufory, by which they 
have obvioudy intended to furniih the 
colour and empty pretence of a wiih 
for Peace, while they have ftill ftu- 
diouily and obuinately perfifted in 
evading every flep which could lead to 
the fuccefs of any Negotiation ; have 
continued to iniili on the fame inad« 
miinble and extravagant Preliminary, 
and have uniformly withheld ail ex- 
planation either on the particulars of 
the propofals of Peace fo long lince 
delivered by his Majcfty's Minilter, or 
on any other terras on which they were 
themfelves ready to conclude : and this 
in the vain hope that ii could be poiiible* 
by any artifice, to ^ifguife the truth of 
ihcfc tranfdftions, or that any exercife 
of power, however defpotic, could pre- 
vent fuch fa£ls from being known, 
ft:lt, and underftood, even in France 
itfelf. 

To France, to Europe, and to the 
world, it muft be manifcfl, that the 
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French Government (whilft they per- 
fift in their prefcnt lentimencs) leave 
his Majcfty without an ahernativc, 
unlefs he were prepared to furrenvicr 
and facrificc to the undifguifed ambition 
of his envmies the honour of his Crown, 
and the fafcty of his dominions. It muft 
be mmifcft, that, inftead of (hewing, 
on thiir part, any inclination to mctt 
his MhyJ\y*$ pacific overtures on any 
moderarc terms, they have never 
brought themfclveb to ftate any terms 
(however ex -rhitant) on which they 
were ready to conclude Peace. They 
have piked as a Preliminary (and in the 
form the mod arrogant and offenfivc), 
c»,nce(hons which the comparative fiiu- 
ation of the two countries would have 
rendered extravagant in- any ftage of 
Negotiation ; which were direftly con- 
trary to thtir own rrpcated profeflions 5 
and vvhicij, ntvcrthelcfs, they peremp- 
torily required to be ccmplied with in 
tht very outfit : referving an unlimited 
powc't of afterwards ^ccuuialating, from 
time to time, frtih demands, increafing 
in prvjpottion to every new concciiion. 

On the other hanu, the terms pro- 
pofed by liis ^^.jcfty have be(n ftatcd 
in the moft clear, peu, and uiuquH-ocal 
manner. The difculhon of all the 
points to which they relate, or of any 
others, which the enemy might bring 
forward as the terms of Peace, hns 
been, on his \iajeiiy's part, repeatedly 
called for, as often promiUd by the 
French Plenipottnttaries, but to this day 
has never ytt been obtained. The 
rupture of the Negcti tion is not there- 
fore to be afcrincd to any pretcchons 
(however inadmilfiblc) urged as the 
price of P/acc\ n6t to auy ultimate dif- 
ference on ttrrtii^ however exorbitant ; 
but to the evident and fixed determi- 
nation of the enemy to prolong the con - 
teft, and to purfuc, 3t all hazards, their 
hoftile dtfi^ns againft the profperity 
and faftty of theft kingdoms. 

While this determination continues 
to prevail, his Majeftv's carntft wifhcs 
and endeavours to reftore Peace to his 
fubjccts muft be fruitUfs : but his 
fentiments remain unaltered. He looki 
with anxious expe6Vation to the mo- 
ment when the Government of France 
tnav Ihew a di<p'»ruion and fpint in any 
decree correfoonding to his own. And 
he renews, even now, and before all 
Europe, the folt-mn Declaration, that, 
ii fpite of repeated provocations, and 
at the very moment when his claims 
have been ftreogthcned and confirmed 



by that frcfti fuccefs which, by the 
blelfing of Providence, has recently 
attended his arms, he is yet ready (if 
the calamities of War can now be 
clofcd) to conclude Peace on the fame 
moderate and equitable principles and 
terms which he has before propofed : 
the rejc€l on of fuch terms muft now, 
more than ever, demonftrate the inn- 
placable animot'ity and infatiable am- 
bition of thofe with whom he has to 
contend, and to them alone muft the 
future confcaucnce^of the prolongatioa 
of the War be afcribed. 

If fuch unhappily is the fpirit by 
which they are ftiU a6^uated, his Ma- 
jefty can neither hcfitate as to the 
principles of his own condu^V, nor doubt 
the fentiments.and delermination of hii 
people. He will iK)t be wanting ta 
them, and he is confident they will not 
be wanting to themfelves. He has aa 
anxious, but a facred and indifp.nfable 
duty to fulfil : he will difcharge it with 
rclolution, condancy, and fimmefs. 
Deeply as he muft regret the conti* 
nu.ince of a War, fo deftru£live in its 
progrefs.and fo burthenfome even in irs 
fuccefs, he knows the chara^er of the 
brave people whofc interefts and honour 
are cntrufted to him. Tliefc it is the 
firft objedt of his life to m^'ntain ; and 
he is convinced that neither the re- 
fources nor the fpirit of his kingdoms 
will be found inadequate to this arduous 
contcft, or unequal to the importance 
and value of the objects which are at 
ftake. He trufts, that the favour of 
Providence, by which they have always 
hitherto oeen fupporied againft all their 
enemies, will be ftill extended to them ; 
and that, under this protection, hii 
faithful fubjfdts, by a rcfojute and vi- 
gorous application of the means which 
they polVcfs, will be enabled to vindi- 
cate tl»e* independence of their Country, 
and to rcfift, with juft indignation, the 
alTumtd fuperiority of 2n enemy, againft 
whom they have fought with the cou- 
rage, fuccefs, and glory of their an- 
Ctftors, and who aims at nothing lefs 
than to dcftroy at once whatever hat 
contributed to the profperity and great- 
ntfs of the Britifti Empire : all the 
channels of its induftry, and all the 
fourccs of its power 5 its fecurity from 
abroad, its traooutlltty at home, and, 
above all, that Conftitution, on which 
alone depends the undifturbed enjoy- 
ment of Its religion, laws, and liberties.

Gentleman 
Uftier of thtf Binck Rr%\, wa^ Hilpatched 
to order the attend:* xa of the liruleof 
Commons, v Iio a^-^tr^ivd torthwirh at 
the Bar, when his r«i;/cltv delivered the 
following molt gracious. Speech ; 

" iV/j' Lo^i/s and Genilemin^ 

** IT is matter of great concern to 
me, that the carneft cr.c'eavcuis which I 
have contimicd to employ, iirce I laft 
met you in Parliament, to iciiore »o my 
fubjcc^s the bWnngs of Peace, on Iccure 
and honourable terms, have unhappily 
been rendered inefte6lual. 

•' The Declaration which I have 
caufed to be publilhcd, and the other 
paj>ers which I have direi^ed to be laid 
before you, will, I am ccnndcnt, abund- 
antly prove to you, and to the v/oild, t!iat 
every ihep has been taken on my part 
which could tend to accelerate the con- 
clufion of Peace j and that the long delay 
and final rupture o( the Negotiation are 
folcly to be afcribed to the evafive con* 
du6t, the unwarrantable preienlions, and 
the inordinate ambition of ihjle with 
whcni we have to contend, and above all, 
to their inveterate animolity againlt thelc 
kinpjJoms. 

** I have the fuUeft reliance, under the 
blefling of Providence, on the vigour and 
wildom of your counlels, and on the 
2c.ll, magnanimity, and c )urage, of a 
great and tree people, Itnlible that they 
arc contending for their dcarelt interclls, 
and determined to fljew themiclves worthy 
of the bleifings which they are itruggling 
to prefer ve. 

*< Compelled as we arc, by the moft 
evident necefllty, to pericverc in the de- 
fence of all that is dear to us, till a more 
juft and pacific fpirit ihall pie vail on the 
part of the enemy, we have the faiis- 
fat^tion oi knowing that we polfcfs means 
and rcrources proportioned to the objetts 
which arc at Itakc. 



" During the period of hrftllities, and 
undor the unavoidable prcfliirc of accu- 
mulated burthens, our revenue has con- 
tinued highly ^^rotiudive, cur national 
induftry has been expended, ai>d cur ccm- 
merce has furpalTed its i rn.er limits. 

** The public fpirit ot my people has 
been eminently diiplayedj n:y troops of 
every deicripti^n have acquired iufli 
claims to the efteem and admiration of 
their country ; and the repeated fucctiTcs 
of my Navy over all our different ene- 
mies have been recently crowned by tlic 
lit'^al and decihvc victory with which 
Providence has rewarded the exei licns of 
my iieet under the command of Admiral 
Lord Duncan. 

'* No event could be attended with 
more important and benehcial confe- 
cuences, or tcim a more brilliant ad- 
dition to the numercus and heroic ex- 
ploits, which, in the courfc of the pre- 
lent war, have railed to a pitch, hitherto 
unequalled, the naval glory of the 
country. 

*' Gentlemen of the Hovfr of Commons ^ 
** I have dirc£\ed the eftimates for the 
enfuing year to be laid before you. The 
ftatc of the war, joinerl to the happy 
confequences of our recent fuccels, will, 
I trult, admit of for/.c diminution of 
expence, confjftentiy v irh the vigorous 
efforts which our i'tuatloji indirpeiuably 
requires; In cc^n!i;Lrl. g what may be 
the belt mode of tlefiaying the he ivy 
experce which will be ft ill \n^av».ida!»le, 
you will, I am perfund.d, ocar in mind 
that the prcient crifis prelents every 
motive to animate you to the mod et- 
feih'.al and fpiriltd exertions j ihe true 
value of any tempoi-ary Ibcrifices, which 
you may find nccc.Tary for this purpcie, 
can only be edimatcd by comparing tlicni 
with the importance of fiipportif;g ef« 
fcchially our public ciedit, and ccn- 
vii^cing the ci'tmy, that wliilc we rctaiii 
an ardent d/iire for the conclufion of 
Peace on lafe and honouiahlc terms, we 
poflli's the means, as well as the de- 
trnnination, to fupport with vigour this 
arducus coutclt, a« lon^as it may be 
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■ecclTary for maintaining the fafety, ho- 
nour, and independence, oi there king- 
doms. 

" My Lords and GentUme»t 

" After the experience I have had of 
your loyalty and attachment to me, and 
of your anxious regard fcr the interefts 
of m V fubje6ts,^ I have only to recom- 
mend to you a perfcverance in the lame 
principles and condu^. 

" The events of every day muft more 
and more imprcis you vi^ith a juft fenfc 
of the bleflinc;s which we derive from our 
civil and religious eftabliflmients, and 
which have fo long dillinguiihed us 
;imorg all the nations of Europe. Thefe 
blcffings can only be preicrvcd by incul- 
cating and enforcing a due reverence and 
lobeJicnce to the laws, by reprefling with 
promptitude every attempt to difturb cur 
internal tranquillity, and by maintaining 
inviohte that happy ConlHtution which 
we inherit from our ar.ceftors, on which 
the fecurity and happincfs of every clals 
of my fubje6ls cfrcntially depend.** 

The Earl of Glafgow rofe to move an 
Addrcfs to his Majefty on the occafwri, 
which he prefaced with a fhort but 
pertinent fpeech. He touched generally 
on the various topics referred to in tlie 
Speech, and expreffed his opinion, that 
in the prclent fituation and circumltanccs 
of the country', no altern;uive was IcU 
us but that wifely and fpiritedly adopted 
by his Majcfty^s Minifters, whofe con- 
du6l was politic and proper, and I'uch 
as eventually would belt conduce to an 
honourable and fecurc Peace. 

His Lordihip tb.en moved an Addrefs 
t« his Majefty, which appeared to be a 
faithful echo of the Speech. 

Lord Gwydir I'econdcd the Motion for 
the Addrclis. He averred, that his fup- 
port of the War waa loldy upon prin- 
ciple, as deeming it jull and ntcelfary, at 
its ccmmc'r.cemcnt provi'ked by the hof- 
tiliry and aggrtlfion of an inveterate 
enemy. Every opportunity, which cculd 
ht)nourably be t;ikcn, was feizcd on by 
Mini Iters — and three efforts were made, 
fmce the coinnic ctii-cnt of the Vv'ar, for 
tlie attainment of Peace ; ajid thcie at- 
tempts weie lucctfrivcly Iruftratcd by the 
uiiho\mded ambiticn ot tiie enemy. The 
c:5ri!eli we were enfe»nned in involved our 
n:'.ticnal cxiftcncc ; ainl here his Lordiliip 
adverted to the financial ccnceir.s of the 
country, t!)e qaclilon of rclouice was, 
he tlrtughtj the only oae at prcieut. 



He hoped men of property would come 
forward. He ftrenuoufly aficrted, that 
the refourccs and circumfVances of the 
country were fuch as to enable her lo 
look her prefcnt fituation boldly in the 
face. 

On the queftion being put, 
Earl Fitzwilliam faid, no Peer could 
more cordially agree to the greater part 
of what fell from the noble Lord who 
fpoke laft than Kimlclf. He was how- 
ever of opinion, that part of the pro- 
pofed Addrcfs would go rather to weaken 
what noble I^rds propofed to lay before 
the Throne as the lenfc of that Houfe. 
They fliould exprefs their fentiments in 
the ilrongeft and mod decided manner, 
and not leave the objeft of the War un- 
decided, and open to future difcufiion. 
His Lordftiip concluded by declaring his 
opinion, that this country could never 
obtain a real fecure Peace from France, 
until her Monarchy was reftored, and 
with it the reien of hereditary law, 
morality, and religion in that country. 
His Lord (hip then moved an Amend- 
ment. 

Lord Grenville rofe : he faid his wifli 
was to exprefs the fentiments of their 
Lordlliips as (trongly as poffible, and 
fuch he conceived was done by the lan- 
guage of the Addrefs . He differed from 
the noble Earl in his inference, that under 
no circumllance an adequate Peace might 
be made with the prelent Government o{ 
liance. He allowed it was a conii- 
deration of the molt momentous nature, 
and the queftion of Peace wilh fuch a 
country (liould be regarded with all pof- 
fible cautionary attention. His Lord(hip 
then exprtficd his dilapprobaticn of the 
noble Earls Amendment j he thought it 
at leaft unncccltary, and faid that if he 
thought it went in the lealt to weaken 
the Addrefs, he would himfclf move to 
expunge it. 

The queftion upon Earl Fitzwilliam's 
motion was then put and negatived. 

Earl Spencer acquainted their Lord* 
fliips, that he ftiould on to morrow move 
tliat the Thanks of that Houfe be given 
to Admiral Lord ViTcount Duncan, for 
his very gallant and meritorious cor.du<^i 
in the adion with the Dutch Fleet ou 
the iiih of laft month, before their 
Loidlliips fliould proceed to his Majdly 
wiih their Addicts ; and that he would, 
at the fame time, move for the Thanks 
of the Houfe lo the officers and men un- 
der the noble Admlrars command, on 
the fame glorious cccalion. 

FRIDAY, 
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FRIDAY, MOVl-MBER 3. 
Earl Spencer role, puri'uant to his 
notice of laft night, to move, ♦* That tlie 
'Fhanks of this Houi'e be given to Ad- 
miral Lord Vilcount Duncan, for his 
Tcry able and gallant condurt on the 
occafion of the brilliant and decil'ive 
Vi^ory over the Dutch Fleet on the nth 
•f Oaobcr lalt,** &c. 

The motion was put, and the Thanks 
of the Houi'e were voted to Lord Duncan 
Item, dtf. 

Earl Spencer then moved, <« That the 
Tbanlcs of their Lordfhips be given to 
Vice- Admiral Sir Richard Onflow, Bart. 
and to the other Officers afting under the 
command of Lord Duncan." Thcfewerc 
unanimoufly voted by the Houfe, as the 
foregoing. 

Their Lordfhips' Thanks were then 
voted to the Seamen and Marines on 
boai'd the Fleet, for their very dci'crving 
•onduA on the above occafion. 



Earl' Spencer added, that as he under- 
flood that Adminil Lord Duncan intended 
to be intrediiced into the Houlc 01% 
Wednefday next, he would move that 
their Lordlhips be fummoned for that 
day, in order that they might be witneflei 
of their thanks being communicatc4 
perfonally to Lord Duncan } which wa« 
ordered accordingly. 

Lord Grenville ftated, that he had it 
in command from his Majefty to lay be- 
fore their Lordfliips a copy of his Royal 
Declaration ; and alfo a variety of ra- 
pers relative to the Negotiation with 
France. His Lordfliip then presented 
the Papers, and moved, ** That they bt 
printea for the ufe of their Lordlhips^ 
and taken into confideration on Wednef* 
day next \ and that the Houle be fum- 
moned on that day.'' Ordered accoi4- 
ingly. 

Adjourned.

THURSDAY, NOVEMBER 2. 

A T three o'clock the Biack Rod fum- 
•"• moncd the attendance of the Houfe 
in the Houle of Lords, to hear his 
Majclty's Speech delivered from the 
Throne. 

On their return, before the Houfe pro- 
ceeded to take the Royal Speech into 
confideration, the Bill for preventing 
Clandeftine Outlawries, as is cuftomary 
«>n fuch an occafion, was read the firlt 
time. 

Mr. William Bootle rofe to move nn 
Addrefs to his Majefty on the Speech. 
He beg^n by ftating, in confident ttrnis, 
a hope that whatever difference of opinion 
had hitherto obtained in the Houle on 
the juftice and necefhty of the War at 
its commencement, or on the mo<le of 
condu^ling it, Gentlemen would be una- 
nimous in conveying to the foot of the 
Throne their determination toco-operate 
with his Majefty 's Miniftcrs in miin- 
taining and defending the honour, the 
liberties, and the independence of the 
Country, and concluded by moving the 
Addreis in the ufual manner. 

Mr. Drummond feconded the motion. 

Mr. Bryan Edwards faid, his rifing to 
offer his fentiinents on this momentous 
occafion might require Ibmc apcl-^gy. 
He hoped it would be fiidicicnt to lay 
that his fcntiments were rhe refult of an 
unbiaiTed mind. He took a vie v of the 
hte attempts to negotnic, and acculcd 



MInifters of infincenty on both ocaflonf . 
He then adverted to the Hate of tliit 
country, which he conlidered as truly 
deplorable. The people he rcprelcntcd 
as unanimous in nothing, but in com- 
plaints of the preffure of taxes, and t lie 
niinoirs confecjuencts of the War. 

Mr. Wilbertorce replied to Mr. Ed- 
wards, and with regard to the charge 
made againll Minifters of a want of lin- 
cerity, in lending Lord Malmclbury to 
negotiate a peace, he obftirvtd, that the 
very circumllance adduced a^inft them, 
went to piovc the contrary ot what they 
were iniv-iultd to ettablilh. 

The fjuel^ion %vas then put on the 
Addrer>5 and carried without a dlvifion. 
Mr. cjrcietary Dundas gave notice that 
to nirnow he (hould move tl»e thanks of 
the Hcuib to Admiral Lord Duncan, for 
his late llgr.al vi.'tcry. 

FKIOAY, NOVEMCrP. -;. 
Mr. Secretary Dundas irfcrmed the 
Houle, tl\at he had been cc:r-ni.M'vk'd by 
his Ma'eily to lay the oiKciai Notci of 
Lcrd Grenville, with various otlicr Pa- 
pers rLlpci^Ung the late Negotiation for 
Peace, and the abrupt failure of that 
Negotiation, before the Houle ; and he 
fhouki appoint this day fe'nnight for the 
conj.uerution of the fame. He then 
nvnf,d a Vote of Thanks to Admiral 
L<'rd Duncan, Vice Admiral Onllow, 
ki:c. wh ch paflVd ^um. cm. 

Mr. Dundas ^\\o moyjaL *^,Thnt an 
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humble Addrcfs be prefcnted to hi« Ma- 
jclty, that he wouJd be gracioufly pleaicd 
to give directions tor a Monument in the 
Cathedral of St. Paul to the memory of 
Captain Buigcfs, of the (hip Ardent,'' 
Sec, — Ordeied. 

SATURDAY, NOVEMBER 4. 

Lord CharJcs Somcrlet appeared at the 
bar, and Hated, that hi* Majetty would 
receive the Addrels of the Houie at three 
o'ck.ck. 

Lord Charles Somerfet then ftated, that 
the Addrels of the Houfe, praying that 
hi» Majcfty would be pkafed to cauiit a 
monument to be cre^ed to the memory 
of Captain Burgefs, had been prefcnted 
to his Majefty, and reported hii Majefty's 
JTioft gracirus anfwer, that he would give 
liirediions fcr erefting the fame. 

Mr. Koi'e moved, that that part of his 
Majefty's Speech relative to the Supply 
be read ; which being done, he moved, 
•* That a fupply be granted to his 
Majefty." Agreed to. 

Mr. RoTe moved, «« That the Houfe da 
refolve itfelf into a Committee of Supply 
on Monday.'* Ordered. 

The Houfe then adjourned, and the 
Members went in proceHlon to prefcnt 
the Addrels to his Majelty. 

MONDAY, NOVEMBER 6. 

Petitions were prefented for inclofing 
the Wafte Lan«ls cf Bradford, for Tad- 
catter Roads, &c. 

The Speaker informed the Houfe, that 
a^eeable to the Refolution of that Houfe, 
his Majefty had been waited upon with 
the Addrels voted by them, to which he 
had been pleafed to return a molt gracious 
anfwer. 

The Speaker alfo informed the Houle, 
that he had received a letter from Ad- 
miral Lord Vifcount Duncan, acknow- 
Jedging the receipt of the Vote of Thanks 
of the Houle to his Lordfhip, and to the 
other Officers of the Fleet. His Lord- 
ftiip ftated, that he was extremely hjppy 
any (ei-vlces he had rendered his country 
/huuld be thought worthy of their con- 
fideration ; and that the manner in which 
the Vote of Thanks had been communi- 
cateJ highly incrcalcd its value. The 
Thanks of the Houfe, he ihited, were 
cominunicateti to the Captains and other 
Olficers of the Fleet, and by them re- 
ceived with the greateft happlnefs and 
,gratitudc.^ 

The Houie having refolved itfelf into 
a Committee of Supply, Mr. Hobart in 
the chair, 

Mr. lUTe moved, "That a Supply 
fliould be granted to hit Majefty •'* 



Mr. Pitt faid he hoped to be able, hj 
this day fortnight, to lay before the 
Houfe feme important propofittons re- 
lative to the Supply for the enfuing year. 

The motion tor the Supply was agreed 
to ; and the Houfe being rcfumed, the 
Report was ordered to be received to- 
morrow. 

TUES9AY, NOVEMBER 7. 

Mr. Hobart brought up the Report 
of the Committee of Supply, which was 
read and agreed to with only one diflent- 
ing voice, Mr. Tierney, who declared it 
to be his intention not to fufier any 
meafiire connefted with the deftniftivc 
fyftem adopted by Adminiftration, to pals 
n^m. €cn. 

The ui'ual eftimates of the Navy, Ar- 
my, and Ordnance, together with various 
papers relative to the above fervices for 
the enfuing year, were on motion ordered 
to be laid upon the table. 

An account of the money advanced by 
the Bank for the fcrvicc ot Government, 
diftinguifhing the date of the advances 
refpectively, during the recefs, was or- 
dered to be produced. 

On the motion of Mr. Hobhoufe, an 
account of the mortgaged aflions of the 
Bank of Vienna, dcpolitcd in the Bank 
of England, in conlequence of the Con- 
vention between his Majefty and the 
Emperor of Germany in 1795* was or- 
dej-ed to be laid upon the table : as were 
copies of all communications relative to 
the meafure giving full and legal eflPeiS 
to the loans guaranteed by Parliament 
for the uic of his Imperial Majefty : 

An account of the amount of the Im- 
perial ftock purchafed hy the Emperor's 
agentSj the intereft paid upon the loans 
or advances j and alio the inftalmcnts 
made of the annual ftipulatiun of 6o,oool. 
for the purpoie of keeping up a linking 
fund for the redemption ot the anions or 
mortgages above mentioned. 

Mr. Tierney now rofe to fubmit a^ 
proportion on a fubjeft which he repre- 
lented as highly offenfive and derogatory 
to the honour and independency of the 
Houle. The lubje6i he alluded to was 
the creation of the ofticc of a third Se- 
cretary of Stale, in the pcrfon of Mr. 
Dundas, in contravention to an exprefs 
Aft of Parliament for the abolition of 
certain ufelcfs places, and to prclerve the 
honour and independence of Parliament 
againft the influence of the Crown. In 
the year 1783 a multiplicity of fupcr- 
fiuous oftices were abolilhcd, and among 
the reft the Third Secretary of State, or 
the SecretarybiSrfzeS^t^eife the Colt^nles. 
.3 ^* 
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To thit tkirj department was attached, 

t^ faid, patronage and labry amounting 

to 1 3,oool. per annum* which, added to 

the emoluments of the other two, out of 

.^Nrbich it had fpning, amounted to a Turn 

exceeding 40,000!. a year. He then read 

▼arious official documents figned by the 

three Secretaries of Sute, Lord Grenville 

fer the Foreign, the Du^e of Portland 

for the Home, and H. Dundas for the 

.'W'ar Department j and inferred, that 

the laft mentioned Gentleman was the 

third Secretary, and as fuch was ineligible 

to a feat in that Houfe. He concluded 

•by moving that the A6i fhould be read j 

.mfier which he moved, *« That the office 

of Secretary of State for the War De- 

partment was an addition to the other 

two, and that the Right Hon. Henry 

.Dundas, Slaving acceptni that office, was 

incapacitated by the Ad from fitting in 

that Houfe." 

^ Mr. Dundas faid, the only queftion in 
view of the fubjeft was. Whether he was 
h^nafide the Secretary of State defcribed 
in the Aa ? To (hew that he did not 
come within the defcription, he mentioned 
that he delivered up the feals which he 
h^d in cuflodia to his Majefty, who tranf- 
ferrcd them to the Duke of Portland: 
cthtr fealfl were entrufted to him. With 



the appointment he had no new patentt 
no new faiary. He remained, he iaidj 
** one of his Majcfty's Principal Secre- 
taries of State,'* and this dcfcripticn ap- 
plied equally to all the three. According 
to the legal import of the A£l, it did not 
prohibit the creation of a third Secretary 
of State, it merely inter di>5lcci a third Se- 
cretary fitting in the Hourc, 

Mr. Martin did not obje5l to the in- 
dividual but to the office, as it tended to 
extend the influence of the Crown. 
. Mr. Tierney replied to the arguments 
of Mr. Duncfas, and again urged the 
ntceffity of obeying the lav s. 

Mr. Pitt entered into a vindication of 
the appointment cf a third Secretary of 
State. The A61, he contended, did not 
retrain generally. It merely lays, that 
the office of third Secretary fbnll not be 
tenable with a feat in the Houfe. He 
then combated Mr. Tierney' sftatement 
in a ftrain of irony and mgenuity pecu- 
liar to himfelf. 

Sir W. Geary thought Mr. Secretary 
Dundas the perfon defcribed in the A6k, 
and ihould lupport the motion. 

Mr. Tierney explained.

Mr. Bettbrton, father of Mlfs 
Betterton, appeared the firft time at Co- 
vent Garden, m the charafter of Caftalio, 
in The Orphan, This performer cannot 
be faid to pofl'efs firfl-rate talents, but is 
not deftitute of feeling or good fenfe. 
His figure is g^cnteel and well pro- 
portioned, but his features do not appear 
adapted to tragedy j and his fubfequent 
performances, as well as thofe of his 
daughter, have (hewn that their powers 
are better calculated for comedy than 
tragedy. 

On the fame evening. Miss Sims from 
Sadler'*s Wells appeared the firll time at 
the fame Theatre m Fanny, in Tb<' Maid 
of the Millf now reduced to a Farce. 
This lady performed withrlpir it and eafe, 
appears to be poircHed of humour and 
talents, has a tolerable voice, and promifes 
to become a favourite performer.

Sir Edward Bloomlcy, a Yorkfhire 
Baronvt, is fuppofcd to have died at 
Montpellier, whither he had been ac- 
companied by his daughter Elinor $ ^vlw), 

. after his death, on her way to England, 
!jj attacked by robbci*s in a foreit near 
Marfeilles,and refcued by Charles Wood- 
land, then on his travels. Gi^titude 
towards her deliverer foon ripens into 
love ; the confequencc of which is, that 
Woodland in a (hort time fficcccds in 
robbing her of her honour. Stung, how- 
ever, by the remorfe which followed its 
lofs, Elinor hurries away to England, to 
place herfelf under the proteftion ot her 
brother, and is followed by Woodland. 
On her arrival flic hires lodgings for a 
fliort timtt at a farm-houfe in the neigli- 
bourhood of Woodland Hall, the Itat 
of Woodland's father, where flie foon 
meets with her brother, who had come 
on a vifit to a watering place within a 
mile J . and, after being expofed to the 
bafe deligns of Scatter, (he is at length 
difcovered by Woodland, by means of a 
Portrait, which (he had left him in 
France, and by a union with him ren- 
dered happy. There is an under ftory, 
in which Mr. and Mrs. Scatter, two 
bankrupt gamelters, who by their hypo- 
criiy have gotten into the confidence of 
Old Woodland^ are the leading cha-. 
ra6>ers. Through their falfchoods, the 
latter is induced to difmherit his fon { 
but by the contrivance of Sir Edward 
Bloomley {the brother of Elinor) a youth 
only fixteen years of age, who throughout 

• the Play afte6\s the manners of a man, 
their villanous intentions are expoied, • 
and themlclves dilcharged with ignominy 
from Woodland Hall. 

Such are the outlines of the fable, on 
wliicli is wrought an^abundant variety of 
ir.cidents. Sponge, the ion of a Citizen, 
who meanly eats the meat, drinks the 
Burguiu'.y, and bcrrcws the money of 
every perlbn with v/h^m he meets, from 
the ibra/> manner in' which he contrives 
to live, gives the title to the piece -, but 



although many of the principal Incidenf^ 
reft upon him, his chai*a6ler is alroo^ 
wholly imconne6led with the main ftory 
of the piece.' 

The principal novelty in this piece is 
the charafter of Sir ixlward Bloomley, a 
boy of the age of fixtecn, who is not only 
completely verft'd in all the fcenes of vice 
and diilipation, but is endowed alio with 
a greater portion of wifdom than gene- 
rally falls to the lot of men of double his 
age. We cannot approve this deline- 
ation, which we conlider as improbable 
and unnatural, and liable to do mifchief 
to the rifmg generation. We think the 
prelent mode of education is too liable 
already to tempt unexperienced youth to 
tread the patns of tolly, where their 
virtue and property are both too often 
loft. We therefore confider the per- 
formance as having an immoral tendency, 
though we cannot withhold our zppbnik 
from Mrs. Jordan* s performance,. nor yet 
from Mr. Banni(ler*s wbimfical reprc- 
fentation of Sponge. 

The Prologue and Epilogue, both by 
Mr. Taylor, were fpoken by Mr. C. 
Kenible and Mils De Camp. 

23. Douglas was performed at Co- 
vent Garden, and the characters of 
ponglas and Lady Randolph were re- 
presented by Mr. Johnfton from EUiin- 
burgh, and Mrs. Crawford, who had 
quitted the Itagc about thirteen years. 
Mr. Johnfton came before the Public 
preceded by a profufion of praife, which 
IS always injurious to a young per- 
former. It was evident that hi had 
taken much pains in the charatler of 
Douglas, to which his figure, counte- 
nance, and age, were well adapted : 
candour, however, muft admit that he 
has much to learn, and fomething to get 
rid of. He plays with art, but not 
enough to conceal it. His voice is of 
i'uflicient compais, if he had the ability 
to manage it.

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15. Madamc Mara appeared the 
fidl time at Covent Garden in the cha- 
rader of Polly, in The Brg^ar^s Opera, 
^bc Public had never bctore feen this 
Lady in the Englifh Comic Opera, in 
which flic acquitted herfelf better than 
was cxpe^ed. Her finging was allowed 
to be excellent, and her pcrfomnance of 
the chafaAer, if not delerving praife, 
was at leaft decent enough to exempt her 
from ceniure. 

26. Mrs. Sparks, formerly Miss 
Ash MORE, from Edinburgh, appeared 
the firft time at Drury Lane /in the cha- 
ra^erof Mifs Harlow, in ^be Old Maid. 
This Lady was formerly much cele- 
brated in Dublin, and Hnce in fome pro- 
vincial Theatres. She perfbrmtd with 
ipirit, eafe, and propriety j fuch as will 
entitle her to a confiderabie degree of 
aDpIaufe in this fpecies of unamiable 
cnara^ers. 

27 • The Comedy of The Will, and 
the Farce of Thb Prize, were performed 
at Drury Lane for the benefit of the 
fiind for the relief of wounded feamen, 
and alio for the widows and orphans of 
the brave men who feirin the late glorious 
a^ion under Lord Duncan. On this 
occafion the following Addrefs, written 
by Mr. Cumberland, was fpoken by 
Mr. Wroughton :

The ground work of the plot of 
this Farce, if not I'ufficiently probable, 
yet may be faid to be authorifed by the 
nature of this inferior fpecies of dramatic 
compofition. A lover in the courfe of 
his amorous tale fwallows an opiate by 
miftake, and falls fad afleep in the pre- 
fence of his miftrefsi who is under diffi. 
culties how to difpofe of the body. The 
introdu5tion of a banditti, who ftrip the 
corpfe of a dead Cardinal of his hat, 
robes, and crofs, which are found by the 
lover on his awakening, did not feem to 
pleafe the audience, and the piece was 
therefore withdrawn. 

We remember a performance re- 
fembling this, called The Narcotic (fet 
Vol. XXIII. p. 43.) by Mr. Powell of 
the Cuftom Houl'e, which probably had 
the fame origin as thf prefent.

Nov. 9. A Trip to the N©re, 
a Mufical Entertainm^t, by Mr. Frank- 
lin, was at5led the firft time at Drury 
Lane, and was received with great ap- 
plaufe. ^ This tribute to loyalty, though 
evidently written in hafte, contains fome 
whimfical chara^lers, which defcrvc a 
longer remembrance than a temporary 
piece is likely to aiford them. The 
drunken Greenwich penGoner is well 
drawn and fupported, and was admirably 
repreiented by Mr. Bannifter, jun. 

10. Miss Goddard, from Margate, 
appeared the firft time at Drury Lane in 
Letitia Hardy, in Tbe Beliefs Strcua^fm* 
This JLady's performance was a very 
fuccefsful one. She was eafy and clec;ant 
in her manners, fpixited and correct in 
licr delivery, and appeared very tully to 
enter into the character flie aflumed. 
Her traudtiotis from the elegant woman 
of faihion to the ruftic Hoyden were 
given with vivacity and propriety. Her 
dancing was elegant and pleaHng. Pro- 
bably by the difficulty of pitching her 
▼oicc to fo large a Theatre, there ap. 
peared to be fomething har/h and diflo- 
nant in it f but on the whole (he delerved 
the applaufe the met with, and will pro- 
bably m a ihort time rank high in her 
proieflion. 

It. An Escape into Prison, a 
Muiical Farce, was a6^ed the firft time 
at Co vent Garden. The ground- work 
of this piece* it is laid, has been furnifhed 
by Mrs. Inchbald, but in fuch a maflWer 
as not to implicate the dramatic repu- 
tation of that Lady. The hiftory of it 
is related in the following manner : It 
was originally a tranflation from the 
French, and viras performed in the vear 
1791 at Drury Lane, under the title of 
Hue and Cry (See Vol. XIX. p. 390.), 
for the benefit of Mr. Whitfield, to 
whom Mis. Inchbald orefented it as a 
tribute of friend/hip. Mr. Crofs after- 
wards undertook to new model it ; he 
wrote the fongs, introduced fome new 



incidents, and fupplied a conCderable 
portion of additional dialogue. In this 
ftate it was now offered to the Public, 
but after two performances was difap- 
provcd. 

The following Addrefs, introdu6!ory 
to Mifs Betterton's firft appearance at 
Covent Garden in Elwina, in Prrcy^ 
12th Oft. 1797, wa* written by Mr.

'npHIS excelient man, under a carelefs 
"*■ and flovenly appearance, concealed 
g^reat clallical learning, great general 
rtradine, particularly in black letter and 
the minuter hiftory of England, great 
Sagacity of obfervation, and a frmpHcity 
and liberality of charafler for which we 
ihiil in vain look in mod other perfons. 
However inattentive he might fometimes 
be to forms and fmall decorums, he was 
i>tver inattentive to the weightier parts 
•f the law. Affeftion to his relations, 
generofity to all who ftood in need of his 
alliftance, and the moft perfe6k and un- 
remitting candour, were virtues which 
he never forgot to pra^life. His " Efl'ay 
tm the Learning of Shakefpeare"* is, 
perhaps, the moit extraordinary pamph- 
let of which any country can boaft. It 
To completely anfwers its purpofe, and 
Aich a quantity of matter is made to bear 
upon the particular ^jf/ of it, that a few 
pages carry with them a convi6lion often 
denied to folios. 

From his earlieft life he appears to 
have had a ftrong bent to dramatic read- 
ing ; the Conoedies of Ariftophanes were 
hiv early and his favourite reading, and 
when he was tutor of his College he gave 
rao(t exquifite le^lures upon them. 

By his good fenfe and good tafte 
Sculpture was admitted into the Ca- 
tbedral of St. Psul. He prevailed upon 
his venerable colleagues in that Cathedral 
to fuffer it to become in fome degree the 
Britifli Temple of Fame, by permitting 
monuments, under certain wile and li- 
beral reftriftions, to be eie£led in it to 
perfons who had deferved well of their 
country in arms or arts :

« Land-Tax Equalized,' a plan which 
proportions the Tax to the means which 
every perfon in the eftate pofTcfles to 
contribute towards it. We muft po(r»ffs 
from the perlbn to be taxed, the juft 
declaration and the true eftimation of his 
own revenues, which confift, firft, of 
Land j fccondly, of the Labour of hit 
Hands ; and thirdly, of his Money em- 
ployed in Bufinefs. For the land which 
he poflcfles in property, but let out to 
farm, he fliall pay at tne rate of the fifth 
ot the rent ; with refpeft to thofc which 
he farms, he (hall pay at the rate of two 
and a half per cent, of the rent; the 
tax upon induliry (hall be laid at fo many 
days work in his calling, feven, or fix, 
as it may happen to be. This certainly 
(adds the Abbe, and remember it is of 
the ancient Government of France which 
he Ibeaks) that every one polTefles, that 
he (hall never be- excelTively taxed, no 
more taxed than his equals, will eftablifh 
our external commerce, will increafe the 
number of thofe who live in the country, 
the number of thofe who cultivate the 
ground, which will of courfe produce 
more copiouflythan it was ufed to do. 
In (hort, this method will diminish con- 
fiderabiy the number of the poor and of 
beggars, bccaufc every body may then 
find fomething to do."—" Rives d^un 
Ihmmc de Bier,^" page 92. 

RICHARD WARREN, M. D. F. R. S. 

No medical man had ever more the urt 
of attaching his patients to him than this 
great Phyfician. Many of them wi(hed 
to attend his funeral \ and one of them, 



a lady of great elegance, was with dii!U 
culty prevented ft-om feeing him after he 
was dead. The vivacity of his counte- 
nance, the politenefs of nis manners, the 
fagacity of his remarks, and the veracity 
of his converfation,infpiied every patient 
who confulted him with that diegree of 
confidence to which he vns fo cnainently 
entitled. He wrote vei^ little on his 
own art, knowing with his mafter Cclfus, 
that Medicine is but a conje^lural art, 
and aflfording no light but from' expe- 
rience. His « Harv^ian Oration" is 
elegant and fenfible. It was faid of him 
by an eminent Phyfician, well calculated 
to appreciate his merit, « that he always 
appeared to him to make a didinguiihed 
figure in what he undertook without 
much pains or effort." As a pra£UiIpg 
Phyfician, he was very fuccefsiul ; as a 
confulting Phyfician, very candid. He 
was always ready, in any difficult cafe, 
to refer to the opinion of a medicsd man 
(however lefs eminent than himlclf), and 
of whole truth he had a good opinion, ' 
who propo&d a remedy which he alfured 
him he had tried with luccefs in the' fame 
cafe. 

Dr. Warren, on a late delicate occafion, 
faid with great aichnefs to a trifling 
perfon who afie^ed to know fomething 
of Medicine, " We Phyficians have, you 
know, always been Politicians 5 but this 
is the firil time, I believe, that you Po« 
liticians have been Phyficians." 

It is to^be hoped that Dt. Warren's 
friends will ere^ a monument to him in 
the Britiih Temple of Fame, the Cathe- 
dral of St. Paul's, where he may attraft 
the notice of pofterity with Dr. JohnfoD, 
Mr. Howard, Sir Jofhua Reynolds, and 
Mr. Burke, like him, the benefa^c^ 
and illuminators of mankind. Be that 
as it may, a monument has been ereOcd 
to him long fince in the memory of his 
family, to whom he was a moft tender 
and indulgent Father, and in that of his 
patients, to whom he was no lefs an 
a^ive and a generous Friend, than an 
acute and fucccfsful Phyfician.

PARLTAMENT-STREET, JULY I3. 

A DISPATCH, of which the follow- 
•^^ ***S ** *" extra6i, has been received 
by the Right Hon. Henry Dundas, one 
of his Majefty*s Principal Secretaries of 
State, from Lieutenant Colonel Simcoc, 
commanding his Maje(ly*s troops in the 
Ifland of Saint Domingo, dated Port* 
aU'Prince, May 8, 1797. 

In my letter of the 13th of April, I 
have done myfelf the honour of io/orm- 
ing you, that the army of the enemy, 
under Touilfant, after (he unexpe6^ed 
evacuation of Mirebalais, had pofTclTed 
icfelf of Grand Bo:s, while the divifion 
of their forces on the fide of Leogane 
comijsued to fire with cannon againft 
Grenier. 

The prefervation of thefe pods was an 
objcA of confiderable moment. Every 
method was taken, in cafe of , their lofs, 
to guard the Mountain, and to difpute 
the ground on which the enemy could 
place their howitzers fortbe defirudtion 
of Port-au-Prince, theobjcft which was 
fuppofed to be in their contemplation ; 
but as it was evident that the armv of 
Touillant could not be prevented from 
crofljDg the plain, and, under this im- 
preiHon, the Baron Montalembert had 
obtained my permiiBon to evacuate the 
poll of Thomazeau, at the foot of the 
mountains of Grand Bois, I determined 
to take the guns in the battery againft 
Grenier, that, in cafe the armies of 
Touiifant and Leogane (hould join, they 
ihouid beentircly without cannon, which 
could not well be brought acrofs the 
plain of the Cul 6e Sac, and, without 
cannon, the jun6tion or reparation of 
iheir armies were equally indifferent. 
Colonel DtlTources was therefore placed 
at the head of two thoufand troops, and 
fuch preparatory arrangements were 
made as provided for the protc£lion of 
L'Arcahayc, and were well calculated 
to roiflcad the enemy ; and fwch feints 
were directed as might diftradt their at- 
tention. 

The attack was intended to have 
taken place on the 1 5th of April ; but 
the >vmd did not permit the arrival of 
Colonel Deffources with his regiment 
until the i6th, when he marched, early 
in the morninjir, from Port-au-Prince to 
Tourmier. The enemy, as was their 
cuflomi placed fgme troops in ambufcade^ 



who wert foon difpcrfed, and the Ring's 
forces arrived at Tourmier with little 
lofs. The enemy had occupied two 
pofts on- the creft of the mountain L'Uof- 
pitre, on each fide pf Tourmier, and 
nearlv at two miles diftance from it, at 
the nabitations of Houtillier and St. 
Laurent. It was necelTary to diflodge 
them from thefe pofuions. Colonel De 
Peyfter was therefore detached to Bou- 
tilller, from which, with his ufual gal- 
lantry and good conduct, he drove the 
enemy. The poft of Sr. Laurent was 
mure obftinately defended, and by the 
unfortunate lofs of Major Pouchet, who 
was killed in leading on the Jeremie 
troops, they were thrown into confu* 
fion ; nor was the poft taken till a 
greater force» with cannon, appeared 
againft it. 

The delay occafioned by the defence 
of St. Laurent induced Colonel Def- 
fources to poftpbne the attack of the 
battery till the next day ; and that inteN 
ligent Officer employed the remainder 
of the night in making fuch preparations 
as were neceftary to alTure theiuccefs of 
this enttrprize. 

The defence of the CuJ de Sac waa 
entrufted to the Baron Montalembert, 
who made a confiderable detachment to 
the pafs where the road from Leogane 
by Grenier enters the plain. This de- 
tachment was ikilfully condu£ted by 
Major O'Gorman. It attracted the no- 
tice of confiderable bodies of the enemy, 
and, on its return to the Croix des Bou- 
ouets in the evening, was attacked on all 
iides by fmall parties, who were re- 
pulfed. 

Touiftant entered the plain in the 
courfe of the day, and marched to the 
(ide of the Croix de Bouqeuts, a^^uated, 
as it is faid, by fome vague report of 
that important poft being to be aban- 
doned on his firft appearance. His 
cavalry fell in with the advanced poft of 
the Baron Montalembert*s cavalry, un-» 
der the command of Captain Count 
Manoux. — That Officer, collecting his 
troops, immediately charged the enemy 
with great vivacity, when they fled, and 
withfjrew with the utmoft expedition to 
the mountain. 

In the mean time Captain Couchetf 
of his Majefty's (hip Abergavenny » 
with fome armed veflels, proceeded off 
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leogane, which place has been effc£lu* 
ally blockaded fincemy arrival at Port- 
au-Prince, and made various demon- 
ftrations to dravjr the enemy's attention 
to that 6de. I am happy in this oppor- 
tunity to exprcfs how much I am be- 
holden to the zeal and promptitude with 
which Captain Couchet has allifted me 
in promonnghis Majefty's fcrvice. 

On the morning of the i7ih, Colonel 
Dcffources, having made his difpofuio.is^ 
marched in two columns, the left di- 
rtftly to Grenicr, under/the dircftion of 
Colonel Dt Pcyfter, in which was the 
Britifh detachmentcommanded by Major 
Clay. The right column, under the 
direction of Colonel Vifcomte D'Al- 
2unr-, defcendcd from S^ Laurent. 

Upon a divifion of the left arriving in 
the bottom which feparatcd the poll of 
Orenier from the enemy's battery, it 
turned to the right, and joined the co- 
lumn that had marched from St. Lau- 
rent. The fog and haze in the bottom 
prevented the enemy from fecieg this 
movement. It was alfo concealed by the 
judicious manner in which Captain Spi- 
cer, of the Royal Artillery, threw (hells 
from the heights of Fournier from an 
howitzer and carron&de, directing them 
againft the various ambufcades and de- 
fences which the enemy had thrown up 
to protect their battery from any attack 
in its front or on its right. 

On the jundlion of his divifion into one 
column. Colonel DtflTourcts procceJcd 
through a moft. difficult and almoft in- 
acctlTible country to turn the left of the 
enemy's battery and the works which 
fupported it« having left troops on the 
heights of St. Laurent to fecure his re- 
treat, and Maior Clay to protect him 
from any attack that might be made by 
the road from Leogane. 

As the Colonel approached the flank 
of the battery, and that of the breaft- 
work which defended it, he fucceffively 
roke his troops into divifions, which 
kept the enemy's forces in check and 
fui'peDfe, until another divifion, under 
the command of Lieutenant- Colorel 
Deflburces, had, to their great fui prize, 
poflfeffed themfelvcs of the heights con- 
iidcrably beyond them, when, ?.ttcr an 
ineffectual refiftance, they fled on all 
fides, and left Colonel DcfTources in pof- 
feffion of their .battery, the w©rk of fe- 
vtral months, and of the guns which 
they had in the preceding night with- 
drawn from it fcr the defence of their 
Dtcaft-work. This critical cntcrprizc, 



I am happy to fay, wai effef^ed with 
but little (off, and by its fuccefs I was 
freed from any apprehenfiona froqi the 
jun6lion of the enemy's armies. 

I am perfuaded this a<Mitional proof 
of Colonel Deflburces' military ability 
and fpirit will meet with his Maj^^fty't 
approbation. That officer (peaks in the 
higheft terms of the behaviour ot the 
troops under his command, of the offi- 
cers who commanded the columns, and 
in a particular manner of the Cap>tains 
Rodains, Conegrat, and Mouchet, of the 
Colonial forces, who formed his advanced 
euard, and to their intrepidity and con- 
au61: he attributes much of the fuccefs 
of his operation. 

As the troops were aflembling to pro- 
ceed to other objef^s, which I thought 
of importance for the King's fcrvice, I 
was informed by Brigadier- General 
Churchill of an attack that had been 
made at Irois, where, though the enemy 
had been fortunately repulfed in the 
affault upon that pofl, they ftill con- 
tinued to inveft it, and to threaten its 
fiege. 

No time was loft in detaching the 
Hon. Colonel Maitland with a fufhcient 
force to the afliftancc of that oflficcr. On 
his arrival, Brigadier-General Churchill 
informed him of the repulfe of the 
enemy. 

I have the honour to inclofe to you 
a return of the killed and wounded 
upon the attack and deflrtiftion of the 
enemy's battery and breaft works, and 
of the ordnance and ordnance ftores 
taken and dcftroyed.

I BEG leave to inform you, that qn 
Sunday the ajU inftanr,when doubling 
Cape Tiberoun, in cc»mpany with the 
Regulus ^nd Fortune fchooner. we dif- 
covercd a (ix gun privateer (loop and 
four fchoonert at anchor in this bay, 
which convinced me that the p^ft of 
Jrois was attacked : foan after the alarm 
gun was fired at the fort. As no time 
"wa* to be loft, in endeavouring to coun- 
teradl the views of the enemy, we ftood 
in and anchored, when we commenced 
a heavy cannonade, and had the good 
fortune, in a Ihort time, to drive them 
into the mountains ^ their field-pitccs, 
ammunition, proviiions, and veftels, 
laden with nectftaries for carrying on 
the Hege, fell into our hands. 

The good conduct of every officer 
and failor belonging to our little Iqua- 
dron manifefted iifeif upon thisoccafion 
as well as upon many others, fince I 
have had the honour to command it. 
I have to regret the lofs of four men 
killed ; and Mr. Morgan, Mafter's 
Mate, aud ten men, wounded (though 
not rffortally), who were in the Ma- 
gicienne's boat, when endeavouring to 
tow out the privateer.

The brig, however, was funk, 
and the frigate (La Calliope} much da- 
maged in her hull, by the fliot of the 
above-mentioned (hip, whofe officers 
and men behaved with the greateft zeal 
and a6livity, which induces me to hope 
that the enemy will not be enabled to 
get her off, as the wind foon after 
changed to the South Weft, with a great 
fwell upon the* beach. 

I was obliged to burn La Freedom^a 
large ihip armed fn fiute^ laden with 
f4uared timber, as the enemy had run 
ber on fliore at high water, and the 
crew, with the wounded, got away fn 
their boats. 

I have inclofed to your Lord(hip a li(^ 
of the ve0els captarcd and deftroyed on 
the 17th inft. with a return of the 
wounded on board his Majefty*s brig 
Sylph.

and the night following Rear-Admiral 
Nclfon, having made his difpoiitions, 
the bomb, covered by the pun -boat, 
launches, and barges of the fleets was 
placed near the tower of San Sebaftiaa, 
and ft red fome ftiells into the town, 
when an attempt^was made by the gun- 
boats and launches of the enemv to 
carry her. The Rear- Admiral, who is 
always prefent in the moft arduous en- 
tcrprizes, with the alBftance of fome 
other barges, boarded and carried two 
of the enemy's gun^boats, and a barge 
launch of one of their fliips of war, with 
the Commandant of the Flotilla.

The launch of the Ville 
de Paris was funk by a raking (hot 
from the enemy's gun-boats; but by 
the a£l:ive intelligent mind of Captain 
Troubridge, got up ycfterday morning, 
and repaired on board the CuUoden.

dij, atid the (bells were thrown from 
her with much precifioo, under the di- 
re^ion of Lieutenant Baynes, of ikc

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WIS foon found that the large mortar 
was materially injured from its former 
fenrices j I therefore judged it proper 
to order her to return under the pro- 
tedion of the Goliath, Terpfichore, and

The Spaniards having fent out a great 
number pf m(/rtar gun- boats and armed 
launches, .1 directed a vigorous attack 
to be made on them, which was done 
^ith fuch gallantry, that they were 
drove and purfued clofc to the walls of 
Cadiz, and muft have fuficred conii- 
derabie lofs i and I have the pleafure 
to inform you, that two mortar-boats 
and an armed launch remained in our 
pofleilion. 

I feel myfclf particularly indebted 
for the fuccefsful termination of this 
conteft to the gallantry of Captains Fre- 
inantle and Miller, the former of whom 
accompanied me in my barge, and to 
my Coxfwain, John Sykes, who, in 
defending my perfony is rood fevereiy 
wounded, as was Capr. Fremantle, 
ilightly, in the attack : and my praifes 
are generally due to every officer and 
man, fome of whom I faw behave in 
the moft noble manner, and I regret it 
is not in my power to particularize 
them.

DEFINITIVE TREATY OF PEACE, 

Concltuitii hftiveen the French Republic 
and the Emperor ^ King of Hungary 

and Bohemia, 
Article i. There Ihall be here- 
after a foiid, perpetual, and inviolable 
peace between his Majedy the Em- 
peror of the Rom«i8, King of Hungary 
and Bohemia, his heirs and fucceflbrs, 
and the French Republic. 

2. immediately after the exchange 
of ratifications of the prefent Treaty^ 
the contr.^ding pnrties ihall take off 
all fcquedrations impofed on the ef- 
fedls, lit^hts, and properties, of indi- 
viduals T'liiding in the rcfpe^ive terri- 
tories and coiintries that are united to' 
thcK), and alfo of the public edablifh. 
ments fnuatcd therein ; they bind 
themi'elves to pay all the debts they 
may have contra6ted for pecuniary ad- 
vances made to them by the laid indi* 
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vidualf ajul public eftablifhmentSy and 
to dlfcharge or reimburfe all the annuities 
icttled to their advantage by each of the 
contrafling parties. The prefent article 
is declared to extend to the Ciialpine 
Republic. 

3 . His Majefty the Emperor renounces 
for himfelf and nis fuccelibrs, in favour 
of the French Republic, all rights and 
titles to the* ci-devant Aulbriar Nether- 
lands. 

4. All debts mortgaged before the 
war, on the land of the countries cx- 
prcflcd in the preceding articles, which 
mortgages (hall have been drawn up with 
the ulual formalities, Hiall be difcharged 
by the French Republic. 

5. His Majefty the Emperor con(ents 
that the French Republic (hall poflefs 
in full fovcreicnty the ci-devant Venetian 
IHands of the Levant, viz. Corfu, 
Zante, Cephalonia, St. Maure> Cerigo, 
and other Illaiwis dependant thereon, to- 
gcther with Burrinto, Larta, Vouizza, 
and in general all the ci-devant Venetian 
eilablifhments in Albany, which are 
iltuate lower down than the gulph of 
Lodrino. 

6. The French Republic confents 
tliat his Majefty the Emperor (hall pol'- 
fefs in full Ibvfrcignty the countries 
Jstrein-after mentioned, viz. Iftria, Dai- 
matia, the ci-devant Venetian Iflands 
in the Adriatic, the mouths of the Cat- 
taro, the City of Venice, the Venetian 
Canals, and the countries that lie between 
the Hereditary States of his Majefty the 
Emperor, the Adriatic Sea, and a line 
to be drkwn from the Tyrol along the 
torrent before Gardula, ftretching acrofs 
the lake Garda, as fai- as Lacil'a $ hom 
thence a militai-y line ihall be drawn to 
Sangiacomo, holding out an equal ad- 
vantage to both parties, which line (hall 
be traced out by Engineer Officers ap- 
pointed on either fide, previous to the 
exchange of the ratifications of the pre- 
lent Treaty. The nine of limitation 
ihall then pafs the Adigeto Sangiacomo, 
running along the left bank of that river 
to the mouth of the Canal-blanc, com- 
priiJng in it that part of Porto Legnano 
that lies on the right fide of the Adige, 
together with a diltrift of three thoufand 
toiies.

Cifalpine Republic, alt the rigfatft and 
titles arifing from tbofe rights which his 
faid Majefty might pretend over tbc(e 
Countries before the war, and which 
Countries at prefent conftitttte a part of 
the Cifalpine Republic, which Kepub- 
lic (hall poilefs them in full right and 
foverr*ignty, together with all dieir ter- 
ritorial dependencies, 

8. His Majelty the Eifaperor acknow- 
ledges the Cifalpine Republic as an in- 
dependant power. 

This Republic coraprifcis the ci-de- 
vant Auftrian Lombardy, the Borga- 
mefque, the BrKTan, the Cremcfbe, the 
City and Fortrefs of Mantua, the Man- 
tuan Pefchiera, that part of the ci-devant 
Venetian States to the Eaft and South of 
the Ltguer, defcribed in the (ixth Ar- 
ticle, as the frontier of the States of hii 
Majefty the Emperor in Italy ; jbe Mo- 
denefe, the principality of MafTa and of 
Carrara, and the three Legations of Bo- 
logna, Ferrara, and Romagna. 

9. In all the countries cwied, acquired, 
or exchanged, in virtue of the pi-cicHt 
Treaty, pll fequeftrations impofed on the 
eflfe^s, rights, and property of individusK- 
belonging to thefe countties, (hall be 
taken on, 

10. The countries ceded, acquired, 
or exchanged, by virtue of the prefent 
Treaty, (hall leave the debts mortgaged

11. The navigation of fuch rivers 
and canals as maik the boundaries be- 
tween the poire(rions of his Majef^ the 
Emperor and thofe of the French Re- 
public, (hall be free, without its being 
permitted to either of the Powers to 
eftablidi any toll or cuftom on them. 

All fales or alienations of pro- 
perty, all engagements entered into, 
either by the cities or by the Govcrrt- 
ment, or by the Civil and Adminillrattve 
Authorities of the ci-devant Venetian 
territories, for the maintenance of the 
German and French aimiesy (hall be 
valid.

14. The two cont racing parties mu- 
tually bind thennl-lves in the moft folemn 
manner, to contiibute to the utmoft of

15. There (hall immediately be con- 
cluded a Treaty of Commerce, founded 
upon an equitable bafi«.

Let them be the rivals of 
the French Nation, and let them both 
Eagerly concur in Ipreading new lights, 
and bringing the human mind to per- 
feflirn. Let there be no other rivaldiip 
between them, but who ftiall moft con- 
tribute to the happincls of the world '/'

THIS morning at nine o*cIock, bit 
Majefty» in his poft chaife and fouo

Immediately before his leaving the 
Queen Charlotte, his Majefty was gra- 
Cloudy pleafed to create Captain Trol- 
lopc, who fo nobly commanded the Ruf- 
lel, in the late glorious a£lion. and who 
had the honour of attending his Majefty 
upon this occafion, as Captain of his ' 
yacht, a Knighi Banneret. 

A part of /his Majefty* s gracious and 
benign intentions have been carried int^ 
complete effeft, by his Free Pardon having 
been proclaimea to one btatfired and 
rigbty of the Mutineers, confined on 
board the Eagle prifon (hip at Chatham. 
This pardon was procured at the inter- 
cefBon of Admiral Lord Duncan, and 
was proclaimed to the unhappy and raif- 
euided- men |by Captain Halkett of the 
Navy, who was appointed by his Lord- 
ftiip for the pleafing and interefting fer- 
vice. The men behaved in a very be- 
coming and manly manner, appearinf); 
fiilly Icnfible of their mifcondua, and 
hignly grateful for this mark of the 
royal clemency.

** This day we hare received letters 
from the Hague, which inform us that 
Admiral De Winter failed on the i6th 
of Vendemaire (Oft. 7.), and fell in, on 
the aoth (Oa. 11.), with the Englifh 
fleet under Admiral Duncan; that an 
aJUon took place, which lafted from ten 
in the mommg till four in the afternoon, 
in which ftven or eight Dutch ihips of 
the line, and the Admiral bimfelf, were 
taken by the Englifh.

Du- 
ring the whole of this day, Icveral veftelt 
have been obferved on the coaft, but there 
has been no firing heard. Impatience is 
general.

ADMIRAL DE WINTER'S LETTER. 

" OSohtr 11. 

*' With the dccpcft impreflion of grief 
I inform you, that yefterday mominz 
f October ii) we difcovered the Engliih 
fleet. I immediately formed into a line 
of battle on the fbu-board tack, and did 
every thing in niy power to keep the 
fhips as clofe together as poflible ; but 
my orders for this purpofe could not be 
completely obeyed, on account of the 
unfteadinefs of the wind, the high fea» 
dndthe bnd failing of fome of the veftels. 
At eleven o'clocic, the enemy attacked 
the rear of the line, which tncy broke 
through with great refolution. This I 
faw with fome pleafure, becaufe I always 
entertained hopes that the reft of the 
fleet would clofe up, and therefore I 
made a iignal to the headmoft fhips to 
flacken fail. This, however, was of 
no avail. Wc came into a«^ion fuc- 
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cefllvcly in an irregular manner. My 
ilup was engaged at one time with two, 
and afterwards with three. The Her- 
cules, which was the fccond in the line 
from me, took fire, and drove toward* 
ir.e, by which means I was obliged to 
fhif't my ftation, and approach a Fourth 
Eneliih (hip, being that of the Admiral. 
All my running rigging was now torn 
to pieces, and while I was endeavouring 
to make a fignal for fome of the (hips to 
ccme to my alMance, the flag line was 
ihot from my hand. In the mean while 
the Waflfcnaar, by the Captain being 
wounded early, and the lofs of a great 
many people, was oblijred to ftrike, as 
did alio the Haerlem, the Dc Vries, the 
Delft, and the Jupiter, whofc mainmaft 
went by the board. This I was in fome 
meafcire prevented from feeing, by the 
thicknefs of the fmoke, and the cJ )reners 
with which I was engaged. Every thing 
being at length fhot away, and having 
Joit a confiderable number of men, I ne- 
verthelefs endeavoured to force my way 
through the five Englifh fhips with a 
view of making for port^^or of giving 
an opportunity to fome of the fleet, not 
yet difabled, to aflTord me afliftince j'but 
my attempt was not fucccfsful. At 
two o'clock all my three maAs went 
oveiboard, but IHll I continued to defend 
the wreck for half an hour, when, having 
no farther hope, I'eeing the reft of the 
(hips at a dilfance, and finding that my 
flag was fliot away, I ordereri my people, 
one half of whom I had alreatiy loft, to 
ftop firing, and at three o'clock an Eng- 
lilh frigate approached me, the Captam 
of which came on board, and carried mc 
to Admiral Duncan. The Gelykheid 
lay to the windward of me. I faw alfo 
that (he made no longer rcfiftance, and 
had cenfcd firing { her running rigging 
was all in pieces, but why (he ftruck, I 
know as little as I do of the Admiral de 
Vries, the Delft, and the Haerlem. The 
Hercules lolt her mizen mall, and took 
fire, which brought her as well as me 
into the middle of the Englifli fleet, and 
file has been alfo captured. With the 
behaviour of my officers and crew I am 
perfc<flly fatisfi^. I recommend them 
to you as men who deferded themfelves 
to the laft, and continued faithful to their 
Admiral. Both fides foilght with fury, 
and many men have fallen. The Englifli 
alfo have fuftained great lofs. They had 
retired to Yarmouth with nine fail of 
the line, in order to refit. On Saturday 
CYcning'they riweived intelligence that 



we were at fea f on Monday ^fcbey agaif 
failed, having re-viftualled in twentr*- 
four hours, and having received eight 
other fliips from PortSnouth and^rhc 
Downs, in the room of the eight which 
were under repair. They had altogether 
fix teen fail of the line, among which 
there was only one 50, the greater part 
of the relt being fhips of 74 guns. Be- 
hold then the molt unfortunate diy of 
my life. Every exertion that depended 
on manoeuvres or perfonal courage, was 
made by myfelf and many others on 
board, but in vain. Our enemies refped 
us on account of the obllinacy of our 
defence. No a^lion can have been fo 
bloody, for it was fatal to us. I ihall 
have the honour to fend you a moix ac- 
curate and minute account, as foon as I 
find an tipportunity $ I at preient take 
^advantage of a permiflion from the Eng- 
lifli Admiral, to giye you this Ihort no- 
tice, and to call your care and atteniion 
to a number of prifoners, whole bravcrj- 
and couraee defei-ved a better fate, and 
particularly to the ci*ew of the Vryheid. 
I recommend to you the poor widows 
and orphans, and tJie wife and children 
of my worthy Captain, Van Roflum, 
whole thigh was fliot off at half paft two. 
He is ftill alive, but there are little hopes 
of his recovery. Two cadets, one of 
which is my nephew, have each loft the 
ieft leg : the relt of my olBcers are well. 
Cranenburg, the Lieutenant of Marines, 
only, 18 dead. Of the ft ate of the other 
fliips I can give no account, nor do I 
know what iols they have futbitned ; the 
Englilh do not know themlelves. I am 
informed, however, that Vice- Admiral 
Reyntjes has been wounded alfo, and that 
he is on board Admiral Onflow. Meurer 
is well, but Captain HoUapd, of ^ the 
WaflVnaar, was mortally vfnunded in the 
beginning of the adion, and loft a great 
many men.

Nov. 8. This morning Richard Bar- 
ber, for forgery, and John Bryant for a 
rape, were executed before Newgate.

CONCERNING thii Gentleman there 
is little to inform the Public, except 
what relates to his literary charafler, 
which, notwithftanding one a£t of im- 
prudence, ftands fufficientW high to merit 
every refpcft that the poilefTor of it may 
claim on account of very uncommon en- 
dowments. 

He was, if we are not mifmformed, 
originally intended for an employment 
totally alien to literature, but being dif- 
covered by a benevolent perfon to poflefs 
both induftry and talents, together with 
a (bong attachment to learning, he was 
removed from his obi'cure lituation to the 
Univeri^ty of Oxford, and placed at Wad- 
ham College, where his improvement in 
what was taught at that place foon proved 
to hl^ patrons, that he was not unde- 
serving of the attention which had been 
fhewn him. On the 19th of February 
1773, he took the degree of Mafler of 
Arts, and by the recommendation of Dr. 
Moore, now Archbifhop of Canterbury, 
having bent his attention to the ftudy of 
the Oriental languages, he foon acquired 
£0 exteniive an acquaintance with them, 
that in 1775 he was appointed Laudian 
ProfefTor of Arabic ; and, on this honour 
being conferred on him, pronounced an 
Oration which viras afterwards publiftied 
under the title of " De Utilitate Linguae 
Atabicae in Studiis Theologicis Oratiq ; 
habita Oxonii in Schola Linguarum vii. 
id. Aprilis, 1775,'* 4to. 1776, intended 
to evince the importance and utility of 
the Arabic language, and to promote the 
ftudy of it among men of fcicncc in gc- 
nenu, and divines in particular. He 
had before been chofen Fellow of his 
College, 



His next performance was the publi- 
cation of the Svriac Philoxenian Verfion 
of the four Golpels, with a Latin Tran- 
flation, under the ;itle of ** Sacrorum 
Evangeliorum Verfio Syriaca Philoxe- 
niana Ex. Codd. MSS. Ridleianis in Bibl. 
Coll. Nov. Oxon, Rcpofitis, nunc pri- 
mum edita, cum Interpretatione et An- 
notationibus Jofephi White," &c. % vols. 
4to. 177S, and about the fame time 
(Nov. 15, 177S) preached an excellent 
Sermon which he foon afterwards printed, 
entitled «« A Rcvifal of the Englilh 
Tranflation of the Old Teftamcat recom- 
mended. To which is added fome Ac- 
count of an ancient Syriac Trandation of 
great Part of Origen's Hexaplar Edition 
of the LXX. lately difcovcred in the 
Ambrofian Library at Milan,'* 4to. He 
was alio about this time appointed one of 
the Whitehall preachers. 

The next year (1780) he publiflied 
** A Specimen of the Civil and Military 
Inftitutes of Timour, or Tamerlane : a 
work written originally by that celebrated 
Conqueror in the Mogul language, and 
fmce tranflated into Perfian. Now fir ft 
rendered from the Perfian into Engliife 
from a MS. in the pofleflion of Wilfiara 
Hunter, M. D. with other Pieces," 4to. 
and in 1783 the complete work was pub- 
lifhed, tranflated by Major Davy, with 
Preface, Indexes, Geographical Notes, 
&c. &c. by Dr. White, in one volume 
4to. 

In Eaftcr Term 1783 he was appointed 
Bampton Lef^urer, and inuncdiately drew 
out a plan of the Lc^ures in the mafterly 
manner it now appears before the world. 
To complete his plan be fooo faw that it 
was expedient to avail himfclf of the beft 
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aid he could procure, and accordinglv 
in November that year, findii g himicff 
prcflrd lor rime, he mentioned the diffi- 
culty he laboured under to Mr. Badcuck, 
and requeued his advice a^^d ad'iltance ; 
engaging,, as he was npt a jierfon in 
affluent circumftances, to rcTiunerate him 
for the trouble he fliould bellow on the 
work. Accordingly he received fume 
important aid from that Gentleman, 
>vhicb, in io aixluous a work ai Dr. 
iVhite was engaged ii\, would have taken 
little from his merit, had it bren openly 
avowed. Unluckily^ our Author fork 
fome pains to conceal Mr. Badcock's 
/liare m the Le6lurts, and this cLrcum- 
ilance we conGder as the fmgle act of im- 
prudence to which we have already al- 
luded. Admitting every article which 
Mr. Badcock contributed, there will itill 
remain Co large a proportion of the work 
to be placed to Dr. White's account, as 
to leave him poflcfled of the reputation 
to. be derived from the work itfcif, with 
very little abatement! 

in i7?4. the Le8ures were preached, 
and the tame of them loon fprcad thr; ugh 
tht. l/nivcrfitji and inaihort timercaciwd 
London. rhey were univerlally ap- 
plauded, and in the fame year were 
priT led in 8vo. The brilliancy of the 
Ityle, the novelty of the manner, and 
the power of argument produced in fa- 
vour of the Chriltian religion, attra6led 
the notice of the learned, and fion pointed 
out Dr. White as a pcrfon deferving of 
the patronage of the higheft law olticcr 
in the kingdom* He was accordingly 
promoted to a prebend hi tiic Cathedral 
Church of Gloucclter, a fitu Uiun lucra- 
tive and honourable to the pofleflbr, 
placing him in a (late of independance, 
much to the credit of the patron. 



Soon afler, our Author tbok th« 6e* 
grce of Do£^or of Divinity, and contimscd 
in polTjflion of the reputation he had ac- 
quired by tnc Sermons until the death of 
Mr. Badcock in May 17SS, when a note 
from Dr. White to him for 500I. being 
found among Mr. Badcrck's papers, the 
compofition of the Ledures became a 
fubjeif much agitated both in converfation 
aiwl in print. The object of the note fcr 
fo laigc a fum was alio much canvafled. 
By Dr. White and his friends, it was 
faiH to have been depofited in Mr. Bad- 
cock *s hands as a fecurity for fome fu- 
ture aHiftaJice which he was to afford 
Dr. White, but never executed, in an in- 
tended verfion of Abdollatif's Hif^or^- of 
.^gypt, of fvbich he had tranllaCed actm- 
fiderable pait. By the repielentativcs of 
Mr. Badcock, the payment was claimed 
for aififtance already afforded in the ccm- 
polition of the Le6^ure$. Aluch \varmth 
was ftiewn on both fides, but that nart 
of the difpule was foon ended by Dr- 
White's agreeing to pay the money 
claimed. Still, however> the (hare of 
Mr. Badcock in the compoAtion of the 
Le^ures was litigated, which obliged 
Dr. White to pubiifli a pamphlet, rn- 
titled *« A Statement of Dr. White's 
Literary Obligations to the late Rev. 
Mr. Samuel Badcock, and the Rev. Sa- 
muel PaiT, LL, D.'' 8vo. 1790, which 
put an end to the controveiiy. 

Since that period Dr. White has mar- 
ried, and has obtained a living in Nor- 
folk, on which he at prefent refides, 
where we hope he will employ himfcif in 
finilhing the works he had in hand when 
the above illiberal coutroverfy drew hi* 
attention to other obje<5ls of Icfs import- 
ance^ iels at lealt to the world at laige.

V. hen the prcfent noble Earle did me 
the h'jnoiir and favour, feveral years 
fmce, to fhew me this excellent manu- 
Icnpt, after a caiefull infpeCHon and 
reading leveral parts of the drvrnf mcdt" 
iationsy I wns then fully latisfyed and 
convinced, and am (lil more and more, 
that no booke, written by whomlbever, 
can conduce mere to the advancement, 
or indted retrieving of gcdlines and vir- 
tue, which, generally ipeaking, ieeme to 
be quite lofi; in this corrupt and wicked 
age : and I hope my Lord w ll at luft be 
prevayled upon to make it public for tbe 
ccmmon good •. I give ,you many 
thankes for that part cf Dr. Cofms letter 
to Mr. Gunning, written in 1657 from 
Paris, which you thought fit to tran- 
fcnbe. I wifli that it had been entire.

**• your Magazine for July, page 301, 
is very coned, for I once knew him 
pcrfonally, and teftify the truth of what 
has been laid of him in refpe6l of his 
private life.

it has often proved fo.— I remember often 
<ecing him m a morning, walking with 
tht: officers of the main guard (near the 
Kxchangc at Cork), to and fro in the

/• e. gown and band, which he generally 



wore, although I never knew that he had 
any beneticej or that he ever preached in 
any of the Churches at Cork. He wore 
l»ij» hat cc.cked after the then clerical 
moae, and a dark brown flowing cwried 
wig, which I do not remember ever to 
have (iiti\ powdered. He was, as yoi^ 
fay, generally called the mad Parlon 4 
but by the vulgar, Mr. Dallycote. He 
was of French extraction, arid, if I re- 
member right, had uled to write hit 
name De la Court. His evenings were 
generally Ipcnt at the Blakency Tavern, 
among young thoughtjefs military olhccrs,

^ut 1 believe he was flenccd or iulpcnded 
bv Infiiop Browne, for celebrating a 
dvjviiage illegally. I remcmbtr as I was 
0: cc gv-iiig to Carrigrohane Church (two 



miles from Cork) one Sunday morning, 
I overtook the old Gentleman » who wa» 
on foot as well as myfelf, and had fomc 
difcourfe with him i during which, fomc 
fhewy Gentlemen pafled us on horfeback. 
Mr. Dallas made fome obfcrvations on 
high and low life, and faid, that ** pro- 
vided all was right within, people on 
foot were as well off as thofc that rode.'* 
The city of Cork in tlwfe days bad 
many eccentric charaftcrs, both in genteel 
life as well as among the vulgar, and I 
iii.ike no dcubt the caie is the fame now. 
And if I am not miftakcn, A. Murphy, 
Eiq. James Barry, Efq. and General

* With one hand (faid a lawyer, who 
h'js written fomething agalnft them) they 
6iake the throne, and wTth the other they 
throw down the altar.N.' If we believe 
r'jcm, the world i^ tlie {!n|ie of kings and 
pricfis. Religion is fanaticifm and fu- 
pcrfh'tlon.

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HINTS ON INCLOSURES. 

EXTRACT FROM AN ACCOUNT OP A PROVISION MADE UPON AN INCIOSURE, 

FOR SUPPLYING THE POOR WITH FUEL J COMMUNICATliD BY 

EDW. PARRY, ES<^ 



UPON the inclofure of the parifti of 
Little Dunham in Norfolk, in the 
year 1794, being Lord of the Manor, I 
got a claufe inferted, dirt5ling the Com- 
miiTioners to fet out a parcel of land to 
be called tbc Poor's E/hiif, to be veiled 
in the Lord of the manor, rc^or, church- 
wardens, and ovcrfeers of the poor for 
the time being, and to be lett by them 
for II years on le.^fe ; the rents and pro- 
fits to be laid out by them in fuel, to be 
delivered at the cottages of the poor, in 
fuch proportions as the tniftees fhould 
think proper, 

AJthough the prejudices of the poor 
againft the inclofure were vei7 great be- 
fore it took place, the inoment they faw 
the land inclofed, and lett as tbe Poor's 
B/late for 11 years by au«5lion, at the rate 
of 50I. a year (although only eftimated 
by the Commimoners at 20I. a year), 
they were highly gratified \ and have in- 
deed great reafon to rejoice, as they will 
BOW be moft amply fupplied with that 
great comfort r.f life. This was fo evi- 
^nt^ that fome neighboming incloiuces 



have followed the example j and it ap» 
peai s to mc to be adviiable, that fucU a 
plan fhouid be -generally made known. 

The firft idea was to fell the land, and 
place the money in the public funds, in 
order to produce a larger income j but I 
found that was not undcrftpod by the 
poor : they faid they might at any time 
be deprived of the money, and they had 
no intereft on the land inclofed j where* 
as, in the mode purfued, they confidered 
themfelves as having a permanent and 
improveable eftate, which tacir children 
would inherit. Thefe prejudices are va- 
luable } as in their conlequenccs they pro- 
duce, if attended to, indultry and con- 
tent. 

I have had occafion to obferve as l» 
fuel, which is certainly an important 
article to the poor, that where there arc 
commons, the ideal advantage of cutting 
flags, peat, or whins, often caufels a poor 
man to fpcnd more time after I'uch fuc!, 
than, if he reckoned his labour, would 
purchafe for him double that (quantity of 
good filing.

Languages 
have hetrn acquired, and fcicnccs have 
been cultivated, in fituaticns very little 
favourable to intcllcftual purfuits. If 
you love learning, fays my motto, you 
will be learned. Of the utility of c'laf- 
fical knowledge none ever doubted but 
he that was ign jrant of it. I fiiall there- 
fore coiriiuence my inftru^ions by pro- 
poling an eafy method of acquiring the 
Latin language j a language abounding 
with writers that arc the only imperiih- 
able part of their country's glory. — Let

Let him then get Clarke's literal tranJla- 
tiou of Cordcrius, and Mant's Pariing, 
or Grammatical Reiblution of fonie of 
the Coll quies} and as he proceeds in 
hl« leilons, let him refer, as direfic^l, to 
the Cinjhu6iion of the Paris of S^lu ;, or 
Vol. XXXIL Dhc. 1797. 



Accidence, for the agreem.^nt and go- 
Vv'riim;r!it of :tUe words. After g<^vng 
throuih t-.enty or more of the Colloquies, 
let him enter upon tlie fTr(t bock of 
Mant^ Pba Irusy which is alio miule 
very eafy of acccfs by a literal vcrfion, 
and a parilng index. Let him refolve 
with fubtle tIi;"crIininatIon the text of his 
authoi, and r;;ter now, in purfuauce with 
the dire^-t Ions of the index, to the Sy^itax 
of his (nammar for t)ie concord and 
government of the words, and commit to 
memory, at his leil'ure, the nioft iifcful 
rules, cr thofe of the molt frequent oc- 
currence. Let him likcwi:'e make rcr 
ference to the rules for his fubltantives 
and verbs in Pfoprio' qu.r MiVihuiy and 
A^ in Pr^frnti. He will now perhaps 
be a better fcholar than many who have 
been bum- brufned by a mafter, and cutFcd 
by an uUier, half a dozen years of their 
life. When he has read the firft bo<jk 
of Phaxlrus, let him proceed to Clafkt'j 
C'jruelius Nt'pos, The livesk)f this claJ- 
ilc biograj)hcr are ccmpofed in the Ityle 
of the pureft age, and calculated to iniviate 
the young luident in the hiuory of 
Greece and Rome. 

He will now require oidy the common 
aid of a DiiSlionary and Grammar, whicli 
will enable him to comprehend the eafy 
profe of a familiar fubjef^. He may 
now footh himlclf with the Poet's fong, 
and the Metamorphofes of Ovid fliould 
firft beguile his hours. The Metamor- 
phofes will finely exercife the imagi- 
nation, are the great porch to the Temple 
of the Heathen Mytlioloj^y, and the 
mafter- kt>y to the works or the poets of 
antiquity. From Ovid let the ftudent 
extend his application to Viigil, whom 
he ought not only to read, but eet by 
heart. From the eclogues, of which he 
will fir^d the firft perhaps the belt, ht 
him proceed to the Georgicks, and 
ha vine tafted their elegance and finiflied 
correitncfs, let him dire^ his ftudy to 
the ^neid, which he fliould read fyfte- 
matically. If a rage, at any time, 
ftiould pervade him to write Latin verles, 
let him firft try his ikill at an hexameter, 
and make VlrgU his lianvlnrd. Pc«etiy 
and profe will alternately demand his 
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fludy. The writings of Ciaro require 

only to be read to be admired. His 

familiar letters will fupply him with the 

moft pcrfeft models of epiilolary com- 

pofition. His Offices, and Treat ifes on 

Friend(hip and 0ld Age, his Philofo- 

phical Converfationsy and Book de Ora- 

tore, will extend infinitely his knowledge, 

and familiarize him with every grace and 

embellishment of ftyle. In the compo- 

fition of Latin profe, let him keep always 

the imitari aveo of Tully in his mind. 

Nopraife is too great for him. IIU fe 

profecijfe fctat cui Cicero *uMe place bit. 

A durable foundation being now laid, 

the ftudent will fuperftruft on it with 

delight. He will aJcend of himfelf to 

Livy, to Terence, toSalluft and Tacitus. 

Terence will not fail to impart the moft 

refined fatisfa£tion. It will be impof- 

fible to read the exclamation of the old 

father in the firft fcenc of the Andria, 

^vithout being touched by its exquifite 

iimplicity.

Of the elegant brevity of the defcrip- 
tlon of the funeral it is not for me to 
fptrak, as Tully has commended it in his 
Work dc Oratore; but I (hall obferve, 
that he cannot be faid to poffefs any 
paiHons who does not feel them moved 
by the addrefs of the dying itrangcr, at 
the end of the firft a£l, oF Mi PampbiUi 
bujus formam^ tsfc. Horace^ whom I 
cannot fpeak of without raptures, the 
ftudent mould never be without. An 
elzevir edition of him he fliould carry 
always in his pocket. I can almoft envy 
the teelings ot the ftudent in firft tafting 
the unfpeakable beauties of ^is mulia 
gracUiSy Fidesi "^ ^^'''j ^^- ^^^ ^"i 
Lydia, Mater fce*va Cupidinum^ Kit as 
hinnulrOj and a charming variety of other 
odes dittinguiilied by iXxat curicfa felicitas 
which Pctrcnius aicribed to this delight- 
ful pt.et. For fublimity let him look 
into the fourth bock, and lea with what 
pomp and magnificence of expreftion 
Horace defcribcs a Lyrick Bard in the 
ode ^em tu Melpomene^ csfr. For good 
fenfe, eniditicn, and criticifra, he will 
not lefs admire the Satirts, Epiftles, and 
Art of Poetry. The limits which I 
have prefcribcd myl'elf will now only 
allow me to remark that the Roman 
language abounds with many other wri- 
ters whom the ftudent will in due time 



dnrote himfelf tot among whom are 
Caefar, Paterculus, and Maximus, in the 
clafs of hiftorians ; Varro, Gellius, and 
Quintillian, in that of grammarians, and 
Lucretius, Catullus, Tibullus, Pro- 
pcrtius, Juvenal, Martial, &:c. amonz 
the poets. The two Plinys too he wiB 
cultivate. 

It is fcarcely poflible, fays the cleg;ant 
Gibbon, for a mind endowed with any 
aftive curiofity to be long converfant 
with the Latin Clafficks, without afpiriug 
to knew the Greek originals, whom they 
celebrate as their mafters, and of whom 
they fo warmly recommend the ftudy and 
imitation :

For the acquirement of this noble Ian« 
guage I would fuggeft a few dire^ions 
which may be pra6>i fed with eafc. Let 
the ftwdent provide himfelf with a Greek 
Grammar, examine carefully the ar- 
ticles, and nouns fimple and contraAed i 
the adje^lives, comparifon of nouns, the 
pronouns and foiination of verbs. The 
contra^ions which occur, fuch for ex- 
ample as a for cy, ^ for o?, r for «t, 
and the reft, he will find an explication 
of at the end of his Grammar. After 
digefting the principal parts of the Greek 
rudiments, let him begin to read a chap- 
ter of the Gofpel of St. John in the Tef- 
tament, whofe Greek is very eaiy, and 
exemplify with care the rules of his 
Grammar, which furely he will do with 
facility. Let him, when he has gone 
through a few chapters of St. John, 
pi*ocewl to St. Luke, whofe Greek per- 
haps is purer. I need not obferve that 
the Latin verfion muft aflift him. From 
the Teftament let him have recourfe to 
Xenopbon^ whofe language being as per- 
fpicuous as it is beautiful, will fa« readily 
underftood. It is not of any great con- 
fequence, I think, which of his works 
he begins with ; though one of his 
ftiorter treatifes will be found perhaps 
the moft alluring. Let him now direift 
his ftudy to the Wad of Homer ^ which he 
will by no means find difticult. The 

f)ofitions of Homer being general, and 
lis reprefentations natural, he has few 
or no paftages of doubtful meaning, and 
minute enquiries into the force ot words 
are feldom neccflary in tranflating him. 
The Fathtr of Poetry will delight and 
altonifti him. As he proceeds in the 
Iliad, the language of nature and har- 
mony will become every day more fa- 
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miliar. The firft book will enchain his 
attention with power irreiiftibie, and call 
for his waiTneK admiration. What will 
he fay to the (kill Homer difplays when 
Agamemnon reproachfully difmifl'es 
Chryfes ? The grief of the Pricft is not 
only made more cxpreflive by his filencc 
than it could have been by the moil 
ftudied declamation, but the very da/hing 
of the waves is conveyed by the exprefHon 

Homer is, indifputably, admirable for 
exprdFing the very nature of the thing 
that he defcribes by the found and dii- 
polition of his words. Does not fury 
rage in his verfc when he exhibits the 
anger of Agamemnon ?

To calm their paflions with the words of age. 
Quick from his feat arofe the Pylian Sage,

But it is not to the modulation only 
of his numbers that Homer owes his 
praife. but to his ener^ and vigour of 
thought: to the artful condu6l of his 
fable : to the exquifite difcriroination of 
his chambers : to the moving pi^ures 
of lite that he exhibits. What can be 
more touching than the k^iit between 
Heflor and Andromache ? How are we 
infpired with veneration for the one, and 
pity for the other ! How charafteriftical 
of a warrior is the prayer of Heftor for 
bis child ! And is not the imnge of 
Andromache brought admirably before 
us, fhedding tears amidft her fmilcs, by 
the wordfc iiuftfv^it yih,%^»ff% \ 



Lon^inus, to (hew what a hero Homer 
bimfelt is when he defcribes an heroic 
a^ion, produces the iiipplication of 
Ajax, who in delbair of fignaliaing him- 
felf amid the darknefs that has fuddenly 
overfpread the Grecian army, calls^ out 
for light, that he may die m a manner 
fuitablc to the grcatnefs of his foul.

It is here obfervable, I think, that 
Pope has given a folemn turn to hit 
tranflation that is not to be found in the 
original Greek } and which fuits not the 
haughty impatience of Ajax, who is 
fearlefs even of the Gods. 

In the ftudy of Greek, the Lexicon of 
Schrevelius, which is particularly adapted 
to the Teftament and to Homer, will do 
as well as any. In due time the Odyflejr 
Aiould be read, which after tke Iliad will 
be an eafy ta(k. I again repeat, no Poet 
is underftood with more facility than the 
Father of Poetry. 

The ftudent will, without requiring 
admonition, afcend of himfelf to every 
poet and profe-writer that the liberal 
icholar ihould be acquainted with. He 
will ftudy Plato, Ariftotle, Thepphraftus, 
Plutarch, Epidetus, &c. among the 
Philofophers 5 Thucydides, Zenophon» 
Polibius, Herodotus, Sec. among the 
Hiltorians j Demofrhenes, for Oratory ; 
and Hefiod, Pindar, Anacreon, Theo* 
critus, ^fchylus, Sophocles, Euripides^ 
and Ariitophanes, in the clafs of Poets. 
The dialeas will in due time become 
known to him. Cebcs, ^lian, and 
Lucian will familiarize him with the 
Attic 5 Homer the Ionic ; Theocritus 
the Doric $ and Euripides the Attic 
and Doric. 

Let not the ftudent, whilft he is learn* 
ing the Latin language, negle^ his own -, 
but initiate himicif in the elegances of it 
by the peruCal of the Spectator, Guar- 
dian, Rambler, Adventurer, &c. Thefe 
are our Engliih ClafCcks, and it is by 
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the dillgcrt pcrufal of them that he will 
form b.is Ityle, and give cadence to hi» 
p.roic. Let him prcduce lomctinies an 
original eompoiition, in which he Ihould 
at firft aim lathcr at perl'picuity than 
elegance. Whtn he has once acquirtrd 
the habit of txpieJUng his thoua;hts with 
readiutl*, he wiJi not be long wanting in 
external dcroration. Addilbn (lioulil hi: 
his protolvpc, vchc^lV lanj;uage is ptr- 
fe<^Hy contbitnublc. with the gcniuji and 
idicm of the I'nglifli tong\ie, and iht^ic- 
tf re ilc.'iri \ ip.LC ot imitation. Ncithwr is 
he found to ncp,k<il natural !>cauty for 
art'iticial ornaniciit. Lowth's Gianuiiar 
<li ;ij;;i nevtr b': Uirriutl to f^iuiitrr duit 
\]\u,n the flielf, but by a continual re- 
tt fence to it th_- TcudoU rticuld aipiie at 
cjiticiL cxidiicis. I wci.id advile the 
lt«:iLrt to kttp a rtgul?.! journal of hi;* 
?.Ctio::> and iiudie>, in wiiich let him be 
pun<;lual witii his dates. Chroncdogy is 
tile eye cit hld( ry. By thi lucris cr'his 
diary he will he cnabLd to live over 
a;^Ui: bis pall bonis, know the value of 
turj by his exact account of it, and 
thongli every occurrence may not be 
pkiin.g in ihw rcLrofi>cCl, yet the rc- 
iiiMr.brarce of iliat will be uleful which 
ifc not aoitialdc. 

Oi the hnghOi Poets I rtiall not re- 
coinnicr.d ;iny in particular. Siiencer, 
bliakcfpc:;rf, Co.vley, Milton, Drydtn, 
Pope, ^rc. will nevtr fail lo reci nunend 
tbemielvcs by the indiiiiblc charms of 
their ct inpolition to every perfon of 
t.v'c. 

I tl.ail now pafs to the Frejich lan- 
gu.'ge, by the attainment of which he 
wiJl oj)en to hiniielt a new ibiirce of 
tli Jounce and delight. It is cultivated 
univerlsby. ()u /tai/r Frani^ois partout, 
I.(.t the ihulcnt get Palairet's Grammar, 
which, though perhaps not the befi, hns 
the verbs betfci aiianged than any other. 
J-et him make himlelt acqi'ninted with 
the elementary parts of it, and pr<.cced 
to any talv aiid tamiliar work. Gil Bias 
I would Itfcnuoiiily recommend to his 
notice, as a book calculated to initiate 
him in tlie graces, the elegances, and 
idicms ot'thc French language. Let hira 
give his days and his nii.hti to it. 
When he has acquired a facility in i-ead- 
ing, he fhould avail hinifelt ot erery cc- 
colion to converle with fome of the nu- 
merous Frenchmen that have emigrate<l 
hither liom their country. Let him not 
defpa r, if he be paft even the fpring of 
Jifc, of getting in time the tnie accent.. 



There is a pretty di^ionary of a very 
reduced fize which he (houkl carry alwaya 
in his pocket. Writing, fays Bacon 
in his Eiiays, makes a correal man. To 
obtain an accuracy, he muft be able to 
exprefs on paper what he communicates 
orally, and to eflfeft this, let him go 
through with care the excellent exempli- 
fication which Perrin has made of every 
gf-iimmar rule. 

He m.iy ^k)w augment his library with 
fome of the works of Voltaii"*:. Lc 
Sitcle de Louis XIV. will be an agreeable 
rcci-eation to him. The reign of that 
Monarch was the Augallan age of 
France, and produced, among a great 
number of other writers, Corneille, Ra- 
cine, MoHere, Bolleau, and La Fontaine, 
wbofe works will pciifh only with their 
language. Moliere, if the lludent has 
talte, >vill become one of his favouji:e 
authors. His profe comedies will fupply 
him with much elcijant phi-aieology, anil 
aflbrd him at the lame time a great tiial 
ot ainukment. Le Bourgeois Gcsi,:- 
Ifofnme^ Leh/LiU%<lr Inta^inasrCy L^Ju^re, 
aiul Lc M^t/tan Mulgrc iut, are exqui* 
lltcly comic. J, Jacf^urf Roujftau, a 
much later writer, will fafcinate the 
lover of Hr.a conipchtion by the magic 
of his eloquence. His breaft glowed 
with anenthalLiliick love of natuie, and 
his genius was fublime. In his Con- 
feflions the moft lecret recetfes of his 
heart arc expofed to the fight, and wc 
behold him without dilsjuire. Some parts 
art perhaps exceptionable \ but the genial 
cuiTent of that man's foul muft be fro/en 
who can read with indifference the ani- 
mated fcenes of his youth. Can any 
thing too equal the enchanting fweetnels 
of his (tyle. How well does hedefciibe 
^nman at his lirif interview with her : 
** y^ 'vois un *vtfage pe.ln de graces y de 
braux yenx blcui plcim de douceur ^ un 
n/vt eblouijfanty le contour tPuhe gorge 
evcbiXHUrf'J/e."' For fimplicity, and ele- 
gance of narration, what can exceed his 
excurfion into the country avec deux 
jeunes perfonnes de fa connotjfance, whom 
he encountered in a morning's \*-alk. 
It begins L Aurore^ un mating me par id 
Ji belle t <^c. 

Marmontel is a pleafmg writer. Many 
of his Conies Moraux have great merit. 
Bujhti will inftruft and delight. He is 
an aftoni/hing interpreter of oature, and 
his ftyle fparkles with grandeur. The 
Abb:: Raynal is a popular author. He 
is, how-Tver, more ipecious than (olid.— 
io return to a remoter date, the Letters 
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of Madame Se<uignS arc models of fa- 
miliar correfpondence. She Iccms rather 
converfing than writing, and yet her 
language is always gracef\il. On every 
lubjc6l fhe is animated, and giv<;s to 
trifles a grace. 

I cannot fay (6 miick of Ba/fac and 
yoiturc. Their cpiltks are extended 
conceits. The poetry, however, ot roi- 
Sure' is elegant and tuneful. 

It has been obfervcd tlut French verfe, 
whtn the thought docs not fupport it, 
differs little from profe. In the lighter 
kinds of poeiy, however, they eminently 
excel. The following flowret, wi.ich I 
have read foraewhcre in B^/iirfauty pofi'clTes 
much fwectnefs and Ugertvt, 

£tic a bien quatorze ou quinze ans, 
Fiere, mais fans etrc farouche j 

Lcs chevrux blonds, les yeux pcrcans, 
line ijorge nailfante, U furiout une 
bouche ! 

In a word, the French is a language 
which none would voluntarily be with- 
out. By the merit of the Frcncli writers 
its influence has been very widely ex- 
tended, and it is fo admirably adapted 
to converiation, that many nations, to 
cultivate it, neglefl their own ! 

The (tudent may now proceed to the 
Italian language ^ which his acquaint- 
ance with the Latin and French will fa- 
cilitate the knowledge of. I would re- 
commend him to leaiTi it through the 
mctlium of the French tongue, as he did 
Greek, through that of the Latin. Let 
him therefore provide himfelf with Fe^ 
nerajtr^ Grammar and Diilionary, and 
begin witK I'ome caly and perfpicuous 
author. The hiftories of Guicciarflini^ 
and the Cardinal Benttvoglio, are written 
in a clear and claHical l^yle ; fiirnifh an 
ample It ore of words, ar.d aie yet eafy to 
underltand, from the order and continuity 
of their narration. A/i/.'/o, though in- 
ferior to them in purity of language, 
coracs home to us by the fubje^U - that 
he treats. But no profe -writer will re- 
create b*»ni lo much as Boccace. The 
merry tales of his Dt-citmnon will difli- 
pate grief, and footh him to complacency. 
Though he wrote fomc hundred years 
ago, his ftylc is a model of purity. The 



fame cannot be faid always of bit 
thoughts. 

Of the Poets, Petrarque, Dante, but 
above all Taffj and Ariojlop will demand 
his (ludy. Bolleau in one of his poems 
talks lightly of the CUnquante du Tqffe 5 
but thole who are not to be impofcd on 
by a mevt ipfd dtxit^ will dilcover that 
TaiTo is a Poet of very fuperior merit, 
and that his verfe is not Icfs excellent 
than his fubje6l is exalted. 

The Orlando Furiofoy though com- 
pofed with lefs regard to the rules of the 
Kpopec than the Gieiufalemme Ltberatap 
will I'.Ill delight niore. ArioJIo is cer- 
tainly a charming Poet. The Pajlor Fido 
of Cuarhiif though not without concetii, 
will pleafe by the graces and beauty of 
its poefy. The foliloquy of Amarillis, 
O Mirtillo, Mirtillo, anima mea, ia 
elegant and pathetic. It concludes with 
appropriate grace : 

Quelle lagrime tue fono U mk> fan^e. 
Quel fofpiri il mio fpirito, e quelle pcne» 
£ quel dolor, cUc fenti, - . 

Son mlel, non tuoi cormenti I 

Upon the whole, the Tufcan language 
is a deliglitful one, and wins upon tlie 
learner of it. 

The ftudcnt may now be faid to blend 
elegance with his learning, and to know 
both ancient and modern literature. In 
the peaceful retreat of his books he will 
ever find occupation and contentment. 
No day will be (o long but ftudy will 
make him wifh it longer. His love of 
reading will lupply him wiih a perpe- 
tual fource of independent and rational 
pleafure, and derive new vigour from 
enjoyment. Jn the proicciition of bU 
ftudies frefli profpeds will tveiy day 
arlfe. The world of literature is bound- 
\tth. He will not have cauie, like the 
Macedonian hero, to weep bccauic there 
ai-c no more countries left to conquer. 
Happy in the acquilition of knowledge) 
let him make a proper ufe of it by ab- 
ftaining from evil, and increafmg in 
piety and reverence to that God who 
endowed him with capacity to leceive 
it.

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JAMES, FIRST DUKE OF ORMOND. 

(Some domeftic in formation relative t$ bis 

iije and cbaratler. ) 

IN Auguft 1671, one Edward PurccU 
an Iriftiman did not only give out 
that he would kill the Duke of Onnond, 
but in cfFcft faid as much in a petition 
which he preltnted to the King. On 
this he wat by warrant fent to the Tower, 
and from thence in the November follow- 
ing to Bedlam j where, notwithftanding 
the difgraccful charafter of the man, he 
waa vifited by three of the Duke's 
greatoft enemies at Court. 

On the X4th of Macrh following, Sir 
iRobert Holmes fell upon the Dutch 
^yma Fleet, when the Earl of Oflbry 
(his Grace's eldeft Ion) commanded a 
Irigite, aiid behaved with great gallantry. 
He attempted in the fight, to iingle out 
Admiral dt Ruyter's (hip, which he did j 
but this great Commander (as he after- 
wards told the ftory to Lord Arlington) 
laid, •« That he faw feme daring Englidi 
Ipark come towards him to get honour, 
but his bufmefs Ijcing not to fight, but 
to keep others to it, he fairly took to his 
heels.'' But though the Earl was much 
commended for this a^ion, and got the 
Blue Ribband, and the command of the 
fleet in the ablence of Prince Rupert, 
his father the Duke did net relifh his 
condu6t, as there was no declaration of 
■war at that time between the two coun- 
tries. 

This and many other traites of deli- 
cacy and honour made the Duke not very 
acceptable to the Court. He however 
never failed to pay punaual attendance 
on his Majelty's fervicc at Whitehall ; 
*« where (iays Sir Robert Southwell) it 
was very melancholy to lee him pals the 
galleries with his white ftafF all alone, 
which I have twenty times oblcrvcd, and 
as often lett all other things to wait upgn 
him, and to join in imiliog Icmetimes at 
the variety of the fcene. Upon the whole 
matter he was now preparing to retire to 
his own habitations in hcland \ and I 



can hardly better fct forth his fitualioR 
than in his own words to his Majc&y, 
being part of a letter I have found of his 
Grace's writing fmce his death. 

" It is about a year lince<i673), fiua 
I begged your Majefty's leave to go to 
Ireland, which you were pleafed to give 
me, but the war being then in the heat, 
and there feeming to me a poflibility that 
in fome conjun£liu-e I might be of foroc 
ufe to your fcrvice, I delayed it j but 
new that you have a peace, and have 

fiven a long rccefs to the Parliament, I 
ave fo far prefumed upon the permilEon 
you then gave me as to prepare for that 
journey as foon as the icalbn will per- 
mit. 

^* It is now fix years fince I came over 
laft ; a great part of that time I have 
palled moi-c uneafily than I maiic (hew 
of, or that I ever thought I (hould do in 
your Majelly's Court and prefence j hav- 
ing liad many reafons to make me believe 
your favour vvras at leall vei7 much 
abated towards me. The circumftanccs 
were too many, and too little pleafmg to 
me, to reckon them up ; but they we« 
fuch as Itemed to evidence to the world, 
that it was rather the ntmerabrancc of 
feme old lervice I had endeavoured to do 
the Crown than any thing elic, that prc- 
lerved me from the utterraolt difgracc 
due to a faulty and infignificant pjfon. 
How grievous foever this was to me, I 
have borne it with duty, and more temper 
than I am naturally mailer of." 

*' ,While this tedious feafon of dif- 
favour lafled, I took notice (continues 
Sir Robert) he would fmilingly fay to 
thofe who Ibiicired his help at Court, 
*. I can do ycu 1:0 great good, I hare 
only power left to do fome hurt j* but 
in progrcls of time I faw even that 
te(t fpoiled, and that no man or hii 
bufintfs tared the worlc in Court fcr his 
Grace's oppofaion j they in a manner 
fared the better for it': yet ft ill \vi% 
enemies were moft incenfed that all thcle 
mcrtif.cations did not humble him, ncr 
on the other hand drive him to oftVnd the 
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King, flincr up hi$ ftaff, or eo over to well bred, that he never thought even 
the dirafFc?lecl. It is certain that he their civility was formidable." 

Upon the death of 



bated all intrisruing and intriguers 2— he 
would lay, < he was like an old clock 
that lay rufty, yet once in twenty -four 
hours even that pointed to the true hour 
of the day, and it might prove fo to 
him." 

An accident, however, in fome mea- 
fure rcftored his Grace to his Majefty's 
more immediate notice. The Duke of 
Monmouth puihed hard with the King 
fo be made Lord-LFeutenant of Ireland, 
and the Duchefs of Portfmouth and the 
Lord Treai'urer were in the plot. This 
alaimed the Duk6 of York, who had no 
mind that fo near a relation of the 
ICing*s, and of fuch fpirit as Monmouth 
was well known to poflefs, (hould then 
learn the tafte of lovcreignty. So all on 
a fudden there were favourable glances 
caft on his Grace as the only perfon 
capable of excluding the Duke of Mon- 
mouth, and in a fhort time his Majefty 
was prevailed on to appoint him once 
more Lord- Lieutenant of Ireland. 

This being brought about by the 



Charles II. the 
Duke was recalled from Ireland by King 
James : he, however, was continued as 
Lord Steward of the Houfhold, and at 
the Coronation in April after, he carried 
the crown, as he had done twenty-four 
years before, to King Charles the Second. 
He was likewile preient at the coronation 
of Charles the Firlt. 

About this time, the Earl of Auglefey 
demanding an old fum of njoney from 
his Qrace, for which no writing ap- 
peared, and the claim groundlefs, tlic 
Earl oiFered either to fwcar to his debt, 
or give it up if his Grace would fwcar 
the contrary ; but the Duke lefufed that 
offer, faying, ** There was a great deal 
of diflFerence between a confcicncc that 
had taken the covenant, and one that 
had not." 

In the February following he was fent 
For by the King about abolifhing the tell 
and penal laws j but his Grace not rc- 
turnmg that fatisfa^^ion which was ex- 
pected, the King replied, *< That though

it difplealed charged his Grace with 

g>piih inclinations ; nay his friends the 
ilhops, being then under fome influence 
of tlie Lord Trealurer, joined alfo for a 
time in this fufpicion ; upon which his 
Grace's obfervation was this — *< That 
Wiiatcvcr particular perfons might utter 
to his difad vantage, they could never 
perfuade him from reverencing their 
function.'' 

His Grace accordingly, in Augufl 
1677, fet out for Ireland : he took Ox^ 
ford in his way, where he had not been 
fincc he was made Chancellor. His re- 
ception there was wich all the pomp the 
place could make. When many fcholars 
prcJTcd for degrees, which the Arch- 
bifliop and Heads of Houfes oppofed, as 
It -would dilcourage hard ftudcnts, his 
Grace made anfwer, <• I muft needs 
mai.v about twenty Dolors 5 I have 
them here in a lift ;« but I beg the Uni- 
verfity not to be alarmed, as I will un- 
dertake for ali their mfufficifneieii'^ 

Monfieur Rouvigny, Am^Kiflador from 
Louis XIV. was « ntc fo frank as to 
complaii^ to his Grace himfelf, why he 
appeared {o cold whilft every one elfe 
admired his mafter ; his Grace made this 
anfwer:—** That he thought bis mafter 
the greateft King that France ever had. 
That he governed a nation warlike and 
obedient to himj men of fenfe, and A> 



yet as his Grace had diftinguiftied him- 
felf by long and faithful fervices to the 
Crown from others, fo he would alfo 
diftinguifli him from others." 

It was about the fame time that his 
old friend the Lord Arundel of Wardpur 
(then Lord Privy Seal) came to him 
with ibme plaulible difcourfe about re- 
ligion J but his Grace dextroufly parried 
his intent before he could well begin, 
Peter Walfti alfo (the celebrated Con- 
feflbr of King James), who in forty years 
accei's to him before, never touched or 
attempted to fpeak on religion, was now 
let on by the Court to tiy his flcill on 
him. This Good Father confefl*ed to 
his Grace, that there were nurfkerous 
abufes in their church, but that ftill (he 
was their mother, and it was fafeft for 
falvation to die therein. 

He (hewed alfo, ** that open renun- 
ciation or abjuration was not required 
from any who were reconciled, but fuch 
as were Church-men ; and that it would 
be enough, if his Grace did but in bis 
heart embrace tlie Catholic faith." 

Amongft other things which were 
thereto replied, his Grace told him, 
*' that he had been bred up in that re^ 
ligion, and wanting the opportunities of 
knowing thofe errors which were con- 
fefled, he might have adhered unto them \ 
but be could not now embrace what he 
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fiiw caufe to condemn. He wondered, if 
the condition in which he was, wa» fo 
dangerous, why did not fo good a friend 
admonilh him iooner thereof. Laftly, he 
toid him that be had taken notice in 
Scripture, where the Day of Judgment is 
fet forth — Chrift does not interrogate 
about the m^inner of believing, but about 
a man^s works ; for the words are, 
* I was hungry and ye gave me meat, 
naked and ye clothed me, in prifon and 
ye came unto me.' There is no mention 
of Faith, but of Chart ty, and yet thefe 
were the righteous that (hould go into 
life eternal." Peter Walfh, after this 
confeience, paid him no more vifits on 
the fcore of religion.

LORD BOLIXCBROKE. 

This Nobleman, though in many re- 
fpeOs a very deep and acute Statelman, 
utterly grew very llrunuous both in his 
iconvurfation and writings for repealing 
the tefl ads. Swift, who knew him in- 
timately for many years, and who 
fhoueht he had founded the botfom o** 
^\\ his politicnl opinions, felt much fur- 
prifed when he heard this circumltance 
of his Lordlhip, and thus fpeaks of it : 
f* I hear Lord Bolingbroke is ftrenuous 
for taking oft the telt aft, which grieveth 
ine extremely, as from all the unpreju- 
Jiced realbns I was ever ?.ble to form, 
a:> well as irom the maxims of all wife 
Governments/ fome eflahitjbed religion 
i$ neceifury, jeavirg at lealt a toleration 
to others.'* 

Lord Bolingbroke being n(ked his 
opinion of the Qraivry of the Jioufc of 



Commons in his time, gave the followmg 
verv impartial account of it. He faid, 
" that Oratory well applied was always 
of ufc in fctting topics that were funda- 
ment ally right, in various and forcible 
views J and that therefore a few good 
fpeakers in the Houfe thus employed, 
muft carry their point in time ; but that 
the common method of depending on a 
queftion being carried by mere maj^ntiesj 
would never hold out long when ^eaj'jtt 
was on the other fide. 

Swift, fpeaking of Lord Bolingbroke 
whilft he was in banifliment, fays, «* This 
man is a controller of fortune, and po- 
verty dares not look him in the face un- 
der his lowclt dcdenfions.** 



DR. MARMADUKE COGHILL 

was a Judge of the Prerogative Court 
of Ireland in the Queen's time, and 
whilH in that fituation was courting a 
lady of ccnfiderable fortune, to whom 
he was fhortly to be married. During 
the pendency of this courtfhip, a cauic 
untortunately came before the Dov^or, 
wherein a lady of high rank inftituted a 
fuit againft her hufband for beating her, 
&c. The lady being rather of the /^r/ti; 
kind, the Dodor in giving his opinion 
was perhaps a little more copious on the 
fubjc^l than the prudence of iiis fituation 
as a h'vrr required. He obferved, 
** That although a man had no right to 
beat his wife unmercifuUyv yet there 
were women of fuch tempers as perhaps 
nothing would do with them but this 
mode of c.iitigation : — the law therefore, 
wifely feeing this, has given the hufband 
an authority to give his wife moderate 
cori-cdrlion. Here no doubt (fays he) it 
may be di(Hcult to di-aw the line, and 
care muft be taken that he ufes ik> weapon 
that could poflibly kiil or maim \\t\ \ 
but if he gees no further than to chatiiTc 
her with Inch a little cane as I hold in 
my hand, the law will certainly fuppoft 
him in it.'* 

This opinion, which has fmce been 
imputetl to a living Judge, being very 
much bruited about Dublin, and perhaps 
conveyed to the lady with fome exag- 
gerations, determined her to break off 
all matrimonial conne^lidns with him, 
and the Doctor died an old batchelor 
thirty-five years afterwards.

bafement | more efpecially when I an- 
ticipate the dreadful ftate of licentious 
inlanity to which they are fo vidbly ac- 
celerating, my blood curdles in my 
veins, and my whole foul (hudders with 
apprehen(ion. 

Thex% was a time. Sir, when the in- 
hahitants of this favoured Ifland looked 
up to its Univerfities with undiflipmbled 
confidence. In them they fondly beheld 
the hallowed depofitaries of colleded 
wildom, the firm, uncorrupted guardians 
of fcience, of virtue, of religion : and 
patriotifm felt a genial glow of honeft 
rapture, whenever the comparative in- 
fignificance of fordgn ienunaries was 
confidered.

Cambridge was built in the year 614 1 
Oxfo/d in 887, or thereabout. They 
were origjiaally monadic e(labli(hments« 
[Of this, their maU/n and ijf/)^r offices ; 
their annual prayers for benefaflors j their 
compulfory repetitions of the facrament | 
the celibacy of" their fellows 5 their orna- 
mental cowls or boodsf (sfc. ^r. fumifh 
abundant proofs.] The Monks grew 
renowned for learning and piety i and 
the rifing generation of Nobles was en- 
trulled to their care. .Endowments foon 
followed, as rewards of fidelity j and in 
a very little while Colleges role firom the 
earth like exhalations, decorated with all 
the magnificence of Eaftem palaces. 

The face of things was changed. 
Princely revenues pavSl the way to dig- 
nity ; and thofe who of late were main- 
tained by frugal ftipends and eleemo- 
fynary contributions, now generoufly 
looked around them for proper perfons 
on whom they might confer obligation. 
Thus fcTv/tcrs were admitted at one 
Univerfity, and Jhcars at the other : a 
humble, ufeful band of obieauious de- 
pendants, between whom and the fellows 
reciprocal enjEagements exified. Thtfe 
paupers reaoily undertook menial em- 
plojrments, and were remunerated by 
fcanty fubfiftence and gratuitous in-> 
(Iruflion. 

At firft, therefore, thfcre were but two 
orders of undergraduates : x .

Then academical difcipline was at Its 
lieight. The heads of houfes were una- 
nimoufly revered, the patrician fcholars 
fhidied with enthufiaftic ardour, the 
young plebeians were fubmiflTive, induf-

OBSERVATIONS AND EXPERIMENTS ON THE FORMATION OF 
CALCAREOUS EARTH. 



BT MR. SMITH. 



CALCAREOUS Earth Is found in 
all parts of the globe that we are 
yet acquamted with, and probably com^* 
pofet nearly a (jxth part of the whole. 
In whatever part of the earth it is found, 
it generally makes its appearance in re- 

fuTar lamina, unlefs it has been dHlurbed 
y earthquakes, volcanoes, or other con- 
vuHions of nature. Its chara6leriftic is 
to e£[ervefce with acids. When we 
examine particularly into the nature of 
it, we always find it to be compofed of 
the exuvi« of animals, often of complete 
fhells. In the South Seas there are iilands 
compofed entirely of corals and madre- 
pores I and it is a curious fa^, that a 
loft jelly.like fubftance, fuch as (hells 
originate from, ihould at iaft refolve into 
a fubftance io hard as marble: yet it is 
certain that iilands and mountains are 
the produAion of ///>, and that the fame 
lU'e ^hich firlt formed thofe maffes ft ill 
continues to encreafe them, or to form 
others i even the far- lamed Rock of 
Gibraltar is of animal production. From 
the above it appears that animals have 
a power or proccl's by which they are 
enabled to form calcareous earth out of 
their blood | and it is certain that fome 
animals poffefs this power in a more 
eminent degree than others : an oyllery 
forinflance, is able to form more of this 



fubftance in proportion to its (ize than i 
man or a horfe, although by the n^ft 
exa£l analyiis of the blood and flefh of 
oyfters, we are unable to extra^ onf 
particle of calcareous earth. If we 
analize them indeed by a very ftrong 
heat, we may obtain both calcareous 
earth and iron j although none of thefe 
fubftances will be found if the analyfii it 
made by feagents, /. /. marine acid) 
aqua fortis, &c. from which I inter^ 
that if any calcareous earth is found 19 
them, it is formed during the decomr 
pofition. All ftiell-6fti will live, grow, 
and multiply, while fed upon nothinir 
but pure water. Having laid that aO 
calcareous earth is the produ6li^n of life^ 
it remains to fhew how this earth, wheo 
expofed in certain (ituations, is capable 
of aduming that ftony hardnefs which 
enables it to take ib fine a polifli, Rnd 
how the panicles of this earth are 
brought into lb cloie a contact. We 
have laid that all calcareous eaurth which ' 
we fbd in this globe has been fomted 
by animal life \ and that we have reafon 
to believe that wherever this particular 
earth is to be found, although it fhouM 
be on the top of the highelt mountain, it 
muft have been one time or other covered 
with water, and inhabited bv an innu- 
merable multitude of animals, which.

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fintH as thigf may feem, have formed the 
materials of this ftupendous fabrick. 
The method which nature purliies in 
caufing thefe loole exuviae to aflume a 
ftony hardneft, might puzzle us not a 
little, did not the two following fafts 
fufficientiy elucidate it: firft, water is 
of itfelf capable of didblring a fmall 
proportion of calcareous earth j and if 
this is in any degree impregnated with 
£xed air, the quantity of calcareous mat* 
ter which it is capable of diflblving virill 
be oroportionably greater. All animal 
fubftancesy when in the zGt of putre- 
f&ftion, give out a certain portion of 
lixed air, which being abforbed by the 
water, the latter is thus rendered capable 
of diflblring a confiderable portion of the 
calcareous matter which was before fa- 
turated with fixed air. When the water, 
bjr being expofcd to the influence of the 
air, has evolved the fixed air which the 
putrcfaftion of the dead animals had 
produced, the calcareous earth which it 
licld in folution will be dcpofitcd among 
the (hells } and being in exceeding imafi 
particles, its cohcfive power will be in- 
creafed in proportion, and the depofition 
of thefe infinitely (mall particles taking 
t>hice, will fufEciently account for the 
hard and firm texture of marble. Pieces 
of wood are often feen turned into ftone 
by the decay of the lignous particles, and 
the denofition of the flony. This will 
take place in a flower manner, though the 
yrater contain no fixed air ; wattr itfelf 
being capable of diflblving calcareous 
matter, which it may dcpofit in like 
manner. To prove that the putre- 
faAion of animal matter, and that living 
animals themfelves are capable of pro- 
ducing fixed air, and impregnating the 
wafer with it, I fliall relate the following 
experimenta. 

EXPERIMENT THf FIRST* 

Being deflrous to fee in what manner 
fifti altered the water which they inhabit, 
an4 the caufe of their fo foon dying 
Mhen cxchided from a free circulation of 
frefh water, I put eight minnows into a 

!>afon of water from the pump, contain- 
Hg about three quarts : the fifli con- 
tinued to live for two days, on the third 
they died t I took them out, and on 
pouring caufliclime v^ter into thebafon, 
a precipitation of chalk took place, 
whereupon I began to fufpeft that either 



the water contained in itid in itt com« 
pofition, or fbped air,, which occafioned 
the lime to precipitate. I therefore re- 
peated the experiment, having firft afcer- 
tained that tne water I uicd did not con- 
tain either an acid or fixed air, as it made 
no precipitation of the lime before the 
fifli were put into it ) the refult was the 
fame as the former. From this experi- 
ment we fee that animals, independent of 
putrefa^ion, may, by creating carbonic 
acid, ailift towards the formation of 
limeftone. I think what has been laid 
fufficientiy accounts for the formation 
of calcareous earth, with all its varieties 
of marie J Umefione^ marbles^ 6fr. Sff . 

When this calcareous earth exifts ifl 
the neighbourhood of a rolcano, theie 
will mott probably be a formation of 
alabafter^ by the union of the fulphuric 
acid with the part of the calcareous earth 
which forms felenite ; alabaf^er being 
compofed of a fulphuric felenite and cal- 
careous earth in its mild ftate t when it 
is burnt it is called the Plaftn •f Pari't 
and is too well known to need any de- 
fcription. Alabaftcr, when burnt and 
mixed with water, has the remarkable 
property of fudden cryitalization. The 
mixed nature of Plaftcr of Paris being 
admitted, account!( for the phenomena 
exhibited in its burning, extenfion, and 
fudden hardening. When this earthy 
fait is burnt, the felenite lofes its walls 
of crvftalization, and becomes friable: 
the calcareous fpar at the fame time being 
converted into lime by the lofs of its 
acid. In this flate the ptafler is acrid 
and alkaliner, and changes the fyiup of 
violets into a green | unites with acids 
without efFervelcence \ and lofes its good- 
nefs by being expofed to the air, and 
attra£img the carbonic acid fix>m it. It 
abfbrbs water with aridity, and as to the 
folidity it takes fo oppofite to connmon 
lime ) it is owin^ to this circumftance 
that when the Imie has abforbed u 
much water as is neceflarjr for its ex- 
tin£^ion, this felenite, which if inter- 
Iperfed between the particles of the lime, 
(uddenly cryflalises, and produces the 
fame efieft as fand which is interfperfed 
betvreen the particles of the lime, in or- 
der to give the whole folidity. I think 
the above is all that is neceflary to he 
faid to fliew t)\at calcareous earth is the 
production of animal life.

ON THE FORMATION OF ARGILLACEOUS EARTH. 



BY THE SAMS, 



ARGILLACEOUS Earth, common- 
ly called Clay» it found in all 
c^uarters of the globe. Its ufes are va- 
rious t it has the quality of being ren^ 
dcred duflile by mixing with water, and 
is capable of being rendered hard and 
brittle by fire $ even fo hard as to ftrike 
fire with tteel : it is uled for f^ottny^ 
hrickiy &c, &c. When pure, it is ca- 
pable of ftandin^ the greateft heat we 
are able of applymg, without vitrifying, 
but will vitrify ia a very moderate heat 
when mixed with calcareous earth, lead, 
&c. The following are the true cha- 
riAerifticks of argillaceous earths :— 
When mixed with water they are ren« 
dered fo duAile as to be capable of af- 
luming a variety of forms, and when 
united with the vitriolic acid they cannot 
be precipitated by the addition of the 
fuccartne acid, diiferin^ in this refpeA 
£rom all other kinds ol earth, terra pen- 
derofa ex^fepted. It is generally found 
lying in large quantities immediately 
under the vegetable furface ; and in re- 
^lar lamina, mixed with fileceous earth 
in a linail proportion, unlels it has been 
difturbed. When mixed with calcareous 
earth it is called marlc. Having given 
t. fhort defcription of its u(e and qua. 
litiea» I ftiall endeavour to account for 
its formation by the following experi- 
ment. 

EXPERIMENT. 

Having colle^ed a great quantity of 
land and water f nails ^ 1 put them into a 
tub, and covered them with rain water, 
where I kept them three months ; at the 
end of which, upon examining the tub 
in which they were contained, I found 
the bottom of it covered with a con- 
iiderable quantity of a white fediment ; 
and that the fnails, during that period, 
had multiplied amazingly. The tub 
wrat expoied (o as to be fupplied with 
rain water during that period. Trying 
this fediment by various chemical tefts, 
I found it to be clay mixed with a (jnall 
portion of calcareous earth. I have 
twice repeated this experiment with the 
iame relult. The next thing that oc- 
curred to me was, how this argillaceous 
earth came into the tub. I have (hewn 
in the foregoing paper that animals have 
a power ot generatuig caicareotti tfarth, 
4 ■ 



but we were entirely igjiionmt that any 
rpecies of animal could form argillaceoua 
earth ; but I have everv reafon to con- 
clude that it is formed by the(c animals, 
or how could it have come into the tub 
which contained them ? This myftery* 
however, vaniihed, on coniidering tlat 
marie is compofed of calcareous eartU 
mixed with one half of argillaceous earth* 
And on examining the feveral fpecimens 
of it which I found means to procure* 
I difcovered the calcareous part of it to 
confiil of the (hells of thele fnails. On 
attentively examining the places whence 
it is dug up, it will be geneivliy found 
in thole which are as it were locked up- 
by nature, or which form « kipd of 
lough or dam, and have fince been filled 
up by the cobimon procefs of time* 
This appearance is fo ftriking that the 
common people, on feeing one of thele 
places, fink their pit with a certainty of 
finding marie and white clay, as we 
always find marie compofed of ftdb 
mixed with white clayt and that that 
day is formed in the mcthcd of the fore- 
eoing experiments by theie animale. 
So that we may fafely conclude, that fome 
animals polTels the power of forming 
clay as well as calcareous earth. And 
as I have, in the foregoing paper on the 
formation of calcareous earth, mewn that 
the huge mailes of calcareous earth found 
on the furface of the j^lobe are the pi'o« 
duflion of animal life, or the creative 
power of animals, we may likewife con- 
dude, from the foregoing experiment, 
that all the argillaceous earth which we 
find on the furface of the globe is like- 
wife the produdion of animal life \ for 
if one animal has the power of forming 
one kind of earth, why (hould not another 
animal have the power of forming a 
different fort. It now remains to fbew 
why clay is fo often found 6ree from a 
mixture of calcareous earth, and which 
animals are fo apt to generate in common 
with clay. I do not fay that the frelh- 
water fnail is the only animal that has 
the power of generating clay» but that 
it is generated by many animsds which 
experiments have not yet reac^Led } for 
otherwife, clay would always be found 
mixed with calcareous earth. ^ Yet this 
will not hold good when we coofider that 
calcareous earth is folubitrm water, and 
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clay is not ; for the dreams of water 
loon diffblvc the calcareous eartli^ and 
leave the clay pure. But if it has not 
been expoftd to a ftream of water, we 
find it mixed with the exuvi« of animals, 
9Dd in that Hate it is called marie. .Thia 



appears to me to be the rood probable 
account of the origin of clay or argil- 
laceous earth.— That it is formed by the 
creative powers of animals aa wtll as 
calcareous earth.

fcvcral years that he has lived in this 
caftle, met with thofe rebukes, and been 
niade a fubjeft for that fort of ribald 
licentioufncfs of fpeech, which mult have 
been in the higheft de^ee trkfome and 
©flfcnfirc to a perfon of his courage and 
fenfibility/' 

*' Whatever ribaldry or difrefpeft I 
may have encountered in your family, 
my Lord Adelfrid,'* faid Target, *« they 
were courted by me : I Itood in the midft 
of your numerous vifitors and dondeftics 
as a huity at which they were at liberty 
to Jevcl the (hafts of their wit.

The 
ancient Saxon hofpitality and beneficence 
were confpicuous in every part of hit 
demefnes. His knights adopted the 
example fet them by their Lord. The 
twelve days were a period by much too 
circumfcribcd for the fcftivity which 
thefe events excited: a fcftivitv which 
was founded upon the bafis of tenfe and 
virtue J for the vifits of Adelfrid, ac- 
companied by Edgar Atheling and WaU 
ter, to his various eftates, made a part 
of it ; where the Baron had ocular de- 
monitration of the fituation of his valTals^ 
and by well-timed encouragement, gifts, 
and indulgencies, rendered them in every 
refpeft the objc^s of the envy of their 
neighbours, whether Norman or Scotch* 

Thefe tranfafl ions were too public t^ 
efcape the notice of William j he had ^ 
early intimation of them, and had indeed 
taken rtrong mea lures to have reprc (Ted 
the popularity which he faw with con- 
cern, in fpight of his private oppofition, 
Adelfrid, ^gar, and the Saxons, were 
acquiring. 

The arrow of an attendant fruftrated 
the vengeance of the Monarch I Henry 
the Firlt by indire^ means afcended the 
Throne. Forced by the inftability of 
his fituation to make concefTions to the 
people, he inftantly proclaimed a pardon 
tor Morcard j Edgar Atheling was re» 
ceived into favour ; Walter and Matilda 
virere invited to Court, whither an un- 
fuccefsful attempt was made to attra^ 
Adelfrid. 

In this fituation Matilda, having ao- 
cefs to the King, frequently mentioned 
to him the beauty and accomplilhments 
•f the friend and coispaoitD of her youth,

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Matilda, the daughter of Malcolm. 
Stimulated by her rcprefentation, he 
proporcd a treaty that ended in a mar- 
riage,- which not only reftored thefe two 
friends to each other, but the Saxon line 
to this country. 

Upon the abdication of Donald, Wal- 
ter and Matilda returned io Scotland j 
where, after a feries of happy years, they 
tlofed their lives In- peace-*, and the me- 



mory of the important event which hat! 
been in thefe pages recorded, was im. 
preflfed upon the public mind, and bt- 
camc a traditional theme, by the cir- 
cumftance that tht child fo providentially 
preferved, aflumed the name of Stuait 
irdm the office of his father, and was 
the founder of a Roya:l family, equally 
celebrated for their virtues, their taicDl^ 
and their misfortunes.

*' X/flSS Frances Braddoclc was de- 

^'- fcendcd from one of the beft fa- 
milies in the kingdom *, and cams in 
joAciTion of a large fortune upon her 
lifter's deccafe. She had early in life 
been introduced into the beft company, 
ind contra^lcd a paflion for elegance and 
txpcnce. It is ulual to make the heroine 
of a ftory very witty and very beautiful j 
Smd fuch circumltances are lb furcly ex- 
•efled that they arc Icarce attended to. 
But whatever the fineft poet could con- 
ceive of wit, or the moft celebrated painter 
imagine of beauty, were excelled, in the 
perfecliohs of this young lady. Her 
fiiperiority in both was allowed by all 
who either heard or had fecn her. She 
was naturally gay, generous to a faulty 
J(ood-natured to the higheft degree, af- 
lable in converfation \ and fome of her 
letters and other writings, at well in 
Verfe as profc, would have ihone amongft 
f hofe of the moit celebrated wits of thi« 
or any other age, had they been pub- 
Hlhed.

relieved diftrefs, by putting herfelf into 
the circumftances or the objcfl whole 
wants (he fupplied. 

«* She was arrived at the a^c of nine- 
teen when the crowd of her lovers, and 
the continual repetition of new flattery, 
had taught her to think ihe could ncvof 
be ferfaken, and never poor. Young 
ladies are apt to cxpeft a certainty o? 
fuccefs from a nurnber ot lovers ; ani 
yet I have feldom feen a girl conrtet 
by an hundred lovers, that found at 
hufband in any. Before the choice ii 
fixed, (he has either Iptt her reputation, 
or her good fenie 5 and the lofs of either 
is fuflficient to conlign her to perpetual 
virginity. 

Among the number of this vounj 
lady's lovers was the celebrated S— *-» 
tvho at that time went by the name d 
the good-natured man f- This Gentlc- 
man,,with talents that might have done 
honour to humanity, fuffered himfelf tg 
fall into the loweft ftatc of debalcment. 
He followed the di6^ates of every new 
j^lTion ; his love, his pity, ms'gencro- 
iity, and even his frienduiips, were iD 
in cxcefs.

** It improbable that he, tboughtlefs 
Creature, had no other profpeft from this 
*mour but that of paffing the prefcnt 
momenta agreeibiy* : he only courted 
ffiifllpatidn, but the lady^s thoughts were 
fixed on happinefs. At length, how- 
ever, hi« debts amounting to a confi- 
derable fum, he was arretted and thrown 
Into prifon. He endeavoured at Hrtt to 
Conceal his fituation from his beautiful 
miftrefs ; but fhc foon •amc to a know- 
ledge of his diftrefs, and took, a fatal 
refolution of freeing htm from confine - 
imtnt by difc barging alh the demands of 
his ereailVe. 

** Mr, Nafli was at that time in Lon- 
donj and reprefentcd to the thoughtlefs 
young lad^', that fuch a meafure would 
effeftually ruin both j that fo warm a 
concern for the interefts of Mr, S— - 
Would in the firft place cjuitc impair her 
fortune in the eyes of our fexj and 
what was worfe, leflen her reputation in 
thofe of her own. He added, that thus 
bringing Mr. S— — from prifon would 
be only a temporary rch'ef j that a mind 
fo generous as his would become bank- 
rupt under- the load of gratitude; and 
iBitead of improving in friendfhip or

This woman's name was 
pame Lim/fey, a creature who thougk 
vicious, was in appearance fanflified 5 
and though defigning, had fome wit and 
humour. She oegan by the humblell 
afTiduity to ingratiate heifclt" with Miiii 
Braddock j (hewed that ihe could be 
amufing as a. companion, and by frequent 
offers of money proved tha^ (he could 
be ufeful as a triend. Thus by degree^ 
(he gained an entire afoendant over thig 

f>oor, thoughtlefs, deferred girl 5 and in 
efs than one year, namely a^;jut 1727 ♦ij 
Mifs Braddock, without ever tranf- 
erelTing the laws «f virtue, had entirely 
loft her reputation. Whenever a perfqn 
was wanting to make up a party for play 
at *Dan)e Limifey^i^ Sylvia, as (lie was 
then familiarly called, was lent for, and 
was obliged to fuffer all thofe flighty 
which the rich but too often let fall 
upon their inferiors in point of fortune. 

** In moft, even the greatett minds, the 
heart at laft becomes level with themean- 
ncfs of its condition; but in this charm« 
ing girl it ftruggled hard with adver-r 
(ity, and yielded to every encroachment 
of contempt with fullen relu6lance, 

«* But though in the courlc of three 
years (he was in the very eye of public 
mfpcftion, yet Mr. Wood the aiclute«il 
avers, that he could never, by the llri(!flcft 
obiervations, perceive her to be taiiited 
with any other vice than that of fuifcring 
herfelf to be decoyed to the gaming 
table, and at her own hazard, playing for 
the amuiement and advantage ot others. 
Her friend Mr. Nafh therefore thought 
proper to induce her to break off all 
conneflions with Dame Lindfcyy fnd to 
rent part of Mr. K^oott^ houfe, in Qu^een*s« 
fquare, where (he behaved with the ut- 
mo(t complaifancc, regularity, and virtue. 
«* In this fituation her deteftation of 
life ftill continued ; (he found that time 
would infallibly deprive her of part of 
her atti-a^ions, and that continual foli- 
citude would impair the rett. With thefc 
reflcAions (he would frequently entertain 
hericlf and an old faithful maid in the 
vales of Bath, whenever the weatlier

eaiieft, and which was attended with the 
imalJeft pain. When tired with exercife, 
ft\e generally retired to meditation, and 
fhe became habituated, to early hours of 
fleep and reft. But when the weather 
prevented her ufual exercife, and her 
ileep was thus more difficult, (he made it 
a rule to rife from her bed, and walk 
tbout her chamber, till (he began to find 
an inclination for repofe. 

" This cuftom made it neceflary for 
her to order a burning candle to be kept 
all night in her room. And the maid 
vfually, when Ihe withdrew, locked the 
thamberdoor, and pulhing the key under 
it beyond reach, ner roiftrefs bv that 
conftant method lay undifturbed till feven 
o'clock in the morning ; then ftie arolc, 
unlocked the door, and rang the bell as 
a figna) for the maid to return. 

*• Mr. Wood and part of his family 
vrere gone to J-ondon j Mifs Braddock 
was left with the reft as a Govcrncfs at 
path. She fonactimcs faw Mr. Nafli, 
and acknowledged the friendfliip of his 
admonitions, though (he refufed to ac- 
cept any other marks of his generofity 
than that of advice. Upon the clofe of 
the day in which Mr. Wood was ex- 
peftcd to return from London, ihe ex- 
preHed fome uneafinefs at the difappoint- 
ment of not feeing him i took particular 
care to fettle the affairs of his family ; 
and then, as ufual, fate down to medi- 
tation. She now caft a retrofpe6l over 
her paft mifcondu6>, and her approach- 
ing miicry i fhe faw that even affluence 
pave her no real happincfs, and from 
indigence fhe thought nothing could be 
hoped but lingering calamity. She at 
length conceived the fatal refolution of 
leaving a life> in which fhe could fee no 
corner for comfort, and terminating a 
Icene of imprudence in fuicide. 

•* Thus refolved, fhe fate down at her 
ilintnc-room window, and with cool in- 
trepidity wrote the following elegant 
lines on one of the panes of the window ;

** Still may*fl thou fly the eoward mad tbm

*' She then went into company with thm 
moft chearful ferenity, talsLcd of indif-* 
ferent fubje^s till fupper, which f)ic or- 
dered to be got ready in a little library 
belonging to the family. There fhe 
fpcnt the remaining hours, preceding 
bed time, in dandling two of Mr. Wood'i 
children on her knees. In retiring from 
thence to her chamber, fhe went into the 
nurfery, to take her leave of another 
child, as it lay fleeping in the cradle. 
Struck with the innocence of the^ little 
babe's looks, and the confcianfneis of 
her meditated gutit, fhe could not avoid 
burfting into tears, and hugfing it in 
her arms ; (he then bid her old fervant a 
good night, for the firft time fhe had 
ever done fo, and went to bed as ufual. 

<< It is probable fhe foon quitted her 
bed, and was feized with an altematioa 
of paHions, before fhe .yielded to the 
impulfe of defpair. She dreifed herfclf 
in clean linen, and white garments of 
every kind, like a bride-maid. Her 
gown was pinned over her breaft, juft as 
a nurfe pins the fwaddling clothes of aq 
infant. A pink filk girdle was the in- 
flrument with which me refolved to ter- 
minate her mifcry , and this was lengthened 
by another made of gold thread. The 
end of the formtr was tied with a noofe, 
and the latter with three knotty at a 
finail diiUnce from one another. 

" Thus prepared fhe fate down agaia 
and read j tor fhe left the book open at 
that place in the ftoiy of Oljmfna in the 
Oriantfo Furiofo of Artqfto fi where, by 
the perfidy and ingratitude of her bofom 
frtend, fhe was ruined, and left to the 
mercy of an unpitying world. This 
tragical event gave her trefh fpirits to go 
thrx)ugh her fatal purpofc ; fb .ftaoding 
Vpon a ftool, and iinging the girdle 
which was tied round her neck over a 
clofe t door that opened into her chamber j 
fhe remained fulpended. Her weight, 
however, broke the girdle, and the poor 
defpairer tell upon the floor with fucli 
violence, that her f^ll awakened a work- 
nian that lay in the houfe, about half ao 
hour after two o'clock. 

<* Recovering hcrftlf, fhe began to

** Her old maid continued in the morn- 
ing to wait at ufual for the ringing of 
the bell, and protraded her patience 
iiDur after hour till two o*ciock in the 
afternoon ; when the workmen at length 
entering the room through the window, 
found their unfortunate mittrefit dill 
hzngin^ and quite cold. The coroner*s 
Jury bemg impannelled, brought in their 
▼erdi^ Lunacy } and * her corpfe wa« 
next night decently buried in her father*^ 
£rave, at the charge of a female com- 
panion with whona fhe had £or many 
years an infeparable intimacy. 

** Thus ended a female wit, ■ toaft, 
Mnd a gameiier; loved, admired, and 
forfakcn. Formed for the delight of 
fociety, iallcn by imprudence into an 
obje^ of pity. Hundreds in high life 
lamented her fnte, and wiflied, when too 
jatCy to rediefs her injuries. They who 



once had helned to impair herfosttme* 
now regretted that they had aiUfted in {o 
mean a purfuit. The little effefts /he 
had left behind were bought up with the 
grcateft avidity by thofe who defu^d to 
preferve lonie token of a companion tha^ 
once had given them fuch delight. 
The remembrance of tvuy f irtue dte 
was poflelTed of was now improved by 
pity. Her former foUiea were few j hi^ 
ihe lafl fwellcd them to a large amount s 
and ihe remains the ftrongeft inllance ti| 
poilerity, that want of prudence alone 
alnioll cancels every other virtue.'* 

To this account o( Dr. Goldfmith wc 
ihall only add, that this unhappy ca« 
taflrophe took place on the Sth, or rather 
9th of Stptcmocr, 1731. When her 
brother, afterwards General Braddock, 
heard of the fate of his fifter, he had the 
infenfibility coolly to obferve, that die 
had only tied hrrfelf ir^ f rom play. S* 
unfeeling a remark muft greatly djminiik 
any concern which mi^ht arife from r<r- 
£e6Uon on his own unfortunate end be- 
tween twenty and thirty years after -» 
wards. — Sditoji.

The letter to his conftituents, fuppoled 
to have been never before printed in 
London, was infcrted in moft of the P^* 
riodical publications of the time, and is 
to be found lu our Magazine for May 
>797. p. 300- 

Chapter the 6th is devoted to Dr. John 
Butler, Bilhop of Hereford y and Chap- 
ter the 7th contains fome curious par- 
ticulars relative to Charles Townfcnd.

The woman applied 
to Sir Ftctcher Norton, who advifed that 
m motion (hould be made in the Court of 
7Ctng'*s Ber^ch for a peremptory man- 
damus to the Juftices to proceed in that 
filiation. The motion was accordingly 
made by Mr. Mansfield. 

'* The Lord Chipf Juftice Mansfield 
received it with marks of anger and 
furprife ; he faid he did not underdand 
what was meant by fuch collufivc mo- 
tions, unlefs it was to draw from that

'* Sir Fletcher Norton then eot up and 
Did that the party was his ciient ; that 
liis Majefty's fubjc6ls when injured had 
a right to redref* fomewhere or other ; 
and that he knew of no place where iuch 
redrcls could be legally applied for, but 
in the Court of King's Bench j that 
therefore be had advifed the motion. 

" Lord Mansfield upon this began to 
flourifh in his ufual llyle upon the Sacred 
privileges of ambalTadors, and the law 
of nations, &c. &c. repeating fomething 
about coilufivt motions, and took liotice 
that the application for rcdrefs ought 
jreguhu^y to have been made to Count 
iBruhl, 05 to his Majefty*$ Atttrney- 
Genend. 

** Mr. Judice Afton faid deliberately, 
that he agreed entirely with the Lord 
Chief Juftiee, and that the motion ought 
not to be granted .' 

•* Sir Fletcher Norton then faid, that 
after he had declared bimfflf the advilcr 
of the motion, he did not expert to have 
heard it called lollufive \ that he delpiled 
and abhorred all ideas of collufion as 
much as any man in that court ; that it 
was the firft time, and he hpped it would 
|»e the laft, that he fhould hear the Court 
lifKing*^ Bench refer an injured fubjc^ 
•f fengland to a foreign M^mjlery or to 
40 Jittotney-GiJifral^ for redrefs ; that 
the laws of this country had not left his 
Mi^'eft/'c fubje^s complaining ^f ia^ 



Jury, without a legal and certain pro- 
tcrfion ; that their claim was a claim of 
r'r^hti upon which the Court of King^a 
Bench had full authority to inquire, and 
tnufl determine ; that It his clients were 
injured, he fhould always brine them t« 
that Court for rcdrefs, let who would 
have committed the injuiy ; and that h» 
would take care that that Court Jbould 
do them juftice; that his motion wa« 
proper, ^xA Jhould not be withdrawn. 

*» Judge Yates then faid, that the 
rcafons offered by Sir Fletcher Nortoa 
had clearly convinced him ; that he 
had not the lealt doubt of the authority 
of the Court to prote£l his Majefty'i 
fubjefls ; and that for his part he fliould 
never refer them either to, a foreign 
minifter, or to an officer of the crown ; 
that he thought the motion perte6^Jr 
regular, and that it ought to be grantei 
«* Judge Aiton then began to recant. 
He /aid, that he was always glad to be 
convinced of a miilake, and happy in 
having an early opportunity of acknow- 
ledging it ; that from what his brother 
Yates and Sir Fletcher Norton had faid, 
he faw clearly that his firft opinion had 
been erroneous, and that he agreed the 
motion ought to be granted. 

** Lord Mansfield then in great con- 
fufion faid, tbat be JbouUl take tinie t9 
confider of it.

** Thus wickedntls and foliy were 
defeated, and the unhappy foreign "MI- 
niUcr, in fpite of the law of nat/onsf was 
obliged to comply with the law of ««• 
'/ure, and to provide for his child.*'

An Authentic Account of an EmbafTy from the King of Great Britain to the Em- 
peror of China, ice.

*T^hc hall of audience furaiihed alfo 
•■■ another object of curiofity, (Irikingat 
leaft to Grangers. On fevcral tables were 
|»laced in frames, filled with earth, dwarf 
pines, oaks, and orange trees, bearing 
fruit. None of th«m exceeded in height 
two feet. Some of thefe dwarfs bore all 
the marks of decay from age 5 and upon 
the furface of the foil were interfperfed 
fmall heaps of ftoncs, which, in pi'o^or- 
tion to the adjoining dwarfs, might be 
termed rocks* There were honey- combed 
and mofs-grown, to help the illufiun, and 
So give an antique appearance to the 
whole.

Sir George Staunton gives ui in the 
three following pages a minute detail w 
the method by which this dijhrtion of

Mr. Maurice, in his learned difqoin- 
tions on India, gave credit to ;he Cjn- 
ncfe for a veiy early acquaintance with 
the powers of the magnet. In our te» 
'vie-w of thofc efayt, we doubted whether 
that haughty nation did not in thisi *« 
well as in fome other inftancei, awf'^ 
more than it could maintain. The w- 
forpaation, howevet, fuppUid by the pf«- 
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Sent KmbaflTy if favourable to Mr. Mau • 
ricc^s opinion. The following particulars 
contain the I'ubftance of what our travel* 
Icrs were able to gather of the knowledge 
of the Chlnele on this infcrutable at^ 

The nature and the caufe of the quali- 
ties of the magnet have at all times been 
Aibjc^s of contemplation in China. In 
Europe it has been thought that the 
needle has its chief tendency to the north 
poU \ but in China the foutb alone is 
confidered as containing the attraftive 
power. The Chin^ fc name o'( the com- 
pafs iifig nang'Cbtngy or needle pointing 
€0 the foutb \ and a diftinguiOied mark is 
fixed on the needle's y&iif/^^r« pole, as upon 
the northern in the compafs of the Euro- 
peans. 

The Emj>eror Caung-Shee, grandfather 
to the prelcnt reigning fovereign, and 
^ho had rot been inattentive to the phi- 
lolbphical opinions of the learned Mil'- 
lionaries at his Court, writes thus on this 
occ-alion : ' 

*/ I have heard the Europeans fay, that 
the needle obt7s the north. In our old- 
«ft records it is faid, that it turns to the 
ibuth ; but as neither have explained the 
caufe, I lee little to be gained in adopt- 
ing one opinion in preference to the other. 
The ancients however ai-e fiilt in date ; 
«nd^ I am more and more convinced of 
their knowledge of the mechanifm of 
nature. Moreover, as all a6lion ?rows 
languid towards the mrth, it is lels likely 
that the virtue (hould proceed from thence 
which gives motion to the magnetic nee- 
dle." 

An alluflon is made to this property 
of the magnet in the books of Chinele 
mythology. It is there told, that in the 
reign of Chinnong, a rebel named Ta- 
hoo-yoo had found the means of creating 
a thick fog, the better to elude his ene- 
mies. But the Emperor invented a ma- 
chine, conljfting of a figure ftanding in a 
chariot, with one ami Itretchcd out, and 
pointing always to the fouthward, which 
enabled the imperial troops to follow the 
proper track for difcovering the rebel. 

The Emperor Caung-Shee was well 
aware that the needle does not always 
point direflly either to the fouth or 
north ; and that this declination is not 
the fame in all countries, nor invariable 
in the fame place j but the fphere of Chi- 
ntie navigation is too limited to Uave 
afforded experience for forming any fyf- 
tem of laws fuppofcd to govern the varia- 
tion of the needle. Their knowledge of 
the gene ral p olarity of the magnet an*

fwers every purpofe in praftice to that 
nation: and their reicarchcs upon molt 
fubjc(5l8 item to have becndlrefted chiefly 
by the immediate profpeft of 'UtUity re- 
(iilting from the continuance of every 
particular purfuit. 

TheChinefe pilots foon perceived how 
much more eflfential the peileftion of the 
compafs was to the bolder navigators of 
Europe than to thcmfelves, as the Com* 
manders of the Lion and HindolVan^ 
trufting to that inltrument, ftood out di*- 
reftly trom the land (cbu-fan) into the 
open fca. 

While the Britifti Ambaflador and 
his attendants were coaiting along the 
fliores of China, they were regularly 
andcopioufly fupplied with provxnons by 
the munificence of the Emperor. It may 
not be unamufing to compare the lift' <i* 
articles, both with rcfpeil to their variety 
and their abundance, with that liated by 
Bell in his travels, as furnidied by expreu 
order of the Emperor, called Bogdoi- 
Chan, to Monf. de Langc, agent of 
Ruifia at the'Court of Pekin in 1719. 

To Lord Macartney were fent at once 
twenty bullocks, one hundred and twenty 
fheep, one hundred and twenty hogs, one 
hundred fowls, one hundred ducks, one 
hundred and fixty bags of flour, fourteen 
cheftsof bread, one hundred and fixty bags 
of common rice, ten chgfts of red rice, 
ten chefts of white rice, ten chefts of 
fmall rice, ten chefts of tea, twenty two 
boxes of dried peaches, twenty- tv^*-© 
boxes of fruit preferved with fugar» 
twenty-two chefts of plumbs and apples, 
twenty-two boxes of otbras, twenty-two 
boxes of other vegetables, forty balkets 
of large cucumbers, one thoufand 
fquafhes, forty bundles of lettice, twenty 
meafures of peas in pods, one thoufand 
water melons, three thoufand mu(k le- 
mons, befides a few jars of fweet wine 
and fpirituous liquors ; together with 
ten chefts of candles, and three baikets of 
porcelaine. In the fame plentifuland 
giatuitous manner were provifions con- 
ftantly fupplied, without difBculty or 
delay. 

De Lange, indeed, had not the rank of 
an AmbaSador, being little more than 
an Agent to fuperintend tht commercial 
interefts of RuiTia at Pekin ) but ftill 
as he refided there by the immediate of* 
ders of his Czarifh Majefty, and was r«- 
ceived very gracioufly both at Pekin and 
Zhe-hol by the Chinefe Monarch him* 
felf, it might have been imagined that 
hofpitality would have been mcwn him 
in a lefs fcanty manig^i^oOQl. ^, 
E e c ^ The 
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The lift It at follows, in which, except- 
ing in the Angle article of the flieep, which 
it was iropomble to have confiuned in a 
fingle day, and which, indeed, bears fo 
unequal a proportion to the reft as to be 
almolt unintelligible, every other parti- 
cular (hews the marks of an economy not 
a little parfunonious : One filh,oneyii^^^^, 
one pot of taraifun, one fowl, one bowl of 
milky two ox. of tea, two oz« of butter, 
two ox* of lamp oil, half a Ib/of falted 
cabbage, two imail meafures of rice, and 
£fteen pounds of wood. To the inter* 
preter per day was given one ox. of tea, 
ludf a pound of flour, two oz. of butter,- 
two ox. of lamp oil, two fmall meafures 
office, eight pounds of wood, and every 
nine days a ftteep . To each of De Lange^s 
domeftics was given per day, a pound 
and a half of beef, one oz. of fait, one 
meafure of rice, five pounds of wood. 

Among the articles fupplied to the 
Xmbafly by the munificence of the Em- 
peror, there was always an ample provi- 
.Ilou of tea ; and here we have a plcafant 
inllance of the force and influence of ha- 
bit. For though green and bohea tea 
of the beft quality was fmniihed to 
the travellers in great abundance, yet it 
was often thought too fi^fli for an Eng- 
lifh palate : and a wi(h was not unfre- 
^uentlv exprentd for Loudon t<a. 

In the Third Chapter of this volume 
(for the account of the magnet and oi the 
copious fupply of providons is related in 
the fecond) we read the circumftances of 
the progrefs of the Embafly up the river 
Pei-ho, in the accommodation yachts 
liimiflied by the Emperor, after cliey had 
quitted the (hips, which were too bulky 
to crofs the bar at its mouth. Several 
currents run into this channel, concerning 
one of which, Yung-Uang-boy or tbe 
graiH'bearing ri'veT^ from the quantities 
of wheat conveyed upon it fiom the pro. 
vince of Shen-fee, Sir G. S. makes an 
acute and ufeful remark for the illuf- 
tration of the hiftory oi this wonderful 
people. 

•* Even at this early flage of the prc- 
fent travellers' route through China, they 
fotind that the Chinefe names of whatever 
had occurred to them in the country were 
not mere arbitrary unmeaning founds, or 
names derived from a foreign origin, but 
had a ftgniflcation in the language which 
ferved to explain the nature and qualities 
of what was io expreflcd j a circum* 
itance which leads to a prefumption, that 
this country had, from the rcmoteft pe- 
riods, been poflcficd always by the fame 
f4ce« retaining through all ages the imx^ 



original idiom, without any material ad* 
mixture with the people or the language 
of other regions. '' 

As they proceeded higher up the river, 
the travellers arrived at length at the city 
of Tien-fmg, the literal fignification of 
which term is Heavenly fj^t^ an appella- 
tion which, it feems, the place claims, u 
(jtuated in a genial climate, a fertile (oil, 
a dry air, and a fercne (ky. It was here 
that the Viceroy of Pe-che-lee, among 
other attentions, gratifled his guelts by 
a dramatic exhibition. A tempo* 
rary theatre was erefled oppofite to 
his Excellency's yacht. The outiide 
was adorned with a variety of briliiaot 
and lively colours, and the infide of the 
theatre was managed, with regard to de- 
corations, with equal fuccefs. During 
the whole day feveral different panto- 
mimes and hiltorical dramas were iuccel- 
(ively exhibited. The performers were 
habited in the dreflcs of the times in 
which they were fuppofed to have lived j 
and the dialogue Ipoken in a kind of 
recitative, accompanied by a variety cf 
mu()cal inftruments, and each paufe was 
fllled up by a loud cra(h. The band of 
mufic was placed in full view behind the 
Itage, which was broad, but not deep. 
This arrangement of the orcbffira fecini 
to us very judicious, though not adopted 
in European theatres either of ancient or 
modem times. For neither is the roufic 
the prime obje£l of dramatic perform- 
ances, nor are its exertions heaixi with (b 
much dilHculty as thofe of doclamatioD, 
or even of recitative. Female chara^ers 
are performed in China by boys or eu- 
nuchs. Unity of place was apparently 
prcferved, as there was no change of fceoe 
in the fame piece. 

One of the dramas reprefented an Em- 
peror of China living with his Emprels 
m fupreme felicity, wlicn on a fudden his 
futye^s revolt, a civil war en(lies, batd<.$ 
are fought, and at laft the arch rebel, 
who is a General cf Cavaliy, overconKj 
his Sovereign, kills him with his own 
hand, and routs the imperial army. The 
captive Emprels then appears upon tbc 
(tage, in all the agonies of deipair. 
WTiile (he is tearing her hair, sind rending 
the (kies with her complaints, the con- 
queror enters, approaches her with re- 
(j>e£l, addiefTes her in a gentle tone, 
(oothcs her forrows with his compa(rion, 
talks of love« and adoration, and, liie 
Richnrd the Thiixl and Lady Anne in 
Shakefpcare, prevails, in lefs than half an 
hour, on the Chinefe Princcfs to dry up 
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Sin! yield to a confbling wooer. Thus 
were our travellers remiiKled of the 
Cnglilh ftage at the dilUnce of fo many 
thoufimd leagues from it. A fpirited 
and chara^ereftic engraving of this icene 
accompanies the quarto edition. 
. While the Embafly continued at Tien- 
fiog, they were viiited by gn:at multi- 
tudes of the civil and military officers of 
the place. Sir G. Staunton*s remarks 
on their behaviour and manners prove 
the uniformity of operation of the fame 
circumftances amidft the endlcfs variety^ 
of cudoms and climates. In feeking out» 
iays he» for the ncarelt refemblance be- 
tween thole Chineii: and Europeans* the 
character of Gentlemen of rank inFrancct 
while monarchy fubfifted there, occurred 
readily to the mind. An engaging ur- 
banity of manners* in(tantaneous tami* 
liarity* ready communicativenefst together 
with a fenfe of feU'-approbation piercing 
through ever^rdiff uifcy and difplaylng the 
vanity of national luperiority» feemed to 
conltitute their charaaer. 

Before Lord Macartney quitted the 
Deighbonrhood of this ciry, tome fymp- 
toms of obilruAion to the fucccis of his 
Erobaify begun to difplay tbemfelvcs.— 
His Excellency was inlormed that a Chi- 
neie» who had long been hovering about 
the vachty defircd to be admitted to his 
pretence. A youth was introduced* 
clean and compoled in his drefs* of a mo- 
deft countenance* and humble in his de- 
portment. He proved to be a young 
neophyte, a (Incere convert to the doc« 
trintrs of Chrift* and a firm difciple of the 
raiflionary* who had regenerated him 
from the paganifm of his anceilors. He 
was devot«l to the commands of his 
gholtly father* and performed now a fervice 
of no little danger, in bringing letters to 
the AmbafTador, without permiflion either 
from the magiftrates of the place from 
whence he came, or thofe where he now 
arrived. For not only fuch conmiunica- 
tioo with a ftranger is not allowed ; but 
even among the natives it is much re- 
trained. There is no eftabliihment of 
a pott lor the ecneral convenience of the 
people through the Chinefe Empire.— 
Exprefles ace continually fenton hon'tback 
to convey intelligence to the Emperor 
alone from every point of his wide domi- 
nions* with a celerity fcarcely exceeded 
even by the lateft improvements of that 
kind in Europe. Difpatches are in one 
day carried one hundred and fifty miles. 
Slower mefTcngers are employed for the 
ordijiary purpoies of Government, and 
the ulc of the Mandai;ines. Thele arc 



charged fometimu, through ptrticular fa- 
vour* with tks packets of individuals :« 
but the Chineie government prelervet 
carefully the cxcluinre urivile^ of giving 
intbmuuion, or withholding it, as it may 
deem expedient* frcm the body of the 
people. 

The Mk of the letters broueht fecretljf 
to the Ambaflador, was dattd at Pekin, 
the feventh of May 1793. It informed 
his Excellency* that the account of the 
intended EmlndTy had reached the Empe* 
ror on the third of the preceding Decem* 
ber ) that he ihewed marks of great &tit- 
f action at the intelligenee* and gave im* 
mediate orders that tSt port of Tien-fing 
ihould be open for the receptton of the 
velTels employed upon the occaiion. 

In the iecond letter firom the fiuoe per- 
fon, dated the fixth of Auguft, a few days 
only before the receipt of it, he acquainted 
the Ambaflador that the Chinefe Govern- 
ment had appointed a Portugucfe Miflion« 
ary (whom he named) to hold himfelf 
in resulinefs to go to Zhe-hol (a country 
palace Qf-4he. Emperor* beyond the srreat 
wall dividing Chma from Tartary), in 
order to perform the office there ofinten^ 
preter ot the Embafly . The letter vrritev 
thought it right to put hit Excellency on 
his guard a^aintt the evil difpofition and 
advcrfe deiigns towards the cngliih na- 
tion of the perfon fo appointed* vrhoft 
oonverfation had already betravcd bow 
inimical he was to the prel'ent Emoafiy, 

Our traveller obferves*. very juftly* om 
thcfe letteis, that though they might bare 
been dictated by a fpirit ot oppofition* 
ambition* or intrieue* neverthelefs the 
alfertion of extraordinary jealoufy on the 
occafionof the EmbaiTv was only a confir- 
mation of what had already been commu- 
nicated upon the fame fubje6l by difinte- 
retted peilbns at Macao. Tliere was» 
perhaps* greater cauie for apprehenfioa 
from the untoward difpofition of the Le- 
gate* who fupcrintendMl and direAed the 
route of the Embafly* and the prejudiced 
reports he might make to the Minitter* 
than from the influence of any Euro* 
pean. 

As they proceeded on their journey* frdk 
reafons fof apprehenfion appeared. They 
began to obferve that they were vratched 
with a degree of jealouly and fuipicion 
beyond what they had heard or rtid of the 
cautious jealouly of China. This change 
was found to be in conlequence of orders 
from the Legate. It was difficult to attri- 
bute unneccirary meai'ures of icttraint to 
ill-humour alone i and no other caule 
could be conjg^^^^^^^t length the in- 
E c e a terprcter 
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teq>retcr diftovertdy firom fcattercd hints 
in the familiarity of dilcoarie with-the 
Mandarims, that diiTatiftfa^) ion had lat<;ly 
been Cirticeived at Court againft the En- 
gKfti- nation ; the only explanation which, 
after nmch diHtoiity^ and with* no (light 
caution, could he obtained on this occalion> 
wag the following : 

In a war which th« Emperor <i£ China 
had waged in the codntrjr of Thibet, hie 
anny mtt with" mort remtance, and fuf- 
fcrcd CTeatcr lofles, than were forefeen 
from uich an ercpiy as was expeded to 
he encottnttred. Some of the Chineie 
officers immediately, fancied that they 
perceived European troops, and the efiFef^s 
oH European difcipline« They dilcovered 
ha/jf theyfaid, as well as turbansi among 
tlieir enemies j the former, it Was 
concluded, could be only Englifh.— 
'I hough the AmbafTador took for granted 
that nciihtr part was true, yet he was 
confident that the beiief of them would 
be fudicient to alienate the adminiliration 
of China from any favourable difpofition 
towards) or conHdence in the govcraraent 
of Great Britain. 

Our author docs not give the Chinefe, 
« lead thole of the higher ranks, credit 
ft>r Ihofe ablkmious habits for which 
they have ul'ually been extolled^ He 
tdU us that tlwugh tea be their gene- 
ral beverage, they drink it between 
meals, and prefent k to their guefts 
on vifits at all hours; ytt jirong^ and 
particularly ffiirkuwts liquors^ are fome- 
times reliAicd by them, efpecially in 
the northern pix)vinces. When the 
company begins to be exhilarated, and 
ibme of the party are deiirous of retiring, 
tlie fame com pulfory devices are delcribcd 
fo be pri^ilLd for preventing their de- 
parture, or recalling them, if already 
gone away, as have Ibmetimes been uled 
<>n fimilaroccafions oi convivtaime}rtmeHi 
in Europe. 

As to eatingy the Mandarines indulged 
theralclves in habits of luxury. They 
ate leveral meais each day of ammalfooJ 
highly feafoned : facb iw^o/ confifting of 
Je*veral courfes. They employed part of 
their intervals of Icifure in fmoaking 
tobacco mixed with odorous fubftancesy 
and fometimes a little opium } or in 
chewtng the araca nut. Though books 
of entertainment^ fuch as b'lftories^ fi<^'h 
and novelty abound in China, reading 
was not there become fo tm*verfal an 
amufement as it is now in all the poli(hed 
p:irts of Europe. Sedentary gratiHca- 
tioTts of the fcnles, rather than cxercifes 
ft tu? bodyi • or plcaAicct of tlw mind. 



feemcd to be the re(biircet pruicrpaLny

This laft remark of our Trtvelkr on 
the little relijb of the Chinefe for Ut^ra-^ 
tttrey combined with the greai abundamce 
of book$i is furcly a very flrange one. 
Is it not uniformly obierved in imtelUQual 
as well as in corporeal conctruit that the 
fupply of the market can oaly be ia 
proportion to the demand ? iad that 
where there are few readers^ there muft 
be fewer writers T 

Though the t/ominion of the Emperor 
of China be unqueftionably ab/olmie, and 
the reverence (hewn him by his fabje^ts 
approach, as will hereaiter appear, to 
adoration, yet a fmg^lar innance ts 
mentioned by Sir G. S. of his fabmiifion 
to their prejudices. The people of China 
have from the earlieft ages confuiered a 
Jolar eclipfe as ominous of ibme general 
cedamity \ and as great pains are taken 
to infpire them with a belief that their 
proiperity is owing to the wifdom and 
virtues of their Sovereign, fo they are 
tempted to attribute to fome deficiency 
on his part whatever they think por- 
tentous. To this inconvenient error the 
Emperor himfelf finds it prudent to ac- 
commodate his conduct. He never vcn* 
tures on any undertaking of importance 
at the approach of fuch an eclipfc, but 
affe^U to withdraw himielf hx>m the 
pretence of his courtiers, to examine 
IbifVly into his late adminiltration of the 
empire, in order to correft any error, 
ibr the commiHlon of which the eclipfe 
may have been an admonition ; and be 
invites his fubje^s to o6Fer lum freely 
their advice. 

With this accommodation to the ^- 
norance of the multitude, (broe astfiU 
attention to the pergonal dignity of the 
Sovereign feems however in truth to be 
united. Hp furely muft be mighty anJ 
facred indeed among the fons oimortnlt, 
wbofe condu^, even in the blameable 
^art of it, is capable of cfFeAing an 
alteration in the fH%fi immenfe aixl mcft 
gloriosts objeQ in natttrem 

On the fubjeA of the Chinefe cere« 
monies of religion we are told, that there 
is a great relemblance between the ex- 
terior forms in the Pagan ^oorjhip of 
their God ¥o^ and thofe of the Roman 
Catholic Cbureb. The Chinefe inter- 
preter of the Embafly, who was a mof^ 
zealous Chriftian of that perfuafiion, and 
even a prieft of the communion, &w 
with regret the Englifli curiouflv exa- 
mining the images of the Chinefe ido- 
iatry, or^ttc^^i^^^^i^^ciwDOoks, left 
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they flxould be (Insck with the fifnUanty. 
Soine of the miifionaries conjei^lured 
that the Chlnele had formerly received a 
glimpie of Chrittianity from the N^orianst 
by the way of Tartary^ others that Si. 
*rb^mat tke Apoftle had been amongit 
them J the likenel's is lb (trong between 
the apparent wor(hip of many of the 
jtf lefts of Foi and that which is exhibited 
in churches of the Roman Catholic faith, 
that a Chinefe conveyed into one of the 
latter, might imagine the *uQiaries he faw 
were i^utxi adoring t\it deities of bis own 
€9untry. On the altar of a Chinefe temple^ 
behind a icreen, is frequently a repreien- 
tation which might anfwer for that of the 
yirrin Maty^ in the ^rfon of 5i6. ir Moo^ 
oj- the iacred n^other, litting in an alcore^ 
with a child in her arms, and rays pro- 
ceeding ^m a circle, which are called a 
^lory, round her head, with tapers Inim* 
ing conitantly before her \ the long coarfe 

fownsof the Ho Sbatsngstov prielts of F09 
ound with cords round the waift, would 
aim«ft equally fuit the triais of the order 
of St. Francis ; the former live, like the 
latter, in a (late of celibacy, refide in mo- 
Jiaderie* together, and impofe occafionally 
upon themielves voluntary penaacey and 
hgorous abftinence. 

Of the domeftit habits of the Chinefe 
we are infonned^ that the old ferfons of a 
family /rv# generally with the young. 
The influence of age over youth is Tup- 
ported by the lentiments of nature, by 
the habit of obedience, by the precepts of 
morality ingrafted in the law of the land, 
and by the unremitted policy of parents to 
that efieA. They who are ualt labour, 
deal out the rules that they had learned 
to them who are riiing to manhood, or to 
thofe lately arrived at it. Plain fentenees 
oi morals are written uf>\vK the common hall^ 
where the male branches of the family af- 
Icmble. la almolt evcrv houfe iv hung 
- up a tablet of the anctitors of the per- 
Tons then refidingin it \ references are 
often made in converl'ation to their actions; 
the defcendants from a common (lock 
vtjit the tombs of their forefathers togc^ 
ther at ftated times : this jomt care, and 
indeed other occafions, colleA and unite 
the moll remote relations \ they cannot 
lofe fight of each other, and feldom be- 
come indifferent to each other^s concerns ; 
Ihe chiM is bound to labour and to pro* 
vide for his parents' maintenance and 
comfort, and the brother for the brother 
and filter that are in extren^ want ; the 
failure of which dutv would be followed 
by fuchdeteilation, that it is not neceflary 
t» csioccc it by pofitivc iaw{ even ihe 



moft didant kinfman, reduced to mifery 
by accident or ill health, has a claim 
on his kindred for relief, manners ftror.g- 
er far than laws, and indeed irxlination, 
produced and nurtured by intcrcourleand 
intimacy, fecure afliliance for him ; tfaele 
habits and manners fully explain the fad, 
which appears extraordinary to Euro- 
peans, that no f^eQacles of dijirefs arc 
leen to excite compafilioa, and implore the 
cofacd charity of individuals. 

The entrance of the Embafiy into the 
city of Pekin, and the appearance of that- 
capital, we (hall defcribe in our auth^-^s 
own words, in the fourth chapter of this 
volume. 

" PekiQ exhibited, on the'edtrancc into 
it, an appearance contrary to that of Eu- 
ropean cities, in which the ftreets are 
often fo narrow, and the houfcs fo loftv, 
that from one extremity of a Areet tf>€ 
houfcs appear at the other to be leaning 
towards and clofing upon each other. 
Hereyifw of the houfes were higher than 
9ne fiory% none more than /wo, while the 
width of the llreet that divided them waj 
confiderably above one hundred feet. It , 
vfztaity^ gay f 2iX\& light fome,^* 

•* The llreet was unpaved, and water 
fprinkled on it to keen down the dud j 
a light handibme building was ere6led 
acrols it, called by the Chineic f>ai loo^ 
which word has been tranilated to mean 
a triumphal arch, though nothing like an 
arch is in any part about it, the whole 
was built of wood, aiul confided of three 
handfome gateways, of which the middle 
is the hi^heft and largcll j over thele were 
con(lru«ed thjce roofs above each other, 
richly decorated, large chaiailers painted 
or gilt upon the uprights and the tran- 
foms, indicated the purpofe for which the 
pai loo was erefled. They are meant to 
compliment paiticular ptrfous, or toner- 
pttiiate the memory of Ibme iuterelling 
event. 

" The firft ftreet extended in a line di- 
really to the weftward, until it was inttr- 
rupted by the eadern wall of the imperii! 
palace, called the yellow wall, from the 
colour of the fmall roof of vamilhed tiles 
with which the top of it is covered, va- 
rious public buildings feen at the lame 
time, and confidered as belongring to the 
Emperor, were covered in the lame man- 
ner ; thofe roofs uninterrupted by chim- 
nies, and indented in the fides and ridges 
into gentle concave curves, with an efte6t 
more pleafing than would be produced by 
long llraight lines, were ai^lomcd wirh 
a variety of figures, cither in imitation 
of real obje^, or mort commonly as mci>e 

works 
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works bf fancy f tht whole ihining like 
sold under a brilliant Tun, immediately 
cau^t the eye with an appearance of 
grandeur in that part of biiildingt where 
«t was not accultomcd to be fought for. 
lininenfe magazines of rice were teen near 
the gate. And looking from it to the 
Iclt, along the city wall, waf perceived 
an elevated edihce, deicribed as an obfer- 
iratory, ere6led in the former dynafty by 
the Emperor Yon^^-loo, to whom tl*e chief 
«mbf Uifhmentt of Pekin are faid to be 
^wing. 

*' In firont of moft of the houfet in this 
main (beet were (hops painted, gilt, and 
decorated like thole ol Tong-cboo-foo, 
but in a 'grander ftyle. Over fome of 
|hcm were broad terraces, covered with 
/liiubs and flowers. BetoiT the doors 
ieveral lanthoms were bung, of horn, 
itiniiin, lilk, and paper, Axed to frames : 
in tarying the form of which the Chineic 
feeined to have cxercifed their lancy to the 
utiRoft. Outiide the (hops, as well as 
within them, was difplayed a variety of 
goods for fale — *• 

The Embafly proceeded through the 
city of Pekin to the open town of Hui^ 
Ticn,between whith and Yuen-min- Yuen, 
tlie autumnal palace of the Emperor, was 
the villa intended for the Ambaflador and 
his I'uice ; which was an inclofure of at 
Wait twelve acres. It contained a garden 
laid out in lerpentine walks, a rivolet 
winding round an jfland, a giove of va- 
rious trcrs, inter fpcr fed with patches' of 
grafs ground, and diverfificd with artifi. 
ciai inequalities, and rocks rudely heaped 
UjKHi each other. The buildings confifted 
of tcveral feparate pavilions, ere^ed 
round Imall courts. The apartments were 
handlbme, and not ill contrived. This 
place had been inhabited by Ambafladors 
from Foreign Courts, pr Mandarines of 
rank from the diitant Provinces, while the 
Emperor was in the adj. in ing palace ; but 
had been now empty for ibme time, and 
wanted repairs. 

In one of the halls of audience of the 
palace of Yuen-min-Yuen, mott of the 
iprelents fent from England to the Empe* 
tor were advantagcouUy pbced. Ttiis 
hall, which leems to kiave been a very 
iplendid edifice, is minutely defcribed. 
But we (hall pals by this to the deicription 
of the Emperor's throne, which was fitu- 
ated in it, on account of the important 
confcquences with w|iich the /at J throne 
menaced diplomatic etiquette* 

•* The tbrcne was placed in a rccefs^i 
A few iteps alcmdcd to it in front, aiui 
•thccs on each iidc. li was not rich or 



gaudy. Over It were the Chtnefe cbara^^ 
ten oi glory and perfe&ion. On each fide 
were tripods, and veflTels of incenfe< Be- 
fore it was \fmall table 9 almofi to be caHed 
an altar y for offerings of tea and fruit to 
the fpirit of the abfent Emperor. If they 
facri6ce to him in his abfcnce, it is not 
furprifmfir that they (houki adore him pre- 
fent. The Ko-teoitf or adoration^ as tbc 
Chtnefe 7c;dr</ exprefles it, conitfts in nine 
folemn proftrationsoftbe My^ tbefvrebead 
ftriktng tbr fl'nr each time. 

Thefe ftrojlernationst it fcems, were cx- 
peAed from the Gentlemen who compofed 
this EmbafTy, and the Legate began now 
to prtfs Lord Macartney to pra^life them 
in his prefence before the tbrome. Several 
circumftances of antecedent bumilicuiwt 
had prepared his Lordfhip for this de- 
mand. Care lyid been taken to%rrite, in 
large Chineie charaAers, upon the flags 
pendent imtn the yachts and land car- 
riages of the Embaffy, Ambqffador bear- 
ing tribttii fftn the country of England* 
Under thefe difficulties, his Excellency, 
fays our Author, determined to try every 
method in his power to gratify the fup- 
poled wiflies of the Emperor, without ^ 
railing in duty towards his own Sove- 
reign. He offered to go tbrongb tbt 
lobole ceremony of frofirationt on condi- 
tion that a fubje^l of his Imperial Majetiy, 
oi rank equal to his own, fhould ^erformy 
before the piBure he had with him ofovr 
Kingy dreffed in his robes of (iate, the 
fame ceremonies the Ambaflador fliould 
obferve before the Chinefe throne. It 
was of importance that this propoial 
fliould be given in writing, and tranllatcd 1 
into the Chinefe language. This was a 
matter of no iniall embariVflment. It was 
a fafl well known, that a native of Canton 
had been tbrmcrly put to death for writing 
there a petition in Chinefe for the Englifh. 
The difficulty was, however, overcome, 
by means of a yuuth (Sir G. Staunton's 
fon), who had acquired an uncommon 
facility in copying the Chineie charader, 
^he Englifti paper was firft tranflated 
into Latin for the uleof the Ambaflador *s 
Chineie intepreter, who did not underfland 
the original. The interpreter explained 
verbally the meaning ot the Latm into 
the familiar language of Chinefe conver- 
iation, which a Chtnefe Cbriftian^ after 
much entreaty, transferred into the proper 
i^yle of oHicial papers. The youth copied 
thia tranflation .iair y when the original 
vough draught was, lor the fecurity ot the 
tranflator, deitroyed in his prelence. 

This memorial, drawn out at length in 
Sir G,Sum.C5«;,^n^r^«^^f«fen^rd. 
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after many obfiru^onty to the Emperor, 
and, in confequcoce, no other obeilance 
was required than inch as is expelled by 
£uro)>ean Sovereigns. We think this 
^ucltion of courtly ceremony was fettled 
very ivifely by the Cbinefe Monarch ; 
for had he compliea with the Ainbafla* 
dor^s propofal, there would have been 
certainly lomcwhat of the rir/iculous In the 
^art to he fuitained by the Mam/arifi, At 
a dexetrous evaGon of a compliment too 
degrading for European habits, the Am- 
baiiador^s device has, indeed, the credit 
of ingenuity ; but had the exchange of 
fro/iraiions 2iSiuz\[y taken place, while it 
would have mortified unprofitably the 
fubjefl of China, it could not have re- 
trieved the tornijbed honours of the Eng- 
/f/b SoLteman. Serioufly, the old maxim, 
ibal tvejbould do as they do at Rome when 
tur are there ^ ought never to be forgotten 
by the Corps Diplomatique, If the Am- 
baflador^s conformity to a long-ejiablijbed 
Jlfiatie ceremony would have contributed 
to fruftrate the great objeSl o^kis mijpon^ 
as our Author. infmuates, he af\ed wifely 
by rcfuHng. In any other view of the 
<]uellion, when we confidcr this as a 
*yW/r«/m^ journey oimany thoufand leagues 
for the purpofe oiremfrjing toe prejudices, 
and of conciliating the affe^ions of the 
Emperor and people of China, to boggle 
at a ceremonial^ abfurd, indeed, in itlHf, 
and indecorcusy but ratified by the ancient 
and uninterrupted pra£^ice of a great 
nation, was a proof, not of the indepen^ 
dence and elevation of true phihfophy^ 
but of an abfurdity and indecorum like 
that which it condemned. 

The t^olttic and ufiful cuflom of the 
Chine'e Princes, of honouring the moft 
important oi Qccupations ^ by putting their 
hand to it one day in every year, it de- 



fcribed by the Abbe Raynal with hi« 
accuftomed tnergv and €lo<fU^nce, Sir 
G. Staunton^s account of the mauer ii 
inore recent^ and more exaQ* 

Adjoining to that part of Pekin, called 
the Tartar City, which is indeed the 
principal part, is another, called, by way 
of diftin^ion, the Cbinrfe City. A fmajl 
part only of this is occupied by buildings } 
the reft is empty, and a part of it in cul- 
tivation. Within this compafs has been 
raifed the Sien-nong-ianfXir rminence^f 
'utntrabli agricuiiurifts. Thither the 
Emperor repairs every fprlng ^ ind, in 
compliance \^th ancient ufages, goes 
through the ceremony of dire^ing with 
his own hand the plough, through a ihiaU 
fiehl, by way of doing honour to the pro- 
fcfTion of the huibandman. After hU 
Majtfty has dire6led that inftrunsent for 
about an hour, a group of peaiant« 
chanting at the fame time round him 
hymns in praife of husbandry, the Princct 
of his Court and Great Officers of State^ 
taking the plon^h by turns, make feveral 
furrows in his preience. They are all^ 
as well as the Emperor himfelf, clothed in 
the garb befitting their new occupation* 
The produce of the ground thus ploughed 
is carefully colle£\ea, and folemnly an- 
nounced to furpafs, in quality and quan^ 
.tity, what any other fpot of equal 
dimcnfions had yielded in the year. The 
celebration of this excmplarv feltival Ss 
made known in thercmoteit village of the 
empire. It gratifies even the bumbleft 
cottagtr^ who is corfoleil in the dif- 
appointmenls which the vicifTitudes of; lie 
feafons freauentlvoccation, by recolU^ing 
that \\\ii calling nas been dignified by tl^ 
adoption of his Sovereign.

The Irord Chancellor role, for the 
purpoii of communicating pcrfonally the 
Thanks of that Hoxife to his Lordthip. 
He con^rratuhted hit Lordfhip upon hU 
acceffion to the honour of a ditHngm(h«d 
ieat in that Houfe, to which his very 
meritorious and unparalleled profcflional 
cs>ndu6t had defervedly railed uim ; tijit 
conduct was fuch as not only merited the 
Thanks of their Lord/hips' Houie, but 
the gratitude and applaule of the Country 
at large : it had been inltrumental, under 
the aufpices of Providence, in eftablifhing 
the fecurity of his Majesty's dominions, 
and fruftrating the aii|bit4ouf and de* 
llruflive deiigns of the en^my. 

Lord Vilcount Duncan replied, that 
he was moft happy in fiixltn? that his 
conduct was deemed to be luch as to 
intitle him to the honour of a feat in that 
Right Honourable Houfe $ and that he 
was impreifed with fentiments of heart- 
felt gratitude for thediftinguifhcd h ^nour 
of their Lordfliips* Vote of Thanks. 
Addreding the Lord Chancellor parti- 
cularly, his Lorddiip faid, his thanks 
were more particularly due to him for 
th« very handfome and polite manner in 
which ne was pleafed to communicate 
their Lordihipf' Vote.

Lord GrenTllIe roffe. He oblcrvcd, 
that he deenned it unneceflary to trouble

ivhich appeared in the papers before the

Houfe J they were fuch as beft fpoke for 
themielves. He then adverted to a 
vaiiety of circumflances relative to the 
Belligerent Powers, for fome time pre« 
yi©us te the Negotiation, from which he 
inferred the untfonn duplicity and itv> 
fincerity of France, as well as tiie im» 
pofing and unwarrantable ambition dr 
her Rulers. His Lord (hip proceeded VO 
detail feveitil circumllances in the con- 
duit of the French Government, fiiore 
immediately conne^ed with the N«po- 
^iation. He dwelt upon their condv^ 
relpefting the firft Tre^ with the E:v 
jNfTor, which they had wantonly in- 
fringed 5 tlieir deceptious overtures aX 
Negotiation with this Country j their 
re-ceding from the principles which fhcy 
themielves had bid down as the bafis of 
Negotiation. On all thde proceedings 
he commented with much ability, and 
evinced the real difpofitions with which 
the French Government wrrc animated 
towards this Country. He vindicated 
with great fuccefs the Iteps taken on 
the part of this Country duting the Ne- 
gotiation, which, he contended, were 
open, fair, and manly, ard fuch as (houU 
Kfft conduce to the attaintnent of a fafe 
and honourable Peace. He would not 
enter into a dircuflion of what particular 
terms would or would not be proper for 
this Country to accede to a Definitive 
Treaty on 5 if he did, he fhould confidcr 
himfclf as fo far betraying his duty ; 
but he infilled that the idea of giving up 
all our acouilitions as a preliminary, 
could only be regarded by the Miniltert 
of this Country as the height of madnefa 
and folly. 

Under thefe impreflions, in wbieh he 
was confident their Lordfhips muft co- 
incide with him, he moved an Addreft 
t» his Majedy, the general fubftancc o£ 
which appeared to be, '< That their 
Lordfhips had taken into their feriout 
coniideration the various papers relative 
to the late Negotiation for Peace, whick 
^4 Majefty was pleaied to ordcc to be

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laid before them; that they highly ap- 

S roved of the meafures adopted by his 
lajefty for the attainment of Peace, 
which were confident with the honour, 
profperity, and true interells of his 
Crown and People ; and that they be- 
held with regret and indignation, the 
inordinate ambition and unwarrantable 
pretenfions of the enemy, by which his 
Alajefty's gracious endeavours to attain 
an adequate Peace were fruftrated i^" and 
concluded with aflurances «f fupport to 
his Majedy, in the warmed and moft 
affe^lionate language. 

The Earl of Damley feconded the 
motion. 

The queftion on the Addrefs was then 
put, and carried nem. dijf. 

Lord Grenville moved for the appoint- 
ment of a Committee, in order to manage 
a coufercnce with the Houfe of Commons, 
for agreeing to the Addrefs, in order that 
it might go to the Throne as the joint 
feufe of both Houfes of Parliament. 

THURSDAY, NOVEMBER 9. 

A deputation of their LorJfhips, con- 
i:iHng of fix Peers, headed by Earl 
iipcncer, attended in the Painted Cham- 
ber, in order to manage a conference with 
the Commons relative to the Addrefs 
Voted by their Lordfhips to his Majefty. 
The ncceflary communications on the 
pfirt of the Peers took place. The de- 
putation from the Houle of Commons 
was headed by Sir Chaj les Morgan. 

FRIDAY, NOVEMBER lO. 

Their Loiti/hips made fcveral arrange- 
ments relative to private bulinels. 

MONDAY, NOVEMBtR 13. 

Lord Hawkeibury, attended by feveral 
' Members, prefentecf a meflage from the 
Houfe of Commons, ftating, that that 
Houfe had concuned, nemine contra- 
dictntty in tlie Addrefs to his Majefty 
propofcd by their Lord(hips. 

TUESDAY, NOVEMBER 14. 

The Lord Chancellor and a few Peers 
attended at three o'clock. 

After prayers were read, the Marquis 
of Sali(bury acquainted their LordHiips, 
tliat his Majefty was pleafed to appoint 
the hour of three o'clock on Wednelday 
for i^ceiving the joint Addrefs of both 
Houfes of Parlianient. 

WEDNESDAY, NOVEMBER 15. 

Lord Minto (late Sir Gilbert Elliott, 
Bart.), and Lord Lilford (late Thomas 
Powys, Efq. Member for Northampton* 
(hire), were introduced in the ufual form, 
fworn, and took their feats. 

T5^e Houfe then* accompanied by the 
•Houfe of Commons, proceeded to St. 



Jameses, with the Addrefs to hit Miyeftf 
of both Houfes of Parliament. 

FRIDAY, NOVEMBER 17. 

The Lord Chancellor ftatcd, that hit 
Majefty was pleafed to make a moft 
gracious anfwer to the late Addreis of 
both Houfes of Parliament. His Lord- 
ihip then read his Majefty 's Anfwer firom 
the Woolfack. 

WEDNESDAY, NOVEMBEH tl. 

The Earl of Moira (Lord Rawdon) 
rofe : He faid, that notwlthftanding the 
decifion of their Lordihips iaft feflion, 
on his motion refpe^ing the affairs of 
Ireland, he felt tne fubjeft fo ftroo?ly 
imprefl*ed on his mind, that he found it 
impofljble not to attempt calling the at» 
tent ion of the Hoqfe again to the ch"- 
cumftances of that Country. The fitu. 
ation of the affairs of* the Empire in 
general, he obferved, were materially tl. 
tertd fmce the Iaft Scffion of Parliament j 
a number of interefting political events 
had taken place : the moft prominent 
amongft thefe, certainly, was the rupture 
of the late Negot iat ion for Peace . This, 
asveas declared by the higheft Authority 
to that Houfe and to the Country, was 
broken off on no trivial or common 
grounds ; it was in confequence of no 
lefs a caufe than a lettled determination, 
on the part of tlie enemy, to fubvert the 
Conftitution and the Government of this 
Countiy. Such a proceeding neccffaiily 
tended to put off the hope of Peace to a 
period far beyond the bounds of ordinary 
calculation. Under fuch ciicumftances, 
and fo fatal a profpe6t, was not the 
policy obvious, nay Iclf-cvident and ab- 
folutely neceflary, of uniting all parts of 
the Empire in the firmeft bonds of con- 
ciliation and unity— to imite the energies 
of the Sifter Country with thofe of Great 
Britain. 

Having premifcd this general principle 
of wii'e and obvious policy, in eftablifti- 
ing a fyftem of Union and Concord be- 
tween the Sifter Kingdoms, bis Lordfttip 
adverted more particularly to the ciixum- 
ftances of Ireland, which was the main 
fnhjeft of his then Addrefs to the Houfe. 
That the commerce of the Sifter King- 
dom was injured, almoft irreparably, was 
upon record ; and this, he had no doubt, 
was to be folely attributed to the fatal 
and deftruftive fyftem adopted for the 
Government of that Kingdom. The 
difcontents which now pervade the greater 
part of the Sifter Kingdom, he had no 
doubt took theit rife from the exceftcs 
permitted by, and the mifapplication of 
Imritie. on^tU^J«t^of,;^overnnl.n^ 
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of that Country. He would even admit, 
for the fake of argument, that fuch ie- 
verities were called for by the conduft 
of thofe whom they were exercifed upon ; 
hut, in the prcicnt critical fituation -of 
the Empire, he would alk, if fuch mea- 
fures were warranted by found policy ? 
He reprobated the ideas which were in- 
ftiicd into the minds of the troops which 
had been fent thither from this Country j 
they were led to confider every native a 
fufpe^ed perfon, and to regard the 
Country as in a ftate of rebellion. With 
rdj>e6l to a change of fyftem, or to con- 
ciliatory meafures, he declared he did not 
yet believe it to be too late. Were the 
present meafures fuffered to continue, it 
was his real and firm belief, ibat the 
c§HHedioH between tbe two Countries 
C9uld not bold Jive years longer. The 
fyftem of coercion had, God knows, been 
tried long enough— -Miniftcrs muft fee 
what had been its deftru6live refult— the» 
very reverfe of what was intended j this 
ihould lead them to a change of meafures, 
and to try the effefts of a lenient fyftem. 
Lord Grenville, after obferving ge- 
nerally upon the nature of the ftatement 
given by the Noble Earl, faid, that it 
would not be necei&ry to trouble their 



Lord/hips at any great length on the 
occafion ; it Aiould appear rather as mat- 
ter of erabarraflment to follow and refute 
regularly an addrefs to their Lordfhips 
which was not concluded by any motion, 
and which feemed, upon the whole, to 
be incapable of being reduced to any re- 
gular form. He was far from being able 
to difcem what fhould alienate the af- 
fections of Ireland. That fuch, how- 
ever, was her prefent difppfition, feemed 
to be more than infmuated by the Noble 
Lord, who feemed difpofed to accufc 
Government of being hoftilely inclined 
towards the Sifter Kingdom, and eager 
to keep up in it a fyftem of coercion. 

The Lord Chancellor rofe ; he deemed 
an interference in the Britifti Parliament, 
in an affair which was clearlv matter of 
internal regulation in Ireland, as a very 
ferious confideration. It would be in 
efFeft a breach of that folemn coropaft 
made with Ireland — of that renunciatioa 
of all controul whatever over the legif- 
lative concerns of that Country, which 
was deliberately made by the Parliament 
of Great Britain. Such a proceeding 
he would never filently fuffer to be called 
a mere matter of form. 

The Houfe then adjourned.

TWO Malters in Chancery brought 
a Meflage from the Lords, ac- 
auainting the Houlc, that their Lord- 
lipsrequefted a conference in the Painted 
Chamber. On the return of the Mem- 
bers appointed to manage the conference. 
Sir C. Morgan reported, that their Lord. 
Ihips requefttd the concurrence of the 
Commons in the Addrefs which their 
X#ordftiips had voted yeftcrday. 

The Addrefs was then, on motion, 
agreed to be taken into confideration, 
with the papers on which it is founded, 
to-morrow. 

FRIDAY, NOVEMBER lO. 

Mr. Secretary Dnndas moved the Or- 
der of the Day for taking into con- 
fideration his Majefty's Declaration on 
the rupture of the Negotiation, and the 
papers conne6led with the progrefs of 
that event j as alfo the Lords' Addrefs 
on the fame fubjed, tranfmitted for the 
concurrence of tbe Houfe. 

On the queftion for the adoption of the 
Lords* Addrefs, 

Sir John Sinclair rofe and propofed 
an amendment to the Addrefs \¥or tbe 



fubftance of tbe Addrefs^ fee Proceedings 
of tbe Houfe of Lords on Wtdnefdaj^^ 
thanking his Majefty for the commu- 
nication, applauding his benevolent en- 
deavours to attain Peace, deploring the 
calamities of War, and cameftly recom- 
mending the adoption of pacific mea- 
fures. 

After fomc converfation, the Amend- 
ment was withdrawn, and the original 
Motion, to agree with the Addrcls of 
the Lords, carried nem. con, 

TUESDAY, NOVEMBER 14. 

An Account of the Ordinary and Ex- 
traordinary of the Navy, and an Account 
of Income of Confolidated Fund, and of 
the Taxes, were prcfentcd. — ^Oidcied to 
lie on the table, and to be printed. 

The Tadcafter Road Bill was read a 
fecond time, and committed. 

Lord Hawkcfbury informed the Houfe 
that he had waited upon the Lords, and 
acquainted' their Lordfhips with the 
concurrence of this Houfe to the Addrefs 
voted by their Lordftiips. 

WEDNESDAY, NOVEMBER 15. 

The Secretary at War brought up the 
Army Eftimatcs, which were ordered to 
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be taken into connderatlon on Monday 
next. 

On the moticn of the Chancellor of the 
Exchcqner, the Ordrrs of the Day were 
poifponed till the afternoon. 

The Hoiife then went in proceflion to 
^t. James's with tht Addreis. On their 
return the Speaker acquainted them, that 
his Majefty had been waited upon with 
the joint Addrcf* oi both Houlrs of Par- 
liament. Hit Majcfty'i anfwtr on the 
occafion was read from the Chair. It 
btrgnn V ith exprefling hit Maj«ffty'» fa. 
tist:»c>ion at the zeal and unanimity of 
Parliament, in manifeftin^ th«ir relo- 
Iwtion to gifc prompt efticncy to the 
recommendation from the Throne. Af- 
ter re-echoing the fentiments contained* 
in the Addrcls, relative to tlie arrogant 
pietenfions, and inveterate animofity of 
fhc enemy to thi» Country, conveys his 
Majefty's reliance on a iuccei'sfui iflue 
to the contell, and concludes with de- 
chrine^ it to hr. his deieimination to fhmd 
4r fallwtrti his j>«rople. 
' Mr. Pirt, in contormity to notice, rofc 
to-tnove for the appointment of a Com- 
mitttt,- to confider the expediency of 
Continuing the rcftri6>ion on the Bank. 
The Houle, he oblcrved, would perceive 
tliat theie vere many obvious circum- 
ftunces, imlep«ndent of the avowed policy 
•f the enemy, which rendered this mea- 
fure of the utmolt importance. At the 
fame time, he faid, it was not his wifh 
to continue it without giving the Houfe 
an opportunity of judging, from the 
operation of the A6t, huw far it had been 
SKiequate to its obje^. For this pur- 
pofc hr moved, •« That a Committee 
fhould be appointed to confider, wliether 
it may be expedient to continue the re- 
itri^ion on the payment of Cafh by the 
Bank of England ; that the Committee 
ihoiild confift of fifteen Members, and 
that it ihould be a Committee of Sev- 
ere cy. 

Thefe motions were agreed to j and 
the Committee ordered to fit forthwith', 
tnd to have power to fend for perlons, 
papers, and records. 

Sir John Sinclair, after beftowing the 
•lli^ieil encomiums on the condu^ of the 
Finance Committee, aflced the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, whether it was his 
intention to propole that they alfo (houid 
refume their labours ? To him it ap- 
peared of importance, as the advanced 
period of the ocflion prevented them from 
e nering into fo extenfive an inveitigation 
ta the lubjc^t rccuired. 
Mr* Pitt le plied ia 



amd ftate^, that it wat alf© hit intention 
to lay before them other impoftanr pa- 
pers, relative to the Finances, and like- 
wife to fubmtt to their coofideration the 
praJHcal measures which had been a* 
dopted by Govemment| ia c6nf«quenc« 
of their reports» 

The Houfe having rciblvad itlelf into 
a Committee of Supply, 

Loixi Arden propoled a long firing aS 
Refolutions, thefirf^ of which was, •« Ic 
is the opinion of this Committee, that 
110,000 feamen, including 10,000 ma- 
rines, at il. 7s. per month per man, be 
voted tor the year 1798.*' 

Mr. Hulfey defined to be infonned how^ 
many were now inrolled and muttered. 
Lord Aiden replied 1x6,000. 
Mr. Hufley faid, there appeared to be 
a reduction from the former vote cf 
10,000 men. In the prefent fitvtation of 
affairs he thought it neceffary to incrral'r, 
rather than dmiimfh our Naval Efhibfife- 
ment, and could not confent to the ic* 
duft ion propoled. 

Mr. ritt laid, he could not be fup- 
poftd, at the prefent conjun^ure, to 
doubt the propriety of keeping on the 
higheft fcale our Naval and Military 
Eltabiiniments ; but when he conirdeitd 
the redu^lion •f the Enemy's Navy by 
tlie vigour of his Majetty's ai-ms, and 
our decided fupcriority at fea, he waa 
confident that x 10,000 would be fully 
adequate to a^ againft any force that 
could be employed againfl this Country. 
The ether Relblutions vrcrc then put and 
carried. They were in liibftance as 
follow :- --a, 64 5,5001. for thirteen months 
pay, at il. 17s. per man — 1,717,0001, 
for Vif^ualUng — 4,290,000!. for Wear 
and Tear— 357,500!. for Ordinaries en 
board— 658,000!. for Marine Ordnance, 
and x,2oo,oool. for Tranfports and Pri* 
foners of War. 

THURSDAY, NOVEMBER 16. 

The Ordnance Eftimates were brought 
up and laid upon the table. 

Mr. Hobart brought up the Report of 
the Committee of Supply. 

The Refolutions ot the Cotinnittet 
were read, and on the motion for their 
being read the fecond time, 

Mr. HufTey, adverting to the hints he 
yefterday threw out, refpefting the ro- 
duflion of our Naval Eftrolifhmcnt, find, 
he had fince confidered the fubje^, and 
on due deliberation was perfuaded that 
any diminution of our Naval Force at 
the prclcnt moment was very improper. 
If I zo,ooo feamen were deemed necrllary 
tht affiimativc^ lait jear, l^g^j b"y<iy<5W^t ^^ ^^^^^^ 
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^ eircumfbmces that embled ut ro diA 
pcn(c with thit complement. He fhould 
rather wHh to fee 10,000 fupernumerary 
leamen voted, than uicuf the Imalleft 
hazard from an inadequate force ; he 
flould therefore oppofe the ReiH>rt. 

The Speaker intonntrd th« Hon, Mem- 
ber, that if he intended to propofe the 
addition of to,oco feanien, it wcxiid be 
neccflary 10 move for the recommitment 
•f the firft Refokition. 

Mr. Huflcy expicflfed hi« aflent to this 
fuggeftion. 

*"Mr. Pitt wiihcd to aflfure the Hon. 
Gentleman, that the number of feamen 
in thf vote wat adequate for every pur- 
po(e of national defence ; and having 
mrlarged upon the arguments he adduced 
the^ preceding night, concluded by giving 
kis negative to any propofition for an 
augmentation of the leamen. 

Mr. Huffey exprefled hi» diiTatisfaf^ion, 
and perfcvercd in his refohif ion to move 
for the recommitment of the firR Refo^ 
kition ; but the motion not being ie- 
«onded, the feveral Refulutions were read 
and agreed to. 

The Report of the Expiring Lawf 
Committee was brought up. 

FRIDAY, NOVEMBKR 17. 

On tlic motion of Mr. Abbot, the 
Refolations of the Houfe, refpefting the 
Expiring Laws, were ordered to be made 
fhinding Orders. 

Mr. firagge brought up the Report of 
the Secret Committee, which was read. 
On- the fubjeifl of the continuance of the 
reflri^ion, the Report flated, on the au- 
thority of the Oovcnwr and Deputy - 
Governor of the Bank, that no incon* 
lenience could arife from the operation 
ofthc A£^; but the Copimittee, on ac- 
count of •< political circumftances,*' 
(meaning the prohabifhy of an invaiion, 
and the pofHbiiity of lending money to 
Ireland) was of opinion that it would 
be expedient to continue the reftri^ion 
•n the pavment of Cafb by the Bank. 

A.Reioiution of the Court of DU 
reaort, of the 26th of OAober laft, was 
Chen read, tt Hated, that Crom the 
flourifhing ftate of the Bank, tht Com- 
pany mi^t iHuc Cafh as before, and re- 
fiim£ afl their former funftiaAS with 
iafcty, if the political exrcumffahees above 
vtftnxd to were difitrent Irom the pre- 
6nt. 

Mr,t Pitt then moved Icf leave to hrinff 
in ft B'lil t\)T continuing the A^ of laft

w)iioh was agreed to* 

Mr. Wilb^fofvt 9M, a^famavk- 



ing on the fcarcity of filver (pecle, movftf 
for leave to bring in a Bill for continuing 
the Aa of the lafl Seffion, for the ifTue 
of fmall promifTory notes. ^ 

Mr. Pitt fiiid, that the deficiency of 
copper coin had been in fome degree 
fuppiied, and that fleps had been taked 
to iflue a fmaller fpecics of gold coin, 
namoly, fevcn fhillin^ pieces, which were 
nearly ready for delivery. The motion 
was agreed to. 

The Houfe refolved itfelf into a Com- 
mittee of Supply, when 689,85^1. to- 
wards defraying the ordinaries of the 
Navy, and 639,5301. for building and 
repairing fhips, were voted. 

In a Committee of Ways and Means^ 
the Land and Malt Taxes were voted, aa 
laft year. 

MONDAY, KOVEMBER 10. 

Mr. Hobait brought up the Report of 
the Committee of Ways and Means, and 
the Report of the Committee of Supply. 
The different Rcfolutions were read ami 
agreed to, and Bills ordered purfuanc 
thereto. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
brought in a Bill for continuing the Aa 
of lali Seffion for rettriaing the payment 
in Cafh at the Bank, which was read the 
fird time, and ordered to be read the 
fecond time to-morrow. 

The Secretary at War rofc to flatc to 
the Committee the different heads of 
Expenditure, or Eftiraate in the War 
Department, for the year enfuing. Be- 
fore he entered upon the ul'ual Itatement, 
he thought it proper to apprife the Com- 
mittee, that iome coniidcrable change- ia 
the fcrvice would appear, though the 
change in the articles themfclvcs would 
not vary materially from lafl year's 
ftatnntrnt. The reflilt of the rrgulsticns, 
as fax as they affeaed the Public Ex- 
penditure, he flated to be a faving of 
951,000!. s but the diminution, he laid, 
did not end here. Troops on foreign 
fenrice were fuppiied at Government ex- 

rsncc, ard a ftoppsgc of twopence- 
alfpenny per day on each man formerly^ 
took place ; but, in confequence of the 
increaled pay, an increaie of 6d. novy 
^•ent back to Government for the fur^. 
niihinf^ of troops on fbrefgn fervicr. 
This alteration, he calculated, would be 
a faving of ioo,oool.vi hi ch, added to the 
former Cam (952,000!.) v.-oi3ld make a 
diffcirnce in favour of the enluing year, 
of more than x,ooo,oool. 

Thefe ftatements he believed he had 
taken under the mark j but in order to 
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cne million, he mentioned the following 
additional alterations as a make-weight, 
▼iz. a fum to be returned to the extra 
feed of cavalry, a further redu^ion in the 
itcruiting fervice, and alio in the foreign 
corps, amounting together to xoo,oool. , 
more. 

The whole force- ' of the Country 
amounted to 78,627 men ; Garrifons, 
which were the troops at home, 48,609 j 
Foreign Plantations, 30,018. This ftate- 
mcnt did not include Ireland and the Eaft 
Indies. Militia and Fencibles, 55>29i $ 
Fencible Cavalry, 6,911 } and as thclc 
corps were now full, there would be a 
great reduftion in the Recruiting Con- 
tingencies. 

He then pointed out feveral other re- 
gulations that had taken place ; the 
refultof which was a difference in favour 
cf the preknt Ellimates, of more than 
eleven hundred thoufand pounds. The 
whole of the Edimates, as appeared from 
the different items ftated in the Com- 
mittee, were about 9,913,0001. 

The Right Hon. Gentleman concluded 
by moving a long firing of Relblutions, 
founded upon the above liatement, which 
were put and carried, and the Report 
oi'dered to be brought up to- morrow. 
TUESDAY, NOVEMBER 21. 

The Small PromifTory Note Bill was 
brought up, and read the firft time. 

Mr. Rofe brought up the Land and 
Malt Bilfs, which were read the lirft 
time. 

Aperfon from the Stamp Office pre- 
(ented the produce of the Game Certi- 
ficates for 1797, as far as the lame could 
be made up. 

Mr. Hobart brought up the Report 
of the Committee of Supply, and the 
different Reiblutions, were read and 
agreed to. 

The- Chancellor of the Exchequer 
moved the order of the day for the iccond 
reading of the Bank Reflriaion Bill. 

The Bill was read without any oppo- 
iition, and committed for to-morrow. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer faid, 
the Houfe would perceive that this Bill 
was conformable to the Aft it i>vas in- 
tended to continue, with the exception 
of which he apprifed the Houfe, when 
he moved for its introdui6lion. The 
exception he alluded to, it would he re- 
coUefted, applied to the reftri(Slion on the 
payment of advances to Government* 
The advances which in future ihould be 
made for the public fervlce, he meant to 
propofe fliould be confined to the Land 
and Malt. If any fum« beyond thf 



ufual eftimate on theie articles ihouU. 
be deemed expedient, he meant to rcfcrvc 
the propriety of granting them to the 
controul of Pailiament. It was there- 
fore his intention to propofe a claufc in 
the Committee for the purpofe abotc^ 
mentioned. 

WEDNESDAY, NOVEMBER 22. 

The Indemnity Oaths Bill was nciA 
the firfl time. 

The Land and Malt Tax Bills were. 
read the fecond time. 

The Order of the Pay was read for 
the Houfe to refolvc itielt into a Com- 
mittee on the Bill for refbraining the 
payment of Cafh by the Bank. 

Mr. Hobhoule oppofed the Speaker*s 
leaving the chair. It had been confi- 
dently afferted by Minifters, that the 
Bank was in a fiourifhing condition, and 
that it might refume its former ope- 
rations. This affertion, he contended, 
was not warranted by the Report of the 
Secret Committee. It appeared that the 
fuiplus of the Company on the nth 
inft. exceeded that on the 27th February 
only i2,6ool. a fum which might prove 
the profperity of a private concern, but 
a trifle to a national infUtution. The 
prefent Bill he confidcred as more ob- 
jcftionable than the laft, as 'its con- 
tinuance was likely to be longer. He 
faw no reafon for limiting it to the end 
of the prelent calamitous contefl that did 
not equally appear before. He ihould 
therefore oppole the Houfe going into 
the Committee. 

Mr. Pitt combated the aflertion of the 
Hon. Member, and denied that his mode 
of arguing was condufive. On advert- 
ing to the Report, Gentlemen would 
find, that the cafh and bullion in the 
Bank have encreafed to an amount of, 
jnore than five times the value of that 
at which they flood on the 25th of Fe- 
bruary lafl, and much above that at- 
which they ftood at any time fince the 
beginningof September 1795. Minifters 
might therefore with great truth affirm, 
that the ll^te of the affairs of the Bank, 
the Company's affets, and their ultimate 
r«:fponiib(ility, would enable them to re- 
fume their accuftomed functions now, 
as well as at any period of oeace, but 
for the nature of the wa* , and tne avowed 
purpofe of the enetoy to attack this 
Country by means of its public credit, 
and to dillrels it in its financial ope- 
rations* 

Major Elford fpoko. in favour of the 
motion, after which the Hoi^fc rcfblved 
i^f into a Commitue,withottt adivifion. 
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Mr. Pitt moved, that the blank after 
«* iimil'' fhould he fUlcJ up with the 
words «< The Conclufion of the prcfent 
War hy a Definitive Treaty of Peace," 
which was agreed Key, 

He next brought up the claufe, con- 
fining the advances to Government to 
I^anflt on the credit of the Land and 
Malt, and on the authority of Specific 
A6ts. The claufe was adopted. After 
going through the other claiifes, the Re- 
port was ordered to be brought up to- 
morrow. 

THURSDAY, NOVEMBER 13. 

Mr. Hobart brought up the Report of 
the Expiring Laws Committee. The 
Reiblutions were read, and a Bill or- 
dered purfuant thereto. 

The Report of the Seleft Committee 
upon the ftate of the Finances being 
brought up, 

Mr. Pitt faid, that as it had b^en 
fu^gefted that the Committee had not 
completely finilhed the objeft for which 
they were appointed, the Houfe would 
have to conmler whether they would not 
re-appoint the fame Committee. He 
Ihould therefore appoint this day fort- 
night for that purpofe. 

Mr. Huflcy oppofcd the Report of the 
Committee on the Bank RcHri^ion Bill 
being brought up. The duration, he 
thought, would rather dimini(h than 
jncreafe the credit, of the Bank, and he 
jwas confident that it would not have any 
cfFeft on the condu^ of the enemy. For 
the«c reafons he wifhed to alter the du- 
ration to one month after the meeting 
of the next Seffion of Parliament. He 
preflcil for fome affurance from the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer before he 
could confent to the Report being brought 
up. 

Mr. Pitt confidercd the aueftion of 
reftri^ion and duration fo clofely con- 
ne^ed, that the one would be nugatory 
without the other ; he could not, theix:- 
fore, give any affurance of his aflent to 
the propofcd alteration, nor could the 
Honourable Member, confident with the 

Gtnciple he had prpfertcd, expeft it.— 
e then adverted to the intimation he 
had given relative to the expediency of 
continuing the Bill as long as the contell 
bore its prefent (hape and complexion, as 
the molt etFe6lual means of repelling the 
meditated attacks of the enemy on our 
territory, with a view to harrafs and 
diftrefs our Public Credit. So far from 
the duration affefting Public Credit at 
homej it would> he was perfuadv^ create 



a feeling of confidence in the ultimate 
relponfibility of the Bank. 

The Report was then brought up, and 
the Amendment read. When the clerk 
came to^the duration claufe, 

Mr, Hufley rcmfwcd his obieftion, and 
urged the propriety of adopting ht« 
fupgeftion. 

Mr: Pitt faid, if the Hon. Member had 
attended to the Bill, he would have found 
that it contained a claufe, authorizing 
the Bank to refiime their operations at 
any period of the War, provided they 
thought they could do fo with lafety and 
expediency. 

The original claufe was agreed t% 
without a divifion, tml the Bill was or- 
dered to be engrolfed. 

Colonel Stanley prefcntcd a Petition 
from the Juiiices of the County pHlatine 
of Lancailer, pi-aying foricave to brin|^ 
in a Bill for removing the Se/iiuns ii-onl 
Lancalter to Prefton. 

He next prefcnted one to the fainc 
eflfeft frorti the Grand Jury of the above 
diftria. 

Mr. Dent gave notice of his intention 
to oppo/e the removal of the Scifioos 
from Lancafter. 

Both Petitions were referred toaSclcfit 
Committee. 

Mr. Hobart brought up the report of 
the Committee on the Scotch Diftillery 
A£>, and Jcave was given to bring in a 
Bill for the continuance of the A^, for 
a time to be limited.

THE BUDGET. 

The Houfe having rcfolved itfelf into 
a Committee of Ways and Means, 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, in 
purfuance of notice, rofe to call the at- 
tention of the Committee to a brief ftatc- 
ment of the Ways and Means for raifing 
the fupplies for the public exigencies 
during the cnfui ng year. He took a 
curfory review of the leading heads of 
Expenditure which he had cccafion to 
provide for, and which he brielly dated 
to be.

The fcheme which he had the honour 
to propofe would be the Icall exception* 
able that could be dcvifetl, and the etncr- 
fltncy of affairs did not permit us to 
^ave any practicable refourcc untried. 
Attcr the advances of the Bank, which 
|ie Ihould propofe to reoay at periods 
not remote, there would rfill remain nine- 
teen millions to be provided for. He 
ihould therefore piopoie, not as a vote 
at prcient, the raifmg, by a geneiaj tax 
within the year, a fum not lef* than feven 
millions, as a facrifice for the preservation 
of all that wc polfcfs. It would ftill be 
ucceflTory to pi'ovide a fum of twelve 
millions by way of l6an, which, ac- 
^oniing to this ftatemcnt, would com- 
plete the fum required. 

The Right Hon. Gentleman now pro- 
cee(ie<l to the chief object, namely, to 
acquaint the Committee of the mode of 
/aiiing the feven millions : this he pio- 
pofed to do by an rncrcafc of the amount 
€>f the AflTclTcd Taxes, regulated by a fair 
Icale, and o|>er3iting as extenHvely as 
poflible over all defcrintions of pcrlbiis, 
according to their ability. 

It appeai-ed, according to the prefent 
ftatc ot the AflTeffed Taxes, about 
?,7co,oool. weie coIledVed from ^bout 
tirvcn or eight hundred thoufand ptrfons, 
and of this number there was realbn to 
believe that fc.ur hundred thouland did 
not contribute a larger fum than fifty 
thoufand pounds. The total fum, he 
remarked, was a little lefs than treble 
^he amount of the annual produce. 
Tlcrc would, howcveri be demands ^m 



Ihoic within the range of the nmfinT* 
whole circumftances would entitle them 
to mitigation ; be meant thofe who Ib' 
habited houles, and were chiefly aifedcJ 
by the accumulated duties, as the oU 
duty of 17S9, the Commutation duty, 
and the late reeulations on windows, &c. 
The other dais, he faid, confiftcd chiefly 
of articles of luxury^ as fenrants, hories, 
and carriages. He itated for the libe- 
rality of the Coounirtee to applv fuch a 
modification to inferior boufekeepers, 
having large families, who were al^cd 
by the difproportion, atwoidJ not artccl 
the general produ£\ivenefs of the mealure . 
The iiirplus of the general amount wouU 
admit of this : on perlbns of this de- 
fcription the tax would operate only ia 
a two- fold degrre, and in this way thcrr 
would be a produce of 0,800,000]. Oa 
the Voluntary Duties he (houkl pcopoif 
a trel>le aflcilmcnt, lubjeft, ' however, ta 
modifications. On another dais, aa tf- 
feifment of three and a half i and on thr 
higheft orders of all he ihould propa^ s 
quadrupli! afleflifnent. Thta he calcu^ 
lated at about 4,4x30,000). 

The whole amount, according to thii 
(btemcnt, would exceed feven miiliocs. 
The treble afleflincnt alone would pro> 
duce eight millions. His reaibn fat 
bating Sie amount of feven milUons, was 
to albw an abatement in the lower fub* 
diviiion. Some would be rated finele, 
fome half, and fome even lefs, accordu^ 
to the Icale ot gradation. To tboM 
claHcs, wlio might think thcmfelves in- 
titled to relief, yet wanted the inclinatiot 
to apply for it, he fliould allow one 
million. 

In Uating that ptrt which related to 
incomes and capital, be mentioned that 
the alfelVment, to prevent evafion, wouW 
not have a future but a pait operation. 
Thole who, from their imprudence or 
misfortune, had i^uced their eftablKb* 
ment, however, iliould be relieved oo 
their own declaration, without any dif- 
clofure of circuraftances. 

The laft point to which the Chancdlflr 
of the Exchequer called the aliciitica 
of the Committee,' was the Loan. It 
was to provide for a fpeedy rcdemp- 
tion of the Sinking Fund, which, m 
the courfe of the enfuing year, would 
amount to four millions. By the a^ 
rangement which he had in view, wc 
fliould not have more to pay at the end 
of 1798, than at the beginnings bot 
(houid his plan be inadequate, he would 
DTopoic the continuance Qf the whole 
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Aflcfled 1" azeft till it wal difcharged, 
Which would happen in kfs than one year 
aiter the condulion of the War. 

He next entered into a long calculation 
to prove the adoption of his plan would 
be a laving of thirty or forty millions in 
profpcAive, without bringing the im- 
mediate baiefits into the account, and 
concluded by moriagy tor t'orm*s fake> 
m Jleiblution, that there (hould be a 
rate equivalent to treble the Affefled

Lady Cyprefs is a rich widow, of a 
jgood underftanding, but credulous and 
valetudinary. Having been fuccefsful in 
a law-fuit, 21s it appears by the aid of 
Earling, an attorney « (he takes this man 
into her manfion, and intends to bequeath 
him a confidcrable legacy. The bulk of 
her fortune (lie intends to bellow oq 
Emily Fitz-AUen, the orphan daughter 
of a brave Officer, who was killed in 
India. The proper heir to her poflef- 
fions is Hairy Algernon, her ownn<:phew, 
whom (lie has never feen, and whom (he 
has been taught, by the artifices of Ear- 
ling the Attorney, to confider as a worth- 
lels cbara^ler, and whom (he therefore 
determines rever to lee, and wholly to 
exclude from her will. Hairy Algernon 
is in reality a moft amiable and Ipirited 
youth. Having rel'cued Emily / itz- 
Allen from a rufhan, who had availed 
her in a neighbouring wood, Ihe becomes 
atuched to him, and Hany is eqoallv 
enamoured. As he is debarred iVom ail 
accefs to the manlion, be aifumes the 
appearance pf a fcrvant, in order to be 
near his beloved Emily, and to obtain an 
op^>ortunity of clearing his reputation in 



the opinion of his aunt. Unlucktly, he 

confedes to her, in his aflumed charafter, 
that he has been a Gentleman, and he is 
therefore reje£led as a fervant, though 
permitted to (lay a night in the houk. 
Finding that Lady Cyprefs' s prejudices 
againft him are very drone;, he does not 
venture to difclofe himfeU, and as her 
nervous feelings will not permit her to 
hear a melancholy tale, he begs permidloa 
to refer his caufe to Sir Oliver Montrath> 
an old friend of Lady Cyprefs, who it 
expe^ed every moment to arrive with his 
nephew Lionel, the latter of whom is to 
come as the intended huiband for Emily. 
Emily, however, unwarily heti-ays her 
regard for Harry Algcmoh, and perle* 
vering in her declarations of efteem for 
the amiable youth, notwithftandidg tht 
remonftrances of Lady Cyprefs, the lat- 
ter will not fign the will in her favour, 
and orders her to leave the maofioo. 
Harry Algernon reveals himlclf to Sir 
Oliver, whoCc nephew, Lionel, had re- 
ceived a wound in a duel with Algernon, 
a circumftance that much augmented the 
prejudices of Lady Cyprefs againft the 
latter. Harry Algernon, however, prc- 
fe^tf a written declaration ^om Lionel 
to Sir Oliver, which declaration fully 
exonerates Harry from every di(honour- 
able fufpicion, and fixes the odiam of 
bad condu^ on the writer. It wa> in 
vain that Emily related to Lady Cyprefs 
the gallant condu^ of Harry, in pro- 
tc6ling her from a fecret rumxn. Jtar- 
ling, the Attorney, contrives to make 
Lady CypieU believe, that the fuppo(cd 
alTauin was a confederate with Harrv, 
paid by the latter to make the attach, 
that he might derive honour from the 
apparent relcuc. After fevcral fcenes of 
a lerious, and feveralof a ludicrous kind, 
Harry Algernon appears i^ his own 
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proper charaBrer, tnd it confironted with 
the villanous Attorney before Lady Cy- 
prefs and the reft of the chara£lers. It 
is then ieen that the vile Attomty does 
not even know the pcrfon of the Gentlc- 
. roan whole charaaer he hat defamed. 
Lady Cypreft becomea fenfible of the 
Jalfc impTeJfiom ihe had fuffered to pre- 
vai) in her mind upon partial teftimony ; 
fhe it made fully acquainted with the 
high merits of her nephew, whofe virtue 
fhe rewardt with the hand of his admired 
Emily > and the promife of fucceeding to 
her tortime : the Attorney is difmilTed 
with difgrace ; and the piece ends, as 
uiiial, to the fatisfiaiftion of all the reft of 
the chara£lcrs, who have the double plea- 
fure of fecin? a knave punifiied, and 
Worth, properly recompenfed. 

The charaflers and the hint of the plot 
of this piece are evidently taken from 
the author's own novel, entitled Henry. 
The play has moft of the faults of this 
author's performances, and fome of his 
merits. It is not, however calculated 
(though it has been very fuccefsful) to 
increale the reputation of the author of 
the Welt Indian. Mr. Cumberland, in 
many parts of it, muft have been afhamed 
of his own fuccefs j and from fome lines 
in the Prologue it is evident, that he 
rather gives way to, rather than approves 
the prelcnt tafte of the public for farcical 
comedies. It was extremely well per- 
. formed.

• Although the prodvaions of Cdlinsare far from being rturrtcrous, yet art they fufficient 
Co declare him a true fon of the mufe. In every line we niret with images fraught with afi 
that fire and fancy which arc the foul of poetry, and expreifed in language at once fublimc, 
nervous, and claffical. His *< Pcrfian Eclogue^/' which Doaor W^irton informs u» were 
written in his fcvcntrenth year, while at Winchciler College, wt>uld alone fuflicc to ina- 
roortalize hit name, flnce no poet of any nadon (Virgil excepted) h« attained an equal 
<iegree of popularity in tl)e fame fpecies of compofition. By aflTerting this, I do not fcek «• 
Hivalidate the reputation of other bards : the *' Progrefs of Love/' in four parts, by Lord 
Lytdetoni is a pleafing fpecimen of the Paftoral Eclogue •, and thofe of Walfti, particularly 
the admired one, " lamenting the death of Mr*. Tempcft," are entitled to high praife ; y«t, 
•n a comparative view of cither with thofe of Collins, impartiality muft acknowkdge they 
do not poflcf:» that originality of fcniiment, that high wrooght enthufiafm and beauty of lan- 
guage, which render thofe of Collins invaluable and unequalled. Channing as thefe Bcloguei ♦ 
are, they were not held in efteem by their aoihor, wlw, out of derifion and mockery, 
bellowed on them the cant appellation of Irifti Eclogues. Writers too often, like patents, 
arc infeniible to the merits of tlicir moll valuable offspring, and beftow their aflfe^om and 
applaufes on the leaft dcfcnring. Milton, for ii^ance, preferred his Paradifc Regatincd to 
his Paradife Loft : Ben Jonfon deated on his «* Cataline :" Rowe valued his vrrctched 
Comady of the «* Biter" above his beft Tragedies : and the great Cervantes adjudged )ii* 
Galatea to be fuperior to his incomparable Don Quixote: and in the like manner the Poet 
Collins efteemed his Odea more than his Eclogues j the public, however, have given the 
meed of fuperiority to the latter. Commenting on his Odes Allegorical and Defcrlptivc, it is 
needlcfs to enter into the minutix of criticifin, fince rhey are without exception the nobleft 
fpecimens of lyric compolition which grace the bardic pages of Great Britain. That on the 
Paflions haR been accounted the higheft and happieft effort of his genius, and many of the 
literati of the firft eminence have adjudged it fuperior to thofe of cither Drydcn or Gray : 
k is however, to fpeak impartially, of unequal merit in its paru; for who can perufe his 
charming defcriptions of Hope, Revenge, Melancholy, with thofe of Fear, Anger, Jealoufy, 
and not witncfs a marvellous difparity in his pounraitures of the latter paflions. His beauti« 
M dirge, fung ower Fidele, in Shakfpeare*s Cymbeline, was written in the year 1748, about 
the time he loft his friend Mr. Thomfon ; and here it is our author, to tranfcribc the words 
of Mr. Hayley, has "touched tl»e tendereft notes of Pity's lyre." Whoever perufes this 
charming piece of poetry, without paying that tribute of fympithy it merits, muft be totally 
deflitutc both of the feelings of nature and poetical fufccpiibility. The original fong, written 
by our immortal bard hirafrif, hafs little merit in comparifon with that of Collins, who how- 
ever is moftly indebted for the fentiments to Shakfpeare, in a fpeech which Arvirgagus makes 
prior to the fmging of tl>e dirge. His " Ode on the popular .Supcrftitions of the Highlands 
•f Scotland,** mentioned by Dr. Johnfon, in his life of Collins, was published for the firft 
time in the year 1792 by Mr. Bell in the Strand, and met With deferved fucccfs by goin^ 
through three editions 1 how this poem has been refcued from oblivion, we are not exadlly 
informed ; the Editor, who docs not give hh name, mentions his having found it among 
fome old papers : it is infcnbed to his friend Mr. John Hom^, Author of Doughs, and is 
much the longeft production of Collins*! pen, though in my opinion (which is a humble pne) 
not the moft valuable. To enter into a criticifm of its merits and defeds would in me be 
particubrly prefiimptuous ; but 1 forely may venture to fay it does not contain thofe daring 
flight* of fiincy which bum in his Ode on the PalTions. To draw a true eftimate of the 
genius of Collins, requires the pen of a Barbauld, a lady who is a great admirer of Collin*, 
and who has, in her late prefatory cifay to a correal and elegant tdition of liis Works, exhi- 
bited his poetical charader in a mou liberal yet joft light.

^^ He appears to have taken the ex- 
ccUent charter of the Parifli Pricil of 
Mr. Herbext» as he was no iefs the father, 
the friend, and the patron, tlian the piiclt 
of his parifh. He poHeHed the advan- 
tages of noble birth and of great fortune ; 
the one fecured him the reipe£^, and the 
other the good-will of the pariihioncrs, 
by the generous and charitable way in 
which be difpoied of it. He was married 
though childlefsj io that he was well 
enabkd to conlider his parifliioners as 
his children no Iefs than as his flock> 
tnd to difpenie his munificence amongft 
them with a very liberal hand. His 
Ifyle of preaching was animated \ and, 
perhaps, next to Dr. Samuel Clark, he 
was the greateit textuary that ever 
adorned the Church of England. He 
poflefled, like that great Divine, a won- 
derful power of bringing many paHhges 
of Scripture together to bear upon a 
particular point. His virtues and his 
talents will long be remembered by his 
grateful pariihionersy who have lately 
creeled an elegant monument to him in 
the chancel ot his church.

THE lUpitblkaB General Rig»ud, 
tbinkiog the mam%m\ fa?ounU>ie to 
make a fccond attempt on Irois, coU 
i^cd his very bcft troops, to the 
Rmountof iioo men. On the uight of 
the aoth of April, at twelve o'clock, 
they attempted to (lorm the fort, in 
whKh was only at the time five-and* 
twenty of the 17th infantry, with their 
Officers, cooimanded by Lieuunant 
Talbot of the Sad re^aent, and about 
twenty colonial artiliery^meo, com* 
nianded by Capuin Brucil. The at* 
tack was one of the mod formidable 
jMd determined I ever heard of, they 
returning to the charge three feverid 
times, with fuch increafed vigour» that 
many of them were killed is the fort ( 
but, to the immortal honour of its brave 
defenders, they were repulCrd with 
rqual courage and intrepidity, which 
gave time to Colonel Dafrefs, with 350 
meii of Prince Edward^ Black Cbaf. 
ieurs, to gain the fort from the Bourg 
below, from whence iadeed they were 
obliged to cut their way. This rein* 
for^mtAtikrcdtbc place \ for it wouki 



have been impoffible for the Eagliik 
and (Cannoneers to have witbftood much 
longer the perfevering and reiterated 
attacks of the moft daring and defperata 
enemy, which never ceaied until morn- 
ing, when they retired (leaving the fort 
fur rounded with their dead) to a higher 
ground, where they made a ftand, in 
Ipite of a fortie that was immediately 
made with feme advantage. Here they 
continued till the aad inft. whea they 
made an incurGon into the interior of 
our Cordon, took and burnt the Bourg 
Dance Marie, and made an attack npon 
the fort of L*Iilet, from- whence the/ 
were driven with great lofs. In the 
mean time they were making every 
difpofition for a regular (iege of lrois» 
when, fortunately, the Magicienne fri« 

fate attacked their fmall fleet in the 
lay des Carcaifes, funk three of their 
barges, and took two fchooners, all 
loaded with cannon and military (lores 
for the Hege* Toe kifs in thek various 
attacks is generally eftiouted at 1009 
men«it cannot be lefs than Soo ; before 
Irois aloae were found upwards of so^ 
bodies, among which were inany Whitee 
aad Mulattoea. Our lofs was trifliag^ 
indeed, confifling only of three privates 
killed \ but 1 have to lameat X^ieute- 
nant Talbot, of the Szd re^inunt, a& 
Officer of the mod extraordinary bnr 
very Und good conduct, aad Lic«teiiaQt 
Colville, of the Black Chaffeurs, the 
only perfons wounded, and lince dead* 
My Qioll pleating taik. Sir, is to bear 
tedirooay of the couraee, alacrity, ami 
fpirit with which all the troops diikia* 
guiflied themfelves in the various com- 
bats, particularly M. de Brueil, com* 
manding the artillery, whom I beg 
leave to recomaeud to^your favour and 
protection.

SIR, 

I DO myfelf the honour of inform- 
ing you, that, ott various coafideratioas 
of great military importance. I deter* 
mined to repoflcfs my (elf of the poft of 
Mirebalais^ in coftfe%)itnsa 1 coUt6led 
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the forces, and calling Brigadier-Gene- 
ral Churchill from the Grand Anfe, 
gave him the command, with directions 
to execute a plan that Colonel La 
Pointe, from whom I have experienced 
the mod friendly and active afii(lance» 
liad ably digefled. 

The Brigadier-Generart letter, which 
1 beg permiffion to inclofe, will inform 
you of the fuccefs of this expedition ; 
but I have to regret, that from fomc 
delay of the cnlumns,they did not move 
with that exactitude and concert I had 
hoped, by which circum (lance a con- 
fiderabte objc6t of the expedition failed 
of fuccefs-, for it was my intention to 
accord the protcftion of his Majefty't 
arms, in the belt manner puflible, to the 
inhabitants of thefe diftriCts, by direct- 
ing the troops, in their different routes, 
to march with a fecrecy and rapidity 
that might eniurc on all fides the fur* 
prizal of the enemy, compel them to a 
hafly retreat, and, driving them before 
them, flight prevent their having an 
opportunity of burning the plantations^ 
as had recently happened at Jereroie, or 
from carrying off the Negroes and pro- 
perty beyond the Artibonite, at this 
time fo fwollen by the rainy feafon, as 
to render any paflfage over it difficult 
and precarious. But I have reafon t6 
believe, from the report of Colonel De- 
peftre, who commands in that quarter, 
that many of the Negroes will efcape 
end return to their plantations : many 
vrere kft upon them ) and I learn witn 
pleafurt that the enemy had not the 
time or means to remove the coffee 
from the plantations m the Grand Bois, 
vfhich is daily coming into Port-au- 
Prince. 

As the troops were on their march 
to their defined cantonment! in the 
Arcahaye mountains, to proteCt St. 
Marc's from an attack preparing againft 
it at Gonaivesi I received information 
of that town's t>etng befieged. The 
'greater part of the army affembled un- 
der the command of General Churchill, 
by forced marches, proceeded to his^ af- 
fiilance ; and as the retaking the Mire- 
balais was unexpected by the enemy,, it 
had not only a tendency to difconccrt 
their meafures, but, as I had forefeen, 
gave me aa opportunity of fending a 
confiderable cletachment by Tea from 
the plain of the Cul de Sac to the im- 
mediate aififtance of St. Marc's^ with- 
out hazard. 

At the fame time Colonel the Count 
4c Aoiivray, wiUi a detachment of 300 



men, was detached t8 ftrike ac a camp 
of the Brigands, in the racnintains on 
the fnle of Leogane. The energy and 
activity of this Officer overcame the 
difficulties of the fituation ; he effcCto- 
aily burned the camp, and beat the 
enemy from their fevcral polls, killing 
between 40 and 50 ; and he retumea 
to Grenier with the lofs of two Inea 
killed and fevcn wounded. 

The enemy, having attacked and 
carried fome of the gutpoilsof St. Marc, 
began the fiegc of that important place, 
but were fortunately driven from be- 
fore it with very confiderable lofs. la 
the fuccefsful defence of St. Marc, the 
undaunted and a^ive courage, and the 
military condudt of the Matauis de 
Cocherell, have merited my fulleft ap* 
probation.

I HAVE the honour to inform yon, 
that, after giving previous orders t« 
Colonel Deifources to proceed with his 
column, in the morning of the 30th ulr. 
t6 his deftincd pod of La Selle, wher^ 
according to' your Excellency's in- 
ilruCtion, he was enabled to take poft, 
I moved forward with the center column 
under Colonel Depeftre. We arrived, 
after two very hot days roarcli, at Port 
Mitchell, not quite completed, and oc- 
cupied by about 50 of tbe enemv, who 
retired on our approach. Iti the eve- 
ning we difcovered a column of troops 
defcending the hills on our left, where 
they encamped* A detachment of ca- 
valry was immediately lent to recon- 
noitre them ; they proved to be Colonel 
Deffources' column. This Officer was 
unable, from the badnefs of the roads, 
and the heavy rains which we have had 
every evening, to proceed to the place 
of his dcllination : he therefore, in a 
very proper and foldier-like mannea« 
marched and joined us, which in fome 
meafure defeated your original plan of 
cutting off the enemy's retreat by La 
Selle ; but I cannot help deemrpg this 
junction rather a fortunate circuro- 
fiance, ^s it enabled us to drive the 
enemy from a very advantageous po- 
fition they had taken the next day, to 
difpute our paffage, which from their 
fuperiority of numbers (about tweUc 
hundred men, with three pieces of can* 

.havecoft 
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vs t ourober oF valuable lives to have 
carried I but M% additional ftrength 
gave ut an eafy victory ; for no fooner 
cUd they perceive a detachment of in- 
fantry and cavalry, which I fent to gain 
the heighM and torn their right flank, 
than xhey immediately fled in the ut- 
mod confuflon, and with fuch preci- 
patatton, that though ^Lieutenant*' 
Colonel Carter, with the detachments 
of the 14th, iSth, and 1 ift Briti(h Light 
I^ragoont, purfued them with that ala* 
crity and fpirit which has ever dtilin- 
gxiiflied him, he could only come up 
with a very few. He fucceeded, how- 
ever* in <lriviBg a great tnany into the 
rtv«r Artibonite, moft of whom periihedi 
and be had the good fortune to take 
^vo of their guns, with their ammu* 
nition, mules, &c. Sec. The third was 
mod probably loft in the river, the 
carriage being left behiud. We found 
the fort in the Bourg of l^irebalais as 
pcrfe^ as it had ever been, and in no 
manner deftroyed. 

We did not fee Colonel Bazil and his 
column till near an hour after we were 
ifi poflelflon of Mirebalais; he was, 
however, at the place appointed, and, 
had the enemy made any ftand, would 
have fallen on their rear, and have 
enabled us, no doubt, to have given a 
better account of them. 

Althoi^ the action, from the ripid 
retreat or the enemy, was very Ihort, 
yet. Sir, 1 have the fatisfa^ion to in- 
form you, time enough was given to 
evince as much alacrity and fpirit to 
enter it, both in the oflicers and men, 
as I ever remember tq, have witneflfcd. 

I enclofe a return of the artillerv and 
ammunition found in the fort of Mire- 
balais ; and I am happy to inform your 
Excellency, that the repofleiiion ot this 
important poft and diftrift was eifc^lcd 
without lots, one ferjeant and one pri- 
vate of the dragoons being ail our 
wounded.

miral, under inftru^tions left by him. 

The Emerald joined yeftcrday with* 
the inclofed difpatches and reports from 
the Rear-Admii il ; and although the 
enterpiize has not rucceeiltd, his Ma* 
jefty*» arms have acquii-ed a very great 
degree of iuftrc : nothing from my pe% 
can add to the eulogy the Rear- Admiral 
gives of the gallantry of the officers and 
men employed under him. I have 
greatly to lament the heavy lofs the 
country has lultained in the feverc 
wound of Rear A^lmiral Nt:lton, an^ 
the death of Capuin Richard lioweq^ 
Lieutenant Gibl'oo, and the other brave 
oflicers and men who fell in this vt« 
gorous and per fevering aflault.

^cannon, wkh mulketry, from one end of the town to the other, opened upon «s. The 
night being extremely dartt, k was only the Adinfeal, Captains Thompibn, Freemmde, and 
^Bowen, with four or five boats in the whole, who found the Mde, which was mtism^ 
Oonned and carriecf, although defmded by 4 or $00 men, and the gun«, 6 twentf-ftMur 
pounders, were fpiked ; hut fuch a henvy fire oi muflcetry and grape fliot was kept op fy^om 
the ciudel and hoofes at the head of the Mole, tha we could not advance^ and nearly aU wm 
lulled or wounded. 

<( Captains Ticubr'tdge, Hood, MUler, and Waller, landed with part of the boats, juft to 
the fouthward of the citadel, paflirig through a raging furf, whk;b liove all the boats^ and wet 
all the ammuiution. Notwlthftanding thofe difficulties, they pafled over the enemy *a line* 
wan and batteries, and formed in the Great Square of the town, about So marines, 80 pike 
men, and 180 fgudl armed ieamen, where they took poflVflion of a convent, fi^rn whence 
fbey marched againft the ciudd, but found it far beyond their power to take. 

« At day-Jight, frt>m prifoners taken, Captain Troubridge found there were 8000 SpanbHs

wouM fet the town on fire, and attack the Spaniards at the point of the bayonet ; on which 
the Governor inftantly clofcd with the terms, Vlien Captain Troubridge with his party 
marched with the Briti/h colours fl)ing to the Mole, where they embarked in fuch of our 
boats as were not Aove, the Spaniards finding others to carry them off to the fhips : and here 
it. is right that we (hould notice the noble and generous condu^ of Don Juan Antolne Gut- 
letez, the Spaniih Governor: The moment the terms were agreed to, he d ireQ cd oar 
wounded to be received into the hofpitals, and all our people to, be foppUed with the heft 
' prov;fions thnt could be procured, and made it known that the ^ips were at liberty to feed 
on fhore and purchafe whatever rtfreihmentsthey were in want of dming the time we might 
lie off the ifland.

Some Acewml of the late Cal^tain K, Bowen. 

Capt. R. Bowen, of the Terpfichcre fripite, who fell in the very gallant though i^nfucceis- 
fol bufintfs of Tcneriffe, is to be regretted by thofe who knew and valued his charaftcr and 
abilities ns a fcaman and a gentleman :— He was bred in the nautical fchool of the Fourdroyant, 
in the late war, under particular care of Sir John Jcrvis, now Lord St. Vincent ; was made 
by him, after the capture of Le Pegafe, in the Bay, an afting Lieutenant ; not hiving ferved 
his regular time according to the rules of tlie navy, he was, with uwny other defcrving officers^ 
lefV at the conclufion of the laic war unconfirmed. During the interval of the late peace, he 
was employed in various fituaeions in the Retenue fervicc at Plymouth, and always acquitud 
hlmfelf as a raoft indefatigable officer as Mate or Mailer of a Curtom-Houfe cutter. When 
the prtffnt war bioke out, eager to exerclfe thofe nautical talents he poffeffed in fo eminent 
a degree, he again entered into the navy, and was with Admiral .Sir John Jervis, K. B. in the 
WcA Indies, there made a Lieurenam, and a Mafter and Commander, and finally a Poft 
C*p<4ln;ntl»f Terpfiehortlrigaiej being ordered for the home ftation, <he^wiitcr of this

La Pomoae, at Sea, 
MY LORD» Au^, 12, 1797. 

I BEG leave to inform your Lord- 
ikip, that on the morning of the nth 
inftant, a convoy of the enemy, with a 
ikip corvette, a brig and fchooncr gun- 
boats, two armed luggers, fcveral chaflfee 
market and brigs were difcovered (land- 
ing to fea, out of the Pertuis de Breien, 
from Rochfort : I attempted to cut them 
oflfor dcftroy them with La Pomone 
and JafoD, who attacked a fort, in order 
to cover the Sylph, which was anchored 
Bear the two corvette, having left the 
Triton in chace to windward ^ the 
enemy, perceiving our iutention, an- 
chored at the entrance of the river of 
Sable d'Oionne, clofe under the fort, 
the (hip, corvette, and gun-boat with 
fprings upon their cables. 

At eleven, being near enough, the 
firing commenced and continued for an 
hourj when the gun«boat flipped her 
cables to run on (hore, but funk befort 
ihe got into the river» near the fmaU 
veiTels, and the corvette remained fad 
a-ground, but defertad by her people 



and much damaged. As I did not thrnk 
it poAible to fet her on fire with the 
boats of the fquadron, there being linle 
wind, and the tide of Hood fetting ui 
upon the coaft, we hauled our wind to 
the Southward. 

I have the ratiifa6lion of acq nai a ting 
your Lord (hip, that it has occafioned a 
delay for fonie time of the enemy's fup- 
plies arriving at Bred, as nne of the 
velTels is dedroved, and it is doubtful if 
the other can t>e repaired fo as to be of 
any ufe in future. 

The jQiips of the fquadron have fuf- 
talned very trifling damages. A return 
of the Killed and Wounded ia each 
ikip is inclofed. 

I have only to lament, that a more 
favourable moment did not prefeot it* 
felf to afford the Otiicers and men an 
opportunity of didinguiihing them* 
felves ; but the enemy mull have faf- 
fered confiderably on board the vcflch 
and in the fort, from the number of 
fhot that ftruck them. 

Some hot (hot were (ircd from a bat- 
terv of five guns, which fet fire to the 
Sylph; but any ill effects were pre- 
vented by the exertions of the OfBcen 
and men of that ve(rel, who cut them 
out, and behaved otherwifc with much 
fpirit and zeal.

1 made the 
fignal for a general chace, and conti* 
nued until night, when, from the Triton 
being far advanced a- head, and the 
Jafon to windivard, the (hips kept the 
enemy in fight after the approach of 
night. Owing to the exertions of Cap- 
tains Gore and Stirling, five of them 
were captured. 

At two A. M. being near the ihore^ 
a cutter was fee 11 at anchor, that had 
accompanied the convov, and one of the 
boats of this ihip was ient to her; but 
being ordered to keep oflT, and feeinr 
ihe was a veflel of force returned.

Benibn came down after the decealed was 
gpt into the kitchen, wheie ihe was when 
the Surgeons and Beadles came^Hie was 
unable to fj^ak, but yet ma^^le herfelf un- 
derilood by one of the beadles, that Aie 
had been thus wounded by the woman up 
ilairs. He went up to the prisoner, who 
was fitting on the bed, and laid to her> 
** For Gcd Almighty's lake, what have 
ypu done to the woman below ? She an- 
swered, *« I don't know j I believe the 
dtvil andpa^KTn bewitched rac/' There 
was part of ac. tingcr and a cale knife lying 
upon the table ^— he laid, « Is this the 
knife you did the woman's bufmefs with? 
■p^Shc anfwercd. Yes/' — ** Is this your 
finger?— Yes." — ** Did the woman bclcw 
cut it off? Yes ;*' but this the deceafed 
denied, upon his afterwards queftioning 
her with it.— The Surcfeon deiccibed the 
<k ccaled to have received five (labs upon the 
throat and neck, beiides levtral wounds 
in ditfcrent parts of the body, and agreed 
with the Surgeon who afterwaids attended 
her in the Hofmtal, that thofe wounds 
were undoubtedly the caule of her death. 
The day after, the deccaied made a de- 
claration before a Magilirate, wherein /he 
ihtcd, that (he had purchased of the pri* 
ibrteragold watch, and other articles, for 
which Sne 4^id eleven pounds, and then 
aiked for a china coffee-cup, which ftood 
wpon the chimney-piece, into the bar- 
gain i— the prifoncr bid her take one ; 
but/ in doing fo, (he (tabbed her in the 
Aeck, and atterv^-ards had her under her 
kands more than an hour, (he calling 
murder all the time, till at laii (he got 
her upon* the bed, when (he faid (he 
wouki kill her outright, that (he might 
«ot tcU her own (lory. 
" The priibncr, in her defence, (aid that 
the decealed wanted to purchafe only part 
45f the tliipgl (which (lie wanted todifpofe 
Ql^^xl; jupon h«r refuiia5 todiv>dc thcro^ 



(he became angry, and (aid that (he only 
. wanted the money to go to London to bo . 
Courtoi*8 Milhefs again :— The prifoner 
replied, that was a lie ; for (lie never had 
been Coiutoi's miltrefs : — the deceafed 
rctojtcd, that it had been proved (b at 
the Old fiailey. She (aid, that W3s a 
damned lie ; and from this they both 
proceeded to vciy abufive language, and 
nnich violence. Thcii; were two knives . 
laying ujxin the table j the 4!ecea fed took 
up one> and, making a violent blow at' 
the uriibner, cut off one of her (ingcrs. 
In tne heat of her pr^lTion, full of pain, 
and dreaming with blood, (h^ (iabbed 
her : but folouniy declared (be had no 
recoUe^lion of what paired afterwards, 
until (lie found herlclf in ber own room, 
covered with blood. ** This,'* (he faid* 
" was the truth 5 the decealed, if alive, 
mud confefs (he had been molt in fault, 
and that which a(Fe6led her the moik was 
that (he had done her any injury." The 
landlady where the decealed lived, and 
another peiibn, to whom (lie wa> well, 
known, proved that (he had a great refpe6l 
for the prifoner, and had often heard her 
declare (he believed the prilbner had the 
fame for her. The Jury, after being 
out twenty minutes, returned a verdiS 
Guilty. 

While Baron Perryn was palTing fen- 
tcnce, Mrs. Phipoe (aid, ** S|>eak out,,' 
Sir, I am not afraid." When he came, 
to the concluding words, " The Lord 
have mercy on your foul," (he fneeied 
apparently in a bitter fpirit, and laid, 
«* She had no confidence in his mercy." . 

On being fearched when taken out of 
Court, a large bottle of Laudanum was 
taken from hef pocket by Mr. Kirby. 

On monday morning fhe was execute^ 
before the debtors door, Newgate, pur- 
fuant to her fentence. She behaved with" 
oroper decorum, and was attended by a 
Koman Catholic Prieft. She \tt\ a goine;i 
for the moft deferving debtor in the gaol,, 
aud gave th« lame lum tp the executioner. 
After liaaging an hour in the view of a 
great number of fpe^ators, one-third of 
whom were females, the body was cut 
down, and delivered to the fur|;eons foe

He 
complained of the Defendant's publica- 
tion for Rating, among other things, that 
Anthony Pafquin (which it feems means 
the PlaintifF Williams, as he has pub- 
liflied feveral works under that name) 
«raj loft to every fenfe of iectncy and 
Jhame: and that bis acqumintance was 
infamy f and bis touch pQtfon. 

The publication being proved, Mr. 
Garrow, for the Defendant, produced a 
number of books, which he proved were 
written by the Plaintiff; after which he 
proceeded to (hew that they were {o im- 
moral and infamous, that their author 
lud no right to come into a Court of Juf* 
tice for damages. The Plaintiff had li- 
belled every body, from the Royal Fa- 
mily, down almo(t to the meaneft of their 
iubjefis ; and unlefs he reformed his man- 
ners a little, it would be abfolutely ne« 
ceffary to bring him to a fevere punifli- 
ment. 

Lord Kenyon intcrpofcd before the 
Learned Counfel had fini(hed his addrefs, 
and thouglit the caufe ought to ffop 
there. He told the Jury they were to fay, 
whether a man fo exhibited to them, as the 
Plaintiff had been, had a right to call for 
damages in a Court of Juftice. What 
right had fuch a fellow to find fault with 
that publication, when all the libel ajt- 
tach^ on him as Anthony Pafauin-la 
name he had put to writings of the mod 
infamous nature.
